HEADS  OF  FAMILIES 


AS  we  cannot  but  with  grief  of  soul  lament  those  multitudes  of 
errors,  blasphemies,  and  all  kinds  of  profaneness,  which  have  in 
this  last  age,  Uke  a  mighty  deluge,  overflown  this  nation ;  so,  among 
several  other  sins  which  have  helped  to  open  the  flood-gates  of  all  these 
impieties,  we  cannot  but  esteem  the  disuse  of  family  instruction  one  of 
the  greatest.     The  two  great  pillars  upon  which  the  kingdom  of  Satan 
is  erected,  and  by  which  it  is  upheld,  are  ignorance  and  error ;  the  first 
step  of  our  manumission  from  this  spiritual  thraldom  consists  in  having 
our  eyes  openedj  and  being  turned  from  darkness  to  light,  Acts  xxvi.  18, 
How  much  the  serious  endeavours  of  godly  parents  and  masters  might 
contribute  to  an  early  seasoning  the  tender  years  of  such  as  are  under 
their  inspection,  is  abundantly  evident,  not  only  from  their  special  in- 
fluence upon  them,  in  respect  of  their  authority  over  them,  interest  in 
them,  continual  presence  with  them,  and  frequent  opportunities  of 
being  helpful  to  them ;  but  also  from  the  sad  effects  which,  by  woeful 
experience,  we  find  to  be  the  fruit  of  the  omission  of  this  duty.     It 
were  easy  to  set  before  you  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  the  language  of  whose 
practice  hath  been  not  only  an  eminent  commendation  of  this  duty, 
but  also  a  serious  exhortation  to  it.     As  Abel,  though,  dead,  yet  speaks 
by  his  example  to  us  for  imitation  of  his  faith,  &c.,  Heb.  xi.  4 ;  so  do 
the  examples  of  Abraham,  of  Joshua,  of  the  parents  of  Solomon,  of  the 
grandmother  and  mother  of  Timothv,  the  mother  of  Augustine,  whose 
care  was  as  well  to  nurse  up  the  souls  as  the  bodies  of  their  little  ones; 
and  as  their  pains  herein  was  great,  so  was  their  success  no  way  un- 
answerable. 

We  should  scarce  imagine  it  any  better  than  an  impertinency,  in  this 
noon-day  of  the  gospel,  either  to  inform  or  persuade  in  a  duty  so  ex- 
pressly commanded,  so  frequently  urged,  so  highly  encouraged,  and  so 
eminently  owned  by  the  Lord  in  all  ages  with  his  blessing,  but  that  our 
sad  experience  tells  us,  this  duty  is  not  more  needful,  than  it  is  of  late 
neglected.  For  the  restoring  of  this  duty  to  its  due  observance,  give 
us  leave  to  suggest  this  double  advice. 

The  first  concerns  heads  of  families  in  respect  of  themselves;  That 
as  the  Lord  hath  set  them  in  place  above  the  rest  of  their  family,  they 
would  labour  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual  understanding  to  be  above 
them  also.  It  is  an  imcomely  sight  to  behold  men  in  years  babes  in 
knowledge;  and  how  immeet  are  they  to  instruct  others,  who  need 
themselves  to  be  taught  which  be  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles  of 
God,  Heb.  v.  12.  Knowledge  is  an  accomplishment  so  desirable,  that 
the  devils  themselves  knew  not  a  more  taking  bait  by  which  to  tempt 
our  first  parents,  than  by  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  knowledge ;  So  shall 
you  be  as  gods,  knowing  good  and  evil.    When  Solomon  had  that  fa- 
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vour  shewed  him  of  the  Lord,  that  he  was  made  his  own  chuser  what 
to  ask,  he  knew  no  greater  mercy  to  heg  than  wisdom,  1  Kings  iii.  5,  9, 
The  understanding  is  the  guide  and  pilot  of  the  whole  man,  that  facility 
which  sits  at  the  stern  of  the  soul :  out  as  the  most  expert  guide  may 
mistake  in  the  dark,  so  may  the  understanding,  when  it  wants  the  light 
of  knowledge:  Without  hiowledge  ths  mind  cannot  be  good,  Prov. 
xix.  2;  nor  the  life  good,  nor  the  eternal  condition  safe,  Eph.  iv.  18. 
Ml/  peopls  are  destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge,  Hos.  iv.  6.  It  is  ordi- 
nary in  scripture  to  set  profaneness,  and  all  kind  of  miscarriages,  upon 
the  score  of  ignorance.  Diseases  in  tlie  body  have  many  times  their 
rise  from  distempers  in  the  head,  and  exorbitancieg  in  practice  from 
errors  in  judgment :  and  indeed  in  every  gin  there  is  something  both  of 
ignorance  and  error  at  the  bottom :  for,  did  sinners  truly  know  what 
they  do  in  sinning,  we  might  say  of  every  sin  what  the  Apostle  speaks 
concerning  that  g^*eat  sin.  Had  they  known  him,  they  would  not  have 
crucified  the  Lord  of  glory  ;  did  they  truly  know  that  every  sin  is  a 
provoking  the  Lord  to  jealousy,  a  proclaiming  war  against  Heaven,  a 
crucifying  the  Lord  Jesus  afresh,  a  treasuring  up  wrath  unto  them- 
selves against  the  day  of  wrath;  and  that,  if  ever  they  be  pardoned,  it 
must  be  at  no  lower  a  rate  than  the  price  of  his  blood ;  it  were  scarce 
possible  but  sin,  instead  of  alluring,  should  affright,  afeid  instead  of 

'  tempting,  scare.  It  is  one  of  the  arch  devices  and  principal  methods 
of  Satan  to  deceive  men  into  sin :  thus  he  prevailed  against  our  first 
parents,  not  as  a  lion,  but  as  a  serpent,  acting  his  enmity  under  a  pre- 
tence of  friendship,  and  tempting  them  to  evil  under  an  appearance  of 
good ;  and  thus  hath  he  all  along  carried  on  his  designs  of  darkness, 
by  transforming  himself  into  an  angel  of  light,  making  poor  deceived 

:  men  in  love  with  their  miseries,  and  hug  their  own  destruction.  A  most 
sovereign  antidote  against  all  kind  of  errors,  is  to  be  grounded  and 
settled  in  the  faith :  persons  unfixed  in  the  true  religion,  are  very  re- 
ceptive of  a  false ;  and  they  who  are  nothing  in  sph'itual  knowledge,  are 
easily  made  any  thing.  CHouds  without  water  are  driven  to  and  fro 
with  every  wind,  and  ships  without  ballast  liable  to  the  violence  of  every 
tempest.  But  yet  the  knowledge  we  especially  commend,  is  not  a  brain- 
Imowledge,  a  mere  speculation ;  this  may  be  in  the  worst  of  men,  nay, 
in  the  worst  of  creatures,  the  devils  themselves,  and  that  in  such  an 
eminency,  as  the  best  of  saints  cannot  attain  to  in  this  life  of  imper- 
fection ;  but  an  inward,  a  savoury,  an  heart  knowledge,  such  as  was  in 
that  martyr,  who,  though  she  could  not  dispute  for  Christ,  could  die  for 
him .  This  is  that  spiritual  sense  and  feeling  of  divine  truths  the  Apostle 
speaks  of,  Heb.  v.  14.     Having  your  senses  exercised,  &c. 

But,  alas,  we  may  say  6f  most  men's  religion  what  learned  Rivet* 
speaks  concerning  the  errors  of  the  fathers^  **  They  were  not  so  much 

.  their  own  errors,  as  th«  errors  of  tho  times  wherein  they  lived.**   Thus 

'  do  most  men  take  up  their  religion  upon  no  better  an  account  than 
Turks  and  Papists  take  up  theirs,  because  it  is  the  religion  of  the  times 

)and  places  wherein  they  live ;  and  what  they  take  up  thus  slightly, 
they  lay  down  as  easily.     Whereas  an  inward  taste  and  relish  of  the 

'  things  of  God,  is  an  excellent  preservative  to  keep  us  settled  in  the  most 

\  unsettled  times.     Corrupt  and  unsavoury  principles  have  great  advan- 

■{  *  Rivet.  Crit.  Sacr. 
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tage  upon  us,  above  those  that  are  spiritual  and  sound ;  the  former 
being  suitable  to  corrupt  nature,  the  latter  contrary;  the  former 
springing  up  of  themselves,  the  latter  brought  forth  not  without  a 
painful  industry.  The  ground  needs  no  other  midwifery  in  bringing 
forth  weeds  than  only  the  neglect  of  the  husbandman's  hand  to  pluck 
them  up ;  the  air  needs  no  other  cause  of  darkness  than  the  absence  of 
the  sun  ;  nor  water  of  coldness  than  its  distance  from  the  fire ;  because 
these  are  the  genuine  products  of  nature.  Were  it  so  with  the  soul, 
(as  some  of  the  philosophers  have  vainly  imagined,)  to  come  into  the 
world  as  an  abrasa  tabulay  a  mere  blank  or  piece  of  white  paper,  on 
which  neither  any  thing  is  wi'itten,  nor  any  blots,  it  would  then  be 
equally  receptive  of  good  and  evil,  and  no  more  averse  to  the  one  than 
to  the  other :  but  how  much  worse  its  condition  indeed  is,  were  scrip- 
ture silent,  every  man's  experience  does  evidently  manifest.  For  who 
is  there  that  knows  any  thing  of  his  own  heart,  and  knows  not  thus 
much,  that  the  suggestions  of  Satan  have  so  easy  and  free  admittance 
into  our  hearts,  that  our  utmost  watchfulness  is  too  little  to  guard  us 
from  them  ?  whereas  the  motions  of  God's  Spirit  are  so^unacceptable 
to  us,  that  our  utmost  diligence  is  too  little  to  get  our  hearts  open  to 
entertain  them.  Let  therefore  the  excellency,  necessity,  difficulty  of 
true  wisdom  stir  up  endeavours  in  you  somewhat  proportionable  to 
such  an  accomplishment ;  Above  all  getting^  get  understanding,  Prov. 
iv.  7  ;  and  search  for  wisdom  as  for  hidden  treasures,  Prov.  ii.  4.  It 
much  concerns  you  in  respect  of  yourselves. 

Our  second  advice  concerns  heads  of  families,  in  respect  of  their 
families.  Whatever  hath  been  said  already,  though  it  concerns  every 
private  Christian  that  hath  a  soul  to  look  after ;  yet,  upon  a  double 
account,  it  concerns  parents  and  masters,  as  having  themselves  and 
others  to  look  after :  some  there  are,  who,  because  of  their  ignorance, 
cannot ;  others,  because  of  their  sluggishness,  will  not  mind  this  duty. 
To  the  former  we  propound  the  method  of  Joshua,  who  first  began 
with  himself,  and  then  is  careful  of  his  family.  To  the  latter  we  shall 
only  hint,  what  A  dreadful  meeting  those  parents  and  masters  must 
have  at  that  great  day,  with  their  children  and  servants,  when  all  that 
Mere  under  their  inspection  shall  not  Only  accuse  them,  but  charge 
their  eternal  miscarrying  upon  their  score. 

Never  did  any  age  of  the  Church  enjoy  such  choice  helps  as  this  of 
ours.  Every  age  of  the  gospel  hath  had  its  Creeds,  Confessions,  Cate- 
chisms, and  such  breviaries  and  models  of  divinity  as  have  been  singu- 
larly useful.  Such  forms  of  sound  words  (however  in  these  days  de- 
cried) have  been  in  use  in  the  Church  ever  since  God  himself  wrote  the 
Decalogue,  as  a  summary  of  things  to  be  done ;  and  Christ  taught  us 
that  prayer  of  his,  as  a  directory  what  to  ask.  Concerning  the  useful- 
ness of  such  compendiary  systems,  so  much  hath  been  said  already  by 
a  learned  divine  *  of  this  age,  as  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  who  are  not 
resolved  to  remain  unsatisfied. 

Concerning  the  particular  excellency  of  these  ensuing  treatises,  we 
judge  it  unneedful  to  mention  those  eminent  testimonies  which  have 
been  given  them  from  persons  of  known  worth,  in  respect  of  their  judg- 
ment, learning,  and  integrity,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  because  them- 
*  Doctor  Tuckney  in  hia  Serniou  oa  2  Tim.  i,  13. 
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selves  spake  so  much  their  own  praise;  gold  stands  not  in  need  of 
varnish,  nor  diamonds  of  painting :  give  us  leave  only  to  tell  you,  that 
we  cannot  but  account  it  an  eminent  mercy  to  enjoy  such  helps  as 
these  are.  It  is  ordinary  in  these  days  for  men  to  speak  evil  of  things 
they  know  not ;  but  if  any  are  possessed  with  mean  thoughts  of  these 
treatises,  we  shall  only  give  the  same  counsel  to  them  that  Philip  give§ 
Nathaniel,  CoTns  and  see,  John  i.  46.  It  is  no  small  advantage  the 
reader  now  hath,  by  the  addition  of  scriptures  at  large,  whereby  with 
little  pains  he  may  more  profit,  because  with  every  truth  he  may  behold 
its  scripture  foundation.  And,  indeed,  considering  what  a  Babel  of 
opinions,  what  a  strange  confusion  of  tongues,  there  is  this  day 
among  them  who  profess  they  speak  the  language  of  Canaan,  there  is 
uo  intelligent  person  but  will  conclude  that  advice  of  the  prophet 
especially  suited  to  such  an  age  as  this,  Isa.  viii.  20,  To  the  law^  and  to 
the  testimony/;  if  tliey  speak  not  a^ccording  to  this  word,  it  is  because 
there  is  tw  light  in  them.  If  the  reverend  and  learned  composers  of  these 
ensuing  treatises  were  wilUng  to  take  the  pains  of  annexing  scripture 
proofs  to  ev^  truth,  that  the  faith  of  people  might  not  be  built  upon 
the  dictates  of  men,  but  the  authority  of  God,  so  some  considerable 
pains  hath  ncrw  been  further  taken  in  transcribing  those  scriptures ; 
partly  to  prevent  that  grand  inconvenience,  (which  all  former  impres- 
sions, except  the  Latin,  have  abounded  with,  to  the  great  perplexing 
and  disheartening  of  the  reader,)  the  misquotation  of  scripture,  the 
meanest  reader  being  able,  by  having  the  words  at  large,  to  rectiiy 
whatever  mistake  may  be  in  the  printer  in  citing  the  particular  place ; 
partly,  to  prevent  the  trouble  of  turning  to  every  proof,  which  "ould 
not  but  be  very  great ;  partly,  to  help  the  memories  of  such  who  are 
willing  to  take  the  pains  of  turning  to  every  proof,  but  are  unable  to 
retain  what  they  read ;  and  partly,  that  this  may  serve  as  a  Bible  com- 
mon-place, the  several  passages  of  scripture,  which  are  scattered  up  and 
down  iii  the  word,  being  in  this  book  reduced  to  their  proper  head,  and 
thereby  giving  light  each  to  other.  The  advantages,  you  see,  in  this 
design,  are  many  and  great ;  the  way  to  spiritual  knowledge  is  hereby 
made  more  easy,  and  the  ignorance  of  this  age  more  inexcusable. 

If,  therefore,  there  be  any  spark  in  you  of  love  to  God,  be  not  con- 
tent that  any  of  yours  should  be  ignorant  of  him  whom  you  so  much 
admire,  or  any  haters  of  him  whom  you  so  much  love.  If  there  be 
any  compassion  to  the  souls  of  them  who  are  under  your  care,  if  any 
regard  of  your  being  found  faithful  in  the  day  of  Christ,  if  any  respect 
Co  future  generations,  labour  to  sow  these  seeds  of  knowledge,  which 
may  grow  up  in  after-times.  That  you  may  be  faithful  herein,  is  the 
earnest  prayer  of, 
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Chbistian  Reader, 

I  CANNOT  suppose  thee  to  be  siich  a  stranger  in  England  as  to  be  ignorant 
of  the  general  complaint  concerning  the  decay  of  tne  power  of  godliness, 
and  more  especially  of  the  great  corruption  of  youth.  Wherever  thou  goest, 
thou  wilt  hear  men  crying  out  of  bad  children  and  bad  servants ;  whereas 
indeed  the  source  of  the  mischief  must  be  sought  a  little  higher  :  it  is  bad 
parents  and  bad  masters  that  make  bad  children  and  bad  servants;  and  we 
cannot  blame  so  much  their  untowaKlness,  as  our  own  negligence  in  their 
education. 

The  devil  hath  a  great  spite  at  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  he  knoweth  no 
such  comnendious  way  to  crush  it  in  the  egg,  as  by  the  perversion  of  youth, 
and  supplanting  fanuly-duties.  He  striketh  at  all  those  duties  which  are 
publick  in  the  assemblies  of  the  saints;  but  these  are  too  well  guarded  by 
the  solemn  injunctions  and  dying  charge  of  Jesus  Christ,  as  that  he  should 
ever  hope  totally  to  subvert  and  undermine  them ;  but  at  family-duties  he 
striketh  with  the  more  success,  because  the  institution  is  not  so  solemn,  and 
the  practice  not  so  seriously  and  conscientiously  regarded  as  it  should  be, 
and  the  omission  is  not  so  liable  to  notice  and  publick  censure.  Religion 
was  first  hatched  in  families,  and  there  the  devil  seeketh  to  crush  it ;  the 
families  of  the  Patriarchs  were  all  the  Churches  God  had  in  the  world  for  the 
time;  and  therefore,  (I  suppose,)  when  Cain  went  out  from  Adam's  family, 
he  is  said  to  go  out  from  the  face  of  the  Lord,  Gen.  iv.  16.  Now,  the  devil 
knoweth  that  this  is  a  blow  at  the  root,  and  a  ready  way  to  prevent  the  sue- 
cession  of  Churches :  if  he  can  subvert  families,  other  societies  and  commu- 
nities will  not  long  floiirish  and  subsist  with  any  power  and  vigour ;  for  there 
is  the  stock  from  whence  they  are  supplied  both  for  the  present  and  future. 

For  the  present:  A  family  is  the  seminary  of  Church  and  State;  and  if 
childi'en  be  not  well  principled  there,  all  miscarrieth :  a  fault  in  the  first 
concoction  is  not  mended  in  the  second ;  if  youth  be  bred  ill  in  the  family, 
they  prove  ill  in  Church  and  Commonwealth ;  tliere  is  the  first  making  or 
niarrmg,  and  the  presage  of  their  future  lives  to  be  thence  taken,  Prov.  xx.^  11. 
By  family  discipline,  officers  are  trained  up  for  the  Church,  1  Tim.  iii.  4, 
One  (hat  ruldh  toell  his  mtm  house,  &c. ;  and  there  are  men  bred  up  in  subjec- 
tion and  obedience.  It  is  noted,  Acts  xxi.  5,  that  the  disciples  brought  Paul 
on  his  way  with  their  wives  and  children;  their  children  probably  are  men- 
tioned, to  intimate,  that  their  parents  would,  by  their  own  example  and 
affectionate  farewell  to  Paul,  breed  them  up  in  a  way  of  reverence  and  respect 
to  the  past  ore  of  the  Church. 

For  the  future :  It  is  comfortable,  certainly,  to  see  a  thriving  nursery  of 
young  plants,  and  to  have  hopes  that  God  shall  have  a  people  to  serve  him 
"wlien  we  arc  clcad  and  gone :  the  people  of  God  comforted  themselves  in  that, 
Ps.  cii.  28,  The  children  oj  thy  servants  shall  continue,  &c. 

Upon  all  these  considerations,  how  careful  shoxild  ministers  and  parents 
be  to  train  up  young  ones  whilst  they  are  yet  pliable,  and,  like  wax,  capable 
of  any  form  and  impression,  in  the  knowledge  and  fear  of  God;  and  betimes 
to  instil  the  principles  of  our  most  holy  faith,  as  they  are  drawn  into  a  short 
sum  in  catechisms,  and  so  altogether  laid  in  the  view  of  conscience!  Surely 
these  seeds  of  truth  planted  in  the  field  of  memory,  it  they  work  nothing 
else,  will  at  least  be  a  great  check  and  bridle  to  them,  and,  as  the  casting  in 
[of  cold  water  doth  stay  the  boiling  of  the  pot,  somewhat  allay  the  fervours 
"bf  youthful  lusts  and  passions. 

"    1  had,  upon  entreaty,  resolved  to  recommend  to  thee  with  the  greatest 
tajmestness  the  work  of  catechising,  and,  as  a  meet  help,  the  usefulness  of 
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this  book,  as  thus  printed  with  the  scriptures  at  large :  but  meeting  with  a 
private  letter  of  a  very  learned  and  godly  divine,  wherein  that  work  is  ex- 
cellently done  to  ray  hand,  I  shall  make  bold  to  transcribe  a  part  of  it,  and 
offer  it  to  publick  view. 

The  author  having  bewailed  the  great  distractions,  corruptions,  and  divi- 
sions that  are  in  the  Church,  he  thus  represents  the  cause  and  cure :  "  Among 
others,  a  principal  cause  of  these  mischiefs  is  the  great  and  common  neglect 
of  the  governoi*3  of  families,  in  the  discharge  of  that  dutv  which  they  owe  to 
Grod  for  the  souls  that  are  under  their  charge,  especially  in  teaching  them 
the  doctrine  of  Christianity.  Families  are  societies  that  must  be  sanctified 
to  God  as  well  as  Churches ;  and  the  governors  of  them  have  as  truly  a 
cliarge  of  the  souls  that  are  therein,  as  pastors  have  of  the  Churches.  But, 
alas,  how  little  is  this  considered  or  regarded !  But  while  negligent  minis- 
ters are  (deservedly)  cast  out  of  their  places,  the  negligent  masters  of  fami- 
lies take  themselves  to  be  almost  blameless.  They  offer  their  children  to 
God  in  baptism,  and  there  they  promise  to  teach  them  the  doctrine  of  the 
gospel,  and  bring  them  up  in  the  nurture  of  the  Lord ;  but  they  easily  pro- 
mise, and  easily  break  it ;  and  educate  their  children  for  the  world  and  the 
flesh,  although  they  have  renounced  these,  and  dedicated  them  to  God.  This 
covenant-breaking  with  God,  and  betraying  the  souls  of  their  children  to  the 
devil,  must  lie  heavy  on  them  here  or  hereafter.  They  beget  children,  and 
keep  families,  merely  for  the  world  and  the  flesh :  but  little  consider  what  a 
charge  is  committed  to  them,  and  what  it  is  to  bring  up  a  child  for  God,  and 
govern  a  family  as  a  sanctified  society. 

"  0  how  sweetly  and  successfully  would  the  work  of  God  go  on,  if  we  would 
but  all  join  togetlier  in  our  several  places  to  promote  it !  Men  need  not  then 
run  without  sending  to  be  preachers;  but  they  might  find  that  part  of  the 
Work  that  belongeth  to  them  to  be  enough  for  them,  and  to  be  the  best  that 
they  can  be  employed  in.  Especially  women  should  be  careful  of  this  duty ; 
because  as  they  are  most  about  their  children,  and  have  early  and  frequent 
opportunities  to  instruct  them,  so  this  is  the  principal  service  they  can  do  to 
God  in  this  world,  being  restrained  from  more  publick  work.  And  doubt- 
less many  an  excellent  magistrate  hath  been  sent  into  the  Commonwealth, 
and  many  an  excellent  pastor  into  the  Church,  and  many  a  precious  saint  to 
heaven,  through  the  happy  preparations  of  a  holy  education,  perhaps  by  a 
woman  that  thought  herself  useless  and  unserviceable  to  the  Church.  Would 
parents  but  begin  betimes,  and  labour  to  affect  the  hearts  of  their  children 
with  the  great  matters  of  everlasting  life,  and  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
substance  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and,  when  they  find  in  them  the  know- 
ledge and  love  of  Christ,  would  bring  them  then  to  the  pastors  of  the  Church 
to  be  tried,  confirmed,  and  admitted  to  the  further  privileges  of  the  Church, 
what  happy,  well-ordered  Churches  might  we  have!  then  one  pastor  need 
not  be  put  to  do  the  work  of  two  or  three  hundred  or  thousand  governors  of 
families,  even  to  teach  their  children  those  principles  which  they  should  havo 
taught  them  long  before ;  nor  should  we  be  put  to  preach  to  so  many  miser- 
able ignorant  souls,  that  be  not  prepared  by  education  to  understand  us; 
nor  should  we  have  need  to  shut  out  so  many  from  holy  commmiion  upon 
the  account  of  ignorance,  that  yet  have  not  the  grace  to  feel  it  and  lament  it, 
nor  the  wit  and  patience  to  wait  in  a  learning  state,  till  they  are  ready  to  be 
fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of  God.  But  now  they 
come  to  us  with  aged  self-conceitedness,  being  past  children,  and  yet  worse 
than  children  still ;  having  the  ignorance  of  children,  but  being  overgrown 
the  teachableness  of  children;  and  think  themselves  wise,  yea,  wise  enough 
to  quarrel  with  the  wisest  of  their  teachers,  because  they  have  lived  long 
enough  to  have  been  wise,  and  the  evidence  of  their  knowledge  is  their  aged 
ignorance ;  and  they  are  readier  to  flee  in  our  faces  for  Church-privileges, 
than  to  learn  of  us,  and  obey  our  instructions,  till  they  are  prepared  for 
them,  that  they  may  do  them  good;  like  snappish  curs,  that  will  snap  us  by 
the  fingers  for  their  meat,  and  snatch  it  out  of  our  hands ;  and  not  like 
children,  that  stay  till  we  give  it  them.  Parents  have  so  used  them  to  be 
unruly,  that  ministers  have  to  deal  but  with  too  few  but  the  unruly.    Aii4 


THE  EPISTLE  TO  THE  READER.  ^ 

It  is  for  want  of  this  laying  tlie  foundation  well  at  first,  that  professors  them- 
eelves  are  so  ii^oi'ant  as  most  are,  and  that  so  manjr,  especially  of  the  younger 
sort,  do  swallow  down  almost  any  error  that  is  offered  them,  and  follow  any 
sect  of  dividers  that  will  entice  them,  so  it  be  but  done  with  earnestness 
and  plausibility.  For,  alas !  though  by  the  gi'ace  of  God  their  hearts  may  be 
changed  in  an  hour,  (whenever  they  understand  but  the  essentials  of  the 
faith,)  yet  their  undei-standings  must  have  time  and  diligence  to  furnish 
them  with  such  knowledge  as  must  stablish  tliem,  and  fortify  them  against 
deceits.  Upon  these,  and  many  the  like  considerations,  we  should  entreat 
all  Chi'istian  families  to  take  more  pains  in  this  necessary  work,  and  to  get 
better  acquainted  with  the  substance  of  Christianity.  And,  to  that  end, 
(taking  along  some  moving  treatises  to  awake  the  heart,)  I  know  not  what 
work  should  bo  fitter  for  their  use,  than  that  compiled  by  the  Assembly  at 
Westminster;  a  Synod  of  as  godly,  judicious  divines,  (notwithstanding  all 
the  bitter  words  which  they  have  received  from  discontented  and  self-con- 
ceited men,)  I  verily  think,  as  ever  England  saw.  Though  they  had  the  un- 
happiness  to  be  employed  in  calamitous  times,  when  the  noise  of  wars  did 
Btop  men's  ears,  and  the  licentiousness  of  wars  did  set  every  wanton  tongue 
and  pen  at  liberty  to  reproach  them,  and  the  prosecution  and  event  of  those 
wars  did  exasperate  partial  discontented  men  to  dishonour  themselves  hy 
seeking  to  disnonour  them ;  I  dare  say,  if  in  the  days  of  old,  when  councils 
were  in  power  and  account,  they  had  had  but  such  a  council  of  bishops,  aa 
this  of  presbyters  was,  the  fame  of  it  for  learning  and  holiness,  and  all  mi- 
nisterial abilities,  would,  with  very  great  honour,  have  been  transmitted  to 
posterity. 

"  I  do  therefore  desire,  that  all  masters  of  families  would  first  study  well 
this  AYork  themselves,  and  then  teach  it  their  children  and  serviints,  accoi'd- 
ing  to  their  several  capacities.  And,  if  they  once  underetand  these  grounds 
of  religion,  they  will  be  able  to  read  other  books  more  understandingly,  and 
hear  sermons  more  profitably,  and  confer  more  judiciously,  and  hold  fast  the 
doctrine  of  Christ  more  firmly,  than  ever  you  are  like  to  do  by  any  other 
course.  First,  let  them  read  and  leam  the  bhorter  Catechism,  and  next  the 
Larger,  and  lastly,  read  the  Confession  of  Faith." 

Thus  far  he,  whose  name  I  shall  conceal,  (though  the  excellency  of  the 
matter,  and  present  style,  will  easily  discover  him,)  because  I  have  published 
it  witliout  his  privity  and  consent,  though,  I  hope,  not  against  his  liking  and 
approbation.    I  shall  add  no  more,  but  that  I  am,

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An  Ordinance  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  assembled  in  Parliament,  for  the  call- 
ing of  an  Assembly  of  learned  and  godly  Divines,  and  others,  to  he  consulted 
with  by  the  Parliament,  for  the  settling  of  the  government  and  liturgy  of  tlie 
Church  of  England;  and  for  vindicating  and  clearing  of  the  doctrine  of  the 
said  Church  from  false  aspersions  and  interpretations.    June  12, 1643. 

WHEREAS,  amongst  the  infinite  blessings  of  Almighty  God  upon  this 
nation,  none  is  nor  can  be  more  dear  unto  us  than  tne  purity  of  our 
religion;  and  for  that,  as  yet,  many  things  remain  in  the  liturgy,  discipline, 
and  government  of  the  Cnurch,  which  do  necessarily  require  a  further  ana 
more  perfect  reformation  than  as  yet  hath  been  attained ;  and  whereas  it 
hath  been  declared  and  resolved  by  the  Lords  and  Commons  assembled  in 
Parliament,  that  the  present  Church-government  by  archbishops,  their  chan- 
cellors, commissars,  deans,  deans  and  chapters,  archdeacons,  and  other  eccle- 
siastical officers  depending  upon  the  hierarchy,  is  evil,  and  justly  offensive 
and  burdensome  to  the  kingdom,  a  great  impediment  to  reformation  and 
growth  of  religion,  and  very  prejudicial  to  the  state  and  government  of  this 
kingdom ;  and  therefore  they  are  resolved  that  the  same  shall  be  taken  away, 
and  that  such  a  government  shall  be  settled  in  the  Church  as  may  be  most 
agreeable  to  (rod's  holy  word,  and  most  apt  to  procure  and  preserve  the  peace 
of  the  Church  at  home,  and  nearer  agreement  with  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
and  other  Reformed  Churches  abroad;  and,  for  the  better  effecting  hereof, 
and  for  the  vindicating  and  clearing  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England 
from  all  false  calumnies  and  aspersions,  it  is  thought  fit  and  necessary  to  call 
an  Assembly  of  learned,  godly,  and  judicious  Divines,  who,  together  with 
some  members  of  both  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  are  to  consult  and  advise 
of  such  matters  and  thin^,  touching  the  premises,  as  shall  be  proposed  uuto 
them  by  both  or  either  or  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  give  their  advice 
and  counsel  therein  to  both  or  either  of  the  said  Houses,  when,  and  as  often 
as  they  shall  be  thereunto  required :  Be  it  therefore  ordained,  by  the  Lords 
and  Commons  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled.  That  all  and  every  the 
persons  hereafter  in  this  present  ordinance  named,  that  is  to  say, — 

And  such  other  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by 
both  Houses  of  Parliament,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  not  be  letted  by  sick- 
ness, or  other  necessary  impediment,  shall  meet  and  assemble,  and  are  hereby 
required  and  enjoined,  upon  summons  signed  by  the  clerks  of  both  Houses  of 
Parliament,  left  at  their  respective  dwellings,  to  meet  and  assemble  them- 
selves at  Westminster,  in  the  Chapel  called  King  Henry  the  VII. 's  Chapel, 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty-three;  and  after  the  first  meeting,  being  at  least  the  nimiber  of 
forty,  shall  from  time  to  time  sit,  and  be  removed  from  place  to  place ;  and 
also  that  the  said  Assembly  shall  be  dissolved  in  such  manner  as  by  both 
Houses  of  Parliament  shall  be  directed :  and  the  said  persons,  or  so  many  of 
them  as  shall  be  so  assembled,  or  sit,  shaU  have  power  and  authority,  and 
are  hereby  likewise  enjoined  from  time  to  time,  during  this  present  Parlia- 
ment, or  until  further  order  be  taken  by  both  the  said  Houses,  to  confer  and 
treat  among  themselves  of  such  matters  and  things,  touching  and  concerning 
the  liturgy,  discipline,  and  government  of  the  Church  of  England,  for  the 
vindicating  and  clearing  of  the  doctrine  of  the  same  from  all  false  aspersions 
and  misconstructions,  as  shall  be  proposed  imto  them  by  both  or  either  of 
the  said  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  no  other;  and  deliver  their  opinion,  ad- 
vices  of,  or  touching  the  matters  aforesaid,  as  shall  be  most  agreeable  to  the 
word  of  God,  to  both  or  either  of  the  Houses,  from  time  to  time,  in  such 
manner  and  sort  as  by  both  or  either  of  the  saia  Houses  of  Parliament  sh.all 
be  required;  and  the  same  not  to  divulge,  by  printing,  -writing,  or  otherwise, 
without  the  consent  of  both  or  either  Houses  of  Parliament.  And  be  it  fur- 
ther ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  William  Twisse  doctor  in 
divinity  shall  sit  in  the  chair,  as  prolocutor  of  the  said  Assembly;  and  if  he 
happen  to  die,  or  be  letted  by  sickness,  or  other  necessary  impediment,  then 
ssuch  other  person  to  be  appointed  in  his  place  as  shall  be  agreed  on  by  the 
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said  Houses  of  Parliament :  And  in  case  any  difference  in  opinion  shall  hap- 
pen amongst  the  said  persons  so  assembled,  touching  any  the  matters  that 
shall  be  proposed  to  them  as  aforesaid,  that  then  they  shall  represent  the 
same,  together  with  the  reasons  thereof,  to  both  or  either  the  said  Houses 
respectively,  to  the  end  such  further  direction  may  be  given  therein  as  shall 
be  requisite  to  that  behalf.  And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority 
aforesaid.  That,  for  the  charges  and  expences  of  the  said  Divines,  and  every 
one  of  them,  in  attending  the  said  service,  there  shall  be  allowed  every  one 
of  them  that  shall  so  attend,  during  the  time  of  their  said  attendance,  and 
for  ten  days  before  and  ten  days  after,  the  sum  of  four  shillings  for  every 
day,  at  the  charges  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner 
as  by  both  Houses  of  Parliament  shall  be  appointed.  And  be  it  further 
ordamed.  That  all  and  every  the  said  Divines,  so,  as  aforesaid,  required  and 
enjoined  to  meet  and  assemble,  shall  be  fi-eed  and  acquitted  of  and  from 
every  offence,  forfeiture,  penaltj',  loss,  or  damage,  which  shall  or  may  ensue 
or  grow  by  reason  of  any  non-residence  or  absence  of  them,  or  any  of  them, 
from  his  or  their,  or  any  of  their  church,  churches,  or  cures,  for  or  in  respect 
of  their  said  attendance  upon  the  said  service ;  any  law  or  statute  of  non- 
residence,  or  other  law  or  statute  enjoining  their  attendance  upon  their  re- 
spective ministries  or  charges,  to  tlic  contrary  thereol'  notwithstanding.  And 
if  anv  of  the  persons  above  named  shall  happen  to  die  before  the  said  Assem- 
bly shall  be  dissolved  by  order  of  botli  Houses  of  Parliament,  then  such  other 
person  or  persons  shall  be  nominated  and  placed  in  the  room  and  stead  of 
such  person  or  persons  so  dying,  as  by  both  the  said  Houses  shall  be  thought 
fit  and  agreed  upon ;  and  every  such  person  or  persons,  so  to  be  named,  sliall 
have  the  like  power  and  authority,  freedom  and  acquittal,  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  and  also  all  such  wages  and  allowances  for  the  said  service,  dui'ing 
the  time  of  his  or  their  attendance,  as  to  any  other  of  the  said  persons  in 
this  ordinance  is  by  this  ordinance  limited  and  appointed.  Provided  always, 
That  this  ordinance,  or  any  tiling  therein  contained,  shall  not  give  unto  the 
persons  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  nor  shall  they  in  this  Assembly  assume  to 
exercise  any  jurisdiction,  power,  or  authority  ecclesiastical  whatsoever,  or 
any  other  power  than  is  herein  particularly  expressed.

Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  to  some  Ministers  and  RvMng  Elders,  for 
repcdring  to  the  Kingdom  of  England. 

THE  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  finding  it  necessary  to 
send  some  godly  and  learned  of  this  Kirk  to  the  kingdom  of  England, 
to  the  effect  under  written  •  therefore  gives  full  power  and  commission  to 
Mr  Alexander  Henderson,  Mr  Kobert  Douglas,  Mr  Samuel  llutherford,  Mr 
Robert  Baillie,  and  Mr  George  Gillespie,  Ministers,  John  Earl  of  Cassilis, 
John  Lord  Maitland,  and  Sir  Archibald  Jolmstoun  of  Warristoun,  Elders,  or 
any  three  of  them,  whereof  two  sliaU  be  Ministers,  to  repair  to  the  kingdom 
of  England,  and  there  to  deliver  the  declaration  sent  unto  the  Parliament  of 
England,  and  the  letter  sent  unto  the  Assembly  of  Divines  now  sitting  in 
that  kingdom ;  and  to  propone,  consult,  treat,  and  conclude  with  that  Assem- 
bly, or  any  Commissioners  deputed  by  them,  or  any  Committees  or  Commis- 
sioners deputed  by  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  in  all  matters  which  may  fur- 
ther the  vmion  of  tins  Island  in  one  Form  of  Kirk-government,  one  Confes- 
sion of  Faith,  one  Catechism,  one  Directory  for  the  worship  of  God,  accord- 
ing to  the  instructions  which  they  have  received  from  the  Assembly,  or  shall 
receive  from  time  to  time  hereafter  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Assembly 
deputed  for  that  effect :  with  newer  also  to  them  to  convey  to  His  Majestv 
the  humble  answer  sent  from  tliis  Assembly  to  His  Majesty's  letter,  by  such 
occasion  aa  they  shall  think  convenient ;  and  sickUke,  to  deliver  the  Assem- 
bly's answer  to  the  letter  sent  from  some  well-affected  bretliren  of  the  minis- 
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try  there;  and  generally  authorises  them  to  do  all  things  which  may  furthef 
the  so  much  desired  union,  and  nearest  conjunction  of  the  two  Churches  of 
Scotland  and  England,  conform  to  their  instructions  aforesaid. 


Many  of  the  persons  loho  were  called  by  the  foresaid  Ordinance  of  the  Lords  and 
Commons  (in  that  broken  state  of  the  Church)  to  attend  the  Assembly  appeared 
not;  whereupon  the  whole  work  lay  on  the  hands  of  the  persons  hereafter  men- 
tioned.   

The  Promise  and  Vwo  taken  by  every  Member  admitted  to  sit  in  the  Assembly. 

IA.  B.  do  seriously  promise  and  vow,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God, 
That  in  this  Assembly,  whereof  I  am  a  member,  I  will  maintain  nothing 
in  point  of  doctrine,  but  what  I  believe  to  be  most  agreeable  to  the  word  of 
God;  nor  in  point  of  discipline,  but  what  may  make  most  for  God's  glory, 
and  the  peace  and  good  of  this  Church.

Assembly  at  EDiNBtJROrt,  August  27, 1647.    6cs3.  23. 
Act  approving  the  Confession  o/ Faith. 

A  CONFESSION  of  Faith  for  the  Kirks  of  God  in  the  three  kingclomg, 
being  the  chiefest  part  of  that  uniformity  in  religion,  which  by  the 
Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  we  are  bound  to  endeavour :  And  there  being 
accordingly  a  Confession  of  Faith  agreed  ujwn  by  the  Assemlily  of  Divines 
Bitting  at  Westminster,  with  the  assistance  of  Commissioners  from  tlie  Kirk 
of  Scotland ;  which  Confession  was  sent  from  our  Commiflsioners  at  London 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Kirk  met  at  Edinburgh  in  Januai'v  last,  and 
hath  been  in  this  Assembly  twice  publickly  read  over,  examined,  and  con- 
eidered ;  copies  thereof  being  also  printed,  that  it  might  be  particularly  per- 
used by  all  the  members  of  this  Assembly,  unto  whom  frequent  intimation 
was  publickly  made,  to  put  in  their  doubts  and  objections,  if  they  had  any : 
And  the  said  Confession  being,  upon  due  examination  thereof,  fo\ind  by  tlio 
Assembly  to  be  most  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  and  in  nothing  contrary 
to  the  received  doctrine,  worsliip,  discipline,  and  government  of  tlus  Kirk. 
And,  lastly,  It  being  so  necessary,  and  so  much  longed  for,  that  the  said  Con- 
fession be,  with  all  possible  diligence  and  expedition,  approved  and  estab- 
lished  in  both  kingdoms,  as  a  principal  part  of  the  intended  uniformity  in 
religion,  and  as  a  special  means  for  the  more  eliectual  suppressing  of  the 
many  dangerous  errors  and  heresies  of  these  times;  the  General  Assembly 
doth  therefore,  after  matiire  deliberation,  agree  imtOj  and  approve  the  said 
Confession,  as  to  the  truth  of  the  matter;  (judging  it  to  be  most  orthodox, 
and  grounded  upon  the  word  of  God ;)  and  also,  as  to  the  point  of  uniformity, 
agreeing  for  our  part,  that  it  be  a  common  Confession  of  Faith  for  the  three 
kingdoms.  The  Assembly  doth  also  bless  the  Lord,  and  thankfully  acknow- 
ledge his  great  mercy,  in  that  bo  excellent  a  Confession  of  Faith  is  prepared, 
and  thus  far  agreed  upon  in  both  kingdoms ;  which  we  look  upon  as  a  great 
strengthening  of  the  true  reformed  religion  against  the  common  enemies 
thereof.  But,  lest  our  intention  and  meaning  be  in  some  particulars  misun- 
derstood, it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  and  provided.  That  the  not  men- 
tioning in  thig  Confession  the  several  sorts  of  ecclesiastical  officers  and  assem- 
blies, shall  be  no  prejudice  to  the  truth  of  Christ  in  these  particulars,  to  bo 
expressed  fully  in  the  Directory  of  Government  It  is  further  declared.  That 
the  Assembly  understandeth  some  narts  of  the  second  article  of  the  thirty- 
one  chapter  only  of  kirks  not  settlea,  or  constituted  in  point  of  government : 
And  that  although,  in  such  kirks,  a  synod  of  Ministers,  and  other  fit  persons, 
may  be  called  by  the  Magistrate's  authority  and  nomination,  without  any 
other  call,  to  consult  and  advise  with  about  matters  of  religion ;  and  although, 
likewise,  the  Ministers  of  Christ,  without  delegation  from  their  churches, 
may  of  themselves,  and  by  virtue  of  their  ofBce,  meet  together  synodically  in 
Buch  kirks  not  yet  constituted,  yet  neither  of  these  ought  to  be  done  in  kirka 
constituted  and  settled ;  it  being  always  free  to  the  Magistrate  to  advise  with 
Bvnods  of  ministers  and  ruling  elders,  meeting  upon  delegation  from  their 
churches,  either  ordinarily,  or,  being  indicted  by  his  authority,  occasionally, 
and  frro  re  nata;  it  being  also  free  to  assemble  together  synodically,  as  well 
pro  re  nata  as  at  the  ordinary  times,  ui)on  delegation  from  the  churches,  by 
the  intrinsical  power  received  from  Chrigt,  aa  often  as  it  is  necessary  for  the 
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good  of  the  Church  bo  to  assemble,  in  case  the  Magistrate,  to  the  detriment 
of  the  Chui'cli,  ■withhold  or  deny  his  consent;  the  necessity  of  occasional 
assemblies  being  first  remonstrate  unto  him  by  humble  supplication.

THE  Estates  of  Parliament,  now  presently  convened  in  this  second  Session 
of  the  second  triennial  Parliament,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Estates,  who  had  power  and  authority  from  the  last  ParUaraent  for 
convening  the  Parliament,  having  seriously  considered  the  Catechisms,  viz. 
the  Larger  and  Shorter  ones,  with  the  Confession  of  Faith,  with  three  Acts 
of  Approbation  thereof  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  General  Assembly,  pre- 
sented unto  them  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  General  Assembly;  do 
ratify  and  approve  the  said  Catechisms,  Confession  of  Faith,  and  Acts  of 
Approbation  of  the  same,  produced  aa  it  is ;  and  ordains  them  to  be  recorded, 
published,  and  practised. 


ACT  7th  June  1690. 
Ratifying  the  Confession  of  Faith,  and  settling  Presbyterian  Church  Government. 

OUR  Sovereign  Lord  and  Lady,  the  King  and  Queen's  Majesties,  and  three 
Estates  of  Parliament,  conceiving  it  to  be  their  bounden  duty,  after  the 
great  deliverance  that  God  hath  lately  wrought  for  this  Church  and  King- 
dom, in  the  first  place  to  settle  and  secure  therein  the  true  Protestant  reS- 
gion,  according  to  the  truth  of  God's  word,  as  it  hath  of  a  long  time  been 
professed  within  this  land ;  as  also  the  government  of  Christ's  Church  within 
this  Nation,  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  and  most  conducive  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  true  piety  and  godliness,  and  the  establishing  of  peace  and 
tranquillity  within  this  realm, — they,  by  these  presents,  ratify  and  establish 
the  Confession  of  Faith  now  read  in  their  presence,  and  voted  and  approven 
by  them,  as  the  public  and  avowed  Confession  of  this  Church,  containing  the 
sum  and  substance  of  the  Doctrine  of  the  Reformed  Churches,  (which  Confes- 
sion of  Faith  is  subjoined  to  this  present  Act,)  as  also  they  do  establish, 
ratify,  and  confirm  the  Presbyterian  Church  GoTemment  and  Discipline; 
that  is  to  say,  the  Government  of  the  Church  by  Kirk  Sessions,  Presbji;eries, 
Provincial  Synods,  and  General  Assemblies,  ratified  and  established  by  the 
114  Act  James  VL,  Pari.  12,  Anno  1592,  entitled  Ratification  of  the  Liberty 
of  the  Kirk,  &c.,  and  thereafter  received  by  the  general  consent  of  this  na- 
tion, to  be  the  only  Government  of  Christ's  Church  within  this  kingdom; 
reviving,  renewing,  and  confirming  the  same  in  the  whole  heads  thereof,  ex- 
cept that  part  of  it  relating  to  Patronages,  which  is  hereafter  to  bo  taken 
into  consideration.

OHAP.  I Of  the  Holy  Scripture. 

I.    4  LTHOUGH  the  hght  of  nature,  and  the  works  of  creation  and 

XJL  providence,  do  so  far  manifest  the  goodness,  wisdom,  and  power 
of  God,  as  to  leave  men  inexcusable;'  yet  they  are  not  sufficient  to  give 
that  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  his  will,  which  is  necessary  unto  salva- 
tion:^ therefore  it  pleased  the  Lord,  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers 
manners,  to  reveal  himself,  and  to  declare  that  his  will  unto  his  Church;" 
and  afterwards,  for  the  better  preserving  and  propiigating  of  the  truth, 
and  for  the  more  sure  establishment  and  comfort  of  the  Church  against 
the  corruption  of  the  flesh,  and  the  malice  of  Satan  and  of  the  world, 
to  commit  the  same  wholly  unto  writing;"^   which  maketh  the  holy 


I. »  Rom.  ii.  14.  For  when  the  Gen- 
tiles, which  have  not  the  law.  do  by 
nature  the  things  contained  in  the 
law,  these,  having  not  the  law,  are  a 
law  unto  themselves :  Ver.

There  is  no  speech  nor  language  where 
their  voice  is  not  heard.  Rom.  i.  32. 
Who,  knowing  the  judgment  of  God, 
that  they  which  commit  such  things 
are  worthy  of  death,  not  only  do  the 
same,  but  have  pleasure  in  them  that 
do  them.  With  Rom.  ii.  1.  Therefore 
thou  art  inexcusable,  0  man,  whoso- 
ever thou  ai-t  that  judgest :  for  where- 
in thou  judgest  anotliier,  thou  oon- 
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demnest  thyself;  for  thou  that  judgest 
doest  the  same  things. 

^  1  Cor.  i.  21.  For  after  that,  in  the 
wisdom  of  God,  the  world  by  wisdom 
knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  the 
foolishness  of  preacldng  to  save  theni 
that  believe.

III.  The  Books  commonly  called  Apocrypha,  not  being  of  divine 
inspiration,  are  no  part  of  the  canon  of  the  scripture ;  and  tJierefore 
are  of  no  authority  m  the  Church  of  God,  nor  to  be  any  otherwise  ap- 
proved, or  made  use  of,  than  other  human  writings.^ 

IV.  The  authority  of  the  holy  scripture,  for  which  it  ought  to  be 
believed  and  obeyed,  dependeth  not  upon  the  testimony  of  any  man  or 
church,  but  wholly  upon  God,  (who  is  truth  itself,)  the  author  thereof; 
and  therefore  it  is  to  be  received,  because  it  is  the  word  of  God.^ 

V.  We  may  be  moved  and  induced  by  the  testimony  of  the  Church 
to  an  high  and  reverend  esteem  of  the  holy  scripture,''  and  the  heaven- 
liness  of  the  matter,  the  efficacy  of  the  doctrine,  the  majesty  of  the  style, 
the  consent  of  all  the  parts,  the  scope  of  the  whole,  (which  is  to  give 
all  glory  to  God,)  the  full  discovery  it  makes  of  the  only  way  of  man's 
salvation,  the  many  other  incomparable  excellencies,  and  the  entire 
perfection  thereof,  are  arguments  whereby  it  doth  abundantly  evidence 
itself  to  be  the  word  of  God ;  yet,  notwithstanding,  our  full  persuasion 
and  assurance  of  the  infallible  truth,  and  divine  authority  thereof,  is 
from  the  inward  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  bearing  witness  by  and  with 
the  word  in  our  hearts.' 


SI.  And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear 
not  Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither 
■will  they  be  persuaded  though  one 
rose  from  the  aead.  Eph.  ii.  20.  And 
are  built  upon  the  fovmdation  of  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ 
himself  being  the  chief  corner-stone.

All  scripture  is  given 
by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profit- 
able for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  cor- 
rection, for  instruction  in  righteous- 
ness. 

III.  •»  Luke  xxiv.  27.  And  begin- 
ning at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets,  he 
expoimded  unto  them  in  all  the  scrip- 
tures the  things  concerning  himself 
Ver.  44.  And  he  said  imto  them,  These 
are  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you, 
"while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all 
things  must  be  fulfillea  which  were 
"Written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in 
the  Prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms,  con- 
cerning me.  Rom.  iii.  2.  Much  every 
way :  chiefly,  because  that  unto  them 
were  committed  the  oracles  of  God. 
2  Pet.  i.  21.  For  the  prophecy  came 
not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man ;

If  we 
receive  the  witness  of  men,  the  wit- 
ness of  God  is  greater :  for  this  is  the 
witness  of  God  which  he  hath  testified 
of  his  Son.  1  Thess.  ii.  13.  For  this 
cause  also  thank  we  God  without  ceas- 
ing, because,  when  ye  received  the 
word  of  God  which  ye  heard  of  us,  ye 
received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men, 
but  (as  it  is  in  truth)  the  word  of 
God,  which  effectually  worketh  also 
in  you  that  believe.

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VI.  The  whole  counsel  of  God,  concerniRg  all  things  necessary  for 
his  own  glory,  man's  salvation,  faith,  and  life,  is  either  expressly  set 
down  in  scripture,  or  by  good  and  necessary  consequence  may  be  de- 
duced from  scripture :  unto  which  nothing  at  any  time  is  to  be  added, 
whether  by  new  revelations  of  the  Spirit,  or  traditions  of  men."

But,  as  it  is  written,  Eye  hath  not 
seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neitner  have  en- 
tered into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for  them 
that  love  him.

All  things  in  scripture  are  not  alike  plain  in  themselves,  nor 
f  alike  clear  unto  all;P  yet  those  things  which  are  necessary  to  be  known, 
I  believed,  and  observed,  for  salvation,  are  so  clearly  propounded  and 
I  opened  in  some  place  of  scripture  or  other,  that  not  only  the  learned,

VIII.  The  Old  Testament  in  Hebrew,  (which  was  the  native  lan-

But  because  these  original  tongues  are  not  known  to  all  the 
people  of  God,  who  have  right  unto  and  interest  in  the  scriptures,  and 
are  commanded,  in  the  fear  of  God,  to  read  and  search  them,*  there- 
fore they  are  to  be  translated  into  the  vulgar  language  of  every  nation 
unto  which  they  come,''  that  the  word  of  God  dwelling  plentifully  in  all, 
they  may  worship  him  in  an  acceptable  manner,^  and,  through  patience 
and  comfort  of  the  scriptures,  may  have  hope.''

Knowing  this 
first,  that  no  prophec;^  of  the  scrip- 
ture is  of  any  private  interpretation.

Therefore  hath 
he  mercy  on  whom  he  will  have  mercy, 
and  whom  he  will  he  hardeneth,

hath  chosen  in  Christ  unto  everlasting  glory,'  out  of  his  mere  free  grace 
and  love,  without  any  foresight  of  faith  or  good  works,  or  perseverance 
in  either  of  them,  or  any  other  thing  in  the  creature,  as  conditions,  or 
causes  moving  him  thereunto;^  and  all  to  the  praise  of  his  glorious

Hath  in  these  last 
days  spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son,  whom 
he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things, 
by  whom  also  he  made  the  worlds. 
John  i.  2.  The  same  was  in  the  be- 
ginning with  God.  Ver.  3.  All  things 
were  made  by  him ;  and  without  him 
Was  not  any  thing  made  that  was 
made.  Gen.  i.  2.  And  the  earth  was 
without  form,  and  void;  and  dark- 
ness was  upon  the  face  of  the  deep : 


and  the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon 
the  face  of  the  waters.  Job  xxvi.  13. 
By  his  Spirit  he  has  garnished  the 
heavens ;  his  hand  hath  formed  the 
crooked  serpent.  Job  xxxiii.  4.  The 
Spirit  of  God  hath  made  me,  and  the 
breath  of  the  Almighty  hath  given 
me  life. 

•'Rom.  i.  20.  For  the  invisible  things 
of  him  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
are  clearly  seen,  being  imderstood  by 
the  things  that  are  made,  even  his 
eternal  power  and  Godhead ;  so  that 
they  are  without  excuse.  Jer.  x.  12. 
He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power, 
he  hath  established  the  world  by  his 
wisdom,  and  hath  stretched  out  the 
heavens  by  his  discretion.  Ps.  civ.  24. 
0  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works ! 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all :

So 
Saul  died  for  his  transgression  which 
he  committed  against  the  Lord,  even 
against  the  word  of  the  Lord,  which 
he  kept  not,  and  also  for  asking  coun- 
eel  of  one  that  had  a  familiar  spirit,  to 
enquire  of  it ;  Ver.  14.  And  enquired 
not  of  the  Lord :  therefore  he  slew 
him,  and  turned  the  kingdom  unto 
David  the  son  of  Jesse.  2  Sam.  xvi.  10. 
And  the  king  said,  What  have  I  to  do 
with  you,  ye  sons  of  Zeruiah  ?  so  let 
him  curse,  because  the  Lord  hath  said 
tmto  him,  Curse  David.  Who  shall 
then  say,  Wherefore  Imst  thou  done 
fe  ?  Acts  ii.  23.  Him,  being  delivered 
by  the  determinate  counsel  and  fore- 
knowledge of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and 
by  wicked  hands  have  crucitied  and 


slain.  Acts  iv.  27.  For  of  a  truth, 
against  thy  holy  child  Jesus,  whom 
thou  hast  anointed,  both  Ilcrod  and 
Pontius  Pilate,  with  the  Gentiles,  and 
the  people  of  Israel,  were  gathered 
together,  Ver.

ceitfulness  of  their  hearts,  that  they  may  be  humbled  ;*  and  to  raise 
them  to  a  more  close  and  constant  dependence  for  their  support  upon 
himself,  and  to  make  them  more  watchful  against  all  future  occasions 
of  sin,  and  for  sundry  other  just  and  holy  ends.'^ 

VI.  As  for  those  wicked  and  ungodly  men,  whom  God  as  a  right- 
eous judge,  for  former  sins,  doth  blmd  and  harden,^  from  them  he  not 
only  withhoKteffiT'hisgface,  whereby  they  might  have  been  enlightened 


1  John  ii.  16.  For  all  that  is  in  the 
world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the 
lust  of  the  eyea,  and  the  pride  of  life, 
is  not  of  the  Father,  but  is  of  the 
world.  Ps.  1.  21.  These  things  hast 
thou  done,  and  I  kept  silence;  thou 
thoughtest  that  I  was  altogether  such 
an  one  as  thyself:  but  I  will  reprove 
thee,  and  set  them  in  order  before 
thine  eyes. 

V.  *  2  Chr.  xxxii.  25.  But  Hezekiah 
rendered  not  again  according  to  the 
benefit  done  unto  him;  for  his  heart 
was  lifted  up :  therefore  there  was 
wrath  upon  hun,  and  upon  Judah  and 
Jerusalem.  Ver.  26.  I^otwithstand- 
ing  Hezekiah  hmnbled  himself  for 
the  *pride  of  his  heart,  (both  he  and 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,)  so  that 
the  wrath  of  the  Lord  came  not  upon 
them  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah.  Ver. 
31.  Howbeit  in  the  business  of  the 
ambassadors  of  the  princes  of  Baby- 
lon, wbo  sent  unto  hun  to  enquire  of 
the  wonder  that  was  done  in  the  land, 
God  left  him,  to  try  him,  that  he  might 
know  all  that  was  in  his  heart.  2  Sam. 
xxiv.  1.  And  again  the  anger  of  the 
Lord  was  kindled  against  Israel,  and 
he  moved  David  against  them  to  say. 
Go,  number  Israel  and  Judah. 

"^  2  Cor.  xii.  7.  And  lest  I  should 
be  exalted  above  measure  through  the 
abundance  of  the  revelations,  there 
was  given  to  me  a  tliorn  in  the  flesh, 
the  messenger  of  Satan  to  buffet  me, 
lest  I  should  be  exalted  above  mea- 
sure. Ver.  8.  For  this  thing  I  be- 
sought the  Lord  thrice,  that  it  might 
depart  from  me.  Ver.  9.  And  he  said 
unto  mo.  My  grace  is  sufficient  for 
thee;  for  my  strength  is  made  perfect 
in  weakness.  Most  gladly  therefore 
wiU  I  rather  glory  in  my  infirmities, 
that  the  power  of  Christ  may  rest 
nponme.  'Ps.  hixiii.  throiiffJiout.  *Ps. 
Ixxnl  1.  I  cried  uuto  God  with  my 


voice,  even  imto  God  with  my  voice; 
and  he  give  ear  mito  me.  Ver.  10. 
And  I  said,  This  is  my  infirmity: 
but  I  wiU  remember  the  years  of  the 
right  hand  of  the  most  High.  Ver. 
12.  I  will  meditate  also  of  all  thy  work, 
and  talk  of  thy  doings.  [Read  the  iiu 
termediate  verses  in  the  Bible.']  Mark 
"xx^.from  the  %Uh  verse  to  tJie  end,  with 
Johnxxi.  15.  So,  when  they  had  dined, 
Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon, 
son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  more 
than  these  ?  He  saith  imto  him,  Yea» 
Lord;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
He  saith  imto  him.  Feed  my  lambs. 
Ver.  16.  He  saith  to  him  again  the 
second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me  ?  He  saith  imto  him, 
Yea,  Lord ;  thou  knowest  that  I  love 
thee.  He  saith  unto  liim.  Feed  my 
sheep.  Ver.  17.  He  saith  imto  him 
the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas* 
lovest  thou  me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  be. 
cause  he  said  unto  him  the  tliird  time, 
Lovest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said  untd 
him.  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things; 
thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.  JesuB 
saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  sheep. 

VI.  ^  Rom.  i.  24.  Wherefore  God 
also  gave  them  up  to  imcleanness, 
through  the  lusts  of  their  own  hearts, 
to  dishonour  their  own  bodies  between 
themselves.  Ver.  26.  For  this  cause 
Gtid  gave  them  up  unto  vile  affections : 
for  even  their  women  did  change  the 
natural  use  into  that  which  is  against 
nature.  Ver.  28.  And  even  as  they 
did  not  like  to  retain  God  in  their 
knowledge,  God  gave  them  over  to  a 
reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things 
which  are  not  convenient.  Rom.  xi. 
7.  What  then  ?  Israel  hath  not  ob- 
tained that  which  he  seeketh  for ;  but 
the  election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the 
.  rest  were  blinded,  Ver.  8.  (Accord- 
\ing  as  it  is  written,  God  hath  given 
I  them  the  spirit  of  slumber,  eyes  that

in  their  understandings,  and  wrought  upon  in  their  hearts  j^  but  some- 
times also  withdraweth  the  gifts  which  they  had,*  and  exposeth  them 
to  such  objects  as  their  corruption  makes  occasion  of  sin  ;*  and  withal, 
gives  them  over  to  their  own  lusts,  the  temptations  of  the  world,  and  the 
power  of  Satan  :^  whereby  it  comes  to  pass,  that  they  harden  themselves, 
even  under  those  means  which  God  useth  for  the  softening  of  others." 
VII.  As  the  providence  of  God  doth,  in  general,  reach  to  all  crea- 


Ithey  should  not  see,  and  ears  that 
(they  should  not  hear)  unto  this  day. 

y  Deut.  xxix.  4.  Yet  the  Lord  hath 
not  given  you  an  heart  to  perceive, 
and  eyes  to  see,  and  ears  to  hear,  imto 
this  day. 

*  Matt.  xiii.  12.  For  whosoever  hath, 
to  him  shall  be  given,  and  he  shall 
have  more  abundance :  but  whosoever 
hath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken 
away  even  that  he  hath.  Matt.  xxv. 
29.  For  unto  eveiy  one  that  hath  shall 
be  given,  and  he  shall  have  abundance : 
but  from  him  that  hath  not,  shall  be 
taken  away  even  that  which  he  hath. 

■*  Deut.  li.  30.  But  Sihon  king  of 
Ilcshbon  would  not  let  us  pass  by  him : 
for  tlie  Lord  thy  God  hardened  his 
spirit,  and  made  his  heart  obstinate, 
that  lie  might  deliver  him  into  thy 
hand,  as  appcareth  this  day.  -2  Kings 
viii.  12.  And  Hazael  said,  Why  weep- 
eth  my  lord  ?  And  he  answered,  Be- 
cause I  know  the  evil  that  thou  wilt 
do  unto  tlic  cliildren  of  Israel:  their 
strong  holds  wilt  thou  set  on  fire,  and 
their  yoimg  men  wilt  thou  slay  with 
the  sword,  and  wilt  dash  their  chil- 
dren, and  rip  up  tlieir  women  with 
child.  Ver.  13.  And  Hazael  said.  But 
what!  is  thy  servant  a  dog,  that  he 
should  do  this  gi-eat  thing  ?  AndElisha 
answered,  The  Lord*liatli  shewed  me 
that  thou  shalt  be  kmg  over  Sjnria. 

^Ps.  Ixxxi.  11.  But  my  people  would 
not  hearken  to  my  voice ;  and  Israel 
would  none  of  me.  Ver.  12.  So  I 
gave  them  up  unto  their  own  hearts' 
lusts :  and  they  walked  in  their  own 
counsels.  2  Thess.  ii.  10.  And  with 
all  deceivableness  of  unrighteousness 
in  them  that  perish ;  because  they  re- 
ceived not  the  love  of  the  truth,  that 
they  might  be  saved.  Ver.  11.  And 
for  this  cause  God  shall  send  them 
strong  delusion,  that  they  should  be- 
Ueve  a  lie;  Ver.  12.  That  they  all 
might  be  damned  who  believed  not 
the  tnith,  but  had  pleasure  in  un- 
righteousness. 

^'Exod.  vii.  3.  Aad  I  will  harden 


Pharaoh's  heart,  and  multiply  my 
signs  and  my  wonders  in  the  land  of 
Egypt.  WithExod.  viii.  15.  But  when 
Pharaoh  saw  that  there  was  respite, 
he  hardened  his  heart,  and  hearkened 
not  unto  them  -as  the  Lord  had  said. 
Ver.  32.  And  Pharaoh  hardened  his 
heart  at  this  time  also,  neither  would 
he  let  the  people  go.     2  Cor.  ii.  15. 
For  we  are  unto  God  a  sweet  savour 
of  Christ,  in  them  that  are  saved,  and 
in  them  that  perish.    Ver.  16.  To  the 
one  we  are  the  savour  of  death  unto 
death ;  and  to  the  other  the  savour  of 
life  mito  life:  and  who  is  sufficient 
for  those  things?    Isa.  viii.  14.  And 
he  shall  be  for  a  sanctuary ;  but  for 
a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  for  a  rock  of 
oflFence,  to  both  the  houses  of  Israel; 
for  a  gin  and  for  a  snare  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  Jerusalem.  _  1  Pet.  ii.  7. 
Unto  you  therefore  which  believe  ho 
is  precious:  but  unto  them  Avhich  be 
disobedient,  the  stone  which  the  build- 
ers disallowed,  the  same  is  made  the 
head  of  the  comer,   Ver.  8.   And  a 
stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  of- 
fence, even  to  them  which  stumble  at 
the  word,  being  disobedient ;  Avhere- 
unto  also  they  were  appointed.    Isa. 
vi.  9.  And  he  said,  Go,  and  tell  this 
people.  Hear  ye  indeed,  but  imder- 
stand  not ;  and  see  ye  indeed,  but  per- 
ceive not.    Ver.  10.  Make  the  heart 
of  this  people  fat,  and  make  their  ears 
heavy,  and  shut  their  eyes ;  lest  they 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with 
their  ears,  and  understand  with  their 
heart,  and  convert,  and  be  healed. 
With  Acts  xxviii.  26.  Saying,  Go  unto 
this  people,  and  say.  Hearing  ye  shall 
hear,  and  shall  not  understand ;  and 
seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  not  perceive : 
Ver.  27.  For  the  heart  of  this  people 
is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull 
of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  have  they 
closed;    lest  they  should   see   with 
their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears, 
and  understand  with  their  heart,  and 
should  be  convei*ted,  and  I  should 
heal  them. 
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tures ;  so,  after  a  most  special  manner,  it  taketh  care  of  his  church, 
and  disposeth  all  things  to  the  good  thereof.** 


CHAP.  YI. — Of  the  Fall  of  3Iany  of  Sin,  wid  of  the  Punish- 
ment thereof. 

iw^%[.  /^UR  first  parents  being  seduced  by  the  subtilty  and  temptation 
(^     \J  of  Satan,  sinned  in  eating  the  forbidden  fruit.'     This  their  sin 
God  was  pleased,  according  to  his  wise  and  holy  counsel,  to  permit, 
having  purposed  to  order  it  to  his  own  glory.^ 

II.  By  this  sin  they  fell  from  their  original  righteousness,  and  com- 
munion with  God,"  and  so  became  dead  in  sin,*^  and  wholly  defiled  in 
all  the  faculties  and  parts  of  soul  and  body.® 


VII.  *  1  Tim.  iv.  10.  For  therefore 
we  both  labour  and  suifer  reproach, 
because  we  trust  in  the  living  God, 
who  is  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  specially 
of  those  that  believe.  Amos  ix.  8. 
Behold,  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  God  are 
upon  the  sinful  kingdom,  and  I  will 
destroy  it  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth;  saving  that  I  will  not  utterly 
destroy  the  house  of  Jacob,  saitli  the 
Lord.  Ver.  9.  For,  lo,  I  will  com- 
mand, and  I  will  sift  the  house  of 
Israel  among  all  nations,  like  as  com 
is  sifted  in  a  sieve,  yet  shall  not  the 
least  grain  fall  upon  the  earth.  Rom. 
viii.  28.  And  we  know  that  all  things 
work  together  for  good  to  tliem  that 
love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called 
according  to  his  purpose.  Isa.  xliii.  3. 
For  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel,  thy  Savioiir:  I  gave 
Egypt  for  thy  rausom,  Ethiopia  and 
Seba  for  thee._  Ver.  4.  Since  thou 
wast  precious  in  my  sight,  thou  hast 
been  honourable,  and  I  have  loved 
thee :  therefore  will  I  give  men  for 
thee,  and  people  for  thy  life.  Ver.  5. 
Fear  not ;  for  I  am  with  thee :  I  will 
iiring  thy  seed  from  the  east,  and  ga- 
tlier  thee  from  the  west.  Ver,  14. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  your  Redeem- 
er, the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  For  your 
sake  I  have  sent  to  Babj'lon,  and  have 
brought  down  all  their  nobles,  and 
the  Chaldeans,  whose  cry  is  in  the 
ships. 

1.  "  Gen.  iii.  13.  And  the  Lord  God 
said  unto  the  woman.  What  is  this 
that  thou  hast  done  ?  And  the  woman 
said.  The  serpent  beguiled  me,  and  I 
did  eat.    2  Cor.  xi.  3.  But  I  fear,  lest 


by  any  means,  as  the  serpent  beguiled 
Eye  through  his  subtilty,  so  your 
minds  should  be  corrupted  from  the 
simplicity  that  is  in  Christ. 

^  Rom.  xi.  32.  For  God  Imth  con. 
eluded  them  all  in  unbelief,  that  he 
might  have  mercy  upon  all; 

11.  "  Gen.  iii.  6.  And  when  the  woman 
saw  that  the  tree  was  good  for  food,  and 
that  it  was  pleasant  to  the  eyes,  and  a 
tree  to  be  desired  to  make  one  wise, 
she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof,  and  did 
eat ;  and  gave  also  unto  her  husband 
with  her,  and  he  did  eat.  Ver.  7.  And 
the  eyes  of  them  both  were  opened, 
and  they  knew  that  they  were  naked; 
and  they  sewed  fig-leaves  together,  and 
made  themselves  aprons.  Ver.  8.  And 
they  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord  God 
walking  in  the  garden  in  the  cool  of 
the  day:  and  Adam  and  his  wife  hid 
themselves  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  God  among:st  the  trees  of  the 
garden.  Eccl.vii.29.  Lo,  this  only  have 
I  found,  that  God  hath  made  man  up- 
right ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many 
inventions.  Rom.  iii.  23.  For  all  have 
sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God. 

d  Gen.  ii.  17.  But  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt 
not  eat  of  it :  for  in  the  day  that  thou 
eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die. 
Eph.  ii.  1.  And  you  hath  he  quicken- 
ed, who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and 
sins. 

«  Tit.  i.  15.  Unto  the  pure  all  things 
are  pure :  but  unto  them  that  are  de- 
filed and  unbelieving  is  nothing  pure; 
but  even  their  mind  and  conscience  is 
defiled.   Gen.  vi.  §.  And  God  saw  that

III.  They  being  the  root  of  all  mankind,  the  guilt  of  this  sin  was 
imputed/  and  the  same  death  in  sin  and  corrupted  nature  conveyed 
to  all  their  posterity,  descending  from  them  by  ordinary  generation.^ 

IV.  From  this  original  corruption,  whereby  we  are  utterly  indis- 
posed, disabled,  and  made  opposite  to  all  good,^  and  wholly  inclined  to 


the  wickedness  of  man  was  great  in 
the  earth,  and  that  every  imagination 
of  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only 
evil  continually.  Jer.xvii.  9.  The  heart 
is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and  des- 
perately wicked :  who  can  know  it  ? 
Kom.  iii.  10.  As  it  is  written.  There  is 
none  righteous,  no,  not  one:  Vcr.  11. 
There  is  none  that  undcrstandeth, 
there  is  none  that  seeketh  after  Uod. 
Vcr.  12.  They  are  all  gone  out  of  the 
way,  they  are  together  become  impro- 
fitable ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good, 
no,  not  one.  Vcr.  13.  Their  throat  is 
an  open  sepulchre :  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit :  the  noison  of 
asps  is  under  their  lips :  Vcr.  14. 
W  hose  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and 
bitterness:  Vcr.  15.  Their  feet  ai*e 
swift  to  shed  blood:  Ver.  10.  Destruc- 
tion and  misery  are  in  their  ways: 
Ver.  17.  And  the  way  of  peace  have 
they  not  known:  Ver.  18.  There  is  no 
fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

111.  '  Ueu.  i.  27.  So  God  created  man 
in  his  own  image:  in  the  image  of 
God  created  he  him ;  male  and  female 
created  he  them.  Ver  28.  And  God 
blessed  them :  and  God  said  unto  them. 
Be  fruitful,  and  nuiltiply,  and  re- 
plenish the  earth,  and  subdue  it ;  and 
have  dominion  over  the  iisli  of  the  sea, 
aud  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over 
every  living  thing  that  moveth  upon 
the  earth.  And  Gen.  ii.  10.  And  the 
Lord  God  commanded  the  man,  say- 
ing, Of  every  tree  of  the  gai*den  thou 
mayest  freely  eat;  Ver.  17.  But  of  the 
tree  of  the  loiowlcdge  of  good  and  evil, 
tho\i  shalt  not  eat  of  it :  for  in  the  day 
that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt 
surely  die.  And  Acts  xvii.  26.  And 
hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of 
men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  and  hath  determined  the  times 
before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of 
their  habitation.  With  Rom.  v.  12. 
Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered 
into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin ;  aud 
so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that 
all  have  sinned.  Ver.  15.  But  not  as 
the  offence,  so  also  is  the  free  gift.  For 
if  through  the  offence  of  one  many  be 
dead;  much  more  the  gi*ace  of  God, 
afid  the  gift  by  grace,  which  is  by  one 


man,  Jesus  Christ,  hath  abounded  unto 
many.  Ver.  16.  And  not  as  it  was  by 
one  that  sinned,  so  is  the  gift :  for  the 
judgment  was  by  one  to  condemna- 
tion, but  the  free  gift  is  of  many 
offences  unto  justification.  Vcr.  17. 
For  if  by  one  man's  offence  death 
reigned  by  one ;  much  more  they  which 
receive  abmidance  of  grace,  and  of  the 
gift  of  righteousness,  shall  reign  in  life 
by  one,  Jesus  Christ.  Ver.  18.  There- 
fore, as  by  the  offence  of  one  judgment 
came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation ; 
even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  one  the 
free  gift  came  upon  all  men  imto  jus. 
tilication  of  life.  Ver.  19.  For  as  by 
one  man's  disobedience  many  were 
made  sinners ;  so  by  the  obedience  of 
one  shall  many  be  made  righteous. 
And  1  Cor.  xv.  21.  For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  man  came  also  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead.  Ver.  22.  For 
as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Clu-ist 
shall  all  be  made  alive.  *  Ver.  45.  And 
so  it  is  written,  The  first  man  Adam 
was  made  a  living  soul,  the  last  Adam 
was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  *  Ver. 
49.  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image 
of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the 
image  of  the  heavenly. 

8  Ps.  li.  5.  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in 
iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my  mother 
conceive  me.  Gen.  v.  3.  And  Adam 
lived  an  himdred  and  thirty  years,  and 
begat  a  son  in  his  own  likeness,  after 
his  image  Land  called  his  name  Seth. 
Job  xiv.  4.  Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing 
outof  an  unclean  ?  notone.  Job  xv.  14. 
What  is  man,  that  he  should  be  clean  ? 
and  he  which  is  born  of  a  woman,  that 
he  shoidd  be  righteous  ? 

IV.  •*  Rom.  v.  0.  For  when  we  were 
yet  without  strength,  in  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  imgodly.  Rom.  viii. 
7.  Because  the  carnal  muid  is  enmity 
against  God;  for  it  is  not  subject  to 
the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 
Rom.  vii.  18.  For  I  know  that  in  me 
(that  is,  in  my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good 
thing :  for  to  will  is  present  with  me ; 
but  how  to  perform  that  which  is  good 
I  find  not.  Col.  i.  21.  And  you,  that 
were  sometime  alienated,  and  enemies 
in  your  mind  by  wicked  works,  yet  now 
hath  he  reconciled. 
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all  evil,*  do  proceed  all  actual  transgressions.'^ 

V.  This  corruption  of  nature,  during  this  life,  doth  remain  in  those 
that  are  regenerated ;  ^  and  although  it  be  through  Christ  pardoned 
and  mortified,  yet  both  itself,  and  all  the  motions  thereof,  are  truly  and 
properly  sin."* 

VI.  Every  sin,  both  original  and  actual,  being  a  transgression  of 
the  righteous  law  of  God,  and  contrary  thereunto,"  doth,  in  its  own 
nature,  bring  guilt  upon  the  sinner,"  whereby  he  is  bound  over  to  the 


*  Gen.  vi.  5.  And  God  saw  that  the 
wickedness  of  man  was  great  in  the 
earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only  evil 
continually.  Gen.  viii.  21.  And  the 
Lord  smelled  a  sweet  savour;  and  the 
Lord  said  in  his  heart,  I  will  not  again 
curse  the  ground  any  more  for  man's 
sake ;  for  the  imagination  of  man's 
heart  is  evil  from  his  youth :  neither 
will  I  again  smite  any  more  everything 
living,  as  I  have  done.  Rom.  iii.  10.  As 
it  is  written.  There  is  none  righteous, 
no,  not  one :  Ver.  11.  There  is  none 
that  understandeth,  there  is  none  that 
seeketh  after  God.  Ver.  12.  They  are 
all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  to- 
gether become  unprofitable ;  there  is 
none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 

^  James  i.  14.  But  every  man  is 
tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away  of 
}ds  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Ver.  15. 
The»,  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it 
bringeth  forth  sin;  and  sin,  when  it 
is'finished,  bringeth  forth  death.  Eph, 
ii.  2.  Wlierein  in  time  past  ye  walked 
according  to  the  course  of  tliis  world, 
according  to  the  prince  of  the  power 
of  the  ail-,  the  spirit  that  now  worketh 
iu  the  cliildren  of  disobedience :  Ver. 
3.  Among  whom  also  we  all  had  our 
conversation  in  times  past  in  the  lusts 
of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the  desires  of 
the  flesh  and  of  the  mind;  and  were 
by  nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even 
as  others.  Matt.  xv.  19.  For  out  of  the 
heart  proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders, 
adulteries,  fornications,  thefts,  false 
witness,  blasphemies. 

V.UJohni.8.  If  we  say  that  we  have 
no  sin,  we  deceive  oiu'selves,  and  the 
truthisnot  in  us.  Ver.  10.  If  wesay  that 
wo  have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar, 
and  his  word  is  not  in  us.  Rom.  vii.  14. 
For  we  know  that  the  law  is  spiritual ; 
but  I  am  carnal,  sold  under  sin.  Ver. 

17.  Now  then,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do 
it,  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me.  Ver. 

18.  For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in 
my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good  thing :  for 
to  will  is  present  with  me ;  but  how 


to  perform  that  which  is  good  I  find 
not.  Ver.  23.  But  I  see  another  law 
in  my  members  warring  against  the 
law  of  my  mind,  and  bi'inging  me  into 
captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in 
mymemoers.  Jamesiii.  2.  Forinmany 
thingswe  offend  all.  Ifanymanoffcnq 
not  in  word,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man, 
and  able  also  to  bridle  the  whole  body. 
Prov.  XX.  9.  Who  can  say,  I  have  made 
my  heart  clean,  I  am  pure  from  my  sin  ? 
Eccl.  vii.  20.  For  there  is  not  a  just 
man  upon  earth,  that  doeth  good,  and 
sinnetn  not. 

™  Rom.  vii.  5.  For  when  we  were  in 
the  flesh,  the  motions  of  sins,  which 
were  by  the  law,  did  work  in  our  mem- 
bers to  bring  forth  fniit  unto  death. 
Ver.  7.  What  shall  we  say  then  ?  Is 
the  law  sin  ?  God  forbid.  Nay,  I  had 
not  known  sin  but  by  the  law :  for  I 
had  not  known  lust,  except  the  Uir 
had  said,  Thou  shalt  not  covet.  Ver. 
8.  But  sin,  taking  occasion  by  the  com- 
mandment, wrought  iu  me  all  man- 
ner of  concupiscence.  For  without  the 
law  sin  was  dead.  Ver.  25.  I  thank 
God,  tlirough  Jesus  Cluist  our  Lord. 
So  then  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve 
the  law  of  God,  but  with  the  flesh  the 
law  of  sin.  Gal.  v.  17.  For  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the 
Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and  these  are 
contrary  the  one  to  the  other ;  so  that 
ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 

VI.  °  1  John  iii.  4.  Whosoever  com- 
mitteth  sin  transgresseth  also  the  law : 
for  sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law. 

o  Rom.  ii.  15.  Which  shew  the  work 
of  tlie  law  written  in  their  hearts, 
their  conscience  also  bearing  witness, 
and  their  thoughts  the  mean  while 
accusing  or  else  excusing  one  another. 
Rom.  iii.  9.  What  then  ?  are  wo  bet- 
ter than  they  ?  No,  in  no  wise :  for 
we  have  before  proved  both  Jews  and 
Gentiles,  that  they  are  all  under  sin. 
Ver.  19.  Now  we  know,  that  what 
things  soever  the  law  saith,  it  saith  to 
them  who  are  mider  the  law;  that 
every  mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all 
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wrath  of  God,?  and  curse  of  the  law,*i  and  so  made  subject  to  death,' 
with  all  miseries  spiritual/  temporal,'  and  eternal.'* 


CHAP.  VII.—. 0/  God's  Covenant  with  Mm. 

I.  npHE  distance  between  God  and  the  creature  is  so  great,  that  al- 
X  though  reasonable  creatures  do  owe  obedience  unto  him  as  their 
Creator,  yet  they  could  never  have  any  fruition  of  him  as  their  blessed- 
ness and  reward,  but  by  some  voluntary  condescension  on  God's  part, 
which  he  hath  been  pleased  to  express  by  way  of  covenant.*

V.  This  covenant  was  differently  administered  in  the  time  of  the  law, 
and  in  the  time  of  the  gospel;*  under  the  law  it  was  administered  by 
promises,  prophecies,  sacrifices,  circumcision,  the  paschal  lamb,  and 
other  types  and  ordinances  delivered  to  the  people  of  the  Jews,  all  fore- 
signifying  Christ  to  come,^  which  were  for  that  time  sufficient  and 
efficacious,  through  the  operation  of  the  Spirit,  to  instruct  and  build 
up  the  elect  in  faith  in  the  promised  Messiah,*  by  whom  they  had  full 
remission  of  sins,  and  eternal  salvation ;  and  is  called  the  Old  Testa- 
ment."* 

VI.  Under  the  gospel,  when  Christ  the  substance  **  was  exhibited. 


ho  is  the  mediator  of  the  new  testa- 
ment, that  by  means  of  death,  for  the 
redemption  of  the  transgressions  that 
were  under  the  first  testament,  they 
■which  are  called  miglit  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance.  Ver. 
JC.  For  where  a  testament  is,  there 
iruist  also  of  necessity  be  the  death  of 
the  testator.  Ver.  17.  For  a  testa- 
ment is  of  force  after  men  are  dead : 
otherwise  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all 
while  the  testator  livetli.  Ileb.  vii.  22. 
By  so  much  was  Jesus  made  a  surety 
ot  a  bettor  testament.  Luke  xxii.  20. 
.Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper, 
Bajnng,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament 
in  my  blood,  ■which  is  shed  for  you. 
1  Cor.  xi.  25.  After  tlie  same  manner 
also  lie  took  the  cup,  ■when  he  had  sup- 
ped, saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  tes- 
tament in  my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as 
oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
me. 

V.  »  2  Cor.  iii.  6.  Who  also  hath 
made  us  able  ministers  of  the  new 
testament ;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of 
the  spirit:  for  the  letter  killcth,  but 
the  spirit  givcth  life.  Ver.  7.  But  if 
the  ministration  of  death,  written  and 
engi-aven  in  stones,  was  glorious,  so 
that  the  children  of  Israel  could  not 
steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses 
for^  the  glory  of  his  countenance ;

Ver.  8.  How  shall  not  the  ministra- 
tion of  the  Spirit  be  rather  glorious  ? 
Ver.  9.  For  if  the  ministration  of  con- 
demnation be  glory,  much  more  doth 
the  ministration  of  righteousness  ex- 
ceed in  glory. 

^  (Heb.  Chapters  viii.  ix.  x.)  Rom. 
iv.  11.  And  he  received  the  sign  of  cir- 
cumcision, a  seal  of  the  righteousness 
of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet  being 
uncircumcised :  that  he  miglit  be  the 
father  of  all  them  tliat  believe,  though 
they  be  not  circumcised ;  that  righte- 
ousness miglit  be  imputed  unto  them 
also.    Col.  ii.  11.  lu  whom  also  ye  are 


circumcised  with  the  circumcision 
made  without  hands,  in  putting  olf 
the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh  by 
the  circumcision  of  Chi-ist;  Ver.  12. 
Buried  with  him  in  baptism,  wherein 
also  ye  are  risen  witli  him  through 
the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who 
hath  I'aiscd  him  fiom  the  dead.  1  Cor. 
V.  7.  Purge  out  therefore  the  old  lea- 
ven, that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump,  as  ye 
are  unleavened.  For  even  Christ  our 
passovcr  is  sacrificed  for  us. 

'  1  Cor.  X.  1.  Moreover,  brethren,  1 
would  not  that  ye  should  be  ignorant, 
how  that  all  our  fathers  were  under 
the  cloud,  and  all  passed  through  the 
sea;  Ver.  2.  And  were  all  baptized 
unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the 
sea;  Ver.  3.  And  did  all  eat  the  same 
spiritual  meat;  Ver.  4.  And  did  all 
drink  the  same  spiritual  drink;  (for 
they  drank  of  that  spu'itual  Rock  that 
followed  them;  and  that  Rock  was 
Christ.)  Ileb.  xi.  13.  These  all  died 
in  faith,  not  having  received  the  pro- 
mises, but  having  seen  them  afar  off, 
and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  em- 
braced them,  and  confessed  that  they 
were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  tho 
earth.  John  viii.  56.  Your  father 
Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day;  and 
he  saw  it,  and  was  glad. 

™  Gal.  iii.  7.  Know  ye  therefore, 
that  they  which  are  of  faith,  the  same 
are  the  cliildren  of  Abraham.  Ver. 
8.  And  the  scripture,  foreseeing  that 
God  would  justify  the  heathen  through 
faith,  preached  before  the  gospel  unto 
Abraham,  saying,  In  thee  shall  all  na- 
tions be  blessed.  Ver.  9.  So  then  they 
which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  with 
faithful  Abraham.  Ver.  14.  That  the 
blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on 
the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ; 
tliat  we  might  receive  the  promise  of 
the  Spirit  through  faith. 

VI.  "  Col.  ii.  17.  Which  are  a  sha- 
dow of  things  to  come;  but  the  body 
is  of  Christ. 
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the  ordinances  in  which  this  covenant  is  dispensed  are  the  preaching  of 
the  word,  and  the  administration  of  the  sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper;"  which,  though  fewer  in  numher,  and  administered 
with  more  simplicity  and  less  outward  glory,  yet  in  them  it  is  held  forth 
in  more  fulness,  evidence,  and  spiritual  efficacy,?  to  all  nations,  both 
Jews  and  Gentiles  ;<*  and  is  called  the  New  Testament.'  There  are 
not  therefore  two  covenants  of  grace  differing  in  substance,  but  one 
and  the  same  under  various  dispensations.^

and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen. 
1  Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I  have  received  of 
the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed, 
took  bread:  Ver.  24.  And,  when  he 
had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and 
said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body,  which 
is  broken  for  you :  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me.  Ver.  25.  After  the 
same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup, 
when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup 
is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood: 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me. 

P  Heb.  xii.  22.  But  ye  are  come  unto 
moimt  Sion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the 
living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem, 
and  to  an  innumerable  company  of 
angels,  Ver.  23.  To  the  general  as- 
sembly and  church  of  the  first-born, 
which  are  written  in  heaven,  and  to 
God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits 
of  just  men  made  perfect,  Ver.  24. 
And  to  Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new 
covenant,  and  to  the  blood  of  sprink- 
ling, that  speaketh  better  things  than 
that  of  Abel.  Ver.  26.  See  that  ye 
refuse  not  him  that  speaketh :  for  if 
they  escaped  not  who  refused  him  that 
spake  on  earth,  much  more  shall  not 
we  escape,  if  we  turn  away  from  him 
that  speaketh  from  heaven*  Ver.  26. 
Whose  voice  then  shook  the  earth: 
but  now  he  hath  promised,  saying.  Yet 
once  more  I  shake  not  the  earth  only, 
but  also  heaven.  Ver.  27.  And  this 
word,  Yet  once  more,  signifieth  the 
removing  of  those  things  that  are  sha- 
ken, as  of  things  that  are  made,  that 
those  things  which  cannot  be  shaken 
may  remain.  Jer.  xxxi.  33.  But  this 
shall  be  the  covenant  that  I  will  make 
with  the  house  of  Israel ;  After  those 


days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  law 
in  their  inward  parts,  and  write  it  in 
their  hearts ;  and  will  be  their  God, 
and  they  shall  be  my  people.  Ver.  34. 
And  they  shall  teach  no  more  every 
man  his  neighbour,  and  every  man  his 
brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord :  for 
they  shall  all  know  me,  from  the  least 
of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them^  saith 
the  Lord :  for  I  will  forgive  their  im~ 
quity,  and  I  will  remember  their  sin 
no  more. 

[See  letter  <»  im- 
mediately foregoing.']  Eph.  ii.  15.  Hav- 
ing abolisned  in  his  flesh  the  enmity, 
even  the  law  of  comnjandments  con- 
tained in  ordinances;"^ for  to  make  in 
himself  of  twain  one  new  man,  so 
making  peace ;  Ver.  16.  And  that  he 
might  reconcile  both  unto  God  in  one 
body  by  the  cross,  having  slain  the 
enmity  thereby ;  Ver.  17.  And  came 
and  preached  peace  to  you  which  were 
afar  off,  and  to  them  that  were  nigh. 
Ver.  18.  For  through  him  we  both 
have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the 
Father.

That  the  blessing  of 
Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles 
through  Jesus  Christ ;  that  we  might 
receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit 
through  faith.  Ver.  16.  Now  to  Abra- 
ham and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
made.  He  saith  not.  And  to  seeds,  as 
of  many;  but  as  of  one.

But  we  believe  that,  through  the  grace 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  shall  be 
saved,  even  as  they.  Rom.  iii.  21.  But 
now  the  righteousness  of  God  without 
the  law  is  manifested,  being  witnessed 
by  the  law  and  the  prophets;  Ver.  22. 
Even  the  righteousness  of  God  which 
is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  imto  all  and

I.  TT  pleased  God,  in  his  eternal  purpose,  to  choose  and  ordain  the 
X  Lord  Jesus,  his  only  begotten  Son,  to  be  the  Mediator  between 
God  and  man  \"-  the  Prophet,"^  Priest,*  and  King  ;^  the  Head  and  Ssu- 
viour  of  his  Church;"  the  Heir  of  all  things;'  and  Judge  of  the  world:* 
unto  whom  he  did  from  all  eternity  give  a  people  to  be  his  seed,^  and  to 
be  by  him  in  time  redeemed,  called,  justified,  sanctified,  and  glorified.* 


upon  all  them  that  believe;  for  there 
is  no  diftercnce  :  Ver.  23.  For  all  have 
sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of 
God.  Ver.  30.  Seeing  it  is  one  God 
which  shall  justify  the  circumcision 
by  faith,  and  uncircumcision  through 
faith.  Ps.xxxii.  1.  Blessed  is  he  whose 
transgression  is  forgiven,  whose  sin  is 
covered.  With  Rom.  iv.  3.  For  what 
saith  the  scripture?  Abraham  be- 
lieved God,  and  it  was  counted  unto 
him  for  righteousness.  Ver.  6.  Even 
as  David  also  describeth  the  blessed- 
ness of  the  man,  unto  whom  God  im- 
puteth  righteousness  without  works, 
ver.  16.  Therefore  it  is  of  faith,  that 
it  might  be  by  grace ;  to  the  end  the 
proniise  might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed : 
not  to  that  only  which  is  of  the  law, 
but  to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith 
of  Abraham,  who  is  the  father  of  us 
all,  Ver.  17.  (As  it  is  written,  I  have 
made  thee  a  father  of  many  nations,) 
before  him  whom  he  believed,  even 
God.  who  qviickeneth  the  dead,  and 
calleth  those  things  which  be  not  as 
thoiigh  they  were.  Ver.  23.  Now,  it 
was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone, 
that  it  was  imputed  to  him ;  Ver.  24, 
But  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  sliall  be 
imputed,  if  we  believe  on  him  that 
raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord  from  the 
dead.  Hob.  xiii.  8.  Jesus  Christ  the 
same  yesterday,  and  to-day.  and  for 
ever. 

I.  -''  Isa.  xlii.  1.  Behold  my  servant, 
whom  I  uphold;  mine  elect,  in  whom 
my  soul  deligliteth :  I  have  put  my 
Spirit  upon  him ;  he  shall  bring  forth 
judgment  to  the  Gentiles.

But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ, 
as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish  and  with- 
out spot:  Ver.

For 
God  BO  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life.  1  Tim.  ii.  5.  For 
there  is  one  God,  and  one  mediator 


between  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ 
Jesus. 

^  Acts  iii.  22.  For  Moses  tnily  said 
unto  the  fathers,  A  Prophet  shall  the 
Lord  your  God  raise  up  imto  you  of 
your  brethren,  like  imto  me ;  him  shall 
ye  hear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he 
shall  say  unto  you. 

^  Heb.  V.  6.  So  also  Christ  glorified 
not  himself  to  be  made  an  high  priest ; 
but  he  that  said  unto  him.  Thou  art 
my  Son,  to-day  have  I  begotten  thee, 
Ver.  6.  As  he  saith  also  in  another 
place.  Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever,  after 
the  order  of  Melcnisedec. 

^  Ps.  ii.  6.  Yet  have  I  set  my  King 
upon  my  holy  hill  of  Zion.  Luke  i.  33. 
And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of 
Jacob  for  ever;  and  of  his  kingdom 
there  shall  be  no  end. 

« Eph.  V.  23.  For  the  husband  is  the 
head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the 
head  of  the  church;  and  he  is  the 
saviour  of  the  body. 

'  Heb.  i.  2.  Hath  in  these  last  days 
spoken  unto  us  by  his  Son,  whom  he 
hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by 
whom  also  he  made  the  worlds. 

Because  he  hath  ap- 
pointed a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained;

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II.  The  Son  of  God,  the  second  person  in  the  Trinity,  being  very 
and  eternal  God,  of  one  substance,  and  equal  with  the  Father,  did, 
when  the  fulness  of  time  was  come,  take  upon  him  man's  nature,*  with 
all  the  essential  properties  and  common  infirmities  thereof,  yet  without 
sin  '^  being  conceived  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  the  womb  of 
the  Virgin  Mary,  of  her  substance.™  So  that  two  whole,  perfect,  and 
distinct  natures,  the  Godhead  and  the  manhood,  were  inseparably  join- 
ed together  in  one  person,  without  conversion,  composition,  or  confu- 
sion.'* Which  person  is  very  God  and  very  man,  yet  one  Christ,  the 
only  Mediator  between  God  and  man." 

III.  The  Lord  Jesus,  in  his  human  nature  thus  united  to  the  divine, 
was  sanctified  and  anointed  with  the  Holy  Spirit  above  measure  ;p  hav- 


time.  Isa.  Iv.  4.  Behold,  I  have  given 
him  for  a  witness  to  the  people,  a  leader 
and  commander  to  the  people.  Ver.  6. 
Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that 
thou  knowest  not;  and  nations  that 
knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee, 
because  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  for 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  for  he  hath 
glorified  thee.  1  Cor.  i.  30.  But  of  him 
are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is 
made  unto  us  wisdom,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  sanctification,  and  redemp- 
tion. 

II.  ^  Jolmi.  1.  In  the  beginning  was 
the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with 
God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  Ver.  14. 
And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  his 
glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten 
of  the  Father,)  full  of  grace  and  truth. 
1  John  V.  20.  And  wc  know  that  the 
Son  of  God  is  come,  and  hath  given 
us  an  understanding,  that  we  may 
know  him  that  is  true;  and  we  are 
in  him  that  is  true,  even  in  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ.  This  is  the  true  God, 
and  eternal  life.  Phil.  ii.  6.  Who,  be- 
ing in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not 
robbery  to  be  equal  with  God.  Gal.  iv. 
4.  But  when  the  fulness  of  the  time 
wascome,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law. 

^  Hob.  ii.  14.  Fomsmuch  then  as  the 
children  are  partakers  of  flesh  and 
blood,  he  also  himself  likewise  took 

Eart  of  the  same ;  that  through  death 
e  might  destroy  him  that  had  the 
power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil.  Ver. 
16.  For  verily  he  took  not  on  him  the 
natm*e  of  angels ;  but  he  took  on  him 
the  seed  of  Abraham.  Ver.  17.  Where- 
fore in  all  things  it  behoved  him  to  be 
made  like  unto  his  brethren,  that  he 
might  be  a  merciful  and  faithful  high 
priest  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  to 
make  recuuciliation  for  the  sins  of  the 


people.  Heb.  iv.  15.  For  we  have  not 
an  high  priest  which  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  but 
was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we 
arc,  yet  without  sin. 

™  Luke  i.  27.  To  a  virgin  espoused 
to  a  man,  whose  name  was  Joseph,  of 
the  house  of  David;  and  the  virgin's 
name  was  Mary.  Ver.  31.  And,behold, 
thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and 
bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his 
name  JESUS.  Ver.  35.  And  the  angel 
answered  and  said  unto  her.  The  Holy 
Ghost  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the 
power  of  the  Highest  shall  overshadow 
thee :  therefore  also  that  holy  tiling, 
which  shall  be  born  of  thee,  shall  be 
called  the  Son  of  God.

Col.  ii.  9,  For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the 
fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily.  Kom, 
ix.  6.  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of 
whom,  as  concerning  the  flesh,  Christ 
came,  who  is  over  all,  God  blessed  for 
ever.  Amen.  1  Pet.  iii.  18.  For  Christ 
also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the 
just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might 
bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to  death  in 
the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit. 
1  Tim.  iii.  IG.  And,  without  contro- 
versy, great  is  the  mystei-y  of  godli- 
ness :  God  was  manifest  in  the  flesh, 
justified  in  the  Spirit,  seen  of  angels, 
preached  unto  the  Gentiles,  believed 
on  in  the  world,  received  up  into  glory.

{)leased  the  Father  that  all  fulness  should  dwell  :^  to  the  end,  that  being 
loly,  harmless,  undefiled,  and  full  of  grace  and  truth,"  he  might  bo 
thoroughly  furnished  to  execute  the  office  of  a  Mediator  and  Sui*ety.* 
Which  office  he  took  not  unto  himself,  but  was  thereunto  willed  by  hia 
Father  ;*•  who  put  all  power  and  judgment  into  his  hand,  and  gave  him 
commandment  to  execute  the  same.* 

IV.  This  office  the  Lord  Jesus  did  most  willingly  undertake ;y  which 
that  he  may  discliarge,  he  was  made  under  the  law,^  and  did  per- 
fectly fulfil  it  J*  endured  most  grievous  torments  immediately  in  his 


eousness,  and  hatest  -wickedness : 
therefore  God,  thy  God,  liatli  anointed 
tliee  witii  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy 
fellows.  Jolm  iii.  34.  For  he  whom 
God  hath  sent  spcakcth  the  words  of 
God :  for  God  ^iveth  not  the  Spirit  by 
measiu'C  imto  him. 

'1  Col.  ii.  3.  In  whom  arc  hid  all  the 
treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowlcdEre. 

'  Col.  i.  19.  For  it  pleascil  the  Fa- 
ther, that  in  him  should  all  fulness 
dwell. 

^  J  Job.  vii.  26.  For  such  an  high 
priest  became  us,  who  is  holy,  harm- 
less, undetiled,  separate  from  sinners, 
and  made  higher  than  the  heavens. 
Jolm  i.  14.  And  the  Word  was  made 
Hesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the 
only  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full  of 
grace  and  truth. 

^  Acts  X.  38.  How  God  anointed 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  with  power;  who  went 
about  doing  good,  and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil :  for  God 
was  with  him.  Heb.  xii.  24.  And  to 
Jesus  the  mediator  of  the  new  cove- 
nant, and  to  the  blood  of  sprinkling, 
that  spcaketh  better  things  than  that 
of  Abel.  Heb.  vii.  22.  By  so  much 
was  Jesus  made  a  surety  of  a  better 
testament. 

"  Heb.  V.  4.  And  no  man  taketh 
this  honour  unto  himself,  but  he  that 
is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron.  Ver.  5. 
So  also  Christ  glorified  not  himself  to 
be  made  an  high  priest ;  but  he  that 
eaid  unto  him,  Thou  art  my  Son,  to- 
day have  I  begotten  thee. 

"^  Jolm  V.  22.  For  the  Father  judgeth 
no  man,  but  hath  committed  all  judg- 
ment mito  the  Son :  Ver.  27.  And 
hath  given  him  authority  to  execute 
judgment  also,  because  he  is  the  Son 
of  man.  Matt,  xxviii.  18.  And  Jesus 
came  and  spake  imto  them,  saying. 
All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 


and  in  earth.  Acts  ii.  36.  Therefore 
let  all  the  house  of  Israel  know  as- 
suredly, that  God  hath  made  that 
same  Jesus,  whom  ye  have  crucified, 
both  Lord  and  Clirist. 

IV.  y  Ps.  xl.  7.  Tiien  said  I,  Lo,  I 
come :  in  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is 
written  of  me,  Ver.  8.  I  delight  to 
do  thy  will,  0  my  God ;  yea,  thy  law 
is  within  my  heart.  With  Ileb.  x.  5. 
Wherefore,  when  he  cometh  into  the 
world,  he  saith,  Sacrifice  and  offering 
thou  wouldest  not,  but  a  body  hast 
thou  prepared  me :  Ver.  6.  In  bm-nt- 
offeriugs  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou 
hast  had  no  pleasure :  Ver.  7.  Then 
said  I,  Lo,  Icome  (in  the  volume  of 
the  book  it  is  wi'itten  of  me)  to  do  thy 
•will,  0  God.  Ver.  8.  Above,  when  he 
said,  Sacrifice,  and  offering,  and  biuTit- 
offerings,  and  offering  for  sin,  thou 
wouldest  not,  neither  Imdst  pleasure 
therein-  (which  are  offered  by  the 
law;)  Ver.  9.  Then  said  he,  Lo,  I 
come  to  do  thy  will,  0  God.  He  taketh 
away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish 
the  second.  Ver.  10.  By  the  which 
will  we  are  sanctified,  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ 
once  for  all.  John  x.  18.  No  man 
taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down 
of  myself:  I  have  power  to  lay  it 
down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it 
again.  This  commandment  have  I  re- 
ceived of  my  Father.  Phil.  ii.  8.  And 
being  found  in  iashion  as  a  man,  he 
humbled  himself,  and  became  obe- 
dient unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross. 

"  Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  fulness  of 
the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his 
Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  tmder 
the  law. 

a  Matt.  iii.  15.  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing, said  unto  him.  Suffer  it  to  be  so 
now ;  for  thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil 
all  righteousness.  Then  he  suffered 
him.    Matt.  v.  17»  Think  not  that  I 
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soul,''  and  most  painful  sufferings  in  his  body;"  was  crucified,  and  died;^ 
was  buried,  and  remained  under  the  power  of  death,  yet  saw  no  corrup- 
tion.® On  the  third  day  he  arose  from  the  dead,'  with  the  same  body 
in;which  he  suffered;^  with  which  also  he  ascended  into  heaven,  and 
there  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  his  Father,^  making  intercession  ;* 
and  shall  return  to  judge  men  and  angels  at  the  end  of  the  world.''

^  1  Cor.  XV.  3.  For  I  delivered  unto 
you  first  of  all  that  which  I  also  re- 
ceived, how  that  Christ  died  for  our 
sins  according  to  the  scriptm-es :  Ver. 
4.  And  that  he  was  buried,  and  that 
he  rose  again  the  third  day  according 
to  the  scriptures;  *  Ver.  6.  And  that 
he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the 
twelve. 

8  John  XX.  25.  The  other  disciples 
therefore  said  imto  him,  We  have 
seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  imto 
them,  Except  I  shall  see  in  his  hands

*  Rom.  viii.  34.  Who  is  he  that  con- 
demneth  ?  It  is  Chiist  that  died,  yea 
rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  ia 
even  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who 
also  maketh  intercession  for  us.  Heb. 
ix.  24.  For  Christ  is  not  entered  into 
the_  holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  ai'e  the  figures  of  the  true;

Which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee, 
why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  r 
this  same  Jesus,  wliicn  is  taken  up 
from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come 
in  like  manner  as  ye  liave  seen  him 
go  into  heaven.  Acts  x.  42.  And  he 
commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he 
which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the 
Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  Matt.  xiii. 
40.  As  therefore  the  tares  are  gather- 
ed and  burned  in  the  fire ;  so  shall  it 
be  in  the  end  of  this  world.  Ver.  41. 
The  Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his 
angels,  and  they  shall  gather  out  of 
his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend, 
and  them  which  do  iniquity.  Ver. 
42.  And  shall  cast  them  into  a  fur- 
nace  of  fire :  there  shall  be  wailing 
and  gnasliing  of  teeth.  Jude,  ver.  6. 
And  th9  ftngels  whigh  kept  not  Xlam 
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V.  The  Lord  Jesus,  by  his  perfect  obedience  and  sacrifice  of  himself, 
which  he  through  the  eternal  Spirit  once  offered  up  unto  God,  hath 
fully  satisfied  the  justice  of  his  Father  ;*  and  purchased  not  only  recon- 
ciliation, but  an  everlasting  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  for 
all  those  whom  the  Father  hath  given  unto  him.™ 
— ^  VI.  Although  the  vjrork  of  redemption  was  not  actually  wrought  by 
Christ  till  after  his  incarnation,  yet  the  virtue,  efficacy,  and  benefits 
thereof,  were  communicated  unto  the  elect  in  all  ages  successively  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world,  in  and  by  those  promises,  types,  and  sacri- 
fices, wherein  he  was  revealed  and  signified  to  be  the  Seed  of  the 
woman,  which  should  bruise  the  serpent's  head,  and  the  Lamb  slain 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  being  yesterday  and  to-day  the  same, 
and  for  ever.° 


first  estate,  but  left  their  own  habi- 
tation, he  hath  reserved  in  everlast- 
ing chains,  under  darkness,  unto  the 
judgment  of  the  great  day.  2  Peter 
ii.  4.  For  if  God  spared  not  the  angels 
that  sinned,  but  cast  them  down  to 
hell,  and  delivered  them  into  chains 
of  darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto 
judgment. 

V .  ^  Rom.  V.  19.  For  as  by  one  man's 
disobedience  many  were  made  sin- 
ners ;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
many  be  made  righteous.

14.  How  much  more  shall  the  blood 
of  Clirist,  who  through  the  eternal 
Spirit  oiFered  himself  without  spot 
to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from 
dead  works,  to  sei*ve  the  living  God  ? 
Ver.  16.  For  where  a  testament  is, 
there  must  also  of  necessity  be  the 
death  of  the  testator.  Heb.  x.  14. 
For  by  one  offeiing  he  hath  perfected 
for  over  them  that  are  sanctified. 
Eph.  V.  2.  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ 
also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given 
himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sa- 
crifice to  God  for  a  sweet-smelling  sa- 
vour. Rom.  iii.  25.  Whom  God  hath 
set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation  through 
faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare  his 
righteousness  for  the  remission  of 
sins  that  are  past,  through  the  for- 
bearance of  God;  Ver.  26.  To  de- 
clare, I  say,  at  this  time  his  righteous- 
ness ;  that  he  might  be  just,  and  the 
JTistifier  of  him  which  believeth  in 
Jesus. 

^  Dan.  ix.  24,  Seventy  weeks  are 
deteniiined  upon  thy  people,  and  upon 
thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  transgTes- 
sion,  and  to  make  an  end  of  sins,  and 
to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity, 
and  to  bruig  in  everlasting  righteous- 
ncf:.-\  and  to  .seal  up  the  vision  and 
LU'opheoy,  and   to  ajioint  the  most 


holy.  Ver.  26.  And  after  threescore 
and  two  weeks  shall  Messiah  be  cut 
off,  but  not  for  himself :  and  the  peo- 

Sle  of  the  prince  that  shall  come  snail 
estroy  the  city  and  the  sanctuary; 
and  the  end  thereof  shall  be  with  a 
flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  war 
desolations  are  determined.    Col.  i. 

19.  For  it  pleased  the  Father  that 
in  him  should  all  fulness  dwell :  Ver. 

20.  And  (having  made  peace  through 
the  blood  of  his  cross)  by  him  to  re- 
concile all  things  unto  himself;  by 
him,  I  say,  whether  they  be  things  in 
earth,  or  things  in  heaven.  Eph.  i. 
11.  In  whom  also  we  have  obtained 
an  inheritance,  being  predestinated 
according  to  the  purpose  of  him  who 
worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel 
of  his  own  wiU.  Ver.  14.  Which  ia 
the  earnest  of  our  inheritance,  imtil 
the  redemption  of  the  purchased  pos- 
session, unto  the  praise  of  his  glory. 
John  xvii.  2.  As  thou  hast'given  him 
power  over  all  flesh,  that  he  should 
give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as  thou 
hast  given  him.  Heb.  ix.  12.  Neither 
by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but 
by  his  own  blood,  he  entered  in  once 
into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained 
eternal  redemption  for  us.  Ver.  15. 
And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator 
of  the  new  testament,  that  by  means 
of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the 
transgressions  that  were  under  the 
first  testament,  they  which  are  called 
might  receive  the  promise  of  eternal 
inheritance. 

VI.  °  Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  ful- 
ness of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman, 
made  under  the  law,  Ver.  5.  To  le- 
deem  them  that  were  under  the  law, 
that  we  might  receive  the  adoption 
of  sons.    Gen.  iii.  15.  And  I  will  put 
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Vn.  Christ,  in  the  work  of  mediation,  acteth  according  to  both 
natures;  by  each  nature  doing  that  which  is  proper  to  itself:"  yet,  by 
reason  of  the  unity  of  the  person,  that  which  is  proper  to  one  nature  is 
sometimes  in  scripture  attributed  to  the'  person  denominated  by  the 
other  nature.P 

VIII.  To  all  those  for  whom  Christ  hath  purchased  redemption,  he 
doth  certainly  and  effectually  apply  and  communicate  the  same  ;<>  mak- 
ing intercession  for  them ;'  and  revealing  unto  them,  in  and  by  the 
word,  the  mysteries  of  salvation;'  effectually  persuading  them  by  his 
Spirit  to  believe  and  obey ;  and  governing  their  hearts  by  his  word 
and  Spirit;*  overcoming  all  their  enemies  by  his  almighty  power  and 

»"  1  John  ii.  1.  My  little  cliildrefi, 
these  things  write  I  unto  you,  that  ye 
sin  not.  And  if  any  man  sin,  we  have 
an  advocate  with  the  Father,  Jesus 
Christ  the  righteous :  Ver,  2.  And  he 
is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins ;  and 
not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world.  Rom.  viii.  34. 
Who  is  he  that  condcmneth  ?  It  is 
Christ  that  died,  yea  rather,  that  is 
risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the  right 
hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh  inter- 
cession for  us. 

^  John  XV.  13.  Greater  love  hath  no 
man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down 
his  life  for  Ms  friends.  Ver.  15.  Hence- 
forth I  call  you  not  servants;  for  the 
servant  knoweth  not  what  his  lord 
doeth :  but  I  have  called  you  friends ; 
for  all  things  that  I  have  heard  of  luy 
Father  I  have  made  known  xmto  you. 
Eph.  i.  7.  In  whom  we  have  redemp- 
tion through  his  blood,  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of 
his  grace;  Ver.  8.  Wherein  he  hath 
aboimded  toward  us  in  all  wisdom  and 
pnidence ;  Ver.  9.  Having  made  known 
unto  us  the  mystery  of  Ms  will,  accord- 
ing to  Ms  good  pleasure,  wMch  he  hath 
Eui'posed  in  Mmself.  John  xvii.  6.  I 
ave  manifested  thy  name  unto  the 
men  which  thou  gavest  me  out  of  the 
world :  tMne  they  were,  and  thou 
gavest  them  me ;  and  they  have  kept 
thy  word. 

'  Jolm  xiv.  16.  And  I  will  pray  the 
Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another 
Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with 
you  for  ever.  Heb.  xii.  2,  Looking 
unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of 
our  faith;  who,  for  the  joy  that  was 
set  before  him,  endured  the  cross,  de- 
spising the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at 
the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 
2  Cor.  iv.  13.  We  having  the  same 
spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  writ- 
tQo,  I  believed,  and  therefore  have  I 


enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman, 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed : 
it  shall  bruise  thy  head,  and  thou 
shalt  bruise  Ms  heel.  Rev.  xiii.  8. 
And  all  that  dwell  upon  the  earth 
shall  worship  him,  whose  names  are 
not  written  in  the  book  of  life  of  the 
Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world.  Heb.  xiii.  8.  Jesus  Clmst 
the  same  yesterday,  and  to-day,  and 
for  ever. 

VII.  °  Heb.  ix.  14.  {See  letter\  scrip- 
ture the  second.']  1  Pet.  iii.  18.  For 
CMist  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins, 
the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might 
bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to  death 
in  the  flesh,  but  qmckened  by  the 
Spirit. 

p  Acts  XX.  28.  Take  heed  therefore 
unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock 
over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath 
made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church 
of  God,  wMchhe  hath  purchased  with 
his  OAvn  blood.  John  iii.  13.  And  no 
man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but 
he  that  came  down  from  heaven,  even 
the  Son  of  man  which  is  in  heaven. 
1  John  iii.  16.  Hereby  perceive  we  the 
love  of  God,  because  he  laid  down  Ms 
life  for  us :  and  we  ought  to  lay  down 
our  lives  for  the  brethren. 

VIII.  1  Jolm  vi.  37.  All  that  the 
Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me : 
and  him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will  in 
no  wise  cast  out.  Ver.  39.  And  tliis 
is  the  Father's  will  wMch  hath  sent 
me,  that  of  all  which  he  hath  given 
me  I  should  lose  nothing,  but  should 
raise  it  up  again  at  the  last  day.  John 
X.  15.  As  the  Father  knoweth  me, 
even  so  know  I  the  Father :  and  I  lay 
down  my  life  for  the  sheep.  Ver.  16. 
And  other  sheep  I  have,  wMch  are  not 
of  tMs  fold :  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and 
there  shall  be  One  fold,  and  one  shep- 
herd. 
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wisdom,  in  such  manner  and  ways  as  are  most  consonant  to  his  won- 
derful and  unsearchable  dispensation.'* 


CHAP.  IX.     Of  Free  Will 

•-^4  r^  OD  hath  endued  the  will  of  man  with  that  natural  liberty,  that 
•^'      VJT    it  is  neither  forced,  nor  by  any  absolute  necessity  of  nature 
determined,  to  good  or  evil.* 

II.  Man,  in  his  state  of  innocency,  had  freedom  and  power  to  will 
and  to  do  that  which  is  good  and  well  pleasing  to  God;^  but  yet  mu- 
tably, so  that  he  might  fall  from  it.* 

III.  Man,  by  his  fall  into  a  state  of  sin,  hath  wholly  lost  all  ability 
of  will  to  any  spiritual  good  accompanying  salvation;**  so  as  a  natural 


Bpoken;  we  also  beheve,  and  therefore 
speak.  Rom.  viii.  9.  But  5^e  are  not 
in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be 
that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you. 
Now,  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his.  Ver.  14. 
For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God.  Kom. 
XV.  18.  For  I  will  not  dare  to  speak  of 
any  of  those  things  which  Cluist  hath 
not  wrought  by  me,  to  make  the  Gen- 
tiles obedient,  by  word  and  deed,  Ver. 
19.  Through  mighty  signs  and  won- 
ders, by  the  power  of  the  Spirit  of 
God;  so  that  from  Jerusalem,  and 
round  about  unto  lUyricum,  I  have 
fully  preached  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
John  xvii.  17.  Sanctify  them  through 
thy  truth :  thy  word  is  truth. 

"  Ps.  ex.  1.  The  Lord  said  unto  my 
Lord,  Sit  thou  at  my  right  hand,  until 
I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 
1  Cor.  XV.  25.  For  he  must  rei^,  till 
he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
Ver.  26.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be 
destroyed  is  death.  Mai.  iv.  2.  But 
unto  you  that  fear  my  name  shall  the 
Sun  of  righteousness  arise  with  lieal- 
ing  in  his  wings ;  and  ye  shall  go  forth, 
and  grow  up  as  calves  of  the  stall. 
Ver.  3.  And  ye  shall  tread  down  the 
wicked ;  for  they  shall  be  ashes  under 
the  soles  of  your  feet,  in  the  day  that 
I  shall  do  this,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 
Col.  ii.  15.  And,  having  spoiled  prin- 
cipalities and  powers,  he  made  a  shew 
of  them  openly,  triumphing  over  them 
in  it. 

I.  »  Matt.  xvii.  12.  But  I  say  imto 
you,  That  Elias  is  come  already,  and 
they  knew  him  not,  but  have  done 
unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed :  like- 


wise shall  also  the  Son  of  man  suffer 
of  them.  James  i.  14.  But  eveiy  man 
is  tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away  of 
his  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Deut.  xxx. 
19.  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record 
this  day  against  you,  that  I  have  set 
before  you  life  and  death,  blessing  and 
cursing:  therefore  choose  life,  that 
both  thou  and  thy  seed  may  live. 

II.  *»  Eccl.  vii.  29.  Lo,  this  only  have 
I  found,  that  God  hath  made  man  up- 
right ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many 
inventions.  Gen.  i.  26.  And  God  said, 
Let  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after 
our  likeness;  and  let  them  have  do- 
minion over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and 
over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the 
cattle,  and  over  aU  the  earth,  and  over 
every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth. 

c  Gen.  ii.  16.  And  the  Lord  God 
commanded  the  man,  saying.  Of  every 
tree  of  the  garden  thou  mayest  freely 
eat;  Ver.  17.  But  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt 
not  eat  of  it :  for  in  the  day  that  thou 
eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die. 
Gen.  iii.  6.  And  when  the  woman  saw 
that  the  tree  was  good  for  food,  and 
that  it  was  pleasant  to  the  eyes,  and 
a  tree  to  be  desired  to  make  one  A?ise, 
she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof,  and  did 
eat ;  and  gave  also  unto  her  husband 
with  her,  and  he  did  eat. 

III.  ^  Kom.  V.  6.  For  when  we  were 
yet  without  strength,  in  due  time 
Christ  died  for  the  ungodly.  Rom.  viii. 
7.  Because  the  carnal  mind  is  enmity 
against  God :  for  it  is  not  subject  to 
the  lav/  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 
John  XV.  6.  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the 
branches :  he  that  abideth  in  me,  and 
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man,  being  altogether  averse  from  that  good,*  and  dead  in  sin,'  is  not 
able,  by  his  own  strength,  to  convert  himself,  or  to  prepare  himself 
thereunto.*^ 

IV.  When  God  converts  a  sinner,  and  translates  him  into  the  state 
of  grace,  he  freeth  him  from  his  natural  bondage  under  sin,^  and  by 
his  grace  alone  enables  him  freely  to  will  and  to  do  that  which  is  spi- 
ritually good  ;*  yet  so  as  that,  by  reason  of  his  remaining  corruption, 
he  doth  not  perfectly  nor  only  will  that  which  is  good,  but  doth  also 
will  that  which  is  evil.'' 


I  in  him,  the  same  bringetli  forth  much 
fruit;  for  without  me  ye  can  do  no- 
thing. 

«  Eom.iii.lO.  As  it  is  written.  There 
is  none  righteous,  no,  not  one.  Ver.  12. 
They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they 
are  together  become  improfitable  ; 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not 
one. 

'  Eph.  ii.  1.  And  you  hath  he  quick- 
ened, who  were  dead  in  trespasses  and 
sins.  Ver.  6.  Even  when  we  were  dead 
in  sins,  hath  quickened  us  together 
with  Chi'ist;  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.) 
Col.  ii.  13.  And  you,  being  dead  in 
your  sins  and  the  uncircumcision  of 
your  flesh,  hath  he  quickened  together 
with  him,  having  forgiven  you  all 
trespasses. 

8  John  vi.  44.  No  man  can  come  to 
me,  except  the  Father,  which  hath 
sent  me,  draw  him :  and  I  will  raise 
him  up  at  the  last  day.  Ver.  65.  And 
he  said,  Therefore  said  I  imto  you, 
that  no  man  can  come  unto  me,  except 
it  were  given  unto  him  of  my  Father. 
Eph.  ii.  2.  Wherein  in  time  past  ye 
walked  according  to  the  course  of  this 
world,  according  to  the  prince  of  the 
power  of  the  air,  the  spirit  that  now 
worketh  in  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience :  Ver.  3.  Among  whom  also  we 
all  had  our  conversation  in  times  past 
in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling  the 
desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind ; 
and  were  by  nature  the  children  of 
wrath,  even  as  others.  Ver.  4.  But  God, 
who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great 
love  wherewith  he  loved  us,  Ver.  5. 
Even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath 
quickened  us  together  with  Christ; 
(by  grace  ye  are  saved.)  1  Cor.  ii.  14. 
But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the 
things  of  the  Spirit  of  God :  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him;  neither  can 
he  know  them,  because  they  are  spi- 
litually  discerned.  Tit.  iii.  8.  For  we 
ourselves  also  were  sometimes  foolish, 
disobedient,  deceived,  serving  divers 


lusts  and  pleasures,  living  in  malice 
and  envy,  hateful,  and  nating  one 
another.  Ver.  4.  But  after  that  the 
kindness  and  love  of  God  our  Saviour 
toward  man  appeared,  Ver.  6.  Not 
by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy 
he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  rege- 
neration, and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

IV.  ^  Col.  i.  13.  Who  hath  delivered 
us  from  the  power  of  darkness,  and 
hath  translated  us  into  the  kingdom 
of  his  dear  Son.  John  viii.  34.  Jesua 
answered  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  Whosoever  committeth  sin 
is  the  servant  of  sin.  Ver.  36.  If  the 
Son  therefore  shall  make  you  free,  ye 
shall  be  free  indeed. 

» Phil.  ii.  13.  For  it  is  God  which 
worketh  in  you,  both  to  will  and  to 
do  of  his  good  pleasure.  Rom.  vi.  18. 
Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye  be- 
came the  servants  of  righteousness. 
Ver.  22.  But  now,  being  made  free 
from  sin,  and  become  servants  to  God, 
ye  have  your  fruit  unto  holiness,  and 
the  end  everlasting  life. 

^  Gal.  V.  17.  For  the  flesh  lusteth 
against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
against  the  flesh :  and  these  are  con- 
trary  the  one  to  the  other;  so  that  ye 
cannot  do  the  tilings  that  ye  would. 
Rom.  vii.  15.  For  that  wliich  I  do  I 
allow  not;  for  what  I  would,  that  do 
I  not;  but  what  I  hate,  that  do  I.  Ver. 
18.  For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in 
my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good  thing:  for 
to  will  is  present  with  me;  but  how 
to  perform  that  which  is  good  I  find 
not.  Ver.  19.  For  the  good  that  I 
would  I  do  not :  but  the  evil  which  I 
would  not,  that  I  do.  Ver.  21. 1  find  then 
a  law,  that,  when  I  would  do  good,  evil 
is  present  with  me.  Ver.  23.  But  I 
see  another  law  in  my  members 
warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind, 
and  bringing  me  into  captivity  to  the 
law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  members. 
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C?HaP.  X. 

V.  Tlie  will  of  man  is  made  perfectly  and  immutably  free  to  do  good 
alone  in  the  state  of  glory  only.' 


•  CHAP.  X.     Of  Effectual  Calling, 

I.  A  LL  those  whom  God  hath  predestinated  unto  life,  and  those 
j\.  only,  he  is  pleased,  in  his  appointed  and  accepted  time,  effec- 
tually to  call,*  by  his  word  and  Spirit,'*  out  of  that  state  of  sin  and 
death  in  which  they  are  by  nature,  to  grace  and  salvation  by  Jesus 
Christ;*  enlightening  their  minds  spiritually  and  savingly  to  under- 
stand the  things  of  God  \^  taking  away  their  heart  of  stone,  and  giving 


V.  '  Epli.  iv.  ]  3.  Till  we  all  come  in 
the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  (iod,  unto  a 
perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the 
stature  of  tlie  fulness  of  Christ.  Heb. 
xii.  23.  To  the  general  assembly  and 
clmrch  of  the  first-born,  which  are 
written  in  heaven,  and  to  God  the 
Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just 
men  made  perfect.  1  John  iii.  2.  Be- 
loved, now  are  we  the  sons  of  God ;  and 
it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall 
be :  but  we  know  that,  when  he  shall 
appear,  we  shall  be  like  hira ;  for  we 
Bhall  see  him  as  he  is.  Jude,  ver.  24. 
Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to  keep  you 
from  falling,  and  to  present  you  fault- 
less before  the  presence  of  his  glory 
with  exceeding  joy. 

I.  *  Rom.  viii.  30.  Moreover,  whom 
he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also 
called;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he 
also  justified;  and  whom  he  justified, 
them  he  also  glorified,  liom.  xi.  7. 
What  then  ?  Israel  hath  not  obtained 
that  which  he  seeketh  for;  but  the 
election  hath  obtained  it,  and  the  rest 
were  blinded.  Eph.  i.  10.  That  in  the 
dispensation  of  the  fulness  of  times, 
he  might  gather  together  in  one  all 
things  in  Christ,  both  which  are  in 
heaven,  and  which  are  on  earth,  even 
in  hira;  Ver.  11.  In  whom  also  we 
have  obtained  an  inlieritance,  being 
predestinated  according  to  the  pur- 
pose of  him  who  worketh  all  things 
after  the  counsel  of  his  own  will. 

*>  2  Thess.  ii.  13.  But  we  are  bound 
to  give  thanks  alway  to  God  for  you, 
brethren,  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because 
God  hath  from  the  beginning  chosen 
you  to  salvation  through  sanctification 
of  the  Spirit,  and  belief  of  the  tinith : 
Ver.  14  Whereunto  he  called  you  by 
cur  gospel,  to  the  obtaining  of  the 


glory  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Clu*ist.  2  Cor. 
lii.  3.  Forasmuch  as  ye  are  manifestly 
declared  to  be  the  epistle  of  Christ 
ministered  by  us,  written  not  with  ink, 
but  with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God ; 
not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly 
tables  of  the  heart.  Ver.  6.  Who  also 
hath  made  us  able  ministers  of  the 
new  testament ;  not  of  the  letter,  but 
of  the  spuit :  for  the  letter  killeth,  but 
the  spirit  giveth  life. 

°  Rom.  viii.  2.  For  the  law  of  the 
Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath 
made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and 
death.  Eph.  ii.  1.  And  you  hath  he 
quickened,  who  were  dead  in  trea. 
passes  and  sins ;  Ver.  2.  Wherein  in 
time  past  ye  walked  according  to  the 
coui'se  of  this  world,  according  to  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,  the 
spirit  that  now  worketh  in  the  chil- 
dren of  disobedience :  Ver.  3,  Among 
whom  also  we  all  had  our  conversation 
in  times  past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh, 
fulfilling  the  desires  of  the  flesh  and 
of  the  mind ;  and  were  by  nature  the 
children  of  wi*ath,  even  as  others.  Ver. 
4.  But  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  for 
liis  great  love  wherewith  ho  loved  us, 
Ver.  5.  Even  when  we  were  dead  in 
sins,  hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ ;  (by  grace  ye  are  saved.)  2  Tim. 
i.  9.  Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  ua 
with  an  holy  calling,  not  according  to 
our  works,  but  according  to  his  own 
purpose  and  gi*ace,  which  was  given 
us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world 
began ;  Ver.  10.  But  is  now  made 
manifest  by  the  appearing  of  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  abo- 
lished death,  and  hath  brought  life 
and  immortality  to  light  through  the 
gospel. 

*  Acts  xxvi.  18.  To  open  their  eyei% 
and  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to

unto  them  an  heart  of  flesh;®  renewing  their  wills,  and  by  his  almighty 
power  determining  them  to  that  which  is  good;'  and  effectually  draw- 
mg  them  to  Jesus  Christ  ;fif  yet  so  as  they  come  most  freely,  being 
made  willing  by  his  grace.^ 

II.  This  effectual  call  is  of  God's  free  and  special  grace  alone,  not 
from  any  thing  at  all  foreseen  in  man;*  who  is  altogether  passive 
therein,  until,  being  quickened  and  renewed  by  the  Holy  Spirit,'^  he 


light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  for- 
givenessoi  sins,  and  inheritance  among 
them  which  are  sanctified  by  faith  that 
is  in  me.  1  Cor.  ii.  10.  But  God  hath 
revealed  them  unto  us  by  his  Spirit : 
for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea, 
the  deep  things  of  God.  Ver.  12.  Now 
we  have  received,  not  the  spirit  of  the 
world,  but  the  spirit  which  is  of  God ; 
that  we  might  know  the  things  that 
are  freely  given  to  us  of  God.  Eph.  i. 

17.  That  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Father  of  glory,  may  give 
unto  you  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  re- 
velation in  the  knowledgeof  him :  Ver. 

18.  The  eyes  of  your  understanding 
being  enlightened ;  that  ye  may  know 
what  is  the  hope  of  his  calling,  and 
what  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  his  in- 
heritance in  the  saints. 

«  Ezek.  xxxvi.  26.  A  new  heart  also 
will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will 
I  put  within  you;  and  I  will  take 
away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your 
flesh,  and  I  will  give  you  an  heart  of 
flesh. 

^  Ezek.  xi.  19.  .And  I  will  give  them 
one  heart,  and  I  will  put  a  new  spirit 
within  you;  and  I  will  take  the  stony 
heart  out  of  their  flesh,  and  will  give 
them  an  heart  of  flesh.  Phil.  ii.  13.  For 
it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you,  both 
to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure. 
Deut.  XXX.  6.  And  the  Lord  thy  God 
will  circumcise  thine  heart,  and  the 
heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.  Ezek. 
xxxvi.  27.  And  I  will  put  my  Spirit 
within  you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  in 
my  statutes,  and  ye  shall  keep  my 
judgments,  and  do  them. 

8  Eph.  i.  19.  And  what  is  the  ex- 
ceeding greatness  of  his  power  to  us- 
ward  who  believe,  according  to  the 
working  of  his  mighty  power.  John 
vi.  44.  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except 
the  Father,  which  hath  sent  me,  draw 
him :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the 
last  day.  Ver.  45.  It  is  written  in  the 
prophets,  And  they  shall  bfi  all  taught 


of  God.  Every  man  therefore  that 
hath  heard,  and  hath  learned  of  the 
Father,  cometh  unto  me. 

^  Cant.  i.  4.  Draw  me,  we  will  run 
after  thee.  Ps.  ex.  3.  Thy  people  shall 
be  willing  in  the  day  of  thy  power,  in 
the  beauties  of  holiness  from  the  womb 
of  the  morning :  thou  hast  the  dew  of 
thy  youth.  John  vi.  37.  All  that  the 
Father  giveth  me  shall  come  to  me : 
and  him  that  cometh  to  me  I  will 
in  no  wise  cast  out.  Rom.  vi.  16, 
Know  ye  not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield 
yourselves  servants  to  obey,  his  ser- 
vants ye  are  to  whom  ye  obey; 
whether  of  sin  xmto  death,  or  of  obe- 
dience unto  righteousness  ?  Ver.  17. 
But  God  be  thanked,  that  ye  were  the 
servants  of  sin;  but  ye  have  obeyed 
from  the  heart  that  form  of  doctrine 
which  was  delivered  you.  Ver.  18. 
Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye  be- 
came the  servants  of  righteousness. 

IL  >  2  Tim.  i.  9.  Who  hath  saved  us, 
and  called  us  with  an  holy  calling,  not 
according  to  our  works,  but  according 
to  his  own  purpose  and  grace,  which 
was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before 
the  world  began.  Tit.  iii.  4.  But  after 
that  the  kindness  and  love  of  God  our 
Saviour  toward  man  appeared,  Ver. 
5.  Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according  to 
his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washing 
of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Eph.  ii.  4.  But  God,  who 
is  rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love 
wherewith  he  loved  us,  Ver.  6.  Even 
when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath 
quickened  us  together  with  Christ; 
(by  grace  ye  are  saved).  Ver.  8.  For 
by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith ; 
and  that  not  of  yourselves :  it  is  the 
gift  of  God :  Ver.  9.  Not  of  works, 
lest  any  man  should  boast.  Rom.  ix. 
11.  For  the  children  being  not  yet 
bom,  neither  having  done  any  good  or 
evil,  that  the  purpose  of  God  accord- 
ing to  election  might  stand,  not  of 
works,  but  of  him  that  calleth. 

^  1  Cor.  ii.  14.  But  the  natural  man 
receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit 
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is  thereby  enabled  to  answer  this  call,  and  to  embrace  th6  grace 
offered  and  conveyed  in  it.' 
-.?w  III.  Elect  infants,  dying  in  infancy,  are  regenerated  and  saved  by 
"^Christ  through  the  Spirit,™  who  worketh  when,  and  where,  and  how 
he  pleaseth."  So  also  are  all  other  elect  persons,  who  are  incapable  of 
being  outwardly  called  by  the  ministry  of  the  word." 

IV.  Others  not  elected,  although  they  may  be  called  by  the  minis- 
try of  the  word,P  and  may  have  some  common  operations  of  the  Spirit,** 
yet  they  never  truly  come  unto  Christ,  and  therefore  cannot  be  saved:' 

are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  Spirit, 
if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God  dwell 
in  you.  Now,  if  any  man  have  not 
the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his.

of  God :  for  they  are  foolishness  unto 
him;  neither  can  he  know  them,  be- 
cause they  are  spiritually  discerned. 
Rom.  viii.  7.  Because  the  carnal  mind 
is  enmity  against  God :  for  it  is  not 
subject  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  in- 
deed can  be.  Eph.  ii.  5.  Even  when 
we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened 
us  together  with  Christ;  (by  grace  ye 
are  saved.) 

1  John  vi.  37.  All  that  the  Father 
giveth  me  shall  come  to  me :  and  him 
that  Cometh  to  me  I  will  in  no  wise 
cast  out.  Ezek.  xxxvi.  27.  And  I  will 
put  my  Spirit  within  you,  and  cause 
you  to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  ye 
shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do 
tlicm.  John  v.  25.  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  The  hour  is  coming,  and 
now  is,  when  the  dead  shall  hear  the 
voice  of  the  Son  of  God ;  and  they  that 
lieiir  shall  live. 

III.  "»  Luke  xviii.  15.  And  they 
brought  unto  him  also  infonts,  that  he 
Avould  touch  them :  but  when  his  dis- 
ciples saw  it,  they  rebuked  them.  Ver. 
16.  ]h\t  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and 
said.  Sutler  little  children  to  come  un- 
to me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such 
is  the  kingdom  of  God.    And  Acts  ii. 

38.  Then  Peter  said  unto  them.  Re- 
pent, and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you  in  tlic  name  of  Jesus  Chi-ist  for 
the  remi.^aion  of  sins,  and  ye  shall 
receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Ver. 

39.  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and 
to  yotu'  cliildren,  and  to  all  that  are 
afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  call.  And  John  iii.  3.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man 
be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  king- 
dom of  God.  Ver.  5.  Jesus  answered. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except 
a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  caimot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God.  And  1  John  v.  12.  He 
that  hath  the  Son  hath  life ;  and  he 
that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath 
not  lite.    And  Rom.  viii.  9.  But  ye 


[Compared  together.'] 

^  John  iii.  8.  The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whether  it 
goeth :  so  is  every  one  that  is  bom  of 
the  Spirit. 

« 1  John  V.  12.  He  that  hath  the 
Son  hath  life ;  and  he  that  hath  not 
the  Son  of  God  hath  not  life.  Acts 
iv.  12.  Neither  is  there  salvation  in 
any  other :  for  there  is  none  other 
name  under  heaven  given  among  men 
whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

IV.  P  Matt.  xxii.  14.  For  many  are 
called,  but  few  are  chosen. 

1  Matt.  vii.  22.  Many  will  say  to 
me  in  that  day^  Lord,  Lord,  have  we 
not  prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in 
thy  name  have  cast  out  devils  ?  and 
in  thy  name  done  many  wonderful 
works  ?  Matt.  xiii.  20.  But  he  that 
received  the  seed  into  stony  places, 
the  same  is  he  that  heareth  the  word, 
and  anon  with  joy  receiveth  it ;  Ver. 
21.  Yet  hath  he  not  root  in  himself, 
but  dureth  for  a  while;  for  when 
tribulation  or  persecution  ariseth  be- 
cause of  the  word,  by  and  by  he  is 
offended.  Heb.  vi.  4.  For  it  is  im- 
possible for  those  who  were  once  en- 
lightened, and  have  tasted  of  the  hea- 
venly gift,  and  were  made  partakers 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  Ver.  5.  And  have 
tasted  the  good  w^ord  of  God,  and  the 
powers  of  the  world  to  come. 

'  John  vi.  64.  But  there  are  some 
of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus 
knew  from  the  beginning  who  they 
were  that  believed  not,  and  who  should 
betray  him.  ^  Ver.  65.  And  he  said. 
Therefore  said  I  imto  you,  that  no 
man  can  come  unto  me,  except  it  were 
given  unto  him  of  my  Father.  Ver. 
66.  From  that  time  many  of  his  dis- 
ciples went  back,  and  walked  no  more 
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much  less  can  men  not  professing  the  Christian  religion  be  saved  in 
any  other  way  whatsoever,  be  they  ever  so  diligent  to  frame  their  lives 
according  to  the  light  of  nature,  and  the  law  of  that  religion  they  do 
profess;"  and  to  assert  and  maintain  that  they  may,  is  very  pernicious, 
and  to  be  detested.* 


CHAP.  XI Of  Justification.  \ 

I.  npHOSE  whom  God  effectually  calleth  he  also  freely  justifieth  ;* 
X  not  by  infusing  righteousness  into  them,  but  by  pardoning  their 
sins,  and  by  accounting  and  accepting  their  persons  as  righteous :  not 
for  any  thmg  wrought  in  them,  or  done  by  them,  but  for  Christ's  sake 
alone :  not  by  imputing  faith  itself,  the  act  of  believing,  or  any  other 
evangelical  obedience,  to  them  as  their  righteousness ;  but  by  imputing 
the  obedience  and  satisfaction  of  Christ  unto  them,**  they  receiving  and 


with  hira.  John  viii.  24.  I  said  there- 
fore unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in 
yoxu'  sins ;  /or  if  ye  believe  not  that 
1  am  he,  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins. 

"  Acts  IV.  12,  Neither  is  there  sal- 
vation in  any  other :  for  there  is  none 
other  name  under  heaven  given  among 
men  whereby  we  must  be  saved.  John 
xiv.  6.  Jesus  saith  rmto  hira,  I  am  the 
way,  and  the  truth^nd  the  life :  no  man 
Cometh  unto  the  Father,  but  by  me. 
Eph.  ii.  12.  That  at  that  time  ye  were 
without  Christ,  being  aliens  from  the 
commonwealth  of  Israel,  and  stran- 
gers from  the  covenants  of  promise, 
having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in 
the  world.  -=^Jolmiv,  22.  Ye  worship 
ye  know  not  what;  we  know  what 
we  worship :  for  salvation  is  of  the 
Jews.  John  xvii.  3.  And  this  is  life 
eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee 
the  only  time  God,  and  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  thou  hast  sent. 

*  2  John,  ver.  9.  Whosoever  trans- 
gresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  hath  not  God :  he  that 
abideth  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  he 
hath  both  the  Father  and  the  Son. 
Ver,  10.  If  there  come  any  unto  you, 
and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive 
him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid 
him  God  speed:  Ver.  11.  For  he 
that  biddeth  him  God  speed  is  par- 
taker of  his  evil  deeds.  1  Cor.  xvi, 
22.  If  any  man  love  not  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  let  him  be  Anathema 
Maranatha.  Gal.  i.  6.  I  marvel  that 
ye  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ 
unto  another  gospel :  Ver.  7.  Which 


is  not  another;  but  there  be  some 
that  tix>uble  you,  and  would  pervert 
the  gospel  of  Christ.  Ver.  8.  But 
though  we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven, 
preach  any  other  gospel  unto  j-^ou  than 
that  which  we  have  preached  \mto 
you,  let  him  be  accursed. 

I,  *  Rom.  viii,  30.  Moreover,  whom 
he  did  predestinate,  them  ho  also 
called;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he 
also  justified ;  and  whom  he  justified, 
them  he  also  glorified,  Rom,  iii.  24. 
Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace, 
through  the  redemption  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

^  Rom.  iv.  6,  But  to  hira  that  work- 
eth  not,  but  believeth  on  him  that 
justifieth  the  ungodly,  his  faith  is 
counted  for  righteousness.  Ver,  6. 
Even  as  David  also  describeth  the 
blessedness  of  the  raan,  imto  whom 
God  imputeth  righteousness  without 
works,  V  er.  7,  Saying,  Blessed  are 
they  whoso  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
and  whose  sins  are  covered.  Ver.  8. 
Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
will  not  impute  sin.  2  Cor,  v.  19.  To 
wit,  that  God  was  in  Christ,  recon- 
ciling the  world  imto  himself,  not  im- 
puting their  trespasses  unto  tliem; 
and  hath  committed  unto  us  the  word 
of  reconciliation.  Ver,  21,  For  lie 
hath  made  him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who 
knew  no  sin ;  that  we  might  be  made 
the  righteousness  of  God  in  him,  Rom. 
iii,  22.  Even  the  righteousness  of  God, 
which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ 
unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  be- 
lieve; for  there  is  no  difference,  Ver. 
24.  Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace, 
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resting  on  him  and  his  righteousness  by  faith ;  which  faitli  they  have 
not  of  themselves ;  it  is  the  gift  of  God." 

II.  Faith,  thus  receiving  and  resting  on  Christ  and  his  righteous- 
ness, is  the  alone  instrument  of  justification  ;'^  yet  is  it  not  alone  in  the 
person  justified,  but  is  ever  accompanied  with  all  other  saving  graces, 
and  is  no  dead  faith,  but  worketh  by  love.* 

III.  Christ,  by  his  obedience  and  death,  did  fully  discharge  the  debt 
of  all  those  that  are  thus  justified,  and  did  make  a  proper,  real,  and 
full  satisfaction  to  his  Father's  justice  in  their  behalf.'   Yet,  in  as  much 


through  the  redemption  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus;  Vcr.  25.  Whom  God 
hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation 
through  faith  in  his  blood,  to  declare 
his  righteousness  for  the  remission 
of  sins  that  are  past,  tlu'ough  the  for- 
bearance of  Ctou  ;  Ver.  27.  Where  is 
boasting  then?  It  is  excluded.  By 
what  law  ?  of  works  ?  Nay ;  but  by 
the  law  of  laith.  Ver.  28.  There- 
fore we  conclu<le,  that  a  man  is  justi- 
fied by  faith  without  the  deeds  of  the 
law.  Tit.  iii.  5.  Not  by  works  of 
righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
but  according  to  his  mercy  he  saved 
us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration, 
and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  Ver. 
y.  That,  being  justified  by  his  grace, 
we  should  be  made  heirs  accoixling  to 
the  hope  of  eternal  lifc.^  Eph.  i.  7. 
In  whom  we  have  redemption  through 
his  blood,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  ac- 
cording to  the  riches  of  his  grace. 
Jer.  xxiii.  6.  In  his  days  Judah  shall 
be  saved,  and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely ; 
and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall 
be  called,  THE  LORD  OUR  RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS. 1  Cor.  i.  30.  But  of  him 
are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  of  God  is 
made  unto  us  Avisdora,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  sanctification,  and  redemp- 
tion :  Ver.  31.  That,  according  as  it 
is  written,  He  that  gloricth,  let  him 
plory  iu  the  Lord.  Rom.  v.  17.  For 
if  by  one  man's  offence  death  reigned 
by  one;  much  more  they  which  re- 
ceive abundance  of  grace,  and  of  the 
gilt  of  righteousness,  shall  reign  in 
life  by  one,  Jesus  Christ:  Ver.  18. 
Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one 
judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  con- 
demnation ;  even  so  by  the  righteous- 
ness of  one  the  free  gift  came  upon 
all  men  unto  justification  of  life.  V  er. 
19.  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience 
many  were  made  sinners ;  so  by  the 
obedience  of  one  shall  many  be  made 
righteous. 

°  Acts  X.  44.  While  Peter  yet  spake 
these  words,  the  Holy  Ghoat  fell  on  all 


them  which  heard  the  word.  Gal.  ii. 
16.  Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justi- 
fied by  the  works  of  the  law,  but  by 
the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even  wo 
have  believed  in  Jesus  Christ,  that 
wo  might  be  justified  by  the  faith  of 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  tho 
law :  for  by  the  works  of  the  law 
shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  Phil.  iii. 
9.  And  be  found  in  him,  not  haying 
mine  own  righteousness,  which  is  of 
the  law,  but  that  which  is  through 
the  faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness 
whicli  is  of  God  by  faith.  Acts  xiii. 
38.  Be  it  known  unto  you,  therefore, 
men  and  brethren,  that  through  this 
man  is  preached  unto  you  the  for- 
giveness of  sins :  Ver.  39.  And  by 
him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from 
all  things,  from  which  ye  coidd  not 
be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Eph. 
ii.  7.  That  in  the  ages  to  come  ho 
might  shew  tlie  exceeding  riches  of 
his  grace,  in  his  kindness  towai'd  ua 
through  Christ  Jesus.  Ver.  8.  For 
by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith ; 
and  that  not  of  yourselves :  it  is  the 
gift  of  God. 

II.  ^  Jolm  i.  12.  But  as  many  as  re- 
ceived hira,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them 
that  believe  on  his  name.  Rom.  iii.  28. 
Therefore  we  conclude,  that  a  man  i.s 
justified  by  faith  without  the  deeds 
of  the  law.  Rom.  v.  i.  Therefore,  be- 
ing justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace 
with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

"  James  ii.  17.  Even  so  faith,  if  it 
hath  not  works,  is  dead,  being  alone. 
Ver.  22.  Seest  thou  how  faith  wrought 
with  his  works,  and  by  works  was 
faith  made  perfect  ?  Ver.  26.  For  a.- 
the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so 
faith  without  works  is  dead  also.  Gal. 
V.  6.  For  iu  Jesus  Christ  neither  cir- 
cumcision availeth  any  thing,  nor  un- 
circumcision ;  but  faith  which  worketh 
by  love. 

III.  ^  Rom-  V.  8.  But  God  commendetb 
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as  he  was  given  by  the  Father  for  them,»  and  his  obedience  and  satis- 
faction accepted  in  their  stead,^  and  both  freely,  not  for  any  thing  in 
them,  their  justification  is  only  of  free  grace;^  that  both  the  exact  jus- 
tice and  rich  grace  of  God  might  be  glorified  in  the  justification  of 
sinners.^ 
IV.  God  did,  from  all  eternity,  decree  to  justify  all  the  elect  ;*  and 


his  love  toward  us.  in  that,  while  we 
were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us. 
Ver.  9.  Much  more  then,  being  now 
justified  by  his  blood,  we  shall  be 
saved  from  wrath  through  him.  Ver. 
10.  For  if,  when  we  were  enemies, 
we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  his  Son;  much  more,  being 
reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his 
life.  Ver.  19.  For  as  by  one  man's 
disobedience  many  were  made  sin- 
ners; so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
many  be  made  righteous.  1  Tim.  ii.  5. 
For  there  is  one  God,  and  one  mediator 
between  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ 
Jesus;  Ver.  6,  Who  gave  himself  a 
ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due 
time.  Heb.  x.  10.  By  the  which  will 
we  are  sanctified,  through  the  offering 
of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for 
all.  Ver.  14.  For  by  one  offering  he 
hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified.  Dan.  ix.  24.  Seventy  weeks 
are  determined  upon  thy  people,  and 
upon  thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  trans- 
gTession,  and  to  make  an  end  of  sins, 
and  to  make  reconciliation  for  ini- 
quity, and  to  bring  in  everlasting 
righteousness,  and'to  seal  up  the  vision 
and  prophecy,  and  to  anoint  the  most 
Holy.  ver.  26.  And  after  threescore 
and  two  weeks  shall  Messiah  be  cut 
off,  but  not  for  himself:  and  the  peo- 
ple of  the  prince  that  shall  come  snail 
destroy  the  city  and  the  sanctuary; 
and  the  end  thereof  shall  be  with  a 
flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  war 
desolations  are  determined.  Isa.  liii.  4. 
Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and 
carried  our  sorrows:  yet  we  did  es- 
teem him  stricken,  smitten  of  God, 
and  afflicted.  Ver.  5.  But  he  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities:  the 
chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon 
him;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are 
healed.  Ver.  6.  All  we,  like  sheep, 
have  gone  astray ;  we  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  wajr:  and  the 
Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of 
us  all.  Ver.  10.  Yet  it  pleased  the 
Lord  to  bruise  him ;  he  hath  put  him 
to  grief:  when  thou  shalt  make  his 


soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see 
his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days,  and 
the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall  prosper 
in  his  hand.  Ver.  11.  He  shall  see  of 
the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  shall  be 
satisfied :  by  his  knowledge  shall  my 
righteous  servant  justify  many;  for 
he  shall  bear  their  iniquities.  V  er.  12. 
Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion 
with  the  great,  and  he  shall  divide  the 
spoil  with  the  strong;  because  he  hath 

goured  out  his  soul  imto  death :  and 
e  was  numbered  with  the  transgres- 
sors; and  he  bare  the  sin  of  many, 
and  made  intercession  for  the  trans- 
gressors. 

s  Rom.  viii.  32.  He  that  spared  not 
his  own  Son,  but  delivered  him  up  for 
us  all,  how  shall  he  not  with  him 
also  freely  give  us  all  things  ? 

J^  2  Cor.  V.  21.  For  he  hath  made 
him  to  be  sin  for  us,  who  knew  no  sin ; 
that  we  might  be  made  the  righteous- 
ness  of  God  in  him.  Matt.  iii.  17.  And 
lo  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying.  This  is 
my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  weD 
pleased.  Eph.  v.  2.  And  walk  in  love, 
as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  hath 
given  himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a 
sacrifice  to  God  for  a  sweet-smelling 
savour. 

^  Rom.  iii.  24.  Being  justified  freely 
by  his  grace,  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus.  Eph.  i.  7.  In 
whom  we  have  redemption  through 
his  blood,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  ac- 
cording to  the  riches  of  his  grace. 

*  Rom.  iii.  26.  To  declare,  I  say,  at 
this  time  his  righteousness  ;  that  he 
might  be  just,  and  the  justiner  of  him 
wMch  believeth  in  Jesus.  Eph.  ii.  7. 
That  in  the  ages  to  come  he  might 
shew  the  exceeding  riches  of  his  grace, 
in  his  kindness  toward  us  through 
Christ  Jesus. 

IV.  ^  Gal.  iii.  8.  And  the  scripture, 
foreseeing  that  God  would  justify  tho 
heathen  through  faith,  preached  be- 
fore the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying, 
In  thee  shall  all  nations  be  blessed.

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Christ  did,  in  the  fulness  of  time,  die  for  their  sins,  and  rise  again  for 
their  justification:"*  nevertheless  they  are  not  justified,  until  the  Holy 
Spirit  doth  in  due  time  actually  apply  Christ  unto  them.'* 
fgfefek^y.  God  doth  continue  to  forgive  the  sins  of  those  that  are  justified:* 
]]^uid  although  they  can  never  fall  from  the  state  of  justification,P  yet 
they  may  by  their  sins  fall  under  God's  fatherly  displeasure,  and  not 
have  the  light  of  his  countenance  restored  unto  them,  until  they  humble 
themselves,  confess  their  sins,  beg  pardon,  and  renew  their  faith  and 
repentance.*"

[See  letter  °  immediately  forego- 
ingA  Tit.  iii.  4.  But  after  that  the 
kindness  and  love  of  God  our  Saviour 
toward  man  appeared,  Ver,  5.  Not  by 
works  of  righteousness  which  we  have 
done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he 
saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regenera- 
tion, and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
Ver.  6.  Which  he  shed  on  us  abun- 
dantly through  Jesus  Christ  our  Sa- 
viour; Ver.  7.  That,  being  justified 
by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs 
according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  Ufe. 

V.  °  Matt.  vi.  12.  And  forgive  us  our 
debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors.  1 
John  i.  7.  But  if  we  walk  in  the  light, 
as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellow- 
Bhip  one  "with  another,  and  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin.  Ver.  9.  If  we  confess 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  for- 
give us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us 
tv^m  all  unrighteousness.  1  John  ii.  1. 


My  little  children,  these  things  write 
I  unto  you,  that  ye  sin  not.  And  if 
any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with 
the  Father,  Jesus  Clirist  the  righteous :

The  justification  of  believers  under  the  Old  Testament  was,  in 
all  these  respects,  one  and  the  same  with  the  justification  of  believers 
under  the  New  Testament.' 


CHAP.  Xll.— Of  Adoption, 

I.  A  LL  those  that  are  justified,  God  vouchsafeth,  in  and  for  his  only 
J\.  Son  Jesus  Christ,  to  make  partakers  of  the  grace  of  adoption :  * 
by  which  they  are  taken  into  the  number,  and  enjoy  the  liberties  and 
privileges  of  the  children  of  God;**  have  his  name  put  upon  them,*'  re- 
ceive the  Spirit  of  adoption  ;^  have  access  to  the  throne  of  grace  with 
boldness;®  are  enabled  to  cry,  Abba,  Father;'  are  pitied,*  protected,*" 


judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  should  not  be  condemuea 
with  the  world.  Luke.  i.  20.  And,  be- 
hold, thou  slialt  be  dumb,  and  not 
able  to  speak,  until  the  day  that  these 
things  snail  be  performed,  because 
thou  believest  not  my  words,  which 
shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season. 

VI.  "■  Gal.  iii.  9.  So  then  they  wliich 
be  of  faith  are  blessed  with  faithful 
Abraham.  Ver.  13.  Christ  hath  re- 
deemed us  from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us :  for  it  is 
written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that 
hangeth  on  a  tree :  Ver.  14.  That  the 
blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on 
the  Gentiles  through  Jesus  Christ; 
that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of 
the  Spirit  through  faith.  Rom.  iv.  22. 
And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him 
for  righteousness.  Ver.  23.  Now,  it 
was  not  written  for  his  sake  alone, 
that  it  was  imputed  to  him ;  Ver.  24. 
But  for  us  also,  to  whom  it  shall  be 
imputed,  if  we  believe  on  him  that 
raised  up  Jesus  our  Lord  from  the  dead. 
Heb.  xiii.  8.  Jesus  Chi'ist  the  same  yes- 
terday, and  to-day,  and  for  ever. 
I.*  Eph.  i.  6.  Having  predestinated 
us  unto  the  adoption  of  cluldren  by 
Jesus  Christ  to  nimself,  according  to 
the  good  pleasure  of  his  will.  Gal.  iv. 
4.  But  when  the  fulness  of  the  time 
was  come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son, 
made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the 
law,  Ver.  5.  To  redeem  them  that 
were  imder  the  law,  that  we  might 
receive  the  adoption  of  sons. 

^  Rom.  viii.  17.  And  if  children,  then 
heirs;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs 
with  Christ ;  if  bo  be  that  we  suffer 


with  him,  that  we  may  be  also  glori- 
fied together.  John  i.  12.  But  as  many 
as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to 
them  that  believe  on  his  name. 

0  Jer.  xiv.  9.  Yet  thou,  0  Lord,  art 
in  the  midst  of  us,  and  we  are  called 
by  thy  name;  leave  us  not.  2  Cor. 
VI.  18.  And  will  be  a  Father  unto  you, 
and  ye  shall  be  my  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, saith  the  Lord  Almighty.  Rev. 
iii.  12.  Him  that  overcometh  will  I 
make  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of  my 
God,  and  he  shall  go  no  more  out :  and 
I  will  write  upon  him  the  name  of  my 
God,  and  the  name  of  the  city  of  my 
God,  wliich  is  new  Jerusalem,  which 
Cometh  down  out  of  heaven  from  my 
God;  and  I  will  write  upon  him  my 
new  name. 

^  Rom.  viii.  15.  For  ye  have  not  re- 
ceived the  spirit  of  bondage  again  to 
fear ;  but  ye  have  received  the  spirit 
of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba, 
Father. 

«  Eph.  iii.  12.  In  whom  we  have 
boldness  and  access  with  confidence 
by  the  faith  of  him.  Rom.  v.  2.  By 
whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith 
into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand,  and 
rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God. 

'  Gal.  iv.  6.  And  because  ye  are 
sons.  God  hath  sent  forth  the  spirit  of 
his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying,  Abba, 
Father. 

8  Ps.  ciii.  13.  Like  as  a  father  pitieth 
his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them 
that  fear  him. 

^  Prov.  xiv.  26.  In  the  fear  of  the 
Lord  is  strong  confidence;  and  liia 
children  shall  have  a  place  of  refuge. 
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provided  for,^  and  chastened  by  him  as  by  a  father  ;^  yet  never  cast  off,* 
out  sealed  to  the  day  of  redemption,™  and  inherit  the  promises,**  as 
heh's  of  everlasting  salvation." 


CHAP.  XIII Of  Sanctijication, 

I.  rpiIEY  who  are  effectually  called  and  regenerated,  having  a  new 
X  heart  and  a  new  spirit  created  in  them,  are  farther  sanctified 
really  and  personally,  through  the  virtue  of  Christ's  death  and  resur- 
rection,* by  his  word  and  Spirit  dwelling  in  them ;''  the  dominion  of 
the  whole  body  of  sin  is  destroyed,"  and  the  several  lusts  thereof  are 
more  and  more  weakened  and  mortified,**  and  they  more  and  more 


*  Matt.  vi.  30.  Wherefore,  if  God  so 
clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  which  to- 
day is,  and  to  morrow  is  cast  into  tlie 
oven,  shall  ho  not  much  more  clothe 
you,  0  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Ver.  32.  For 
your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that 
ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  1  Pet. 
V.  7.  Casting  all  your  care  upon  him; 
for  he  carcth  for  you. 

''  Hcb.  xii.  6.  For  whom  the  Lord 
loveth  he  chastcneth,  and  scourgeth 
every  son  whom  he  receivcth. 

'  Lam.  iii.  31.  For  the  Lord  will  not 
cast  off  for  ever. 

"'  Eph.  iv.  30.  And  grieve  not  the 
Holy  (Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are 
sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

"  Ileb.  vi.  12.  That  ye  be  not  sloth- 
ful, but  followers  of  them  who  through 
faith  and  patience  inherit  the  pro- 
mises. 

"  1  Pet.  i.  3.  Blessed  be  the  God  and 
Fatherof  our  Loi-dJesusChrist,  which, 
according  to  his  abundant  mercy,  hath 
begotten  us  again  unto  a  lively  hope, 
by  the  resiu'rcction  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead,  Ver.  4.  To  an  inherit- 
ance incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and 
that  fadeth  not  away,  reserved  in 
heaven  for  you.  Heb.  i.  14.  Are  they 
not  all  ministering  spirits,  sent  forth 
to  minister  for  them  who  shall  be  heirs 
of  salvation  ? 

L  "  1  Cor.  vi.  11.  And  such  were  some 
of  you :  but  ye  are  washed,  but  ye  are 
sanctified,  but  ye  are  justified  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the 
Spirit  of  <mr  God.  Acts  xx.  32.  And 
now,  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God, 


and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is 
able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you 
an  inheritance  among  all  them  which 
are  sanctified.  Phil.  iii.  10.  That  I 
may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  hia 
i*esurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  hia 
suft'erings,  being  made  conformable 
unto  his  death.  Kom.  vi.  5.  For  if  Ave 
have  been  ]^)lanted  together  in  the 
likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also 
in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection : 
Ver.  6.  Knowing  this,  that  our  old 
man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that 
henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin. 

^  John  xvii.  1 7.  Sanctify  them  through 
thy  truth:  thy  word  is  truth.  Eph. v. 
26.  That  lie  might  sanctify  and  cleanse 
it  with  the  washing  of  Avater  by  the 
word.  2  Thess.  ii.  13.  But  we  are  bound 
to  give  thanks  alway  to  God  for  you, 
brethren  beloved  of  the  Lord,  because 
God  hath  from  the  beginning  chosen 
you  to  salvation  through  sanctification 
of  the  Spirit,  and  belief  of  the  truth. 

°  Rom.  vi.  G.  Knowing  this,  that  our 
old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that 
henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin. 
Ver.  14.  For  sin  shall  not  have  do- 
minion over  you :  for  ye  are  not  under 
the  law,  but  under  grace. 

d  Gal.  V.  24.  And  they  that  are 
Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh,  with 
the  affections  and  lusts.  Rom.  viii.  13. 
For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall 
die ;  but  if  ye  through  the  Spirit  do 
mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shali 
live. 
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quickened  and  strengthened  in  all  saving  graces,*  to  the  practice  of 
true  holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord.' 

II.  This  sanctification  is  throughout  in  the  whole  man,^  yet  imper- 
fect in  this  life;  there  ahideth  still  some  remnants  of  corruption  in 
every  part  :^  whence  ariseth  a  continual  and  irreconcilable  war ;  the 
flesh  lusting  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh.^ 

III.  In  which  war,  although  the  remaining  qorruption  for  a  time 
may  much  prevail,^  yet,  through  the  continual  supply  of  strength  from 
the  sanctifying  Spirit  of  Christ,  the  regenerate  part  doth  overcome:* 
and  so  the  saints  grow  in  grace,™  perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  of 
God.a 


•  Col.  i.  11.  Strengthened  with  all 
might,  according  to  his  glorious  power, 
unto  all  patience  and  long-suffering 
with  joyfulness.  Eph.  iii.  16.  That  he 
would  grant  you,  according  to  the 
riches  of  his  glory,  to  be  strengthened 
with  might  by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner 
man;  Ver.  17.  That  Christ  may  dwell 
in  your  hearts  by  faith;  that  ye,  be- 
ing rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  V  er. 

18.  May  be  able  to  comprehend  with 
all  saints  what  is  the  breadth,  and 
length,  and  depth,  and  height;  Ver. 

19.  And  to  know  the  love  of  Christ, 
which  passeth  knowledge,  that  yo 
might  be  filled  with  all  the  fulness  of 
God. 

^2  Cor.  vii.  1.  Having  therefore  these 
promises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse 
ourselves  from  all  filthiness  of  the 
flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in 
the  fear  of  God.  Heb.  xii.  14.  Follow 
peace  with  all  men,  and  holiness, 
without  which  no  man  shall  see  the 
Lord. 

II.  K  1  Thess.  V.  23.  And  the  very 
God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly: 
and  I  pray  God  your  whole  spirit,  and 
soul,  and  body^  be  preserved  blameless 
unto  the  commg  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Clirist. 

^  1  John  i.  10.  If  we  say  that  we 
have  not  sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar, 
and  his  word  is  not  in  us.  Rom.  vii. 
18.  For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in 
my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good  thing :  for 
to  will  is  present  with  me;  but  how 
to  perform  that  which  is  good  I  find 
not.  Ver.  23.  But  I  see  another  law 
in  my  members  warring  against  the 
law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into 
captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in 
my  members.  Phil.  iii.  12.  Not  as 
though  I  had  already  attained,  either 
were  already  perfect ;  but  I  follow 
after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend  that 


for  which  also  I  am  apprehended  of 
Christ  Jesus. 

1  Gal.  V.  17.  For  the  flesh  lusteth 
against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
against  the  flesh :  and  these  are  con- 
trary the  one  to  the  other ;  so  that  ye 
cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 

1  Pet.  ii.  11.  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech 
you,  as  strangers  and  pilgrims,  abstain 
from  fleshly  lusts,  which  war  against 
the  soul. 

III.  ^  Rom.  vii.  23.  But  I  see  another 
law  in  my  members  warring  against 
the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me 
into  captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which 
is  in  my  members. 

1  Rom.  vi.  14.  For  sin  shall  not  have 
dominion  over  you:  for  ye  are  not 
underthelaw,butimdergrace.  IJohn 
V.  4.  For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God 
oyercometh  the  world :  and  this  is  the 
victory  that  overcometh  the  world, 
even  our  faith.  Eph.  iv.  15.  But, 
speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow 
up  into  him  in  all  things,  which  is  the 
head,  even  Christ:  Ver.  16.  From 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  to- 
gether and  compacted  by  that  which 
every  joint  supplieth,  according  to  the 
effectual  workmg  in  the  measure  of 
every  part,  maketh  increase  of  the 
body,  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love, 

^  2  Pet.  iii.  18.  But  grow  in  grace, 
and  in  the  loiowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  To  him 
be  glory  both  now  and  for  ever.  Amen. 

2  Cor.  iii.  18.  But  we  all,  with  open 
face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  gloi'y 
of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the 
same  image,  from  glory  to  glory,  even 
as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

°  2  Cor.  vii.  1.  Having  therefore 
these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us 
cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthiness 
of  the  flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting  ho- 
liness in  the  fear  of  God. 
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CHAP.  XrV.— 0/  Samng  Faith. 

I.  npHE  grace  of  faith,  whereby  the  elect  are  enabled  to  believe  to 
X  the  saving  of  their  souls,'^  is  the  work  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in 
their  hearts,^  and  is  ordinarily  wrought  by  the  ministry  of  the  word  :• 
by  which  also,  and  by  the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  and  prayer, 
it  is  increased  and  strengthened.*^ 

II.  By  this  faith,  a  Christian  believeth  to  be  true  whatsoever  is  re- 
vealed in  the  word,  for  the  authority  of  God  himself  speaking  therein;* 
and  acteth  differently  upon  that  which  each  particular  passage  thereof 
containeth;  yielding  obedience  to  the  commands,'  trembling  at  the 
threateningSjf  and  embracing  the  promises  of  God  for  this  life  and  that 

lieve,  though  they  be  not  circumcised ; 
that  righteousness  might  be  imputed 
unto  them  also.  Luke  xvii.  5.  And 
the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  In- 
crease om*  faith.  Horn.  i.  IG.  lor  I 
am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ :  for  it  is  the  poAvor  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be- 
lieveth ;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to 
the  Greek.  Ver.  17.  For  therein  is 
the  righteousness  of  God  revealed 
from  faith  to  faith :  as  it  is  ■wi'itten, 
The  just  shall  live  by  faith. 

IL  «  John  iv.  42.  And  said  unto  the 
woman.  Now  we  believe,  not  because 
of  thy  saying :  for  we  have  heard  him 
ourselves,  and  know  that  this  is  in- 
deed the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  1  Thess.  ii.  13.  For  this  cause 
also  thank  we  God  withoiit  ceasing, 
because,  when  ye  received  the  word 
of  God  which  ye  heai'd  of  us,  ye  re- 
ceived it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but 
(as  it  is  in  truth)  the  word  of  God, 
which  effectually  worketh  also  in  you 
that  believe.  1  John  v.  10.  He  that 
believeth  on  the  Son  of  God  hath  the 
witness  in  himself :  he  that  believeth 
not  God  hath  made  him  a  liar ;  be- 
cause he  believed  not  the  record  that 
God  gave  of  his  Son.  Acts  3cxiv.  14. 
But  this  I  confess  imto  thee,  that 
after  the  way  which  they  call  heresy, 
60  worship  I  the  God  of  my  fathers, 
believing  all  things  which  are  written 
in  the  law  and  in  the  prophets. 

'Rom.  xvi.  26.  But  now  is  made 
manifest,  and  by  the  Scriptm'es  of  the 
prophets,  according  to  the  command^ 
ment  of  the  everlasting  God,  made 
known  to  all  nations  for  the  obedience 
of  faith. 

«  Isaiah  Ixvi.  2.  For  all  those  things 
hath  mine  hand  made,  and  all  those 
things  have  been,  saith  the   Lord: 


I.  a  Heb.  X.  39.  But  we  are  not  of 
them  who  draw  back  unto  perdition ; 
but  of  them  that  believe  to  the  saving 
of  the  soul. 

^  2  Cor.  iv.  13.  We  having  the  same 
(spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, I  behoved,  and  therefore  have  I 
spoken ;  we  also  beUeve,  and  therefore 
speak.  Eph.  i.  17.  That  the  God  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of 
glory,  may  give  unto  you  the  spmt 
of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the  know- 
ledge of  him :  Ver.  18.  The  eyes  of 
your  understanding  being  enUghten- 
ed;  that  ye  may  know  what  is  the 
hope  of  his  calling,  and  what  the 
riches  of  the  glory  of  his  inheritance 
in  the  saints,  Ver.  19.  And  what  is 
the  exceeding  greatness  of  his  power 
to  US-ward  who  believe,  accordmg  to 
the  working  of  his  mighty  power. 
Eph.  ii.  8.  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith ;  and  that  not  of  your- 
selves :  it  is  the  gift  of  God. 

^  Rom.  X.  14.  How  then  shall  they 
call  on  him  in  whom  they  liave  not 
believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  believe 
in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ? 
and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?  Ver.  17.  So  then  faith 
Cometh  by  hearing,  and  heaiing  by 
the  word  of  God. 

**1  Pet.  ii.  2.  As  newborn  babes, 
desire  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word, 
that  ye  may  grow  thereby.  Acts  xx. 
32.  And  now,  brethren,  I  commend 
you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  his 
grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up, 
and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among 
all  them  which  are  sanctified.  Rom. 
iy.  11.  And  he  received  the  sign  of 
circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet 
being  uncircumcised :  that  he  might 
be  the  father  of  all  them  that  be- 
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which  is  to  come.^  But  the  principal  acts  of  saving  faith  are,  accept- 
ing, receiving,  and  resting  upon  Christ  alone  for  justification,  sanctifi- 
cation,  and  eternal  life,  by  virtue  of  the  covenant  of  grace.^ 

III.  This  faith  is  different  in  degrees,  weak  or  strong  ;^  may  be  often 
and  many  ways  assailed  and  weakened,  but  gets  the  victory;*  groAving 
up  in  many  to  the  attainment  of  a  full  assurance  through  Christ,"*  who 
is  both  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith. *^ 


but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even  to 
him  that  is  poor,  and  of  a  contrite 
spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my  word. 

^  Heb.  xi.  13.  These  all  died  in  faith, 
not  having  received  the  promises,  but 
having  seen  them  afar  off,  and  were 
persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced 
them,  and  confessed  that  they  were 
strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth. 
1  Tim.  iv.  8.  For  bodily  exercise  pro- 
fiteth  little ;  but  godliness  is  profita- 
ble unto  all  things,  having  promise  of 
the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which 
is  to  come. 

'  John  i.  12.  But  as  many  as  re- 
ceived him,  to  them  gave  he  power 
to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to 
them  that  believe  on  his  name.  Acts 
xvi.  31.  And  they  said,  Believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  thy  house.  Gal.  ii.  20.  I 
am  cinicified  with  Christ:  neverthe- 
less I  live ;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth 
in  me :  and  the  life  which  I  now  live 
in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the 
Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave 
himself  for  me.  Acts  xv.  11.  But  we 
believe  that  through  the  grace  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  we  shall  be  saved, 
even  as  they. 

III.  ^  Heb.  v.  13.  For  every  one  that 
useth  milk  is  unskilful  in  the  word 
of  righteousness ;  for  he  is  a  babe. 
Ver,  14.  But  strong  meat  belongeth 
to  them  that  are  of  full  age,  even 
those  who  by  reason  of  use  have  their 
senses  exercised  to  discern  both  good 
and  evil.  Rom.  iv.  19.  And  being  not 
weak  in  faith,  he  considered  not  his 
own  body  now  dead,  when  he  was 
about  an  hundred  years  old,  neither 
yet  the  deadness  of  Sarah's  womb : 
Ver.  20.  He  staggered  not  at  the  pro- 
mise of  God^  through  unbelief;  but 
was  strong  in  faith,  giving  glory  to 
God.  Matt.  vi.  30.  Wherefore,  if  God 
so  clothe  the  grass  of  the  field,  which 
to-day  is,  and  to-mon^ow  is  cast  into 


the  oven,  shall  he  not  much  more 
clothe  yoiLOje  of  little  faith?  Matt, 
viii.  10.  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he 
marvelled,  and  said  to  them  that  fol- 
lowed, Verily  I  say  unto  j'ou,  I  have 
not  foimd  so  great  faith,  no,  not  in 
Israel. 

'  Luke  xxii.  31.  And  the  Lord  said, 
Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sifl 
you  as  wheat :  Ver.  32.  But  I  have 
prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not:  and  when  thou  art  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren.  Eph.  vi. 
16.  Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of 
faith,  wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to 
quench  all  the  fieiy  darts  of  the 
wicked.  1  John  v.  4.  For  whatsoever 
is  born  of  God  overcometh  the  world : 
and  this  is  the  victory  that  over- 
cometh the  workl,  even  our  faith. 
Ver.  6.  Who  is  he  that  overcometh 
the  world,  but  he  that  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

™  Heb.  vi.  11.  And  we  desire  that 
every  one  of  you  do  shew  the  same 
diligence,  to  the  full  assurance  of  hope 
unto  the  end:  Ver.  12.  That  ye  be 
not  slothful,  but  followers  of  them 
who  through  faith  and  patience  in- 
herit the  promises.  Heb.  x.  22.  Let 
us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in 
full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water.  Col.  ii.  2.  That  their 
hearts  might  be  comforted,  being  knit 
together  in  love,  and  imto  all  riches 
of  the  full  assurance  of  understand- 
ing, to  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
mystery  of  God,  and  of  the  Father, 
and  of  Christ. 

°  Heb.  xii.  2.  Looking  unto  Jesus, 
the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith ; 
who,  for  the  joy  tliat  was  set  before 
him,  endured  the  cross,  despising  the 
shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the  right 
hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 
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CHAP.  XV. — Of  Be2:>entance  unto  Life. 

I.  T)  EPENTANCE  unto  life  is  an  evangelical  grace,"  the  doctrine 
JA)  whereof  is  to  be  preached  by  every  minister  of  the  gospel,  as 
■well  as  that  of  faith  in  Christ.^ 

II.  By  it  a  sinner,  out  of  the  sight  and  sense,  not  only  of  tho  dan- 
ger, but  also  of  the  filthiness  and  odiousness  of  his  sins,  as  contrary  to 
the  holy  nature  and  righteous  law  of  God,  and  upon  the  apprehension 
of  his  mercy  in  Christ  to  such  as  are  penitent,  so  grieves  for  and  hates 
his  sins,  as  to  turn  from  them  all  unto  God,*  purposing  and  endeavour- 
ing to  walk  with  him  in  all  the  ways  of  his  commandments."* 


I.  »  Zecli.  xii.  10.  And  I  will  pour 
upon  the  liouse  of  David,  and  upon 
tlie  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  tho 
spirit  of  gi'ace  and  of  supplications ; 
and  they  shall  look  upon  me  whom 
they  have  pierced,  and  they  shall 
mourn  for  hira,  as  one  mom'ueth  for 
his  only  son,  and  shall  be  in  bitter- 
ness for  him,  as  one  that  is  in  bitter- 
ness for  his  first-born.  Acts  xi.  18. 
When  they  heard  these  things,  they 
held  their  peace,  and  glorified  God, 
Baying,  Then  hath  God  also  to  the 
Gentiles  granted  repentance  unto  Ufe. 

^  Luke  xxiv.  47.  And  that  repent- 
ance and  remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  in  Ids  name  among  all  na- 
tions, beginning  at  Jemsalem.  Mark 
i.  15.  And  saying.  The  time  is  fulfil- 
led, and  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at 
hand :  repent  ye,  and  believe  the  gos- 
pel.  Acts  3CX.  21.  Testifying  both  to 
the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  re- 
pentance toward  God,  and  laitli  to- 
ward our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

II.  °Ezek.  xviii.  30.  Therefore  I 
will  judge  you,  0  house  of  Israel, 
every  one  according  to  his  ways, 
saith  the  Lord  God.  Repent,  and 
turn  yourselves  from  all  your  trans- 
gressions; so  iniquity  shall  not  be 
your  ruin.  Ver.  31.  Oast  away  from 
you  all  your  transgressions,  whereby 
ye  have  transgressed ;  and  make  you 
a  new  heart  and  a  new  spirit:  for 
why  will  ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel  ? 
Ezek.  xxxvi.  31.  Then  shall  ye  re- 
member your  own  evil  ways,  and 
your  doings  that  were  not  good, 
and  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your 
Oft'n  sight,  for  your  iniquities,  and 
for  your  abominations.  Isa.  xxx. 
22.  Ye  shall  defile  also  the  covering 
of  thy  graven  images  of  silver,  and 
the  ornament  of  thy  molten  images 
of  gokl :  thou  slialt  cast  them  away 


OS  a  menstruous  cloth;  thou  shalt  say 
unto  it,  Get  thee  hence.  Ps.  li.  4. 
Against  thefe,  thee  only,  have  I  sin- 
ned, and  done  this  evil  in  thy  sight ; 
that  thou  mightest  be  justified  when 
thou  speakest,  and  be  clear  when  thou 
iudgest.  Jer.  xxxi.  18.  I  have  surely 
heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  himself 
thus;  Thou  hast  chastised  me,  and  I 
was  chastised,  as  a  buUock  unaccus- 
tomed to  the  yoke :  turn  thou  me, 
and  I  shall  be  turned;  for  thou  art 
the  Lord  my  God.  Ver.  19.  Surely 
after  that  I  was  tumedj  I  repented ; 
and  after  that  1  was  mstructed,  I 
smote  upon  my  thigh  :  I  was  ashamed, 
yea,  even  confounded,  because  I  did 
bear  the  reproach  of  my  youth,  Joel 
ii.  12.  Therefore  also  now,  saith  the 
Lord,  Turn  ye  even  to  me  with  all 
your  heart,  and  with  fasting,  and 
with  weeping,  and  with  mourning  • 
Ver.  13.  And  rend  your  heart,  and 
not  your  garments,  and  turn  xmto  the 
Lord  your  God:  for  he  is  gi'acioug 
and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of 
great  kindness,  and  repenteth  him  of 
the  evil.  Amos  v.  15.  Hate  the  evil, 
and  love  the  good,  and  establish  judg- 
ment in  the  gate :  it  may  be  that  the 
Lord  God  of  hosts  will  he  gracious 
xmto  the  remnant  of  Joseph.  Ps. 
cxix.  128.  Therefore  I  esteem  all  thy 
precepts  concerning  all  things  to  be 
right;  and  I  hate  every  false  way. 
2  Cor.  vii.  11.  For,  behold,  this  self- 
same thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  after  a 
godly  sort,  what  carefulness  it  wrought 
in  you,  yea,  what  clearing  of  your- 
selves, yea,  what  indignation,  j^ea, 
what  fear,  yea,  what  vehement  desire, 
yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what  revenge  ( 
In  all  things  ye  have  approved  your- 
selves to  be  clear  in  this  matter. 

•1  Psal.  cxix.  6.  Then  shall  I  not  be 
asliamed,  when  I  have  respect  xmto  all 
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in.  Although  repentance  be  not  to  be  rested  in,  as  any  satisfaction 
for  sin,  or  any  cause  of  the  pardon  thereof,"  which  is  the  act  of  God's 
free  grace  in  Christ ;'  yet  is  it  of  such  necessity  to  all  sinners,  that  none 
may  expect  pardon  without  it.c 

IV.  As  there  is  no  sin  so  small  but  it  desei*ve8  damnation  ;**  so  there 
18  no  sin  so  great,  that  it  can  bring  damnation  upon  those  who  truly 
repent.* 

V.  Men  ought  not  to  content  themselves  with  a  general  repentance, 
but  it  is  every  man's  duty  to  endeavour  to  repent  of  liis  particular  sins 
particularly.^ 


thy  commandments.  Ver.  59. 1  thought 
on  my  ways,  and  turned  my  feet  unto 
thy  testimonies.  Ver.  106.  I  have 
sworn,  and  I  will  perform  it,  that  I 
will  keep  thy  righteous  judgments. 
Luke  i.  6.  And  they  were  both  right- 
eous before  God,  walking  in  all  the 
commandments  and  ordinances  of  the 
Lord  blameless.  2  Kings  xxiii.  25. 
And  like  imto  him  was  there  no  king 
before  him,  that  turned  to  the  Lord 
with  all  his  heart,  and  with  all  his 
Boul,  and  with  all  his  might,  accord- 
ing to  all  the  law  of  Moses ;  neither 
after  him  arose  there  any  like  him. 

III.  « Ezek.  xxxvi.  31.  Then  shall 
ye  remember  your  own  evil  ways,  and 
your  doings  that  were  not  good,  and 
Bhall  loathe  yourselves  in  yovu'  own 
sigHt,  for  your  iniquities,  and  for  your 
abonx- nations.  Ver.  32.  Not  for  your 
Bakes  do  I  this,  saith  the  Lord  &od, 
be  it  known  unto  you :  be  ashamed 
and  confoTuided  for  your  own  ways, 

0  house  of  Israel.  Ezek.  xvi.  61.  Then 
thou  shalt  remember  thy  ways,  and  be 
ashamed,  when  thou  shalt  receive  thy 
sisters,  thine  elder  and  thy  younger : 
and  I  will  give  them  unto  thee  for 
daughters,  but  not  by  thy  covenant. 
Ver.  62.  And  I  will  establish  my  co- 
venant with  thee;  and  thou  shalt 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord :  Ver.  63. 
That  thou  mayest  remember,  and  be 
confounded,  and  never  open  thy  mouth 
any  more  because  of  thy  shame,  when 

1  am  pacified  toward  thee  for  all  that 
thou  hast  done,  saith  the  Lord  God. 

'  Hos.  xiv.  2.  Take  with  you  words, 
and  turn  to  the  Lord :  say  unto  him. 
Take  away  all  inic^uity,  and  receive 
us  graciously :  so  will  we  render  the 
calves  of  our  lips.  Ver.  4.  I  will 
heal  their  backsliding,  I  will  love 
them  freely :  for  mine  anger  is  turn- 
ed away  from  him.  Rom.  iii.  24. 
Being  justified  freely  by  his  grace, 
through  the  redemption  that  is  in 


Christ  Jesus.  Eph.  i.  7.  In  whom  we 
have  redemption  through  his  blood, 
the  forgiveness  of  sins,  according  to 
the  riches  of  his  grace. 

8  Luke  xiii.  3.  I  tell  you,  Nay :  but, 
except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise 
perish.  Ver.  5.  I  tell  you.  Nay :  but, 
except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise 
perish.  Acts  xvii.  30.  And  the  tunes 
of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at;  but 
now  commandeth  all  men  every  where 
to  repent :  Ver.  31.  Because  he  hath 
appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained; 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto 
all  men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead. 

IV.  ^  Rom.  vi.  23.  For  the  wages  of 
sin  is  death ;  but  the  gift  of  God  ia 
eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Rom.  v.  12.  Wherefore,  as  by 
one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world, 
and  death  by  sin ;  and  so  death  pass- 
ed upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have 
sinned.  Matt.  xii.  36.  But  I  say  unto 
you,  That  every  idle  word  that  men 
shall  speak,  they  shall  give  account 
thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment. 

_^  Isa.  Iv.  7.  Let  the  wicked  forsake 
his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his 
thoughts:  and  let  him  return  unto 
the  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon 
him;  and  to  our  God,  for  he  will 
abundantly  pardon.  Rom.  viii.  1. 
There  is  therefore  now  no  condem- 
nation to  them  which  are  in  Christ 
Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh, 
but  after  the  Spirit.  Isa.  i.  16.  Wash 
you,  make  you  clean ;  put  away  the 
evil  of  your  doings  from  before  mine 
eyes ;  cease  to  do  evil.

I.  r^  OOD  works  are  only  such  as  God  hath  commanded  in  his  holy 
\jr  word,*  and  not  such  as,  without  the  warrant  thereof,  are  devised 
by  men  out  of  blind  zeal,  or  upon  any  pretence  of  good  intention.^ 


servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins ; 
let  them  not  have  dominion  over  mo  : 
then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be 
innocent  from  the  great  transgression. 
Luke  xix.  8.  And  Zaccheus  stood,  and 
said  unto  the  Lord,  Behold,  Lord,  the 
half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor ; 
and  if  I  have  taken  any  thing  from 
any  man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore 
him  fom'fold.  1  Tim.  i.  13.  Who  was 
before  a  blasphemer,  and  a  perse- 
cutor, and  injm'ious:  but  I  obtained 
mercy,  because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in 
unbelief.  Ver.  15.  This  is  a  faitliful 
saying,  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation, 
that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world 
to  save  sinners;  of  whom  I  am  chief. 

VI.  '  Ps.  li.  4.  Against  thee,  thee 
onlyj  have  I  sinned,  and  done  this 
evil  m  thy  sight ;  that  thou  mightest 
be  justified  when  thou  speakest,  and 
be  clear  when  thou  judgest.  Ver.  5. 
Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity ;  and 
in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me. 
Ver.  7.  Purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I 
shall  be  clean;  wash  me,  and  I  shall 
be  whiter  than  snow.  Ver.  9.  Hide 
thy  face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out 
all  mine  iniquities.  Ver.  14.  Deliver 
me  from  blood-guiltiness,  0  God,  thou 
God  of  my  salvation ;  and  my  tongue 
shall  sing  aloud  of  thy  righteousness. 
Ps.  xxxii.  5.  I  acknowledged  my  sin 
imto  thee,  and  mine  iniquity  have  I 
not  hid.  I  said,  I  will  confess  my 
transgressions  unto  the  Lord ;  and 
thou  forgavest  the  iniquity  of  my  sin. 
Selah.  Ver.  6.  For  this  shall  every 
one  that  is  godly  pray  imto  thee  in  a 
time  when  thou  mayest  be  found: 
surely  in  the  floods  of  great  waters 
they  shall  not  come  nigh  unto  him.

They  shall 
put  you  out  of  the  synagogues :  yea, 
the  time  cometh,  that  whosoever  kill- 
eth  you  will  think  that  he  doeth  God 
service.  1  Sam.  xv.  21.  But  the  peo- 
ple took  of  the  spoil,  sheep  and  oxen, 
the  chief  of  the  things  which  should 
have  been  utterly  destroyedj  to  sacri- 
fice unto  the  Lord  thy  God  m  Gilgal. 
Ver.  22.  And  Samuel  said,  Hath  the 
Lord  as  great  delight  in  burnt-offer- 
ings and  sacrifices,  as  in  obeying  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  ?  Behold,  to  obey  is 
better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken 
than  the  fat  of  rams.  Ver.  23.  For 
rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft, 
and  stubbornness  is  as  iniquity  and 
idolatry.

V.  We  cannot,  by  our  best  works,  merit  pardon  of  sin,  or  eternal 
life,  at  the  hand  of  God,  by  reason  of  the  great  disproportion  that  is 
between  them  and  the  glory  to  come,  and  the  infinite  distance  that  is 
between  us  and  God,  whom  by  them  we  can  neither  profit  nor  satisfy  for 
the  debt  of  our  former  sins;'*  but  when  we  have  done  all  we  can,  we 
have  done  but  our  duty,  and  are  unprofitable  servants ; '  and  because, 
as  they  are  good,  they  proceed  from  his  Spirit;'  and  as  they  are 
wi'ought  by  us,  they  are  defiled  and  mixed  with  so  much  weakness  and 
imperfection,  that  they  cannot  endure  the  severity  of  God's  judgment.*

For  the  flesh 
lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the 
Spii'it  against  the  flesh :  and  these  are 
contrai-y  the  one  to  the  other ;  so  that 
ye  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye  would. 

V.  1  Rom.  iii.  20.  Therefore  by  the 
deeds  of  the  law  there  shall  no  flesh 
be  justified  in  his  sight :  for  by  the 
law  is  the^  knowledge  of  sin.  Rom.

For  by  grace  are 
ye  saved  through  faith;  and  that  not 
of  yourselves-:  it  is  the  gift  of  God : 
Ver.  9.  Not  of  works,  lest  any  man 
should  boast.  Tit.  iii.  5.  Not  by  Works 
of  righteousness  which  we  have  done, 
but  according  to  liis  mercy  he  saved 
us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration, 
and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
Ver.  6.  Which  he  shed  on  us  abun- 
dantly through  Jesus  Christ  our  Sa- 
viour; Ver.  7.  That,  being  justified 
by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs 


according  to  the  hope  of  eternal  life. 
Rom.  viii.  18.  For  I  reckon,  that  the 
sufierings  of  this  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us.

Lord,  shouldest 
mark  iniquities,  0  Lord,  who  shall 
stand  ? 

VI.  ^  Eph.  i.  G.  To  the  praise  of  the 
glory  of  his  grace,  wlierein  he  hath 
made  us  accepted  in  the  Beloved.  1 
Pet.  ii.  6.  Yo  also,  as  lively  stones, 
are  built  up  a  spiritual  house,  an  holy 
priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacri- 
lices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus 
Christ.  Exod.  xxviii.  38.  And  it  shall 
be  upon  Aaron's  forehead,  tliat  Aaron 
may  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  holy 
things,  which  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  hallow  in  all  theu*  holy  gifts ; 
and  it  shall  be  always  upon  his  fore- 
head, that  tbey  may  be  accepted  be- 
fore the  Lord.  Gen.  iv.  4.  And  Abel, 
he  also  brought  of  the  firstlings  of 
his  flock,  and  of  the  fat  thereof  And 
the  Lord  had  respect  unto  Abel,  and 
to  his  offering.  With  Ileb.  xi.  4.  By 
faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more 
excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which 
he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  right- 
eous, God  testifying  of  his  gifts;  and 
by  it  he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh.

Well  done,  thou  good 
and  faitlxful  servant ;  thou  hast  been 
faitliful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make 
thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord.  Ver. 
23.  His  lord  said  unto  him.  Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  servant;  thou  hast 
been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things: 
enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  lord. 

VII.  y  2  Kings  X.  30.  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Jehu,  Because  thou  hast 
done  well  in  executing  that  which  is 
right  in  mine  eyes,  and  hast  done  unto 
the  house  of  Ahab  according  to  all  that 
was  in  mine  heart,  thy  children  of 
the  fourth  generation  shall  sit  on  the 
throne  of  Israel.  Ver.  31.  But  Jehu 
took  no  heed  to  walk  in  the  law  of 
the  Lord  God  of  Israel  with  all  his 
heart ;  for  he  departed  not  from  the 
sins  of  Jeroboam,  which  made  Israel 
to  sin.  1  Kings  xxi.  27.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  Ahab  heard  those  words, 
that  he  rent  his  clothes,  and  put  sack- 
cloth upon  his  flesh,  and  fasted,  and 
lay  in  sackcloth,  and  went  softly. 
Ver.  29.  Seest  thou  how  Ahab  hum- 
bleth  himself  before  me  ?  Because  he 
humbleth  himself  before  me,  I  will 
not  bring  the  evil  in  his  days ;  but  in 
his  son's  daj'S  will  I  bring  the  evil 
upon  his  house.  Phil.  i.  15.  Some  in- 
deed preach  Christ  even  of  envy  and 
strife;  and  some  also  of  good  will. 
Ver.  16.  The  one  preach  Christ  of 
contention,  not  sincerely,  supposing 
to  add  affliction  to  my  bonds.  Ver. 
18.  What  then  ?  Notwithstanding, 
every  way,  whether  in  pretence,  or  in 
truth,  Christ  is  preached;  and  I  there- 
in do  rejoice,  yea,  and  will  rejoice. 

^  Gen.  iv.  6.  But  unto  Cain,  and  to 
his  offering,  he  had  not  rospecfc.    And 
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word  ;•  nor  to  a  right  end,  the  glory  of  God  ;^  they  are  therefore  sin- 
ful, and  cannot  please  God,  or  make  a  man  meet  to  receive  grace  from 
God."  And  yet  their  neglect  of  them  is  more  sinful,  and  displeasing

CHAP.  XYII. — Of  the  Pers&oerance  of  tJie  Sai7its. 

I.  rr^HEY  whom  God  hath  accepted  in  his  Beloved,  effectually  called 
X    and  sanctified  by  his  Spirit,  can  neither  totally  nor  finally  fall 


Cain  was  very  wroth,  and  his  coun- 
tenance fell.  With  Heb.  xi.  4.  By 
faith  Abel  oflFered  unto  God  a  more 
excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  by  which 
he  obtained  witness  that  he  was  right- 
eous, God  testifying  of  his  gifts ;  and 
by  it  he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh. 
ver.  6.  But  without  faith  it  is  im- 
possible to  please  him :  for  he  that 
Cometh  to  Gt)d  must  believe  that  he 
is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them 
that  diligently  seek  him. 

*  1  Cor,  xiii.  3.  And  though  I  be- 
stow all  my  goods  to  feed  the  poor, 
and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be 
burned,  and  have  not  charity,  it  pro- 
fiteth  me  nothing.  Isa.  i.  12.  When 
ye  come  to  appear  before  me,  who  hath 
required  tins  at  your  hand,  to  tread 
my  courts  ? 

°  Matt.  vi.  2.  Therefore,  when  thou 
doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  tnun- 
pet  before  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do 
m  the  synagogues,  and  in  the  streets, 
that  they  may  have  glory  of  men. 
Verily  I  say  imto  you.  They  have 
their  reward.  Ver.  5.  And  when 
thou  prayest,  thou  shalt  not  be  as 
the  hypocrites  are :  for  they  love  to 
pray  standing  in  the  synagognies,  and 
in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they 
may  he  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  They  have  their  reward. 
Ver.  16.  Moreover,  when  ye  fast,  be 
not,  as  the  hypocrites,  of  a  sad  coun- 
tenance :  for  they  disfigure  their  faces, 
that  they  may  appear  unto  men  to 
fast.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  They 
have  their  reward. 

°  Hag.  ii.  14.  Then  answered  Hag- 
gai,  and  said,  So  is  this  people,  and  so 
IS  this  nation  before  me,  saith  the 
Lord ;  and  so  is  every  work  of  their 
hands ;  and  that  which  they  ofier  there 
is  unclean.  Tit.  i.  16.  Unto  the  pure 
all  things  are  pure:  but  unto  them 
that  are  defiled  and  unbelieving  is 
nothing  pure ;  but  even  their  mind 


and  conscience  is  defiled.  Amos  v. 
21.  I  hate,  I  despise  your  feast-days, 
and  I  will  not  smell  in  your  solemn 
assemblies.  Ver.  22.  Though  ye  offer 
me  burnt-ofierings,  and  yom*  meat- 
offerings, I  will  not  accept  them; 
neither  will  I  regard  the  peace-offer- 
ings of  your  fat  beasts.  Hosea  i.  4. 
And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  Call  his 
name  Jezreel;  for  yet  a  little  while, 
and  I  win  avenge  the  blood  of  Jez- 
reel upon  the  house  of  Jehu,  and  will 
cause  to  cease  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  Israel.  Rom.  ix.  16.  So  then 
it  is  not  of  him  that  willeth,  nor  of 
him  that  runneth,  but  of  God  that 
sheweth  mercy.  Tit.  iii.  5.  Not  by 
works  of  righteousness  which  we  have 
done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he 
saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regenera- 
tion, and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
^  Ps,  xiv.  4.  Have  all  the  workers 
of  iniquity  no  knowledge  ?  who  eat 
up  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and 
call  not  upon  the  Lord.  Ps.  xxxvi.  3. 
The  words  of  his  mouth  are  iniquity 
and  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to  be  wise, 
and  to  do  good.  Job  xxi.  14.  There- 
fore they  say  unto  God,  Depart  from 
us ;  for  we  desire  not  the  knowledge 
of  thy  ways.  Ver.  15.  What  is  the 
Almighty,  that  we  should  serve  him  ? 
and  what  profit  should  Ave  have,  if  we 
pray  mito  him  ?  Matt.  xxv.  41.  Then 
shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left 
hand,  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into 
everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil 
and  his  angels:  Ver.  42.  For  I  was 
an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat : 
I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me  no  drink : 
Ver.  43.  I  was  a  strangei',  and  ye  took 
me  not  in :  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me 
not :  sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  visited 
me  not.  Ver.  45.  Then  shall  he  answer 
them,  saying,  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one  of 
the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  me. 
Matt,  xxiii.  23.  Woe  imto  you,  scribes 
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K^fSi^  from  the  state  of  grace ;  but  shall  certainly  persevere  therein  to 
the  end,  and  be  eternally  saved.* 

II.  This  perseverance  of  the  saints  depends  not  upon  their  own  free 
will,  but  upon  the  immutability  of  the  decree  of  election,  flowing  from 
the  free  and  unchangeable  love  of  God  the  Father;^  upon  the  efficacy 
of  the  merit  and  intercession  of  Jesus  Christ;"  the  abiding  of  the 


and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye  pay 
tithe  of  mint,  and  anise,  and  cum- 
min, and  have  omitted  the  weightier 
matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy, 
and  faith:  these  ought  ye  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  un- 
done. 

I.  »  Phil.  i.  6.  Being  confident  of  this 
very  thing,  that  he  which  hath  begun 
a  good  work  in  you,  will  perfoim  it 
until  the  day  of  J  esus  Christ.  2  Pet. 
i.  10.  Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren, 
give  diligence  to  make  your  calling 
and  election  sure :  for  if  ye  do  these 
things,  ye  shall  never  fall.  John  x.  28. 
And  1  give  unto  them  eternal  life ; 
and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither 
shall  any  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand. 
Ver.  29.  My  Father,  which  gave  them 
me,  is  greater  than  all ;  and  none  is 
able  to  pluck  them  out  of  my  Father's 
hand.  iJolmiii.  9.  Whosoever  is  bom 
of  God  doth  not  commit  sin ;  for  his 
seed  remaineth  in  him ;  and  he  cannot 
sin,  because  he  is  born  of  God.  1  Pet. 
i.  5.  Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of 
God  through  faith  imto  salvation, 
ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 
Ver.  9.  Receiving  the  end  of  your 
faith,  even  the  salvation  of  your  souls. 

II.  ^  2  Tim.  ii.  18.  WTio  concerning 
the  truth  have  erred,  saying  that  the 
resurrection  is  past  already ;  and  over- 
throw the  faith  of  some.  Ver.  19. 
Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  God 
standeth  siire,  having  this  seal,  The 
Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his.  And, 
Let  every  one  that  nameth  the  name 
of  Christ  depart  from  iniquity.  Jer. 
xxxi.  3.  The  Lord  hath  appeared  of  old 
unto  me,  saying.  Yea,  I  have  loved 
thee  with  an  everlasting  love ;  there- 
fore withloving-kindness  have  I  drawn 
thee. 

°  Heb.  X.  10.  By  the  which  will  we 
are  sanctified,  through  the  offering  of 
the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
Ver.  14.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath 
perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanc- 
tified. Heb.  xiii.  20.  Now  the  God  of 
Seacp,  that  brought  again  from  the 
ead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shep- 
herd of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood 


of  the  everlasting  covenant,  Ver.  21. 
Make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  will,  working  m  you  that 
which  is  well-pleasing  in  his  sight, 
through  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be 
glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.  Heb. 
ix.  12.  Neither  by  the  blood  of  goats 
and  calves,  but  by  his  own  blood,  he 
entered  in  once  mto  the  holy  place, 
having  obtained  eternal  redemption 
for  us.  Ver.  13.  For  if  the  blood  of 
buUs  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an 
heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sancti- 
fieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flesh;  Ver. 
14.  How  much  more  shall  the  blood  of 
Christ,  who  through  the  eternal  Spirit 
offered  himself  without  spot  to  God, 
purge  your  conscience  from  dead 
works,  to  serve  the  living  God  ?  Ver. 
16.  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  me- 
diator of  the  new  testament,  that  by 
means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  transgressions  that  were  tmder 
the  first  testament,  they  which  are 
called  might  receive  the  promise  of 
eternal  inheritance.  Rom.  viii.  33. 
Who  shall  lay  any  thing  to  the  charge 
of  God's  elect  ?  It  is  God  that  justi- 
fieth;  Ver.  34.  Who  is  he  that  con- 
demneth  ?  It  is  Christ  that  died,  yea 
rather,  that  is  risen  again,  who  is  even 
at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also 
maketh  intercession  for  us.  Ver.  35. 
Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
Christ  ?  shall  tribulation,  or  distress,  or 
persecution,  or  famine,  or  nakedness, 
or  peril,  or  sword  ?  Ver.  36.  (As  it  is 
written,  For  thy  sake  we  are  killed  aU 
the  day  long;  we  are  accounted  as 
sheep  for  the  slaughter.)  Ver.  37.  Nay, 
in  all  these  things  we  are  more  than 
conquerors,  through  him  that  loved 
us.  Ver.  38.  For  I  am  persuaded,  that 
neither  death,  nor  life,  nor  angels, 
nor  principalities,  nor  powers,  nor 
things  present,  nor  things  to  come, 
Ver.  39.  Nor  height,  nor  depth,  nor 
any  other  creature,  shall  be  able  to 
separate  us  from  the  love  of  God, 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 
John  xvii.  11.  And  now  I  am  no  more 
in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the 
world,  and  I  come  to  thee.    Holy 
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Spirit,  and  of  the  seed  of  God  within  them;^  and  the  nature  of  the 
covenant  of  grace  :*  from  all  which  ariseth  also  the  certainty  and  in- 
fallibility thereof.' 

III.  Nevertheless  they  may,  through  the  temptations  of  Satan  and 
of  the  world,  the  prevalency  of  corruption  remaining  in  them,  and 
the  neglect  of  the  means  of  their  preservation,  fall  into  grievous  sins ;« 
and  for  a  time  continue  therein;**  whereby  they  incur  God's  dis- 
pleasure,* and  grieve  his  Holy  Spirit  ;^  come  to  be  deprived  of  some 
measure  of  their  graces  and  comforts;'    have  their  hearts  harden- 


Pather,  keep  through  thine  own  name 
those  whom  thou  hast  given  me,  that 
they  may  be  one,  as  we  are.  Ver.  24. 
Father,  I  will  that  they  also  whom 
thou  hast  given  me  be  with  me  where 
I  am ;  that  they  may  behold  my  glory, 
which  thou  hast  given  me :  for  thou 
lovedst  me  before  the  foimdation  of 
the  world.  Luke  xxii.  32.  But  I  have 
prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail 
not:  and  when  thou  art  converted, 
strengthen  thy  brethren.  Heb.  vii.  25. 
Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them 
to  the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God 
by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  them. 

**  John  xiv.  16.  And  I  will  pray  the 
Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another 
Comforter,  that  he  may  abide  with 
you  for  ever;  Ver.  17.  Even  the  Spirit 
of  truth;  whom  the  world  cannot  re- 
ceive, because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him :  but  ye  know  him ;  for 
he  dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in 
you.  1  John  ii.  27.  But  the  anointing 
which  ye  have  received  of  him  abideth 
in  you ;  and  ye  need  not  that  any  man 
teach  you :  but  as  the  same  anomting 
teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth, 
and  is  no  lie,  and  even  as  it  hath 
taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  him.  1 
John  iii.  9.  Whosoever  is  born  of  God 
doth  not  commit  sin ;  for  his  seed  re- 
raaineth  in  him :  and  he  cannot  sin, 
because  he  is  bom  of  God. 

«  Jer.  xxxii.  40.  And  I  will  make  an 
everlasting  covenant  with  them,  that 
I  will  not  turn  away  from  them,  to  do 
them  good;  but  I  will  put  my  fear  in 
their  hearts,  that  they  shall  not  de- 
part from  me. 

'  John  X.  28.  And  I  give  unto  them 
eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  neither  shall  any  pluck  them 
out  of  my  hand.  2  Thess.  iii.  3.  But 
the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall  stab- 
lish  you,  and  keep  you  from  eviL  1 
John  ii.  19.  They  went  out  from  us, 
but  they  were  not  of  us;  for  if  they 
had  been  of  us,  they  ^ould  no  doubt 


have  continued  with  us :  but  they  went 
out,  that  they  might  be  made  manifest 
that  they  were  not  all  of  us. 

III.  B  Matt.  xxvi.  70.  But  he  denied 
before  them  all,  saying,  I  know  not 
what  thou  sayest.  Ver.  72.  And  again 
he  denied  with  an  oath,  I  do  not  Imow 
the  man.  Ver.  74.  Then  began  he  to 
curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  the  man.  And  immediately  the 
cock  crew. 

^  Ps.  Ii.  [the  title.']  To  the  chief  mu- 
sician, A  psalm  of  David,  when  Na- 
than the  prophet  came  unto  him,  after 
he  had  gone  in  to  Bath-sheba.  Ver. 
14.  Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness, 
0  God,  thou  God  of  my  salvation ;  and 
my  tongue  shall  sing  aloud  of  thy 
righteousness. 

\  Isa.  Ixiv.  5.  Thou  meetest  him  that 
rejoiceth  and  worketh  righteousness ; 
those  that  remember  thee  in  thy  ways : 
behold,  thou  art  wroth ;  for  we  have 
sinned :  in  those  is  continuance,  and 
we  shall  be  saved.  Ver.  7.  And  there 
is  none  that  caUeth  upon  thy  name, 
that  stirreth  up  himself  to  take  hold 
of  thee:  for  thou  hast  hid  thy  face 
from  us,  and  hast  consumed  us,  be- 
cause of  our  iniquities.  Ver.  9.  Be 
not  wroth  very  sore,  0  Lord,  neither 
remember  iniquity  for  ever :  behold, 
see,  we  beseech  thee,  we  are  all  thy 
people.  2  Sam.  xi.  27.  And  when  the 
mourning  was  past,  David  sent  and 
fetched  her  to  his  house,  and  she  be- 
came his  wife,  and  bare  him  a  son. 
But  the  thing  that  David  had  done 
displeased  the  Lord. 

^  Eph.  iv.  30.  And  grieve  not  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are 
sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

'  Ps.  Ii.  8.  Make  me  to  hear  joy  and 
gladness ;  that  the  bones  which  thou 
hast  broken  may  rejoice.  Ver.  10. 
Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God ; 
and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 
Ver.  12.  Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of 
thy  salvation;  and  uphold  me  with 
thy  free  Spirit.  Rev.  li.  4.  Neverthe- 
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ed,™  and  their  consciences  wounded;"  hurt  and  scandalize  others,* 
and  bring  temporal  judgments  upon  themselves.P 


CHAP.  XYIII. — Of  Assurance  of  Grace  and  Salvation. 

I.  A  LTHOUGH  hypocrites,  and  other  unregenerate  men,  may  vainly 
xjL  deceive  themselves  with  false  hopes  and  carnal  presumptions  of 
being  in  the  favour  of  God  and  estate  of  salvation  ;*  which  hope  of  theirs 
shall  perish  ;^  yet  such  as  truly  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  love  him 
in  sincerity,  endeavouring  to  walk  in  all  good  conscience  before  him, 
may  in  this  life  be  certainly  assured  that  they  are  in  the  state  of  grace," 

blaspheme,  the  child  also  that  is  bom 
unto  thee  shall  surelv  die. 

p  Ps.  Ixxxix.  31.  If  they  break  my 
statutes,  and  keep  not  my  command- 
ments ;  V  er.  32.  Then  will  I  visit  their 
transgression  with  the  rod,  and  their 
iniquitv  with  stripes.  1  Cor.  xi.  32. 
But  when  wo  are  judged,  we  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  should 
not  be  condemned  with  the  world, 

I.  "  Job  viii.  13.  So  are  the  paths  of 
all  that  forget  God;  and  the  hypo- 
crite's hope  shall  perish :  Ver.  14. 
Whose  hope  shall  be  cut  oflf",  and 
whose  trust  shall  be  a  spider's  web. 
Micahiii.  11.  The  heads  thereof  judge 
for  reward,  and  the  priests  thereof 
teach  for  hire,  and  the  prophets  thereof 
divine  for  money :  y*t  will  thej^  lean 
upon  the  Loi'd,  and  say.  Is  not  the 
Lord  among  us  ?  none  evil  can  come 
upon  us.  Deut.  xxix.  19.  And  it  come 
to  pass,  when  he  heareth  the  words  of 
this  curse,  that  he  bless  himself  in  his 
heart,  saying,  I  shallhave  peace,  though 
I  walk  in  the  imagination  of  mine 
heart,  to  add  drunkenness  to  thirst. 
John  viii.  41.  Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your 
father.  Then  said  they  to  him,  We 
be  not  born  of  fornication ;  we  have 
one  Father,  even  God. 

^  Matt.  vii.  22.  Many  will  say  to  me 
in  that  day,  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  thy  name  ?  and  in  thy 
name  have  cast  out  devils-?  and  in  thy 
name  done  many  wonderful  works  ?

n.  This  certainty  is  not  a  bare  conjectural  and  probable  persuasion, 
grounded  upon  a  fallible  hope ;  ®  but  an  infallible  assurance  of  faith, 
founded  upon  the  divine  truth  of  the  promises  of  salvation/  the  inward 
evidence  of  those  graces  unto  which  these  promises  are  made,^  the  tes- 
timony of  the  Spirit  of  adoption  witnessing  with  our  spirits  that  we 
are  the  children  of  God :  ^  which  Spirit  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheri- 
tance, whereby  we  are  sealed  to  the  day  of  redemption,* 

III.  This  infallible  assurance  doth  not  so  belong-  to  the  essence  of 


ther  abideth  in  death.  Ver.  18.  My 
little  children,  let  us  not  love  in  word, 
neither  in  tongue ;  but  in  deed,  and 
in  truth.  Ver.  19.  And  hereby  we 
know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and 
shall  assure  our  hearts  before  him.

Which 
hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  of  the 
soul,  both  sure  and  steadfast,  and 
which  entereth  into  that  within  the 
vaU. 

•^  Heb.  vi.  17.  Wherein  God,  willing 
more  abundantly  to  shew  unto  the 
heirs  of  promise  the  immutability  of 
his  counsel,  confirmed  it  by  an  oath ; 
Ver.  18.  That  by  two  immutable 
things,  in  which  it  was  impossible  for 
God  to  lie,  we  might  have  a  strong 
consolation,  who  have  fled  for  refuge 
to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope  set  before  us. 

Whereby  are  given 
unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious 
promises  ;  that  by  these  ye  might  be

And  be- 
sides this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to 
your  faith,  virtue;  and  to  virtue, 
knowledge,  Ver.  10.  Wherefore  the 
rather,  brethren,  give  diligence  to 
make  your  calling  and  election  sure : 
for  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall 
never  fall :  Ver.  11.  For  so  an  entrance 
shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abim- 
dantly  into  the  everlasting  kingdom 
of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 
1  John  ii.  3.  And  hereby  we  do  know 
that  we  know  him,  if  we  keep  his 
commandments.  1  John  iii.  14.  We 
know  that  we  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life,  because  we  love  the  bre- 
thren :  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother 
abideth  in  death.  2  Cor.  i.  12.  For

The  Spirit  itself 
beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God. 

In  whom  ye  also  trust- 
ed, after  that  ye  heard  the  word  of 
truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation : 
in  whom  also,  after  that  ye  believed, 
ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit 
of  promise,  Ver.  14.  Which  is  the 
earnest  of  our  inheritance,  imtil  the 
redemption  of  the  purchased  posses- 
sion, unto  the  praise  of  his  glory. 
Eph.  iv.  30.  And  grieve  not  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are  sealed 
unto  the  day  of  redemption.  2  Cor. 
i.  21.  Now  he  which  stablishe^^  us 
with  you  in  Christ,  and  hath  anoint- 
ed us,  is  God;  Ver.  22.  Who  hath 
also  sealed  us,  and  given  the  earnest 
of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts. 
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faith,  but  that  a  true  believer  may  wait  long,  and  conflict  with  many 
difficulties,  before  he  be  partaker  of  it:^  yet,  being  enabled  by  the 
Spirit  to  know  the  things  which  are  freely  given  him  of  God,  he  may, 
without  extraordinary  revelation,  in  the  right  use  of  ordinary  means, 
attain  thereunto,^  And  therefore  it  is  the  duty  of  every  one  to  give 
all  diligenee  to  make  his  calling  and  election  sure  ;*"  that  thereby  his 
heart  may  be  enlarged  in  peace  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  love  and 
thankfulness  to  God,  and  in  strength  and  cheerfulness  in  the  duties  of 
obedience,"  the  proper  fruits  of  this  assurance :  so  far  is  it  from  inclin- 
ing men  to  looseness."

12.  Teaching  us,  that,  denying  ungod- 
liness and  worldly  lusts,  we  should 
live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly, 
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IV.  True  believers  may  have  the  assurance  of  their  salvation  divers 
ways  shaken,  diminished,  and  intermitted ;  as,  by  negligence  in  pre- 
serving of  it ;  by  falling  into  some  special  sin,  which  woundeth  the 
conscience,  and  grieveth  the  Spirit;  by  some  sudden  or  vehement 
temptation ;  by  God's  withdrawing  the  light  of  his  countenance,  and 
suffering  even  such  as  fear  him  to  walk  in  darkness,  and  to  have  no 
light  :P  yet  are  they  never  utterly  destitute  of  that  seed  of  God,  and 
life  of  faith,  that  love  of  Christ  and  the  brethren,  that  sincerity  of  heart 
and  conscience  of  duty,  out  of  which,  by  the  operation  of  the  Spirit, 


in  this  present  world.  Ver.  14.  Who 
gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might 
redeem  us  from  all  iniquity,  and  pu- 
rify unto  himself  a  peculiar  people, 
zealous  of  good  works.  2  Cor.  vii.  1. 
Having  therefore  these  promises, 
dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse  om*- 
selves  from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh 
and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the 
fear  of  God.  Rom.  viii.  1.  There  is 
therefore  now  no  condemnation  to 
them  which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the 
Spirit.  Ver.  12.  Therefore,  brethren, 
we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live 
after  the  flesh.  1  John  iii.  2.  Beloved, 
now  are  we  the  sons  of  God ;  and  it 
doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be: 
but  we  Imow  that,  when  he  shall  ap- 
pear, we  shall  be  like  him ;  for  we 
shall  see  him  as  he  is.  ^  Ver.  3.  And 
every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  he  is  pure, 
rs.  cxxx.  4.  But  there  is  forgiveness 
with  thee,  that  thou  mayest  be  feared. 
1  John  i.  6.  If  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in 
darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the  truth : 
Ver.  7.  But  if  we  walk  in  the  light, 
as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellow- 
ship one  with  another,  and  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin.

CHAP.  XIX.— Of  the  Law  of  God. 

I.  /~^  OD  gave  to  Adam  a  law,  as  a  covenant  of  works,  by  which  he 
VJT  bound  him,  and  all  his  posterity,  to  personal,  entire,  exact,  and 
perpetual  obedience ;  promised  Ufe  upon  the  fulfilling,  and  threatened 
death  upon  the  breach  of  it ;  and  endued  him  with  power  and  ability 
to  keep  it.*

Ps.  xxxi.  22,  For  I  said  in  my  haste, 
I  am  cut  off  from  before  thine  eyes : 
nevertheless  thou  lieardest  the  voice 
of  my  supplications  when  I  cried  unto 
thee.  [rs.

1.  10.  Who  is  among  you  that  feareth 
the  Lord,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of 
his  servant,  that  walketh  in  darkness, 
and  hatli  no  light  ?  let  him  trust  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon 
his  God.

Therefore  I  will  look 
unto  the  Lord;  I  will  wait  for  the 
God  of  my  salvation:  ray  God  will 
hear  me.  V er.  8.  Rejoice  not  against 
me,  0  mine  enemy :  when  I  fall,  I 
shall  arise ;  when  I  sit  in  darkness, 
the  Lord  shall  be  a  light  unto  me. 
Ver.  9.  I  will  bear  the  indignation  of 
the_  Lord,  because  I  have  sinned 
against  him,  until  he  plead  my  cause, 
and  execute  judgment  for  me :  he  will 
bring  me  forth  to  the  light,  and  I  shall 
behold  Ms  righteousness.

In  a  little  wrath  I  hid  my 
face  from  thee  for  a  moment ;  but  with 
everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy 
on  thee,  saith  the  Lord  thy  Redeemer. 
Ver.  9.  For  this  is  as  the  waters  of 
Noah  imto  me :  for  as  I  have  sworn 
that  the  waters  of  Noah  should  no 
more  go  over  the  earth ;  so  have  I  sworn 
that  I  would  not  be  wroth  with  thee, 
nor  rebuke  thee.

I.  *  Gen.  i.  26.  And  God  said.  Let  us 
make  man  in  our  image,  after  our 
likeness ;  and  let  them  have  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the 
foAvl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cattle, 
and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over  every 
creeping  thing  that  crecpeth  upon 
tlie  earth.  Ver.  27.  So  God  created 
man  in  his  own  image :  in  the  image 
of  God  created  he  him ;  male  and  fe- 
male created  he  them.  With  Gen.  ii. 
17.  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of 
it :  for  in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  there  - 
of  thou  shalt  surely  die.  Rom.  ii.  14. 
For  when  the  Gentiles,  which  have  not 
the  law,  do  by  nature  the  things  con- 
tained in  the  law,  these,  having  not 
the  law,  are  a  law  unto  themselves  : 
Ver.  15.  Which  shew  the  work  of  the 
law  written  in  their  hearts,  their  con- 
science also  bearing  witness,  and  their 
thoughts  the  mean  while  accusing  or 
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II.  This  law,  after  his  fall,  continued  to  be  a  perfect  rule  of  right- 
eousness; and,  as  such,  was  delivered  by  God  upon  mount  Sinai  in 
ten  commandments,  and  written  in  two  tables;^*  the  first  four  com- 
mandments containing  our  duty  towai'ds  God,  and  the  other  six  our 
duty  to  man.** 

III.  Besides  this  law,  commonly  called  moral,  God  was  pleased  to 
give  to  the  people  of  Israel,  as  a  church  under  age,  ceremonial  laws, 
containing  several  typical  ordinances ;  partly  of  worship,  prefiguring 
Christ,  his  graces,  actions,  sufferings,  and  benefits;'^  and  partly  hold- 


else  excusing  one  another.  Rom.  x. 
5.  For  Moses  describeth  the  righte- 
ousness which  is  of  the  law,  That 
the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall 
live  by  them.  Rom.  v.  12.  Where- 
fore, as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into 
the  world,  and  death  by  sin;  and  so 
death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that 
all  have  sinned.  Ver.  19.  For  as  by 
one  man's  disobedience  many  were 
made  sinners ;  so  by  the  obedience  of 
one  shall  many  be  made  righteous. 
Gal.  iii.  10.  For  as  many  as  are  of  the 
works  of  the  law  are  under  the  curse : 
for  it  is  written.  Cursed  is  every  one 
that  continueth  not  in  all  things 
which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 
law  to  do  them.  Ver.  12.  And  the 
law  is  not  of  faith:  but.  The  man 
that  doeth  them  shall  live  in  them. 
Eccl.  vii.  29.  Lo,  this  only  have  I 
found,  that  God  hath  made  man  up- 
right ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many 
inventions.  Job  xxviii.  28.  And  un- 
to man  he  said.  Behold,  the  fear  of 
the  Lord,  that  is  wisdom;  and  to  de- 
part from  evil  is  imderstanding. 

II.  ^  James  i.  25.  But  whoso  looketh 
into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and 
continueth  therein,  he  being  not  a 
forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the 
work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his 
deed.  James  ii.  8.  If  ye  fulfil  the 
royal  law  according  to  the  scripture, 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thy- 
self, ye  do  well.  Ver.  10.  For  whoso- 
ever shall  keep  the  whole  law,  and  yet 
offend  in  one  point,  he  is  guilty  of  all. 
Ver.  11.  For  he  that  said,  Do  not 
commit  adultery,  said  also.  Do  not 
kill.  Now,  if  thou  commit  no  adul- 
t6i7»  yet  if  thou  kill,  thou  art  become 
a  transgressor  of  the  law.  Ver.  12. 
So  speak  ye,  and  so  do,  as  they  that 
shall  be  judged  by  the  law  of  liberty. 
Rom.  xiii.  8.  Owe  no  man  anything, 
but  to  love  one  another :  for  he  that 
loveth  another  hath  fulfilled  the  law. 
Ver.  9.  For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  com- 


mit adultery.  Thou  shalt  not  kill, 
Thou  shalt  not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not 
bear  false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not 
covet;  and  if  there  be  any  other 
commandment,  it  is  briefly  compre- 
hended in  this  saying,  namely,  iTiou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thy- 
self Deut.  V.  32.  Ye  shall  observe  to 
do  therefore  as  the  Lord  your  God 
hath  commanded  you:  ye  shall  not 
turn  aside  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the 
left.  Deut.  X.  4.  And  he  wrote  on  the 
tables,  according  to  the  first  writing, 
the  ten  commandments,  which  the 
Lord  spake  unto  you  in  the  mount, 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  in  the 
day  of  the  assembly:  and  the  Lord 
gave  them  unto  me.  Exod.  xxxiv.  1. 
And  the  Lord  said  imto  Moses,  Hew 
thee  two  tables  of  stone  like  imto  the 
first ;  and  I  will  write  upon  these 
tables  the  words  that  were  in  the  first 
tables,  which  thou  brakest. 

"Matt.  xxii.  37.  Jesus  said  imto  him, 
Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  mind.  Ver.  38.  This  is  the 
first  and  great  commandment.  Ver.  39. 
And  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself. 
Ver.  40.  On  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

III.  d  [Heb.  Chapter  ix.l  Heb.  x.  1. 
For  the  law  having  a  shadow  of  good 
things  to  come,  and  not  the  very  image 
of  the  things,  can  never  with  those 
sacrifices,  which  they  offered  year  by 
year  continually,  make  the  comers 
thereunto  perfect.  Gal.  iv.  1.  Now 
I  say.  That  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  ia 
a  child,  differeth  nothing  from  a  ser- 
vant, though  he  be  lord  of  all ;  Ver. 
2.  But  is  under  tutors  and  governors, 
until  the  time  appointed  of  the  father. 
Ver.  3.  Even  so  we,  when  we  were 
children,  were  in  bondage  imder  the 
elements  of  the  world.  Col.  ii.  17. 
Which  are  a  shadow  of  things  to  come ; 
but  the  body  is  of  Christ. 
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tog  forth  divers  instructions  of  moral  duties.®    All  which  ceremonial 
laws  are  now  abrogated  under  the  New  Testament.' 

IV.  To  them  also,  as  a  body  politick,  he  gave  sundry  judicial  laws, 
which  expired  together  with  the  state  of  that  people,  not  obliging  any 
other  now,  further  than  the  general  equity  thereof  may  require.* 

V.  The  moral  law  doth  for  ever  bind  all,  as  well  justified  persons  as 
others,  to  the  obedience  thereof  ;^  and  that  not  only  in  regard  of  the 
matter  contained  in  it,  but  also  in  respect  of  the  authority  of  God,  the 
Creator,  who  gave  it.'  Neither  doth  Christ  in  the  gospel  any  way 
dissolve,  but  much  strengthen  this  obligation.^ 


0 1  Cor.  V.  7.  Purge  out  therefore 
the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new 
lump,  as  ye  are  unleavened.  For 
even  Christ  our  passover  is  sacrified 
for  us.  2  Cor.  vi.  17.  Wherefore, 
come  out  from  among  them,  and  be 
ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch 
not  the  imolean  thing;  and  I  will  re- 
ceive you.  Jude,  ver.  23.  And  others 
save  with  fear,  pulling  them  out  of 
the  fire ;  hating  even  the  garment 
spotted  by  the  flesh. 

'  Col.  ii.  14.  Blotting  out  the  hand- 
writing of  oi*dinances  that  was  against 
us,  which  was  contrary  to  us,  and  took 
it  out  of  the  way,  nailing  it  to  his 
cross.  Ver.  16.  Let  no  man  there- 
fore judge  you  in  meat,  or  in  drink, 
or  in  respect  of  an  holiday,  or  of  the 
new  muon,  or  of  the  sabbath- days ; 
Ver.  17.  Which  are  a  shadow  of  things 
to  come;  but  the  body  is  of  Chi'ist. 
Dan.  ix.  27.  And  he  shall  confirm  the 
covenant  with  many  for  one  week: 
and  in  the  midst  of  the  week  he  shall 
cause  tlic  sacrifice  and  the  oblation  to 
cease,  and  for  the  overspreading  of 
abominations  he  shall  make  it  deso- 
late, even  imtil  the  consummation, 
and  that  determined  shall  be  poured 
upon  the  desolate.  Eph.  ii.  16.  Having 
abolished  in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  even 
the  law  of  commandments  contained 
in  ordinances ;  for  to  make  in  him- 
self of  twain  one  new  man,  so  making 
peace;  Ver.  16.  And  that  he  might 
reconcile  both  unto  God  in  one  body 
by  the  cross,  having  slain  the  emnity 
thereby. 

IV.  8[Exod.  Chapter  x^i.  Exod.  xxii. 
1.  to  tlie  29th  verse.  tSee  both  in  the 
Bible.]  Gen.  xlix.  10.  The  sceptre 
shallnot  depart  from  Judah,  nor  a 
lawgiver  from  between  his  feet,  until 
Shiloh  come ;  and  unto  him  shall  the 

fathering  of  the  people  be.  With  1 
'et.  ii.  13.  Submit  yoiu'selves  to  every 
ordinance  of  man  for  the  Lord's  sake : 
whether  it  be  to  the  king,  as  supreme ; 


Ver.  14.  Or  unto  governors,  as  unto 
them  that  are  sent  by  him  for  the 
punishment  of  evil-doers,  and  for  the 
praise  of  them  that  do  well.  Matt. 
V.  17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to 
destroy  the  law  or  the  prophets:  I 
am  not  come  to  destroy,  out  to  fulfil. 
With  ver.  38.  Ye  have  heard  that  it 
hath  been  said.  An  eye  for  an  eye, 
and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth :  Ver  39.  But 
I  say  unto  you,  That  ye  resist  not 
evil;  but  whosoever  shall  smite  thee 
on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the 
other  also.  1  Cor.  ix.  8.  Say  I  these 
things  as  a  man  ?  or  saith  not  the  law 
the  same  also  ?  Ver.  9.  For  it  is 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  Thou 
shalt  not  muzzle  the  mouth  of  the  ox 
that  treadeth  out  the  com.  Doth  God 
take  care  for  oxen  ?  Ver.  10.  Or  saith 
he  it  altogether  for  our  sakes  ?  For 
our  sakes,  no  doubt,  this  is  written : 
that  he  that  ploweth  should  plow  in 
hope ;  and  that  he  that  thrasheth  in 
hope  should  be  partaker  of  Ms  hope. 

V.  ^  Rom.  xiii.  8,  9.  [See  above  in 
ktter^.l  Ver.  10.  Love  worketh  no  ill 
to  his  neighbour :  therefore  love  is  the 
fulfilling  of  the  law.  Eph.  vi.  2.  Hon- 
our thy  father  and  mother,  (which  is 
the  first  commandment  with  promise.) 
1  John  ii.  3.  And  hereby  we  do  know 
that  we  know  him,  if  we  keep  his 
commandments.  Ver.  4.  He  that 
saith,  I  know  him,  and  keepeth  not 
his  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  him.  Ver.  7.  Bre- 
thren, I  write  no  new  commandment 
unto  you,  but  an  old  commandment, 
which  jQ  had  from  the  beginning :  the 
old  commandment  is  the  word  which 
ye  have  heard  from  the  beginning. 
Ver.  8.  Again,  a  new  commandment 
I  write  unto  you,  which  thing  is  true 
in  him  and  in  you;  because  the  dark- 
ness is  past,  and  the  true  light  now 
shineth.

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VI.  Although  true  believers  be  not  under  the  law  as  a  covenant  of 
works,  to  be  thereby  justified  or  condemned;*  yet  is  it  of  great  use  to 
them,  as  well  as  to  others ;  in  that,  as  a  rule  of  life,  informing  them  of 
the  will  of  God  and  their  duty,  it  directs  and  binds  them  to  walk 
accordingly;"  discovering  also  the  sinful  pollutions  of  their  nature, 
hearts,  and  lives  ;'^  so  as,  examining  themselves  thereby,  they  may  come 
to  further  conviction  of,  humiliation  for,  and  hatred  against  sin;"  to- 
gether with  a  clearer  sight  of  the  need  they  have  of  Christ,  and  the 
perfection  of  his  obedience.P    It  is  likewise  of  use  to  the  regenerate, 


18.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one 
tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the 
law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.

For  sin  shall  not 
have  dominion  over  you :  for  ye  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  xmder  grace. 
Gal.  ii.  16.  Knowing  that  a  man  is 
not  justified  by  the  works  of  the  law, 
but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even 
we  have  believed  in  Jesus  Christj  that 
we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith  of 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the 
law :  for  by  the  works  of  the  law  shall 
no  flesh  be  justified.  Gal.  iii.  13. 
Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the 
curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse 
for  us :  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is 
every  one  that  hangcth  on  a  tree. 
Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  fulness  of 
the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his 
Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under 
the  law,  Ver.  6.  To  redeem  them  that 
were  under  the  law,  that  we  might 
receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  Acts 
xiii.  39.  And  by  him  all  that  believe 
are  justified  from  all  things,  from 
which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the 
law  of  Moses.  Rom.  viii.  1.  There  is 
therefore  now  no  condemnation  to 
them  which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the 
Spirit. 

""  Rom.  vii.  12.  Wherefore  the  law 
is  holy,  and  the  commandment  holy, 
and  just,  and  good.  Ver.  22.  For  I 
delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the 
inward  man.  Ver.  25.  I  thank  God, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  So 
then  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve 


the  law  of  God,  but  with  the  flesh 
the  law  of  sin.

Nay,  I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the 
law:  for  I  had  not  known  lust,  ex- 
cept the  law  had  said,  Thou  shalt  not 
covet.  Rom.  iii.  20.  Therefore  by  the 
deeds  of  the  law  there  shall  no  flesh 
be  justified  in  his  sight :  for  by  the 
law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin.

P  Gal.  iii.  24.  Wherefore  the  law 
was  our  schoolmaster  to  bring  us  imto 
Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by 
faith.  Rom.  vii.  24.  [See  before  in  let- 
ter ".  Vei'se  25.  in  letter  '".I  Rom.  viii. 
3.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in 
that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh, 
God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  hke- 
ness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
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to  restrain  their  corruptions,  in  that  it  forbids  sin;*J  and  the  threaten- 
ings  of  it  serve  to  shew  what  even  their  sins  deserve,  and  what  afflic- 
tions in  this  life  they  may  expect  for  them,  although  freed  from  the 
curse  thereof  threatened  in  the  law.'  The  promises  of  it,  in  like  man- 
ner, shew  them  God's  approbation  of  obedience,  and  what  blessings 
they  may  expect  upon  the  performance  thereof,^  although  not  as  due 
to  them  by  the  law  as  a  covenant  of  works :  *  so  as  a  man's  doing  good, 
and  refraining  from  evil,  because  the  law  encourageth  to  the  one,  and 
deterreth  from  the  other,  is  no  evidence  of  his  being  under  the  law, 
and  not  under  grace.'

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VII.  Neither  are  the  forementioned  uses  of  the  law  contrary  to  the 
grace  of  the  gospel,  but  do  sweetly  comply  with  it;^  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  subduing  and  enabling  the  will  of  man  to  do  that  freely  and 
cheerfully  which  the  will  of  God  revealed  in  the  law  requireth  to  be 
done.* 


*  CHAP.  XX. — Of  Christian  Liberty,  and  Liberty  of  Conscience, 

I.  rpHE  liberty  which  Christ  hath  purchased  for  believers  under  the 
X  gospel,  consists  in  their  freedom  from  the  guilt  of  sin,  the  con- 
demning vn-ath  of  God,  the  curse  of  the  moral  law  ;*  and  in  their  be- 
ing delivered  from  this  present  evil  world,  bondage  to  Satan,  and  do- 
minion of  sin,^  from  the  evil  of  afflictions,  the  sting  of  death,  the  vic- 
tory of  the  grave,  and  everlasting  damnation;"  as  also  in  their  free 


desireth  life,  and  loveth  many  days, 
that  he  may  see  good  ?  Ver.  13.  Keep 
thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips 
from  speaking  guile.  Ver.  14.  Depart 
from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace, 
and  pursue  it.  Ver.  15.  The  eyes  of 
the  Lord  are  upon  the  righteous,  and 
his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  Ver. 
16.  The  face  of  the  Lord  is  against 
them  that  do  evil,  to  cut  off  the  re- 
membrance of  them  from  the  earth. 
Heb.  xii.  28.  Wherefore,  we  receiving 
a  kingdom  which  cannot  be  moved,  let 
us  have  grace,  whereby  we  may  serve 
God  acceptably  with  reverence  and 
godly  fear:  Ver.  29.  For  our  God  is  a 
consuming  fire. 

VIL  ^  Gal.  iii.  21.  Is  the  law  then 
against  the  promises  of  God  ?  God  for- 
bid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  covdd  have  given  life,  verily 
righteousness  shoidd  have  been  by  the 
law. 

^  Ezek.  xxxvi.  27.  And  I  will  put 
my  Spirit  within  you,  and  cause  you 
to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  ye  shall 
keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them. 
Heb.  viii.  10.  JPor  this  is  the  covenant 
that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord ; 
I  will  put  my  laws  into  their  mind, 
and  write  them  in  their  hearts ;  and 
I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall 
be  to  me  a  people.  With  Jer.  xxxi. 
33.  But  this  shall  be  the  covenant  that 
I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel ; 
After  those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will 
put  my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and 
write  it  in  their  hearts;  and  will  be 
their  God,  and  thev  shall  be  my  people. 

I.  »  Tit.  ii.  14.  ^Vho  gave  himself 
for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  ua  from 


all  iniquity,  and  purify  unto  himself 
a  peculiar  ^people,  zealous  of  good 
works.  1  Thess.  i.  10.  And  to  wait 
for  his  Son  from  heaven,  whom  he 
raised  from  the  dead,  even  Jesus, 
which  delivered  us  from  the  wrath  to 
come.  Gal.  iii.  13.  Christ  hath  re- 
deemed us  from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us  :  for  it  is 
written.  Cursed  is  every  one  that 
hangeth  on  a  tree. 

^  Gal.  i.  4.  Who  gave  himself  for  our 
sins,  that  he  might  deliver  us  from 
this  present  evil  world,  according  to 
the  will  of  God  and  our  Father.  Col. 
i.  13.  Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the 
power  of  darkness,  and  hath  trans- 
lated us  into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear 
Son.  Acts  xxvi.  18.  To  open  their 
eyes,  and  to  turn  them  from  darkness 
to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  for- 
giveness of  sins,  and  inheritance 
among  them  which  are  sanctified  by 
faith  that  is  in  me.  Rom.  vi.  14.  For 
sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over  you : 
for  ye  are  not  under  the  law,  but  un- 
der grace. 

°  Rom.  viii.  28.  We  know  that 
all  things  work  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  God,  to  them  who  are 
the  called  according  to  his  purpose. 
Ps.  cxix.  71.  It  is  good  for  me  that  I 
have  been  afflicted;  that  I  might 
learn  thy  statutes.  1  Cor.  xv.  54.  So 
when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall 
be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is 
written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  Ver.  55.  0  death,  where  is 
thy  stmg  ?  0  grave,  where  is  thy  vio- 
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access  to  God,*^  and  their  yielding  obedience  unto  liirn,  not  out  of 
slavish  fear,  but  a  child-like  love,  and  willing  mind."  All  which  wero 
common  also  to  believers  under  the  law;'  but  under  the  new  testa- 
ment, the  liberty  of  Christians  is  fui'ther  enlarged  in  their  freedom 
from  the  yoke  of  the  ceremonial  law,  to  which  the  Jewish  Church  was 
subjected,*  and  in  greater  boldness  of  access  to  the  throne  of  grace,^ 
and  in  fuller  communications  of  the  free  Spirit  of  God,  than  believers 
under  the  law  did  ordinarily  partalce  of.^ 

II.  God  alone  is  lord  of  the  conscience,''  and  hath  left  it  free  from 


tory  ?  Ver.  66.  The  sting  of  death  is 
sin ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 
Ver.  67.  But  thanks  bo  to  God,  which 
giveth  us  the  victory,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Rom.  viii.  1.  There  is 
therefore  now  no  condemnation  to 
them  which  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the 
Spirit. 

^  Rom.  V.  1.  Therefore,  being  justi- 
fied by  fjiith,  we  have  peace  with  God, 
tlu-ough  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  Ver. 
2.  Ey  whom  also  we  have  access  by 
faith  into  this  grace  wherein  we  stand, 
and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory  of 
God. 

«  Rom.  viii.  14.  For  as  many  as  are 
led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the 
sons  of  God.  Ver.  15.  For  ye  have 
not  received  the  spu-it  of  bondage 
again  to  fear;  bxit  ye  have  received 
the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry, 
Abba,  Father.  1  John  iv.  18.  There 
is  no  fear  in  love;  but  perfect  love 
casteth  out  fear:  because  fear  hath 
torment.  He  that  feareth  is  not  made 
perfect  in  love. 

'  Gal.  iii.  9.  So  then  they  which  be 
of  faith  are  blessed  with  faithful 
Abraham.  Ver.  14.  That  the  blessing 
of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gen- 
tiles through  Jesus  Christ,  that  we 
might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spu-it 
tlu-ough  faith. 

8  Gal.  iv.  1.  Now  I  say,  That  the 
heir,  as  long  as  he  is  a  child,  diii'creth 
nothing  from  a  servant,  though  he  be 
lord  of  all;  Ver.  2.  But  is  imder  tutors 
and  governors,  \mtil  the  time  ap- 
pointed of  the  father.  Ver,  3.  Even 
so  we,  when  we  were  children,  were 
in  bondage  imder  the  elements  of  the 
world.  Ver.  6.  And  because  ye  are 
Bons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  of 
his  Son  into  yoxir  hearts,  crying,  Ab- 
ba, "Father.  Ver.  7.  Wherefore  thou 
art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son;  and 
if  a  son,  then  an  heir  of  God  through 
Christ.  Gal.  v.  1.  Stand  fast  there- 
fore in  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ 


hath  made  us  free,  and  be  not  en- 
tangled again  with  the  yoke  of  bon- 
dage. Acts  XV.  10.  Now  therefore 
why  tempt  ye  God,  to  put  a  yoke  upon 
the  neck  of  the  disciples,  which  neither 
our  fathers  nor  we  were  able  to  bear  ? 
Ver.  11.  But  we  believe  that,  through 
the  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  wo 
shall  be  saved,  even  as  they. 

^  Heb.  iv.  14.  Seeing  then  that  wo 
have  a  great  high  priest,  that  is  passed 
into  the  heavens,  J  esus  the  Son  of  God, 
let  us  hold  fast  our  profession.  Ver. 
16.  Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto 
the  tlirone  of  grace,  that  we  may  ob- 
tain mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in 
time  of  need.  Heb.  x.  19.  Having 
therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  enter 
into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of  Jesus, 
Ver.  20.  By  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us 
through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  his 
flesh;  Ver.  21.  And  having  an  high 
priest  over  the  house  of  God ;  Ver,  22. 
Let  us  di-aw  near  with  a  ti-ue  heart,  in 
full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water. 

*  John  vii.  38.  He  that  believeth  on 
me,  as  the  scripture  hath  said,  out  of 
his  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living 
water.  Ver.  39.  (But  this  spake  ho 
of  the  Spirit,  which  they  that  believo 
on  him  should  receive :  for  the  Holy 
Ghost  was  not  yet  given ;  because  that 
Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.)  ^  2  Cor. 
iii.  13.  And  not  as  Moses,  which  put 
a  vail  over  his  face,  that  the  children 
of  Israel  could  not  steadfastly  look  to 
the  end  of  that  which  is  abolished. 
Ver.  17.  Now  the  Lord  is  that  Spirit : 
and  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is» 
there  is  liberty.  Ver.  18.  But  we  all, 
with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  in- 
to the  same  image,  from  glory  to  glory, 
even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord. 

II.  ^  James  iv.  12.  There  is  one  law- 
giver, who  is  able  to  save  and  to  de« 
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the  doctrines  and  commandments  of  men  which  are  in  any  thing  con- 
trary to  his  word,  or  beside  it,  in  matters  of  faith  or  worship.^  So 
that  to  believe  such  doctrines,  or  to  obey  such  commandments  out  of 
conscience,  is  to  betray  true  liberty  of  conscience ;"  and  the  requiring 
of  an  implicit  faith,  and  an  absolute  and  blind  obedience,  is  to  destroy 
liberty  of  conscience,  and  reason  also." 

III.  They  who,  upon  pretence  of  Christian  Uberty,  do  practise  any 
sin,  or  cherish  any  lust,  do  thereby  destroy  the  end  of  Christian  liberty; 
which  is,  that,  bemg  delivered  out  of  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  we 
might  serve  the  Lord  without  fear,  in  holiness  and  righteousness  be- 
fore him,  all  the  days  of  our  life.** 


Btroy:  who  art  thou  that  judgest 
another  ?  Rom.  xiv.  4.  Who  art  thou 
that  judgest  another  man's  servant  ? 
to  his  own  master  he  standeth  or 
falleth:  yea,  he  shall  be  holden  up: 
for  Grod  is  able  to  make  him  stand. 

'  Acts  iv.  19.  But  Peter  and  John  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them,  Whether 
it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to 
hearken  unto  you  more  than  unto 
God,  judge  ye.  Acts  v.  29.  Then  Peter 
and  the  other  apostles  answered  and 
said,  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather 
than  men.  1  Cor.  vii.  23.  Ye  are  bought 
with  a  price :  be  not  ye  the  servants 
of  men.  Matt,  xxiii.  8.  But  be  not  ye 
called  Rabbi :  for  one  is  your  Master, 
even  Christ ;  and  all  ye  are  brethren. 
Ver.  9.  And  call  no  man  your  father 
Upon  the  earth:  for  one  is  your  Fa- 
ther, which  is  in  heaven.  Ver.  10. 
Neither  be  ye  called  masters :  for  one 
is  your  Master,  even  Christ.  2  Cor.  i. 
24.  Not  for  that  we  have  dominion 
over  your  faith,  but  are  helpers  of 
your  joy :  for  by  faith  ye  stancl.  Matt. 
XV.  9.  But  in  vain  they  do  worship 
me,  teaching  for  doctrines  the  com- 
mandments of  men. 

^  Col.  ii.  20.  Wherefore,  if  ye  be 
dead  with  Christ  from  the  rudiments 
of  the  world,  why,  as  though  living  in 
the  world,  are  ye  subject  to  ordin- 
ances. Ver.  22.  (Which  all  are  to  perish 
with  the  using,)  after  the  command- 
ments and  doctrines  of  men  ?  Ver.  23. 
Wliich  things  have  indeed  a  shew  of 
wisdom  in  will-worship,  and  humility, 
and  neglecting  of  the  body ;  not  in  any 
honour  to  the  satisfying  of  the  flesh. 
Gal.  i.  10.  For  do  I  now  persuade  men. 
or  God  ?  or  do  I  seek  to  please  men  ? 
for  if  I  yet  pleased  men,  I  should  not 
be  the  servant  of  Christ.  Gal.  ii.  4. 
And  that  because  of  false  brethren 
unawares  brought  in,  who  came  in 
ppivily  to  spy  out  our  liberty  which 


we  have  in  Christ  Jesus,  that  they 
might  bring  us  into  bondage :  Ver.  5. 
To  whom  we  gave  place  by  subjection, 
no,  not  for  an  hour,  that  the  truth  of 
the  gospel  might  continue  with  you. 
Gal.  V.  1.  Stand  fast  therefore  in  the 
liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made 
us  free,  and  be  not  entangled  again 
with  the  yoke  of  bondage. 

"  Rom.  X.  17.  So  then  faith  cometh 
by  hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word 
of  God.  Rom.  xiv.  23.  And  he  that 
doubteth  is  damned  if  he  eat,  because 
he  eateth  not  of  faith :  for  -whatsoever 
is  not  of  faith  is  sin.  Isa.  viii.  20.  To 
the  law  and  to  the  testimony:  if  they 
speak  not  according  to  this  word,  it 
is  because  there  is  no  light  in  them. 
Acts  xvii.  11.  These  were  more  noble 
than  those  in  Thessalonica,  in  that 
they  received  the  word  with  all  readi- 
ness of  mind,  and  searched  the  scrip- 
tures  daily,  whether  those  things  were 
so.  Jolm  iv.  22.  Ye  worship  ye  know 
not  what:  we  know  what  we  wor- 
ship: for  salvation  is  of  the  Jcavs. 
Hos.  V.  11.  Ephraim  is  oppressed  and 
broken  in  judgment,  because  he  wil- 
lingly walked  after  the  commandment. 
Rev.  xiii.  12.  And  he  exerciseth  all 
the  power  of  the  first  beast  before 
him,  and  causeth  the  earth,  and  them 
which  dwell  therein,  to  worship  the 
first  beast,  whose  deadly  wound  was 
healed.  Ver.  16.  And  he  caused  all, 
both  small  and  great,  rich  and  poor, 
free  and  bond,  to  receive  a  mark  in 
their  right  hand,  or  in  their  fore- 
heads: Ver.  17.  And  that  no  man 
might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had 
the  mark,  or  the  name  of  the  beast,  or 
the  number  of  his  name.  Jer.  viy.  9. 
The  wise  men  are  ashamed,  they  are 
dismayed  and  taken:  lo,  they  have 
rejected  the  word  of  the  Lord;  and 
what  wisdom  is  in  them  ? 

III.  0  Gal.  V.  13.  For,  brethren,  ye 
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rv.  And  because  the  powers  which  God  hath  ordained,  and  the 
liberty  which  Christ  hath  purchased,  are  not  intended  by  God  to  de- 
stroy, but  mutually  to  uphold  and  preserve  one  another ;  they  who, 
upon  pretence  of  Christian  liberty,  shall  oppose  any  lawful  power,  or 
the  lawful  exercise  of  it,  whether  it  be  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  resist  the 
ordinance  of  God.*  And  for  their  publishing  of  such  opinions,  or 
maintaining  of  such  practices,  as  are  contrary  to  the  light  of  nature, 
or  to  the  known  principles  of  Christianity,  whether  concerning  faith, 
worship,  or  conversation ;  or  to  the  power  of  godliness ;  or  such  erro- 
neous opinions  or  practices,  as  either  in  their  own  nature,  or  in  the 
manner  of  publishing  or  maintaining  them,  are  destructive  to  the 
external  peace  and  order  which  Christ  hath  established  in  the 
church;   they  may  lawfully  be  called  to  account,**  and  proceeded 


have  been  called  unto  liberty;  only 
use  not  liberty  for  an  occasion  to  the 
flesh,  but  by  love  serve  one  another. 
1  Pet.  ii.  16.  As  free,  and  not  using 
your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  malicious- 
ness, but  as  the  sei*vants  of  God.  2  Pet. 
ii.  19.  While  they  promise  them  li- 
berty, they  them  selves  are  the  ser- 
vants of  corruption:  for  of  whom  a 
man  is  overcome,  of  the  same  is  he 
brought  in  bondage.  John  viii.  34. 
Jesus  answered  tbcm.  Verily,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you,  Whosoever  committeth 
sin  is  the  servant  of  sin.  Luke  i.  74, 
That  ho  would  grant  unto  us,  that  we, 
being  delivered  out  of  the  hands  of  our 
enemies,  might  serve  him  without  fear, 
Ver.  75.  In  holiness  and  righteousness 
before  him,  all  the  days  of  oiu*  life. 

IV.  P  Matt.  xii.  25.  And  Jesus  knew 
their  thoughts,  and  said  unto  them, 
Evei-y  kingdom  divided  against  itself 
is  brought  to  desolation;  and  eveiy 
city  or  house  divided  against  itself 
shall  not  stand.  1  Pet.  ii.  13.  Submit 
yoiu'selves  to  eveiy  ordinance  of  man 
for  the  Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to 
the  king,  as  supreme;  Ver.  14.  Or  un- 
to governors,  as  unto  them  that  are 
sent  by  him  for  the  punishment  of 
evil-doers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them 
that  do  well.  Ver.  16.  As  free,  and 
not  using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of 
maliciousness,  but  as  the  servants  of 
God.  [Rom,  xiii.  1.  to  the  Sih  Verse.} 
Heb.  xiii.  17  Obey  them  that  have 
the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  your- 
selves :  for  they  watch  for  your  souls, 
as  they  that  must  give  account ;  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with 
grief:  for  that  is  unprofitable  for  you. 

<i  Rom.  i.  32.  Who,  knowing  the 
judgment  of  God,  that  they  which 
commit  such  things  are  worthy  of 
death,  not  only  do  the  siuue,  but  have 


pleasure  in  them  that  do  them.  With 

1  Cor.  V.  1.  It  is  reported  commonly 
that  there  is  fornication  among  you, 
and  such  fornication  as  is  not  so  much 
as  named  among  the  Gentiles,  that 
one  should  have  his  father's  wife. 
Ver.  5.  To  deliver  such  an  one  imto 
Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh, 
that  the  spuit  may  be  saved  in  the 
day  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Ver.  11.  But 
now  I  have  written  unto  you  not  to 
keep  company,  if  any  man  that  is 
called  a  brother  be  a  fornicator,  or 
covetous,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer, 
or  a  dnmkard,  or  an  extortioner; 
with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  Ver. 
13.  But  them  that  are  without  God 
judgeth.  Theiefore  put  away  fiom 
among  yourselves  that  wicked  person. 

2  John,  ver.  10.  If  there  come  any 
unto  you,  and  bring  not  this  doctrine, 
receive  him  not  into  your  house, 
neither  bid  him  God  speed  :  Ver.  11. 
For  he  that  biddeth  him  God  speed  is 
partaker  of  his  evil  deeds.  And  2 
Tliess.  iii.  14.  And  if  any  man  obey 
not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that 
man,  and  have  no  company  with  him, 
that  he  may  be  ashamed.  And  1  Tim. 
vi.  3.  If  any  man  teach  otherwise, 
and  consent  not  to  wholesome  words, 
even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  to  the  doctrine  which  is 
according  to  godliness ;  Ver.  4.  He  is 
proud,  knowing  nothing,  but  doting 
about  questions  and  strifes  of  words, 
whereof  cometh  envy,  strife,  railings, 
evil  surmisings,  Ver.  5.  Perverse  dis- 
putings  of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and 
destitute  of  the  truth,  supposing  that 
gain  is  godliness :  from  such  withdi'aw 
thyself  And  Tit.  i.  10.  For  there  are 
many  unruly  and  vain  talkers  and  de- 
ceivers, specially  they  of  the  circum- 
cision :  Ver,  11.  Whose  mouths  must 
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against  by  the  censures  of  the  church,  and  by  the  power  of  the  civil 


magistrate.' 


CHAP.  XXI. — Of  JReligious  Worships  and  the  Sahhaih-day. 

I.  rr^HE  light  of  nature  sheweth  that  there  is  a  God,  who  hath  lord- 
JL    ship  and  sovereignty  over  all;  is  good,  and  doeth  good  unto  all; 


be  stopped ;  who  subvert  whole  houses, 
teaching  things  whioh  they  ought  not, 
for  filthy  lucre's  sake.  Ver.  13.  This 
witness  is  true :  wherefore  rebuke 
them  sharply,  that  they  may  be  sound 
in  the  faith.  And  Tit.  iii.  10.  A  man 
that  is  an  heretick,  after  the  first  and 
second  admonition,  reject.  With  Matt, 
xviii.  15.  Moreover,  if  thy  brother 
shall  trespass  against  thee,  go  and  tell 
him  his  fault  between  thee  and  him 
alone :  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast 
gained  thy  brother.  Ver.  16.  But  if 
lie  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with 
thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in  the 
mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 
word  may  be  established.  Ver.  17. 
And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them, 
tell  it  unto  the  church:  but  if  he 
neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be 
unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a 
publican.  1  Tim.  i.  19.  Holding  faith, 
and  a  good  conscience;  which  some 
having  put  away,  concerning  faitli 
have  made  shipwreck :  Ver.  20.  Of 
whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Alexander ; 
whom  I  have  delivered  unto  Satan, 
that  they  may  learn  not  to  blaspheme. 
Rev.  ii.  2.  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy 
labour,  and  thy  patience,  and  how 
thou  canst  not  bear  them  which  are 
evil :  and  thou  hast  tried  them  which 
say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not, 
and  hast  found  them  liars.  Ver.  14. 
But  I  have  a  few  things  against 
thee,  because  thou  hast  there  them 
that  hold  the  doctrine  of  Balaam,  who 
taught  Balac  to  cast  a  stumbling- 
block  before  the  children  of  Israel,  to 
cat  things  sacrificed  unto  idols,  and  to 
commit  fornication.  Ver.  15.  So  hast 
thou  also  them  that  hold  the  doctrine 
of  the  Nicolaitanes,  which  thing  I 
hate.  Ver.  20.  Notwithstanding  I  have 
a  few  things  against  thee,  because 
thou  suficrest  that  woman  Jezebel, 
which  calleth  herself  a  prophetess,  to 
teach  and  to  seduce  my  servants  to 
commit  fornication,  and  to  eat  things 
sacrificed  unto  idols.    Rev.  iii.  9.  Be- 


hold, I  will  make  them  of  the  syna- 
gogue of  Satan,  which  say  they  are 
Jews,  and  are  not,  but  do  lie ;  behold, 
I  will  make  them  to  come  and  worshin 
before  thy  feet,  and  to  know  that  1 
have  loved  thee. 

«■  [Deut.  xiii.  6.  to  the  'i2th.'\  Rom. 
xiii.  3.  For  rulers  are  not  a  teiTor  to 
good  works,  but  to  the  evil.  Wilt  thou 
then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  Do 
that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt 
have  praise  of  the  same.  Ver.  4.  For 
he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for 
good.  But  if  thou  do  that  which  is 
evil,  be  afraid ;  for  he  beareth  not  the 
sword  in  vain :  for  he  is  the  minister 
of  God,  a  revenger  to  execute  wrath 
upon  him  that  doeth  evil.  With  2 
John,  verses  10,  11.  {_See  in  letter  i.] 
Ezra  vii.  23.  Whatsoever  is  com- 
manded by  the  God  of  heaven,  let  it 
be  diligently  done  for  the  house  of 
the  God  of  heaven :  for  why  should 
there  be  wrath  against  the  realm  of 
the  king  and  his  sons  ?  Ver.  25.  And 
thou,  Ezra,  after  the  wisdom  of  thy 
God  that  is  in  thine  hand,  set  magis- 
trates and  judges,  which  may  judge 
all  the  people  that  are  beyond  "the 
river,  all  such  as  know  the  laws  of 
thy  God;  and  teach  ye  them  that 
know  them  not.  Ver.  26.  And  who- 
soever will  not  do  the  law  of  thy  God, 
and  the  law  of  the  king,  let  judg- 
ment be  executed  speedily  upon  him, 
whether  it  be  unto  death,  or  to  ban- 
ishment, or  to  confiscation  of  goods, 
or  to  imprisonment.  Ver.  27.  Blessed 
be  the  Lord  God  of  our  fathers,  which 
hath  put  such  a  thing  as  this  in  the 
king's  heart,  to  beautify  the  house  of 
the  Lord  which  is  in  Jerusalem;  Ver. 
28.  And  hath  extended  mercy  unto  me 
before  the  king  and  his  counsellors, 
and  before  all  the  king's  mighty  prin- 
ces: and  I  was  strengthened  as  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  my  God  was  upon 
me;  and  I  gathered  together  out  of 
Israel  chief  men  to  go  up  with  me. 
Rey.xvii.l2.  And  the  ten  horns  which

and  is  therefore  to  be  feared,  loved,  praised,  called  upon,  trusted  in, 
and  served,  with  all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the 


thou  sawest  are  ten  kings,  which  have 
received  no  kingdom  as  yet;  but  re- 
ceive power  askings  one  hour  with  the 
beast.  Vcr.  16.  And  the  ten  horns  which 
thou  sawest  upon  the  beast,  these  shall 
hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her 
desolate  and  naked,  and  shall  cat  her 
flesli,  and  burn  her  with  fire.  Ver. 
17.  For  (jrod  hath  put  in  their  hearts 
to  fulfil  his  will,  and  to  agree,  and 
give  their  kingdom  unto  the  beast, 
until  the  words  of  God  shall  be  ful- 
filled. Neh.  xiii.  15.  In  those  days 
saw  I  in  Judah  some  treading  wine- 
presses on  the  sabbath,  and  bringing 
in  sheaves,  and  lading  asses ;  as  also 
wine,  grapes,  and  figs,  and  all  manner 
of  burdens,  wliich  they  brought  into 
Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath-day:  and 
I  testified  against  them  in  the  day 
wherein  they  sold  victuals.  Ver.  17. 
Then  I  contended  with  the  nobles  of 
Judah,  and  said  unto  them,.What  evil 
thing  is  this  that  ye  do,  and  profane 
the  sabbath-day?  Vcr.  21.  Then  I 
testified  against  them,  and  said  unto 
them,  Why  lodge  ye  about  the  wall  ? 
if  ye  do  so  again,  1  will  lay  hands  on 
you.  From  that  time  forth  came  they 
no  more  on  the  sabbath.  Ver.  22.  And 
I  commanded  the  Levites,  that  they 
should  cleanse  themselves,  and  that 
they  should  come  and  keep  the  gates, 
to  sanctify  the  sabbath-day.  Remem- 
ber me,  0  my  God,  concerning  this 
also,  and  spare  me  according  to  the 
greatness  of  thy  mercy.  Ver.  25.  And 
I  contended  with  them,  and  cursed 
them,  and  smote  certain  of  them,  and 
plucked  off  their  hair,  and  made  them 
swear  by  God,  saying.  Ye  shall  not 
give  yotir  daughters  unto  their  sons, 
nor  take  their  daughters  unto  your 
sons,  or  for  yourselves.  Ver.  30.  Thus 
cleansed  I  them  from  all  strangers, 
and  appointed  the  wards  of  the  priests 
and  the  Levites,  everj'  one  in  his  busi- 
ness. 2Kingsxxiii.  5.  And  he  put  down 
the  idolatrous  priests,  whomi  the  kings 
of  Judah  had  ordained  to  bum  incense 
in  the  high  places  in  the  cities  of  Ju- 
dah, and  in  the  places  round  about  Je- 
rusalem ;  them  also  that  burnt  incense 
untp  Baal,  to  the  sun,  and  to  the  m'oon, 
ana  to  the  planets,  and  to  all  the 
host  of  heaven.  Ver.  6.  And  he  brought 
out  the  grove  from  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  without  Jerusalem,  unto  the 


brook  Kidron,  and  burnt  it  at  the 
brook  Kidron,  and  stamped  it  small 
to  powder,  and  cast  the  powder  thereof 
upon  the  graves  of  the  children  of  the 
people.  Ver.  9.  Nevertheless  the  priests 
of  the  high  places  came  not  up  to  the 
altar  of  the  Lord  in  Jerusalem,  but 
they  did  eat  of  the  unleavened  bread 
among  their  brethren.  Ver.  20.  And 
he  slew  all  the  priests  of  the  high 
places  that  were  there  upon  the  altars, 
and  burnt  men's  bones  upon  them, 
and  retui'ned  to  Jerusalem.  Ver.  21. 
And  the  king  commanded  all  the 
people,  saying.  Keep  the  passover  un- 
to the  Lord  your  God,  as  it  is  written 
in  the  book  of  this  covenant.  2  Chron. 
xxxiv.  33.  And  Josiah  took  away  all 
the  abominations  out  of  all  the  coun- 
tries that  pertained  to  the  children  of 
Israel,  and  made  aU  that  were  present 
in  Israel  to  serve,  even  to  serve  the 
Lord  their  God.  And  all  his  days 
they  departed  not  from  following  the 
Lord,  the  God  of  their  fathers.  2 
Chron.  xv.  12.  And  they  entered  into 
a  covenant  to  seek  the  Lord  God  of 
their  fathers  with  all  their  heart,  and 
with  all  theu*  soul;  Ver.  13.  That 
whosoever  would  not  seek  the  Lord 
God  of  Israel  should  be  put  to  death, 
whether  small  or  great,  whether  man 
or  woman.  Ver.  16.  And  also  con- 
cerning Maachah,  the  mother  of  Asa 
the  king,  he  removed  her  from  being 
(jueen,  because  she  had  made  an  idol 
in  a  grove :  and  Asa  cut  down  her 
idol,  and  stamped  it,  and  burnt  it  at 
the  brook  Kidron.  Dan.  iii.  29.  There- 
fore I  inake  a  decree.  That  every  peo- 
ple, nation,  and  language,  wliich  speak 
anything  amiss  against  the  God  of 
Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego, 
shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  and  their  houses 
shall  be  made  a  dunghill;  because 
there  is  no  other  God  that  can  deliver 
after  this  sort.  1  Tim.  ii.  2.  For  kings, 
and  for  all  that  are  in  authority;  that 
we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  Isa. 
xlix.  23.  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nurs- 
ing-fathers, and  their  queens  thy 
nursing-mothers:  they  shall  bow  down 
to  thee  with  their  face  toward  the 
earth,  and  lick  up  the  dust  of  thy 
feet;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord:  for  they  shall  not  be  ashamed 
that  wait  for  me.    Zech.  xiii.  2.  And 
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might.*  But  the  acceptable  way  of  worshipping  the  true  God  is  in- 
stituted by  himself,  and  so  limited  by  his  own  revealed  will,  that  he 
may  not  be  worshipped  according  to  the  imaginations  and  devices  of 
menj  or  the  suggestions  of  Satan,  under  any  visible  representation,  or 
any  other  way  not  prescribed  in  the  holy  scripture.^ 

II.  Religious  worship  is  to  be  given  to  God,  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost ;  and  to  him  alone :  °  not  to  angels,  saints,  or  any  other  creature :  ^ 


it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  that  I  will  cut  off 
the  names  of  the  idols  out  of  the  land, 
and  they  shall  no  more  be  remem- 
bered; and  also  I  will  cause  the  pro- 
phets and  the  imclean  spirit  to  pass 
out  of  the  land.  Ver.  3,  And  it  snail 
come  to  pass,  that  when  any  sliall  yet 
prophesy,  then  his  father  and  his 
mother  that  begat  him  shall  say  unto 
him,  Thou  shalt  not  live;  for  thou 
speakest  lies  in  the  name  of  the  Lord : 
and  his  father  and  his  mother  that 
begat  him  shall  thrust  Mm  through 
when  he  proi)hesieth. 

I.  »  Rom.  i.  20.  For  the  invisible 
things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the 
world  are  clearly  seen,  being  under- 
stood by  the  thmgs  that  are  made, 
even  his  eternal  power  and  Godhead ; 
so  that  they  are  without  excuse.  Acts 
xvii.  24.  God,  that  made  the  world, 
and  all  things  therein,  seeing  that  he 
is  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth 
not  in  temples  made  with  hands.  Ps. 
cxix.  68.  Thou  art  good,  and  doest 
good :  teach  me  thy  statutes.  Jer.  x. 
7.  Who  would  not  fear  thee,  0  King 
of  nations  ?  for  to  thee  doth  it  apper- 
tain :  forasmuch  as  among  all  the  wise 
men  of  the  nations,  and  in  all  their 
kingdoms,  there  is  none  like  unto 
thee.  Ps.  xxxi.  23.  0  love  the  Lord, 
all  5^6  his  saints:  for  the  Lord  pre- 
serveth  the  faithful,  and  plentifully 
rewardeth  the  proud  doer.  Ps.  xviii. 
3.  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  who  is 
worthy  to  be  praised:  so  shall  I  be 
saved  from  mme  enemies.  Rom.  x. 
12.  For  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  Jew  and  the  Greek ;  for  the  same 
Lord  over  all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call 
ujpon  him.  Ps.  Ixii.  8.  Trust  in  him  at  all 
tunes;  ye  people,  pour  out  your  heart 
before  him:  God  is  a  refuge  for  us. 
Josh.  xxiv.  14.  Now  therefore  fear  the 
Lord,  and  serve  him  in  sincerity  and 
in  truth :  and  put  away  the  gods 
which  your  fathers  served  on  the 
other  side  of  the  flood,  and  in  Egypt ; 
and  serve  ye  the  Lord.  Mark  xii.  33. 
And  to  love  him  with  all  the  heart, 
and  with  all  the  understanding,  ana 


with  all  the  soul,  and  with  all  the 
strength,  and  to  love  his  neighbour 
as  himself,  is  more  than  all  whole 
burnt -offerings  and  sacrifices. 

^  Deut.  xii.  32.  What  thing  soever 
I  commaaid  you,  observe  to  do  it :  thou 
shalt  not  add  thereto,  nor  diminish 
from  it.  Matt.  xv.  9.  But  in  vain  they 
do  woi-ship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines 
the  commandments  of  men.  Acts  xvii. 
25.  Neither  is  worshipped  with  men's 
hands,  as  though  he  needed  anything, 
seeing  he  giveth  to  all  life,  and  breath, 
and  all  things.  Matt.  iv.  9.  And  saith 
unto  hiin.  All  these  things  will  I  give 
thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down  and  wor- 
ship me.  Ver.  10.  Then  saith  Jesus 
unto  him.  Get  thee  hence,  Satan:  for 
it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
thou  serve.  [Deut.  xv.  to  the  20th  Verse.'] 
Exod.  XX.  4.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto 
thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  like- 
ness of  any  thing  tliat  is  in  heaven 
above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath, 
or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the 
earth:  Ver.  5.  Thou  shalt  not  bow 
down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them: 
for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fa- 
thers upon  the  children  unto  the  third 
and  fourth  generation  of  them  that 
hate  me;  Ver.  6.  And  shewing  mercy 
unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me, 
and  keejp  my  commandments.  Col.  ii. 
23.  Which  things  have  indeed  a  shew 
of  wisdom  in  will-worship,  and  hu- 
mility, and  neglecting  of  the  body; 
not  in  any  honour  to  the  satisfying  of 
the  flesh. 

II.  °  Matt.  iv.  10.  [See  before  in  let- 
ter b  ]  With  John  v.  23.  That  all  men 
should  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they 
honour  the  Father.  He  that  honour- 
eth  not  the  Son,  honoureth  not  the 
Father  which  hath  sent  him.  And  2 
Cor.  xiii.  14  The  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and 
the  communion  of  the  Holy  Gho^t,  be 
with  you  all.  Amen. 

^  Col.  ii.  18.  Let  no  man  beguile 
you  of  your  reward  in  a  voluntary 
humility,  and  worshipping  of  angel^ 
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and,  since  the  fall,  not  without  a  Mediator  j  nor  in  the  mediation  of 
any  other  but  of  Christ  alone.* 

III.  Prayer,  with  thanksgiving,  being  one  special  part  of  religious 
worship,'  is  by  God  required  of  all  men  \«  and,  that  it  may  be  accept- 
ed, it  is  to  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  Son,^  by  the  help  of  his  Spirit,* 
according  to  his  will,^  with  understanding,  reverence,  humility,  fer- 
vency, faith,  love,  and  perseverance  ;^  and,  if  vocal,  in  a  known  tongue.™ 


intruding  into  those  things  which  ho 
hath  not  seen,  vainly  puffed  up  by  his 
fleshly  mind.  Rev.  xix.  10.  And  1  fell 
at  liis  feet  to  worship  him.  And  ho 
said  xmto  me,  See  thou  do  it  not;  I  am 
thy  fellow-servant,  and  of  thy  breth- 
ren that  have  the  testimony  of  Jesus: 
worship  God:  for  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy.  Rom. 
i.  25.  Who  changed  the  truth  of  God 
into  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and  served 
the  creature  more  than  the  Creator, 
who  is  blessed  for  ever.    Amen. 

°  John  xiv.  6.  Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the 
life :  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father, 
but  by  me.  1  Tim.  ii.  6.  For  there  is 
one  God,  and  one  mediator  between 
God  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus. 
Eph.  ii.  18.  For  through  him  we  both 
have  access  by  one  Spirit  unto  the 
Father.  Col.  iii.  17.  And  whatsoever 
ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks 
to  God  and  the  Father  by  him. 

III.  ^  Phil.  iv.  6.  Be  careful  for  no- 
thing :  but  in  every  thing  by  prayer 
and  supplication,  with  thankf^giving, 
let  yom*  requests  be  made  known  un- 
to God. 

8  Ps.  Lxv.  2.  0  thou  that  hearest 
prayer,  unto  thee  shall  all  flesh  come. 

^  John  xiv.  13.  And  whatsoever  ye 
shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do, 
that  the  Father  may  be  glorified  in 
the  Son.  Ver.  14.  If  ye  shall  ask  any 
thing  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it.  1  Pet. 
ii.  b.  Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are 
built  up  a  spiritual  house,  an  holy 
]^riesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sacri- 
lices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus 
Christ. 

^  Rom.  viii.  26.  Likewise  the  Spirit 
also  helpeth  om*  infirmities:  for  we 
know  not  what  we  should  pray  for  as 
we  ought;  but  the  Spirit  itself  mak- 
eth  intercession  for  us  with  groanings 
which  cannot  be  uttered. 

^  1  John  V.  14.  And  this  is  the  con- 
fidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that,  if 
we  ask  any  thing  according  to  his 
wiU,  he  heareth  us. 


*  Ps.  xlvii.  7.  For  God  is  the  King 
of  all  the  earth :  sing  ye  praises  with 
understanding.  Eccl.  v.  1.  Keep  thy 
foot  when  thou  gocst  to  the  house  of 
God^  and  be  more  ready  to  hear  than 
to  give  the  sacrifice  of  fools :  for  they 
consider  not  that  they  do  evil.  Ver.  2. 
Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let 
not  thine  heart  be  hasty  to  utter  any 
thing  before  God  :  for  God  is  in 
heaven,  and  thou  upon  earth ;  there- 
fore let  thy  words  be  few.  Heb.  xiL 
28.  Wherefore,  we  receiving  a  king- 
dom which  cannot  be  moved,  let  us 
have  grace,  whereby  we  may  serve 
God  acceptably  with  reverence  and 
godly  fear.  Gen.  xviii.  27.  And  Abra- 
ham answered  and  said,  Behold  now, 
I  have  taken  upon  me  to  speak  unto 
the  Lord,  which  am  but  dust  and 
ashes.  James  v.  16.  Confess  your  faults 
one  to  another,  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  ye  may  be  healed.  The 
effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous 
man  availeth  much.  James  i.  6.  But 
let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  waver- 
ing: for  he  that  wavereth  is  like  a 
wave  of  the  sea  driven  with  the  wind 
and  tossed.  Ver.  7.  For  let  not  that 
man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any 
thing  of  the  Lord.  Markxi.  24.  There- 
fore I  say  unto  you,  What  things  so- 
ever ye  desire,  when  ye  pray,  believe 
that  ye  receive  them,  and  ye  shall 
have  them.  Matt.  vi.  12.  And  forgive 
us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debt- 
ors.  Ver.  14.  For  if  ye  forgive  men 
their  trespasses,  your  heavenly  Father 
will  also  forgive  you :  Ver.  15.  But  if 
ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses, 
neither  will  your  Father  forgive  yom' 
trespasses.  Col.  iv.  2.  Continue  in 
prayer,  and  watch  in  the  same  with 
thanksgiving.  Eph.  vi.  18.  Praying 
always  with  all  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion m  the  Spirit,  and  watching  there- 
imto  with  all  perseverance  and  sup- 
plication for  all  saints. 

^  1  Cor.  xiv.  14.  For  if  I  pray  in 
an  unknown  tongue,  my  spirit  pray- 
eth,  but  my  understanding  is  un- 
fruitful. 
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IV.  Prayer  is  to  be  made  for  things  lawful,*^  and  for  all  sorts  of  men 
living,  or  that  shall  live  hereafter ;°  but  not  for  the  dead,P  nor  for  those 
ef  whom  it  may  be  knovsoi  that  they  have  sinned  the  sin  unto  death.*" 

V.  The  reading  of  the  scriptures  with  godly  fear;'  the  sound 
preaching,"  and  conscionable  hearing  of  the  word,  in  obedience  unto 
God,  with  understanding,  faith,  and  reverence  ;*  singing  of  psalms  with 
grace  in  the  heart  ;^  as  also  the  due  administration  and  worthy  re- 


IV.  °  [1  John  V.  14.  See  letter  K"] 
0  1  Tim.  ii.  1.  I  exhort  therefore, 
that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers, 
intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be 
made  for  all  men;  Ver.  2.  For  kings, 
and  for  all  that  are  in  authority;  that 
we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life 
in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  John 
xvii.  20.  Neither  pray  I  for  these 
alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall 
believe  on  me  tlirough  their  word. 
2  Sam.  vii.  29.  Therefore  now  let  it 
please  thee  to  bless  the  house  of  thy 
servant,  that  it  may  continue  for  ever 
before  thee:  for  tliou,  0  Lord  God, 
hast  spoken  it :  and  with  thy  blessing 
let  the  house  of  thy  servant  be  blessed 
for  ever.  Ruth  iv.  12.  And  let  thy 
house  be  like  the  house  of  Pharez, 
whom  Tamar  bare  unto  Judah,  of  the 
seed  which  the  Lord  shall  give  thee  of 
this  yoimg  woman. 

p  2  Sam.  xii.  21.  Then  said  his  ser- 
vants unto  him,  What  thing  is  tliis 
that  thou  hast  done  ?  Thou  didst  fast 
and  weep  for  the  child,  while  it  was 
alive ;  but  when  the  child  was  dead, 
thou  didst  rise  and  eat  bread.  Ver.  22. 
And  he  said.  While  the  child  was  yet 
alive,  I  fasted  and  wept:  for  I  said.  Who 
can  tell  whether  God  will  be  gracious 
to  me,  that  the  child  may  live  ?  Ver. 
23.  But  now  he  is  dead,  wherefore 
should  I  fast  ?  can  I  bring  him  back 
again  ?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall 
not  return  to  me.  With  Luke  xvi.  25. 
But  Abraham  said,  Son,  remember 
that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  receivedst 
thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Lazarus 
evil  things ;  but  now  he  is  comforted, 
and  thou  art  tormented.  Ver.  26.  And 
besides  all  this,  between  us  and  you 
there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed :  so  that  they 
which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
cannot ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us, 
that  would  come  from  thence.  Rev.  xiv. 
13.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven 
saying  unto  me^  Write,  Blessed  are  the 
dead  which  die  m  the  Lord  from  hence- 
forth :  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they 
may  rest  from  their  labours;  and 
their  works  do  follow  them. 


9  1  John  V.  16.  If  any  man  see  his 
brother  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  unto 
death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall  give 
him  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto 
death.  There  is  a  sin  unto  death :  I 
do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 

V.  "■  Acts  XV.  21.  For  Moses  of  old 
time  hath  in  every  city  them  that 
preach  him,  being  read  m  the  syna- 

fogues  every  sabbath-day.  Rev.  i.  3. 
Ilessed  is  he  that  readeth,  and  they 
that  hear  the  words  of  this  prophecy, 
and  keep  those  things  which  are 
written  therein:  for  the  time  is  at 
hand. 

^  2  Tim.  iv.  2.  Preach  the  word ;  be 
instant  in  season,  out  of  season ;  re- 
prove, rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long- 
siifFering  and  doctrine. 

*  James  i.  22.  But  be  ye  doers  of 
the  word,  and  not  hearers  only,  de^ 
ceiving  your  own  selves.  Acts  x.  33. 
Immediately  therefore  I  sent  to  thee ; 
and  thou  hast  well  done  that  thou  art 
come.  Now  therefore  are  we  all  here 
present  before  God,  to  hear  all  things 
that  are  commanded  thee  of  God. 
Matt.  xiii.  19.  When  anyone  heareth 
the  word  of  the  kingdom,  and  under- 
standeth  it  not,  then  cometh  the 
wicked  one,  and  catcheth  away  tliat 
which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  This 
is  he  which  received  seed  by  the  way- 
side. Heb.  iv.  2.  For  unto  us  was 
the  gospel  preached,  as  well  as  unto 
them :  but  the  word  preached  did  not 
profit  them,  not  being  mixed  with 
faith  in  tliem  that  heard  it.  Isa.  Ixvi. 
2.  For  all  those  things  hath  mine  hand 
made,  and  all  those  things  have  been, 
saith  the  Lord :  but  to  this  man  will 
I  look,  even  to  him  that  is  poor,  and 
of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at 
my  word. 

^  Col.  iii.  16.  Let  the  word  of  Christ 
dwell  in  you  richly  in  all  wisdom; 
teaching  and  admonishing  one  an- 
other in  psalms,  and  hymns,  and  spi- 
ritual songs,  singing  with  grace  in 
your  hearts  to  the  Loi'd.  Eph.  v.  19. 
Speaking  to  yourselves  in  psalms,  and 
hymns,  and  spiritual  songs,  singing 
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ceiving  of  the  sacraments  instituted  by  Christ;  are  all  parts  of  the 
ordinary  religious  worship  of  God:^  besides  religious  oaths''  and 
tows/  solemn  fastings,'  and  thanksgivings  upon  special  occasions,* 
which  are,  in  their  several  times  and  seasons,  to  be  used  in  a  holy  and 
religious  manner.^ 

VI.  Neither  prayer,  nor  any  other  part  of  religious  worship,  is,  now  un- 
der the  gospel,  either  tied  unto,  or  made  more  acceptable  by,  any  place  in 
which  it  is  performed,  or  towards  which  it  is  directed ;"  but  God  is  to  be 
worshipped  everywhere^  in  spirit  and  in  truth;®  as  in  private  families' 


and  making  melody  in  your  heart  to 
the  Lord.  James  v.  13.  Is  any  among 
you  atHicted?  let  him  pray.  Is  any 
merry  ?  let  bim  sing  psalms. 

^  IVIatt.  xxviii.  19.  Uo  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  [1  Cor. 
xi.  23.  to  verse  29.]  Acts  ii.  42.  And 
they  continued  steadfastly  in  theapos- 
tles'  doctrine  and  fellow.ship,  and  in 
breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

X  Deut.  vi.  13.  Thou  shalt  fear  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  serve  Inm,  and 
Bhalt  swear  by  his  name.  With  Neh. 
X.  29.  They  clave  to  their  brethren, 
their  nobles,  and  entered  into  a  curse, 
and  into  an  oath,  to  walk  in  God's 
law,  which  was  given  by  Moses  the 
servant  of  God,  and  to  observe  and 
do  all  the  commandments  of  the  Lord 
our  God,  and  his  judgments  and  his 
statutes. 

^  Isa.  xix.  21.  And  the  Lord  shall 
be  known  to  Egj^pt,  and  the  Egyp- 
tians shall  know  the  Lord  in  that  day, 
and  shall  do  sacrifice  and  oblation; 
yea,  they  shall  vow  a  vow  imto  the 
Lord,  and  perform  it.  With  Eccl.  v. 
4.  When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God, 
defer  not  to  pay  it ;  for  he  hath  no 
pleasure  in  fools :  pay  that  which  thou 
hast  vowed.  Ver.  5.  Better  is  it  that 
thou  shouldest  not  vow,  than  that 
thou  shouldest  vow  and  not  pay. 

>*  Joel  ii.  12.  Therefore  also  now, 
saith  the  Lord,  Turn  ye  even  to  me 
with  all  your  heart,  and  with  fasting, 
and  with  weeping,  and  with  mourn- 
ing. Esth.  iv.  10.  Go,  gather  toge- 
ther all  the  Jews  that  are  present  in 
Slmshan,  and  fast  ye  for  me,  and 
neither  eat  nor  drink  three  days, 
night  or  day :  I  also  and  my  maidens 
will  fast  likewise ;  and  so  will  I  go  in 
mito  the  king,  which  is  not  accord- 
ing to  the  law ;  and  if  I  perish,  I  perish. 
Matt.  ix.  15.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
them.  Can  the  children  of  the  bride- 
chamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the  bride- 


groom is  with  them  ?  but  the  days  will 
come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  from  them,  and  then  shall  they 
fast.  1  Cor.  vii.  5.  Defraud  ye  not 
one  the  other,  except  it  be  with  con- 
sent for  a  time,  that  ye  may  give 
yourselves  to  fasting  and  prayer ;  and 
come  together  again,  that  Satan  tempt 
you  not  for  your  incontinency. 

*  [Ps.  cvii.  throughout.]  Esth.  ix.  22. 
As  the  days  wherein  the  Jews  rested 
from  their  enemies,  and  the  month 
which  was  turned  mito  them  from 
sorrow  to  joy,  and  from  mourning 
into  a  good  day;  that  they  should 
make  them  days  of  feasting  and  joy, 
and  of  sending  portions  one  to  an- 
other, and  gifts  to  the  poor. 

I*  Heb.  xii.  28.  Wherefore,  we  re- 
ceiving a  kingdom  which  cannot  be 
moved,  let  us  have  gi'ace,  whereby  wo 
may  serve  God  acceptably  with  re- 
verence and  godly  fear. 

VI.  "  John  iv.  21.  Jesus  saitli  tmto 
her.  Woman,  believe  me,  the  hour 
coraeth,  when  ye  shall  neither  in  this 
mountain,  nor  yet  at  Jerusalem,  wor- 
ship the  Father. 

^  Mai.  i.  11.  For  from  the  rising  of 
the  sun,  even  unto  the  going  down  of 
the  same,  my  name  shall  be  great 
among  the  Gentiles;  and  in  every 
place  incense  shall  be  offered  unto  my 
name,  and  a  pure  oflering:  for  my 
name  shall  be  great  among  the  hea- 
then, saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  1  Tim. 
ii.  8.  I  will  therefore  that  men  pray 
every  where,  lifting  up  holy  hands, 
without  wrath  and  doubting. 

«  John  iv.  23.  But  the  hour  cometh, 
and  now  is,  when  the  true  worship- 
pers shall  worship  the  Father  in  spirit 
and  in  truth :  for  the  Father  seeketh 
such  to  worship  him.  Ver.  24.  God 
is  a  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship 
lum  must  worship  him  in  spirit  and 
in  truth. 

^  Jer.  X.  25.  Pour  out  thy  fury  upon 
the  heathen  that  know  thee  not,  and 
upon  the  families  that  call  not  on  thy 
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daily ,fif  and  in  secret  each  one  by  himself;'*  so  more  solemnly  in  tho 
publick  assemblies,  which  are  not  carelessly  or  wilfully  to  be  neglected 
or  forsaken,  when  God,  by  his  word  or  providence,  calleth  thereunto.^ 
VII.  As  it  is  of  the  law  of  nature,  that,  in  general,  a  due  proportion 
of  time  be  set  apart  for  the  worship  of  God;  so,  in  his  word,  by  a  posi- 
tive, moral,  and  perpetual  commandment,  binding  all  men  in  all  ages, 
he  hath  particularly  appointed  one  day  in  seven  for  a  sabbath,  to  be 
kept  holy  unto  him :  ^  which,  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the 


name :  for  they  have  eaten  up  Jacob, 
and  devoured  him,  and  consumed  him, 
and  have  made  nis  habitation  deso- 
late. Deut.  vi.  6.  And  theee  words, 
which  I  command  thee  this  day,  shall 
be  in  thine  heart;  Ver.  7.  And  thou 
slialt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy 
children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when 
thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when 
thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest 
up.  Job  i.  5.  And  it  was  so,  when 
the  days  of  their  feasting  were  gone 
about,  that  Job  sent  and  sanctified 
them,  and  rose  up  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  offered  burnt-offerings  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  them  aU: 
for  Job  said.  It  may  be  that  my  sons 
have  sinned,  and  cursed  God  in  their 
hearts.  Thus  did  Job  continually. 
2  Sam.  vi.  18.  And  as  soon  as  David 
had  made  an  end  of  offering  bumt- 
offerings  and  peace-offerings,  he  bless- 
ed the  people  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts.  Ver.  20.  Then  David  returned 
toblesshishousehold.  1  Pet,  iii.  7.  Like- 
wise, ye  husbands,  dwell  with  them 
according  to  knowledge,  giving  honour 
imto  the  wife,  as  unto  the  weaker 
vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  together  of 
the  grace  of  life ;  that  your  prayers 
be  not  hindered.  Acts  x.  2.  A  devout 
man,  and  one  that  feared  God  with  all 
his  house,  which  gave  much  alms  to 
the  people,  and  prayed  to  God  alway. 

e  Matt.  vi.  11.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread. 

^  Matt.  vi.  6.  But  thou,  when  thou 
prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet ;  and, 
when  thou  hast  shut  thy  door,  pray 
to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret;  and 
thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret, 
shall  reward  thee  openly.  Eph.  vi. 
18.  Praying  always  with  all  prayer 
and  supplication  in  the  Spirit,  and 
watching  thereunto  with  all  perse- 
verance and  supplication  for  all  saints. 

*  Isa.  Ivi.  6.  Also  the  sons  of  the 
stranger,  that  join  themselves  to  the 
Lord,  to  serve  him,  and  to  love  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  to  be  his  servants, 


every  one  that  keepeth  the  sabbath 
from  polluting  it,  and  taketh  hold  of 
my  covenant ;  Ver.  7.  Even  them  will 
I  bring  to  my  holy  mountain,  and 
make  them  joyful  in  my  house  of 
prajrer :  their  burnt-offerings  and  their 
sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  upon  mine 
altar;  for  mine  house  shall  be  called 
an  house  of  prayer  for  all  people.  Heb. 
X.  25.  Not  forsaking  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  togetherj  as  the  manner  of 
some  is;  but  exhortmg  one  another:  and 
so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  ap- 
proaching. Prov.  i.  20.  Wisdom  crieth 
without;  she  uttereth  her  voice  in 
the  streets :  Ver.  21.  She  crieth  in  the 
chief  place  of  concourse,  in  the  open- 
ings of  the  gates:  in  the  city  slie 
uttereth  her  words,  saying,  Ver.  24. 
Because  I  have  called,  and  ye  refused : 
I  have  stretched  out  my  hand,  and  no 
man  regarded.    Prov.  viii.  34.  Bless- 
ed is  the  man  that  heareth  me,  watch- 
ing daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at  the 
posts  of  my  doors.     Acts  xiii.  42. 
And  when  the  Jews  were  gone  out  of 
the  synagogue,  the  Gentiles  besought 
that  these  words  might  be  preached 
to  them  the  next  sabbath.    Luke  iv. 
16.  And  he  came  to  Nazareth,  where 
he  had  been  brought  up :  and,  as  his 
custom  was,  he  went  into  the  syna- 
gogue on  the  sabbath-day,  and  stood 
up  for  to  read.    Acts  ii.  42.  And  they 
continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles' 
doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  break- 
ing of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

VII.  ^  Exod.  XX.  8,  Remember  tho 
sabbath-day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Ver.  10. 
But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of 
the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not 
do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  thy  man-servant,  nor  thy 
maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy 
stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates :  Ver. 
11.  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  hea- 
ven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in 
them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day: 
wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  sab- 
bath-day, and  hallowed  it.  Isa.  Ivi.  2. 
Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  this,  and 
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resurrection  of  Christ,  was  the  last  day  of  the  week ;  and,  from  the 
resurrection  of  Christ,  was  changed  into  the  first  day  of  the  weeV 
which  in  scripture  is  called  the  Lord's  Day,"*  and  is  to  be  continued  to 
the  end  of  the  world,  as  the  Christian  Sabbath. ° 

VIII.  This  sabbath  is  then  kept  holy  unto  the  Lord,  when  men,  after 
a  due  preparing  of  their  hearts,  and  ordering  of  their  common  affairs 
before-hand,  do  not  only  observe  an  holy  rest  all  the  day  from  their 
own  works,  words,  and  thoughts  about  their  worldly  employments  and 
recreations;"  but  also  are  taken  up  the  whole  time  in  the  publick  and 


the  son  of  man  that  laycth  hold  on  it ; 
that  kcepeth  tlie  sabbath  from  pollut- 
ing it,  and  kecpcth  his  hand  from  do- 
ing any  evil.  V  er.  4.  For  thus  saith  the 
Lord  unto  the  eunuchs  that  keep  my 
sabbaths,  and  choose  the  things  that 
please  me,  and  take  hold  of  my  cove- 
nant.   Ver.  6,  7.  [See  in  letter  ».] 

'  Gen.  ii.  2.  And  on  the  seventli  day 
God  ended  his  work  which  he  had 
made;  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh 
day  from  all  his  work  which  he  had 
made.  Ver.  3.  And  God  blessed  the 
eeventh  day,  and  sanctified  it ;  be- 
cause that  in  it  he  had  rested  from  all 
his  work  which  God  created  and  made. 
1  Cor.xvi.  1.  Now  concerning  the  col- 
lection for  the  saints,  as  I  have  given 
order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia,  even 
so  do  ye.  Ver.  2.  Upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay 
by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  pros- 
pered him,  that  there  be  no  gatlicr- 
mgs  when  I  come.  Acts  xx.  7.  And 
upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when 
the  disciples  came  together  to  break 
bread,  Paul  preached  imto  them,  ready 
to  depart  on  the  morrow,  and  con- 
tinned  his  speech  until  midnight. 

^  Hev.  i.  10.  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on 
the  Lord's  day,  and  heard  behind  me 
a  gi'eat  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet. 

"  Exod.  XX.  8, 10.  [See  letter  K}  With 
Matt.  V.  17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come 
to  destroy  the  law  or  the  prophets : 
I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  ful- 
fil. Ver.  18.  For  verily  I  say  unto 
you.  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one 
jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass 
from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled. 

VIIL  0  Exod.  XX.  8.  [See  letter  K] 
Exod.  xvi.  23.  And  he  said  imto  them, 
This  is  that  which  the  Lord  hath  said, 
To-morrow  is  the  rest  of  the  holy 
sabbath  imto  the  Lord;  bake  that 
which  ye  will  bake  to-day,  and  seethe 
that  ye  will  seethe;  and  that  which 
remaineth  over  lay  up  for  you,  to  be 
kept  imtil  the  morning.  Ver.  26.  And 
Moses  said,  Eat  that  to-day;  for  to-day 


is  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord :  to-day  ye 
shall  not  find  it  in  the  field.  Ver.  26. 
Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on 
the  seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath, 
in  it  there  shall  be  none.  Ver.  29.  See, 
for  that  the  Lord  hath  ^iven  you  the 
sabbath,  therefore  he  givcth  you  on 
the  sixth  day  the  bread  of  two  days : 
abide  ye  every  man  in  his  place ;  let 
no  man  go  out  of  his  place  on  the 
seventh  day.  Ver.  30.  So  the  people 
rested  on  the  seventh  day.  Exod.  xxxi. 
15.  Six  days  may  work  be  done ;  but 
in  the  seventh  is  the  sabbath  of  rest, 
holy  to  the  Lord:  whosoever  doeth 
any  work  in  the  sabbath-day,  he  shall 
sm-ely  be  put  to  death,  ver.  16. 
Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel  shall 
keep  the  sabbath,  to  observe  the  sab- 
bath throughout  their  generations,  for 
a  perpetual  covenant.  Ver.  17.  It  is 
a  sign  between  me  and  the  children 
of  Israel  for  ever :  for  in  six  days  the 
Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  on 
the  seventh  day  he  rested,  and  was 
refreshed.  Isa.  Iviii.  13.  If  thou  turn 
away  thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  from 
doing  thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day ; 
and  call  the  sabbath  a  delight,  the 
holy  of  the  Lord,  honom-able ;  and 
shalt  honour  him,  not  doing  thine  own 
ways,  nor  fijiding  thine  own  pleasure, 
nor  speaking  thine  own  words.  Neh. 
xiii.  15.  In  those  days  saw  I  in  Judah 
some  treading  wine-presses  on  the 
sabbath,  and  bringing  in  sheaves,  and 
lading  asses ;  as  also  wine,  grapes,  and 
figs,  and  all  manner  of  burdens,  which 
they  brought  into  Jerusalem  on  the 
sabbath-day:  and  I  testified  against 
them  in  the  day  wherein  they  sold 
victuals.  Ver.  16.  There  dwelt  men 
of  Tyre  also  therein,  which  brought 
fish,  and  all  manner  of  ware,  and  sold 
on  the  sabbath  imto  the  children  of 
Judah,  and  in  Jerusalem.  Ver.  17. 
Then  I  contended  with  the  nobles  of 
Judah,  and  said  unto  them.  What  evil 
thing  is  this  that  ye  do,  and  profane 
the  sabbath-day?    Ver.  18.  Did  not 
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private  exercises  of  his  worship,  and  in  the  duties  of  necessity  and 
mercy.* 


CHAP.  XXn.— 0/  lawful  Oaths  and  Vcms, 

I.    A    LAWFUL  oath  is  a  part  of  religious  worship,*  wherein,  upon 
xjL  just  occasion,  the  person  swearing  solemnly  calleth  God  to  wit- 
ness what  he  asserteth  or  promiseth ;  and  to  judge  him  according  to 
the  truth  or  falsehood  of  what  he  sweareth.^ 

II.  The  name  of  God  only  is  that  by  which  men  ought  to  swear,  and 
therein  it  is  to  be  used  with  all  holy  fear  and  reverence;*  therefoije  to 
swear  vainly  or  rashly  by  that  glorious  and  dreadful  name,  or  to  swear 
at  all  by  any  other  thing,  is  sinful,  and  to  be  abhorred.*  Yet  as,  in 
matters  of  weight  and  moment,  an  oath  is  warranted  by  the  word  of 
God  under  the  New  Testament,  as  well  as  under  the  Old;*  so  a  law- 


your  fathers  thus,  and  did  not  our 
God  bring  all  this  evil  upon  us,  and 
upon  this  city?  yet  ye  bring  more 
wrath  upon  Israel,  by  profaning  the 
sabbath.  Ver.  19.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that,  when  the  gates  of  Jerusa- 
lem began  to  be  dark  before  the  sab- 
bath, I  commanded  that  the  gates 
should  be  shut,  and  charged  that  they 
should  not  be  opened  till  after  the 
sabbath;  and  some  of  my  servants  set 
I  at  the  gates,  that  there  should  no 
burden  be  brought  in  on  the  sabbath- 
day.  Ver.  21.  Then  I  testified  against 
them,  and  said  unto  them,  Why  lodge 
ye  about  the  wall  ?  if  ye  do  so  again, 
I  will  lay  hands  on  you.  From  that 
time  forth  came  they  no  more  on  the 
sabbath.  Ver.  22.  And  I  commanded 
the  Lcvites,  that  they  should  cleanse 
themselves,  and  that  tl^y  should  come 
and  keep  the  gates,  TO  sanctify  the 
sabbath,  day.  ^  Remember  me,  0  my 
God,  concerning  this  also,  and  spare 
mo  according  to  the  greatness  of  thy 
mercy. 

p  Isa.  Iviii.  13.  [Seein  Utter °.  Matt, 
xii.  1.  to  the  13th  Verse.'\ 

I.  a  Deut.  X.  20.  Thou  shalt  fear  the 
Lord  thy  God;  him  shalt  thou  serve, 
and  to  him  shalt  thou  cleave,  and 
swear  by  his  name. 

^  Exod.  XX.  7.  Thou  shalt  not  take 
the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain : 
for  the  liord  will  not  hold  him  guilt- 
less that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 
Lev.  xix.  12.  And  ye  shall  not  swear 
by  my  name  falsely,  neither  shalt  thou 
profane  the  name  of  thy  God :  I  am 
the  Lord.  2  Cor.  i.  23.  Moreover,  I  call 
God  for  a  record  upon  my  soul,  that 


to  spare  you  I  came  not  as  yet  unto 
Corinth.  2  Chron.  vi.  22.  If  a  man 
sin  against  his  neighbour,  and  an  oath 
be  laid  upon  him  to  make  him  swear, 
and  the  oath  come  before  thine  altar 
in  this  house :  Ver.  23.  Then  hear  thou 
from  heaven,  and  do,  and  judge  thy 
servants,  by  requiting  the  wicked,  by 
recompensing  his  way  upon  his  own 
head ;  and  by  justifying  the  righteous, 
by  giving  him  according  to  his  right- 
eousness. 

IL  0  Deut.  vi.  13.  Thou  shalt  fear 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  serve  him,  and 
shalt  swear  by  his  name. 

•*  Exod.  XX.  7.  {See  letter  ^]  Jer.  v.  7. 
How  shall  I  pardon  thee  for  this  ?  thy 
cliildren  have  forsaken  me,  and  sworn 
by  them  that  are  no  gods :  when  I  had 
fed  them  to  the  full,  they  then  com- 
mitted adultery,  and  assembled  them- 
selves by  troops  in  the  harlots'  houses. 
Matt.  V.  34  But  I  s:iy  unto  you,  Swear 
not  at  all:  neitlier  by  heaven;  for  it 
is  God's  throne.  Ver.  37.  But  let  your 
communication  be.  Yea,  yea ;  Kay, 
nay:  for  whatsoever  is  more  than 
these  Cometh  of  evil.  James  v.  12. 
But  above  all  things,  my  brethren, 
swear  not ;  neither  by  heaven,  neither 
by  the  earth,  neither  by  any  other 
oath:  but  let  your  yea  be  yea;  and 
your  nay,  nay;  lest  ye  fall  mto  con- 
demnation. 

«  Heb.  vi.  16.  For  men  verily  swear 
by  the  greater :  and  an  oath  for  con- 
firmation is  to  them  an  end  of  all 
strife.  2  Cor.  i.  23.  [See  letter  \]  Isa. 
Ixv.  16.  That  he  who  blesseth  hunseif 
in  the  earth,  shall  bless  himself  in  the 
God  of  truth;  and  he  that  sweareth 
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ful  oath,  being  imposed  by  lawful  authority,  in  such  matters,  ought  to 
be  taken.' 

III.  Whosoever  taketh  an  oath,  ought  duly  to  consider  the  weighti- 
ncss  of  so  solemn  an  act,  and  therein  to  avouch  nothing  but  what  ho 
is  fully  persuaded  is  the  truth. «  Neither  may  any  man  bind  himself 
by  oath  to  any  thing  but  what  is  good  and  just,  and  what  he  believeth 
so  to  be,  and  what  he  is  able  and  resolved  to  perform.^  Yet  it  is  a  sin 
to  refuse  an  oath  touching  any  thing  that  is  good  and  just,  being  im- 
posed by  lawful  authority.' 

IV.  An  oath  is  to  be  taken  in  the  plain  and  common  sense  of  the 


in  the  earth,  shall  swear  by  the  God 
of  truth ;  because  the  former  troubles 
are  forgotten,  and  because  they  are 
hid  from  mine  eyes. 

^1  Kings  viii.  31.  If  any  man  tres- 
pass against  his  neighbour,  and  an 
oath  be  laid  upon  him  to  cause  him  to 
swear,  and  the  oath  come  before  thine 
altar  in  this  house.  ^  Neh.  xiii.  25. 
And  I  contended  with  them,  and 
cursed  them,  and  smote_  certain  of 
them,  and  plucked  otf  their  hair,  and 
made  them  swear  by  God,  saying,  Ye 
shall  not  give  yom*  daughters  unto 
their  sons,  nor  take  their  daughters 
ante  your  sons,  or  for  yourselves. 
Ezra  X.  5.  Then  arose  Ezra,  and  made 
the  chief  priests,  the  Levites,  and  all 
Israel,  to  swear  that  they  should  do 
according  to  this  word :  and  they 
sware. 

in.  sExod.  XX.  7.  [See  letter^']  Jer. 
iv.  2.  And  thou  shalt  swear,  The  Lord 
liveth,  in  truth,  in  judgment,  and  in 
righteousness;  and  the  nations  shall 
bless  themselves  in  him,  and  in  him 
shall  they  glory. 

^  Gen.  xxiv.  2.  And  Abraham  said 
unto  his  eldest  servant  of  his  house, 
that  ruled  over  all  that  he  had,  Put, 
I  pray  thee,  thy  hand  under  my  thigh ; 
Ver.  3.  And  I  will  make  thee  swear 
by  the  Lord,  the  God  of  heaven,  and 
the  God  of  the  earth,  that  thou  shalt 
not  take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among 
whom  1  dwell.  Ver.  5.  And  the  servant 
said  unto  him,  Perad venture  the  wo- 
man will  not  be  willing  to  follow  me 
unto  this  land  :  must  I  needs  bring 
thy  son  agaia  unto  the  land  from 
whence  thou  earnest?  Ver.  6.  And 
Abraham  said  imto  him.  Beware  thou 
that  thou  bring  not  my  son  thither 
again.  Ver.  8.  And  if  the  woman  will 
not  be  willing  to  follow  thee,  then  thou 
shalt  be  clear  from  this  my  oath :  only 
bring  not  my  son  thither  again.  Ver. 


9.  And  the  servant  put  his  hand 
under  the  thigh  of  Abraham  his  mas- 
ter, and  sware  to  him  concerning 
that  matter. 

*  Numb.  v.  19.  And  the  priest  shall 
charge  her  by  an  oath,  and  say  unto 
the  woman,  If  no  man  have  lain  with 
thee,  and  if  thou  hast  not  gone  aside 
to  imcleanness  with  another  instead 
of  thy  husband,  be  thou  free  from 
this  bitter  water  that  causeth  the 
curse.  Ver.  21.  Then  the  priest  shall 
charge  the  woman  with  an  oath  of 
cursing;  and  the  piiest  shall  say  unto 
the  woman,  The  Lord  make  thee  a 
curse  and  an  oath  among  thy  people, 
when  the  Lord  doth  make  thy  thigh 
to  rot,  and  thy  belly  to  swell.  Neh. 
V.  12.  Then  said  they,  We  will  re- 
store them,  and  will  require  nothing 
of  them ;  so  will  we  do  as  tliou  sayest. 
Then  I  called  the  priests,  and  took  an 
oath  of  them,  that  they  should  do 
according  to  this  promise.  Exod.  xxii. 
7.  If  a  man  shall  deliver  unto  his 
neighbour  money  or  stuff  to  keep, 
and  it  be  stolen  out  of  the  man's 
house ;  if  the  thief  be  found,  let  him 
pay  double.  Ver.  8.  If  the  thief  be 
not  found,  then  the  master  of  the 
house  shall  be  brought  unto  the  judges, 
to  see  whether  he  have  put  his  hand 
unto  his  neighbour's  goods.  Ver.  9. 
For  an  manner  of  trespass,  whether 
it  be  for  ox,  for  ass,  for  sheep,  for 
raiment,  or  for  any  manner  of  lost 
thing,  which  another  challengeth  to 
be  his,  the  cause  of  both  parties  shall 
come  before  the  judges;  and  whom 
the  judges  shall  condemn,  he  shall 
pay  double  unto  his  neighbour.  Ver. 
10.  If  a  man  deliver  unto  his  neigh- 
bour an  ass,  or  an  ox,  or  a  sheep,  or 
any  beast,  to  keep,  and  it  die,  or  be 
hurt,  or  driven  away,  no  man  seeing 
it:  Ver.  11.  Then  shall  an  oath  of 
the  Lord  be  between  them  both,  that 
he  hath  not  put  his  hand  unto  his 
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words,  without  equivocation  or  mental  reservation.^  It  cannot  oblige 
to  sin ;  but  in  any  thing  not  sinful,  being  taken,  it  binds  to  perform- 
ance, although  to  a  man's  own  hurt;*  nor  is  it  to  be  violated,  although 
made  to  hereticks  or  infidels.™ 

V.  A  vow  is  of  the  like  nature  with  a  promissory  oath,  and  ought  to 
be  made  with  the  hke  religious  care,  and  to  be  performed  with  the  Uke 
faithfulness." 

VI.  It  is  not  to  be  made  to  any  creature,  but  to  God  alone :  «>  and 


neighbour's  goods;  and  the  owner  of 
it  shall  accept  thereof,  and  he  shall 
not  make  it  good. 

IV.  "^  Jer.  iv.  2.  [See  letter  «.]  Ps. 
icxiv.  4.  He  that  hath  clean  hands, 
and  a  pure  heart ;  who  hath  not  lifted 
up  his  soul  imto  vanity,  nor  sworn 
deceitfully. 

1 1  Sam.  XXV.  22.  So  and  more  also 
do  God  unto  the  enemies  of  David,  if 
I  leave  of  all  that  pertain  to  him,  by 
the  morning-light,  any  that  pisseth 
against  the  wall.  Ver.  32.  AndDavid 
said  to  Abigail,  Blessed  be  the  Lord 
God  of  Israel,  which  sent  thee  this 
day  to  meet  me :  Ver.  33.  And  blessed 
be  thy  advice,  and  blessed  be  thou, 
which  has  kept  me  this  day  from 
coming  to  shed  blood,  and  from  aveng- 
ing myself  with  mine  own  hand. 
Ver.  34.  For  in  very  deed,  as  the 
Lord  God  of  Israel  liveth,  which  hath 
kept  nue  back  from  hurting  thee,  ex- 
cept thou  hadst  hasted  and  come  to 
meet  me,  surely  there  had  not  been 
left  unto  Nabal,  by  the  morning-light, 
any  that  pisseth  against  the  wall.  Ps. 
XV.  4.  In  whose  eyes  a  vile  person  is 
contemned;  but  he  honom-eth  them 
that  fear  the  Lord:  he  that  sweareth 
to  his  own  hurt,  and  changeth  not. 

^  Ezek.  xvii.  16.  As  I  live,  saith  the 
Lord  God,  surely  in  the  place  where 
the  king  dwelleth  that  made  him  king, 
whose  oath  he  despised,  and  whose 
covenant  he  brake,  even  with  him  in 
the  midst  of  Babylon  he  shall  die. 
Ver.  18.  Seeing  he  despised  the  oath 
by  breaking  the  covenant,  when,  lo, 
he  had  given  his  hand,  and  hath  done 
all  these  things,  he  shall  not  escape. 
Ver.  19.  Therefore  thus  saith  the 
Lord  God,  As  I  live,  surely  mine  oath 
that  he  hath  despised,  and  my  cove- 
nant that  he  hath  broken,  even  it 
will  I  recompense  upon  his  own  head. 
Josh.  ix.  18.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  smote  them  not,  because  the 
princes  of  the  congregation  had  sworn 
ninto  them  by  the  Lord  God  of  Israel. 
And  aU  the  congregation  murmured 


against  the  princes.  Ver.  19.  But  all 
the  princes  said  unto  all  the  congre- 
gation, We  have  sworn  unto  them  by 
the  Lord  God  of  Israel :  now  there- 
fore we  may  not  touch  them.  With  2 
Sam.  xxi.  1.  Then  there  was  a  famine 
in  the  days  of  David  three  years,  year 
after  year ;  and  David  enquired  of  the 
Lord.  And  the  Lord  answered,  It  is 
for  Saul,  and  for  his  bloody  house, 
because  he  slew  the  Gibeonites. 

V.  °  Isa.  xix.  21.  And  the  Lord 
shall  be  known  to  Egypt,  and  the 
Egyptians  shall  know  theLord  in  that 
day,  and  shall  do  sacrifice  and  obla- 
tion ;  yea,  they  shall  vow  a  vow  unto 
the  Lord,  and  perform  it.  Eccl.  v.  4 
When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God, 
defer  not  to  pay  it;  for  he  hath  no 

Eleasure  in  fools :  pay  that  which  thou 
ast  vowed.  Ver.  6.  Better  is  it  that 
thou  shouldest  not  vow,  than  that 
thou  shouldest  vow  and  not  pay. 
Ver.  6.  Sufler  not  thy  mouth  to  cause 
thy  flesh  to  sin;  neither  say  thou  be- 
fore the  angel,  that  it  was  an  error: 
wherefore  should  God  be  angry  at  thy 
voice,  and  destroy  the  work  of  thine 
hands?  Ps.  Lxi.  8.  So  will  I  sing 
praise  unto  thy  name  for  ever,  that  I 
may  daily  perform  my  vows.  Ps. 
Ixvi.  13.  I  wiQ  go  into  thy  house  with 
bmmt-ofierings;  I  will  pay  thee  my 
vows,  Ver.  14.  Which  my  lips  have 
uttered,  and  my  mouth  hath  spoken, 
when  I  was  in  trouble. 

VI.  "  Ps.  Ixxvi.  11.  Vow,  and  pay 
unto  the  Lord  your  God :  let  all  that 
be  roimd  about  him  bring  presents 
unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 
Jer.  xliv.  25.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  saying.  Ye 
and  your  wives  have  both  spoken  with 
your  mouths,  and  fulfilled  with  your 
hand,  saying,  We  will  surely  perform 
our  vows  that  we  have  vowed,  to  burn 
incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and 
to  pour  out  driuK-oflerings  unto  her: 
ye  will  surely  accomplish  your  vowB, 
and  surely  perform  your  vows.  Ver. 
26.  Therefore  hear  ye  the  word  of  the 
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that  it  may  be  accepted,  it  is  to  be  made  voluntarily,  out  of  faith,  and 
conscience  of  duty,  in  way  of  thankfulness  for  mercy  received,  or  for 
tlie  obtaining  of  what  we  want ;  whereby  we  more  strictly  bind  oiir- 
selves  to  necessary  duties,  or  to  other  things,  so  far  and  so  long  as  they 
may  fitly  conduce  thereunto.^ 

VII.  No  man  may  vow  to  do  any  thing  forbidden  in  the  word  of 
God,  or  what  would  hinder  any  duty  therein  commanded,  or  which  is 
not  in  his  power,  and  for  the  performance  whereof  he  hath  no  promise 
of  ability  from  God.*»  In  which  respects.  Popish  monastical  vows  of 
perpetual  single  life,  professed  poverty,  and  regular  obedience,  are  so 
far  from  being  degrees  of  higher  perfection,  that  they  are  superstitious 
and  sinful  snares,  in  which  no  Christian  may  entangle  himself."^ 


Lord,  all  Judah  that  dwell  in  the  land 
of  Egypt;  Behold,  I  have  sworn  by 
by  my  great  name,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  my  name  sliall  no  more  be  named 
in  the  mouth  of  any  man  of  Judah 
in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying,  The 
Lord  God  liveth. 

P  Deut.  xxiii.  21.  When  thou  shalt 
vow  a  vow  imto  the  Lord  thy  God, 
thou  shalt  not  slack  to  pay  it :  for  the 
Lord  thy  God  will  surely  require  it  of 
thee;  and  it  would  be  sin  in  thee. 
Ver.  22.  But  if  thou  shalt  forbear  to 
vow,  it  shall  be  no  sin  in  thee.  Ver. 
23.  That  which  is  gone  out  of  thy  lips 
Ihou  shalt  keep  and  perform ;  even  a 
freewill-offering,  according  as  thou 
hast  vowed  imto  the  Lord  thy  God, 
"which  thou  hast  promised  with  thy 
mouth.  Ps.  1.  14.  Offer  unto  God 
thanksgiving ;  and  pay  thy  vows  unto 
the  Most  High.  Gen.  xxviii.  20.  And 
Jacob  vowed  a  vow,  saying.  If  God 
"will  be  with  me,  and  will  keep  me  in 
tliis  way  that  I  go,  and  will  give  me 
bread  to  eat,  and  raiment  to  put  on, 
Ver.  21.  So  that  I  come  again  to  my 
father's  house  in  peace,  then  shall 
the  Lord  be  my  God :  Ver.  22.  And 
this  stone,  which  I  have  set  for  a  pil- 
lar, shall  be  God's  house :  and  of  all 
that  thou  shalt  give  me,  I  will  surely 
give  the  tenth  unto  thee.  1  Sam.  i. 
11.  And  she  vowed  a  vow,  and  said, 
0  Lord  of  hosts,  if  thou  wilt  indeed 
look  on  the  afldiction  of  thine  hand- 
maid, and  remember  me,  and  not  for- 
get thine  handmaid^  but  wilt  give 
unto  thine  handmaid  a  man-child, 
tlien  I  will  give  him  unto  the  Lord  all 
the  days  of  his  life,  and  there  shall 
no  razor  come  upon  his  head.  Ps. 
Ixvi.  13, 14.  [See  letter  ^]  Ps.  cxxxii. 
2.  How  he  sware  unto  the  Lord,  and 
vowed  unto  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob ; 
Ver.  3.  Surely  I  will  not  come  into 


the  tabernacle  of  my  house,  nor  go 
up  into  my  bed;  Ver.  4.  I  will  not 
give  sleep  to  mine  eyes,  or  slumber  to 
mine  eyelids,  Ver.  6.  Until  I  find 
out  a  place  for  the  Lord,  an  habita- 
tion for  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob. 

VII.  1  Acts  xxiii.  12.  And  when  it 
was  day,  certain  of  the  Jews  band- 
ed together,  and  bound  themselves 
under  a  cui*se,  saying  that  they  would 
neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had 
killed  Paul.  Ver.  14.  And  they  came 
to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  and 
said.  We  have  bound  ourselves  under 
a  great  curse,  that  we  will  eat  no- 
thing until  we  have  slain  Paul.  Llark 
"vi.  26.  And  the  king  was  exceeding 
sorry;  yet  for  his  oath's  sake,  and 
for  their  sakes  which  sat  with  him, 
he  would  not  reject  her.  Numb.  xxx. 
6.  But  if  her  father  disallow  her  in 
the  day  that  he  heareth ;  not  any  of 
her  vows,  or  of  her  bonds  wherewith 
she  hath  boimd  her  soul,  shall  stand; 
and  the  Lord  shall  forgive  her,  be- 
cause her  father  disallowed  lier.  Ver, 
8.  But  if  her  husband  disjillowed  her 
on  the  day  that  he  heard  it ;  then  he 
shall  make  her  vow  which  she  vowed, 
and  that  which  she  uttered  with  her 
lips,  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul, 
of  none  effect ;  and  the  Lord  shall 
forgive  her.  V  er.  12.  But  if  her  hus- 
band hath  utterly  made  them  void  on 
the  day  he  heard  them ;  then  whatso- 
ever proceeded  out  of  her  lips  con- 
cerning her  vows,  or  concerning  the 
bond  of  her  soul,  shall  not  stand: 
her  husband  hath  made  them  void ; 
and  the  Lord  shall  forgive  her.  Ver. 
13.  Every  vow,  and  every  binding 
oath  to  afflict  the  soul,  her  husband 
may  establish  it,  or  her  husband  may 
make  it  void. 

«^Matt.  xix.  11.  But  he  said  unto 
them,  All  men  cannot  receive  this 
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CHAP.  XXm OftJie  Civil  Magistrate. 

I.  /^  OD,  the  supreme  Lotd  and  King  of  all  the  world,  hath  ordained 
\jr  civil  magistrates  to  be  under  him  over  the  people,  for  his  own 
glory,  and  the  publick  good ;  and,  to  this  end,  hath  armed  them  with 
the  power  of  the  sword,  for  the  defence  and  encouragement  of  them 
that  are  good,  and  for  the  punishment  of  evil-doers.* 

n.  It  is  lawful  for  Christians  to  accept  and  execute  the  office  of  a 
magistrate,  when  called  thereunto:*  in  the  managing  whereof,  as  they 
Ought  especially  to  maintain  piety,  justice,  and  peace,  according  to  the 
wholesome  laws  of  each  commonwealth;"  so,  for  that  end,  they  may 
lawfully,  now  under  the  New  Testament,  wage  war  upon  just  and  ne- 
cessary occasions.^ 


Baying,  save  they  to  whom  it  is  given. 
Ver.  12.  For  there  are  some  eimuchs, 
which  were  so  bom  from  their  mo- 
ther's womb ;  and  there  are  some 
exmuchs,  -vrhich  were  made  eimuchs 
of  men;  and  there  be  eunuchs,  which 
have  made  themselves  eunuchs  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven's  sake.  He 
that  is  able  to  receive  it^  let  him  re- 
ceive it.  ,-1  Cor.  vii.  2.  IN evertheless, 
to  avoid  fornication,  let  every  man 
have  his  own  wife,  and  let  every  wo- 
man have  her  own  husband.  V  er.  9. 
But  if  they  cannot  contain,  let  them 
marry :  for  it  is  better  to  marry  than 
to  burn,  Eph.  iv.  28.  Let  him  that 
stole  steal  no  more:  but  rather  let 
him  labour,  working  with  his  hands 
the  thing  which  is  good,  that  he  may 
have  to  give  to  Mm  that  needeth.  1 
Pet.  iv.  2.  That  he  no  longer  should 
live  the  rest  of  his  time  in  the  flesh 
to  the  lusts  of  men,  but  to  the  will  of 
God.  1  Cor.  vii.  23.  Ye  are  bought 
with  a  price :  be  not  ye  the  servants 
of  men. 

I.  *  Rom.  xiii.  1.  Let  every  soul  be 
subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For 
there  is  no  power  but  of  God:  the 
powers  that  be  are  ordained  of  God. 
ver.  2.  "Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the  power,  resisteth  the  ordinance  of 
God;  and  they  that  resist  shall  re- 
ceive to  themselves  damnation.  Ver. 
3.  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  good 
works,  but  to  the  evil.  Wilt  thou  then 
not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  Do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have 
praise  of  the  same :  Ver.  4.  For  he  is 
the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for  good. 
But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be 
afraid;  for  he  beareth  not  the  sword 
in  vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God, 
a  rovenger  to  execute  wrath  upon  him 


that  doeth  evil.  1  Pet.  iL  13.  Submit 
yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man 
for  the  Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to 
the  king,  as  supreme;  Ver.  14.  Or 
unto  governors,  as  unto  them  that  are 
sent  by  him  for  the  punishment  of 
evil-doers,  and  for  the  praise  of  them 
that  do  well. 

II.  *  Prov.  viii.  15.  By  me  kings 
reign,  and  princes  decree  justice.  Ver. 
16.  By  me  princes  rule,  and  nobles, 
even  all  the  judges  of  the  earth.  Rom. 
xiii.  1,  2^  4.  [See  in  letter  *.] 

"  Ps.  ii.  10.  Be  wise  now  therefore, 
0  ye  kings ;  be  instructed,  ye  judges 
of  the  earth.  Ver.  11.  Serve  the  Lord 
with  fear,  and  rejoice  with  trembling. 
Ver.  12.  Kiss  the  Son,  lest  he  be 
angry,  and  ye  perish  from  the  way, 
when  nis  wrath  is  kindled  but  a  little. 
Blessed  are  all  they  that  put  their 
trust  in  him.  1  Tim.  ii.  2.  For  kings, 
and  for  all  that  are  in  authority ;  that 
we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable 
life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  Ps. 
Ixxxii.  3.  Defend  the  poor  and  father- 
less; do  justice  to  the  afflicted  and 
needy.  V  er.  4.  Dehver  the  poor  and 
needy:  rid  them  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  wicked.  2  Sam.  xxiii.  3.  The  God 
of  Israel  said,  the  Rock  of  Israel  spake 
to  me.  He  that  ruleth  over  men  must 
be  just,  ruling  in  the  fear  of  God.  1 
Pet.  ii.  13.  [See  in  letter  *.] 

^Lukciii.  14.  And  the  soldiers  like- 
wise demanded  of  him,  saying.  And 
what  shall  we  do  ?  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither 
accuse  any  falsely;  and  be  content 
with  your  wages.  Rom.  xiii.  4.  [See 
letter  *  ]  Matt.  viii.  9.  For  I  am  a  man 
under  authority,  having  soldiers  im- 
der  me :  and  I  say  to  this  man,  Gt), 
and  he  goeth ;  and  to  another,  Come, 
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m.  The  civil  magistrate  may  not  assume  to  himself  the  administra- 
tion of  the  w)rd  and  sacraments,  or  the  power  of  the  keys  of  the  king- 
dom of  heaven :  °  yet  he  hath  authority,  and  it  is  his  duty,  to  take  order, 
that  unity  and  peace  be  preserved  in  the  church,  that  the  truth  of  God 
be  kept  pure  and  entire,  that  all  blasphemies  and  heresies  be  suppressed, 
all  corruptions  and  abuses  in  worship  and  discipline  prevented  or  re- 
formed, and  all  the  ordinances  of  God  duly  settled,  administered,  and 
observed.'    For  the  better  effecting  whereof,  he  hath  power  to  call 


and  he  cometh;  and  to  my  servant, 
Do  this,  and  lie  doeth  it.  Vcr.  10. 
When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled, 
aiid  said  to  them  that  followed,  Verily 
I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so 

feat  faith,  no,  not  in  Israel.  Acts  x. 
There  was  a  certain  man  in  Cesarca 
called  Cornelius,  a  centurion  of  the 
band  called  the  Italian  baud,  Vcr.  2. 
A  devout  man,  and  one  that  feared 
Grod  with  all  his  house,  which  gave 
much  alms  to  the  people,  and  prayed 
to  God  alway.  Rev,  xvii.  14.  Tliese 
shall  make  war  with  the  Lamb,  and 
the  Lamb  shall  overcome  them:  for 
he  is  Lord  of  lords,  and  King  of 
kings;  and  they  that  are  with  him 
are  called,  and  chosen,  and  faithful. 
Ver.  16.  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou 
gawest  upon  the  beast,  these  shall 
hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her 
desolate  and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her 
flesh,  and  burn  her  with  fire. 

III.  « 2  Chron.  xxvi.  18.  And  they 
withstood  Uzziah  the  king,  and  said 
unto  him,  It  appertaineth  not  imto 
ihce,  Uzziah,  to  burn  incense  unto 
the  Lord,  but  to  the  priests  the  sons 
of  Aaron,  that  are  consecrated  to 
bum  incense :  go  out  of  the  sanctuary; 
for  thou  hast  trespassed :  neither  shall 
it  be  for  thine  honour  from  the  Lord 
tfod.  With  Matt,  xviii.  17.  And  if 
he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it 
Unto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect  to 
hear  the  church,  let  him  be  imto  thee 
as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 
And  Matt.  xvi.  19.  And  I  will  give 
unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  hea- 
ven ;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose 
on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven. 
1  Cor.  xii.  28.  And  God  hath  set  some 
in  the  chm-ch,  first,  apostles;  secon- 
darily, prophets;  thirdly,  teachers; 
after  that  miracles ;  then  gifts  of 
healings,  helps,  governments,  diversi- 
ties of  tongues.  Ver.  29.  Are  all 
apostles  ?  are  all  prc^hets  ?  are  all 
teachers?  are  all  workers  of  mira- 


cles ?  Eph.  iv.  11.  And  he  gave  some, 
apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and 
some,  evangelists ;  and  some,  pastors 
and  teachers;  Ver.  12.  For  the  per- 
fecting of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  1  Cor.  iv.  1.  Let  a 
man  so  account  of  us  as  of  the  mini- 
sters of  Christ,  and  stewards  of  the 
mysteries  of  God.  Ver.  2.  Moreover, 
it  is  required  in  stewards,  that  a  man 
be  found  faithful.  Rom.  x.  15.  And 
how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be 
Bent  ?  as  it  is  written,  How  beaiitiful 
are  the  feet  of  them  that  nreach  the 
gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings 
of  good  things !  Heb.  v.  4  And  no 
man  taketh  this  honour  unto  himself, 
but  he  that  is  called  of  God,  as  was 
Aaron. 

•"Isa.  xlix.  23.  And  kings  shall  be 
thy  nursing-fathers,  and  their  queens 
thy  nursing-mothers :  they  shall  bow 
down  to  thee  with  their  face  toward 
the  earth,  and  lick  up  the  dust  of  thy 
feet ;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am 
the  Lord :  for  they  shall  not  be  asham- 
ed that  wait  for  me.  Ps,  cxxii.  9. 
Because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our 
God  I  will  seek  thy  good.  Ezra  vii. 
23.  Whatsoever  is  commanded  by  the 
God  of  heaven,  let  it  be  diligently 
done  for  the  house  of  the  God  of  hea- 
ven :  for  why  sliould  there  be  wrath 
against  the  realm  of  the  king  and  his 
sons  ?  Ver.  25.  And  thou,  Ezra,  after 
the  wisdom  of  thy  God  that  is  in 
thine  hand,  set  magistrates  and  j  udges, 
which  may  judge  all  the  people  that 
are  beyond  the  river,  all  such  as  know 
the  laws  of  thy  God;  and  teach  ye 
them  that  know  them  not.  Ver.  26. 
And  whosoever  will  not  do  the  law 
of  thy  God,  and  the  law  of  the  king, 
let  judgment  be  executed  speedily 
upon  him,  whether  it  be  imto  death, 
or  to  banishment,  or  to  confiscation 
of  goods,  or  to  imprisonment.  Ver. 
27.  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  our 
fathers,  which  hath  put  such  a  thing 
as  this  in  the  king's  heart,  to  beau- 
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synods,  to  be  present  at  them,  and  to  provide  that  whatsoever  is  trans- 
acted in  them  be  according  to  the  mind  of  God.«f 

IV.  It  is  the  duty  of  people  to  pray  for  magistrates,''  to^onour  their 
persons,'  to  pay  them  tribute  and  other  dues,^  to  obey  their  lawful 


tify  the  house  of  the  Lord  which 
is  m  Jenisalem ;  Ver.  28.  And  hath 
extended  mercy  unto  me  before  the 
king  and  his  counsellors,  and  before 
all  the  king's  mighty  princes:  and  I 
was  strengthened  as  the  hand  of  the 
]jord  my  God  was  upon  me;  and  I 
gathered  together  out  of  Israel  chief 
men  to  go  up  with  me.  Lev.  xxiv,  16. 
And  he  that  blasphemeth  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to 
death,  and  all  the  congregation  shall 
certainly  stone  him  :  as  well  the 
stranger,  as  he  that  is  born  in  the 
land,  when  he  blasphemeth  the  name 
of  the  Lord,  shall  be  put  to  death. 
Deut.  xiii.  6.  And  that  prophet,  or 
that  dreamer  of  dreams,  shall  be  put 
to  death ;  because  he  hath  spoken  to 
turn  you  away  from  the  Lord  your 
God,  which  brought  you  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  and  redeemed  you  out 
of  the  house  of  bondage,  to  thrust 
thee  out  of  the  way  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  commanded  thee  to  walk  in : 
so  shalt  thou  put  the  evil  away  from 
the  midst  of  thee.  Ver.  6.  If  thy 
brother,  the  son  of  thy  mother,  or 
thy  son,  or  thy  daughter,  or  the  wife 
of  thy  bosom,  or  thy  friend,  which  is 
as  thine  own  soul,  entice  thee  secretly, 
saying,  Let  us  go  and  serve  other  gods, 
which  thou  hast  not  known,  thou,  nor 
thy  fathers.  Ver.  12.  If  thou  shalt 
hear  say  in  one  of  thy  cities,  which 
the  Lord  thy  God  hath  given  thee  to 
dwell  there,  saying,  &c.  2  Kings  xviii. 
4.  He  removed  the  high  places,  and 
brake  the  images,  and  cut  down  the 
groves,  and  brake  in  pieces  the  brasen 
serpent  that  Moses  had  made :  for 
unto  those  days  the  children  of  Israel 
did  burn  incense  to  it ;  and  he  called 
it  Nehustan.  [1  Chron.  xiii.  1.  to  the 
nth  verse.  2  Kings  xxiv.  1.  to  the  2Qth 
verse."]  2  Chron.  xxxiv.  33.  And  Jo- 
siah  took  away  all  the  abominations 
out  of  all  the  countries  that  pertained 
to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  made 
all  that  were  present  in  Israel  to  serve, 
even  to  serve  the  Lord  their  God.  And 
all  his  days  they  departed  not  from 
following  the  Lord,  the  God  of  their 
fathers.  2  Chron.  xv.  12.  And  they 
entered  into  a  covenant  to  seek  the 
Lofd  God  of  their  fathers  with  all 


their  heart,  and  with  all  their  soul ; 
Ver.  13.  That  whosoever  would  not 
seek  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  should  be 
put  to  death,  whether  smaU  or  great, 
whether  man  or  woman. 

«  2  Chron.  xix.  8.  Moreover,  in  Je- 
rusalem did  Jehoshaphat  set  of  the 
Levites,  and  of  the  priests,  and  of  the 
chief  of  the  fathers  of  Israel,  for  the 
judgment  of  the  Lord,  and  for  con- 
troversies, when  they  returned  to  Je- 
rusalem. Ver.  9.  And  he  charged 
them,  saying.  Thus  shall  ye  do  in  the 
fear  of  the  Lord,  faithfully,  and  with 
a  perfect  heart.  Ver.  10.  And  what 
cause  soever  shall  come  to  you  of  your 
brethren  that  dwell  in  tneir  cities, 
between  blood  and  blood,  between  law 
and  commandment,  statutes  and  judg- 
ments, ye  shall  even  warn  them  that 
they  trespass  not  against  the  Lord, 
and.  so  wrath  come  upon  you,  and 
upon  your  brethren :  this  do.  and  ye 
shall  not  trespass.  Ver.  11.  And,  be- 
hold, Amarian  the  chief  priest  is  over 
you  in  all  matters  of  the  Lord ;  and 
Zebadiah  the  son  of  Ishmael,  the  ruler 
of  the  house  of  Judah,  for  all  the 
king's  matters:  also  the  Levites  shall 
be  officers  before  you.  Deal  courage- 
ously, and  the  Lord  shall  be  with  the 
good.  [2  Chron.  Chapters  xxix.  and 
XXX.]  Matt.  ii.  4.  And  when  he  had 
gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  of  the  people  together,  he  de- 
manded of  them  where  Christ  should 
be  born.  Ver.  6.  And  they  said  unto 
him.  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea:  for  thus 
it  is  written  by  the  prophet. 

IV.  *»  1  Tim.  ii.  1.  I  exhort  there- 
fore, that,  first  of  all,  supphcations, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of 
thanks,  be  made  for  all  men ;  Ver.  2. 
For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  au- 
thority; that  we  may  lead  a  quiet 
and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and 
honesty. 

*  1  Pet.  ii.  17.  Honour  all  men.  Love 
the  brotherhood.  Fear  God.  Honour 
the  king. 

^  Rom.  xiii.  6.  For,  for  this  cause 
pay  ye  tribute  also :  for  they  are 
God's  ministers,  attending  continu- 
ally  upon  this  very  thing.  Ver.  7. 
Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues: 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due;  cus- 
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commands,  and  to  be  subject  to  tbeir  authority  for  conscience*  sake.* 
Infidelity,  or  difference  in  religion,  doth  not  make  void  the  magistrate's 
just  and  legal  authority,  nor  free  the  people  from  their  due  obedience 
to  him:™  from  which  ecclesiastical  persons  are  not  exempted ;**  much 
less  hath  the  Pope  any  power  or  jurisdiction  over  them  in  their  domi- 
nions, or  over  any  of  their  people ;  and  least  of  all  to  deprive  them  of 
their  dominions  or  lives,  if  he  shall  judge  them  to  be  hereticks,  or  upon 
any  other  pretence  whatsoever.* 


torn  to  whom  custom ;  fear  to  whom 
fear;  honour  to  whom  honour. 

*  Rom.  xiii.  5,  Wherefore  ye  must 
needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath, 
but  also  for  conscience  sake.  Tit.  iii. 
1.  Put  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to 
principalities  and  powers,  to  obey 
magistrates,  to  bo  ready  to  every  good 
work. 

™  1  Pet.  ii.  13.  Submit  yourselves 
to  every  ordinance  of  man  for  the 
Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to  tlie 
king,  as  supreme;  Ver.  14.  Or  unto 
governors,  as  unto  them  that  are  sent 
by  him  for  the  punishment  of  evil- 
doers, and  for  the  praise  of  them  that 
do  well.  Ver.  IG.  As  free,  and  not 
using  your  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  ma- 
liciousness, but  as  the  servants  of 
God. 

°  Rom.  xiii.  1.  Let  every  soul  be 
subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For 
there  is  no  power  but  of  God:  the 
powers  that  be  ai'e  ordained  of  God. 
1  Kings  ii.  35.  And  the  kin^  put 
Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  in  ids 
room  over  the  host;  and  Zadok  the 
priest  did  the  king  put  in  the  room  of 
Abiathar.  Acts  xxv.  9.  But  Festus, 
willing  to  do  the  Jews  a  pleasure,  an- 
swered Paul,  and  said,  Wilt  thou  go 
up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  be  judged 
of  these  things  before  me?  ver.  10. 
Then  said  Paul,  I  stand  at  Cesar's 
judgment-seat,  where  I  ought  to  be 
judged :  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no 
wrong,  as  thou  very  well  knowest. 
Ver.  11.  For  if  I  be  an  offender,  or 
have  committed  any  thing  worthy  of 
death,  I  refuse  not  to  die :  but  if  there 
be  none  of  these  things  whereof  these 
accuse  me,  no  man  may  deliver  me 
unto  them.  I  appeal  unto  Cesar.  2  Pet. 
ii.  1.  But  there  were  false  prophets 
also  among  the  people,  even  as  there 
Bhall  be  false  teachers  among  you, 
who  privily  shall  bring  in  damnable 


heresies,  even  denjring  the  Lord  that 
bought  them,  and  bring  upon  them- 
selves swift  destruction.  Ver.  10.  But 
chiefly  them  that  walk  after  the  flesli 
in  the  lust  of  uncleanness,  and  despise 
government :  presumptuous  are  they, 
self-willed,  they  are  not  afraid  to  speak 
evil  of  dignities :  Ver.  11.  Whereas  an- 
gels, which  are  greater  in  power  and 
might,  bring  not  railing  accusation 
against  thera  before  the  Lord.  Jude, 
ver.  8.  Likewise  also  these  filthy 
dreamers  delile  the  flesh,  despise  do- 
minion, and  speak  evil  of  dimities. 
Ver.  9.  Yet  Michael  the  arcnangel, 
when  contending  with  the  devil,  he 
disputed  about  the  body  of  Moses, 
durst  not  bring  against  him  a  railing 
accusation,  but  said,  The  Lord  rebuke 
thee.  Ver.  10.  But  these  speak  evil 
of  those  things  which  they  know  not ; 
but  what  they  know  naturally,  as 
brute  beasts,  in  those  things  they 
corrupt  themselves.  Ver.  11.  Woe 
unto  them !  for  they  have  gone  in  the 
way  of  Cain,  and  ran  greedily  after 
the  error  of  Balaam  for  reward,  and 
perished  in  the  gainsaying  of  Core. 

*»  2  Thcss.  ii.  4.  Who  opposeth  and 
exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is 
called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped ;  so 
that  he,  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple 
of  God,  shewing  himself  that  he  is 
God.  Rev.  xiii.  15.  And  he  had  power 
to  give  life  imto  the  image  of  the 
beast,  that  the  image  of  the  beast 
should  both  speak,  and  cause  that  as 
many  as  would  not  worship  the  image 
of  the  beast  should  be  killed.  Ver. 
16.  And  he  caused  all,  both  small  and 
great,  rich  and  poor,  free  and  bond, 
to  receive  a  mark  in  their  right  hand- 
or  in  their  foreheads :  Ver.  17.  And 
that  no  man  might  buy  or  sell,  save 
he  that  had  the  mark,  or  the  name 
of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his 
nam©. 
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CHAP.  XXJy.— Of  Marriage  and  Divorce, 

I.  "1 T ARRIAGE  is  to  be  between  one  man  and  one  woman :  neither 
lYL     is  it  lawful  for  any  man  to  have  more  than  one  wife,  nor  foy 
any  woman  to  have  more  than  one  hi^sband  g,t  the  same  time.* 

II.  Marriage  was  ordained  for  the  mutual  help  of  husband  and  wife ;'» 
for  the  increase  of  mankind  with  a  legitimate  issue,  and  of  the  church 
with  an  holy  seed  ;•»  and  for  preventing  of  uncleanness.** 

III.  It  is  lawful  for  all  sorts  of  people  to  marry  who  are  able  with 
judgment  to  give  their  consent :  •  yet  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to 
marry  only  in  the  Lord.'  And  therefore  such  as  profess  the  true 
reformed  religion  should  not  marry  with  infidels.  Papists,  or  other 
idolaters ;  neither  should  such  as  are  godly  be  unequally  yoked,  by 
marrying  with  such  as  are  notoriously  wicked  in  then*  life,  or  maintain 
damnable  h^resies.s^ 


I. »  Gen.  ii.  24.  Therefore  shall  a  man 
leave  liis  father  and  his  mother,  and 
shall  cleave  unto  his  wife;  and  they 
ghall  be  one  flesh.  Matt.  xix.  5.  And 
said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leaVe 
father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave 
to  his  wife :  and  tliey  twain  shall  be 
one  flesh.  Ver.  'C.  W|iereforo  they 
are  no  more  twain,  but  one  flcsli. 
What  therefore  God  hath  joined  to- 

f ether,  let  not  man  put  asunder, 
'rov.  ii.  17.  Which  forsaketh  the 
guide  of  her  youth,  and  forgetteth  the 
covenant  of  her  God. ' 

II.  f  Gen.  ii.  18.  And  the  liord  God 
eaid.  It  is  not  good  that  the  man 
Bhould  be  alone ;  I  will  make  him  an 
help  meet  for  him. 

°  Mai.  ii.  15,  And  did  not  he  make 
one  ?  Yet  had  he  the  residue  of  the 
Sj)irit.  And  wherefore  one  ?  That  he 
might  seek  a  godly  seed.  Therefore 
take  heed  to  your  spirit,  and  let  none 
deal  treacheroiisly  against  the  wife  of 
his  youth. 

^  1  Cor.  vii.  2.  Nevertheless,  to  avoid 
fornication,  let  every  man  have  his 
own  wife,  and  let  every  woman  have 
her  own  husband.  Ver.  9.  But  if  they 
cannot  contain,  let  them  marry :  for 
it  is  better  to  marry  than  to  bum. 

III.  ®  Heb.  xiii.  4.  Marriage  is  hon- 
oui^able  in  all,  and  the  bed  undefiled : 
but  whoremongers  and  adulterers  God 
will  judge.  1  Tim.  iv.  3.  Forbidding 
to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain 
from  meats,  which  God  hath  created 
to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of 
them  which  believe  and  know  the 
truth.  1  Cor.  vii.  36.  But  if  any  man 
think  that  he  behaveth  himself  un- 


comely toward  his  virgin,  if  she  pass 
the  flower  of  her  age,  and  need  so  re- 
quire, let  him  do  what  he  will,  he 
sinneth  not ;  let  them  marry,  ver. 
37.  Nevertheless  he  that  standeth 
stedfast  in  his  heart,  having  no  ne- 
cessity, but  hath  power  over  his  own 
will,  and  hath  so  decreed  in  his  heart 
that  he  will  keep  his  virgin,  doeth 
well.  Ver.  38.  So  then  he  that  giveth 
her  in  marriage  doeth  well;  but  h6 
that  giveth  her  not  in  marriage,  doeth 
better.  Gen.  xxiv.  57.  And  they  said, 
We  will  call  the  damsel,  and  inquire 
at  her  mouth.  Ver.  58.  And  they 
called  Rebekah,  and  said  unto  her, 
Wilt  thou  go  with  this  man  ?  And 
she  said,  I  will  go. 

'  1  Cor,  vii.  39,  The  wife  is  bound 
by  the  law  as  long  as  her  husband 
liveth;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead, 
she  is  at  libertjr  to  be  married  to  Whom 
she  will ;  only  in  the  Lord. 

8  Gen.  xxxiv.  14.  And  they  said 
unto  them,  We  cannot  do  this  thing, 
to  give  our  sister  to  one  that  is  uncir- 
cumcised;  for  that  were  a  reproach 
imto  us.  Exod.  xxxiv.  16.  And  thou 
take  of  their  daughters  unto  thy  sons, 
and  their  daughters  go  a  whoring 
after  their  gods,  and  make  thy  sons 
go  a  whoring  after  their  gods.  Deut. 
vii.  3.  Neither  shalt  tliou  make  mar- 
riages with  them;  thy  daughter  thou 
shalt  not  give  imto  nis  son,  nor  his 
daughter  shalt  thou  take  unto  thy 
son.  Ver.  4.  For  they  will  turn  away 
thy  son  from  following  me,  that  they 
may  serve  other  gods;  so  will  the 
anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against 
you,  and  destroy  thee  suddenly.     1 
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rV.  Marriage  ought  not  to  be  within  the  degrees  of  consangmnity 
or  affinity  forbidden  in  the  word;^  nor  can  such  incestuous  marriage^ 
ever  be  made  lawful  by  any  law  of  man,  or  consent  of  parties,  so  as 
those  persons  may  live  together  as  man  and  ^vife.'  The  man  may  not 
marry  any  of  his  wife's  kindred  nearer  in  blood  than  he  may  of  his 
own,  nor  the  woman  of  her  husband's  kindred  nearer  in  blood  than  of 
her  own.^ 

V.  Adultery  or  fornication  committed  after  a  contract,  being  de- 
tected before  marriage,  giveth  just  occasion  to  the  innocent  party  to 
dissolve  that  contract.'     In  the  case  of  adultery  after  marriage,  it  is 


Kings  xi.  4.  For  it  came  to  i)ass,  -when 
Solomon  was  old,  that  his  ■wives  turn- 
ed away  his  heart  after  other  gods : 
and  his  heart  was  not  perfect  with 
the  Lord  his  God,  as  was  the  heart  of 
David  his  father.  Neh.  xiii.  25.  And 
I  contended  with  them,  and  cursed 
them,  and  smote  certain  of  them,  and 
plucked  oflf  their  hair,  and  made  them 
swear  by  God,  saying.  Ye  shall  not 
give  your  daughters  uuto  their  sons, 
nor  take  their  daughters  unto  your 
sons,  or  for  yourselves.  Ver.  26.  Did 
not  Solomon  king  of  Israel  sin  by 
these  things  ?  yet  among  many  nations 
was  there  no  king  like  him,  who  was 
beloved  of  his  God,  and  God  made 
him  king  over  all  Israel:  neverthe- 
less even  him  did  outlandish  women 
cause  to  sin.  Ver,  27.  Shall  we  then 
hearken  unto  you  to  do  all  this  great 
evil,  to  transgress  against  our  God  in 
manning  strange  wives  ?  Mai.  ii.  11. 
Judan  hath  dealt  treacherously,  and 
an  abomination  is  committed  in  Israel 
and  in  Jei-usalem:  for  Judah  hath 
profaned  the  holiness  of  the  Lord 
which  he  loved,  and  liath  married  the 
daughter  of  a  strange  god.  Ver.  12. 
The  Lord  will  cut  off  the  man  that 
dosth  this,  the  master  and  the  scholar, 
out  of  the  tabernacles  of  Jacob,  and 
him  that  oflereth  an  offering  unto 
the  Lord  of  hosts.  2  Cor.  vi.  14.  Be 
ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with 
unbelievers :  for  what  fellowsliip  hath 
righteousness  with  imrighteousness  ? 
and  what  communion  hath  light  with 
darkness  ? 

IV.  ^  [Lev.  Chapter  xviii.]  1  Cor.  v. 
1.  It  is  reported  commonly  that  there 
is  fornication  among  you,  and  such 
fornication  as  is  not  so  much  as  named 
among  the  Gentiles,  that  one  should 
have  his  father's  wife.  Amos  ii.  7. 
That  pant  after  the  dust  of  the  earth 
on  the  head  of  the  poor,  and  turn 
aside  the  way  of  the  meek :  and  a  man 


and  his  father  wiU  go  in  unto  the 
same  maid,  to  profane  my  holy  name. 

^Mark  vi.  18.  For  John  had  said 
unto  Herod,  It  is  not  lawful  for  thee 
to  have  thy  brother's  wife.  Lev.  xviii. 
24.  Defile  not  ye  ;^ourselve3  in  any  of 
these  things :  for  in  all  these  the  na- 
tions  are  defiled  which  I  cast  out  be.. 
i'oro  you.  Ver.  25.  And  the  land  la 
defiled :  therefore  I  do  visit  the  ini- 
quity thereof  upon  it,  and  the  land 
itself  vomiteth  out  her  inhabitants. 
Ver.  26.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my 
statutes  and  my  judgments,  and  shaU 
not  commit  any  of  these  abomina- 
tions ;  neither  any  of  your  own  na- 
tion, nor  any  stranger  that  sojourneth 
among  you ;  Ver.  27.  (For  all  these 
abominations  have  the  men  of  the 
land  done  which  were  before  you,  and 
the  land  is  defiled;)  Ver.  28.  That  the 
land  spue  not  you  out  also,  when  ye 
defile  it,  as  it  spued  out  the  nations 
that  were  before  you. 

^  Lev.  XX.  19.  And  thou  shalt  not 
uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy  mother's 
sister,  nor  of  thy  father's  sister;  for 
he  xmcovereth  his  near  kin:  they  shall 
bear  their  iniquity.  Ver.  20.  And  if 
a  man  shall  lie  with  his  uncle's  wife, 
he  hath  imcovered  his  uncle's  naked- 
ness :  they  shall  bear  their  sin ;  they 
shall  die  childless.  Ver.  21.  And  if 
a  man  shall  take  his  brother's  wife,  it 
is  an  unclean  thing;  he  hath  uncover- 
ed  his  brother's  nakedness :  they  shall 
be  childless. 

V.  1  Matt.  i.  18.  Now  the  birth  of 
Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise :  When 
as  his  mother  Mai^y  was  espoused  to 
Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she 
was  foimd  with  child  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Ver.  19.  Then  Joseph  hei 
husband,  being  a  just  man,  and  not 
willing  to  make  her  a  publick  example, 
was  minded  to  put  her  away  privily. 
Ver.  20.  But  while  he  thought  on 
these  things,  behold,  the  angel  of  the 
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lawful  for  the  innocent  party  to  sue  out  a  divorce,"  and,  after  the 
divorce,  to  marry  another,  as  if  the  offending  party  were  dead." 

VI.  Although  the  corruption  of  man  be  such  as  is  apt  to  study  argu- 
ments, unduly  to  put  asunder  those  whom  God  hath  joined  together 
in  marriage ;  yet  nothing  but  adultery,  or  such  wilful  desertion  as  can 
no  way  be  remedied  by  the  church  or  civil  magistrate,  is  cause  suffi- 
cient of  dissolving  the  bond  of  marriage:**  wherein  a  publick  and 
orderly  course  of  proceeding  is  to  be  observed,  and  the  persons  concern- 
ed in  it  not  left  to  their  own  wills  and  discretion  in  their  own  case.? 


CHAP.  XXV.— 0/eA«awrcA. 

I.  npHE  catholick  or  universal  church,  which  is  invisible,  consists  of 
jL   the  whole  number  of  the  elect  that  have  been,  are,  or  shall  be 
gathered  into  one,  under  Christ  the  head  thereof;  and  is  the  spouse, 
the  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  filleth  all  in  all.* 


Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream, 
saying,  Joseph,  thou  son  of  David, 
fear  not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy 
wife :  for  that  which  is  conceived  in 
her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

™Matt.  V.  31.  It  hath  been  said, 
Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
let  him  ^ve  her  a  writing  of  divorce- 
ment :  ver.  32.  But  I  say  imto  you, 
That  whosoever  shall  put  away  his 
wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornica- 
tion, causeth  her  to  commit  adultery : 
and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is 
divorced  committeth  adultery. 

"^  Matt.  xix.  9.  And  I  say  unto  you. 
Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
except  it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall 
marry  another,  committeth  adultery; 
and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put 
away  doth  commit  adultery.  Rom. 
vii.  2.  For  the  woman  which  hath  an 
husband  is  bound  by  the  law  to  her 
husband  so  long  as  he  liveth :  but  if 
the  husband  be  dead,  she  is  loosed 
from  the  law  of  her  husband.  Ver.  3. 
So  then  if,  while  her  husband  liveth, 
she  be  married  to  another  man,  she 
shall  be  called  an  adulteress :  but  if 
her  husband  be  dead,  she  is  free  from 
that  law ;  so  that  she  is  no  adulteress, 
though  she  be  married  to  another 
man. 

VI.  0  Matt.  xix.  8.  He  saith  tmto 
them,  Moses,  because  of  the  hardness 
of  your  hearts,  suffered  you  to  put 
away  your  wives:  but  from  the  oe- 
ginning  it  was  not  so.  Ver.  9.  [See 
letter «».]  1  Cor.  vii.  15.  But  if  the 
xmbelieving  depart,  let  him  depart. 


A  brother  or  a  sister  is  not  imder 
bondage  in  such  cases :  but  God  hath 
called  us  to  peace.  Matt.  xix.  6.  Where- 
fore they  are  no  more  twain,  but  one 
flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath  join- 
ed together,  let  not  man  put  asunder. 

P  Deut.  xxiv.  1.  When  a  man  hath 
taken  a  wife,  and  married  her,  and  it 
come  to  pass  that  she  find  no  favour 
in  his  eyes,  because  he  hath  found 
some  uncleanness  in  her ;  then  let  him 
write  her  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and 
give  it  in  her  hand,  and  send  her  out 
of  his  house.  Ver.  2.  And  when  she 
is  departed  out  of  his  house,  she  may 
go  and  be  another  man's  wife.  Ver.  3. 
And  if  the  latter  husband  hate  her, 
and  write  her  a  biU  of  divorcement, 
and  giveth  it  in  her  hand,  and  sendeth 
her  out  of  his  house ;  or  if  the  latter 
husband  die,  which  took  her  to  be  his 
wife:  Ver.  4.  Her  former  husband, 
which  sent  her  away,  may  not  take 
her  again  to  be  his  wife,  after  that 
she  is  defiled;  for  that  is  abomination 
before  the  Lord :  and  thou  shalt  not 
cause  the  land  to  sin,  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inheri- 
tance. 

I.  »  Eph.  i.  10.  That,  in  the  dispen- 
sation of  the  fulness  of  times,  he  might 
gather  together  in  one  all  things  in 
Christ,  both  which  are  in  heaven,  and 
which  are  on  earth,  even  in  him.  Ver. 
22.  And  hath  put  all  things  under  his 
feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  the  head  over 
all  things  to  the  church,  Ver.  23. 
Which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him 
that  filleth  all  in  aU.    Eph.  v.  23.  For 
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II.  The  visible  church,  -which  is  also  catholick  or  universal  under  the 
gospel,  (not  confined  to  one  nation,  as  before  under  the  law,)  consists 
of  all  those  throughout  the  world  that  profess  the  true  religion,^  to- 
gether with  their  children;"  and  is  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,^  the  house  and  family  of  God,*  out  of  which  there  is  no  ordi- 
nary possibility  of  salvation.' 

III.  Unto  this  catholick  visible  church  Christ  hath  given  the  minis- 


the  husband  is  the  head  of  the  wife, 
even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the 
church ;  and  he  is  the  saviour  of  the 
body.  Ver.  27.  That  he  might  pre- 
sent it  to  himself  a  glorious  church, 
not  having  spot,  or  -vfrmkle,  or  any 
such  thing ;  but  that  it  should  be  holy, 
and  without  blemish.  Ver.  32,  This 
is  a  great  mystery :  but  I  speak  con- 
cerning Chi'ist  and  the  church.  Col.  i. 
18.  And  he  is  the  head  of  the  body,  the 
church;  who  is  the  beginning,  the  first- 
born from  the  dead ;  that  in  all  things 
he  might  have  the  pre-eminence. 

XL  ^  1  Cor.  i.  2.  Unto  the  church  of 
God  which  is  at  Corinth,  to  them  that 
arc  sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus,  called 
to  be  saints,  with  all  that  in  every 
place  call  upon  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord,  both  theirs  and  ours. 
1  Cor.  xii.  12.  For  as  the  body  is  one, 
and  hath  many  members,  and  all  the 
members  of  that  one  body,  being 
many,  are  one  body ;  so  also  is  Christ. 
Ver.  13.  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all 
baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we 
be  Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be 
bond  or  free ;  and  have  been  all  made 
to  di'ink  into  one  Spirit.  Ps.  ii.  8. 
Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the 
heathen  for  thine  inheritance,  and  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession.  Rev.  vii.  9.  After  this  I 
beheld,  and,  lo,  a  great  multitude, 
which  no  man  could  number,  of  all 
nations,  and  kindreds,  and  people, 
and  tongues,  stood  before  the  throne, 
and  before  the  Lamb,  clothed  with 
white  robes,  and  palms  in  their  hands. 
Rom.  XV.  9.  And  that  the  Gentiles 
might  glorify  God  for  his  merw;  as 
it  is  written,  For  this  cause  I  will 
confess  to  thee  among  the  Gentiles, 
and  sing  imto  thy  name.  Ver.  10. 
And  again  he  saith,  Rejoice,  ye  Gen- 
tiles, with  his  people.  Ver.  11.  And 
again.  Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  Gen- 
tiles; and  laud  him,  all  ye  people. 
Ver.  12.  And  again  Esaias  saith.  There 
shall  be  a  root  of  Jesse,  and  he  that 
shall  rise  to  reign  over  the  Gentiles; 
in  him  shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 


"  1  Cor.  vii.  14.  For  the  unbelieving 
husband  is  sanctified  by  the  wife,  and 
the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by 
the  husband :  else  were  your  children 
unclean ;  but  now  are  they  holy.  Acts 
ii.  39.  For  the  promise  is  unto  you, 
and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that 
are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  call.  Ezek.  xvi.  20. 
Moreover,  thou  hast  taken  thy  sons 
and  thy  daughters,  whom  thou  hast 
bom  imto  me,  and  these  hast  thou  sa- 
crificed unto  them  to  be  devoured.  Is 
this  of  thy  whoredoms  a  small  matter, 
Ver.  21.  That  thou  hast  slain  my 
children,  and  delivered  them  to  cause 
them  to  pass  through  the  fire  for 
them  ?  Rom.  xi.  16.  For  if  the  first- 
fruit  be  holy,  the  lump  is  also  holy; 
and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are  the 
branches.  Gen.  iii.  15.  And  I  will 
put  enmity  between  thee  and  the 
woman,  and  between  thy  seed  and 
her  seed :  it  shall  bruise  thy  head, 
and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel.  Gen. 
xvii.  7.  And  I  will  establish  my  cove- 
nant between  me  and  thee,  and  thy 
seed  after  thee,  in  their  generations, 
for  an  everlasting  covenant,  to  be  a 
God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after 
thee. 

^  Matt.  xiii.  47.  Again,  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of 
every  kind.  Isa.  ix.  7.  Of  the  increase 
of  his  government  and  peace  there 
shall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of 
David,  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  order 
it,  and  to  establish  it  with  judgment 
and  with  justice  from  henceforth  even 
for  ever.  The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts 
wiUperform  this. 

•  Eph.  ii.  19.  Now  therefore  ye  are 
no  more  strangers  and  foreigners,  but 
fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of 
the  household  of  God.  Eph.  iii.  15. 
Of  whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven 
and  earth  is  named. 

^  Acts  ii.  47.  Praising  God,  and  hav- 
ing  favour  with  all  the  people.  And 
the  Lord  added  to  the  church  daily 
such  as  should  be  saved. 
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try,  oracles,  and  ordinances  of  God,  for  the  gathering  and  perfecting 
of  the  saints  in  this  life,  to  the  end  of  the  wprld ;  and  doth  ])y  his  own 
presence  and  Spirit,  according  to  his  promise,  make  them  effectual 
thereunto.  *f 

IV.  This  cathoUck  church  hath  been  sometimes  more,  sometimes 
less  visible.^  And  particular  churches,  which  are  members  thereof, 
are  more  or  less  pure,  according  as  the  doctrine  of  the  gospel  is  taught 
and  embraced,  ordinances  administered,  and  publick  worship  performed 
more  or  less  purely  in  them.^ 

V.  The  purest  churches  under  heaven  are  subject  both  to  mixture 
and  error  ',^  and  some  have  so  degenerated  as  to  become  no  churches 
of    Christ,  but   synagogues  of    Satan.^      Nevertheless,  there    shall 


III.  « 1  Cor.  xii.  28.  And  God  hath 
set  some  in  the  church,  first,  apostles ; 
secondarily,  prophets ;  thirdly,  teach- 
ers ;  after  that  miracles ;  then  gifts  of 
healings,  helps,  governments,  diversi- 
ties of  tongues.  Eph.  iv.  11.  And  he 
gave  some,  apostles;  and  some,  pro- 
phets; and  some,  evangelists;  and 
some,  pastors  and  teachers;  Ver.  12, 
For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  for 
the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edi- 
fj;mg  of  the  body  of  Chnst:  Ver.  13. 
Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the 
faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son 
of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness 
of  Christ.  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ; 
Ver.  20.  Teaclung  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen. 
Isa.  lix.  21.  As  for  me,  this  is  my 
covenant  with  them,  saith  the  Lord ; 
My  Spirit  that  is  upon  thee,  and  my 
words  which  I  have  put  in  thy  mouth, 
shall  not  depart  out  of  thy  mouth,  nor 
out  of  the  mouth  of  thy  seed,  nor  out 
of  the  month  of  thy  seed's  seed,  saith 
the  Lord  J:rom  henceforth  and  for  ever. 

IV.  ^  Kom.  xi.  3.  Lord,  they  have 
killed  thy  prophets,  and  digged  down 
thine  altars;  and  I  am  left  alone,  and 
they  seek  my  life.  Ver.  4.  But  what 
saith  the  answer  of  God  unto  him  ?  I 
have  reserved  to  myself  seven  thou- 
sand men,  who  have  not  bowed  the 
knee  to  the  image  of  Baal.  Rev.  xii. 
6.  And  the  woman  fled  into  the  wil- 
derness, where  she  hath  a  place  pre- 
pared of  God,  that  they  should  feed 
Iier  there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and 
threescore  days.  Ver.  14.  And  to  the 
woman  were  given  two  wings  of  a 


great  eagle,  that  she  might  fly  into  the 
wilderness,  into  her  place,  where  she 
is  nourished  for  a  time,  and  tunes, 
and  half  a  time,  from  the  face  of  the 
serpent. 

'  [Rev.  Chapters  ii.  and  iii.  through' 
out.}  1  Cor.  V.  6.  Your  glorying  ia 
not  good.  Know  ye  not  that  a  little 
leaven  leaveneth  the  whole  lump? 
Ver  7.  Purge  out  therefore  the  old 
leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump, 
as  ye  are  imleavened.  For  even  Christ 
our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us. 

V.  '^  1  Cor.  xiii.  12.  For  now  we  see 
through  a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face 
to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then 
shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known. 
[Rev.  Chapters  ii.  anc?  iii.]  Matt.  xiii. 
24-30.  Another  parable  put  he  forth 
unto  them,  saying.  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  wliich 
sowed  good  seed  in  his  field;  but 
while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and 
sowed  tares  among  the  wheat,  and 
went  his  way.  But  when  the  blade 
was  sprung  up,  and  brought  forth 
fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also, 
&c.  Ver.  47.  Again,  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  Hke  unto  a  net,  that  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  gathered  of 
every  kind. 

^  Rev.  xviii.  2.  And  he  cried  mightily 
with  a  strong  voice,  saying,  Babylon 
the  great  is  fallen,  is  fallen,  and  is  be- 
come the  habitation  of  devils,  and  the 
hold  of  every  foul  spirit,  and  a  cage  of 
every  unclean  and  hateful  bird.  Rom. 
xi.  18.  Boast  not  against  the  branches : 
but  if  thou  boast,  thou  bearest  not  the 
root,  but  the  root  thee:  Ver.  19. 
Thou  wilt  say  then.  The  branches 
were  broken  oif,  that  I  might  be  graf- 
fed  in.  Ver.  20.  Well;  because  of 
unbelief  they  were  broken  oflf,  and 
thou  standest  by  faith.  Be  not  high- 
minded,  but  fear :  Ver  21.  For  if  God 
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be  always  a  church   on  earth   to   worship    God  according   to  his 

will.*" 

VI.  There  is  no  other  head  of  the  church  but  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ :°  nor  can  the  Pope  of  Rome  in  any  sense  be  head  thereof; 
but  is  that  antichrist,  that  man  of  sin,  and  son  of  perdition,  that  ex- 
alteth  himself  in  the  church  against  Christ,  and  all  that  is  called  (^od." 


CHAP.  XXYI. — Of  Communion  of  Saints. 


I. 


ALL  saints  that  are  united  to  Jesus  Christ  their  head  by  his  Spirit, 
and  by  faith,  have  fellowship  with  him  in  his  graces,  sufferings, 
death,  resurrection,  and  glory.*     And  being  united  to  one  another  in 


spared  not  the  natural  branches,  take 
heed  lest  he  also  spare  not  thee.  Ver. 
22.  Behold  therefore  the  goodness  and 
severity  of  God :  on  them  which  fell, 
severity;  but  toward  thee,  goodness, 
if  thou  continue  in  his  goodness; 
otherwise  thou  also  shalt  be  cut  off. 

"^  Matt.  xvi.  18.  And  I  say  also  un- 
to thecj  That  thou  art  Peter,  and 
upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church ; 
and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.  Ps.  bcxii.  17.  His  name 
shall  endure  for  ever :  his  name  shall 
be  continued  as  long  as  the  sun ;  and 
men  shall  be  blessed  in  him :  all  na- 
tions sliall  call  him  blessed.  Ps.  cii. 
28.  The  children  of  thy  servants  shall 
continue,  and  their  seed  shall  be  esta- 
blished before  thee.  Matt,  xxviii.  19, 
20.     [See  in  letter  e.] 

VI. ""  Col.  i.  18.  And  he  is  the  head 
of  the  body,  the  church ;  who  is  the 
beginning,  the  first-born  from  the 
dead ;  that  in  all  things  he  might 
have  the  pre-eminence.  Eph.  i.  22. 
And  hath  put  all  things  under  his 
feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  tlie  head  over 
all  things  to  the  church. 

0  Matt,  xxiii.  8.  But  be  not  ye  called 
Rabbi :  for  one  is  your  Master,  even 
Christ ;  and  all  ye  are  brethren.  Ver. 
9.  And  call  no  man  your  father  upon 
the  earth:  for  one  is  your  Father, 
which  is  in  heaven.  Ver.  10.  Neither 
be  ye  called  masters:  for  one  is  your 
Master,  even  Christ.  2  Thess.  li.  3. 
Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any  means : 
for  that  day  shall  not  come,  except 
there  come  a  falling  away  first,  and 
that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of 
perdition;  Ver.  4.  Who  opposeth  and 
exalteth  himself  above  all  that  is 
called  God,  or  that  is  worshipped ;  so 


that  he,  as  God,  sitteth  in  the  temple 
of  God,  shewing  himself  that  he  is 
God.  Ver.  8.  And  then  shall  that 
Wicked  be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord 
shall  consume  with  the  spirit  of  his 
mouth,  and  shall  destroy  with  the 
brightness  of  his  coming:  Ver.  9. 
Even  him,  whose  coming  is  after  the 
working  of  Satan,  with  all  power,  and 
signs,  and  lying  wonders.  Rev.  xiii. 
C.  And  he  opened  his  mouth  in  blas- 
phemy against  God,  to  blaspheme  his 
name,  and  his  tabernacle,  and  them 
that  dwell  in  heaven. 

I.  *  1  John  i.  3.  That  wliich  we  have 
seen  and  heard  declare  we  unto  you, 
that  ye  also  may  have  fellowship  with 
us :  and  truly  our  fellowship  is  with 
the  Father,  and  with  his  Son  Jesus 
Clirist.  Eph.  iii.  16.  That  he  would 
grant  you,  according  to  the  riches  of 
his  glory,  to  be  strengthened  with 
might  by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner  man; 
Ver.  17.  That  Christ  may  dwell  in 
your  hearts  by  faith ;  that  ye,  being 
rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  Ver.  18. 
May  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all 
saints  what  is  the  breadth,  and  length, 
and  depth,  and  height;  Ver.  19.  And 
to  know  the  love  of  Christ,  which 
passeth  knowledge,  that  ye  might  be 
filled  with  all  the  fulness  of  God. 
John  i.  16.  And  of  his  fulness  have  all 
we  received,  and  grace  for  grace.  Eph. 
ii.  5.  Even  when  w^e  were  dead  in  sins, 
hath  quickened  us  together  with 
Christ ;  (by  grace  ye  are  saved ;)  Ver. 
6.  And  hath  i*aised  us  up  together,  and 
made  us  git  together  in  heavenly  places 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Phil.  iii.  10.  That  I 
may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  his 
resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  his 
sufferings,  being  made  conformable

love,  they  have  communion  in  each  other's  gifts  and  graces;^  and  are 
obliged  to  the  performance  of  such  duties,  publick  and  private,  as  do 
conduce  to  their  mutual  good,  both  in  the  inward  and  outward  man," 
II.  Saints,  by  profession,  are  bound  to  maintain  an  holy  fellowship 
and  communion  in  the  worship  of  God,  and  in  performing  such  other 
spiritual  services  as  tend  to  their  mutual  edification;**  as  also  in  re- 
Heving  each  other  in  outward  things,  according  to  their  several  abili- 
ties and  necessities.  Which  communion,  as  God  oifereth  opportunity, 
is  to  be  extended  unto  all  those  who  in  every  place  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  •

have  been  planted  together  in  the 
likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also 
in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection: 
Ver.  6.  Knowing  this,  that  our  old 
man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that 
henceforth  we  should  not  serve  sin. 
2  Tim.  ii.  12.  If  we  suffer,  we  shall 
also  reign  with  him :  if  we  deny  him, 
he  also  will  deny  us. 

*>Eph.  iv.  15.  But,  speaking  the 
truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into  him 
in  all  tilings,  which  is  the  head,  even 
Christ:  Ver.  16.  From  whom  the 
whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and 
compacted  by  that  which  every  joint 
suppliethj  according  to  the  effectual 
working  m  the  measure  of  every  part, 
maketh  increase  of  the  body,  unto  the 
edifying  of  itself  in  love.  1  Cor.  xii. 
7.  But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spi- 
rit is  given  to  every  man  to  profit 
withal.  1  Cor.  iii.  21.  Therefore  let 
no  man  glory  in  men :  for  all  things 
are  yours;  ver.  22.  Whether  Paul,  or 
Apollos,  or  Cephas,  or  the  world,  or 
life,  or  death,  or  things  present,  or 
things  to  come;  all  are  yours;  Ver. 
23.  And  ye  are  Christ's ;  and  Christ 
is  God's.  Col.  ii.  19.  And  not  holding 
the  head,  from  which  all  the  body  by 
joints  and  bands  having  nourishment 
ministeredj  and  knit  together,  in- 
creaseth  with  the  increase  of  God. 

«'  1  Thess.  V.  11.  Wherefore  comfort 
yourselves  together,  and  edify  one  an- 
other, even  as  also  ye  do.  Ver.  14. 
Now  we  exliort  you,  brethren,  warn 
them  that  are  imruly,  comfort  the 
feeble-minded,  support  the  weak,  be 
patient  toward  all  men.  Rom.  i.  11. 
For  I  long  to  see  you,  that  I  may  im- 
part unto  you  some  spiritual  gift,  to 
the  end  ye  may  be  established;  Ver. 
12.  That  is,  that  I  may  be  comforted 
together  with  you,  by  the  mutual  faith 
both  of  you  and  me.  Ver.  14.  I  am 
debtor  both  to  the  Greeks  and  to  the 


Barbarians,  both  to  the  wise  and  to  the 
unwise.  1  John  iii.  16.  Hereby  per- 
ceive we  the  love  of  God,  because  he 
laid  down  his  life  for  us :  and  we  ought 
to  lay  down  our  lives  for  the  brethren. 
Ver.  17.  But  whoso  hath  this  world's 
good,  and  seeth  his  brother  have  need, 
and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compas- 
sion from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love 
of  God  in  Mm?  Ver.  18.  My  little 
children,  let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither 
in  ton^e;  but  in  deed,  and  in  truth. 
Gal.  vi.  10.  As  we  have  therefore  op- 
portunity, let  us  do  good  unto  all  men, 
especially  imto  them  who  are  of  the 
household  of  faith. 

II.  d  Heb.  X.  24.  And  let  us  consider 
one  another,  to  provoke  unto  love,  and 
to  good  works :  Ver  25.  Not  forsaking 
the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 
as  the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  exhort- 
ing one  another:  and  so  much  the 
more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 
Acts  ii.  42.  And  they  contmued  stead- 
fastly in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and 
fellowship,  and  m  breaking  of  bread, 
and  in  prayers.  Ver.  46.  And  they, 
continmng  daily  with  one  accord  in 
the  temple,  and  breaking  bread  from 
house  to  house,  did  eat  their  meat 
with  gladness  and  singleness  of  heart. 
Isa.  ii.  3.  And  many  people  shall  go 
and  say.  Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to 
the  mountain  or  the  Lord,  to  the  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob;  and  he  will 
teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will  walk 
in  his  paths :  for  out  of  Zion  shall  go 
forth  the  law,  and  the  word  of  the 
Lord  from  Jerusalem.  1  Cor.  xi.  20. 
When  ye  come  together  therefore  into 
one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the  Lord's 
supper. 

And  all  that  believed 
were  together,  and  had  all  things  com- 
mon; ver  45.  And  sold  their  posses- 
sions and  goods,  and  parted  them  to 
all  men,  as  evenr  man  had  need.  1

Cfiapters  viii.  and  ix.]    Acts  xi.  29. 
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III.  This  communion  which  the  saints  have  with  Christ,  doth  not 
make  them  in  any  wise  partakers  of  the  substance  of  his  Godhead,  or 
to  be  equal  with  Christ  in  any  respect :  either  of  which  to  affirm  is 
impious  and  blasphemous.'  Nor  doth  their  communion  one  with  an- 
other, as  saints,  take  away  or  infringe  the  title  or  property  which  each 
man  hath  in  his  goods  and  possessions. » 


CHAP.  XXYU.—.Of  the  Sacraments. 

I.  QACRAMENTS  are  holy  signs  and  seals  of  the  covenant  of  grace,* 

O     immediately  instituted  by  God,''  to  represent  Christ  and  his 

benefits,  and  to  confirm  our  interest  in  him;'  as  also  to  put  a  visible 

more:  but  rather  let  him  labour, 
working  with  his  hands  the  tiling 
which  is  good,  that  he  may  have  to 
give  to  him  that  needeth.  Acts  v.  4. 
Wliiles  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine 
own  ?  and  after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not 
in  thine  own  power  ?  why  hast  thou 
conceived  this  thing  in  thine  heart  ? 
thou  hast  not  lied  xmto  men,  but  imto 
God. 

I.  »  Rom.  iv.  11.  And  he  received 
the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had  yet  being  uncircumcised :  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not  circmn- 
ciscd;  that  righteousness  might  be 
imputed  unto  them  also.  Gen.  xvii.  7. 
And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  be- 
tween me  and  thee,  and  thy  seed  after 
thee,  in  their  generations,  for  an  ever- 
lasting covenant,  to  be  a  God  unto 
thee,  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee.  Ver. 
10.     [See  below  in  letter  ^.] 

^  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  1  Cor. 
xi.  23.  For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord 
that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you. 
That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread. 

<*  1  Cor.  X.  16.  The  cup  of  blessing 
which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com- 
munion of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  the 
bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the 
communion  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 
1  Cor.  xi.  25.  After  the  same  manner 
also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had 
supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
testament  m  my  blood  .  this  do  ye,  as 
oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
mc.    Ver.  20.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 


Then  the  disciples,  every  man  accord- 
ing to  his  ability,  determined  to  send 
relief  unto  the  brethren  which  dwelt 
in  Judea :  Ver.  30.  Which  also  they 
did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the 
hands  of  Barnabas  and  Saul. 

in.  ^  Col.  i.  18.  And  he  is  the  head 
of  the  body,  the  church ;  who  is  the 
beginning,  the  first-bom  from  the 
dead;  that  in  all  tiling  he  might 
have  the  pre-eminence:  ver.  19.  For 
it  pleased  the  Father,  that  in  him 
should  all  fulness  dwell.  1  Cor.  viii. 
6.  But  tons  there  is  but  one  God,  the 
Father,  of  whom  are  all  things,  and  we 
in  him ;  and  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by 
whom  are  all  things,  and  we  by  hira. 
Isa.  xlii.  8.  I  am  the  Lord  •  that  is  my 
name :  and  my  glory  will  1  not  give  to 
another,  neither  my  praise  to  graven 
images.  1  Tim.  vi.  15.  Which  in  his 
times  he  shall  shew,  who  is  the  blessed 
and  only  Potentate,  the  King  of  kings, 
and  Lord  of  lords ;  Ver.  16.  Who  only 
hath  immortality,  dwelling  in  the  light 
which  no  man  can  approach  unto; 
whom  no  man  hath  seen,  nor  can  see : 
to  whom  be  honour  and  power  ever- 
lasting. Amen.  Ps.  xlv.  7.  Thou 
lovest  righteousness,  and  hatest  wick- 
edness:  therefore  God,  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness 
above  thy  fellows.  With  Heb.  i.  8. 
But  unto  the  Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne, 
0  God,  is  for  ever  and  ever ;  a  sceptre 
of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom.  Ver.  9.  Thou  hast  loved 
righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity; 
therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness 
above  thy  fellows. 

^Exod.  XX.  15.  Thou  slialt  not  steal. 
Fph.  iv.  28.  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no 
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difference  between  those  that  belong  unto  the  church  and  the  rest  of 
the  world  ;*  and  solemnly  to  engage  them  to  the  service  of  God  in 
Christ,  according  to  his  word." 

II.  There  is  in  every  sacrament  a  spiritual  relation,  or  sacramental 
union,  between  the  sign  and  the  thing  signified ;  whence  it  conies  to 
pass,  that  the  names  and  effects  of  the  one  are  attributed  to  the  other.' 

III.  The  grace  which  is  exhibited  in  or  by  the  sacraments,  rightly 
used,  is  not  conferred  by  any  power  in  them ;  neither  doth  the  efficacy 
of  a  sacrament  depend  upon  the  piety  or  intention  of  him  that  doth 
administer  it,»  but  upon  the  work  of  the  Spirit,'^  and  the  word  of  in- 
stitution ;  which  contains,  together  with  a  precej)t  authorizing  the  use 
thereof,  a  promise  of  benefit  to  worthy  receivers.^ 

rV.  There  be  only  two  sacraments  ordained  by  Christ  our  Lord  in 
the  gospel,  that  is  to  say,  Baptism,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord ;  nei- 


this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
ghew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 
*Gal.  iii.  27.  For  as  many  of  you  as 
have  been  baptized  into  Christ  have 

fut  on  Christ.  Gal.  iii.  17.  And  this 
say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was  con- 
firmed before  of  God  in  Christ,  the 
law,  which  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul, 
that  it  should  make  the  promise  of 
none  effect. 

*  Rom.  XV.  8.  Now  I  say,  that  Jesus 
Christ  was  a  minister  of  the  circum- 
cision for  the  truth  of  God,  to  confirm 
the  promises  made  unto  the  fathers. 
Exod.  xii.  48.  And  when  a  stranger 
shall  sojourn  with  thee,  and  will  keep 
the  passover  to  the  Lord,  let  all  his 
males  be  circumcised,  and  then  let 
him  come  near  and  keep  it ;  and  he 
shall  be  as  one  that  is  born  in  the 
land :  for  no  uncircumcised  person 
shall  eat  thereof.  Gen.  xxxiv.  14.  And 
they  said  imto  them.  We  cannot  do 
this  thing,  to  give  our  sister  to  one 
that  is  uncirctuncised ;  for  that  were 
a  reproach  unto  us, 

«  Rom.  vi.  3.  Know  ye  not,  that  so 
many  of  us  as  were  baj)tized  into  Jesus 
Clirist  were  baptized  into  his  death  ? 
Ver.  4.  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death ;  that  like 
as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead 
by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so 
we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 
1  Cor.  X.  16.  [See  in  letter  c.]  Ver.  21. 
Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord, 
and  tlie  cup  of  devils :  ye  cannot  be 
partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of 
the  table  of  devils. 

IL  ^  Gen.  xvii.  10.  This  is  my  cove- 
nant, which  ye  shall  keep,  between 
me  and  you,  a^d  thy  seed  alter  thee; 


Every  man-child  among  you  shall  be 
circumcised.  Matt.  xxvi.  27.  And  he 
took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye  all 
of  it :  Ver.  28.  For  this  is  my  blood  of 
the  new  testament,  which  is  shed  for 
many  for  the  remission  of  sins.  Tit. 
iii.  5.  Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according  to 
his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  washin* 
of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

in.  8  Rom.  ii.  28.  For  he  is  not  a 
Jew  which  is  one  outwardly;  neither 
is  that  circumcision  which  is  outward 
in  the  flesh :  Ver.  29.  But  he  is  a  Jew 
which  is  one  inwardly :  and  circum- 
cision is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter;  whose 
praise  is  not  of  men,  but  of  God.  1  Pet. 
iii.  21.  The  like  figure  whereunto 
even  baptism  doth  also  now  save  u& 
(not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of 
the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  toward  God,)  by  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ. 

^  Matt.  iii.  11.  I  indeed  baptize  you 
with  water  xmto  repentance ;  but  he 
that  Cometh  after  me  is  mightier  than 
I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  bear: 
he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  with  tire.  1  Cor.  xii.  13. 
For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  baptized 
into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or 
Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free; 
and  have  been  all  made  to  drink  into 
one  Spirit.

CHAP.  XXym.— 0/  Baptism, 

I.  TJAPTISM  is  a  sacrament  of  the  New  Testament,  ordained  by 
JD  Jesus  Christ,*  not  only  for  the  solemn  admission  of  the  party 
baptized  into  the  visible  church,^  but  also  to  be  unto  him  a  sign  and 
seal  of  the  covenant  of  grace,"  of  his  ingrafting  into  Christ,^  of  rege- 
neration," of  remission  of  sins,'  and  of  his  giving  up  unto  God  through 
Jesus  Christ,  to  walk  in  newness  of  life : '  which  sacrament  is,  by 
Christ's  own  appointment,  to  be  continued  in  his  church  until  the  end 
of  the  world. ^ 


IV.  ^  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  there- 
fore, and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
1  Cor.  xi.  20.  When  ye  come  together 
therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not 
to  eat  the  Lord's  supper.  Ver.  23. 
For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that 
which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  That 
the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread. 
1  Cor.  iv.  1.  Let  a  man  so  accoimt  of 
us  as  of  the  ministers  of  Christ,  and 
stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 
Heb.  V.  4,  And  no  man  taketh  this 
honour  unto  himself,  but  he  that  is 
called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron. 

V.  1 1  Cor.  X.  1.  Moreover,  brethren, 
I  would  not  that  ye  should  be  igno- 
i-ant,  how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
under  the  cloud,  and  all  passed  through 
the  sea;  Ver.  2.  And  were  all  baptized 
unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the 
sea ;  Ver.

The  outward  element  to  be  used  in  this  sacrament  is  water, 
wherewith  the  party  is  to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  lawfully 
called  thereunto.* 

III.  Dipping  of  the  person  into  the  water  is  not  necessary;  but  bap- 
tism is  rightly  administered  by  pouring  or  sprinkling  water  upon  the 
person.*' 

IV.  Not  only  those  that  do  actually  profess  faith  in  and  obedience 
unto  Christ,'  but  also  the  infants  of  one  or  both  believing  parents  are 
to  be  baptized.-

14,  That  the  blessing  of 
Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles 
through  Jesus  Christ ;  that  we  might 
receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit 
through  faith.  And  Col.  ii.  11.  In 
whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with 
the  circumcision  made  without  hands, 
in  putting  off  the  body  of  the  sins  of 
the  flesh  by  the  circumcision  of  Christ ; 
Ver.  12.  Buried  with  him  in  baptism, 
wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  him 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of 
God,  who  hath  raised  him  from  the 
dead.  And  Acts  ii.  38.  Then  Peter 
said  unto  them.  Repent,  and  be  bap- 
tized every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Ver.  39.  For  the  pro, 
mise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as 
many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call. 
And  Rom.  iv.  11.  And  he  received  the 
sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had  yet  being  imcircumcised :  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not  circum- 
cised; that  righteousness  might  be 
imputed  imto  them  also :  Ver.  12.  And 
the  father  of  circumcision  to  them 
who  are  not  of  the  circumcision  only, 
but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of  that 
faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which 
he  had  being  yet  uncircumcised.  1 
Cor.  vii.  14.  For  the  unbelieving  hus- 
band is  sanctified  by  the  wife,  and 
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V.  Although  it  he  a  great  sin  to  contemn  or  neglect  this  ordinance," 
yet  grace  and  salvation  are  not  so  inseparably  annexed  unto  it,  as  that 
no  person  can  be  regenerated  or  saved  without  it,°  or  that  all  that  are 
baptized  are  undoubtedly  regenerated. p 

VI.  The  efficacy  of  baptism  is  not  tied  to  that  moment  of  time 
■wherein  it  is  administered  ;<i  yet  notwithstanding,  by  the  right  use  dt 
this  ordinance,  the  grace  promised  is  not  only  offered,  but  really  exhi- 
bited and  conferred  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  such  (whether  of  age  oi* 
infants)  as  that  grace  belongeth  unto,  according  to  the  counsel  of  God*fe 
own  will,  in  his  appointed  time.' 

VII.  The  sacrament  of  baptism  is  but  once  to  be  administered  to 
any  person.' 


the  unbelieving  wife  is  sanctified  by 
the  husband :  else  were  your  children 
unclean  ;  but  no-w  are  they  holy. 
Mfitt.  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Mark  x.

Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  God.  Ver.  8.  The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence 
it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so 
is  every  one  that  is  bom  of  the  Spi- 
rit.

Not 
by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy 
he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  re- 
generation, and  renewing  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Eph.  V.  25.  Husbands,  love 
your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved 
the  church,  and  gave  himself  for  it;

I.  /^UR  Lord  Jesus,  in  the  night  wherein  he  was  betrayed,  instituted 
\J  the  sacrament  of  his  body  and  blood,  called  the  Lord's  Supper, 
to  be  observed  in  his  church  unto  the  end  of  the  world,  for  the  perpe- 
tual remembrance  of  the  sacrifice  of  himself  in  his  death,  the  sealing 
all  benefits  thereof  unto  true  believers,  their  spiritual  nourishment  and 
growth  in  him,  their  further  engagement  in  and  to  all  duties  which 
they  owe  unto  him,  and  to  be  a  bond  and  pledge  of  their  communion 
with  him,  and  with  each  other,  as  members  of  his  mystical  body.* 

IL  In  this  sacrament  Christ  is  not  offered  up  to  his  Father,  nor  any 
real  sacrifice  made  at  all  for  remission  of  sins  of  the  quick  or  dead;** 
but  only  a  commemoration  of  that  one  oflfering  up  of  himself,  by  him- 
self, upon  the  cross,  once  for  all,  and  a  spiritual  oblation  of  all  possible 
praise  unto  God  for  the  same;'  so  that  the  Popish  sacrifice  of  the 
mass,  as  they  call  it,  is  most  abominably  injurious  to  Christ's  one  only 
sacrifice,  the  alone  propitiation  for  all  the  sins  of  the  elect.* 


I.  » 1  Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I  have  received 
of  the  Lord  that  wliich  also  1  delivered 
unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed, 
took  bread :  Ver.  24.  And,  when  he 
had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and 
said,  Take,  eat;  tliis  is  m^  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you :  tms  do  in 
renaembrance  of  me.  Ver.  25.  After 
the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup, 
when  he  had  supped,  saying.  This  cup 
is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood: 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me.  Ver.  26.  For 
as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death 
till  he  come.  1  Cor.  x.  16.  The  cup 
of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ? 
the  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 
Ver.  17.  For  we,  being  many,  are  one 
bread,  and  one  body :  for  we  are  all 
partakers  of  that  one  bread.  Ver. 
21.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  cup  of  devils :  ye  can- 
not be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table, 
and  of  the  table  of  devils,  1  Cor.  xii. 
13.  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all  bap- 
tized into  one  body,  whether  we  be 
JeAvs  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond 
or  free;  and  have  been  all  made  to 
drink  into  one  Spirit. 

IL  i>  Heb.  ix.  22.  And  ahnost  all 
things  are  by  the  law  purged  with 
blood ;  and  witheut  shedding  of  blood 
is  no  remission.  Ver.  25.  Nor  yet 
that  he  should  offer  himself  often,  as 
the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy 


place  every  year  with  blood  of  others ; 
ver.  26.  (For  then  must  he  often 
have  suflFered  since  the  foundation  of 
the  world :)  but  now  once,  in  the  end 
of  the  world,  hath  he  appeared,  to  put 
away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself. 
Ver.  28.  So  Christ  was  once  offered 
to  bear  the  sins  of  many :  and  xmto 
them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  ap- 
pear the  second  time,  without  sin, 
unto  salvation.

Who 
ncedeth  not  daily,  as  those  high  jjriests, 
to  offer  up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own 
sins,  and  then  for  the  people's:  for 
this  he  did  once,  when  he  offered  up 
himself  Heb.  x.  11.  And  every  priest 
standeth  daily  ministering,  and  offer- 
ing oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices, 
which  can  never  take  away  sins :  Ver. 
12.  But  this  man,  after  he  had  offered 
one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat  down 
on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Ver.  14 
For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfected 
for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified.  Ver. 
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III.  The  Lord  Jesus  hath,  in  this  ordinance,  appointed  his  ministers 
to  declare  his  word  of  institution  to  the  people,  to  pray,  and  bless  the 
elements  of  bread  and  wine,  and  thereby  to  set  them  apart  from  a  com- 
mon to  a  holy  use;  and  to  take  and  break  the  bread,  to  take  the  cup, 
and  (they  communicating  also  themselves)  to  give  both  to  the  commu- 
nicants ;"  but  to  none  who  are  not  then  present  in  the  congregation.' 

IV.  Private  masses,  or  receiving  this  sacrament  by  a  priest,  or  any 
other,  alone  ;«f  as  likewise  the  denial  of  the  cup  to  the  people  ;**  wor- 
shipping the  elements,  the  lifting  them  up,  or  carrying  them  about  for 
adoration,  and  the  reserving  them  for  any  pretended  religious  use ;  are 
all  contrary  to  the  nature  of  this  sacrament,  and  to  the  institution  of 
Christ.i 

V.  The  outward  elements  in  this  sacrament,  duly  set  apart  to  the 
uses  ordained  by  Christ,  have  such  relation  to  him  crucified,  as  that 
truly,  yet  sacramentally  only,  they  are  sometimes  called  by  the  name  of 
the  things  they  represent,  to  wit,  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ;''  al- 
beit, in  substance  and  nature,  they  still  remain  truly  and  only  bread 
and  wine,  as  they  were  before.*

That  doctrine  which  maintains  a  change  of  the  substance  of 
bread  and  wine  into  the  substance  of  Christ's  body  and  blood  (com- 
monly called  Transubstantiation)  by  consecration  of  a  priest,  or  by  any 
other  way,  is  repugnant  not  to  scripture  alone,  but  even  to  common 
sense  and  reason;  overthroweth  the  nature  of  the  sacrament;  and 
hath  been  and  is  the  cause  of  manifold  superstitions,  yea,  of  gross  ido- 
latries.™ 

VII.  Worthy  receivers,  outwardly  partaking  of  the  visible  elements 
in  this  sacrament,**  do  then  also  inwardly  by  faith,  really  and  indeed, 
yet  not  carnally  and  corporally,  but  spiritually,  receive  and  feed  upon 
Christ  crucified,  and  all  benefits  of  his  death :  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ  being  then  not  corporally  or  carnally  in,  with,  or  under  the 
bread  and  wine ;  yet  as  really,  but  spiritually,  present  to  the  faith  of 
believers  in  that  ordiiianc6,  as  the  elements  themselves  are  to  their  out- 
ward senses.* 

VIII.  Although  ignorant  and  wicked  men  receive  the  outward  ele- 
ments in  this  sacrament,  yet  they  receive  not  the  thing  signified  there- 
by ;  but  by  their  unworthy  coming  thereunto  are  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord,  to  their  own  damnation.  Wherefore  all  igno- 
rant and  ungodly  persons,  as  they  are  unfit  to  enjoy  communion  with 
him,  so  are  they  unworthy  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  cannot,  without 
great  sin  against  Christ,  while  they  remain  such,  partake  of  these  holy 
rriysterieSjP  or  be  admitted  thereunto.  *»

I.  rpHE  Lord  Jesus,  as  king  and  head  of  his  church,  hath  therein 
JL   appointed  a  government  in  the  hand  of  church-officers,  distinct 
from  the  civil  magistrate.* 

Sr  II.  To  these  officers  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  are  com- 
mitted, by  virtue  whereof  they  have  power  respectively  to  retain  and 
remit  sins,  to  shut  that  kingdom  against  the  impenitent,  both  by  the 
word  and  censures ;  and  to  open  it  unto  penitent  sinners,  by  the  mi- 
nistry of  the  gospel,  and  by  absolution  from  censures,  as  occasion  shall 
require.^

Let  the  elders  that  rule 
well  be  counted  worthy  of  double 
honour,  especially  they  v/ho  labour  in 
the  word  and  doctrine.  1  Thess.  v. 
12.  And  we  beseech  you,  brethren,  to 
know  them  which  labour  among  you, 
and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  ad- 
monish you.  Acts  XX.  17.  And  from 
Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  call- 
ed the  elders  of  the  church.  Ver.  18. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he 
said  unto  them.  Ye  know,  from  tlie 
first  day  that  I  came  mto  Asia,  after 
what  manner  I  have  been  with  you 
at  all  seasons.  Heb.  xiii.  7.  Remem- 
ber them  which  have  the  rule  over 
you,  who  have  spoken  unto  you  the 
word  of  God;  whose  faith  follow, 
considering  the  end  of  their  conver- 
sation. Ver.  17.  Obey  them  that  have 
the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  your- 
Belves :  for  thej'  watch  for  your  souls, 
as  they  that  must  give  account ;  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with 


grief:  for  that  is  improfitable  for  you. 
Ver.  24.  Salute  all  them  that  havo 
the  rule  over  you,  and  all  the  saints. 
They  of  Italy  salute  you.  1  Cor.  xii. 
28.  And  God  hath  set  some  in  the 
church,  first,  apostles;  secondarily, 
propliets  ;  thirdly,  teachers  ;  after 
that  miracles;  then  gifts  of  healings, 
helps,  governments,  diversities  of 
tongues.  Matt,  xxviii.  18.  And  Jesua 
came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying, 
All  power  is  given  imto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Ver.  19.  Go  ye  there- 
fore, and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
Ver.  20.  Teaching  them  to  observje 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded  you :  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
Amen. 

II.  ^  Matt.  xvi.  19.  And  I  will  give 
unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
bind  on  earth  shall  be  boimd  in  hea- 
ven ;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose 
on  earth  shall  he  loosed  in  heaven. 
Matt,  xviii.  17.  And  if  he  shall  ne- 
glect to  hear  them,  tell  it  imto  the 
church :  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the 
church,  let  him  be  imto  thee  as  an 
heathen  man  and  a  publican.  Ver. 
18.  Verily  I  say  imto  you.  Whatso- 
ever ye  shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be 
bound  in  heaven ;  and  whatsoever  ye 
shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in 
heaven.  John  xx.  21.  Then  said 
Jesus  to  them  again.  Peace  be  unto 
you :  as  my  Father  hath  sent  me, 
even  so  send  I  you.  Ver.  22.  And 
when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed 
on  them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Re- 
ceive ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  Ver.  23. 
Whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are 
remitted  unto  them;  and  whose  soever 
Bins  ye  retain,  they  are  retained.    2 
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III.  Church  censures  are  necessary  for  the  reclaiming  and  gaining 
of  oifending  brethren ;  for  deterring  of  others  from  the  like  offences ; 
for  purging  out  of  that  leaven  which  might  infect  the  whole  lump ; 
for  vindicating  the  honour  of  Christ,  and  the  holy  profession  of  the 
gospel ;  and  for  preventing  the  wrath  of  God,  which  might  justly  fall 
upon  the  church,  if  they  should  suffer  his  covenant,  and  the  seals 
thereof,  to  be  profaned  by  notorious  and  obstinate  offenders." 

IV.  For  the  better  attaining  of  these  ends,  the  officers  of  the  church 
are  to  proceed  by  admonition,  suspension  from  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  for  a  season,  and  by  excommunication  from  the  church, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  crime,  and  demerit  of  the  person.** 


CHAP.  XKXL— Of  Synods  and  Councils. 

I.  T?OIl  the  better  government,  and  further  edification  of  the  church, 
JU    there  ought  to  be  such  assemblies  as  are  commonly  called  Synods 

or  Councils.* 

II.  As  magistrates  may  lawfully  call  a  synod  of  ministers,  and  other 


Cor.  ii.  6.  Sufficient  to  such  a  man  is 
this  punishment,  which  was  inflicted 
of  many.  Ver.  7.  So  that  contrari- 
wise ye  ought  rather  to  forgive  him, 
and  comfort  him,  lest  perhaps  such 
an  one  should  be  swallowed  up  with 
over  much  sorrow.  Ver,  8.  Where- 
fore I  beseech  you,  that  ye  would  con- 
firm your  love  toward  him. 

III.  «  [1  Cor.  V.  throughovt.']  1  Tim. 
V,  20.  Them  that  sin  rebuke  before 
all,  that  others  also  may  fear.  Matt, 
vii.  6.  Give  not  that  which  is  holy 
unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye  your 
pearls  before  swine,  lest  they  tram- 
ple them  under  their  feet,  and  turn 
again  and  rend  you.  1  Tim.  1.  20.  Of 
whom  is  Hymeneus  and  Alexander; 
whom  I  have  delivered  unto  Satan, 
that  they  may  learn  not  to  blaspheme. 
ri  Cor.  xi.  27  to  the  end."]  With  Jude, 
Ver.  23.  And  others  save  with  fear, 
pulling  them  out  of  the  fire;  hating 
even  the  garment  spotted  by  the  flesh. 

IV.  ^  1  Thess.  V.  12.  And  we  be- 
seech you,  brethren,  to  know  them 
which  labour  among  you,  and  are  over 
you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you. 
2  Thess.  iii.  6.  Now  we  command  you, 
brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  your- 
selves from  every  brother  that  walk- 
eth  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tra- 
dition which  he  received  of  us.  Ver. 
14,  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man. 


and  have  no  company  with  him,  that 
he  may  be  asharaea.  Ver.  15.  Yet 
count  him  not  as  an  enemy,  but  ad- 
monish him  as  a  brother.  1  Cor.  v. 
4.  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jcsu3 
Christ,  when  ye  are  gathered  together, 
and  my  spirit,  with  the  power  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Ver.  6.  To  deliver 
such  an  one  unto  Satan  for  the  de- 
struction of  the  flesh,  that  the  spirit 
may  be  saved  in  the  day  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  Ver.  13.  But  them  that  are 
without  God  judgeth.  Therefore  put 
away  from  among  yourselves  that 
wicked  person.  Matt,  xviii.  17.  And 
if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  *ell 
it  imto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect 
to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto 
thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publi- 
can. Tit.  iii.  10.  A  man  that  is  an 
heretick,  after^  the  first  and  second 
admonition,  reject. 

I.  *  Acts  XV.  2.  When  therefore  Paul 
and  Barnabas  had  no  small  dissension 
and  disputation  with  them,  they  de- 
termined that  Pauil  and  Barnabas, 
and  certain  other  of  them,  should 
go  up  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  apostles 
and  elders  about  this  question.  Ver. 
4.  And  when  they  were  come  to  Je- 
rusalem, they  were  received  of  the 
church,  and  of  the  apostles  and  elders, 
and  they  declared  all  things  that  God 
had  done  with  them.  Ver.  6.  And 
the  apostles  and  elders  came  together 
for  to  consider  of  this  matter. 


CHAP.  XXXI. 


THE  CONrESSION  OF  FAITH.

fit  persons,  to  consult  and  advise  with  about  matters  of  religion;^  so 
if  magistrates  be  open  enemies  to  the  church,  the  ministers  of  Christ, 
of  themselves,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  or  they,  with  other  fit  persons 
upon  delegation  from  their  churches,  may  meet  together  in  such 
assemblies." 

III.  It  belongeth  to  synods  and  councils  ministerially  to  determine 
controversies  of  faith,  and  cases  of  conscience ;  to  set  down  rules  and 
directions  for  the  better  ordering  of  the  publick  worship  of  God,  and 
government  of  his  church ;  to  receive  complaints  in  cases  of  mal- 
administration, and  authoritatively  to  determine  the  same :  which  de- 
crees and  determinations,  if  consonant  to  the  word  of  God,  are  to  be 
received  with  reverence  and  submission,  not  only  for  their  agreement 
with  the  word,  but  also  for  the  power  whereby  they  are  made,  as  being 
an  ordinance  of  God,  appointed  thereunto  in  his  word.^ 

IV.  All  synods  or  councils  since  the  apostles*  times,  whether  general 
or  particular,  may  err,  and  many  have  erred ;  therefore  they  are  not 
to  be  made  the  rule  of  faith  or  practice,  but  to  be  used  as  an  help  in 
both." 


II.  ^'Isa.  xlix.  23.  And  kings  shall 
be  thy  nursing-fathers,  and  their 
queens  thy  nursing-mothers :  they 
^all  bow  down  to  thee  with  their 
face  toward  the  earth,  and  lick  up 
the  dust  of  thy  feet ;  and  thou  shalt 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord :  for  they 
shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for 
me.  1  Tim.  ii.  1.  I  exhort  therefore, 
that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  pray- 
ers, intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks, 
be  made  for  all  men:  Ver.  2.  For 
kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  autho- 
rity; that  we  may  lead  a  (luiet  and 
Eeaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and 
onesty.  [2  Chron.  xix.  8  to  the  end. 
2  Chron.  Chapters  xxix.  and  xxx. 
throughout. 1  Matt.  ii.  4.  And  when  he 
had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  of  the  people  together,  he  de- 
manded of  them  where  Christ  should 
be  bom.  Ver.  6.  And  they  said  unto 
him.  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea :  for 
thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet. 
Prov.  xi.  14.  Where  no  counsel  is, 
the  people  fall:  but  in  the  multitude 
of  coimsellors  there  is  safety. 

"  Acts  XV.  2,  4.  [See  in  letter  \']  Ver. 
22.  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and 
elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to  send 
chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to 
Antioch  with  Paul  and  Barnabas ; 
namely,  Judas  sumamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  bre- 
thren :  Ver.  23.  And  they  wrote  let- 
ters by  them  after  this  manner ;  The 
apostles,  and  elders,  and  brethren, 
send  greeting  unto  the  brethren  which 
are  of  the  Gentiles  in  Antioch,  and 


Syria,  and  Cilicia.  Ver.  25.  It  seem- 
ed good  unto  us,  being  assembled  with 
one  accord,  to  send  chosen  men  unto 
you  with  our  beloved  Barnabas  and 
Paul. 

III.  ^  Acts  XV.  15,  19,  24,  27,  28,  29, 
30,  31.  [See  in  theJJihle.']  Acts  xvi.  4. 
And  as  they  went  through  the  cities, 
they  delivered  them  the  decrees  for 
to  keep,  that  were  ordained  of  the 
apostles  and  elders  which  were  at 
Jerusalem.  Matt,  xviii.  17.  And  if 
he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it 
unto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect  to 
hear  the  chm'ch,  let  him  be  unto  thee 
as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 
Ver.  18.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Whatsoever  ye  shall  bind  on  earth 
shall  be  bound  in  heaven ;  and  what- 
soever ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven.  Ver.  19.  Again  I 
say  unto  you.  That  if  two  of  you  shall 
agree  on  earth  as  touching  any  thing 
that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done 
for  them  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  Ver.  20.  For  where  two  or 
three  are  gathered  together  in  my 
name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst  of 
them. 

IV.  «  Eph.  ii.  20.  And  are  built  up- 
on the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and 
prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being 
the  chief  comer-stone.  Acts  xvii.  11. 
These  were  more  noble  than  those  in 
Thessalonica,  in  that  they  received 
the  word  with  all  readiness  of  mind, 
and  searched  the  scriptures  daily, 
whether  those  things  were  so.  1  Cor. 
ii.  6.  That  your  faith  should  not  stand 
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V.  Synods  and  councils  are  to  handle  or  conclude  nothing  but  that 
which  is  ecclesiastical ;  and  are  not  to  intermeddle  with  civil  affairs, 
which  concern  the  commonwealth,  unless  by  way  of  humble  petition, 
in  cases  extraordinary;  or  by  way  of  advice  for  satisfaction  of  con- 
science, if  they  be  thereunto  required  by  the  civil  magistrate.* 


CHAP.  XXXn.— 0/  the  State  of  Men  after  Death,  and  of  the 
Resurrection  of  the  Dead. 

I.  ri^HE  bodies  of  men  after  death  return  to  dust,  and  see  corrup- 
X  tion;*  but  their  souls,  (which  neither  die  nor  sleep,)  having  an 
immortal  subsistance,  immediately  return  to  God  who  gave  them.^ 
The  souls  of  the  righteous,  being  then  made  perfect  in  holiness,  are 
received  into  the  highest  heavens,  where  they  behold  the  face  of  God 
in  light  and  glory,  waiting  for  the  full  redemption  of  their  bodies;" 
and  the  souls  of  the  wicked  are  cast  into  hell,  where  they  remain  in 
torments  and  utter  darkness,  reserved  to  the  judgment  of  the  great 
day.^  Besides  these  two  places  for  souls  separated  from  their  bodies, 
the  scripture  acknowledgeth  none. 


in  the  wisdom  of  men,  but  in  the 
power  of  God.  2  Cor.  i.  24.  Not  for 
that  we  have  dominion  over  your  faith, 
but  are  helpers  of  your  joy:  for  by 
faith  ye  stand. 

V.  ^  Luke  xii.  13.  And  one  of  the 
company  said  unto  him,  Master,  speak 
to  my  brother,  that  he  divide  the  in- 
heritance with  me.  Ver.  14.  And  he 
sai4  unto  him,  Man,  who  made  me  a 
judge  or  a  divider  over  you?  John 
xviii.  36.  Jesus  answered,  My  king- 
dom is  not  of  this  world.  If  my  king- 
dom were  of  this  world,  then  would 
my  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not  be 
delivered  to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  my 
kingdom  not  from  hence. 

I.  *  Gen.  iii.  19.  In  the  sweat  of  thy 
face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ground;  for  out  of  it 
wast  thou  taken:  for  dust  thou  art, 
and  imto  dust  shalt  thou  return. 
Acts  xiii.  36.  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  generation  by  the  will 
of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  un- 
to his  fathers,  and  saw  corruption. 

^  Luke  xxiii.  43.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To- 
day shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  paradise. 
Eccl.  xii.  7.  Then  shall  the  dust  re- 
turn to  the  earth  as  it  was;  and  the 
spirit  shall  return  unto  God  who  gave 
it. 

°  Heb.  xii.  23.  To  the  general  assem- 
bly and  church  of  the  first-bom,  which 


are  written  in  heaven,  and  to  God  the 
Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spirits  of  just 
men  made  perfect.  2  Cor.  v.  1.  For 
we  know,  that,  if  om*  earthly  house  of 
this  tabernacle  were  dissolved,  we 
have  a  building  of  God,  an  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  hea- 
vens. Ver.  6.  Therefore  we  are  al- 
ways confident,  knowing  that,  whilst 
we  are  at  home  in  the  body,  we  are 
absent  from  the  Lord :  Ver.  8.  We  are 
confident,  I  say,  and  willing  rather  to 
be  absent  from  the  body,  and  to  be 
present  with  the  Lord,  rliil.  i.  23. 
For  I  am  in  a  strait  betwixt  two,  hav- 
ing a  desire  to  depart,  and  to  be  with 
Christ;  which  is  far  better.  With  Acts 
iii.  21.  Whom  the  heaven  must  receive 
until  the  times  of  restitution  of  all 
things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  the 
mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since 
Idle  world  began.  And  Eph.  iv.  10. 
He  that  descended  is  the  same  also 
that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens, 
that  he  might  fill  all  things. 

d  Luke  xvi.  23.  And  in  hell  he  lifted 
up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and 
seeth  Abraham  afar  ofi',  and  Lazarus 
in  his  bosom.  Ver.  24.  And  he  cried, 
and  said,  Father  Abraham,  have 
mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that 
he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  wa- 
ter, and  cool  my  tongue;  for  I  am 
tormented  in  this  flame.  Acts  i.  25. 
That  he  may  take  part  of  this  minig- 
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n.  At  the  last  clay,  such  as  are  found  alive  shall  not  die,  but  be 
changed :  •  an  i  all  the  dead  shall  be  raised  up  with  the  self-same  bodies, 
and  none  other,  although  with  diiferent  qualities,  which  shall  be  united 
again  to  their  souls  for  ever.' 

III.  The  bodies  of  the  unjust  shall,  by  the  power  of  Christ,  be  raised 
to  dishonour ;  the  bodies  of  the  just,  by  his  Spirit,  unto  honour,  and 
be  made  conformable  to  his  own  glorious  body.* 


CHAP.  XXXIII.— Of  the  Last  Judgment. 

I.  r^  OD  hath  appointed  a  day  wherein  he  will  judge  the  world  in 
VT  righteousness  by  Jesus  Christ,*  to  whom  all  power  and  judg- 
ment is  given  of  the  Father.*"    In  which  day,  not  only  the  apostate 
angels  shall  be  judged,"  but  likewise  all  persons  that  have  lived  upon 


try  and  apostleship,  from  which  Judas 
by  transgressiou  fell,  that  he  might  go 
to  his  own  place.  J  ude,  Ver.  6.  And 
the  angels  which  kept  not  their  first 
estate,  but  left  their  own  habitation, 
he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains, 
under  darkness,  unto  the  judgment  of 
the  great  day.  Ver.  7.  Even  as  So- 
dom and  Gomorrha,  and  the  cities 
about  them,  in  like  manner^  giving 
themselves  over  to  fornication,  and 
going  after  strange  flesh,  are  set  forth 
for  an  example,  suft'erin"  the  ven- 
geance of  eternal  fire.  1  Pet.  iii.  19. 
By  which  also  he  went  and  preached 
imto  the  spirits  in  prison. 

II.  e  1  Thess.  iv.  17.  Then  we  which 
are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds, 
to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and  so 
shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord.  1 
Cor.  XV.  51  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mys- 
tery; We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  Ver.  62,  In  a 
moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at 
the  last  trump,  (for  the  trumpet  shall 
sound;)  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
incorruptible,  and  wc  sliall  be  changed. 

^  Job  xix.  26.  And  though  after  my 
skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in 
my  flesh  shall  I  see  God:  Ver.  27. 
Whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and 
mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  an- 
other; though  my  reins  be  consiuned 
within  me.  1  Cor.  xv.  42.  So  also  is 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead;  it  is 
sown  in  corruption,  it  is^  raised  in 
incorruption :  v  er.  43.  It  is  sown  in 
dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is 
sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in 
power :  Ver.  44.  It  is  sown  a  natural 


body,  it  is  I'aised  a  spiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is 
a  spiritual  body. 

ni.  6  Acts  xxiv.  15.  And  have  hope 
toward  God,  which  they  themselves 
also  aUow,  that  there  shall  be  a  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just 
and  unjust.  John  v.  28.  Marvel  not 
at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the 
which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall 
hear  liis  voice,  Ver.  29.  And  shall 
come  forth ;  they  that  have  done  good, 
imto  the  resurrection  of  life ;  and  they 
that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  damnation.  1  Cor.  xv.  43. 
[See  in  letter  f.]  Philip,  iii.  21.  Who 
shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may 
be  fashioned  like  imto  his  glorious 
body,  according  to  the  working  where- 
by he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things 
unto  himself. 

I.  *  Acts  xvii.  31.  Because  he  hath 
appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by 
that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained; 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto 
all  men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him 
from  the  dead. 

^  John  V.  22.  For  the  Father  judg- 
eth  no  man,  but  hath  committed  all 
judgment  imto  the  Son.  Ver.  27.  And 
hath  given  Mm  authority  to  execute 
judgment  also,  because  he  is  the  Son 
of  man. 

0 1  Cor.  vi.  3.  Know  ye  not  that  we 
shall  judge  angels?  how  murii  more 
things  that  pertain  to  this  life  ?  Jude, 
Ver.  6.  [See  letter  ^  Chapter  foregoing.'\ 
2  Pet.  ii.  4.  For  if  God  spared  not  the 
angels  that  sinned,  but  cast  them 
down  to  hell,  and  delivered  them  into 
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eurth  shall  appear  before  the  tribunal  of  Christ,  to  give  an  account  of 
their  thoughts,  words,  and  deeds,  and  to  receive  according  to  what 
they  have  done  in  the  body,  whether  good  or  evil.*^ 

II.  The  end  of  God's  appointing  this  day  is  for  the  manifestation  of 
the  glory  of  his  mercy  in  the  eternal  salvation  of  the  elect,  and  of  his 
justice  in  the  damnation  of  the  reprobate,  who  are  wicked  and  disobe- 
dient. For  then  shall  the  righteous  go  into  everlasting  life,  and  re- 
ceive that  fulness  of  joy  and  refreshing  which  shall  come  from  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Lord ;  but  the  wicked,  who  know  not  God,  and  obey  not 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  shall  be  cast  into  eternal  torments,  and  be 
punished  with  everlasting  destruction  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord, 
and  from  the  glory  of  his  power.* 

III.  As  Christ  would  have  us  to  be  certainly  persuaded  that  there

Act  approving  tlie  Larger  Catechism. 

THE  General  AssemWy  having  exactly  examined  and  seriously  considered 
the  Larger  Catechism,  agreed  upon  bjr  the  Assembly  of  Divines  sit- 
ting at  Westminster,  witli  assistance  of  Commissioners  from  this  Kirk,  copies 
thereof  being  printed,  and  sent  to  Presbyteries,  for  the  more  exact  trial 
thereof;  and  publick  intimation  being  frequently  made  in  this  Assembly, 
that  every  one  that  had  any  doubts  or  objections  upon  it  might  put  them  in ; 
do  find,  upon  due  examination  thereof.  That  the  said  Catechism  is  agreeable 
to  the  word  of  God,  and  in  nothing  contraiy  to  the  received  doctrine,  wor- 
ship, discipline,  and  government  of  this  Kirk ;  a  necessary  ^art  of  the  in- 
tended  uniformity  in  religion,  and  a  rich  treasure  for  increasing  knowledge 
among  the  people  of  God :  and  therefore  the  Assembly,  as  they  bless  the 
Lord  that  so  excellent  a  Catechism  is  jarepared,  so  they  approve  the  same,  as 
a  part  of  iiniformity ;  agreeing,  for  their  part,  that  it  be  a  common  Catechism 
for  the  three  kingdoms,  and  a  Directory  for  catechising  such  as  have  made 
soQie  proficiency  in  the  knowledge  of  the  grounds  of  religion.

A.  The  very  light  of  nature  in  man,  and  the  works  of  God,  declare

A.  The  scriptures  manifest  themselves  to  be  the  word  of  God,  by 
their  majesty ^  and  purity;^  by  the  consent  of  all  the  parts/  and  the 
scope  of  the  whole,  which  is  to  give  all  glory  to  God;^  by  their  light 
and  power  to  convince  and  convert  sinners,  to  comfort  and  build  up 
believers  unto  salvation :  ^  but  the  Spirit  of  God  bearing  witness  by  and

A.  The  grace  of  God  is  manifested  in  the  second  covenant,  in  that 
he  freely  provideth  and  offereth  to  sinners  a  Mediator,*  and  life  and 
salvation  by  him;*  and  requiring  faith  as  the  condition  to  interest 
them  in  him,''  promiseth  and  giveth  his  Holy  Spirit*  to  all  his  elect,

Q.  34.  How  was  the  covenant  of  grace  administered  under  the  Old 
Testament? 

A,  The  covenant  of  grace  was  administered  under  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, by  promises,'  prophecies,"^  sacrifices,^  circumcision,*  the  passover,'' 
and  other  types  and  ordinances,  which  did  all  fore-signify  Christ  then 
to  come,  and  were  for  that  time  sufficient  to  build  up  the  elect  in.  faith

woman  of  low  estate,  and  to  be  born  of  her ;  with  divers  circumstances 
of  more  than  ordinary  abasement.*

P  Kom.  xiv.  10.  But  why  dost  thou 
judge  thy  brother  ?  or  why  dost  thou 
set  at  nought  thy  brother  ?  for  we 
shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment- 
seat  of  Christ.  Ver.  11.  For  it  is 
written,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord, 
every  knee  shall  bow  to  me,  and 
every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God. 

1  Rom.  viii.  28.  And  we  know  that 
all  things  Avork  together  for  good  to 
them  that  love  God,  to  them  who  are 
the  called  according  to  his  purpose. 

''  2  Thess.  i.  8.  In  flaming  fire,  tak- 
ing vengeance  on  them  that  know  not 


God,  and  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  Ver.  9.  Who 
shall  be  punished  with  everlasting 
destruction  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power. 
Ps.  ii.  8.  Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give 
thee  the  licathen  for  tliine  inheri- 
tance, and  the  uttermost  parts  of  tlie 
earth  for  thy  possession.  Ver.  9. 
Thou  shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of 
iron;  thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces 
like  a  potter's  vessel.

Whom 
God  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the 
pains  of  death:  because  it  was  not 
possible  that  he  should  be  hoi  den  of  it. 

And  the  Word  wp.s 
made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and 
we  beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  as  ol"  the 
only  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full  of 
grace  and  truth.

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Q.  48.  How  did  Christ  humble  himself  in  his  life  9 

A.  Christ  humbled  himself  in  his  life,  by  subjecting  himself  to  the 
law,'  which  he  perfectly  fulfilled;'^  and  by  conflicting  with  the  indig- 
nities of  the  world,*  temptations  of  Sataii,^  and  infirmities  in  his  flesh, 
whether  common  to  the  nature  of  man,  or  particularly  accompanying 
that  his  low  condition.* 

Q.  49.  How  did  Christ  humble  himself  in  Jiis  death? 

A.  Christ  humbled  himself  in  his  death,  in  that  having  been  be- 
trayed by  Judas,*  forsaken  by  his  disciples,**  scorned  and  rejected  by 
the  world,*  condemned  by  Pilate,  and  tormented  by  his  persecutors;*^ 
having  also  conflicted  with  the  terrors  of  death,  and  the  powers  of 
darkness,  felt  and  borne  the  weight  of  God's  wrath,**  he  laid  down  his 


Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  fulness  of 
the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth  his 
Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under 
the  law.  Luke  ii.  7.  And  slio  brought 
forth  her  first-born  son,  and  wrapped 
him  in  swaddling  clothes,  and  laid 
him  in  a  manger ;  because  there  was 
no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

48.  '  Gal.  iv.  4.  But  when  the  ful- 
ness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made 
under  the  law. 

*  Matt.  V.  17.  Think  not  that  I  am 
come  to  destroy  the  law  or  the  pro- 
phets :  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  but 
to  fulfil.  Rom.  V.  19.  For  as  by  one 
man's  disobedience  many  were  made 
sinners;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one 
shall  many  be  made  righteous. 

*  Ps.  xxii.  6.  But  I  am  a  worm,  and 
no  man;  a  reproach  of  men,  and  de- 
spised of  the  people.  Heb.  xii.  2. 
Looking  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and 
finisher  of  our  faith;  who,  for  the  joy 
that  was  set  before  him,  endured  the 
cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  is  set 
down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  thi'one 
of  God.  Ver.  3.  For  consider  him 
that  endured  such  contradiction  of 
sinners  against  himself,  lest  ye  be 
wearied  and  faint  in  your  minds. 

y  Matt.  iv.  1  to  verse  12.  Then  was 
Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the 
wilderness,  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil, 
&c.  Luke  iv.  13.  And  when  the  devil 
had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he  de- 
parted from  him  for  a  season. 

=^Heb.  ii.l7.  Wherefore  in  all  things 
it  behoved  him  to  be  made  like  unto 
his  brethren,  that  he  might  be  a 
merciful  and  faithful  high  priest  in 
things  pertaining  to  God,  to  make  re- 
conciliation for  the  sins  of  the  people. 
Ver.  18.  For  in  that  he  himself  hath 
Buifered,  being  tempted,  he  is  able  to 
succour  them  that  are  tempted.  Heb. 


iv.  15.  For  we  have  not  an  high  priest 
which  cannot  be  touched  with  the 
feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  but  was  ia 
all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  j'et 
without  sin.  Isa.  Hi.  13.  Behold,  my 
servant  shall  deal  prudently,  he  shall 
bo  exalted  and  extolled,  and  be  very 
high.  Ver.  14.  As  many  were  asto- 
nished at  thee:  (his  visage  was  so 
marred  more  than  any  man,  and  his 
form  more  than  the  sons  of  men.) 

49.  ■  Matt,  xxvii.  4.  Saying,  I  nave 
sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the 
innocent  blood.  And  they  said,  What 
is  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that. 

^  Matt.  xxvi.  66.  But  all  this  was 
done,  that  the  scriptures  of  the  pro- 
phets might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the 
disciples  forsook  him,  and  fled. 

<=  Isa.  liii.  2.  For  he  shall  gi'ow  up 
before  him  as  a  tender  plant,  and  as 
a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground :  he  hath 
no  form  nor  comeliness;  and  when 
we  shall  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty 
th.at  we  should  desire  him.  Ver.  3. 
lie  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men; 
a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted 
vnth  grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our 
faces  from  him :  he  was  despised,  and 
we  esteemed  him  not. 

Then 
released  he  Barabbas  unto  them :  and 
when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he  de- 
livered him  to  be  crucified,  &c.

But  one  of  the  soldiers  with 
a  spear  pierced  his  side,  and  forth- 
with came  thereout  blood  and  water.

A.  Christ  s  humiliation  after  his  death  consisted  in  his  bein?  buried  ^ 
and  continuing  m  the  state  of  the  dead,  and  under  the  powe?  of  death 
till  the  third  day;i  which  hath  been  otherwise  expressed  in  these  words. 
He  descended  into  hell.  * 

Q.  61    What  was  the  estate  of  Girisfs  exaltation  f 
A.  The  estate  of  Christ's  exaltation  comprehendeth  his  resurrection  ^ 
ascension/  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,™  and  Iiis  comin^ 
again  to  judge  the  world."  ""iuio 

Q.  62.  How  was  Christ  exalted  in  his  resurrection  ? 
A.  Christ  was  exalted  in  his  resui-rection,  in  that,  not  having  seen 
corruption  in  death,  (of  which  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  be  held  °) 


^sa.  Im.  10.  Yet  it  pleased  the 
Lord  to  bruise  him;  he  hath  put  him 
to  grief:  -when  thou  shalt  make  his 
soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see 
his  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days, 
and  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall 
prosper  in  his  hand. 

e  Phil.  ii.  8.  And  being  found  in 
fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself, 
and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even 
the  death  of  the  cross.

For  David 
Bpeaketh  concerning  him,  I  foresaw 
the  Lord  always  before  my  face;  for 
he  IS  on  my  right  hand,  that  I  should 
not  be  moved:  Ver.  26.  Therefore  did 
my  heart  rejoice,  and  my  tongue  was 
glad;  moreover  also,  my  flesh  shall 
rest  m  hope :  Ver.  27.  Because  thou 
wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell,  neither 


wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see 
corruption.  Ver.  31.  He,  seeing  this 
before,  spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  his  soul  was  not  left  in 
hell,  neither  his  flesh  did  see  corrup- 
tion.

enemies,^  and  to  assure  them  of  their  resurrection  from  the  dead  at  the 
last  day.* 
>   Q.  63.  How  was  Christ  exalted  in  his  ascension  f 

A.  Christ  was  exalted  in  his  ascension,  in  that  having  after  his  re- 
surrection often  appeared  unto  and  conversed  with  his  apostles,  speak- 
ing to  them  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God,**  and 


P  Luke  xxiv.  39.  Behold  my  hands 
and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself: 
handle  me,  and  see ;  for  a  spirit  hath 
not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have. 

1  Rom.  vi.  9.  Knowing  that  Christ, 
being  raised  from  the  dead,  dieth  no 
more:  death  hath  no  more  dominion 
over  him.  Rev.  i.  18.  I  am  he  that 
liveth,  and  was  dead;  and,  behold,  I 
am  alive  for  evermore.  Amen;  and 
have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death. 

'  John  X.  18.  No  man  taketh  it  from 
me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself  I 
have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have 
power  to  take  it  again.

ther,™ with  all  fulness  of  joy,''  glory,"  and  power  over  all  things  in 
heaven  and  earth  ;p  and  doth  gather  and  defend  his  church,  and  sub- 
due their  enemies ;  furnisheth  his  ministers  and  people  v^dth  gifts  and 
graces,**  and  maketh  intercession  for  them.'

Q.  70.  What  is  justification? 

A.  Justification  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace  unto  sinners,*  in  which 
he  pardoneth  all  their  sins,  accepteth  and  accounteth  their  persons 
righteous  in  his  sight  'yf  not  for  any  thing  vvrrought  in  them,  or  done

A.  Justifying  faith  is  a  saving  grace,*  wrought  in  the  heart  of  a  sin- 
ner by  the  Spirit'^  and  word  of  God,*  whereby  he,  being  convinced  of

A.  Faith  justifies  a  sinner  in  the  sight  of  God,  not  because  of  those 
other  graces  which  do  always  accompany  it,  or  of  good  vv^orks  that  are 
the  fruits  of  it,<i  nor  as  if  the  grace  of  faith,  or  any  act  thereof,  were 
imputed  to  him  for  his  justification;'  but  only  as  it  is  an  instrument 
"by  which  he  receiveth  and  applieth  Christ  and  his  righteousness."

Q.  76.   What  is  saiictijication  ?

other  saving  graces,  put  into  their  hearts,®  and  those  graces  so  stirred 
up,  increased,  and  strengthened,'  as  that  they  more  and  more  die  unto

And  I  will  pour  up-  remember  your  own  evil  ways,  and 
on  the  house  of  David,  and  upon  the  your  doings  that  were  not  good,  and 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  the  spirit  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your  own 
of  grace  and  of  supplications;  and  sight,  for  your  iniquities,  and  for 
they  shall  look  upon  me  whom  they  your  abominations.  Isa.  xxx.  22.  Yo 
have  pierced,  and  they  shall  mourn  shall  defile  also  the  covering  of  thy 
for  him,  as  one  moumeth  for  his  only  graven  images  of  silver,  and  the  orna- 
Bou,  and  shall  be  iu  bitterness  for  mcnt  of  thy  molten  ima^ics  of  gold : 
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such  as  are  penitent,"  he  so  grieves  for®  and  hates  his  sins,*  as  that  he 
turns  from  them  all  to  God,*»  purposing  and  endeavouring  constantly 
to  walk  with  him  in  all  the  ways  of  new  obedience.' 

Q.  77.   Wherein  do  justification  and  sanctification  differ  ? 

A.  Although  sanctification  be  inseparably  joined  with  justification," 
yet  they  differ,  in  that  God  in  justification  imputeth  the  righteousness 
of  Christ;*  in  sanctification  his  Spirit  infuseth  grace,  and  enableth  to 
the  exercise  thereof;'  in  the  former,  sin  is  pardoned  ;"*  in  the  other,  it 


thou  shalt  cast  them  away  as  a  men- 
struous  cloth;  thou  shalt  say  unto  it, 
Get  thee  hence. 

"iJoel  ii.  12.  Therefore  also  now, 
Baith  the  Lord,  Turn  ye  even  to  me 
with  all  your  heart,  and  with  fasting, 
and  with  weeping,  and  with  mourn- 
ing; Ver.  13.  And  rend  your  heart, 
and  not  your  garments,  and  turn  un- 
to the  Lord  your  God :  for  he  is  gra- 
cious and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and 
of  great  kindness,  and  repenteth  him 
of  tlie  evil. 

«  Jer.  xxxi.  18.  I  have  surely  heard 
Ephraim  bemoaning  himself  thus  ; 
'J^liou  hast  chastised  me,  and  I  was 
chastised,  as  a  bullock  unaccustomed 
to  the  yoke :  turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall 
be  turned ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord  my 
God.  Ver.  19.  Surely  after  that  I 
was  turned,  I  repented;  and  after 
that  I  was  instructed,  I  smote  upon 
my  thigh :  I  was  ashamed,  yea,  even 
confounded,  because  I  did  bear  the 
reproach  of  my  youth. 

P2  Cor.  vii.  11.  For,  behold,  this 
self-same  thing,  that  ye  sorrowed  after 
a  godly  sort,  what  carefulness  it 
wrought  in  you,  yea,  what  clearing 
of  yourselves,  yea,  what  indignation, 
yea,  what  fear,  yea,  what  vehement 
desire,  yea,  what  zeal,  yea,  what  re- 
venge !  In  all  things  ye  have  approv- 
ed yourselves  to  be  clear  in  this  mat- 
ter, 

1  Acts  xxvi.  18.  To  open  their  eyes, 
and  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to 
light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan 
unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  for- 
giveness of  sins,  and  inheritance 
among  them  which  are  sanctified  by 
faith  that  is  in  me.  Ezek.  xiv.  6. 
Therefore  say  unto  the  house  of  Is- 
rael, Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  Re- 
pent, and  turn  yoiu'selves  from  your 
idols ;  and  turn  away  your  faces  from 
all  your  abominations.  1  Kings  viii. 
47.  Yet  if  they  shall  bethink  them- 
selves in  the  land  whither  they  were 
carried  captives,  and  repent,  and  make 
supplication  unto  thee  in  the  land  of 


them  that  carried  them  captives,  say- 
ing, We  have  sinned,  and  have  done 
perversely,  we  have  committed  wick- 
edness ;  V  er.  48.  And  so  return  imto 
thee  with  all  their  heart,  and  with  all 
their  soul. 

*■  Ps.  cxix.  6.  Then  sliall  I  not  be 
ashamed,  when  I  have  respect  imto 
all  thy  commandments,  ver.  69.  I 
thought  on  my  ways,  and  turned  my 
feet  imto  thy  testimonies.  Ver.  128. 
Therefore  I  esteem  all  th^r  precepts 
concerning  all  things  to  be  right ;  and 
I  hate  every  false  way.  Luke  i.  6. 
And  they  were  both  righteous  before 
God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord 
blameless.  2  Kings  xxiii.  25.  And 
like  xmto  him  was  there  no  king  be- 
fore him,  that  turned  to  the  Lord 
with  all  his  heart,  and  with  all  his 
soul,  and  with  all  his  might,  accord- 
ing to  all  the  law  of  Moses :  neither 
after  him  arose  there  any  like  him. 

77.  ■  1  Cor.  vi.  11.  And  such  were 
some  of  you :  but  ye  are  washed,  but 
ye  are  sanctified,  but  ye  are  justified 
m  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
by  the  Spirit  of  our  God.  1  Cor.  i. 
30.  But  of  him  are  ye  in  Christ  Jesus, 
who  of  God  is  made  unto  us  wisdom, 
and  righteousness,  and  sanctification, 
and  redemption. 

*  liom.  iv.  6.  Even  as  David  also 
describeth  the  blessedness  of  the  man 
unto  whom  God  imputeth  righteous- 
ness without  works.  Ver.  8.  Blessed 
is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord  will  not 
impute  sin. 

'^Ezek.  xxxvi.  27.  And  I  will  put 
my  Spirit  within  you,  and  cause  you 
to  walk  in  my  statutes,  and  ye  shall 
keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them. 

^  Rom.  iii.  24.  Being  justified  freely 
by  his  grace,  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus  ;  Ver.  25. 
Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a 
propitiation  through  faith  in  his 
blood,  to  declare  his  righteousness 
for  the  remission  of  sins  that  are  past, 
through  the  forbearance  of  God. 
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is  subdued  :*  the  one  doth  equally  free  all  believers  from  the  revenging 
wrath  of  God,  and  that  perfectly  in  this  life,  that  they  never  fall  into 
condemnation  ;y  the  other  is  neither  equal  in  all,'  nor  in  this  life  per- 
fect in  any,*  but  growing  up  to  perfection.  *» 

Q.  78.  Whence  ariseth  the  imperfection  of  sanctification  in  believers? 

A.  The  imperfection  of  sanctification  in  believers  ariseth  from  the 
remnants  of  sin  abiding  in  every  part  of  them,  and  the  perpetual  lust- 
ings  of  the  flesh  against  the  spirit ;  whereby  they  are  often  foiled  with 
temptations,  and  fall  into  many  sins,"  are  hindered  in  all  their  spiritual 
services,'^  and  their  best  works  are  imperfect  and  defiled  in  the  sight 
of  God.« 


^  Rom.  vi.  6.  Knowing  this,  that 
our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him, 
that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  de- 
stroyed, that  henceforth  we  should 
not  serve  sin.  Ver.  14.  For  sin  shall 
not  have  dominion  over  you :  for  ye 
are  not  imder  the  law,  but  under 
grace. 

y  Rom.  viii.  33.  Who  shall  lay  any 
thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ? 
It  is  God  that  justitieth;  Ver.  3i. 
Who  is  he  that  condemneth  ?  It  is 
Christ  that  died,  yea  rather,  that  is 
risen  again,  who  is  even  at  the  right 
baud  of  God,  who  also  maketh  inter- 
cession for  us. 

*  1  John  ii.  12,  I  write  unto  you, 
little  childi'en,  because  your  sins  are 
forgiven  you  for  liis  name's  sake. 
Ver.  13.  1  write  unto  you,  fathers, 
because  ye  have  known  him  that  is 
from  the  beginning.  I  write  unto 
you,  yo\mg  men,  because  ye  have 
overcome  the  wicked  one.  I  write 
unto  you,  little  children,  because  ye 
have  known  the  Father.  *  Ver.  l-i.  I 
have  written  unto  you,  fathers,  Ife- 
cause  ye  have  known  him  that  is  from 
the  beginning.  I  have  written  unto 
you,  young  men,  because  ye  are  strong, 
and  the  word  of  God  abideth  in  you, 
and  ye  have  overcome  the  wicked 
one.  Heb.  v.  12.  For  when  for  the 
time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye  have 
need  that  one  teach  you  again  which 
be  the  first  principles  of  the  oracles 
of  God ;  and  are  become  such  as  have 
need  of  milk,  and  not  of  strong  meat. 
Ver.  13.  For  every  one  that  useth 
milk  is  unskilful  in  the  word  of  righ- 
teousness ;  for  he  is  a  babe.  Ver.  14. 
But  strong  meat  belongeth  to  them 
that  are  of  full  age,  even  those  who 
by  reason  of  use  have  their  senses  ex- 
ercised to  discern  both  good  and  evil. 

» 1  John  i.  8.  If  we  say  that  we 
have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and 


the  truth  is  not  in  us.    Ver.  10.  If 

we  say  that  we  have  not  sinned,  we 
make  him  a  liar,  and  his  word  is  not 
in  us. 

^2  Cor.  vii.  1.  Having  therefore 
these  promises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us 
cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filtliiness  of 
the  flesh  and  spirit,  perfecting  holi- 
ness in  the  fear  of  God.  Phil.  iii.  12. 
Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained, 
either  were  already  perfect;  but  I 
follow  after,  if  that  I  may  apprehend 
that  for  which  also  I  am  apprehended 
of  Christ  Jesus.  Ver.  13.  Brethren, 
I  count  not  myself  to  have  appre- 
hended :  but  this  one  thing  I  do,  for- 
getting those  things  which  are  behind, 
and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things 
which  are  before,  Ver.  14.  I  press 
toward  the  mark,  for  the  prize  of  the 
high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus. 

78.  °  Rom.  vii.  18.  For  I  know  that 
in  me  (that  is,  in  my  flesh)  dwelleth 
no  good  thing :  for  to  will  is  present 
with  me;  but  how  to  perform  that 
which  is  good  I  find  not.  Ver.  23. 
But  I  see  another  laAv  in  my  members 
warring  against  the  law  of  my  mind, 
and  bringing  me  into  captivity  to  the 
law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  members. 
Mark  xiv.  66  to  the  end.  And  as  Peter 
was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  com- 
eth  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest, 
&c.  Gal.  ii.  11.  But  when  Peter  was 
come  to  Antioch,  I  withstood  him  to 
the  face,  because  he  was  to  be  blamed. 
Ver.  12.  For  before  that  certain  came 
from  James,  he  did  eat  with  the  Gen- 
tiles: but  when  they  were  come,  he 
withdrew,  and  separated  himself,  fear- 
ing them  which  were  of  the  circmn- 
cision. 

^  Heb.  xii.  1.  Wherefore,  seeing  we 
also  are  compassed  about  with  so 
great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  let  us  lay 
aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which 
doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run 
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Q.  79.  Maynot  true  believers,  by  reason  of  their  imperjections,  and 
the  many  temptations  and  sins  they  are  overtaken  with,  fall  away  from 
the  state  of  grace  f 

A.  True  believers,  by  reason  of  the  unchangeable  love  of  God/  and 
his  decree  and  covenant  to  give  them  perseverance,'  their  inseparable 
union  with  Christ,^  his  continual  intercession  for  thewi,'  and  the  Spirit 
and  seed  of  God  abiding  in  them,*  can  neither  totally  nor  finally  fall 
away  from  the  state  of  grace,*  but  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God 
through  faith  unto  salvation.™ 

Q.  80.  Can  true  believers  be  infallibly  assured  that  they  are  in  tlte 
estate  of  grace,  and  that  they  shall  persevere  therein  unto  salvation  ? 

A.  Such  as  truly  believe  in  Christ,  and  endeavour  to  walk  in  all 
good  conscience  before  him,"  may,  without  extraordinary  revelation, 
by  faith  grounded  upon  the  truth  of  God's  promises,  and  by  the  Spirit 
enabling  them  to  discern  in  themselves  those  graces  to  which  the  pro- 


with  patience  the  race  that  is  set  be- 
fore us. 

« Isa.  Ixiv,  6.  But  we  are  all  as  an 
unclean  thing,  and  all  our  righteous- 
nesses are  as  filthy  rags ;  and  we  all 
do  fade  as  a  leaf;  and  our  iniquities, 
like  the  wind,  have  taken  us  away. 
Exod.  xxviii.  38.  And  it  shall  be  upon 
Aaron's  forehead,  that  Aaron  may 
bear  the  iniquity  of  the  holy  things, 
which  the  children  of  Israel  shall  hal- 
low in  all  their  holy  gifts ;  and  it  shall 
be  always  upon  his  forehead,  that  they 
may  be  accepted  before  the  Lord.

Q.  81.  Are  all  true  believers  at  all  times  assured  of  tJieir  present 
being  in  the  estate  of  grace,  and  that  tliey  shall  be  saved  f 

A.  Assurance  of  grace  and  salvation  not  being  of  the  essence  of 
faith,'  true  believers  may  wait  long  before  they  obtain  it;»  and,  after 
the  enjoyment  thereof,  may  have  it  weakened  and  intermitted,  through 
manifold  distempers,  sins,  temptations,  and  desertions  ;*  yet  are  they 


'  <•  1  Cor.  ii.  12.  Now  we  have  re- 
ceived, not  the  spirit  of  the  Tvorld, 
but  the  Spirit  ■which  is  of  God ;  that 
•we  might  know  the  things  that  are 
freely  given  to  us  of  God.  1  John  iii. 
yT  14.  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
r*^  from  death  unto  life,  because  wo  love 
the  brethren :  he  that  loveth  not  his 
brother  abideth  in  death.  Ver.  18.

Q.  82.  What  is  the  communion  in  glory  which  the  members  of  the 
invisible  church  have  with  Christ  f 

A.  The  communion  in  glory  which  the  members  of  the  invisible 
church  have  with  Christ,  is  in  this  life,^  immediately  after  death,*  and 
at  last  perfected  at  the  resurrection  and  day  of  judgment.^ 

Q.  83.  What  is  the  communion  in  glory  with  Christ  which  the  mem' 
bers  of  the  invisible  church  enjoy  in  this  life  f 

A.  The  members  of  the  invisible  church  have  communicated  to  them 
in  this  life  the  first-fruits  of  glory  with  Christ,  as  they  are  members  of 
him  their  head,  and  so  in  him  are  interested  in  that  glory  which  he  is 
fully  possessed  of;*  and,  as  an  earnest  thereof,  enjoy  the  sense  of  God's 
love,*  peace  of  conscience,  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  hope  of  glory  ;*

on  ?  I  have  washed  my  feet ;  how  shall 
I  defile  them?  Ver.  6.  I  opened  to 
my  beloved  ;  but  my  beloved  had 
withdrawn  himself,  and  was  gone : 
my  soul  failed  when  he  spake  :  I 
sought  him,  but  I  could  not  find  him; 
I  called  him,  but  he  gave  me  no  an- 
swer. Ps.  li.  8.  Make  me  to  hear  jov 
and  gladness;  that  the  bones  which 
thou  hast  broken  may  rejoice.

Q.  85.  Death,  being  the  wages  of  sin,  why  are  not  the  righteous  de^ 
livered  from  death,  seeing  all  their  sins  are  forgiven  in  Christ? 

A.  The  righteous  shall  be  delivered  from  death  itself  at  the  last  day, 
and  even  in  death  are  delivered  from  the  sting  and  curse  of  it;fif  so 
that,  although  they  die,  yet  it  is  out  of  God's  love,**  to  free  them  per- 
fectly from  sin  and  misery,'  and  to  make  them  capable  of  further  com- 
munion with  Christ  in  glory,  which  they  then  enter  upon.'' 

Q.  86.  What  is  the  communion  in  glory  with  Christ,  which  the  mem- 
bers of  the  invisible  church  enjoy  immediately  after  death  f 

A.  The  communion  in  glory  with  Christ,  which  the  members  of  the 
invisible  church  enjoy  immediately  after  death,  is,  in  that  their  souls 
are  then  made  perfect  in  holiness,'  and  received  into  the  highest  hea- 


of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink ;  but 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in 
the  Holy  Ghost.

are  then  found  alive  shall  in  a  moment  be  changed ;  and  the  self-same 
bodies  of  the  dead  which  were  laid  in  the  grave,  being  then  again 
united  to  their  souls  for  ever,  shall  be  raised  up  by  the  power  of  Christ.'

™  2  Cor.  V.  1.  For  we  know,  that, 
if  our  earthly  house  of  this  taberna- 
cle were  dissolved,  we  have  a  build- 
ing of  God,  an  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.

knoweth,  that  all  may  watch  and  pray,  and  be  ever  ready  for  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord."

Q.  91.   What  is  the  duty  which  Ood  requireth  of  man  f 

A.  The  duty  which  God  requireth  of  man,  is  obedience  to  his  re- 
vealed will.° 

Q.  92.  What  did  God  at  first  reveal  unto  man  as  the  rule  of  hk 
obedience  f 

A.  The  rule  of  obedience  revealed  to  Adam  in  the  estate  of  inno- 
cence, and  to  all  manldnd  in  him,  besides  a  special  command  not  to 
eat  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  was  the 
moral  law.**

there  are  pleasures  for  evermore. 

^  Heb.  xii.  22.  But  ye  are  come  irnto 
mount  Sion,  and  unto  the  city  of  the 
living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem, 
and  to  an  innumerable  company  of 
angels,  Ver.  23.  To  the  general  assem- 
bly and  church  of  the  first-bom, 
which  are  written  in  heaven,  and  to 
God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the 
spu'its  of  just  men  made  perfect.

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Q.  93.   miat  is  tJie  moral  lawf 

A.  The  moral  law  is  the  declaration  of  the  will  of  God  to  manlcind, 
directing  and  binding  every  one  to  personal,  perfect,  and  perpetual 
conformity  and  obedience  thereunto,  in  the  frame  and  disposition  of 
the  whole  man,  soul  and  body,?  and  in  performance  of  all  those  duties 
of  holiness  and  righteousness  which  he  oweth  to  God  and  man:*»  pro- 
mising life  upon  the  fulfilling,  and  threatening  death  upon  the  breach 
of  it.' 

Q.  94.  7s  there  any  use  of  the  moral  law  to  man  since  the  fall  f 

A.  Although  no  man,  since  the  fall,  can  attain  to  righteousness  and 
life  by  the  moral  law  ;■  yet  there  is  great  use  thereof,  as  well  common 
to  all  men,  as  peculiar  either  to  the  unregenerate,  or  the  regenerate.* 

Q.  Qo,  Of  what  use  is  the  moral  law  to  all  menf 

A.  The  moral  law  is  of  use  to  all  men,  to  inform  them  of  the  holy 
nature  and  wUl  of  God,''  and  of  their  duty,  binding  them  to  walk  ac- 


93.  P  Deut.  V.  1.  And  Moses  called 
all  Israel,  and  said  \mto  them,  Hear, 
0  Israel,  the  statutes  and  judgments 
which  I  speak  in  your  ears  this  day, 
that  ye  may  learn  them,  and  keep 
and  do  them.    Ver.  2.  The  Lord  our 
God  made  a  covenant  with  us  in  IIo- 
reb.    Ver.  3.  The  Lord  made  not  this 
covenant  with  our  fathers,  but  with 
us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here  alive 
this  day.

cordingly  ;"*  to  convince  them  of  their  disability  to  keep  it,  and  of  the

Q.  96.  What  particular  use  is  there  of  the  moral  law  to  v/nregene- 
rate  men  f 

A.  The  moral  law  is  of  use  to  unregenerate  men,  to  awaken  their 
consciences  to  flee  from  wrath  to  come,''  and  to  drive  them  to  Christ  ;• 
or,  upon  their  continuance  in  the  estate  and  way  of  sin,  to  leave  them 
inexcusable,**  and  under  the  curse  thereof.* 

Q.  97.  What  special  use  is  thereof  the  moral  law  to  the  regenerate? 

A.  Although  they  that  are  regenerate,  and  believe  in  Christ,  be  de- 
livered from  the  moral  law  as  a  covenant  of  works,'  so  as  thereby  they

Now,  if  thou  com- 
mit no  adultery,  yet  if  thou  kill,  thou 
art  become  a  transgressor  of  the  law. 

Moreover,  by  them  is 
thy  servant  warned :  and  in  keeping 
of  them  there  is  great  reward,  ver. 
12.  Who  can  understand  his  errors  ? 
cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults. 
Rom.  iii.  20.  Therefore  by  the  deeds 
of  the  law  there  shall  no  flesh  be  jus- 
tified in  his  sight :  for  by  the  law  is 
the  knowledge  of  sin.  Rom.  vii.  7.

A.  The  moral  law  is  summarily  comprehended  in  the  ten  command- 
ments, which  were  delivered  by  the  voice  of  God  upon  mount  Sinai, 
and  wi'itten  by  him  in  two  tables  of  stone;"  and  ai-e  recorded  in  the

Bom.  vii.  4.  Wherefore,  my  brethren, 
ye  also  are  become  dead  to  the  law 
by  the  body  of  Christ ;  that  ye  should

*  Rom.  vii.  24.  0  wretched  man  that 
I  am!  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the 
body  of  this  death?

So  then  with  the  mind  I  myself  serve 
the  law  of  God,  but  with  the  flesh  the 
law  of  sin.  Gal.  iii.  13.  Christ  hath 
redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us :  for  it  is 
written.

1.  That  the  law  is  perfect,  and  bindeth  every  one  to  full  confor- 
mity in  the  whole  man  unto  the  righteousness  thereof,  and  unto  entire 
obedience  for  ever ;  so  as  to  require  the  utmost  perfection  of  every 
duty,  and  to  forbid  the  least  degree  of  every  sin." 

2.  That  it  is  spiritual,  and  so  reacheth  the  understanding,  will, 
affections,  and  all  other  powers  of  the  soul ;  as  well  as  words,  works, 
and  gestures.  P 


ing,  the  ten  commandments,  ■which 
tlie  Lord  spake  unto  you  in  the  mount, 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,  in  the  day 
of  the  assembly :  and  the  Lord  gave 
them  unto  me.  Exod.  xxxiv.  1.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Hew  thee 
two  tables  of  stone  like  imto  the  first ;

A.  "We  are  to  consider,  in  the  ten  commandments,  the  preface,  the 
substance  of  the  commandments  themselves,  and  several  reasons  an- 
nexed to  some  of  them,  the  more  to  enforce  them. 

Q.  101.   What  is  tJie  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  f 

A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  is  contained  in  these 
words,  /  am  the  Lord  thy  Godf  which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bondage.^  Wherein  God  manifesteth  his 
sovereignty,  as  being  JEHOVAH,  the  eternal,  immutable,  and  almighty 
God  ;*  having  his  being  in  and  of  himself,'  and  giving  being  to  all  his 
words «  and  works  :^  and  that  he  is  a  God  in  covenant,  as  with  Israel 
of  old,  so  with  all  his  people ;'  who,  as  he  brought  them  out  of  their 
bondage  in  Egypt,  so  he  delivereth  us  from  our  spiritual  thraldom  i^ 
and  that  therefore  we  are  bound  to  take  him  for  our  God  alone,  and 
to  keep  all  his  commandments.*

A.  The  sum  of  the  four  commandments  containing  our  duty  to 
God,  is,  to  love  the  Lord  our  God  with  all  our  heart,  and  with  all  our

See  thou  do  it  not :  I 
am  thy  fellow-servant,  and  of  thy 
brethren  that  have  the  testimony  of 
Jesua :  worship  God :  for  the  testi- 
mony of  Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  pro- 
phecy. Matt,  iv.  10.  Then  saith  Jesus 
unto  him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan:  for 
i  t  is  written,  Thou  shalt  worship  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
thou  serve.  Col.  ii.  18.  Let  no  man 
beguile  you  of  your  reward  in  a  vo- 
luntary humility,  and  worshipping  of 
angels,  intruding  into  those  things 
which  he  hath  not  seen,  vainly  puffed 
up  by  his  fleshly  mind.

Who  changed  the  truth  of  God  into 
a  lie,  and  worshipped  and  served  the 
creature  more  thau  the  Creator,  who 
is  blessed  for  ever.

13.  So  Saul  died  for  his  transgression 
which  he  committed  against  the  Lord, 
even  against  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
which  he  kept  not,  and  also  for  ask- 
ing counsel  of  one  that  had  a  familiar 
spirit,  to  enquire  of  it;  Ver.  14.  And 
enquired  not  of  the  Lord:  therefore 
he  slew  him,  and  turned  the  kingdom 
unto  David  the  son  of  Jesse. 

But  Peter  said,  Ana- 
nias, why  hath  Satan  filled  thine 
heart  to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to 
keep  back  part  of  the  price  of  the 
land?

Q.  106.  What  are  we  specially  taught  by  these  words  [before  me]  in 
the  first  commandment  f 

A.  These  words  [before  m«]  or  before  my  face,  in  the  first  command- 
ment, teach  us,  that  God,  vi^ho  seeth  all  things,  taketh  special  notice  of, 
and  is  much  displeased  with,  the  sin  of  having  any  other  god :  that  so 
it  may  be  an  argument  to  dissuade  from  it,  and  to  aggravate  it  as  a 
most  impudent  provocation :  *  as  also  to  persuade  us  to  do  as  in  his 
sight,  whatever  we  do  in  his  service.™ 

Q.  107.  Which  is  the  second  commandment? 

A.  The  second  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any 
graven  image,  or  a/ny  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or 
that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth. 
Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  I  the 
Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
u/pon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  tliem  that 


vain,  and  washed  my  hands  in  inno- 
cency.  Ver.  14.  For  all  the  day  long 
have  I  been  plagued,  and  chastened 
every  morning,  Ver.  15.  If  I  say,  I 
will  speak  thus;  behold,  I  should  of- 
fend against  the  generation  of  thy 
children.  Ver.  22.  So  foolish  was  I, 
and  ignorant :  I  was  as  a  beast  before 
thee.  Job  i.  22.  In  all  this  Job  sin- 
ned not,  nor  charged  God  foolishly. 

8 1  Sam.  vi.  7.  Now  therefore  make 
a  new  cart,  and  take  two  milch-kine, 
on  which  there_  hath  come  no  yoke, 
and  tie  the  kine  to  the  cart,  and 
bring  their  calves  home  from  them : 
Ver.  8.  And  take  the  ark  of  the  Lord, 
and  lay  it  upon  the  cart ;  and  put  the 
jewels  of  gold,  which  ye  return  him 
for  a  trespass-offering,  in  a  coffer  by 
the  side  thereof;  and  send  it  away, 
that  it  may  go.  Ver.  9.  And  see,  if 
it  goeth  up  by  the  way  of  his  own 
coast  to  Beth-shemesh,  then  he  hath 
done  us  this  great  evil:  but  if  not, 
then  we  shall  know  that  it  is  not  his 
hand  that  smote  us;  it  was  a  chance 
that  happened  to  us. 

^  Dan.  V.  23.  But  hast  lifted  up  thy- 
self  against  the  Lord  of  heaven;  and 
they  have  brought  the  vessels  of  his 
house  before  thee,  and  thou  and  thy 
lords,  thy  wives  and  thy  concubines, 
have  drunk  wine  in  them;  and  thou 
hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver,  and 
gold,  of  brass,  iron,  wood,  and  stone, 
which  see  not,  nor  hear,  nor  know : 
and  the  God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath 
is,  and  whose  are  all  thy  ways,  hast 
thou  not  glorified. 

*  Deut.  viii.  17.  And  thou  say  In 


thine  heart,  My  power,  and  the  might 
of  mine  hand,  hath  gotten  me  this 
wealth.  Dan.  iv.  30.  The  king  spake, 
and  said.  Is  not  this  great  Babylon, 
that  I  have  built  for  the  house  of  the 
kingdom,  by  the  might  of  my  power, 
and  for  the  honom*  of  my  majesty  ? 

''  Hab.  i.  16.  Therefore  they  sacri- 
fice unto  their  net,  and  bmn  incense 
unto  their  drag;  because  by  them 
their  portion  is  fat,  and  their  meat 
plenteous. 

106.  1  Ezek.  viiL  5.  Then  said  he 
unto  me,  Son  of  man,  lift  up  thine 
eyes  now  the  way  toward  the  north. 
So  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes  the  way  to- 
ward the  north,  and  behold  north- 
ward at  the  gate  of  the  altar  this 
image  of  jealousy  in  the  entry.  Ver. 
6.  He  said  furthermore  unto  me.  Son 
of  man,  seest  thou  what  they  do? 
even  the  great  abominations  that  the 
house  of  Israel  committeth  here,  that 
I  should  go  far  off  from  my  sanctuary  ? 
But  turn  thee  yet  again,  and  thou 
shalt  see  greater  abominations,  &c. 
[to  the  end  of  the  Cluijpter.']  Ps.  xliv. 
20.  If  we  have  forgotten  the  name  of 
our  God,  or  stretched  out  our  hands 
to  a  strange  god;  Ver.  21.  Shall  not 
God  search  tliis  out  ?  for  he  knoweth 
the  secrets  of  the  heart. 

™  1  Chron.  xxviii.  9.  And  thou,  So- 
lomon my  son,  know  thou  the  God  of 
thy  father,  and  serve  him  with  a  per- 
fect heart,  and  with  a  willing  mind : 
for  the  Lord  searcheth  all  hearts,  and 
understandeth  all  the  imaginations  of 
the  thoughts:  if  thou  seek  him,  he 
will  be  found  of  thee;  but  if  thou 
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hate  me;  and  shewing  mercy  untp  thousands  of  them  that  love  me,  and 
keep  my  cominandments.^ 

Q.  108.   What  are  the  duties  required  in  the  second  commandment? 

A.  The  duties  required  in  the  second  commandment  are,  the  re- 
ceiving, observing,  and  keeping  pure  and  entire,  all  such  rehgious 
worship  and  ordinances  as  God  hath  instituted  in  his  word;**  particu- 
larly prayer  and  thanksgiving  in  the  name  of  Christ  ;p  the  reading, 
preaching,  and  hearing  of  the  word ;  ^  the  administration  and  receiv- 
ing of  the  sacraments;'  church  government  and  discipline;"  the  min- 


forsake  him,  he  will  cast  thee  off  for 
ever. 

107.  °  Exod.  XX.  4,  6,  6. 

108.  °  Deut.  xxxii.  46.  And  he  said 
tmto  them,  Set  your  hearts  imto  all 
the  words  which  i  testify  among  you 
this  day,  which  ye  shall  command 
your  children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the 
words  of  this  law.  Ver.  47.  For  it  is 
not  a  vain  thing  for  you ;  because  it 
is  your  Hfe :  and  through  this  thin^ 
ye  shall  prolong  your  days  in  the  land 
whither  ye  go  over  Jordan  to  possess 
it.  Matt,  xxviii.  20.  Teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  imto  the  end  of 
the  world.  Acts  ii.  42.  And  they  con- 
tinued stcdfastly  in  the  apostles'  doc- 
trine and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking 
of  bread,  and  in  pi-ayers.  1  Tim.  vi. 
13.  I  give  thee  charge  in  the  sight  of 
God,  who  quickenetli  all  things,  and 
before  Clurist  Jesus,  who  before  Pon- 
tius Pilate  witnessed  a  good  confes- 
sion, Ver.  14.  That  thou  keep  this 
commandment  without  spot,  uni'e- 
bukeable,  until  the  appearing  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

P  Phil.  iv.  6.  Be  careful fornothing: 
but  in  everything  by  prayer  and  sup- 
plication, with  thanksgiving,  let  your 
requests  be  made  known  imto  God. 
Epli.  V.  20.  Giving  thanks  always  for 
all  things  unto  God  and  the  Father  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

1  Deut.  xvii.  18.  And  it  shall  be, 
when  lie  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of 
Ills  kingdom,  that  he  shall  write  him 
a  copy  of  this  law  in  a  book,  out  of 
that  which  is  before  the  j)riests  the 
Levites:  Ver.  19.  And  it  shall  be 
with  him,  and  he  shall  read  therein 
all  the  days  of  his  life;  that  he  may 
learn  to  fear  the  Lord  his  God,  to  keep 
all  the  words  of  this  law,  and  these 
statutes,  to  do  them.  Acts  xv.  21. 
For  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in  every 
city  them  that  preach  him,  being  read 


in  the  synagogues  every  sabbath-day. 
2  Tim.  IV.  2.  Preach  the  word ;  be  in- 
stant in  season,  out  of  season ;  reprove, 
rebuke,  exhort,  with  all  long- suffering 
and  doctrine.  James  i.  21.  Where- 
fore, lay  apart  all  filthiness,  and  su- 
perfluity of  naughtiness,  and  receive 
with  meekness  the  ingrafted  word, 
which  is  able  to  save  your  souls :  Ver. 
22.  But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and 
not  hearers  only,  deceiving  your  own 
selves.  Acts  X.  33.  Immediately  there- 
fore I  sent  to  thee ;  and  thou  hast  well 
done  that  thou  art  come.  Now  there- 
fore are  we  all  here  present  before 
God,  to  hear  all  things  that  are  com- 
manded thee  of  God. 

'  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  1  Cor. 
xi.  from  Ver.  23  to  Ver.  30.  For  I 
have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which 
also  I  delivered  unto  you,  That  the 
Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which 
he  was  betrayed,  took  bread,  &c. 

•  Matt,  xviii.  15.  Moreover,  if  thy 
brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go 
and  tell  him  his  fault  between  thee 
and  him  alone:  if  he  shall  hear  thee, 
thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.    Ver. 

16.  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then 
take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that 
in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses 
every  word  may  be  established.  Ver. 

17.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear 
them,  tell  it  unto  the  chm-ch :  but  if 
he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him 
be  unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a 
publican.  Matt.  xvi.  19.  And  I  will 
give  imto  thee  the  keys  of  the  king- 
dom of  heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in 
heaven;  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt 
loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  hea- 
ven. 1  Cor.  Chapter  v.  1  Cor.  xii. 
28.  And  God  hath  set  some  in  the 
church,  first,  apostles;  secondarily, 
prophets:  thirdly,  teachers;  after  that

istry  and  maintenance  thereof;*  religious  fasting;*  swearing  by  the 
name  of  God,^  and  vowing  unto  him :  *  as  also  the  disapproving,  de- 
testing, opposing,  all  false  worship ;  ^  and,  according  to  each  one's  place 
and  calling,  removing  it,  and  all  monuments  of  idolatry." 

Q.  109.   WTiat  are  the  sins  forbidden  in  the  second  commandment  f 
A.  The  sins  forbidden  in  the  second  commandment  are,  all  devis- 
ing,* counselling,*  commanding,*  using,**  and  any  wise  approving,  any 


miracles ;  then  gifts  of  healings,  helps, 
governments,  diversities  of  tongues. 

*  Eph.  iv.  11.  And  he  gave  eome, 
apostles ;  and  some,  prophets ;  and 
Bome,  evangelists ;  and  some,  pastors 
and  teachers;  Ver.  12.  For  the  per- 
fecting of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of 
the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  1  Tim.  t.  17.  Let  the 
elders  that  rule  well  be  coimted  wor- 
thy of  double  honour,  especially  they 
who  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine. 
Ver.  18.  For  the  scripture  saith.  Thou 
Bhalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that  treadeth 
out  the  com.  And,  The  labourer  is 
worthy  of  his  reward.  1  Cor.  ix.  7- 
15.  Who  goeth  a  warfare  any  time  at 
his  own  charges  ?  who  planteth  a 
vineyard,  and  eateth  not  of  the  fruit 
thereof  ?  or  who  feedeth  a  flock,  and 
eateth  not  of  the  milk  of  the  flock  f  &c. 

^Joel  11.  12.  Therefore  also  now, 
saith  the  Lord,  Turn  ye  even  to  me 
with  all  your  heart,  and  with  fasting, 
and  with  weeping,  and  with  mourn- 
ing ;  Ver.  13.  And  rend  your  heart, 
and  not  your  garments,  and  tiirn  im- 
to  the  Lord  your  God :  for  he  is  gra- 
cious and  merciful. — 1  Cor.  vii.  6.  De- 
fraud ye  not  one  the  other,  except  it 
be  with  consent  for  a  time,  that  ye 
may  give  yourselves  to  fasting  and 
pmyer;— 

^  Deut.  vi.  13.  Thou  shalt  fear  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  serve  him,  and 
shalt  swear  by  his  name. 

*  Isa.  xix.  21.  And  the  Lord  shall 
be  known  to  Egypt,  and  the  Egyptians 
shall  know  the  Lord  in  that  day,  and 
shall  do  sacrifice  and  oblation;  yea, 
they  shall  vow  a  vow  unto  the  Lord, 
and  perform  it.  Ps.  Ixxvi.  11.  Vow, 
and  pay  unto  the  Lord  your  God :  let 
all  that  be  round  about  him  bring 
presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be 
feared, 

y  Acts  xvii.  16.  Now,  while  Paul 
waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his  spirit 
was  stirred  in  him,  when  he  saw  the 
city  wholly  given  to  idolatry.  Ver. 
17.  Therefore  disputed  he  in  the  syna- 
gogue with  the  Jews,  and  with  the 


devout  persons,  and  in  the  market 
daily  with  them  that  met  with  him. 
Ps.  xvi.  4.  Their  sorrows  shall  be 
multiplied  that  hasten  after  another 
god:  their  drink-ofierings  of  blood 
will  I  not  offer,  nor  take  up  their 
names  into  my  lips. 

*Deut.  vii.  5.  But  thus  shall  ye 
deal  with  them;  ye  shall  destroy  their 
altars,  and  break  down  their  images, 
and  cut  down  their  groves,  and  burn 
their  graven  images  with  fire.  Isa. 
XXX.  22.  Ye  shall  defile  also  the  cover- 
ing of  thy  graven  images  of  silver, 
and  the  ornament  of  thy  molten 
images  of  gold :  thou  shalt  cast  them 
away  as  a  menstruous  cloth;  thou 
shalt  say  \mto  it,  Get  thee  hence. 

109.  •  Numb.  XV.  39.  And  it  shall 
be  unto  you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may 
look  upon  it,  and  remember  all  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  and  do 
them ;  and  that  ye  seek  not  after  your 
own  heart,  and  your  own  eyes,  after 
which  ye  use  to  go  a  whoring. 

•»  Deut.  xiii.  6.  If  thy  brother,  the 
son  of  thy  mother,  or  thy  son,  or  thy 
daughter,  or  the  wife  of  thy  bosom, 
or  thy  friend,  which  is  as  thine  own 
soul,  entice  thee  secretly,  saying.  Let 
us  go  and  serve  other  gods,  which 
thou  hast  not  known,  thou,  nor  thy 
fathers ;  Ver.  7.  Namely,  of  the  gods 
of  the  people  which  are  round  about 
you,  nigh  vmto  thee,  or  far  off  from 
thee,  from  the  one  end  of  the  earth 
even  imto  the  other  end  of  the  earth ; 
Ver.  8.  Thou  shalt  not  consent  unto 
him,  nor  hearken  unto  him;  neither 
shall  thine  eye  pity  hira,  neither  shalt 
thou  spare,  neither  shalt  thou  con- 
ceal him. 

*>  Hosea  v.  11.  Ephraira  is  oppressed 
and  broken  in  judgment,  because  ho 
willingly  walked  after  the  command- 
ment. Micah  vi.  16.  For  the  statutes 
of  Omri  are  kept,  and  all  the  works 
of  the  house  of  Ahab,  and  ye  walk  in 
their  counsels;  that  I  should  make 
thee  a  desolation,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof  an  hissing:  therefore  ye  shall 
bear  the  reproach  of  my  people. 
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rellj^ious  worship  not  instituted  by  God  himself;"  tolerating  a  false 
religion;'  the  maldng  any  representation  of  God,  of  all  or  of  any  of 
the  three  persons,  either  inwardly  in  our  mind,  or  outwardly  in  any 
kind  of  image  or  likeness  of  any  creature  whatsoever ;'  all  worshipping 


<*  *  1  Kings  ii.  33.  Because  that 
they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have 
worshipped  Ashtoretli  the  goddess  of 
the  Zidonians,  Chemosh  the  god  of 
the  Moabites,  and  Milcom  the  god  of 
the  children  of  Ammon,  and  have  not 
walked  in  my  ways,  to  do  that  which 
is  right  in  mine  eyes,  and  to  keep  my 
statutes  and  my  judgments,  as  did 
David  his  father.  1  Kings  xii.  33.  So 
he  offered  upon  the  altar  which  he 
had  made  in  J3eth.el  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  eighth  month,  even  in  the  month 
which  he  had  devised  of  his  own  heart ; 
and  ordained  a  feast  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel :  and  he  offered  upon 
the  altar,  and  burnt  incense. 

Take  heed  to  thy- 
Belf  that  thou  be  not  snared  by  fol- 
lowing them,  after  that  they  be  de- 
Btroyed  from  before  thee;  and  that 
thou  enquire  not  after  their  gods, 
Baying,  How  did  these  nations  servo 
their  gods  ?  even  so  will  I  do  likewise. 
Ver.  31.  Thou  shalt  not  do  so  unto 
the  Lord  thy  God :  for  every  abomi- 
nation to  the  Lord  which  he  hateth 
have  they  done  imto  their  gods;  for 
even  their  sons  and  their  daughters 
they  have  burnt  in  the  fire  to  their 
gods.  Ver.  32.  What  thing  soever  I 
command  you,  observe  to  do  it :  thou 
Bhalt  not  add  thereto,  nor  diminish 
from  it. 

'Deut.  xlii.  from  Verse  6  <o  12.  [Se^i 
letter  •».]  Zech.  xiii.  2.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass  in  that  day,  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  that  I  will  cut  oflF  the 
names  of  the  idols  out  of  the  land, 
and  they  shall  no  more  be  remem- 
bered; and  also  I  will  cause  the  pro- 
phets and  the  unclean  spirit  to  pass 
out  of  the  land.  Ver.  3.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  when  any  shall  yet 
prophesy,  then  his  father  and  his  mo- 
ther that  begat  him  shall  say  unto 
him.  Thou  shalt  not  live;  for  thou 
Bpcakest  lies  in  the  name  of  the  Lord : 
and  his  father  and  his  mother  that 
begat  him  shall  tlirust  him  through 
when  he  prophesieth.  Rev.  ii.  2.  I 
know  thy  works,  and  thy  labour,  and 
thy  patience,  and  how  thou  canst  not 
bear  them  which  are  evil:  and  thou 

Lhast  tried  them  which  say  they  are

them  liars.  Ver.  11.  But  I  have  a 
few  things  against  thee,  because  thou 
hast  there  them  that  hold  the  doc- 
trine of  Balaam,  who  taught  Balac  to 
cast  a  stumblingblock  before  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  to  eat  things  sacrificed 
nnto  idols,  and  to  commit  fornication. 
Ver.  15.  So  hast  thou  also  them  that 
hold  the  doctrine  of  the  Nicolaitanes, 
which  thing  I  hate.  Ver.  20.  Not- 
withstanding I  have  a  few  things 
against  thee,  because  thou  sufterest 
that  woman  Jezebel,  which  calleth 
herself  a  prophetess,  to  teach  and  to 
seduce  my  servants  to  commit  forni- 
cation, and  to  eat  things  sacrificed 
unto  idols.  Rev.  xvii.  12.  And  the 
ten  horns  which  thou  sawest  are  ten 
kings,  which  have  received  no  king- 
dom as  yet;  but  receive  power  as 
kings  one  hour  with  the  beast.    Ver. 

16.  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou 
sawest  upon  the  beast,  these  shall 
hate  the  whore,  and  shall  make  her 
desolate  and  naked,  and  shall  eat  her 
flesh,  and  bum  her  with  fire.    Ver. 

17.  For  God  hath  put  in  their  hearts 
to  fulfil  his  will,  and  to  agree,  and 
give  their  kingdom  unto  the  beast, 
until  the  words  of  God  shall  bo  ful- 
filled. 

«Deut.  iv.  15.  Take  ye  therefore 
good  heed  unto  yourselves,  (for  ye  saw 
no  manner  of  similitude  on  the  day 
that  the  Lord  spake  unto  you  in  Horcb 
out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire,)  Ver.  16. 
Lest  ye  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make 
you  a  graven  image,  the  similitude  of 
any  figure,  the  likeness  of  male  or 
female ;  Ver.  17.  The  likeness  of  any 
beast  that  is  on  the  earth,  the  like- 
ness of  any  winged  fowl  that  flieth  in 
the  air;  Ver.  18.  The  likeness  of  any 
thing  that  creepeth  on  the  ground, 
the  likeness  of  any  fish  that  is  in  tho 
waters  beneath  the  earth:  Ver.  19. 
And  lest  thou  lift  up  thine  eyes  unto 
heaven,  and  when  thou  seest  the  sun, 
and  the  moon,  and  the  stars,  even  all 
the  host  of  heaven,  shouldest  be  driven 
to  worship  them,  and  serve  them, 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  divided 
unto  all  nations  under  the  whole 
heaven.  Acts  xvii.  29.  Forasmuch 
then  as  We  are  the  offspring  of  God, 
we  ought  not  to  think  that  the  God- 
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of  it,'^  or  God  in  it  or  by  it;*  the  making  of  any  representation  of 
feigned  deities,^  and  all  worship  of  them,  or  service  belonging  to  them  ;* 
all  superstitious  devices,™  corrupting  the  worship  of  God,»*  adding  to  it, 
or  taking  from  it,"  whether  invented  and  taken  up  of  ourselves,P  or  re- 
ceived by  tradition  from  others,**  though  under  the  title  of  antiquity,' 
custom,"  devotion,*  good  intent,  or  any  other  pretence  whatsoever;' 


head  is  like  unto  gold,  or  silver,  or 
stone,  graven  by  art  and  man's  device. 
Rom.  i.  21.  Because  that,  when  they 
knew  Grod,  they  glorified  him  not  as 
God,  neither  were  thankful;  but  be- 
came vain  in  their  imaginations,  and 
their  foolish  heart  was  darkened. 
Ver.  22.  Professing  themselves  to  be 
wise,  they  became  fools,  Ver.  23.  And 
changed  the  glory  of  the  uncorruptible 
God  into  an  image  made  like  to  cor- 
ruptible man,  and  to  birds,  and  four- 
footed  beasts,  and  creeping  things. 
Ver.  25.  Who  changed  the  truth  of 
God  into  a  lie,  and  worshipped  and 
served  the  creature  more  than  the 
Creator,  who  is  blessed  for  ever.  Amen. 

^  Dan.  iii.  18.  But  if  not,  be  it 
known  unto  thee,  0  king,  that  we 
will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship 
the  golden  image  which  thou  hast  set 
up.  Gal.  iv.  8.  Howbeit  then,  when 
ye  knew  not  God,  ye  did  service  imto 
them  which  by  nature  are  no  gods. 

•  Exod.  xxxii.  5.  And  when  Aaron 
saw  it,  he  built  an  altar  before  it; 
and  Aaron  made  proclamation,  and 
said,  To-morrow  is  a  feast  to  the  Lord. 

^  Exod.  xxxii.  8.  They  have  turned 
aside  quickly  out  of  the  way  which  I 
commanded  them:  they  have  made 
them  a  molten  calf,  and  liave  wor- 
shipped it,  and  have  sacrificed  there- 
unto, and  said.  These  be  thy  gods,  0 
Israel,  which  have  brought  thee  up 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

'  1  Kings  xviii.  2G.  And  they  took 
the  bullock  which  was  given  them, 
and  they  dressed  it,  and  called  on  the 
name  of  Baal  from  morning  even  un- 
til noon,  saying,  0  Baal,  hear  us!  But 
there  was  no  voice,  nor  any  that  an- 
swered. And  they  leaped  upon  the 
altar  which  was  made.  Ver.  28.  And 
they  cried  aloud,  and  cut  themselves, 
after  their  manner,  with  loiives  and 
lancets,  tiU  the  blood  gushed  out  up- 
on them.  Isa.  Ixv.  11.  But  ye  are 
they  that  forsake  the  Lord,  that  for- 
get  my  holy  mountain,  that  prepare 
a  table  for  that  troop,  and  that  fur- 
nish the  drink-offering  unto  that 
number. 


°»  Acts  xvii.  22.  Then  Paul  stood  in 
the  midst  of  Mars-hill,  and  said,  Ye 
men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all 
things  ye  are  too  superstitious.  Col. 
ii.  21.  (Touch  not,  taste  not,  handle 
not ;  Ver.  22.  Which  aU  are  to  perish 
with  the  using,)  after  the  command- 
ments and  doctrines  of  men.  Ver. 
23.  Which  things  have  indeed  a  shew 
of  wisdom  in  will-worship,  and  humi- 
lity, and  neglecting  of  the  body;  not 
in  any  honour  to  the  satisfying  of  the 
flesh. 

^  Mai.  i.  7.  Ye  offer  polluted  bread 
upon  mine  altar;  and  ye  say.  Wherein 
have  we  polluted  thee?  In  that  ye 
say.  The  table  of  the  Lord  is  con- 
temptible. Ver.  8.  And  if  ye  offer 
the  blind  for  sacrifice,  is  it  not  evil  ? 
and  if  ye  offer  the  lame  and  sick,  ia 
it  not  evil  ?  offer  it  now  unto  thy  go- 
vernor; will  he  be  pleased  with  thee, 
or  accept  thy  person  ?  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts.  Ver.  14.  But  cursed  be  the 
deceiver,  which  hath  in  his  flock  a 
male,  and  voweth,  and  sacrificeth  un- 
to the  Lord  a  corrupt  thing :  for  I  am 
a  great  King,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
and  my  name  is  dreadful  among  the 
heathen. 

°  Deut.  iv.  2.  Ye  shall  not  add  \m. 
to  the  word  which  I  command  you, 
neither  shall  ye  diminish  ought  from 
it,  that  ye  may  keep  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  your  God  which  I 
command  you. 

p  Ps.  cvi.  39.  Thus  were  they  de- 
filed with  their  own  works,  and  went 
a  whoring  with  their  own  inventions. 

1  Matt.  XV.  9.  But  in  vain  they  do 
worship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines 
the  commandments  of  men. 

'  1  Pet.  i.  18.  Forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
corruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold, 
from  your  vain  conversation  received 
by  tradition  from  your  fathers. 

'  Jer.  xliv.  17.  But  we  will  certainly 
do  whatsoever  thing  goeth  forth  out 
of  our  own  mouth,  to  burn  incense 
unto  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to 
pour  out  drink-offerings  unto  her,  as 
we  have  done  we,  and-  our  fathers, 
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simony;''  sacrilege;''  all  neglect,^  contempt,*  hindering,*  and  oppos- 
ing the  worship  and  ordinances  which  God  hath  appointed.^ 

Q.  110.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  commandment, 
the  m^re  to  enforce  it  f 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  commandment,  the  more  to 
enforce  it,  contained  in  these  words,  For  I  the  Lord  thy  Ood  am  a 
jealous  Ood,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto 
the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  me;  and  shewing 


our  kings,  and  our  princes,  in  the 
cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of 
Jerusalem :  for  then  had  we  plenty  of 
victuals,  and  were  well,  ancl  saw  no 
evil. 

*  Isa,  Ixv.  3,  A  people  that  pro- 
voketh  me  to  anger  continually  to  my 
face ;  that  sacrificeth  in  gardens,  and 
bumeth  incense  upon  altars  of  brick ; 
Ver.  4.  Which  remain  among  the 
graves,  and  lodge  in  the  monuments; 
which  eat  swine's  flesh,  and  broth  of 
abominable  things  is  in  their  vessels; 
Vcr.  5.  Which  say.  Stand  by  thyself, 
come  not  near  to  me;  for  I  am  holier 
than  thou.  These  are  a  smoke  in  my 
nose,  a  fire  that  bumeth  all  the  day. 
Gal.  i.  13.  For  ye  have  heard  of  my 
conversation  in  time  past  in  the  Jews' 
religion,  how  that  beyond  measure  I 
persecuted  the  church  of  God,  and 
wasted  it;  Ver.  14.  And  profited  in 
tlie  Jews'  religion  above  many  my 
equals  in  mine  own  nation,  being 
more  exceedingly  zealous  of  the  tra- 
ditions of  my  fathers. 

'  1  Sam,  xiii.  11.  And  Samuel  said, 
What  hast  thou  done?  And  Saul 
said,  Because  I  saw  that  the  people 
were  scattered  from  me,  and  that 
thou  camest  not  within  the  days  ap- 
pointed, and  that  the  Philistines 
gathered  themselves  together  at  Mich- 
mash;  Ver.  12.  Therefore,  said  I,  The 
Philistines  will  come  down  now  upon 
me  to  Gilgal,  and  I  have  not  made 
supplication  unto  the  Lord :  I  forced 
myself  therefore,  and  offered  a  burnt- 
otfermg.  1  Sam.  xv.  21.  But  the  peo- 
ple {said  Saul)  took  of  the  spoil,  sheep 
and  oxen,  the  chief  of  the  things 
which  should  have  been  utterly  de- 
stroyed, to  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord 
thy  God  in  Gilgal. 

^  Acts  viii.  18.  And  when  Simon 
saw  that  through  laying  on  of  the 
apostles'  hands  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
given,  he  offered  them  money. 

*  Rom.  ii.  22.  Thou  that  abhorrest 
idols,  dost  thou  commit  sacrilege  ? 
Mai.  iii.  8.  Will  a  man  rob  God  ?   Yet 


ye  have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say, 
Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee  ?  In 
tithes  and  offerings. 

y  Exod.  iv.  24.  And  it  came  to  pass 
by  the  way  in  the  inn,  that  the  Loi*d 
met  him,  and  sought  to  kill  him.  Ver. 
25.  Then  Zipporah  took  a  sharp  stone, 
and  cut  off  the  foreskin  of  her  son, 
and  cast  it  at  his  feet,  and  said, 
Surely  a  bloody  husband  art  thou  to 
me.  V  er,  26.  So  he  let  him  go :  then 
she  said,  A  bloody  husband  thou  aii;, 
because  of  the  circumcision. 

*  Matt.  xxii.  5.  But  they  made  light 
of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his 
farm,  another  to  his  merchandise. 
Mai.  i.  7.  Ye  offer  polluted  bread 
upon  mine  altar ;  and  ye  say.  Where- 
in have  we  polluted  thee?  In  that 
ye  say,  The  table  of  the  Lord  is  con- 
temptible. Ver.  13.  Ye  said  also, 
Behold,  what  a  weariness  is  it  1  and 
ye  have  snuffed  at  it,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts ;  and  ye  brought  that  which 
was  torn,  and  the  lame,  and  the  sick; 
thus  ye  brought  an  offering :  should  I 
accept  this  of  your  hand?  saith  the 
Lord. 

»  Matt,  xxiii.  13.  But  woe  unto 
you,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites ! 
for  ye  shut  up  the  kingdom^  of  hea- 
ven against  men:  for  ye  neither  go 
in  yourselves,  neither  suffer  ye  them 
that  are  entering  to  go  in. 

^  Acts  xiii.  44.  And  the  next  sab- 
bath-day came  almost  the  whole  city 
together  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
Ver.  45.  But  when  the  Jews  saw  the 
multitudes,  they  were  filled  with  envy, 
and  spake  against  those  things  which 
were  spoken  by  Paul,  contradicting 
and  blaspheming.  1  Thess.  ii.  15. 
Who  both  killed  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
their  own  prophets,  and  have  perse- 
cuted us;  and  they  please  not  God, 
and  are  contrary  to  all  men ;  Ver. 
16.  Forbidding  us  to  speak  to  the 
Gentiles,  that  they  might  be  saved, 
to  fill  up  their  sins  alway:  for  the 
wrath  is  come  upon  them  to  the  ut- 
termost. 
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mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my  etommand^ 
m^nts;'^  are,  besides  God's  sovereignty  over  us,  and  propriety  in  us,* 
his  fervent  zeal  for  his  own  worship,*  and  his  revengeful  indignation 
against  all  false  worship,  as  being  a  spiritual  whoredom;'  accounting 
the  breakers  of  this  comnaandment  such  as  hate  him,  and  threatening 
to  punish  them  unto  divers  generations ;  ^  and  esteeming  the  observers 
of  it  such  as  love  him  and  keep  his  commandments,  and  promising 
mercy  to  them  unto  many  generations.^ 

Q.  111.   WTiich  is  the  third  commandment? 

A.  The  third  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the

But  ye  shall  de- 
stroy their  altars,  break  their  images, 
and  cut  down  their  groves.  Ver.  14. 
For  thou  shalt  worship  no  other  god :

f  1  Cor.  X.  20.  But  I  say,  that  the 
things  which  the  Gentiles  sacrifice, 
they  sacrifice  to  devils,  and  not  to 
God :  and  I  would  not  that  ye  should 
have  fellowship  with  devUs.  Ver.  21. 
Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  cup  of  devils :  ye  cannot  be 
partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of 
the  table  of  devils.  Ver.  22.  Do  we 
provoke  the  Lord  to  jealousy?  are  we 
stronger  than  he  ?  Jer.  vii.  18.  The 
children  gather  wood,  and  the  fathers 
kindle  the  fire,  and  the  women  knead 
their  dough,  to  make  cakes  to  the 
queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out 
drink-ofFerings  unto  other  gods,  that 
they  may  provoke  me  to  anger.  Ver. 
19.  Do  they  provoke  me  to  anger  ? 
gaith  the  Lord :  do  they  not  provoke 
themselves  to  the  confusion  of  their 
own  faces  ?  Ver.  20.  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Lord  God,  Behold,  mine 
anger  and  my  fury  shall  be  poured 
out  upon  this  place,  upon  man,  and 
upon  beast,  and  upon  the  trees  of  the 
field,  and  upon  the  fruit  of  the  ground ; 
and  it  shall  burn,  and  shall  not  be 


quenched.  Ezek.  xvi.  26.  Thou  hast 
also  committed  fornication  with  the 
Egyptians  thy  neighbours,  great  of 
flesh ;  and  hast  increased  thy  whore- 
doms, to  provoke  me  to  anger.  Ver. 
27.  Behold,  therefore  I  have  stretched 
out  my  hand  over  thee,  and  have  di- 
minished thine  ordinary  food,  and 
delivered  thee  unto  the  will  of  them 
that  hate  thee,  the  daughters  of  the 
Philistines,  which  are  ashamed  of  thy 
lewd  way.  Deut.  xxxii.  16.  They 
provoked  him  to  jealousy  with  strange 
gods,  with  abominations  provoked 
they  him  to  anger.  Ver.  17.  They 
sacrificed  unto  devils,  not  to  God;  to 
gods  whom  they  knew  not,  to  new 
gods  that  came  newly  up,  whom  your 
fathers  feared  not.  Ver.  18.  Of  the 
Rock  that  begat  thee  thou  art  un- 
mindful, and  hast  forgotten  God  that 
formed  thee.  Ver.  19.  And  when  the 
Lord  saw  it,  he  abhorred  them,  be- 
cause of  the  provoking  of  his  sons 
and  of  his  daughters,  v  er.  20.  And 
he  said,  I  will  hide  mjr  face  from 
them,  I  win  see  what  their  end  shall 
be :  for  they  are  a  very  fro  ward  gene- 
ration, children  in  whom  is  no  faith. 

8  Hosea  ii.  2.  Plead  with  your 
mother,  plead;  for  she  is  not  my  wife, 
neither  am  I  her  husband:  let  her 
therefore  put  away  her  whoredoms 
out  of  her  sight,  and  her  adulteries 
from  between  her  breasts;  Ver.  3, 
Lest  I  strip  her  naked,  and  set  her  as 
in  the  day  that  she  was  born,  and 
make  her  as  a  wilderness,  and  set  her 
like  a  dry  land,  and  slay  her  with 
thirst.  Ver.  4.  And  I  will  not  have 
mercy  upon  her  children;  for  they 
be  the  children  of  whoredoms. 

^  Deut.  V.  29.  Oh  that  there  were 
such  an  heart  in  them,  that  they 
would  fear  me,  and  keep  all  my  com- 
mandments always,  that  it  might  be 
well  with  them,  and  with  their  chil- 
dren for  ever  1 
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Lord  thy  God  in  vain:  for  the  Lord  tuill  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh  his  name  in  vain.^ 

Q.  112,    What  is  required  in  the  third  commandment  f 

A.  The  third  commandment  requires,  That  the  name  of  God,  his 

titles,  attributes,*'  ordinances,'  the  word,™  sacraments,"  prayer,"  oaths,' 

vows,*i  lots,'  his  works,*  and  whatsoever  else  there  is  whereby  he  makes 

himself  known,  be  holily  and  reverently  used  in  thought,*  meditation,' 


111.  1  Exod.  XX.  7. 

112.  ^  Matt.  vi.  9.  After  this  man- 
ner therefore  pray  ye:  Ovu*  Father, 
which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
name.  Deut.  xxviii.  58.  If  thou  wilt 
not  observe  to  do  all  the  words  of 
this  law  that  are  written  in  this  book, 
that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious 
and  fearful  name,  THE  LORD  THY

vain,'  irreverent,  profane,B  superstitious,^   or  wicked  mentioning  or 


name  in  all  the  earth !  [Sec  the  Psalm 
throughout.'] 

^  Col.  iii.  17.  And  T^hatsoever  ye  do 
in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God 
and  the  Father  by  him.  Ps.  cv.  2.

Ver.  5.  Remember  his  maiTellous 
works  that  he  hath  done ;  his  wonders, 
and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth.

is  contemptible.  Mai.  iii.  14.  Yo 
have  said,  It  is  vain  to  serve  God ; 
and  what  profit  is  it  that  we  have 
kept  his  ordinance,  and  that  we  have 
walked  mournfully  before  the  Lord  of 
hosts  ? 

^  1  Sam.  iv.  3.  And  when  the  people 
were  come  into  the  camp,  the  elders 
of  Israel  said.  Wherefore  hath  the 
Lord  smitten  us  to-day  before  the 
Philistines  ?  Let  us  fetch  the  ark  of 
the  covenant  of  the  Lord  out  of  Shi- 
loh  unto  us,  that,  when  it  coraeth 
among  us,  it  may  save  us  out  of  tlie 
hand  of  our  enemies.  Ver.  4.  So  the 
people  sent  to  Shiloh,  that  they  might 
bring  from  thence  the  ark  of  the  cove- 
nant of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  which  dwell- 
eth  between  the  cherubims  :  and  the 
two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni  and  Phinehas, 
were  there  with  the  ark  of  the  cove- 
nant of  God.  Ver.  5.  And  when  tlie 
ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  camo 
into  the  camp,  all  Israel  shouted  with 
a  great  shout,  so  that  the  earth  rang 
again.  Jer.  vii.  4.  Trust  ye  not  in 
lying  words,  saying.  The  temple  of 
the  Lord,  The  temple  of  the  Lord,  The 
temple  of  the  Lord,  are  these.  Ver. 
9.  Will  ye  steal,  murder,  and  commit 
adultery,  and  swear  falsely,  and  bura 
incense  unto  Baal,  and  walk  after 
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otherwise  using  his  titles,  attributes,*  ordinances,*  or  works,'  by  blas- 
phemy,"' perjury;'*  all  sinful  cursings,"  oaths,P  vows,*»  and  lots;'  vio- 


other  gods  whom  ye  know  not :  Ver. 
10.  And  come  and  stand  before  me  in 
this  house,  which  is  called  by  my 
name,  and  say,  We  are  delivered  to 
do  all  these  abominations  T  Ver.  14. 
Therefore  will  I  do  unto  this  house, 
which  is  called  by  my  name,  wherein 
ye  trust,  and  unto  the  place  which  I 
gave  to  you  and  to  your  fathers,  as  I 
have  done  to  Shiloh.  Ver.  31.  And 
they  have  built  the  high  places  of  To- 
phet,  which  is  in  the  valley  of  the  son 
of  Hinnom,  to  burn  their  sons  and 
their  daughters  in  the  fire ;  which  I 
commanded  them  not,  neither  came 
it  into  my  heart.  Col.  ii.  20.  Where- 
fore, if  ye  be  dead  with  Christ  from 
the  rudiments  of  the  world,  why,  as 
tiiough  living  in  the  world,  are  ye 
subject  to  ordinances,  Ver.  21.  (Touch 
not,  taste  not,  handle  not ;  Ver.  22, 
Which  all  are  to  perish  with  the 
using,)  after  the  commandments  and 
doctrines  of  men  ? 

*  2  Kings  xviii.  30.  Neither  let  He- 
zekiah  make  you  trust  in  the  Lord, 
saying.  The  Lord  will  surely  deliver 
us,  and  this  city  shall  not  be  deli- 
vered into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 
Assyria.  Ver.  35.  Who  are  they 
among  all  the  gods  of  the  countries, 
that  have  delivered  their  country  out 
of  mine  hand,  that  the  Lord  should 
deliver  Jerusalem  out  of  mine  hand  ? 
Exod.  V.  2.  And  Pharaoh  said,  Who  is 
the  Lord,  that  I  shovdd  obey  his  voice 
to  let  Israel  go  ?  I  know  not  the  Lord, 
neither  will  I  let  Israel  go.  Ps. 
cxxxix.  20.  For  they  speak  against 
thee  wickedly,  and  thme  enemies 
take  thy  name  in  vain. 

•^  Ps.  1.  16.  But  unto  the  wicked 
God  saith.  What  hast  thou  to  do  to 
declare  my  statutes,  or  that  thou 
shouldest  take  my  covenant  in  thy 
mouth  ?  Ver.  17.  Seeing  thou  hatest 
instruction,  and  castest  my  words  be- 
hind thee. 

'  Isa.  y.  12.  And  the  harp  and  the 
viol,  the  tabret  and  pipe,  and  wine, 
are  in  their  feasts :  but  they  regard 
not  the  work  of  the  Lord,  neither  con- 
sider the  operation  of  his  hands. 

>"  2  Kings  xix.  22.  Whom  hast  thou 
reproached  and  blasphemed  ?  and 
against  whom  hast  thou  exalted  thy 
voice,  and  lifted  up  thine  eyes  on 
high  ?  even  against  the  Holy  One  of 


Israel.    Lev.  rriv.  11.   And  the  Is- 

raelitish  woman's  son  blasphemed  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  cursed.  And 
they  brought  him  unto  Moses. 

°  Zech.  V.  4.  I  will  bi'ing  it  forth, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  it  shall  en- 
ter into  the  house  of  the  thief,  and  into 
the  house  of  him  that  sweareth  falsely 
by  my  name :  and  it  shall  remain  in 
the  midst  of  his  house,  and  shall  con- 
sume it,  with  the  timber  thereof,  and 
the  stones  thereof.  Zech.  viii.  17. 
And  let  none  of  you  imagine  evil  in 
your  hearts  against  his  neighbour; 
and  love  no  false  oath :  for  all  these 
are  things  that  I  hate,  saith  the  Lord. 

"  1  Sam.  xvii.  43.  And  the  Philis- 
tine said  unto  David,  Am  I  a  dog,  that 
thou  comest  to  me  with  staves?  And 
the  Philistine  cursed  David  by  his 
gods.  2  Sam.  xvi.  5.  And  when  king 
David  came  to  Bahurim,  behold, 
thence  came  out  a  man  of  the  family 
of  the  house  of  Saul,  whose  name  was 
Shimei,  the  son  of  Gera :  he  came 
forth,  and  cursed  still  as  he  came. 

p  Jer.  V.  7.  How  shall  I  pardon  thee 
for  this  ?  thy  children  have  forsaken 
me,  and  sworn  by  them  that  are  no 
gods :  when  I  had  fed  them  to  the 
full,  they  then  committed  adultery, 
and  assembled  themselves  by  troops 
in  the  harlots'  houses.  Jer.  xxiii.  10. 
For  the  land  is  full  of  adulterers ;  for 
because  of  swearing  the  land  moum- 
eth ;  the  pleasant  places  of  the  wil- 
derness are  dried  up,  and  their  course 
is  evil,  and  their  force  is  not  right. 

^  Deut.  xxiii.  18.  Thou  shalt  not 
bring  the  hire  of  a  whore,  or  the  price 
of  a  dog,  into  the  house  of  the  Lord 
thy  God  for  any  vow  ;  for  even  both 
these  are  abommation  unto  the  Lord 
thy  God.  Acts  xxiii.  12.  And  when 
it  was  day,  certain  of  the  Jews  band- 
ed together,  and  bound  themselves 
under  a  curse,  saying  that  they  would 
neither  eat  nor  drink  till  they  had 
killed  Paul.  Ver.  14.  And  they  came 
to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  and 
said.  We  have  botmd  ourselves  under 
a  great  curse,  that  we  will  eat  nothing 
until  we  have  slain  Paul. 

'  Esth.  iii.  7.  In  the  first  month, 
(that  is,  the  month  Nisan,)  in  the 
twelfth  year  of  king  Ahasuenis,  they 
cast  Pur,  that  is,  the  lot,  before  Ha- 
inan, from  day  to  day,  and  from  month 
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lating  of  our  oaths  and  vows,  if  lawful  ;•  and  fulfilling  them,  if  of 
things  unlawful  ;*  murmuring  and  quarrelling  at,"*^  curious  prying  into,^ 
and  misapplying  of  God's  decrees*  and  providences  ;y  misinterpreting," 
misapplymg,"  or  any  way  perverting  the  word,  or  any  part  of  it,''  to 


to  month,  to  the  twelfth  month,  that 
is,  the  month  Adar.  Esth.  ix.  24. 
Because  Haman  the  son  of  Hammed- 
atha  the  Agagite,  the  enemy  of  all  the 
Jews,  had  devised  against  the  Jews  to 
destroy  them,  and  had  cast  Pur  (that 
is,  the  lot)  to  consume  them,  and  to 
destroy  them.  Ps.  xxii.  18.  They  part 
my  garments  among  them,  and  cast 
lots  upon  my  vesture. 

^  Ps.  xxiv.  4.  He  that  hath  clean 
hands,  and  a  pure  heart;  who  hath 
not  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor 
sworn  deceitfully.  Ezek.  xvii.  16.  As 
I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  surely  in 
the  place  where  the  king  dwelleth 
that  made  him  king,  whose  oath  he 
despised,  and  whose  covenant  he 
brake,  even  with  him  in  the  midst  of 
Babylon  he  shall  die.  Ver.  18.  See- 
ing he  despised  the  oath  by  breaking 
the  covenant,  when,  lo,  he  had  given 
his  hand,  and  hath  done  all  these 
things,  he  shall  not  escape.  Ver.  19. 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  God, 
As  I  live,  surely  mine  oath  that  he 
hath  despised,  and  my  covenant  that 
he  hath  broken,  even  it  will  I  recom- 
pense upon  his  own  head. 

*  Mark  vi.  26.  And  the  king  was 
exceeding  sorry;  yet  for  his  oath's 
sake,  and  for  their  sakes  which  sat 
with  him,  he  would  not  reject  her. 
1  Sam.  XXV.  22.  So  and  more  also  do 
God  unto  the  enemies  of  David,  if  I 
leave  of  all  that  pertain  to  him,  by 
the  morning  light,  any  that  pisseth 
against  the  wall.  Ver.  32.  And  David 
said  to  Abigail,  Blessed  be  the  Lord 
God  of  Israel,  which  sent  thee  this 
day  to  meet  me :  Ver.  38.  And  blessed 
be  thy  advice,  and  blessed  be  thou, 
which  hast  kept  me  this  day  from 
coming  to  shed  blood,  and  from  aveng- 
ing myself  with  mine  own  hand,  Ver. 
34.  For  in  very  deed,  as  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel  liveth,  which  hath  kept  me 
back  from  hurting  thee,  except  thou 
hadst  hasted  and  come  to  meet  me, 
surely  there  had  not  been  left  unto 
Nabal,  by  the  morning  light,  any  that 
pisseth  against  the  wall. 

^  Rom.  ix.  14.  What  shall  we  say 
then  ?  Is  there  umighteousness  with 
God?    God  forbid.    Ver.  19.  Thou 


wilt  say  then  unto  me,  Why  doth  he 
yet  find  fault  ?  For  who  hath  resisted 
his  will  ?  Ver.  20.  Nay  but,  0  man, 
who  art  thou  that  repliest  against 
God  ?  Shall  the  thing  formed  say  to 
him  that  formed  it.  Why  hast  thou 
made  me  thus  ? 

^  Deut.  xxix.  29.  The  secret  things 
belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God:  but 
those  things  which  are  revealed  be- 
long unto  us  and  to  our  children  for 
ever,  that  we  may  do  ail  the  words  of 
this  law. 

*  Rom.  iii.  5.  But  if  our  unrighte- 
ousness commend  the  righteousness 
of  God,  what  shall  we  say  ?  Is  God 
unrighteous  who  taketh  vengeance  ? 
(I  speak  as  a  man.)  Ver.  7.  For  if 
the  truth  of  God  hath  more  abounded 
through  my  lie  unto  his  glory;  why 
yet  am  I  also  judged  as  a  sinner? 
Rom.  vi.  1.  What  shall  we  say  then  ? 
Shall  we  continue  in  sin,  that  grace 
may  abound  ?    Ver.  2.  God  forbid. 

y  EccL  viii.  11.  Because  sentence 
against  an  evil  work  is  not  executed 
speedily,  therefore  the  heart  of  the 
sons  of  men  is  fully  set  in  them  to  do 
evil.  Eccl.  ix.  3.  This  is  an  evil 
among  all  things  that  are  done  under 
the  sun,  that  there  is  one  event  unto 
all :  yea,  also  the  heart  of  the  sons  of 
men  is  full  of  evil,  and  madness  is  in 
their  heart  while  they  live,  and  after 
that  they  go  to  the  dead.  Ps.  xxxix. 
throuffhout.  I  said,  I  will  take  heed 
to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my 
tongue ; — 

'  Matt.  V.  21  to  the  end.  [See  Quest 
99,  letter  <>.] 

*  Ezek.  xiii.  22.  Because  with  lies 
ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righte- 
ous sad,  whom  I  have  not  made  sad ; 
and  strengthened  the  hands  of  the 
wicked,  that  he  should  not  return 
from  his  wicked  way,  by  promising 
him  life. 

^  2  Pet.  iii.  16.  As  also  in  all  his 
epistles,  speaking  in  them  of  these 
things :  in  which  are  some  things  hard 
to  be  understood,  which  they  <  hat  are 
unlearned  and  unstable  wrest,  as  they 
do  also  the  other  scriptures,  unto 
their  own  destruction.  Matt.  xxii. 
24  to  Verse  31.  Saying,  Master,  Moses 
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profane  jests,'  curious  or  unprofitable  questions,  vain  janglings,  or  the 
maintaining  of  false  doctrines  ;^  abusing  it,  the  creatures,  or  any  thing 
contained  under  the  name  of  God,  to  charms,"  or  sinful  lusts  and  prac- 
tices;' the  maligning,'  scorning,^  reviling,*  or  any  wise  opposing  of 


said,  If  a  man  die,  having  no  children, 
his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and 
raise  up  seed  imto  his  brother.  Ver. 
25.  Now  there  were  with  us  seven 
brethren :  and  the  first — Ver.  28. 
Therefore,  in  the  resurrection,  whose 
wife  shall  she  be  of  the  seven?  for 
they  all  had  her.  Ver.  29.  Jesus  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them,  Ye  do 
err,  not  knowing  the  scriptures,  nor 
the  power  of  God.  Ver.  30.  For  in 
the  resurrection — 

•^  Isa.  xxii.  13.  And  behold  joy  and 
gladness,  slaying  oxen  and  killing 
Bneep,  eating  tiesh  and  drinking  wine : 
let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow 
we  diall  die.  Jer.  xxiii.  34.  And  as 
for  the  prophet,  and  the  priest,  and 
the  people,  that  shall  say,  The  burden 
of  the  Lord,  I  will  even  punish  that 
man  and  his  house.  Ver.  36.  And 
the  burden  of  the  Lord  shall  ye  men- 
tion no  more;  for  every  man's  word 
shall  be  his  burden :  for  ye  have  per- 
verted the  words  of  the  living  Goo,  of 
the  Lord  of  hosts  our  God.  Ver.  38. 
But  since  ye  say.  The  burden  of  the 
Lord ;  therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Because  ye  say  this  word.  The  burden 
of  the  Lord,  and  I  have  sent  unto  you, 
saying.  Ye  shall  not  say,  The  burden 
of  the  Lord. 

^  1  Tim.  i.  4.  Neither  give  heed  to 
fables,  and  endless  genealogies,  which 
minister  questions,  rather  than  godly 
edifying  which  is  in  faith;  so  do. 
Ver.  6.  From  which  (faith)  some  hav- 
ing swerved,  have  turned  aside  unto 
vam  jangling;  Ver.  7.  Desiring  to  be 
teachers  of  the  law;  imderstanding 
neither  what  they  say,  nor  whereof 
they  af&rm.  1  Tim.  vi.  4.  He  is  proud, 
knowing  nothing,  but  doting  about 
questions  and  strifes  of  words,  whereof 
cometh  envy,  strife,  railings,  evil  sur- 
misings,  Ver.  6.  Perverse  disputings 
of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and  desti- 
tute of  the  truth,  supposing  that  gain 
is  godliness :  from  such  withdi-aw  thy- 
self. Ver.  20.  0  Timothy,  keep  that 
which  is  committed  to  thy  trust, 
avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings, 
and  oppositions  of  science  falsely  so 
called.  2  Tim.  ii.  14.  Of  these  things 
put  them  in  remembrance,  charging 
them  before  the  Lord  that  they  strive 


not  about  words  to  no  profit,  but  to 
the  subverting  of  the  hearers.  Tit 
iii.  9.  But  avoid  foolish  questions, 
and  genealogies,  and  contentions,  and 
strivmgs  about  the  law;  for  they  are 
unprofitable  and  vain. 

•Deut.  xviii.  10-14.  There  shall 
not  be  found  among  you  any  one  that 
maketh  his  son  or  his  daughter  to  pass 
through  the  fire,  or  that  useth  divma- 
tion,  or  an  observer  of  times,  or  an 
enchanter,  or  a  witch,  Ver.  11.  Or  a 
charmer,  or  a  consulter  with  familiar 
spirits,  or  a  wizard,  or  a  necromancer. 
V  er.  12.  For  all  that  do  these  thinga 
are  an  abomination  unto  the  Lord, 
&c.  Acts  xix.  13.  Then  certain  of 
the  vagabond  Jews,  exorcists,  took 
upon  them  to  call  over  them  which 
had  evil  spirits  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  saying,  We  adjure  you  by 
Jesus,  whom  Paul  preacheth. 

^2  Tim.  iv.  3.  For  the  time  will 
come  when  they  will  not  endui-e  sound 
doctrine;  but  after  their  own  lusta 
shall  they  heap  to  themselves  teachers, 
having  itching  ears;  Ver.  4.  And  they 
shall  turn  away  their  ears  from  the 
truth,  and  shall  be  turned  vmto  fables. 
Bom.  xiii.  13.  Let  us  walk  honestly, 
as  in  the  day;  not  in  rioting  and 
dnmkenness,  not  in  chambering  and 
wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envy- 
ing: Ver.  14.  But  put  ye  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  provision 
for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof. 
1  Kings  xxi.  9.  And  she  wrote  in  the 
letters,  saying.  Proclaim  a  fast,  and 
set  Naboth  on  high  among  the  people ; 
Ver.  10.  And  set  two  men,  sons  of 
Belial,  before  him,  to  bear  witness 
against  him,  saying.  Thou  didst  blas- 
pheme God  and  the  king:  and  then 
carry  him  out,  and  stone  him,  that  he 
may  die.  Jude,  Ver.  4.  For  there  are 
certain  men  crept  in  unawares,  who 
were  before  of  old  ordained  to  this 
condemnation,  imgodly  men,  turning 
the  grace  of  our  God  into  lascivious- 
ness,  and  denying  the  only  Lord  God, 
and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

6  Acts  xiii.  45.  But  when  the  Jews 
saw  the  midtitudes,  they  were  filled 
with  envy,  and  spake  against  those 
things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul, 
contradicting  and  blaspheming.     1 
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God's  truth,  grace,  and  ways;''  making  profession  of  religion  in  hypo- 
crisy, or  for  sinister  ends  ;*  being  ashamed  of  it,™  or  a  shame  to  it,  by 
unconformable,"  unwise,**  imfruitful,"  and  offensive  walking,'  or  back- 
sliding from  it.' 


John  iii.  12.  Not  as  Cain,  who  was 
of  that  •wicked  one,  and  slew  his  bro- 
ther. And  wherefore  slew  he  him  ? 
Because  his  own  works  were  evil,  and 
his  brother's  righteous. 

*»  Ps.  i.  1.  Blessed  is  the  man  that 
walketh  not  in  the  counsel  of  the  \m- 
godly,  nor  standeth  in  the  way  of 
sinners,  nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  of  the 
scornful.  2  Pet.  iii.  3.  Knowing  this 
first,  that  there  shall  come  in  the 
last  days  scoffers,  walking  after  their 
own  lusts. 

*  1  Pet.  iv.  4.  Wherein  they  tliink 
it  strange  that  ye  run  not  with  them 
to  the  same  excess  of  riot,  speaking 
evil  of  you. 

^  Acts  xiii.  45.  But  when  the  Jews 
saw  the  multitudes,  they  were  filled 
with  envy,  and  spake  against  those 
things  which  were  spoken  by  Paul, 
contradicting  and  blaspheming.  Ver. 
46.  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  waxed 
bold,  and  said,  It  was  necessary  that 
the  word  of  God  should  first  have 
been  spoken  to  you:  but  seeing  ye 
put  it  from  you,  and  judge  your- 
selves unworthy  of  everlasting  life, 
lo,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles.  Ver. 
60.  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  the  de- 
vout and  honourable  women,  and  the 
chief  men  of  the  city,  and  raised 
pei"secution  against  Paul  and  Bama- 
Das,  and  expelled  them  out  of  their 
coasts.  Acts  iv.  18.  And  they  call- 
ed them,  and  commanded  them  not 
to  speak  at  all,  nor  teach,  in  the  name 
of  Jesus.  Acts  xix.  9.  But  when 
divers  were  hardened,  and  believed 
not,  but  spake  evil  of  that  way  before 
the  multitude,he  departed  from  tliem, 
and  separated  the  disciples,  disputing 
daily  in  the  school  of  one  Tyrannus. 
1  Thess.  ii.  16.  Forbidding  us  to 
speak  to  the  Gentiles,  that  they  might 
be  saved,  to  fill  up  their  sins  alway : 
for  the  wrath  is  come  upon  them  to 
the  uttermost.  Heb.  x.  29.  Of  how 
much  sorer  punishment,  suppose  ye, 
shall  he  be  thought  worthy,  who  hath 
trodden  \mder  foot  the  Son  of  God, 
and  hath  counted  the  blood  of  the 
covenant,  wherewith  he  was  sancti- 
fied, an  unholy  thing,  and  hath  done 
despite  unto  the  Spirit  of  grace  ? 
'  2  Tim.  iii.  6.  Having  a  form  of 


godliness,  but  den3ring  the  power 
thereof:  from  such  turn  away^.  Matt, 
xxiii.  14.  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites !  for  ye  devour 
widows'  houses,  and  for  a  pretence 
make  long  prayer :  therefore  ye  shall 
receive  the  greater  damnation.  Matt, 
vi.  1.  Take  heed  that  ye  do  not  your 
alms  before  men,  to  be  seen  of  them ; 
otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Ver.  2. 
Therefore,  when  thou  doest  thine 
alms,  do  not  soimd  a  trumpet  before 
thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in  the  syna- 
gogues, and  in  the  streets,  that  tliey 
may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  They  have  their  reward. 
Ver.  5.  And  when  thou  prayest,  thou 
shalt  not  be  as  the  hypocrites  are: 
for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the 
synagogues,  and  in  the  comers  of  the 
streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you.  They  have 
their  reward.  Ver.  16.  Moreover, 
when  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  hypo- 
crites, of  a  sad  countenance :  for  they 
disfigure  their  faces,  that  they  may 
appear  unto  men  to  fast.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  They  have  their  re- 
ward. 

™  Mark  viii.  38.  Wliosoever  there- 
fore shall  be  ashamed  of  me,  and  of 
my  words,  in  this  adulterous  and  sin- 
ful generation,  of  him  also  shall  the 
Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  he 
Cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Father, 
with  the  holy  angels. 

"Ps.  Ixxhi.  14.  For  all  the  day 
long  have  I  been  plagued,  and  chas- 
tened every  morning.  Ver.  15.  If  I 
say,  I  will  speak  thus;  behold,  I 
should  offend  against  the  generation 
of  thy  children.

But  brother 
goeth  to  law  with  brother,  and  that 
before  the  unbelievers.  Kph.  v.  15. 
See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly, 
not  as  fools,  but  as  wise,  Ver.  16. 
Redeeming  the  time,  because  the  daya 
are  evil.  ver.  17.  Wherefore  be  ye 
not  unwise,  but  understanding  vyhat 
the  will  of  the  Loi-d  is. 
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Q.  114.  Wliat  reasons  are  annexed  to  the  third  commandinent  f 
A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  thh*d  commandment,  in  these  words, 
{The  Lord  thy  Ood^"]  and,  [For  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless 
that  taketh  his  name  in  vain,*]  are,  because  he  is  the  Lord  and  our 
God,  therefore  his  name  is  not  to  be  profaned,  or  any  way  abused  by 
us;*  especially  because  he  will  be  so  far  from  acquitting  and  sparing 
the  transgressors  of  this  commandment,  as  that  he  will  not  sufter  them 
to  escape  his  righteous  judgment,'^  albeit  many  such  escape  the  censures 
and  punishments  of  men.'*

done  more  to  ni^  vineyard,  that  I 
have  not  done  in  it  ?  wherefore,  when 

1  looked  that  it  should  bring  forth 
grapes,  brou<?ht  it  forth  wild  grapes  ? 

2  Pet.  i.  8.  For  if  these  things  be  in 
you,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that 
ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruit- 
ful in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Ver.  8.  But  he  that 
lacketh  these  things  is  blind,  and 
cannot  see  afar  off,  and  bath  forgot- 
ten that  he  was  purged  from  his  old 
Bins. 

<i  Rom.  ii.  23.  Thou  that  makest 
thy  boast  of  the  law,  through  break- 
ing the  law  dislionourest  thou  God  ? 
Ver.  24.  For  the  name  of  God  is 
blasphemed  among  the  Gentiles 
through  you,  as  it  is  written. 

»■  Gal.  iii.  1.  0  foolisli  Galatians, 
who  hath  bewitched  you,  that  ye 
should  not  obey  the  truth,  before 
whose  eyes  Jesus  Christ  hath  been 
evidently  set  forth,  crucified  among 
you  ?  Ver.  3.  Are  ye  so  foolish  ? 
having  begtm  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye 
now  made  perfect  by  the  flesh  ?  Heb. 
vi.  6.  If  they  shall  fall  away,  to  re- 
new them  again  unto  repentance ; 
seeing  they  crucify  to  themselves  the 
Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put  him  to  an 
open  shame.

22.  Therefore  say  unto  the  house  of 
Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  do 
not  this  for  your  sakes,  0  house  of 
Israel,  but  for  mine  holy  name's  sake, 
which  ye  have  profaned  among  the 
heathen,  whither  yo  went.  Ver.  23. 
And  I  will  sanctify  my  great  name, 
which  was  profaned  among  the  hea- 


then, which  ye  have  profaned  in  the 
midst  of  them ;  and  the  heathen  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord,  saith  the 
Lord  God.  when  I  shall  be  sanctified 
in  you  before  their  eyes.  Deut.  xxviii. 
58.  If  thou  wilt  not  observe  to  do  all 
the  words  of  this  law  that  arc  written 
in  this  book,  that  thou  mayest  fear 
this  glorious  and  fearful  name,  1'HE 
LOUD  THY  GOD;  Ver.  59.  Then 
the  Loi-d  will  make  thy  plagues  won- 
derful, and  the  plagues  of  thy  seed, 
even  great  plagues,  and  of  long  con- 
tinuance, and  sore  sicknesses,  and  of 
long  continuance.  Zech.  v.  2.  And 
ho  said  unto  me.  What  seest  thou  ? 
And  I  answered,  I  see  a  flying  roll ; 
the  length  thereof  is  twenty  cubits, 
and  the  breadth  thereof  ten  cubits. 
Ver.  3.  Then  said  he  unto  me.  This  is 
the  curse  that  goeth  forth  over  the 
face  of  the  whole  earth :  for  every  one 
that  stealeth  shall  be  cut  off  as  on  this 
side,  according  to  it;  and  every  one 
that  sweareth  shall  be  cut  off  as  on 
that  side,  according  to  it.  Ver.  4.  I 
will  bring  it  forth,  saith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  and  it  shall  enter  into  the 
house  of  the  thief,  and  into  the  house 
of  him  that  sweareth  falsely  by  my 
name : — 

^  1  Sam.  ii,  12.  Now  the  sons  of  Eli 
were  sons  of  Belial ;  they  knew  not 
the  Lord.  Ver.  17.  W^herefore  the 
sin  of  the  young  men  was  very  great 
before  the  Lord;  for  men  abhorred 
the  oflering  of  the  Lord.  Ver.  22. 
JNow  Eli  was  very  old,  and  heard  all 
that  his  sons  did  unto  all  Israel ;  and 
how  they  lay  with  the  women  that 
assembled  at  the  door  of  the  taber- 
nacle of  the  congregation.  Ver.  24. 
Nay,  my  sons ;  for  it  is  no  good  report 
that  I  hear :  ye  make  the  Lord's  peo- 
ple to  transgress.  Compared  with  1 
Sam.  iii.  13.  For  I  have  told  him,  that 
I  will  judge  his  house  for  ever,  for  the 
iniquity  which  he  knoweth ;  because 
his  sons  made  themselves  vile,  attd  kQ 
restrained  them  not. 
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Q.  116.   Which  is  the  fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  is,  Remember  the  sabbath-day,  to  keep 
it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work ;  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  m)t 
do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant, 
nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within 
thy  gates.  For  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea, 
and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day :  wherefore  the  Lord 
blessed  the  sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it.^ 

Q.  116.   What  is  required  in  the  fourth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  requireth  of  all  men  the  sanctifying 
or  keeping  holy  to  God  such  set  times  as  he  hath  appointed  in  his 
word,  expressly  one  whole  day  in  seven ;  which  was  the  seventh  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  and  the  first 
day  of  the  week  ever  since,  and  so  to  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world; 
which  is  the  Christian  sabbath,?  and  in  the  New  Testament  called 
The  Lord's  day.' 

Q.  117.  How  is  the  sabbath  or  the  Lord's  day  to  be  sanctified? 

A.  The  sabbath  or  Lord's  day  is  to  be  sanctified  by  an  holy  resting 
all  the  day,*  not  only  from  such  works  as  are  at  all  times  sinful,  but

bath-day to  sanctify  it,  as  the  Lord 
thy  God  hath  commanded  thee.  Ver. 
13.  Six  days  thou  shalt  labour,  and  do 
all  thy  work ;  Ver.  14.  But  the  se- 
venth day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord 
thy  God  :  in  it  thoTi  shalt  not  do  any 
work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy 
daughter,  nor  thy  man-servant,  nor 
thy  maid-servant,  nor  thine  ox,  nor 
thine  ass,  nor  any  of  thy  cattle,  nor 
thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates ; 
that  thy  man-servant  and  thy  maid- 
servant may  rest  as  well  as  thou.  Gen. 
ii.  2.  And  on  the  seventh  day  God 
ended  his  work  which  he  had  made ; 
and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day 
from  all  his  work  which  he  had  made. 
Ver.  3.  And  God  blessed  the  seventh 
day,  and  sanctified  it ;  because  that 
in  it  he  had  rested  from  all  his  work 
which  God  created  and  made.  1  Cor. 
xvi.  1.  Now  concerning  the  collection 
for  the  saints,  as  I  have  given  order  to 
the  churches  of  Galatia,  even  so  do  ye. 
Ver.  2.  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week 
let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in 
store,  as  God  hath  prospered  nim, 
that  there  be  no  gatherings  when  I 
come.  Acts  XX.  7.  And  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  when  the  disciples 
came  together  to  break  bread,  Paul 
preached  imto  them,  ready  to  depart 
on  the  morrow;  and  continued  his 
speech  \mtil  tnidnighi    Matt.  v.  17. 


Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy 
the  law  or  the  prophets :  I  am  not 
come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  Ver. 
18.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one 
tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the 
law,  till  aU  be  fulfiUed.  Isa.  Ivi.  2. 
Blessed  is  the  man  that  doeth  thia 
and  the  son  of  man  that  layeth  hold 
on  it ;  that  keepeth  the  sabbath  from 
polluting  it,  and  keepeth  his  hand 
from  doing  any  evil.  Ver.  4.  For 
thus  saith  the  Lord  unto  the  eimuchs 
that  keep  my  sabbaths,  and  choose 
the  things  that  please  me,  and  take 
hold  of  my  covenant.  Ver,  6.  Also 
the  sons  of  the  stranger,  that  join 
themselves  to  the  Lord,  to  serve  him, 
and  to  love  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to 
be  his  servants,  every  one  that  keep- 
eth the  sabbath  from  polluting  it,  and 
taketh  hold  of  my  covenant ;  Ver.  7. 
Even  them  will  I  bring  to  my  holy 
mountain,  and  make  them  joyful  in 
my  house  of  prayer  :  their  burnt-of- 
ferings and  their  sacrifices  shall  be 
accepted  upon  mine  altar ;  for  mine 
house  shall  be  called  an  house  of 
prayer  for  all  people. 

'  Eev.  i.  10.  I  was  in  the  Spirit  on 
the  Lord's  day,  and  heard  behind  me 
a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet. 

117.  » Exod.  XX.  8.  Remember  the 
sabbath-day,  to  keep  it  holy.— Ver. 
10.  But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sabbath 
of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt 
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even  from  such  worldly  employments  and  recreations  as  are  on  other 
days  lawful  •,^  and  making  it  our  delight  to  spend  the  whole  time  (ex- 
cept so  much  of  it  as  is  to  be  taken  up  in  works  of  necessity  and  mercy*) 
in  the  public  and  private  exercises  of  God's  worship :  ^  and,  to  that 


not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son, 
&c. 

^  Exod.  xvi.  25.  And  Moses  said, 
Eat  that  to-day ;  for  to-day  is  a  sab- 
bath unto  the  Lord :  to-day  ye  shall 
not  find  it  in  the  field.  Ver.  26.  Six 
days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on  the 
seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in 
it  there  shall  be  none.  Ver.  27.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out 
some  of  the  people  on  the  seventh  day 
for  to  gather,  and  they  found  none. 
Ver.  28.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Moses,  How  long  refuse  ye  to  keen  my 
commandments  and  my  laws  ?  Neh. 
xiii.  16.  In  those  days  saw  I  in  Judah 
some  treading  wine-presses  on  the 
sabbath,  and  bringing  in  sheaves,  and 
lading  asses ;  as  also  wine,  grapes,  and 
figs,  and  all  manner  of  burdens, 
which  they  brought  into  Jerusalem 
on  the  sabbath-day :  and  I  testified 
against  them  in  the  day  wherein  they 
sold  victuals.  Ver.  16.  There  dwelt 
men  of  Tyre  also  therein,  which 
brought  fish,  and  all  manner  of  ware, 
and  sold  on  the  sabbath  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Judah,  and  in  Jerusalem. 
Ver.  17.  Then  I  contended  with  the 
nobles  of  Judah,  and  said  unto  them, 
W^hat  evil  thing  is  this  that  ye  do, 
and  profane  the  sabbath-day?  Ver. 
18.  Did  not  your  fathers  thus,  and  did 
not  our  God  bring  all  this  evil  upon 
us,  and  upon  this  city  ?  yet  ye  bring 
more  wrath  upon  Israel,  by  profaning 
the  sabbath.  Ver.  19.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  when  the  gates  of  Jeini- 
salem  began  to  be  dark  before  the 
sabbath,  I  commanded  that  the  gates 
should  be  shut,  and  charged  that  they 
should  not  be  opened  till  after  the 
sabbath:  and  some  of  my  servants 
set  I  at  the  gates,  that  there  should  no 
burden  be  brought  in  on  the  sabbath- 
day.  Ver.  20.  So  the  merchants,  and 
sellers  of  all  kind  of  ware,  lodged 
without  Jerusalem  once  or  twice. 
Ver.  21.  Then  I  testified  against 
them,  and  said  unto  them,  Why  lodge 
ye  about  the  wall  ?  if  ye  do  so  again, 
1  will  lay  hands  on  you.  From  that 
time  forth  came  they  no  more  on  the 
Babbath.  Ver.  22.  And  I  commanded 
the  Levites,  that  they  should  cleanse 
themselves,  and  that  they  should  come 


and  keep  the  gates,  to  sanctify  the 
sabbath-day.  Ilemember  me,  0  my 
God,  concerning  this  also,  and  spare 
me  according  to  the  greatness  of  thy 
mercy.  Jer.  xvii.  21.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  and 
bear  no  burden  on  the  sabbath-day, 
nor  brin^  it  in  by  the  gates  of  Jeru- 
salem; Ver.  22.  Neither  carry  forth 
a  burden  out  of  your  houses  on  the 
sabbath-day,  neither  do  ye  any  work  • 
but  hallow  yc  the  sabbath-day,  as  I 
commanded  your  fathers. 

*  Matt.  xii.  from  verse  1  to  13.  At 
that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath- 
day  through  the  corn  ;  and  his  disci- 
ples were  an  hungered,  and  began  to 
pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat. 
Ver.  2.  But  when  the  rharisees  saw 
it,  &c. 

^  Isa.  Iviii.  13.  If  thou  turn  away 
thy  foot  from  the  sabbath,  from  doing 
thy  pleasure  on  my  holy  day;  and 
call  the  sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of 
the  Lord,  honourable;  and  snalt 
honour  him,  not  doing  thine  own 
ways,  nor  finding  thine  own  pleasure, 
nor  speaking  thine  own  words.  Luke 
iv.  16.  And  he  came  to  Nazareth, 
where  he  had  been  brought  up :  and,  as 
his  custom  was,  he  went  into  the  syn- 
agogue on  the  sabbath-day,  and  stood 
up  for  to  read.  Acts  xx.  7.  And  upon 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the 
disciples  came  together  to  break 
bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them, 
ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow.  1 
Cor.  xvi.  1.  Now  concerning  the  col- 
lection for  the  saints,  aa  I  have  given 
order  to  the  churches  of  Galatia,  even 
so  do  ye.  Ver.  2.  Upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay 
by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  pros- 
pered him,  that  there  be  no  gather- 
mgs  when  I  come.  Ps.  xcii.  [title,  A 
psalm  or  song  for  the  sabbath-day.  ]  Isa. 
Ixvi.  23.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  from  one  new-moon  to  another, 
and  from  one  sabbath  to  another,  shall 
all  flesh  come  to  worship  before  me, 
saith  the  Lord.  Lev.  xxiii.  3.  Six 
days  shall  work  be  done :  but  the  se- 
venth day  is  the  sabbath  of  rest,  an 
holy  convocation ;  ye  shall  do  no  work 
therein :  it  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord 
in  all  your  dwellings. 
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end,  we  are  to  prepare  our  hearts,  and  with  such  foresight,  diligence, 
and  moderation,  to  dispose  and  seasonably  dispatch  our  worldly  busi- 
ness, that  we  may  be  the  more  free  and  fit  for  the  duties  of  that  day.® 

Q.  118.  W/ty  is  tlie  charge  of  keeping  the  sabbath  more  specially/ 
directed  to  governors  of  families,  and  other  superiors  f 

A.  The  charge  of  keeping  the  sabbath  is  more  specially  directed  to 
governors  of  families,  and  other  superiors,  because  they  are  bound  not 
only  to  keep  it  themselves,  but  to  see  that  it  be  observed  by  all  those 
that  are  under  their  charge ;  and  because  they  are  prone  ofttimes  to 
hinder  them  by  employments  of  their  own.' 

Q.  119.   What  are  the  sins  forbidden  in  the  fourth  commandment? 

A.  The  sins  forbidden  in  the  fourth  commandment  are,  all  omissions 
of  the  duties  required,*^  all  careless,  negligent,  and  unprofitable  per- 
forming of  them,  and  being  weary  of  them  ;^  all  profaning  the  day  by 

«  Exod.  XX.  8.  Remember  the  sab- 
bath-day, to  keep  it  holy.  Luke  xxiii. 
54.  And  that  day  was  the  preparation, 
and  the  sabbath  drew  on.  Ver.  66. 
And  they  returned,  and  prepared 
spices  and  ointments;  and  rested  the 
sabbath-day,  according  to  the  com- 
mandment. Exod.  xvi.  22.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day 
they  gathered  twice  as  much  bread, 
two  omers  for  one  man :  and  all  the 
rulers  of  the  congregation  came  and 
told  Moses.  Ver.  25.  And  Moses  said. 
Eat  that  to-day;  for  to-day  is  a  sab- 
bath vmto  the  Lord :  to-day  ye  sliall 
not  find  it  in  the  field.  Ver.  26.  Six 
days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on  the 
seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath, 
in  it  there  shall  be  none.  Ver.  29. 
See,  for  that  the  Lord  hath  given  you 
the  sabbath,  therefore  he  giveth  you 
on  the  sixth  day  the  bread  of  two 
days:  abide  ye  every  man  in  his 
place ;  let  no  man  go  out  of  his  place 
on  the  seventh  day.  Neh.  xiii.  19. 
[See  letter  *».] 

118.  'Exod.  XX.  10.  But  the  seventh 
day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy 
God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work, 
thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter, 
thy  man-servant,  nor  thy  maid-ser- 
vant, nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger 
that  is  within  thy  gates.  Josh.  xxiv. 
15.  And  if  it  seem  evil  imto  you  to

Judah,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Je- 
rusalem, that  enter  in  by  these  gates. 
Ver.  21,  22.  [See  above  in  \\  Exod. 
xxiii.  12.  Six  days  thou  shalt  do  thy 
work,  and  on  the  seventh  day  thou 
shalt  rest;  that  thine  ox  and  thine 
ass  may  rest,  and  the  son  of  thy  hand- 
maid and  the  stranger  may  be  re- 
freshed. 

119.  8  Ezek.  xxii.  26.  Her  priests 
have  violated  my  law,  and  have  pro- 
faned mine  holy  things:  they  have 
put  no  difierence  between  the  holy 
and  profane,  neither  have  they  shewed 
difierence  between  the  unclean  and 
the  clean;  and  have  hid  their  eyes 
from  my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned 
among  them. 

^  Acts  XX.  7.  And  upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  when  the  disciples  came 
together  to  break  bread,  Paul  preach- 
ed unto  them,  ready  to  depart  on  the 
morrow;  and  continued  his  speech 
until  midnight.  Ver.  9.  And  there 
sat  in  a  window  a  certain  young  man 
named  Eutychus,  being  fallen  into  a 
deep  sleep:  and  as  Paul  was  long 
preaching,  he  sunk  down  with  sleep, 
and  fell  down  from  the  third  loft,  and 
was  taken  up  dead.  Ezek.  xxxiii.  30. 
Also,  thou  son  of  man,  thechildi-en  of. 
thy  people  still  are  talking  against 
thee  by  the  walls,  and  in  the  doors  of 
the  houses,  and  speak  one  to  another, 
every  one  to  his  brother,  saying. 
Come,  I  pray  you,  and  hear  what  is 
the  word  that  cometh  forth  fiom  the 
Lord.  Ver.  31.  And  they  come  unto 
thee  as  the  people  cometh,  and  they 
sit  before  thee  as  my  people,  and  they 
hear  thy  words,  but  they  will  not  do 
them :  for  with  their  mouth  they  shew 
much  love,  but  their  heart  goeth  after 
their  covetousuess,  Vev.  32.  And,  lo. 
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i(llenes55,  and  doing  that  which  is  in  itself  sinful ;'  and  by  all  needless 
works,  words,  and  thoughts,  about  our  worldly  employments  and  re- 
creations.^ 

Q.  120.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  commandment, 
the  more  to  enforce  it  f 

A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  fourth  commandment,  the  more  to 
enforce  it,  are  taken  from  the  equity  of  it,  God  allowing  us  six  days  of 
seven  for  our  own  affairs,  and  reserving  but  one  for  himself,  in  these 
words.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour ^  and  do  all  thy  work:^  from  God's 
challenging  a  special  propriety  in  that  day,  The  seventh  day  is  the  sab- 
bath of  the  Lord  thy  God:^  from  the  example  of  God,  who  in  six 
days  made  heaven  and  earthy  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and 
rested  the  seventh  day:  and  from  that  blessing  which  God  put  upon 
that  day,  not  only  in  sanctifying  it  to  be  a  day  for  his  service,  but  in 
ordaining  it  to  be  a  means  of  blessing  to  us  in  our  sanctifying  it;

What  is  the  sum  of  the  six  commandimnts  which  contain 
our  duty  to  man  f 

A.  The  sum  of  the  six  commandments  which  contain  our  duty  to 
man,  is,  to  love  our  neighbour  as  ourselves,^  and  to  do  to  others  what 
we  would  have  them  to  do  to  us." 

Q.  123.  Which  is  tlie fifth  commandment? 

A.  The  fifth  commandment  is,  Honour  thy  fatlier  and  thy  mother: 
that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  tJte  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
giveth  tJiee.* 

Q.  124.  Who  are  meant  by  father  a/nd  mother  in  the  fifth  com- 
mandment  ? 

A.  By  father  and  mx)thery  in  the  fifth  commandment,  are  meant, 
not  only  natural  parents,**  but  all  superiors  in  age"  and  gifts  ;•*  and 
especially  such  as,  by  God's  ordinance,  are  over  us  in  place  of  authority, 
whether  in  family,*  church,'  or  common  wealth.  ^ 

Q.  126.   Wliy  are  superiors  stiled  Father  and  Mother? 

A.  Superiors  are  stiled  Father  and  Mother^  both  to  teach  them  in 


eelves,  and  bear  no  burden  on  the 
sabbath-day,  nor  bring  it  in  by  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem ;  Ver.  22.  Neither 
carry  forth  a  burden  out  of  your 
houses  on  the  sabbath-day,  neither  do 
ye  any  work;  but  hallow  ye  the  sab- 
bath-day, a.s  I  commanded  your  fa- 
thers. Ver.  23.  But  they  obeyed  not, 
neither  inclined  their  ear,  but  made 
their  neck  stiff,  that  they  might  not 
hear,  nor  receive  instruction.  Neh. 
xiii./rom  verse  J  5  to  23.  In  those  days 
saw  I  in  Judah  some  treading  wine- 
presses on  the  sabbath-day. — [See  in 
letter  »>.]

Q.  126.   What  is  the  general  scope  of  the  fifth  commandment  f 

A.  The  general  scope  of  the  fifth  commandiaent  is,  the  performance 
of  those  duties  which  we  mutually  owe  in  our  several  relations,  as  in- 
feriors, superiors,  or  equals.'' 

Q.  127.   What  is  the  honour  that  inferiors  owe  to  their  superiors? 

A.  The  honour  which  inferiors  owe  to  their  superiors  is,  all  duo 
reverence  in  heart,'  word,™  and  behaviour  ;^  prayer  and  thanksgiving 
for  them;*  imitation  of  their  virtues  and  graces ;p  willing  obedience

Carry  them  in  thy  bo- 
som (as  a  nursing-father  bearetn  the 
sucking  child)  unto  the  land  which 
thou  swarest  unto  their  fathers  ? 

I  write  not  these 
things  to  shame  you,  but,  as  my  be- 
loved sons,  I  warn  you.  Ver.  15.  For 
though  ye  have  ten  thousand  instruc- 
ters  in  Christ,  yet  have  ye  not  many 
fathers :  for  in  Christ  Jesus  I  have  be- 
gotten you  through  the  gospel.

Where- 
fore ye  must  needs  be  subject,  not 
only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  conscience 
sake.  Heb.  xiii.  17.  Obey  them  that 
have  the  rule  over  you,  and  submit 
yourselves  :  for  they  watch  for  your 
souls,  as  they  that  must  give  account ; 
that  they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and 
not  with  grief :  for  that  is  unprofita- 
ble for  you.  Prov.  iv.  3.  For  I  was 
my  father's  son,  tender  and  only  be- 
loved in  the  sight  of  my  mother. 
Ver.  4.  He  taught  me  also,  and  said 
unto  me,  Let  thine  heart  retain  my 
words:  keep  my  commandments,  and 
live.

commands,  and  corrections ;'  cursing,  mocking,'  and  all  such  refrac-

Naked, 
and  ye  clothed  me :  I  was  sick,  and  ye 
visited  me :  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye 
came  unto  me.  Prov.  xxxi.  8.  Open 
thy  mouth  for  the  dumb  in  the  cause 
of  all  such  as  are  appointed  to  destruc- 
tion. Ver.  9.  Open  thy  mouth,  judge 
righteously,  and  plead  the  cause  of  the 
poor  and  needy.

natural  use  into  that  which  is  against 
natui'e:  Ver.  27.  And  likewise  also 
the  men,  leaving  the  natural  use  of 
the  woman,  burned  in  their  lust  one 
toward  another :  men  with  men  work- 
ing that  which  is  unseemly,  and  re- 
ceiving hi  themselves  that  recompence 
of  their  error  which  was  meet.  Lev. 
XX.  15.  And  if  a  man  lie  with  a  beast, 
he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death;  and 
ye  shall  slay  the  beast.  Ver.  16.  And 
if  a  woman  approach  tmto  any  beast, 
and  lie  down  thereto,  thou  shalt  kill 
the  woman  and  the  beast :  they  shall 
surely  be  put  to  death ;  their  blood 
shall  be  upon  them. 

'  Matt.  V.  28.  But  I  say  unto  you. 
That  whosoever  looketh  on  a  woman 
to  lust  after  her,  hath  committed 
adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart. 


Matt.  XV.  19.  For  out  of  the  heart 
proceed  evil  thoughts,  murders,  adul- 
teries, fornications,  thefts,  false  wit- 
ness, blasphemies.  Col.  iii.  5.  Mor- 
tify therefore  your  members  which  are 
upon  the  earth ;  fornication,  unclean- 
ness, inordinate  affection,  evil  concu- 
piscence, and  covetousness,  which  is 
idolatry. 

^  Eph.  v.  3.  But  fornication,  and  all 
uncleanness,  or  covetousness,  let  it 
not  be  once  named  among  you,  as  be- 
cometh  saints;  Ver.  4.  Neither filtlii- 
ness,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting, 
which  are  not  convenient ;  but  rather 
giving  of  thanks.  Prov.  vii.  5.  Tiiat 
they  may  keep  thee  from  the  strange 
woman,  from  the  stranger  which  flat- 
tereth  with  her  words.  Ver.  21.  With 
her  much  fair  speech  she  caused  him 
to  yield,  with  the  flattering  of  her  lips 
she  forced  him.  Ver.  22.  He  goeth 
after  her  straightway,  as  an  ox  goeth 
to  the  slaughter,  or  as  a  fool  to  the 
correction  of  the  stocks. 

'  Isa.  iii.  16.  Moreover,  the  Lord 
saith,  Because  the  daughters  of  Zion 
are  haughty,  and  walk  with  stretched 
forth  necks,  and  wanton  eyes,  walk- 
ing and  mincing  as  they  go,  and  mak- 
ing a  tinkling  with  their  feet.  2  Pet. 
ii.  14.  Having  eyes  full  of  adultery, 
and  that  cannot  cease  from  sin;  be- 
guiling unstable  souls : —

an  harlot,  and  subtile  of  heart.  Ver.

Forbidding  to  marry, 
and  commanding  to  abstain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  be 
received  with  thanksgiving  of  them 
which  believe  and  know  the  truth.

And  he  took  away 
the  sodomites  out  of  the  land,  and  re- 
moved all  the  idols  that  his  fathers 
had  made.  2  Kings  xxiii.  7.  And  he 
brake  down  the  houses  of  the  sodo- 
mites, that  were  by  the  house  of  the 
Lord,  where  the  women  wove  hang- 
ings  for  the  grove.  Deut.  xxiii.  17. 
There  shall  be  no  whore  of  the  daugh- 
ters of  Israel,  nor  a  sodomite  of  the 
sons  of  Israel.  Ver.  18.  Thou  shalt 
not  bring  the  hire  of  a  whore,  or  the 

Erice  of  a  dog,  into  the  house  of  the 
ord  thy  God  fDr  any  vow ;  for  even 
both  these  are  abommation  unto  the 
Lord  thy  God.  Lev.  xix.  29.  Do  not 
prostitute  thy  daughter,  to  cause  her 
to  be  a  whore ;  lest  the  land  fall  to 
whoredom,  and  the  land  become  full 
of  wickedness.  Jer.  v.  7.  How  shall 
I  pardon  thee  for  this  ?  thy  children 
have  forsaken  me,  and  sworn  by  them 
that  are  no  gods:  when  I  had  fed 
them  to  the  full,  they  then  committed 
adultery,  and  assembled  themselves 
by  troops  in  the  harlots'  houses.  Prov. 
vii.  24.  Hearken  unto  me  now  there- 
fore, 0  ye  children,  and  attend  to  the 
words  of  my  mouth :  Ver.  25.  Let  not 
thine  heart  decline  to  her  ways,  go 
not  astray  in  her  paths :  Ver.  26.  For 
she  hath  cast  down  many  wounded ; 
yea,  many  strong  men  have  been  slain 
by  her.  Ver.  27.  Her  house  is  the 
way  to  hell,  going  down  to  the  cham- 
bers of  death. 

*  Matt.  xix.  10.  His  disciples  say 
unto  him,  If  the  case  of  the  man  be 
so  with  his  wife,  it  is  not  good  to 
marry.  Ver.  11.  But  he  said  unto 
them.  All  men  cannot  receive  this 
saying,  save  they  to  whom  it  is  given. 

*  1  Cor.  vii.  7.  For  I  would  that  all 
men  were  even  as  I  myself :  but  every 
man  hath  his  proper  gift  of  God,  one 
after  this  manner,  and  another  after 
that.  Ver.  8.  I  say  therefore  to  the 
unmarried  and  widows,  It  is  good  for 


them  if  they  abide  even  as  I.  Ver.  9. 
But  if  they  cannot  contain,  let  theiu 
marry :  for  it  is  better  to  marry  thau  t 
to  bum.

For  the  Lord,  the  God 
of  Israel,  saith  that  he  hateth  putting 
away:  for  one  covereth  violence  witli 
his  garment,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts ; 
therefore  take  heed  to  your  spiiit, 
that  ye  deal  not  treacherously.  Matt. 
V.  32.  But  I  say  imto  you.  That  who- 
soever shall  put  away  his  wife,  saving 
for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causcth 
her  to  commit  adultery :  and  whoso- 
ever shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced 
committeth  adultery. 

But  to  the  rest 
speak  I,  not  the  Lord;  If  any  bro- 
ther hath  a  wife  that  believeth  not, 
and  she  be  pleased  to  dwell  with  him, 
let  him  not  put  her  away.

And  the  woman  which  hath  an  hus- 
band that  believeth  not,  and  if  he  be 
f)leased  to  dwell  with  her,  let  her  not 
eave  him.

and  all  other  provocations  to,  or  acts  of  uncleanness,  either  in  ourselves

A.  The  eighth  commandment  is.  Thou  shalt  not  steal} 
Q.  141.   What  are  the  duties  required  in  the  eighth  commandment? 
A.  The  duties  required  in  the  eighth  commandment  are,  truth, 
faithfulness,  and  justice  in  contracts  and  commerce  between  man  and 
man;^  rendering  to  every  one  his  due;'  restitution  of  goods  unlaw- 


giveth  his  colour  in  the  cup,  when  it 
moveth  itself  aright :  Ver.  32.  At  the 
last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent,  and  sting- 
eth  like  an  adder.  Ver.  33.  Thine 
eyes  shall  behold  strange  women, 
and  thine  heart  shall  utter  perverse 
things. 

'Gren.  xxxix.  10.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  she  spake  to  Joseph  day  by 
aay,  that  he  hearkened  not  tmto  her, 
to  lie  by  her,  or  to  be  with  her.  Prov. 
^.  8.  Remove  thy  way  far  from  her, 
and  come  not  mgh  the  door  of  her 
house. 

8  Eph.  V.  4.  Neither  filthiness,  nor 
foolish  talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are 
not  convenient;  but  rather  giving  of 
thanks.

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  after  the 
end  of  seventy  years,  that  the  Lord 
will  visit  Tyre,  and  she  shall  turn  to 
her  hire,  and  shall  commit  fornication 
with  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth.

Strive  not  with  a  man  without  cause, 
if  he  have  done  thee  no  harm. 

*>  Isa.  V.  8.  Woe  unto  them  that  join 
house  to  house,  that  lay  field  to  field, 
tiU  there  be  no  place,  that  they  may 
be  placed  alone  in  the  midst  of  the 
earth !  Micah  ii.  2.  And  they  covet 
fields,  and  take  them  by  violence ;  and 
houses,  and  take  them  away:  so  they 
oppress  a  man  and  his  house,  even  a 
man  and  his  heritage. 

I'  Prov.  xi.  26.  He  that  witlinoldeth 
corn,  the  peoj^e  shall  curse  hiiii;  but 
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lawful  callings,**  and  all  other  unjust  or  sinful  ways  of  taking  or  with- 
holding from  our  neighbour  what  belongs  to  him,  or  of  enriching  our- 
selves; "■  covetousness;"  inordinate  prizing  and  affecting  worldly  goods;* 
distrustful  and  distracting  cares  and  studies  in  getting,  keeping,  and 
using  them;^  envying  at  the  prosperity  of  others;^  as  likewise  idle- 
ness,"^  prodigality,  wasteful  gaming ;  and  all  other  ways  whereby  we 
do  unduly  prejudice  our  own  outwai'd  estate,^  and  defrauding  our- 
selves of  the  due  use  and  comfort  of  that  estate  which  God  hath 
given  us."

The  getting  of  treasures  by  a  lying 
tongue  is  a  vanity  tossed  to  and  fro  of 
them  that  seek  death. 

^  Luke  xii.  15.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  Take  heed,  antl  beware  of  cove- 
tousness: for  a  man's  life  consisteth 
not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things 
which  he  possesscth. 

*  1  Tim.  vi.  5.  Perverse  disputings 
of  men  of  corrupt  minds,  and  destitute 
of  the  truth,  supposing  that  gain  is 
godliness:  from  such  Avithdraw  thy- 
self Col.  iii.  2.  Set  your  affection  on 
things  above,  not  on  things  on  the 
earth.  Prov.  xxiii.  5.  Wilt  thou  set 
thine  eyes  upon  that  which  is  not  ?

A.  The  ninth  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  hear  false  witness 
against  thy  neighbour.* 

Q.  144.  What  are  the  duties  required  in  the  ninth  commandment  f 

A.  The  duties  required  in  the  ninth  commandment  are,  the  pre- 
serving and  promoting  of  truth  between  man  and  man,*  and  the  good 
name  of  our  neighbour,  as  well  as  our  own  ;*  appearing  and  standing 
for  the  truth  ;^  and  from  the  heart,'  sincerely,'  freely,^  clearly,^  and 
fully,*  speaking  the  truth,  and  only  the  truth,  in  matters  of  judgment 
and  justice,''  and  in  all  other  things  whatsoever ;'  a  charitable  esteem 
of  our  neighbours;™  loving,  desiring,  and  rejoicing  in  their  good 


wealth,  and  honour,  so  that  he  wanteth 
nothing  for  his  soul  of  all  that  he  de- 
sireth,  yet  God  giveth  him  not  power 
to  eat  thereof,  but  a  stranger  eateth 
it :  this  is  vanity,  and  it  is  an  evil  dis- 
ease. 1  Tim.  V.  8.  But  if  any  provide 
not  for  his  own,  and  specially  for 
those  of  his  own  house,  he  nath  denied 
the  faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel.

He  that  walketh  up- 
rightly, and  worketh  righteousness, 
and  speaketh  the  truth  in  his  heart.

For  we  have 
found  this  man  a  pestilent  fellow,  and 
a  mover  of  sedition  among  all  the 
Jews  throughout  the  world,  and  a 
ringleader  of  the  sect  of  the  Naza- 
renes.  Ps.  xii.  3.  The  Lord  shall  cut 
off  all  flattering  lips,  and  the  tongue 
tJiat  speaketh  proud  things ;  Ver.  4. 
Who  have  said.  With  our  tongue  will 
we  prevail;  our  lips  are  our  own: 
who  is  lord  over  us  ?  Ps.  lii.  1.  Why 
boastest  thou  thyself  in  mischief,  0 
mighty  man?  the  goodness  of  Grod 
endureth  continually.  Ver.  2.  Thy 
tongue  deviseth  mischiefs;  like  a 
sharp  razor,  working  deceitfully.  Ver. 
3.  Thou  lovest  evil  more  than  good, 
and  lying  rather  than  to  speak  righte- 
ousness. Selah.  Ver.  4.  Thou  lovest 
all-devouring  words,  0  thou  deceitful 
tongue.

justice;^  speaking  untruth,'  lying,'  slandering,*  backbiting,''  detracting,"^ 


^Isa.  r.  23.  Wliicli  justify  the  wicked 
for  reward,  and  take  away  the  right- 
eousness of  the  righteous  from  him ! 

>Ps.  cxix.  69.  The  proud  have  forged 
a  lie  against  me :  but  I  will  keep  thy 
precepts  with  my  whole  heart.  Lulce 
xix.  8.  And  Zaccheus  stood,  and  said 
unto  the  Lord,  Behold,  Lord,  the  half 
of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor ;  and 
if  I  have  taken  any  thing  from  any 
man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
four-fold.  Luke  xvi.  5.  So  he  called 
every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto 
him,  and  said  unto  the  first.  How 
much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ?  Ver. 
G.  And  he  said,  An  hundred  meastu'es 
of  oil  And  he  said  unto  liim,  Take 
thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and 
write  fifty.  Ver.  7.  Then  said  he  to 
another,  And  how  much  owest  thou? — 

''  Lev.  V.  1.  And  if  a  soul  sin,  and 
hear  the  voice  of  swearing,  and  is  a 
witness,  whether  he  hath  seen  or 
known  of  it ;  if  he  do  not  utter  it, 
then  he  shall  bear  his  iniquity.  Deut. 
xiii.  8,  Thou  shalt  not  consent  imto 
him,  nor  hearken  xmto  him ;  neither 
shall  thine  eye  pity  him,  neither  shalt 
thou  spare,  neither  shalt  thou  conceal 
him.  Acts  v.  3.  But  Peter  said,  Ana- 
nias, why  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heai-t 
to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep 
back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land? 
Ver.  8.  And  Peter  answered  unto  her, 
Tell  me  whether  ye  sold  the  land  for 
go  much  ?  And  she  said,  Yea,  for  so 
much.  Ver.  9.  Then  Peter  said  unto 
her.  How  is  it  that  ye  luxve  agreed 
together  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord?— 2  Tim.  iv.  16.  At  my  fii'st  an- 
swer no  man  stood  with  me,  but  all 
men  forsook  me :  I  pray  God  that  it 
may  not  be  laid  to  their  charge. 

'  1  Kings  i.  6.  And  his  father  had 
not  displeased  him  at  anytime  in  say- 
ing, Why  hast  thou  done  so? — Lev. 
xix.  17.  Thou  shalt  not  hate  thy  bro- 
ther in  thine  heart:  thou  shalt  in 
any  wise  rebuke  thy  neiglibour,  and 
not  sufl:er  sin  upon  him. 

™  Isa.  lix.  4.  rione  calleth  for  jus- 
tice, nor  any  pleadeth  for  truth :  they 
trust  in  vanity, — 


°  Prov.  xxix.  11.  A  fool  uttereth 
all  his  mind :  but  a  wise  man  keepeth 
it  in  till  afterwards. 

» 1  Sam.  xxii.  9.  Then  answered 
Doeg  the  Edomitc,  which  was  set  over 
the  servants  of  Saul,  and  said,  I  saw 
the  son  of  Jesse  coming  to  Nob,  to 
Ahimelech  the  son  of  Ahitub.  Ver. 
10.  And  he  enquired  of  the  Lord  for 
him,  and  gave  him  victuals,  and  gave 
him  the  sword  of  Goliath  the  Phihs- 
tine.  Compared  ivith  Ps.  lii.  A  psalm 
of  David,  lolien  Dotg  tJie  Edomite  came 
and  told  Saul, — Ver.  1.  "Why  boastest 
thou  thyself  in  mischief,  0  mighty 
man  ?  ^c.  to  verse  5. 

p  Ps.lvi.  5.  Every  day  they  wrest 
my  words  :  all  their  thoughts  are 
against  me  for  evil.  John  ii.  19.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  De- 
stroy this  temple,  and  in  throe  days 
I  will  raise  it  up.  Compared  xvith 
Matt.  xxvi.  60. — At  the  last  came  two 
false  witnesses,  Ver.  61.  And  said, 
This  fellow  said,  I  am  able  to  destroy 
the  temple  of  God,  and  to  build  it  in 
three  days. 

1  Gen.  iii.  5.  For  God  doth  know, 
that  in  the  day  ye  eat  thereof,  then 
your  eyes  shall  be  opened;  and  ye 
shall  be  as  gods,  knowing  good  and 
evil.  Gen.  xxvi,  7.  Ahd  the  men  of 
the  place  asked  him  of  his  wife;  and 
he  said.  She  is  my  sister :  for  he  fear- 
ed  to  say,  She  is  my  wife.  Ver.  9. 
And  Abimelech  called  Isaac,  and  said. 
Behold,  of  a  surety  she  is  thy  wife ;  and 
how  saidst  thou.  She  is  my  sister  ? — 

*■  Isa.  lix.  13.  In  transgressing  and 
lying  against  the  Lord,  and  departing 
away  from  our  God,  speaking  oppres- 
sion and  revolt,  conceiving  and  utter- 
ing from  the  heart  words  of  falsehood. 

Ye  shall  not  steal, 
neither  deal  falsely,  neither  lie  one  to 
another.

*  Ps.  1. 20.  Thou  sittest  and  speakest 
against  thy  brother ;  thou  slanderest 
thiae  own  mother's  son. 

^  Ps.  XV.  3.  He  that  backbiteth  no* 
with  Ids  tongue, — 
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tale-bearing,"  whisperingj^  scoffing,"  reviling,*  rash,''  harsh,*  and  par* 
tial  censuring;*  misconstructing  intentions,  words,  and  actions;'  flat- 
tering,' vain-glorious  boasting,'  thinking  or  speaking  too  highly  or  too 
meanly  of  ourselves  or  others  ;^  denying  the  gifts  and  graces  of  God  ;* 


^  James  iv- 11.  Speak  not  evil  one 
of  another,  brethren.  He  that  speak- 
eth  evil  of  his  brother,  and  judgeth 
his  brother,  speaketh  evil  of  the  law, 
and  judgeth  the  law:  but  if  thou 
judge  the  law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of 
the  law,  but  a  judge.  Jer.  xxxviii.  4. 
Therefore  the  princes  said  unto  the

Thou  shalt  not  go 
up  and  down  as  a  tale-bearer  among 
thy  people ;  neither  shalt  thou  stand 
against  the  blood  of  thy  neighbour : 
I  am  the  Lord. 

Being  filled  with  all 
unrighteousness,  fornication,  wicked- 
ness, CO vetousness,  maliciousness ;  full 
of  envy,  murder,  debate,  deceit,  ma- 
lignity:  whisperers,  Ver.  30.  Back- 
biters, haters  of  God, — 

»  Gen.  xxi.  9.  And  Sarah  saw  the 
Bon  of  Hagar  the  Egyptian,  which  she 
had  bom  unto  Abraham,  mocking. 
Compared  with  Gal.  iv.  29.  But  as  then 
he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  per- 
secuted him  that  was  bom  after  the 
Spirit,  even  so  it  is  now. 

»  1  Cor.  vi.  10.  Nor  thieves,  nor  co- 
vetous, nor  drunkards,  nor  revilers, 
nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

*>  Matt.  vii.  1.  Judge  not,  that  ye  be 
not  judged. 

°  Acts  xxviii.  4  And  when  the  bar- 
barians saw  the  venomous  beast  hang 
on  his  hand,  they  said  among  them- 
selves, No  doubt  this  man  is  a  mur- 
derer, whom,  though  he  hath  escaped 
the  sea,  yet  vengeance  sutfereth  not 
to  live. 

*  Gen.  xxxviii.  24.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  about  three  mouths  after,  that 
it  was  told  Judah,  saying,  Tamar  thy 
daughter-in-law  hath  played  the  har- 
lot ;  and  also,  behold,  she  is  with  child 
by  whoredom.  And  Judah  said,  Bring 
her  forth,  and  let  her  be  burnt.  Rom. 
ii.  1.  Therefore  thou  art  inexcusable, 
0  man,  whosoever  thou  art  that  judg- 
est :  for  wherein  thou  judgest  another, 


thou  condemnest  thyself;  for  thou 

that  judgest  docst  the  same  things. 

•  Neh.  vi.  6.  Wherein  was  written. 
It  is  reported  among  the  heathen,  and 
Gashmu  saith  it,  that  thou  and  the 
Jews  think  to  rebel :  for  which  cause 
thou  buildest  the   wall,  that  thou 
mayest  be  their  king,  according  to 
these  words.    Ver.  7.  And  tliou  hast 
also  appointed  prophets  to  preach  of 
thee  at  Jerusalem,  saying.  There  is  a 
king  in  Judah:  and  now  shall  it  be 
reported  to  the  king  according  to  these 
words.    Come  now  therefore,  and  let 
us  take  counsel  together.    Ver.   8. 
Then  I  sent  unto  him,  saying.  There 
are  no  such  things  done  as  thou  sayest, 
but  thou  feignest  them  out  of  thine 
own  heart.    Rom.  iii.  8.  And  not  ra- 
ther, (as  we  be  slanderously  reported, 
and  as  some  affirm  that  we  say,)  Let 
us  do  evil,  that  good  may  come  ?  whose 
damnation  is  just.  Ps.  Ixix.  10.  Wbeu 
I  wept,  and  chastened  my  soul  with 
fasting,  that  was  to  my  reproach.    1 
Sam.  L  13.  Now  Hannah,  she  spake  in 
her  heart;  only  her  lips  moved,  but 
her  voice  was  not  heara :  therefore  Eli 
thought  she  had  been  drunken.    Ver. 
14.  And  Eli  said  unto  her.  How  long 
wilt  thou  be  drunken  ?  put  away  thy 
wine  from  thee.    Ver.  15.  And  Han- 
nah answered  and  said,  No,  my  lord ; 
I  am  a  woman  of  a  sorrowful  spirit :  I 
have  drunk  neither  wine  nor  strong 
drink,  but  have  poured  out  my  soul 
before  the  Lord.    2  Sam.  x.  3.  And 
the  princes  of  the  children  of  Amnion 
said  unto  Hanun  their  lord,  Thinkest 
thou  that  David  doth  honour  thy 
father,  that  he  hath  sent  comforters 
unto  thee  ?  hath  not  David  rather  sent 
his  servants  unto  thee,  to  search  tlio 
city,  and  to  spy  it  out,  and  to  over- 
throw it  ? 

'  Ps.  xii.  2.  Thev  speak  vanity  every 
one  with  his  neighbour :  with  flatter- 
ing lips,  and  with  a  double  heart,  do 
they  speak.  Ver.  3.  The  Lord  shall 
cut  on  all  flattering  lips,  and  the 
tongue  that  speaketh  proud  things. 

6  2  Tim.  iii.  2.  For  men  shall  be 
lovers  of  their  own  selves,  covetous, 
boasters. 

^  Luke  xviii.  9.  And  he  spake  tliis 
parable  uuto  certain  which  trusted  in 
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aggravating  smaller  faults  ;^  hiding,  excusing,  or  extenuating  of  sins, 
when  called  to  a  free  confession ;'  unnecessary  discovering  of  infirmi- 
ties;™ raising  false  rumours,"  receiving  and  countenancing  evil  re- 
ports,* and  stopping  our  ears  against  just  defence  jp  evil  suspicion  ;•» 


themselves  that  they  were  righteous, 
and  despised  others.  Ver.  11.  The 
Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with 
himself,  God,  I  thank  thee  that  I  am 
not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  un- 
just, adulterers,  or  even  as  this  pub- 
lican. Rom.  xii.  16. — Mind  not  high 
things,  but  condescend  to  men  of  low 
estate.  Be  not  wise  in  your  own  con- 
ceits. 1  Cor.  iv.  6.  And  these  things, 
brethren,  I  have  in  a  figure  transferred 
to  myself  and  to  Apollos  for  your 
Bakes;  that  ye  might  learn  in  us  not 
to  think  of  men  above  that  which  is 
written,  that  no  one  of  you  be  puifed 
up  for  one  against  another.  Acts  xii. 
22.  And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  say- 
ing. It  is  the  voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of 
a  man.  Exod.  iv.  10.  And  Moses  said 
unto  the  Lord,  0  my  Lord,  I  am  not 
eloquent,  neither  heretofore,  nor  since 
thou  hast  spoken  unto  thy  servant; 
but  I  am  slow  of  speech,  and  of  a  slow 
tongue.  Ver.  11.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  him,  Who  hath  made  man's 
mouth  ?  or  who  maketh  the  dumb,  or 
deaf,  or  the  seeing,  or  the  blind  ?  have 
not  I  the  Lord  ?  Ver.  12.  Now  there- 
fore go,  and  I  wiU  be  with  thy  mouth, 
and  teach  thee  what  thou  shalt  say. 
Ver.  13.  And  he  said,  0  my  Lord,  send, 
I  pray  thee,  by  the  hand  of  him  whom 
thou  wilt  send.  Ver.  14.  And  the 
anger  of  the  Lord  was  kindled  against 
Moses,  ^c. 

i  Job  xxvii.  5.  God  forbid  that  I 
should  justify  you :  till  I  die  I  will  not 
remove  mine  integrity  from  me.  Ver, 
6.  My  righteousness  I  hold  fast,  and 
will  not  let  it  go ;  my  heart  shall  not 
reproach  me  so  long  as  I  live.  Job  iv. 
6.  Is  not  this  thy  fear,  thy  confidence, 
thy  hope,  and  the  uprightness  of  thy 
ways  ? 

^  Matt.  vii.  3.  And  why  beholdest 
thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thj'  brother's 
eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that 
is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Ver.  4.  Or  how 
wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother.  Let  me 

Eull  out  the  mote  out  of  thine  eye ;  and, 
ehold,  a  beam  is  in  thine  own  eye  ? 
Ver.  5.  Thou  hypocrite,  first  cast  out 
the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye;  and 
then  shalt  thou  see  clearly  to  cast  out 
the  mote  out  of  thy  brother's  eye. 


*  Prov.  xxviii.  13.  He  tliat  covereth 
his  sins  shall  not  prosper ;  but  whoso 
confesseth  and  forsaketh  them  shall 
have  mercy.

And  he 
said,  I  know  not.  Am  I  my  brother's 
keeper  ? 

^  Gen.  ix.  22.  And  Ham,  the  father 
of  Canaan,  saw  the  nakedness  of  his 
father^nd  told  his  two  brethren  with- 
out. Prov.  XXV.  9.  Debate  thy  cause 
with  thy  neighbour  himself,  and  dis- 
cover not  a  secret  to  another;  Ver.  10. 
liGst  he  that  heareth  it  put  thee  to 
shame,  and  thine  infamy  turn  not 
away. 

"  Exod.  xxiii.  1.  Thou  shalt  not  raise 
a  false  report :  put  not  thine  hand  with 
the  wicked  to  be  an  imrighteous  wit- 
ness. 

"  Prov.  xxix.  12.  If  a  ruler  hearken 
to  lies,  all  his  servants  are  wicked. 

P  Acts  vii.  56.  And  {Stephe7i)  said, 
Behold,  I  see  the  heavens  opened,  and 
the  Son  of  man  standing  on  the  right 
hand  of  God.  Ver.  67.  Then  they  cried 
out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  stopped 
their  ears, — Job  xxxi.  13.  If  I  did  de- 
spise the  cause  of  my  man-servant,  or 
of  my  maid-servant,  when  they  con- 
tended with  me ;  Ver.  14.  What  then 
shall  I  do  when  God  riseth  up  ?  and 
when  he  visiteth,  what  shall  I  answer 
him? 

1 1  Cor.  xiii.  5.  (Charity)  doth  not 
behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not  her 
own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh 
no  evil.    1  Tim.  vi.  4.  He  is  proud, 
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envying  or  grieving  at  the  deserved  credit  of  any,'  endeavouring  or 
desiring  to  impair  it,"  rejoicing  in  their  disgrace  and  infamy  ;*  scornful 
contempt/  fond  admiration;^  breach  of  lawful  promises;*  neglecting 
such  things  as  are  of  good  report,y  and  practising,  or  not  avoiding  our- 
selves, or  not  hindering  what  we  can  in  others,  such  things  as  procure 
an  ill  name.* 

Q.  146.   WTiich  is  the  tenth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 
house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  wife,  nor  his  man-servant, 
nor  his  maid-servant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy 
neighbour's.'' 

Q.  147.   Wliat  are  the  duties  required  in  the  tenth  commandment  ? 

A.  The  duties  required  in  the  tenth  commandment  are,  such  a  full 
contentment  with  our  own  condition,''  and  such  a  charitable  frame  of 
the  whole  soul  toward  our  neighbour,  as  that  all  our  inward  motions 


knowing  nothing",  hut  doting  about 
questions  and  strifes  of  words,  whereof 
Cometh  envy,  strife,  railings,  evil  sur- 
misings, 

•■  Numb.  xi.  29.  And  Moses  said  un- 
to him,  Enviest  thou  for  my  sake  ? 
Would  God  that  all  the  Lord's  people 
were  prophets,  and  that  the  Lord 
would  put  his  Spirit  upon  them !  Matt. 
xxi.  15.  And  when  the  chief  priests 
and  scribes  saw  the  wonderful  things 
that  he  did,  and  the  children  crying 
in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Hosanna  to 
the  son  of  David;  they  were  sore  dis- 
pleased. 

^  Ezra  iv.  12.  Be  it  known  unto  the 
king,  that  the  Jews,  which  came  up 
from  thee  to  us  are  come  unto  Jerusa- 
lem, building  the  rebellious  and  the 
bad  city,  and  have  set  up  the  walls 
thereof,  and  joined  the  foundations. 
Ver.  13.  Be  it  known  now  unto  the 
king,  that  if  this  city  be  builded,  and 
the  walls  set  up  again,  then  will  they 
not  pay  toll,  tribute,  and  custom,  and 
so  thou  shalt  endamage  the  revenue  of 
the  kings. 

*  Jer.  xlviii.  27.  For  was  not  Israel 
a  derision  unto  thee  ?  was  he  found 
among  thieves  ?  for  since  thou  spakest 
of  him,  tliou  skippedst  for  joy. 
_  ^  Ps.  XXXV.  15.  But  in  mine  adver- 
sity they  rejoiced,  and  gathered  them- 
selves together :  yea,  the  abjects 
gathered  themselves  together  against 
me, — Ver.  16.  With  hypocritical 
mockers  in  feasts,  they  gnawed  iipon 
me  with  their  teeth,  ver.  21.  Yea, 
they  opened  their  mouth  wide  against 
me,  and  said,  Aha,  aha!  our  eye  hath 
seen  it.  Matt,  xxvii.  28.  And  they 
stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet 


robe.  Ver.  29.  And  when  they  had 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it 
upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  lus  right 
hand :  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before 
him,  and  mocked  him,  saying,  Hail, 
king  of  the  Jews ! 

^  Jude,  Ver.  16.  These  are  mur- 
murera,  complainers,  walliing  after 
their  own  lusts;  and  their  mouth 
speaketh  great  swelling  words,  having 
men's  persons  in  admiration  because 
of  advantage.  Acts  xii.  22.  And  the 
people  gave  a  shout,  saying,  It  is  the 
voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

*  Rom.  i.  31.  Without  understand- 
ing, covenant-breakers, — 2  Tim.  iii. 
3.  Without  natural  affection,  truce- 
breakers,  false  accusers, — 

y  1  Sam.  ii.  24.  Nay,  my  sons ;  for  it 
is  no  good  report  that  I  hear :  ye  make 
the  Lord's  people  to  transgress. 

^  2  Sam.  xiii.  12.  And  she  answered 
him,  Nay,  my  brother,  do  not  force  me; 
for  no  such  thing  ought  to  be  done  in 
Israel:  do  not  tkou  this  folly.  Ver. 
13.  And  I,  whither  shall  I  cause  my 
shame  to  go?  and  as  for  thee,  thou 
shalt  be  as  one  of  the  fools  in  Israel. 
Now  therefore, — Prov.  v.  8.  Remove 
thy  way  far  from  her,  and  come  not 
nigh  the  door  of  her  house;  Ver.  9. 
Lest  thou  give  thine  honom*  unto 
others,  and  thy  years  imto  the  crueL 
Prov.  vi.  33.  A  wound  and  dishonour 
shall  he  get;  and  his  reproach  shall 
not  be  wiped  away.

A.  The  sins  forbidden  in  the  tenth  commandment  are,  discontent- 
ment with  our  own  estate  ;*  envying^  and  grieving  at  the  good  of  our 
neighbour,'  together  with  all  inordinate  motions  and  affections  to  any 
thing  that  is  his.s^ 

Q.  149.  7s  any  man  able  perfectly  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God? 

A.  No  man  is  able,  either  of  himself,^  or  by  any  grace  received  in 


But  godliness  with  contentment  is 
gieat  gain. 

« Job  xxxi.  29.^  If  I  rejoiced  at  the 
destruction  of  him  that  hated  me,  or 
Hi  ted  up  myself  when  evil  found  him. 
Horn.  xii.  15.  Rejoice  with  them  that 
do  rejoice,  and  weep  with  them  that 
weep.  Ps.  cxxii.  7.  Peace  be  within 
thy  walls,  and  prosperity  within  thy 
p.'ilaccs.  Ver.  8.  For  my  brethren 
and  companions'  sakes,  I  will  now 
say,  Peace  be  within  thee.  Ver.  9. 
Eecause  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our 
God  I  will  seek  thy  good.  1  Tim.  i. 
5.  Now,  the  end  of  the  commancl- 
m.ent  is  charity,  out  of  a  pure  heart, 
and  of  a  good  conscience,  and  of  faith 
unfeigned.  Esth.  x.  3.  For  IMordecai 
the  Jew  was  next  unto  king  Ahasu- 
erus,  and  great  among  the  Jews,  and 
accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  bre- 
thieu,  seeking  the  wealth  of  his  peo- 
ple, and  speaking  peace  to  all  his 
seed.  1  Cor.  xiii.  4.  Charity  suffei"- 
eth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity  envicth 
not;  charity  vaimteth  not  itself,  is 
not  puffed  up,  Ver.  5.  Doth  not  be- 
have itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not 
her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked, 
thinketh  no  evil;  Ver.  0.  Rejoiceth 
not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the 
truth;  Ver.  7.  Bearoth  all  things, 
believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all  things, 
endureth  all  things. 

148.  ^  1  Kings  xxi.  4.  And  Ahab 
came  into  his  house  heavy  and  dis- 

? leased  because  of  the  word  which 
(aboth  the  Jezreelite  had  spoken  to 
him;  for  he  had  said,  I  will  not  give 
thee  the  inheritance  of  my  fathers : 
and  he  laid  him  down  upon  his  bed, 
and  turned  away  his  face,  and  would 
eat  no  bread.  Esther  v.  13.  Yet  all 
this  availeth  me  nothing,  so  long  as  I 
see  Mordecai  the  Jew  sitting  at  the 
king's  gate.  1  Cor.  x.  10.  Neither 
murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also 
murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of  the 
destroyer. 
^  Gal.  V.  26.  Let  us  not  be  desirous 


of  vain -glory,  provoking  one  another, 
envying  one  another.  James  iii.  14. 
But  if  ye  have  bitter  envying  and 
strife  in  your  hearts,  glory  not,  and 
lie  not  against  the  truth.  Ver.  16. 
For  where  envying  and  strife  is,  there 
is  confusion,  and  every  evil  work. 

^  Ps.  cxii.  9.  He  hath  dis^ei-sed,  he 
hath  given  to  the  poor;  his  righte- 
ousness endureth  for  ever;  Ms  horn 
shall  be  exalted  with  honour.  Ver. 
10.  The  wicked  shall  see  it,  and  be 
grieved ;  he  shall  gnash  with  his  teeth, 
and  melt  away:  the  desire  of  the 
wicked  shall  perish.  Neh.  ii.  10. 
When  Sanballat  the  Horonite,  and 
Tobiah  the  servant,  the  Ammonite, 
heard  of  it,  it  grieved  them  exceed- 
ingly that  there  was  come  a  man  to 
seek  the  welfare  of  the  children  of 
Israel. 

K  Rom.  vii.  7.  What  shall  we  say 
then  ?  Is  the  law  sin  ?  God  forbid. 
Nay,  I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the 
law :  for  I  had  not  known  lust,  except 
the  law  had  said.  Thou  shalt  not  covet. 
Ver.  8.  But  sin,  taking  occasion  by 
the  commandment,  wrought  in  me  all 
manner  of  concupiscence.  For  with- 
out the  law  sin  was  dead.  Rom.  xiii. 
9.  For  this.  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill,  Thou 
shalt  not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not  covet ; 
and  if  there  be  any  other  command- 
ment, it  is  briefly  comprehended  in 
this  saying,  namely.  Thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself  Col.  iii. 
5.  Mortify  therefore  your  members' 
which  are  upon  the  earth;  fornica- 
tion, \mcleanness_,  inordinate  affec- 
tion, evil  concupiscence,  and  covet- 
ousness,  which  is  idolatry.  Deut.  v. 
21.  Neither  shalt  thou  desire  thy 
neighbom^'s  wife,  neither  shalt  thou 
covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  his  field, 
or  his  man-servant,  or  his  maid- ser- 
vant, his  ox,  or  his  ass,  or  any  thing 
that  is  thy  neighbour's.

Q.  160.  Are  all  transgressions  of  the  law  of  Ood  equally  nemous 
in  themselves f  and  in  the  sight  of  Ood  f  „    v  . 

A.  All  transgressions  of  the  law  of  God  are  not  equally  hemous; 
but  some  sins  in  themselves,  and  by  reason  of  several  aggravations,  are 
more  heinous  in  the  sight  of  God  than  others."* 

Q.  151.  What  are  those  aggravations  that  make  some  sins  more 
heinous  than  others  ? 

A.  Sins  receive  their  aggravations. 


things  we  offend  all.  If  any  man 
offend  not  in  word,  the  same  is  a 
perfect  man,  and  able  also  to  bridle  the 
whole  body.  John  xv.  5.  I  am  the 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches:  he  that 
abideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same 
bringeth  forth  much  fruit ;  for  with- 
out me  ye  can  do  nothing.  Rom.  viii. 
3.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in 
that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh, 
God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  like- 
ness of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh. 

i  Eccl.  vii.  20.  For  there  is  not  a 
just  man  upon  earth,  that  doeth  good, 
and  siuneth  not.  1  John  i.  8.  If  we 
say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 
Ver.  10.  If  we  say  that  we  have  not 
sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  liis 
word  is  not  in  us.  Gral.  v.  17.  For 
the  flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit, 
and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and 
these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the 
other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the  things 
that  ye  would.  Rom.  vii.  18.  For  I 
know  that  in  me  (that  is,  in  my  flesh) 
dwelleth  no  good  thing:  for  to  will  is 
present  with  me ;  but  how  to  perform 
that  which  is  good  I  find  not.  Ver. 
19.  For  the  good  that  I  would  I  do 
not :  but  the  evil  which  I  would  not, 
that  I  do. 

^  Gen.  vi.  5.  And  God  saw  that  the 
wickedness  of  man  was  great  in  the 
earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only 
evil  continually.  Gen.  viii.  21,— And 
the  Lord  said  in  his  heart,  I  will  not 
again  curse  the  ground  any  more  for 
man's  sake;  for  the  imagination  of 
man's  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth : — 

1  Rom.  iii.  9. — We  have  before 
proved  both  Jews  and  Gentiles,  that 
they  are  all  under  sin;  Ver.  10.  As 
it  is  written.  There  is  none  righteous, 
no,  not  one.  Ver.  11.  There  is  none 
that  understandeth,  there  ii3  none  that 


seeketh  after  God.  Ver.  12.  They  are 
all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are  to- 
gether become  unprofitable;  there  is 
none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one. 
Ver.  13.  Their  throat  is  an  open  se- 
pulchre :  with  their  tongues  they  have 
used  deceit:  the  poison  of  asps  is 
under  their  lips:  Ver.  14.  Whoso 
mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitter- 
ness: Ver.  15.  Their  feet  are  swift 
to  shed  blood:  Ver.  16.  Destruction 
and  misery  are  in  their  ways:  Ver. 
17.  And  the  way  of  peace  have  they 
not  known :  Ver.  18.  There  is  no  fear 
of  God  before  their  eyes.  Ver.  19. 
Now  we  know,  that  what  things  so- 
ever the  law  saith,  it  saith  to  them 
who  are  under  the  law;  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the 
world  may  become  guilty  before  God. 
James  iii. /rowi  Verse  2  to  13.  For  in 
many  things  we  offend  all, — 

150.  ™  Johnxix.  11.  Jesus  answer- 
ed. Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at 
all  against  me,  except  it  were  given 
thee  from  above:  tnerefore  he  that 
delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  tlie 
greater  sin.  Ezek.  viii.  6.— But  turn 
thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see 
greater  abominations.  Ver.  13. — 
Turn  thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see 
gi'eater  abominations  that  they  do. 
Ver.  15. — Turn  thee  yet  again,  and 
thou  shalt  see  greater  abominations 
than  these.  1  John  v.  16.  If  any  man 
see  his  brother  sin  a  sin  which  is  not 
unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall 
give  him  life  for  them  that  sin  not 
unto  death.  There  is  asinimto  death: 
I  do  not  say  that  he  shall  pray  for  it. 
Ps.  Lxsviii.  17.  And  they  sinned  yet 
more  against  him,  by  provoking  the 
most  High  in  the  wilderness.  Ver. 
32.  For  all  this  they  sinned  still,  and 
believed  not  for  his  wondrous  works. 
Ver.  56.  Yet  they  tempted  and  pro- 
voked the  most  high  God,  and  kept 
not  his  testimonies. 
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1.  From  the  persons  offending;"  if  they  be  of  ripei*  age,*  greater 
experience  or  grace,^  eminent  for  profession,*!  gifts,'  place,*  office,* 
guides  to  others,*^  and  whose  example  is  likely  to  be  followed  by  others.'' 


151.  »  Jer.  ii.  8.  The  priests  said 
not,  Where  is  the  Lord?  and  they 
that  handle  the  law  knew  me  not: 
the  pastors  also  transgressed  against 
me,  and  the  prophets  prophesied  by 
Baal,  and  walked  after  things  that  do 
not  profit. 

"  Job  xxxii.  7.  I  said,  Days  should 
speak,  and  multitude  of  years  should 
teach  wisdom.  Ver,  9.  Great  men 
are  not  always  wise ;  neither  do  the 
aged  understand  judgment.  Eccl. 
iv.  13.  Better  is  a  poor  and  a  wise 
child  than  an  old  and  foolish  king, 
"who  will  no  more  be  admonished. 

P 1  Kings  xi.  4.  For  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Solomon  was  old,  that  his  wives 
turned  away  his  heart  after  other 
gods :  and  his  heart  was  not  perlcct 
with  the  Lord  his  God,  as  was  the 
heart  of  David  his  father.  Ver.  9. 
And  the  Lord  was  angry  with  Solo- 
mon, because  his  heart  was  turned 
from  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  which 
had  appeared  unto  him  twice. 

1  2  Sam.  xii.  14.  Howbeit,  because 
by  this  deed  thou  hast  given  great 
occasion  to  the  enemies  of  the  Lord 
to  blaspheme,  the  child  also  that  is 
born  unto  thee  shall  surely  die.  1  Cor. 
V.  1.  It  is  reported  commonly  that 
there  is  fornication  among  you,  and 
such  fornication  as  is  not  so  much  as 
named  among  the  Gentiles,  that  one 
ehould  have  his  father's  wife. 

'  James  iv.  17.  Therefore  to  him 
that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and  doeth 
it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin.  Luke  xii.  47. 
And  that  servant,  which  knew  his 
lord's  will,  and  prepared  not  himself, 
neither  did  according  to  his  will, 
shall  be  beaten  with  many  stripes. 
Ver.  48.  But  he  that  knew  not,  and 
did  commit  things  worthy  of  strines, 
shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes,  ror 
unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of 
him  shall  be  much  required ;  and  to 
whom  men  have  committed  much,  of 
him  they  will  ask  the  more. 

"  Jer.  v.  4.  Therefore  I  said,  Surely 
these  are  poor;  they  are  foolish:  for 
they  know  not  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
nor  the  judgment  of  their  God.  Ver. 
5.  I  will  got  me  imto  the  great  men, 
and  will  speak  unto  tht:m ;  for  they 
have  known  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
end  the  judgment  of  their  God:  but 


those  have  altogctherbrokcn  the  yoke, 
and  burst  the  bonds. 

*  2  Sam.  xii.  7.  And  Nathan  said  to 
David,  Thou  art  the  man.  Thus  saith 
the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  I  anointed 
thee  king  over  Israel, — Ver.  8.  And  I 
gave  thee  thy  master's  house,  and  thy 
master's  wives  into  thy  bosom,  and 

fave  thee  the  house  of  Israel  and  of 
udah ;  and  if  that  had  been  too  little, 
I  would  moreover  have  given  unto  thee 
such  and  such  things.  Ver.  9.  Where- 
fore hast  thou  despised  the  command- 
ment of  the  Lord,  to  do  evil  in  his 
sight  ?  Ezek.  viii.  11.  And  there  stood 
before  them  seventy  men  of  the  an- 
cients of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  in 
the  midst  of  them  stood  Jaazaniah  the 
son  of  Shaphan,  with  evenr  man  his 
censer  in  his  hand  :  and  a  thick  cloud 
of  incense  went  up.  Ver.  12.  Then 
said  he  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  hast  thou 
seen  what  the  ancients  of  the  house  of 
Israel  do  in  the  dark,  every  man  in 
the  chambers  of  his  imagery  ?  for  they 
say.  The  Lord  seeth  us  not ;  the  Lord 
hath  forsaken  the  earth. 

'  Rom.  ii.  17.  Behold,  thou  art  called 
a  Jew,  and  restest  in  the  law,  and 
makest  thy  boast  of  God,  Ver.  18.  And 
knowest  his  will, — Ver.  19.  And  art 
confident  that  thou  thyself  art  a  guide 
of  the  blind,  a  light  of  them  which  are 
in  darkness,  Ver.  20.  An  instructer  of 
the  foolish,  a  teacher  of  babes, — Ver. 
21.  Thou  therefore  which  teachest 
another,  teachest  thou  not  thyself? 
thou  that  preachest  a  man  should  not 
steal,  dost  thou  steal  ?  Ver.  22.  Thou 
that  sayest  a  man  should  not  commit 
adultery,  dost  thou  commit  adultery  ? 
thou  that  abhorrest  idols,  dost  thou 
commit  sacrilege  ?  Ver.  23.  Thou  that 
makest  thy  boast  of  the  law,  through 
breaking  the  law  dishonourest  thou 
God  ?  Ver.  24.  For  the  name  of  God 
is  blasphemed  among  the  Gentiles 
through  you. 

^  Gal.  ii.  11.  But  when  Peter  was 
come  to  Antioch,  I  withstood  him  to 
the  face,  because  he  was  to  be  blamed. 
Ver.  12.  For  before  that  certain  came 
from  James,  ho  did  eat  with  the  Gen- 
tiles :  but  when  they  were  come,  he 
withdrew,  and  separated  himself,  fear- 
ing them  which  were  of  the  circum- 
cision*   Ver.  13.  And  the  other  Jews 
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2.  From  tlie  parties  offended:*  if  immediately  against  God/  his 
attributes,""  and  worship  ;■  against  Christ,  and  his  grace  ;*  the  Holy 
Spirit,"  his  witness,^  and  workings ;  *  against  superiors,  men  of  emi- 
nency,'  and  such  as  we  stand  especially  related  and  engaged  unto  ;* 

^^  Heb.  X.  29.  Of  how  much  sorer 
punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be 
thought  worthy,  who  hath  trodden 
under  foot  the  Son  of  God  ? — Matt, 
xii.  31.  Wherefore  I  say  unto  you,  Ail 
manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy  shall  be 
forgiven  imto  men :  but  the  blasphemy 
against  the  Holy  Grhost  shall  not  be 
forgiven  unto  men.  Ver.  32.  And 
whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against 
the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven 
him  :  but  whosoever  speaketh  against 
the  Holy  Grhost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven 
him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither  in 
the  world  to  come. 

*  Eph.  iv.  30.  And  gi'ieve  not  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby  ye  are 
sealed  imto  the  day  of  redemption. 

*  Heb.  vi.  4.  For  it  is  impossible  for 
those  who  were  once  enlightened,  and 
have  tasted  of  the  heavenly  gift,  and 
were  made  partakers  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  Ver.  5.  And  have  tasted  the 
good  word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of 
the  world  to  come,  Ver.  6.  If  they 
shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again 
unto  repentance ; — 

^  Jude,  Ver.  8.  Likewise  also  these 
filthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh,  despise 
dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities. 
Numb.  xii.  8. — Wherefore  then  were 
ye  not  afraid  to  speak  against  my  ser- 
vant Moses  ?  Ver.  9.  And  the  anger 
of  the  Lord  was  kindled  against  them ; 
and  he  departed.  Isa.  iii.  5. — The 
child  shall  behave  himself  proudly 
against  the  ancient,  and  the  base 
against  the  honourable. 

8  ProT.  XXX.  17.  The  eye  that  mock- 
eth  at  his  father,  and  despisetli  to 
obey  his  mother,  the  ravens  of  the 
valley  shall  pick  it  out,  and  the  young 
eagles  shall  eat  it.  2  Cor.  xii.  15.  And 
I  will  very  gladly  spend  and  be  spent 
for  you ;  though  the  more  abundantly 
I  love  you,  the  less  I  be  loved.  Ps. 
Iv.  12.  For  it  was  not  an  enemy  that 
reproached  me ;  then  I  could  ■  have 
borne  it :  neither  was  it  he  that  hated 
me  that  did  magnify  himself  against 
me;  then  I  would  have  hid  myself 
from  him  :  Ver.  13.  But  it  was  thou, 
a  man  mine  equal,  my  guide,  and  miue 
acquaintance.  Ver.  14.  We  took  sweet 
counsel  together,  and  walked  unto  the 
house  of  God  in  comijany.  Ver.  15.  Let 


dissembled  likewise  with  him ;  inso. 
much  that  Barnabas  also  was  carried 
away  with  their  dissimulation.  Ver. 
14.  But  when  I  saw  that  they  walked 
not  uprightly,  according  to  the  truth 
of  the  gospel,  I  said  unto  Peter  before 
them  all,  If  thou,  being  a  Jew,  livest 
after  the  manner  of  Gentiles,  and  not 
as  do  the  Jews,  why  compellest  thou 
the  Gentiles  to  live  as  do  the  Jews  ? 

»  Matt.  xxi.  38,  But  when  the  hus- 
bandmen saw  the  son,  they  said  among 
themselves.  This  is  the  heir ;  come,  let 
us  kill  him,  and  let  us  seize  on  his  in- 
heritance. Ver.  39.  And  they  caught 
him,  and  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard, 
and  slew  him. 

y  1  Sam.  ii.  25.  If  one  man  sin 
against  another,  the  judge  shall  judge 
him;  but  if  a  man  sin  against  the 
Lord,  who  shall  entreat  for  him  ? — 
Acts  V.  4. — Thou  hast  not  lied  unto 
men,  but  unto  God.  Ps.  li.  4.  Against 
thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned,  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight ;  that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  when  thou  speak- 
est,  and  be  clear  when  thou  judgest. 

'  Rom.  ii.  4.  Or  despisest  thou  the 
riches  of  his  goodness,  and  forbear- 
ance, and  long-suflfering ;  not  knowing 
that  the  goodness  of  God  leadeth  thee 
to  repentance  ? 

*  Mai.  i.  8.  And  if  ye  offer  the  bUnd 
for  sacrifice,  is  it  not  evil  ?  and  if  ye 
offer  the  lame  and  sick,  is  it  not  evil  ? 
offer  it  now  unto  thy  governor ;  will 
he  be  pleased  with  thee,  or  accept  thy 
person  ?  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  Ver. 
14.  But  cursed  be  the  deceiver,  wliich 
hath  in  his  flock  a  male,  and  voweth, 
and  sacrifioeth  unto  the  Lord  a  cor- 
rupt thing:  for  I  am  a  great  King, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  and  my  name 
is  dreadful  among  the  heathen. 

^  Heb.  ii.  2.  For  if  the  word  spoken 
•"by  angels  was  stedfast,  and  every 
transgression  and  disobedience  re- 
ceived a  just  recompence  of  reward ; 
Ver.  3.  How  shall  we  escape,  if  we 
neglect  so  great  salvation  ?— Heb.  xii. 
25.  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that 
speaketh  :  for  if  they  escaped  not  who 
refused  him  that  spake  on  earth,  much 
more  shall  not  we  escape,  if  we  turn 
away  from  him  that  speakotli  from 
beaven. 
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against  any  of  the  saints,^  particularly  weaJc  brethren,'  the  souls  of 
them,  or  any  other,^  and  the  common  good  of  all  or  many.' 

3.  From  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  offence :™  if  it  be  against  the 
express  letter  of  the  la\v,°  break  many  commandments,  contain  in  it 
many  sins:"  if  not  only  conceived  in  the  heart,  but  breaks  forth  in 


death  seize  upon  thera,  and  let  them 
go  down  quick  into  hell : — 

^  Zeph.  ii.  8.  I  have  heard  the  re- 
proach of  Moab,  and  the  rcviUugs  of 
the  children  of  Amraon,  whereby  they 
have  reproached  my  people, — Ver.  10. 
This  shall  they  have  for  their  pride, 
because  they  have  reproached  and  mag- 
nified themselves  against  the  people  of 
the  Lord  of  hosts.  Ver.  1 1.  The  Lord 
will  be  terrible  imto  them : — Matt, 
xviii.  6.  But  whoso  shall  oflFend  one  of 
these  little  ones  which  believe  in  me, 
it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone 
were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  that 
he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the 
sea.  1  Cor.  vi.  8.  Nay,  ye  do  wrong, 
and  defraud,  and  that  your  brethren. 
Rev.  xvii.  6.  And  I  saw  the  woman 
drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints, 
and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of 
Jesus : — 

*  1  Cor.  viii.  11.  And  through  thy 
knowledge  shall  the  weak  brother 
perish,  for  whom  Christ  died  ?  Ver. 
12.  But  when  ye  sin  so  against  the 
bretlu-en,  and  wound  their  weak  con- 
science, ye  sin  against  Christ.  Rom. 
xiv.  13.  Let  us  not  therefore  judge  one 
another  any  more :  but  judge  this  ra- 
ther, that  no  man  put  a  stumbling- 
block,  or  an  occasion  to  fall,  in  his 
brother's  way.  Ver.  15.  But  if  thy 
brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat,  now 
walkest  thou  not  charitably.  Destroy 
not  him  with  thy  meat  for  whom 
Christ  died.  Ver.  2 1 .  It  is  good  neither 
to  eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  wine,  nor 
any  thing  whereby  thy  brother  stmn- 
bletli,  or  is  offended,  or  is  made  weak. 

^  Ezek.  xiii.  19.  And  will  ye  pollute 
me  among  my  people  for  handfuls  of 
barley,  and  for  pieces  of  bread,  to  slay 
the  souls  that  should  not  die,  and  to 
save  the  souls  alive  that  should  not 
live,  by  your  lying  to  my  people  that 
hear  your  lies?  1  Cor.  viii.  12.  But 
when  ye  sin  so  against  the  brethren, 
and  wound  their  weak  conscience,  ye 
sin  against  C-hrist.  Rev.  xviii.  12.  The 
merchandise  of  gold, — Ver.  13.  And 
cinnamon,  and  odours,  .and  ointments, 
and  frankincense,  and  wine,  and  oil, 
and  tine  flour,  uud  wheat,  and  beasts, 


and  sheep,  and  horses,  and  chariots, 
and  slaves,  and  souls  of  men.  Matt. 
xxiii.  15.  Woe  unto  you,  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hj^pocritos !  for  ye  compass 
sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte ; 
and  when  he  is  made,  ye  make  him 
two-fold  more  the  child  of  hell  than 
yourselves. 

•  1  Thess.  u.  15.  Who  both  killed 
the  Lord  Jesus  and  their  own  prophets, 
and  have  persecuted  us;  and  they 
please  not  God,  and  are  contrary  to 
all  men ;  Ver.  16.  Forbidding  us  to 
speak  to  the  (j  entiles,  that  thev  might 
be  saved, — Josh.  xxii.  20.  Did  not 
Achan  the  son  of  Zerah  commit  a  tres- 
pass in  the  accursed  thing,  and  wrath 
fell  on  all  the  congregation  of  Israel  ? 
and  that  man  perished  not  alone  in 
his  iniquity. 

^  Prov.  vi.  30.  Men  do  not  despise 
a  thief,  if  he  steal  to  satisfy  his  soul 
when  he  is  hungry :  Ver.  31.  But  if  he 
be  foimd,  he  shall  restore  seven  fold ; 
— Ver.  32.  But  whoso  committcth 
adultery  with  a  woman  lacketh  un- 
derstanding :  he  that  doeth  it  destroy- 
eth  his  own  soid.  Ver.  33.  A  wound 
and  dishonour  shall  he  get ;  and  his 
reproach  shall  not  be  wiped  away. 
And  so  on  to  the  end  of  the  Oha^Jtcr. 

^  Ezra  ix.  10.  And  now,  0  our  God, 
what  shall  we  say  after  this  ?  for  we 
have  forsaken  thy  commandments, 
Ver.  11.  Which  thou  hast  commanded 
by  thy  servants  the  prophets,  saying, 
The  land,  unto  which  ye  go  to  possess 
it,  is  an  unclean  land  with  the  filthi- 
ness  of  the  people. — Ver.  12.  Now 
therefore  give  not  your  daughters 
unto  their  sons,  ^c.  1  Kings  li.  9. 
And  the  Lord  was  angry  with  Solo- 
mon, because  his  heart  was  turned 
from  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  which 
had  appeared  unto  him  twice,  Ver.  10. 
And  had  commanded  him  concerning 
this  thing,  that  he  should  not  go  after 
other  gods :  but  he  kept  not  that  which 
the  Lord  commanded. 

°  Col.  iii.  5.  Mortify  therefore  your 
members  which  are  upon  the  earth  ; 
fornication,  imcleanness,  inordinate 
affection,  evil  concupiscence,  and  co- 
vctousness,  which  is  idolatri''.    1  Tim, 
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vi.  10.  For  the  love  of  money  is  the 
root  of  all  evil ;  vhich  while  some  co- 
veted after,  they  have  erred  from  tlio 
faith,  and  pierced  themselves  through 
"Nvith  many  sorrows.  Prov.  v.  8.  Re- 
move thy  way  far  from  her,  and  come 
not  nigh  the  door  of  her  house ;  Ver. 
9.  Lest  thou  give  thine  honour  unto 
others,  and  thy  years  unto  the  cruel ; 
Ver.  10.  Lest  strangers  be  filled  with 
thy  wealth, — Ver.  11.  Andthoumourn 
at  the  last,  when  thy  flesh  and  thy 
body  are  consumed,  Ver.  12.  And  say, 
How  have  I  hated  instruction,  and 
my  heart  despised  reproof !  Prov.  vi. 
32.  But  whoso  committeth  adultery 
with  a  woman  lacketh  understanding : 
he  that  doeth  it  destroyeth  his  own 
soul.  Ver.  33.  A  wound  and  dis- 
honour shall  he  get; — Josh.  vii.  21. 
When  I  saw  among  the  spoils  a  goodly 
Babylonish  garment,  and  two  hun- 
dred shekels  of  silver,  and  a  wedge  of 
gold  of  fifty  shekels  weight,  then  I 
coveted  them,  and  took  them ; — 

p  James  i.  14.  But  every  man  is 
tempted,  when  he  is  drawn  away  of 
Ids  own  lust,  and  enticed.  Ver.  15. 
Then,  when  lust  hath  conceived,  it 
bringeth  forth  sin ;  and  sin,  when  it 
is  finished,  bringeth  forth  death.  Matt. 
V.  22.  But  I  say  unto  you,  That  who- 
soever is  angry  with  his  brother  with- 
out a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the 
judgment;  and  whosoever  shall  say 
to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  dan- 
ger of  the  council;  but  whosoever 
shall  say,  Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  dan- 
ger of  hell-fire.  Micah  ii,  1.  Woe  to 
them  that  devise  iniquity,  and  work 
evil  upon  their  beds!  when  the  morn- 
ing is  light,  they  practise  it,  because 
it  IS  in  the  power  of  their  hand. 

^  Matt,  xviii.  7.  Woe  unto  the  world 
because  of  offences!  for  it  must  needs 
be  that  offences  come;  but  woe  to 
that  man  by  whom  the  offence  Com- 
eth !  Rom.  ii.  23.  Thou  that  makest 
thy  boast  of  the  law,  through  break- 
ing the  law  dishonourest  thou  God  ? 
Ver.  24.  For  the  name  of  God  is  blas- 
phemed among  the  Gentiles  through 
you,  as  it  is  written. 

*■  Deut.  ixii.  22,  If  a  man  be  foimd 
lying  with  a  woman  married  to  an 
husband,  then  they  shall  both  of  them 
die,  both  the  man  that  lay  with  the 
woman,  and  the  woman :  so  slxalt  thou 


put  away  evil  from  IsraeL  Compared 
with  Ver.  28.  ^  If  a  man  find  a  damsel 
that  is  a  virgin,  which  is  not  betroth- 
ed, and  lay  hold  on  her,  and  lie  with 
her,  and  they  be  found ;  Ver.  29.  Then 
the  man  that  lay  with  her  shall  give 
unto  the  damsel's  father  fifty  shekels 
of  silver,  and  she  shall  be  his  wife ; 
because  he  hath  humbled  her,  he  may 
not  put  her  away  all  his  days.  Prov. 
vi.  32.  But  whoso  committeth  adul- 
tery with  a  woman  lacketh  under- 
standing :  he  that  doeth  it  destroyeth 
his  own  soul.  Ver.  33.  A  wound 
and  dishonour  shall  he  get ;  and  his 
reproach  shall  not  be  wiped  away, 
Ver.  34.  For  jealousy  is  the  rage  of  a 
man ;  therefore  he  will  not  spare  in 
the  day  of  vengeance.  Ver.  35.  He 
will  not  regard  any  ransom ;  neither 
will  he  rest  content,  though  thou  giv- 
est  many  gifts. 

¥  «  Matt.  xi.  21.  Woe  unto  thee,  Cho- 
razin !  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida  1  for 
if  the  mighty  works,  which  were  done 
in  you,  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long 
ago  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  Ver.  22. 
But  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  more 
tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the 
day  of  judgment  than  for  you.  Ver. 
23.  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art 
exalted  unto  heaven,  shalt  be  brought 
down  to  hell :  for  if  the  mighty  works, 
which  have  been  done  in  thee,  had 
been  done  in  Sodom,  it  would  have 
remained  until  this  day.  Ver.  24. 
But  I  say  imto  you.  That  it  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom- 
John  IV.  22.  If  I  had  not  come  and 
spoken  unto  them,  they  had  not  had 
sm ;  but  now  they  have  no  cloak  for 
their  sin. 

*  Isa.  i.  S.  The  ox  knoweth  his 
owner,  and  the  ass  his  master's  crib : 
but  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people 
doth  not  consider.  Deut.  xxxii.  6. 
Do  ye  thus  requite  the  Lord,  0  foolish 
people  and  unwise  ?  is  not  he  thy  fa- 
ther that  hath  bought  thee  ?  hath  he 
not  made  thee,  and  established  thee  ? 

^  Amos  iv.  8.  So  two  or  tliree  cities 
wandered  unto  one  city,  to  drink 
water ;  but  they  were  not  satisfied : 
yet  have  ye  not  returned  imto  me, 
saith  the  Lord.  Ver.  9,  I  have  smit- 
ten you  with  blasting  and  mildew: 
"When  your  gardens,  and  youf  vine- 
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conscience,*  publick  or  private  admonition/  censures  of  the  church," 
civil  punishments  ;*  and  our  prayers,  purposes,  promises,^  vows,"  cove- 


yards,  and  your  fig-trees,  and  your 
olive-trees  increased,  the  palmer-worm 
devoured  them:  yet  have  ye  not  re- 
turned imto  me,  saith  the  Lord.  Ver. 
10.  I  have  sent  among  you  the  pesti- 
lence, after  the  manner  of  Egypt :  your 
young  men  have  I  slain  Avith  the 
sword,  and  have  taken  away  your 
horses ;  and  I  have  made  the  stink  of 
your  camps  to  come  up  unto  your 
nostrils :  yet  have  ye  not  retumea  un- 
to me,  saith  the  Lord.  Ver.  11.  I  have 
overthi-own  some  of  you,  as  God  over- 
threw Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and  ye 
were  as  a  firebrand  plucked  out  of  the 
burning:  yet  have  ye  not  returned 
unto  me,  saith  the  Lord.  Jer.  v.  3.  0 
Lord,  are  not  thine  eyes  upon  the 
truth  ?  thou  hast  stricken  them,  but 
they  have  not  grieved ;  thou  hast  con- 
sumed them,  but  they  have  refused  to 
receive  correction:  they  have  made 
their  faces  harder  than  a  rock ;  they 
have  refused  to  retm-n. 

^  Rom.  i.  26.  For  this  cause  God 
gave  them  up  unto  vile  affections  : 
for  even  their  women  did  change  the 
natural  use  into  that  which  is  against 
nature :  Ver.  27.  And  likewise  also 
the  men,  leaving  the  natural  use  of 
the  woman,  burned  in  their  lust  one 
toward  another :  men  with  men  work- 
ing that  which  is  imseemly,  and  re- 
ceiving in  themselves  that  recompence 
of  their  error  which  was  meet. 

^  Rom.  i.  32.  Who,  knowing  the 
judgment  of  God,  that  they  which 
commit  such  things  are  worthy  of 
death,  not  only  do  the  same,  but  have 
pleasure  in  them  that  do  them.  Dan. 
V.  22.  And  thou  his  son,  0  Belshazzar, 
hast  not  humbled  thine  heart,  though 
thou  knewest  all  this.  Tit.  iii.  10. 
A  man  that  is  an  heretick,  after  the 
first  and  second  admonition,  reject ; 
Ver.  11.  Knowing  that  he  that  is  such 
is  subverted,  and  sinneth,  being  con- 
demned of  himself 

7  Prov.  xxix.  1.  He  that,  being  often 
reproved,  hardeneth  his  neck,  shall 
suddenly  be  destroyed,  and  that  with- 
out remedy. 

*  Tit.  iii.  10.  A  man  that  is  an  here- 
tick, after  the  first  and  second  admo- 
nition, reject.  Matt,  xviii.  17.  And 
if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell 
it  unto  the  church :  but  if  he  neglect 
to  hear  the  church,  let  liim  be  unto 
Q 


thee  as  an  heathen  man  and  a  publi- 
can. 

*  Prov,  xxvii.  22.  Though  thou 
shouldest  bray  a  fool  in  a  mortar 
among  wheat  with  a  pestle,  yet  will 
not  his  foolishness  depart  from  him. 
Prov.  xxiii.  35.  They  have  stricken 
me,  shalt  thou  say,  and  I  was  not 
sick :  they  have  beaten  me,  and  I  felt 
it  not :  when  shall  I  awake?  I  will 
seek  it  yet  again. 

^  Ps.  Ixxviii.  34.  When  he  slew 
them,  then  they  sought  him;  and 
they  returned  and  enquired  early 
after  God:  Ver.  35.  And  they  re- 
membered that  God  was  their  Rock, 
and  the  liigh  God  their  Redeemer. 
Ver.  36.  Nevertheless  they  did  flatter 
him  with  their  mouth,  and  they  lied 
unto  him  with  their  tongues.  Ver. 
37.  For  their  heaxt  was  not  right 
with  him,  neither  were  they  stedfast 
in  his  covenant.  Jer.  ii.  20.  For  of 
old  time  I  have  broken  thy  yoke,  and 
burst  thy  bands ;  and  thou  saidst,  I 
will  not  transgress ;  when  upon  every 
high  hUl,  and  under  eveiy  green  tree, 
thou  wanderest,  playing  the  harlot. 
Jer.  xlii.  5.  Then  they  said  to  Jere- 
miah, The  Lord  be  a  true  and  faith- 
ful witness  between  us,  if  we  do  not 
even  according  to  all  things  for  the 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  send 
thee  to  us.  Ver.  6.  Whether  it  be 
good,  or  whether  it  be  evil,  we  will 
obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  om'  God, 
to  whom  we  send  thee. — Ver.  20.  For 
ye  dissembled  in  your  hearts,  when 
ye  sent  me  unto  the  Lord  your  God, 
saying.  Pray  for  us  unto  the  Lord  our 
God ;  and  according  unto  all  that  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  say,  so  declare 
imto  us,  and  we  will  do  it.  Ver.  21. 
And  now  I  have  this  day  declared  it 
to  you;  but  ye  have  not  obeyed  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  your  God,  nor  any 
thing  for  the  which  he  hath  sent  me 
unto  you. 

"  Eccl.  V.  4.  When  thou  vowest  a 
vow  unto  God,  defer  not  to  pay  it; 
for  he  hath  no  pleasure  in  fools :  pay 
that  which  thou  hast  vowed.  Ver.  6. 
Better  is  it  that  thou  shouldest  not 
vow,  than  that  thou  shouldest  vow 
and  not  pay.  Ver.  6.  Suffer  not  thy 
mouth  to  cause  thy  flesh  to  sin  ;  nei- 
ther say  thou  before  the  angel,  that 
it  was  an  error :  wherefore  should 
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Hants,*  and  engagements  to  God  or  men:'  if  done  dellbevately/  wil- 
fully,«  presumptuously,^  impudently,^  boastingly,^  maliciously,^  fre- 
quently,™ obstinately,**  with  delight,"  continuance,'  or  relapsing  after 
repentance.^ 


God  be  angry  at  thy  voice,  and  de- 
stroy the  work  of  thine  hands  ?  Prov. 
XX.  25.  It  is  a  snare  to  the  man  who 
devoureth  that  which  is  holy,  and 
after  vows  to  make  enquiry. 

^  Lev.  xxvi.  25.  And  I  will  bring  a 
sword  upon  you,  that  shall  avenge  the 
quarrel  of  my  covenant : — 

«  Prov.  ii.  17.  Which  forsaketh  the 
guide  of  her  youth,  and  forgetteth 
the  covenant  of  her  Gfod.    Ezek.  xvii. 

18.  Seeing  he  despised  the  oath  by 
breaking  the  covenant,  when,  lo,  he 
had  given  his  hand,  and  hath  aone  all 
these  things,  he  shall  not  escape.  Ver. 

19.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
God,  As  I  live,  surely  mine  oath  that 
he  hath  despised,  and  my  covenant 
that  he  hath  broken,  even  it  will  I 
recompence  upon  his  own  head. 

^  Ps.  xxxvi.  4.  He  deviseth  mischief 
upon  his  bed ;  he  setteth  himself  in 
a  way  that  is  not  good ;  he  abhorreth 
not  evil. 

8  Jer.  vi.  16.  Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Stand  ye  in  the  ways,  and  see,  and 
ask  for  the  old  paths,  where  is  the 
good  way,  and  walk  therein,  and  ye 
ehall  find  rest  for  your  souls.  But 
they  said.  We  will  not  walk  therein. 

^  Numb.  XV.  30.  But  the  soul  that 
doeth  ought  presumptuously,  (whe- 
ther he  be  born  in  the  land,  or  a 
etranger,)  the  same  reproacheth  the 
Lord ;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off 
from  among  his  people.  Exod.  xxi. 
14.  But  if  a  man  come  presumptu- 
ously upon  his  neighbour,  to  slay  him 
■with  guile ;  thou  shalt  take  him  from 
mine  altar,  that  he  may  die. 

*  Jer.  iii.  3.  Therefore  the  showers 
have  been  withholden,  and  there  hath 
been  no  latter  rain ;  and  thou  hadst 
a  whore's  forehead,  thou  refusedst  to 
be  ashamed.  Prov.  vii.  13.  So  she 
caught  him,  and  kissed  him,  and  with 
an  impudent  face  said  unto  him, — 

^  Ps.  Iii.  1.  Why  boastest  thou  thy- 
self in  mischief,  0  mighty  man  ? 

1  3  John,  Ver.  10.  Wherefore,  if  I 
come,  I  will  remember  his  deeds  which 
lie  doeth,  prating  against  us  with 
malicious  words ; — 

"i  Numb.  xiv.  22.  Because  all  those 
men  which  have  seen  my  gloiT,  and 
my  miracles  which  I  did  m  Egypt, 


and  in  the  wilderness,  have  tempted 
me  now  these  ten  times,  and  have  not 
hearkened  to  my  voice. 

"  Zech.  vii.  11.  But  they  refused  to 
hearken,  and  pulled  away  the  shoul- 
der, and  stopped  their  ears,  that  they 
should  not  hear.  Ver.  12.  Yea,  they 
made  their  hearts  as  an  adamant- 
stone,  lest  they  should  hear  the  law, 
and  the  words  which  the  Lord  or 
hosts  hath  sent  in  his  Spirit  by  the 
former  prophets:  therefore  came  a 
great  wrath  from  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

0  Prov.  ii.  14.  Who  rejoice  to  do 
eviL  and  delight  in  the  frowardness 
of  the  wicked. 

P  Isa.  Ivii.  17.  For  the  iniquity  of 
his  covetousness  was  I  wroth,  and 
smote  him :  I  hid  me,  and  was  wroth, 
and  he  went  on  frowardly  in  the  way 
of  his  heart, 

1  Jer.  xxxiv.  8.  This  is  the  word 
that  came  unto  Jeremiah  from  the 
Lord,  after  that  the  king  Zedekiah 
had  made  a  covenant  with  all  the 
people  which  were  at  Jerusalem,  to 
proclaim  liberty  imto  them ;  Ver.  9. 
That  every  man  should  let  his  man. 
servant,  and  every  man  his  maid- ser- 
vant, being  an  Hebrew  or  an  Hebrew- 
ess,  go  free;  that  none  should  serve 
himself  of  them,  to  wit,  of  a  Jew  his 
brother.  Ver.  10.  Now,  when  all  the 
princes,  and  all  the  people,  whicli  had 
entered  into  the  covenant,  heard  that 
every  one  should  let  his  man-servant, 
and  every  one  his  maid-servant,  go 
free,  that  none  should  serve  them- 
selves of  them  any  more;  then  they 
obeyed,  and  let  them  go.  Ver.  11. 
But  afterward  they  turned,  and 
caused  the  servants  and  the  hand- 
maids, whom  they  had  let  go  free,  to 
return,  and  brought  them  into  sub- 
jection for  servants  and  for  hand- 
maids. 2  Pet.  ii.  20.  For  if  after 
they  have  escaped  the  pollutions  of 
the  world,  through  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
they  are  again  entangled  therein,  and 
overcome,  the  latter  end  is  worse  with 
them  than  the  beginning.  Ver.  21. 
For  it  had  been  better  for  them 
not  to  have  known  the  way  of  righte- 
ousness, than,  after  they  have  known 
it,  to  inrn  from  the  holy  command-

ment  delivered  unto  them,  Ver.  22. 
But  it  is  happened  unto  them  accord- 
ing to  the  true  proverb,  The  dog  is 
turned  to  his  own  vomit  again ;  and 
the  sow  that  was  washed  to  her  wal- 
lowing in  the  mire. 

'  2  Kings  V.  26.  And  he  said  im- 
to  him  (Gehazi),  Went  not  mine 
heart  with  thee,  when  the  man  turn- 
ed again  from  his  chariot  to  meet 
thee  ?  Is  it  a  time  to  receive  money, 
and  to  receive  garments,  and  olive- 
yards,  and  vineyards,  and  sheep,  and 
oxen,  and  men-servants,  and  maid- 
eervants  ? 

«  Jer.  vii.  10.  And  come  and  stand 
before  me  in  this  house,  which  is  call- 
ed by  my  name,  and  say.  We  are  de- 
livered to  do  all  these  abominations. 
Isa.  xxvi.  10.  Let  favour  be  shewed 
to  the  wicked,  yet  will  he  not  learn 
righteousness  :  in  the  land  of  up- 
rightness will  he  deal  unjustly,  and 
will  not  behold  the  majesty  of  the 
Lord. 

*  Ezek.  xxiii.  37.  That  they  have 
committed  adultery,  and  blood  is  in 
their  hands,  and  with  their  idols  have 
they  committed  adultery; — Ver.  38. 
Moreover,  this  they  have  done  unto 
me :  they  have  defiled  my  sanctuary 
in  the  same  day,  and  have  profaned 
my  sabbaths.  Ver.  39.  For  when 
they  had  slain  their  children  to  their 
idols,  then  they  came  the  same  day 
into  my  sanctuary  to  profane  it ;  and, 
lo,  thus  have  they  done  in  the  midst 
of  mine  house. 

^  Isa.  Iviii.  3.  Wherefore  have  we 
fasted,  say  they,  and  thou  seest  not  ? 
wherefore  have  we  afflicted  our  soul, 
and  thou  takest  no  knowledge  T  Be- 
hold, in  the  day  of  your  fast  ye  find 
pleasure,  and  exact  all  your  labours. 
Ver.  4,  Behold,  ye  fast  lor  strife  and 
debate,  and  to  smite  with  the  fist  of 
wickedness:  ye  shall  not  fast  as  ye 
do  this  day,  to  make  your  voice  to  be 
heard  on  high.  Ver.  6.  Is  it  such  a 
fast  that  I  have  chosen  ?  a  day  for  a 
man  to  afflict  his  soul  ?  is  it  to  bow 
down  his  head  as  a  bulnish,  and  to 
epread  sackcloth  and  ashes  under 
liim?  wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and 
an  acceptableday  to  the  Lord  ?  Numb. 


XXV.  6.  And,  behold,  ono  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  came,  and  brought  un- 
to his  brethren  a  Midianitish  woman, 
in  the  sight  of  Moses,  and  in  the  sight 
of  all  the  congregation  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  who  were  weeping  before 
the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  con- 
gregation. Ver.  7.  And  when  Phine- 
has,  the  son  of  Eleazar,  the  eon  of 
Aaron  the  priest,  saw  it,  he  rose  up 
from  amon^  the  congregation,  and 
took  a  javelin  in  his  hand.

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Q.  162.  What  doth  every  iin  deserve  at  ths  hands  of  God  f 

A.  Every  sin,  even  the  least,  being  against  the  sovereignty,*  good* 
ness,^  and  holiness  of  God,*'  and  against  his  righteous  law,*  deserveth 
his  wrath  and  curse,*  both  in  this  life,'  and  that  which  is  to  come  ;* 
and  cannot  be  expiated  but  by  the  blood  of  Christ.^ 

Q.  153.  What  doth  God  require  of  us,  that  we  may  escape  his  wrath 
and  curse  due  to  us  by  reason  of  the  transgression  of  the  law? 

A.  That  we  may  escape  the  wrath  and  curse  of  God  due  to  us  by 
reason  of  the  transgression  of  the  law,  he  requireth  of  us  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,'  and  the  dili- 


sons  did  unto  all  Israel ;  and  how  they 
lay  with  the  women  that  assembled 
at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the 
congregation.

Q.  154.  What  are  the  outward  means  whereby  Christ  communicates 
to  us  the  benefits  of  his  m,ediation  f 

A.  The  outward  and  ordinary  means  whereby  Christ  communicates 
to  his  church  the  benefits  of  his  mediation,  are  all  his  ordinances ; 
especially  the  word,  sacraments,  and  prayer ;  all  which  are  made  effec- 
tual to  the  elect  for  their  salvation.* 

Q.  155.  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to  salvation? 

A.  The  Spirit  of  God  maketh  the  reading,  but  especially  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word,  an  effectual  means  of  enlightening,™  convincing,  and 
humbling  sinners;"^  of  driving  them  out  of  themselves,  and  drawing

Blessed  is 
the  man  tliat  heareth  me,  watching 
daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at  the  posts 
of  my  doors.

For  he  estab- 
lished a  testimony  in  Jacob,  and  ap- 
pointed a  law  in  Israel,  which  he 
commanded  our  fathers,  that  they 
should  make  them  known  to  their 
children ;  Ver.  6.  That  the  generation 
to  come  might  know  them,  even  the 
children  which  should  be  bom,  who 
should  arise  and  declare  them  to  their 
children ;  Ver.  7.  That  they  might  set 
their  hope  in  God,  and  not  forget  the 
works  of  God,  but  keep  his  command- 
ments.

A.  The  sacraments  become  effectual  means  of  salvation,  not  by  any 
power  in  themselves,  or  any  virtue  derived  from  the  piety  or  intention

Q.  162.   What  is  a  sacrament  f 

A.  A  sacrament  is  ati  holy  ordinance  instituted  by  Christ  in  his 
church,*  to  signify,  seal,  and  exhibit '^  unto  those  that  are  within  the 
covenant  of  grace,*^  the  benefits  of  his  mediation;*  to  strengthen  and 
increase  their  faith,  and  all  other  graces ;y  to  oblige  them  to  obedience;^

Q.  163.   What  are  the  parts  of  a  sacrament  f 

A.  The  parts  of  a  sacrament  are  two ;  the  one  an  outward  and  sen- 
sible sign,  used  according  to  Christ's  own  appointment ;  the  other  an 
inward  and  spiritual  grace  thereby  signified. • 

Q.  164.  How  many  sacraments  hath  Christ  instituted  in  his  church 
under  the  New  Testament  f 

A.  Under  the  New  Testament  Christ  hath  instituted  in  his  church 
only  two  sacraments,  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper.^ 

Q.  165.   What  is  Baptism  t 

A.  Baptism  is  a  sacrament  of  the  New  Testament,  wherein  Christ 
hath  ordained  the  washing  with  water  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,*  to  be  a  sign  and  seal  of  ingrafting 
into  himself,'  of  remission  of  sins  by  his  blood,»  and  regeneration  by  his 
Spirit;^  of  adoption,*  and  resurrection  unto  everlasting  life;^  and 


cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's 
table,  and  of  the  table  of  devils. 

•  Eph.  iv.  2.  With  all  lowliness  and 
meekness,  with  long-suffering,  for- 
bearing one  another  in  love ;  Ver.  3. 
Endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of 
the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  Ver. 
4.  There  is  one  body,  ana  one  Spirit, 
even  as  ye  are  called  in  one  hope  of 
your  calling ;  Ver.  6.  One  Lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism.  1  Cor.  xii.  13.

A.  The  Lord's  supper  is  a  sacrament  of  the  New  Testament,"  where- 
in, by  giving  and  receiving  bread  and  wine  according  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Jesus]JChrist,  his  death  is  shewed  forth ;  and  they  that  worthily 
communicate  feed  upon  his  body  and  blood,  to  their  spiritual  nourish- 
ment and  growth  in  grace  ;*  have  their  union  and  communion  with 
him  confirmed;'*  testify  and  renew  their  thankfulness,"  and  engage- 
ment to  God,*  and  their  mutual  love  and  fellowship  each  with  other, 
as  members  of  the  same  mystical  body." 

Q.  169.  How  hath  Christ  appointed  bread  and  wine  to  he  given  and 
received  in  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord*s  supper  f 

A,  Christ  hath  appointed  the  ministers  of  his  word,  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper,  to  set  apart  the  bread 
and  wine  from  common  use,  by  the  word  of  institution,  thanksgiving, 
and  prayer ;  to  take  and  break  the  bread,  and  to  give  both  the  bread 
and  the  wine  to  the  communicants :  who  are,  by  the  same  appoint- 
ment, to  take  and  eat  the  bread,  and  to  drink  the  wine,  in  thankful 
remembrance  that  the  body  of  Christ  was  broken  and  given,  and  his 
blood  shed,  for  them.'

doing,  he  may  and  ought  to  come  to  the  Lord's  supper,  that  he  may

Q.  173.  Mai/  any  who  profess  the  faith,  and  desire  to  come  to  the 
Lord's  supper  y  he  kept  from  it  ? 

A.  Such  as  are  found  to  be  ignorant  or  scandalous,  notwithstand- 
ing their  profession  of  the  faith,  and  desire  to  come  to  the  Lord's  sup- 
per, may  and  ought  to  be  kept  from  that  sacrament,  by  the  power 
which  Christ  hath  left  in  his  church,^  until  they  receive  instruction, 
and  manifest  their  reformation.^

A.  It  is  required  of  them  that  receive  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
supper,  that,  during  the  time  of  the  administration  of  it,  with  all  holy 
reverence  and  attention  they  wait  upon  God  in  that  ordinance,^  dili- 
gently observe  the  sacramental  elements  and  actions,™  heedfuUy  dis- 
cern the  Lord's  body,**  and  affectionately  meditate  on  his  death  and 
sufferings,**  and  thereby  stir  up  themselves  to  a  vigorous  exercise  of 
their  graces ;p  in  judging  themselves,*^  and  sorrowing  for  sin;'  in 
earnest  hungering  and  thirsting  after  Christ,"  feeding  on  him  by  faith,* 
receiving  of  his  fulness,''  trusting  in  his  merits,^  rejoicing  in  his  love,^

A.  The  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper  agi'oe,  in  that 
the  author  of  both  is  God;"*  the  spiritual  part  of  both  is  Christ  and 
his  benefits  ;**  both  are  seals  of  the  same  covenant,**  are  to  be  dispensed 
by  ministers  of  the  gospel,  and  by  none  other  ;p  and  to  be  continued 
in  the  church  of  Christ  until  his  second  coming.** 

Q.  177.  Wherein  do  the  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  sup- 
per differ  f 

A.  The  sacraments  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper  differ,  in  that 
baptism  is  to  be  administered  but  once,  with  water,  to  be  a  sign  and 
seal  of  our  regeneration  and  ingrafting  into  Christ,'  and  that  even  to 
infants;"  whereas  the  Lord's  supper  is  to  be  administered  often,  in  the 


Ver.  14.  So  the  priests  and  the  Levites 
eanctified  themselves  to  bring  up  the 
ai'k  of  the  Lord  God  of  Israel. 

176.  ™  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  there- 
fore, and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  1 
Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  that  •vrhich  also  I  delivered  xmto 
you,  Tliat  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same 
night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread. 

"  Rom.  vi.  3.  Know  ye  not,  that  so 
many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus 
Christ  were  baptized  into  his  death  ? 
Ver.  4.  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death ;  that  like 
as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the  dead 
by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we 
also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life. 
1  Cor.  X.  16.  The  cup  of  blessing  which 
we  bless,  is  it  not  the  comniunion  of 
the  blood  of  Christ  ?  the  bread  which 
we  break,  is  it  not  the  conunimion  of 
the  body  of  Christ  ? 

0  Rom.  iv.  11.  And  he  received  the 
sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he 
had  yet  being  uncircumcised :  that  he 
might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not  circum- 
cised; that  righteousness  might  be 
imputed  unto  them  also.  Compared 
tcith  Col.  ii.  12.  Buried  with  him  in 
baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are  risen 
with  him  through  the  faith  of  the 
operation  of  God,  who  hath  raised 
him  from  the  dead.  Matt.  xxvi.  27. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye 
all  of  it :  Ver.  28.  For  this  is  my  blood 
of  the  new  testament,  which  is  shed 
for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins. 

P  John  i.  33.  And  I  knew  him  not : 
but  he  that  sent  me  to  baptize  with 


water,  the  same  said  unto  me.  Upon 
whom  thou  shalt  see  the  Spirit  de- 
scending, and  remaining  on  liim,  the 
same  is  he  which  baptizeth  with  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
1  Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I  have  received  of 
the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you.  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed, 
took  bread.  1  Cor.  iv.  1.  Let  a  man 
so  account  of  us  as  of  the  ministers  of 
Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  mysteries 
of  God.  Heb.  v.  4.  And  no  man  taketh 
this  honour  imto  himself,  but  he  that 
is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron. 

*i  Matt,  xxviii.  19.  Go  ye  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  Ver.  20. 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you : 
and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world.  Amen. 
1  Cor.  xi.  26.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.

Q.  178.   What  is  prai/er  f 

A.  Prayer  is  an  offering  up  of  our  desires  unto  God,*  in  the  name 
of  Christ,^  by  the  help  of  his  Spirit;"  with  confession  of  our  sins,'  and 
thankful  acknowledgment  of  his  mercies.^ 

Q.  179.  Are  we  to  pray  unto  God  only  t 

A.  God  only  being  able  to  search  the  hearts,*  hear  the  requests,* 


rations,  for  an  everlasting  covenant, 
to  be  a  God  unto  thee,  and  to  thy  seed 
after  thee.  Ver.  9.  And  God  said  unto 
Abraham,  Thou  shalt  keep  my  cove- 
nant therefore,  thou,  and  thy  seed 
after  thee,  in  their  generations.  Acts 
ii.  38.  Then  Peter  said  unto  them, 
Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Ver. 
39.  For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and 
to  your  children,  and  to  aU  that  are 
afar  ofiF,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  call.  1  Cor.  vii.  14.  For  the 
unbelieving  husband  is  sanctified  by 
the  wife,  and  the  imbelieving  wife  is 
sanctified  by  the  husband ;  else  were 
your  children  imclean ;  but  now  are 
they  holy. 

*  1  Cor.  xi.  23.  For  I  have  received 
of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed, 
took  bread:  Ver.

bare  mentioning  of  his  name,"*  but  by  drawing  our  encouragement  to 
pray,  and  our  boldness,  strength,  and  hope  of  acceptance  in  prayer, 
from  Christ  and  his  mediation." 

Q.  181.  Why  are  we  to  pray  in  the  name  of  Christ  f 
A.  The  sinfulness  of  man,  and  his  distance  from  God  by  reason 
thereof,  being  so  great,  as  that  we  can  have  no  access  into  his  presence 
without  a  mediator  ;P  and  there  being  none  in  heaven  or  earth  ap- 
pointed to,  or  fit  for,  that  glorious  work  but  Christ  aloncj'i  we  are  to 
pray  in  no  other  name  but  his  only.' 


e  Micah  vii.  18.  Who  is  a  God  like 
unto  thee,  that  pardoneth  iniquity, 
and  passeth  by  the  transgression  of 
the  remnant  of  his  heritage?  he  re- 
taineth  not  his  anger  for  ever,  because 
ho  delighteth  in  mercy. 

^  Ps.  cxlv.  18.  The  Lord  is  nigh  un- 
to all  them  that  call  upon  lum,  to  all 
that  call  upon  him  in  truth.  Ver.  19. 
He  will  fultil  the  desire  of  them  that 
fear  him :  he  also  will  hear  their  cry, 
and  will  save  thera. 

G  Rom.  X.  14,  How  then  shall  they 
call  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not 
believed  ? — 

^  Matt.  iv.  10.  Then  saith  Jesus 
unto  him.  Get  thee  hence,  SaCan :  for 
it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worslup  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt 
thou  serve. 

i  1  Cor.  i.  2.  Unto  the  church  of  God 
which  is  at  Corinth,  to  them  that  are 
sanctified  in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be 
Baints,  with  all  that  in  every  place 
call  upon  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,  both  theirs  and  ours.

A.  We  not  knowing  what  to  pray  for  as  we  ought,  the  Spirit  help- 
eth  our  infirmities,  by  enabling  us  to  understand  both  for  whom,  and 
what,  and  how  prayer  is  to  be  made ;  and  by  working  and  quickening 
in  our  hearts  (although  not  in  all  persons,  nor  at  all  times,  in  the  same 
measure)  those  apprehensions,  affections,  and  graces  which  are  requi- 
site for  the  right  performance  of  that  duty." 

Q.  183.  For  whom  are  we  to  fyray  f 

A.  We  are  to  pray  for  the  whole  church  of  Christ  upon  earth  ;*  for 
magistrates,'  and  ministers  'i*  for  ourselves,*  our  brethren,^  yea,  our 
enemies ;"  and  for  all  sorts  of  men  living,*  or  that  shall  live  hereafter;* 


meat  ■?^hich  endiu^th  unto  everlasting 
life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  give 
unto  you :  for  him  hath  God  the  Father 
sealed.  Heb.  vii.  25.  Wherefore  he  is 
able  also  to  save  them  to  the  utter- 
most that  come  unto  Grod  by  him,  see- 
ing he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession 
for  them.    Ver,  26.  For  such  an  high 

I)riest  became  us,  who  is  holy,  harm- 
ess,  undefiled,  separate  from  sinners, 
and  made  higher  than  the  heavens; 
Ver.  27.  Who  needeth  not  daily,  as 
those  high  priests,  to  offer  up  sacri- 
fice, first  for  his  own  sins,  and  then 
for  the  people's:  for  this  he  did  once, 
when  he  offered  up  himself  1  Tim.

Q.  186.  What  rule  hath  God  given  for  our  direction  in  the  duty  of 
prayer  f 

A.  The  whole  word  of  God  is  of  use  to  direct  us  in  the  duty  of 
prayer;*  but  the  special  rule  of  direction  is  that  form  of  prayer  which 
our  Saviour  Christ  taught  his  disciples,  commonly  called  TJie  Lord's 
Prayer.^ 

Q.  187.  How  is  the  Lord's  prayer  to  be  used  f 

A.  The  Lord's  prayer  is  not  only  for  direction,  as  a  pattern,  accord- 
ing to  which  we  are  to  make  other  prayers ;  but  may  also  be  used  as 
a  prayer,  so  that  it  be  done  with  understanding,  faith,  reverence,  and 
other  graces  necessary  to  the  right  performance  of  the  duty  of  prayer." 

Q.  188.  Of  how  many  parts  doth  the  Lord's  prayer  consist  f 

A.  The  Lord's  prayer  consists  of  three  parts ;  a  preface,  petitions, 
and  a  conclusion. 

Q.  189.   What  doth  the  preface  of  the  Lord's  prayer  teach  us  f 

A.  The  preface  of  the  Lord's  prayer  (contained  in  these  words.  Our 
Father  which  art  in  lieaven,^)  teacheth  us,  when  we  pray,  to  draw 
near  to  God  with  confidence  of  his  fatherly  goodness,  and  our  interest 
therein;'  with  reverence,  and  all  other  child- like  dispositions,'  heavenly 
affections,'  and  due  apprehensions  of  his  sovereign  power,  majesty,  and 
gracious  condescension  :**  as  also,  to  pray  with  and  for  others.' 


"  Mark  xi.  24.  Therefore  I  say  un- 
to you,  What  things  soever  yo  desire, 
when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receive 
them,  and  ye  shall  have  them.  James 
i.  6.  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
wavering:  for  he  that  wavercth  is 
like  a  wave  of  the  sea  driven  with 
the  wind  and  tossed.

And  I  am  sure  that, 
when  I  come  imto  you,  I  shall  come  in 
the  fulness  of  the  blessing  of  the  gos- 
pel of  Christ,  Ver.  30.  Now  I  beseech 
you,  brethren,  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  and  for  the  love  of  the 
Spirit,  that  ye  strive  together  with 
me  in  your  prayers  to  God  for  me ; 
Ver,  32.  That  I  may  come  unto  you 
with  joy  by  the  will  of  God,  and  may 
with  you  be  refreshed,  2  Thess.  i.  11 . 
Wherefore  also  we  pray  always  for 
you,  that  our  God  would  count  you 
worthy  of  this  calling,  and  fulfil  all 
the  good  pleasure  of  his  goodness,  and 
the  work  of  faith  with  power,  2  Thess. 
ii.  16,  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
himself,  and  God,  even  our  Father, 
which  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given 
us  everlasting  consolation,  and  good 
hope  through  grace,  Ver.  17.  Comfort 
your  hearts,  and  stablish  you  in  every 
good  word  and  work. 
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Christ  would  rule  in  our  hearts  here,*  and  hasten  the  time  of  his  second 
coming,  and  our  reigning  with  him  for  ever :™  and  that  he  would  bo 
pleased  so  to  exercise  the  kingdom  of  liis  power  in  all  the  world,  as 
may  best  conduce  to  these  ends." 

Q.  192.  What  do  we  prai/for  in  the  third  petition  f 
A.  In  the  third  petition,  (which  is,  7%i/  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it 
is  in  heaven,")  acknowledging,  that  by  nature  we  and  all  men  are  not 
only  utterly  unable  and  unwilling  to  know  and  do  the  will  of  God,' 
but  prone  to  rebel  against  his  word,^  to  repine  and  murmur  against 
his  providence,'  and  wholly  inclined  to  do  the  will  of  the  flesh,  and  of 
the  devil:"  we  pray,  that  God  would  by  his  Spirit  take  away  from 
ourselves  and  otners  all  blindness,*  weakness,"*^  indisposedness,'^  and  per- 


*  Eph.  iii.  14.  For  this  cause  I  bow 
my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  Ver.  15.  Of  whom  the 
whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is 
named,  Ver.

forfeited  our  right  to  all  the  outward  blessings  of  this  life,  and  deserve 

to  be  wholly  deprived  of  them  by  God,  and  to  have  them  cursed  to  us 


of  him :  Ver.  18.  The  eyes  of  your  un- 
derstanding being  enlightened;  that 
ye  may  know  what  is  the  hope  of  his 
calling,  and  what  the  riches  of  the 
glory  of  his  inheritance  in  the  saints. 

"  Eph.  iii.  16.  That  he  would  grant 
you,  according  to  the  riches  of  his 
glory,  to  be  strengthened  with  might 
by  his  Spirit  in  the  inner  man. 

^  Matt.  xxvi.  40.  And  ho  comcth 
unto  the  disciples,  and  findcth  them 
asleep,  and  saith  imto  Peter,  What !

A.  In  the  fifth  petition,  (which  is,  Forgive  tm  our  debts,  as  we  for- 
give our  debtors,'')  acknowledging,  that  we  and  all  others  are  guilty 
both  of  original  and  actual  sin,  and  thereby  become  debtors  to  the  jus- 
tice of  God ;  and  that  neither  we,  nor  any  other  creature,  can  make 
the  least  satisfaction  for  that  debt :  ^  we  pray  for  ourselves  and  others, 
that  God  of  his  free  grace  would,  through  the  obedience  and  satisfac- 
tion of  Christ,  apprehended  and  applied  by  faith,  acquit  us  both  from 
the  guilt  and  punishment  of  sin,*  accept  us  in  his  Beloved  ;^  continue 
his  favour  and  grace  to  us,"  pardon  our  daily  failings,'  and  fill  us  with 
peace  and  joy,  in  giving  us  daily  more  and  more  assurance  of  forgive- 


'  1  Tim.  iv.  3.  Forbidding  to  marry, 
and  commanding  to  abstain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  be 
received  with  thanksgiving  of  them 
which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 
Vcr.  4.  For  every  creature  of  God  is 
good,  and  nothing  to  be  refused,  if  it 
be  received  with  thanksgiving:  Ver. 
5.  For  it  is  sanctified  by  the  word  of 
God  and  prayer.

And  lead  us  not  into  temptatio7i, 
hut  deliver  us  from  evil,^)  acknowledging,  that  the  most  wise,  right- 
eous, and  gracious  God,  for  divers  holy  and  just  ends,  may  so  order 
things,  that  we  may  he  assaulted,  foiled,  and  for  a  time  led  captive  by 
temptations  ;*  that  Satan,'  the  world,*^  and  the  flesh,  are  ready  power- 
fully to  draw  us  aside,  and  ensnare  us  ;^  and  that  we,  even  after  the 
pardon  of  our  sins,  by  reason  of  our  corruption,*  weakness,  and  want 
of  watchfulness,^  are  not  only  subject  to  be  tempted,  and  forward  to 
expose  ourselves  unto  temptations,'  but  also  of  ourselves  unable  and

For  before  that 
certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat 
with  the  Gentiles:  but  when  they 
were  come,  he  withdrew,  and  sepa- 
rated himself,  fearing  them  which 
were  of  the  circumcision.

And  the  other  Jews  dissembled  like- 
wise with  him;  insomuch  that  Bar- 
nabas also  was  carried  away  with 
their  dissimulation.  Ver.  14.  But 
when  I  saw  that  they  walked  not  up- 
rightly, according  to  the  truth  of  the 
gospel,  I  said  unto  Peter— 2  Clu-on. 
xviii.  3.  And  Ahab  king  of  Israel  said

and  worthy  to  be  left  under  the  power  of  them  :°  we  pray,  that  God 
would  so  over-rule  the  world  and  all  in  it,**  subdue  the  flesh,?  and  re- 
strain Satan,*!  order  all  things,'  bestow  and  bless  all  means  of  grace," 
and  quicken  us  to  watchfulness  in  the  use  of  them,  that  we  and  all  his 
people  may  by  his  providence  be  kept  from  being  tempted  to  sin  ;*  or, 
if  tempted,  that  by  his  Spirit  wo  may  be  powerfully  supported  and  en- 


unto  Jchoshaphat  kingof  Judah^  Wilt 
thou  go  "with  me  to  Kamoth-gilcad  ? 
And  he  answered  hiiu,  I  am  as  thou 
art,  and  my  people  as  thy  people ;  and 
"we  "will  be  with  theo  in  the  war.  Com- 
pared with  2  Chron.  xix.  2.  And  Jehu 
the  son  of  Hanani  the  seer  went  out 
to  meet  him,  and  said  to  king  Jcho- 
Blmphat,  Shouldest  thou  help  the  un- 
godly, and  love  them  that  hate  the 
Lord  ?  therefore  is  wrath  upon  thee 
from  before  the  Lord. 

But  I  see  another 
law  in  my  members  warring  against 
the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  mo 
into  captivity  to  the  law  of  sin  which 
is  inmy members.  Ver.  24.  0  wretched 
man  that  I  am !  who  shall  deliver  me 
from  the  body  of  this  death?  1  Chron. 
xxi.  1.  And  Satan  stood  up  against 
Israel,  and  provoked  David  to  number 
Israel.  Ver.  2.  And  David  said  to 
Joab,  and  to  the  rulers  of  the  people, 
Go,  number  Israel  from  Beersheba 
even  to  Dan ;  and  bring  the  number 
of  them  to  me,  that  I  may  know  it. 
Ver.  3.  And  Joab  answered,  The  Lord 
make  his  people  an  himdred  times 
60  many  more  as  they  be :  but,  my 
lord  the  king,  are  they  not  all  my 
lord's  servants  ?  why  then  doth  my 
lord  require  this  thing  ?  why  will  he 
be  a  cause  of  trespass  to  Israel  ?

Were  not  the  Ethio- 
pians and  the  Lubims  a  huge  host, 
with  very  many  chariots  and  horse- 
men ?  yet,  because  thou  didst  rely  on 
the  Lord,  he  delivered  them  into  thine 
hand.  Ver.  9.  For  the  ej'cs  of  the 
Lord  run  to  and  fro  throughout  the 
whole  earth,  to  shew  himself  strong 
in  the  behalf  of  tliem  whose  heart  is 
perfect  towards  him.     Herein  thou 


hast  done  foolishly;  therefore  from 
henceforth  thou  shalt  have  wars.  Ver. 
10.  Then  Asa  was  wroth  with  the  seer, 
and  put  him  in  a  prison-house ;  for 
he  was  in  a  rage  with  him  because  of 
this  thing.  And  Asa  oppressed  some 
of  the  people  the  same  time. 

°  Ps.  Ixxxi.  11.  But  my  people  would 
not  hearken  to  my  voice ;  and  Israel 
would  none  of  me.  Ver.  12.  So  I  gave 
them  up  unto  their  own  hearts'  lust :

And  lest  I  sliould  be 
exalted  above  measui'o  tlirough  the 
abundance  of  the  revelations,  there 
was  given  to  me  a  thorn  in  the  flesh, 
the  messenger  of  Satan  to  bufl'et  me, 
lest  I  should  be  exalted  above  mea- 
sure.

also  from  presumptuous  sins ;  let  them 
not  have  abminion  over  me :  then  shall 
I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  iimocent 
from  the  great  transgression.

'  ^     Ans.  Man's  chief  end  is  to  glorify  God,*  and  to  en- 
joy him  for  ever.^ 

Q.  2.  What  rule  hath  Ood  given  to  direct  us  how  we  may  glorify 
and  enjoy  him  9 

A.  The  word  of  God,  which  is  contained  in  the  scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments,"  is  the  only  rule  to  direct  us  how  we  may 
glorify  and  enjoy  him.* 

Q.  3.   What  do  the  scriptures  principally  teach  f 

A.  The  scriptures  principally  teach  what  man  is  to  beUeve  concern-

A.  The  decrees  of  God  are,  his  eternal  purpose,  according  to  the 
counsel  of  his  will,  whereby,  for  his  own  glory,  ho  hath  foreordained 
whatsoever  comes  to  pass.' 

Q.  8.  How  doth  God  execute  his  decrees  f 

A.  God  executeth  his  decrees  in  the  works  of  creation  and  provi- 
dence. 

Q.  9.   What  is  the  work  of  creation  f 

A.  The  work  of  creation  is,  God's  making  all  things  of  nothing,  by 
the  word  of  his  power,  in  the  space  of  six  days,  and  all  very  good.' 

Q.  10.  How  did  God  create  manf 

A.  God  created  man  male  and  female,  after  his  own  image,  in  know- 
ledge, righteousness,  and  holiness,  with  dominion  over  the  creatures.* 


Mosea  I  AM  THAT  I  AM:  and  he 
said.  Thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  tlio 
children  of  Israel,  I  AM  hath  sent  mo 
unto  yoiL

Q.  12.  What  special  act  of  providence  did  God  exercise  toward 
man  in  the  estate  wherein  he  was  created  f 

A.  When  God  had  created  man,  he  entered  into  a  covenant  of  Hfo 
with  him,  upon  condition  of  perfect  obedience ;  forbidding  him  to  eat 
of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  upon  the  pain  of  death.* 

Q.  13.  Did  our  first  parents  continue  in  the  estate  wherein  they 
were  created  ? 

A,  Our  first  parents,  being  left  to  the  freedom  of  their  own  will, 
fell  from  the  estate  wherein  they  were  created,  by  sinning  against  God.* 

Q.  14.   What  is  sin  f 

A.  Sin  is  any  want  of  conformity  unto,  or  transgression  of,  the  law 
of  God.^ 

Q.  15.  What  was  the  sin  whcrchy  our  first  parents  fell  from  the 
estate  wherein  they  were  created  f 

A.  The  sin  whereby  our  first  parents  fell  from  the  estate  wherein 
they  were  created,  was  their  eating  the  forbidden  fruit.* 


in  his  oTVTi  image :  in  the  image  of  God 
created  he  him;  male  and  female  cre- 
ated he  them.  Ver.  28.  And  God

Q.  18.  Wherein  consists  the  sinfulness  of  that  estate  whereinto  ^nan 
fell? 

A.  The  sinfulness  of  that  estate  whereinto  man  fell,  consists  in  the 
guilt  of  Adam's  first  sin,  the  want  of  original  righteousness,  and  the 
corruption  of  his  whole  nature,  which  is  commonly  called  Original 
Sin;  together  with  all  actual  transgressions  which  proceed  from  it.' 
Q.  19.  Whit  is  the  misery  of  that  estate  whereinto  man  fell  f 
A.  All  mankind  by  their  fall  lost  communion  with  God,»  are  under 
his  wrath  and  curse,^  and  so  made  liable  to  all  miseries  in  tliis  life,  to 
death  itself,  and  to  the  pains  of  hell  for  ever.^

continueth  to  be,  God  and  man  in  two  distinct  natures,  and  one  person, 
for  ever.** 

Q.  22.  How  did  Cttrist,  being  the  Son  of  God,  become  man  f 

A.  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  became  man,  by  taking  to  himself,  a  true 
body,P  and  a  reasonable  soul,'  being  conceived  by  the  power  of  the 


dren  of  wrath,  even  as  others.  G^al. 
iii.  10.  For  as  many  as  are  of  the 
works  of  the  law  are  imder  the  curse : 
for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one 
that  continueth  not  in  all  things 
which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 
law  to  do  them.

Q.  24.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  ojice  of  a  prophet  f 
A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  prophet,  m  revealing  to  us,  by 

his  word  and  Spirit,  the  will  of  God  for  our  salvation.''

And  she  spake  out  with  a 
loud  voice,  and  said,  Blessed  art  thou 
among  women,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit 
of  thy  womb.  Gal.  iv.  4.  [See  in  the 
preceding  question,  fetter  ".] 

■  Heb.  IV.  15.  For  we  have  not  an 
high  priest  which  cannot  be  touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities; 
but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as 
we  are,  yet  witnout  sin.  Heb.  vii.  26. 
For  such  an  high  priest  became  us, 
who  is  holy,  harmless,  undefiled,  sepa- 
rate from  sinners,  and  made  higher 
than  the  heavens. 

23.  *  Acts  iii  21.  Whom  the  heaven 
must  receive  xintil  the  times  of  resti- 
tution of  all  things,  which  God  hath 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  all  his  holy 
prophets  since  the  world  began.  Ver. 
22.  For  Moses  truly  said  xinto  the  fa- 
thers, A  Prophet  shall  the  Lord  your 
God  raise  up  unto  you  of  your  breth- 
ren, like  unto  me ;  him  shall  ye  hear 
in  all  tilings  whatsoever  he  shall  say 
unto  you.

with  2  Cor.  xiiL  8.  Since  ye  seek  a 
proof  of  Christ  speaking  in  me,  which 
to  you- ward  is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty 
in  you.     Heb.  v.  5.  So  also  Christ 
glorified  not  himself  to  be  made  an 
high  Driest;  but  he  that  said  unto 
him,  Thou  art  my  Son,  to-day  have  I 
begotten  thee.    Ver.  6.  As  he  saith 
also  in  another  place.  Thou  art  a  priest 
for  ever,  after  the  order  of  Melchise- 
dec.    Ver.  7.  Who  in  the  days  of  his 
flesh,  when  he  had  offered  up  prayers 
and  supplications^  with  strong  crying 
and  tears,  unto  him  that  was  able  to 
save  him  from  death,  and  was  heard 
in  that  he  feared.  Heb.  vii.  25.  Where- 
fore he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the 
uttermost  that  conic  unto  God  by  him, 
seeing  he  ever  Uveth  to  make  inter- 
cession for  them.    Ps.  ii.  6.  Yet  have 
I  set  my  King  upon  my  holy  hill  of 
Zion.    Isa.  ix.  6.  For  unto  us  a  child 
is  bom,  unto  us  a  son  is  given ;  and 
the   government  shall  be  upon  his 
shoulder :  and  his  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderi'ul,  CoxmseUor,  The  mighty 
God,  The   everlasting   Father,  The 
Prince  of  Peace.    Ver.  7.  Of  the  in- 
crease of  his  government  and  peace 
there  shall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne 
of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to 
order  it,  and  to  establish  it  with  judg- 
ment and  ^vith  justice  from  henceforth 
even  for  ever.    The  zeal  of  the  Lord 
of  hosts  will  pertorm  this.  Matt.  xxi. 
5.  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion,  Be- 
hold, thy  King   cometh  imto  thee, 
meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a 
colt  the  foal  of  an  ass.    Ps.  ii.  8.  Ask 
of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  hea- 
then for  thine  inheritance,  and  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession.    Ver.  9.  Thou  shalt  break 
them  with  a  rod  of  iron ;  thou  shalt 
dash  them  in  pieces  like  a  potter's 
vessel.    Ver.  10.  Be  wise  now  there- 
fore, 0  ye  kings;  be  instructed,  yo 
judges  of  the  earth.     Ver.  11.  Serve 
the  Lord  with  fear,  and  rejoice  with 
trembling.

Q.  26.  How  doth  Christ  execute  the  offce  of  a  kingf 

A.  Christ  executeth  the  office  of  a  king,  in  subduing  us  to  himself," 

in  ruling  •  and  defending  us,*  and  in  restraining  and  conquering  all  his 

and  our  enemies.' 

Q.  27.    Wlierein  did  Chrisfs  humiliation  consist  ? 

A.  Christ's  humiliation  consisted  in  his  being  born,  and  that  in  a  low 

condition,*  made  under  the  law,*  undergoing  the  miseries  of  this  life,' 


God  at  any  time ;  the  only  begotten 
Son,  -which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Fa- 
ther, he  hath  declared  him.  1  Pet.  i. 
10.  Of  which  salvation  the  prophets 
have  enquired  and  searched  diligently, 
who  prophesied  of  thegrace  that  should 
come  unto  you :  Ver.  11.  Searching 
what,  or  what  manner  of  time,  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  which  was  in  them 
did  signify,  when  it  testified  before- 
hand the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the 
flory  that  should  follow.  Ver.  12. 
Into  whom  it  was  revealed,  that  not 
unto  themselves,  but  unto  us,  they 
did  minister  the  things  which  are  now 
reported  unto  j'^ou  by  them  that  have 
preached  the  gospel  unto  you  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  heaven ; 
which  things  the  angels  desire  to  look 
into.  John  xv.  15.  Henceforth  I  call 
you  not  servants;  for  the  servant 
Knoweth  not  what  his  lord  doeth :  but 
I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all 
things  that  1  have  heard  of  my  Father 
I  have  made  known  unto  you.  John 
XX.  31.  But  these  are  written,  that  ye 
might  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God  ;  and  that  believing  ye 
might  have  life  through  his  name. 

How  much  more 
shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through 
the  eternal  Spirit  oflfercd  himself  with- 
out spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience 
from  dead  works,  to  serve  the  living 
God '{  Ver.  28.  So  Christ  was  once 
offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many  :  and 
unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he 
appear  the  second  time,  without  sin, 
unto  salvation. 

Wherefore  in  all  things 
It  behoved  him  to  be  made  like  unto 
his  brethren,  that  he  might  be  a  mer- 
ciful and  faithful  high  priest  in  things 
pertaining  to  God,  to  make  reconcilia- 
tion fur  the  sins  of  the  people. 

yHeb.  vii.  24.  But  this  man,  because 
he  continuetb  ever,  hath  an  unchange- 


able priesthood,  Ver.  25.  Wherefore 
he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to  the 
uttermost  that  come  imto  God  by  him, 
seeing  he  ever  liveth  to  make  inter- 
cession for  them. 

26.  *  Acts  XV.  14.  Simeon  hath  de- 
clared how  God  at  the  first  did  visit 
the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of  them  a 
people  for  his  name.  Ver.  15.  And  to 
this  agree  the  words  of  the  prophets ;

A.  Christ's  exaltation  consisteth  in  his  rising  again  from  the  dead 
on  the  third  day,'  in  ascending  up  into  heaven,"  in  sitting  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father,*  and  in  coming  to  judge  the  world  at  the 
last  day.* 

Q.  29.  How  are  we  made  partakers  of  the  redemption  purcJiased 
hy  Christ  f 

A.  We  are  made  partakers  of  the  redemption  purchased  by  Christ, 
by  the  effectual  application  of  it  to  US'*  by  his  Holy  Spirit.** 

Q.  30.  How  doth  the  Spirit  apply  to  us  the  redemption  purchased 
by  Christ  t 

A.  The  Spirit  applieth  to  us  the  redemption  purchased  by  Christ, 


your  minds.  Isa.  liii.  2.  For  he  shall 
grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender  plant, 
and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground :  he 
hath  no  form  nor  comeliness;  and 
when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is  no 
beauty  that  we  should  desire  him. 
Ver.  3.  He  is  despised  and  rejected  of 
men ;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted 
with  grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our 
faces  from  him :  he  was  despised,  and 
we  esteemed  liim  not.

A.  Effectual  calling  is  the  work  of  God's  Spirit,*  whereby,  convinc- 
ing us  of  our  sin  and  misery,*  enlightening  our  minds  in  the  knowledge 
of  Christ,^  and  renewing  our  wills,*  he  doth  persuade  and  enable  us 
to  embrace  Jesus  Christ,  freely  offered  to  us  in  the  gospel.  ^ 

Q.  32.  What  henejits  do  tliey  that  are  effectually  called  partake  of 
in  this  life  f 

A.  They  that  are  effectually  called  do  in  this  life  partake  of  justifi- 
cation," adoption,*  and  sanctification,  and  the  several  benefits  which  in 
this  life  do  either  accompany  or  flow  from  them.'* 

Q.  33.   What  is justificationf 

A.  Justification  is  an  act  of  God's  free  grace,  wherein  he  pardoneth 


30.  'Eph.  i.  13.  In  whom  ye  also 
trusted,  after  that  ye  heard  the  word 
of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation : 
in  whom  also,  after  that  ye  believed, 
ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spii'it 
of  promise,  Ver.

Q.  35.   What  is  sanctification  f 

A.  Sanctification  is  the  work  of  God's  free  grace,^  whereby  we  ara 
renewed  in  the  whole  man  after  the  image  of  God,*  and  are  enabled 
more  and  more  to  die  unto  sin,  and  live  unto  righteousness.' 

Q.  36.  ^Vhat  are  the  benefits  which  in  this  life  do  accompany/  or 
fiow  from  justification^  adoption,  and  sanctification  f 

A.  The  benefits  which  in  this  life  do  accompany  or  flow  from  jus- 
tification, adoption,  and  sanctification,  are,  assurance  of  God's  love, 

of  God  is  made  unto  us  wisdom,  and 
righteousness,  and  sanctification,  and 
redemption. 

33.  0  Rom.  iiL  24.  Being  justified 
freely  by  his  ^race,  through  the  re- 
demption that  IS  in  Christ  Jes\is;  Ver. 
25.  Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a 
propitiation  through  faith  in  his  blood, 
to  ueclare  his  righteousness  for  the 
remission  of  sins  that  are  past,  through 
the  forbearance  of  God.  Rom.  iv.  6. 
Even  as  David  also  describeth  the 
blessedness  of  the  man,  vmto  whom 
God  imputeth  righteousness  without 
works,  ver.  7.  Saying,  Blessed  are 
they  whose  iniquities  are  forgiven, 
and  whose  sins  ai'e  covered.

^  2  Cor.  v.  19.  To  wit,  that  God  was 
in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto 
himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses 
unto  them ;  ana  hath  committed  unto 
us  the  word  of  reconciliation.  Ver. 
21.  For  he  hath  made  him  to  be  sin 
for  us,  who  knew  no  sin;  that  we 
might  be  made  the  righteousness  of 
God  in  him. 

«  Rom.  v.  17.  For  if  by  one  man's 
oflFence  death  reigned  by  one;  much 
more  they  which  receive  abundance 
of  grace,  and  of  the  gift  of  righteous- 
ness, shall  reign  in  life  by  one,  Jesus 
Christ.  Ver.  18.  Therefore,  as  by  the 
offence  of  one  judgment  came  upon  all 
men  to  condemnation;  even  so  oy  the 
righteousness  of  one  the  free  gift  came 
uj)on  all  men  mito  justification  of  life. 
\  er.  19.  For  as  by  one  man's  disobe- 
dience many  were  made  sinners;  so 
by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be 
made  righteous. 

^  Gal.  ii.  16.  Knowing  that  a  man  is 
not  justified  by  the  works  of  the  law, 


but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  even 
we  have  believed  in  Jesus  Christ,  that 
we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith  of 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the 
law :  for  by  the  works  of  the  law  shall 
no  flesh  be  justified.  Phil.  iii.  9.  And 
be  foimd  in  him,  not  having  mine  own 
righteousness,  which  is  of  the  law,  but 
that  which  is  through  the  faith  of 
Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
God  by  faith. 

34.  «1  John  iii.  1.  Behold  what 
manner  of  love  the  Father  hath  be- 
gtowed  upon  us,  that  we  should  be 
called  the  sons  of  God!  therefore  the 
world  knoweth  us  not,  because  it 
knew  him  not.

And  be  renewed  in 
the  spirit  of  your  mind ;  Ver.  24.  And 
that  ye  put  on  the  new  man,  which 
after  God  is  created  in  righteousness 
and  true  holiness. 

'  Rom.  vi  4.  Therefore  we  are 
buried  with  him  by  baptism  into 
death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised 
up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  even  so  we  also  should  walk 
in  newness  of  life.  Ver.  6.  Knowing 
this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified 
with  him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might 
be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
diould  not  serve  sin. 
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peace  of  conscience,"  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,"  increase  of  grace,®  and 
perseverance  therein  to  the  end.** 

Q.  37.   What  benefits  do  believers  receive  from  Christ  at  death  f 

A.  The  souls  of  believers  are  at  their  death  made  perfect  in  holi- 
ness,** and  do  immediately  pass  into  glory ;'  and  their  bodies,  being  still 
united  to  Christ,*  do  rest  in  their  graves*  till  the  resurrection.'' 

Q.  38.  What  benefits  do  believers  receive  from  Christ  at  the  resur- 
rection f 

A.  At  the  resurrection,  believers  being  raised  up  in  glory,"*  shall  be 
openly  acknowledged  and  acquitted  in  the  day  of  judgment,*  and  made 
perfectly  blessed  in  the  full  enjoying  of  God^  to  all  eternity.* 


36.  ™  Rom.  V.  1.  Therefore,  being 
justified  by  faith,  we  have  peace  "with 
God,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ : 
Ver.  2.  By  whom  also  we  have  access 
by  faith  into  this  grace  wherein  we 
stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory 
of  God.  Ver.  6.  And  hope  maketh 
not  ashamed ;  because  the  love  of  God 
is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  which  is  given  unto  us. 

*»  Kom.  xiv.  17.  For  the  kingdom 
of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink;  but 
righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

0  Prov.  iv.  18.  But  the  path  of  the 
just  is  as  the  shining  light,  that  sliin- 
eth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect 
day. 

These  things  have  I 
written  unto  you  that  believe  on  the 
name  of  the  Son  of  God,  that  ye  may 
know  that  ye  have  eternal  me,  and 
that  ye  may  believe  on  the  name  of 
the  Son  of  God.  1  Pet.  i.  5.  Who  are 
kept  by  the  power  of  God  through 
faith  unto  salvation,  ready  to  be  re- 
vealed in  the  last  time. 

To  the  general 
assembly  and  church  of  the  first-born, 
which  are  written  in  heaven,  and  to 
God  the  Judge  of  all,  and  to  the  spi- 
rits of  just  men  made  perfect.

A.  The  rule  which  God  at  first  revealed  to  man  for  his  obedience^ 
was  the  moral  law  *• 

Q.  41.   Where  is  the  moral  law  summarili/  comprehended  f 
A.  The  moral  law  is  summarily  comprehended  in  the  ten  command- 
ments.' 

Q.  42.   WTiat  is  the  sum  of  tJie  ten  commandments  f 
A.  The  sum  of  the  ten  commandments  is,  To  love  the  Lord  our  God 
with  all  our  heart,  with  all  our  soul,  with  all  our  strength,  and  with 
all  our  mind ;  and  our  nei^^hbour  as  ourselves.** 

Q.  43.   What  is  the  preface  to  the  ten  com,mandm£nts  f 
A .  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  is  in  these  words,  I  am 
the  Lord  thy  Ood,  which  have  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
out  of  the  house  of  bondage.* 

Q.  44.  What  doth  the  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  teach  us  f 
A.  The  preface  to  the  ten  commandments  teacheth  us,  That  be- 
cause God  IS  the  Lord,  and  our  God,  and  Redeemer,  therefore  we  are 
bound  to  keep  all  his  commandments.' 
Q.  45.   Which  is  the  first  commandment  f 


39.  •  Micah  vi.  8.  lie  hath  shewed 
thee,  0  man,  what  is  good ;  and  what 
doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to 
do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to 
walk  humbly  with  thy  God  ?  1  Sam. 
XV.  22.  And  Samuel  said,  Hath  the 
Lord  txs  great  delight  in  burnt-oflfer- 
ings  and  sacrifices,  as  in  obeying  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  ?  Behold,  to  obey 
is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  heark- 
en than  the  fat  of  rams. 

40.  •»  Kom.  ii.  14.  P'or  when  the 
Gentiles,  which  have  not  the  law,  do 
by  nature  the  things  contained  in  the 
law,  these,  having  not  the  law,  are  a 
law  imto  themselves ;  Ver.  15.  Which 
shew  the  work  of  the  law  written  in 
their  hearts,  their  conscience  also 
bearing  witness,  and  their  thoughts 
the  mean  while  accusing  or  else  ex- 
cusing one  another.  Kom.  x.  6.  For 
Moses  describeth  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  the  law,  That  the  man 
which  doeUi  those  things  shall  live  by 
them.

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A,  The  first  commandment  is,  Thou  shall  have  no  other  gods  be/ore 
me.* 

Q.  46.  What  is  required  in  the  first  commandment  f 

A.  The  first  commandment  requireth  us  tc  know  and  acknowledge 
God  to  be  the  only  true  God,  and  our  God;**  and  to  worship  and  glo- 
rify him  accordingly.' 

Q.  47.   What  is  forbidden  in  the  first  commandment? 

A.  The  first  commandment  forbiddeth  the  denying,*^  or  not  wor- 
shipping and  glorifying  the  true  God  as  God,^  and  our  God ;™  and  the 
giving  of  that  worship  and  glory  to  any  other,  which  is  due  to  him 
alone.** 

Q.  48.  Wliat  are  we  specially  taught  by  these  words  [before  me]  in 
the  first  commandment? 

A.  These  words  [before  me]  in  the  first  commandment  teach  us, 
That  God,  who  seeth  all  things,  taketh  notice  of,  and  is  much  dis- 
pleased with,  the  sin  of  having  any  other  god.® 

Q.  49.   WTiich  is  the  second  commandment  f 

A.  The  second  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any 
graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or 
that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth : 
thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them:  for  I  the 
Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  Ood,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers 
upon  the  children  v/nto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that

and  keeping  pui'e  and  entire,  all  such  religious  worship  and  ordinances 

as  God  hath  appointed  in  his  word.** 

Q.  51.   WTiai  is  forbidden  in  the  second  commandment  f 

A.  The  second  commandment  forbiddeth  the  worshipping  of  God 

by  images,'  or  any  other  way  not  appointed  in  his  word.* 

Q.  62.  What  are  the  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  conmuindm-ent  f 
A.  The  reasons  annexed  to  the  second  commandment  are,  God's 

sovereignty  over  us,*  his  propriety  in  us,^  and  the  zeal  he  hath  to  his 

own  worship.* 

Q.  53.   Which  is  the  third  commandment  f 

A.  The  third  commandment  is,  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the 

Lord  thy  Ood  in  vain:  for  tfie  Lord  tuill  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 

taketh  his  name  in  vainJ*- 

Q.  64.   What  is  required  in  the  third  commandment  f 


49.  P  Exod.  XX.  4,  6,  6. 

60.  1  Deut.  xxxii.  46.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  Set  your  hearts  unto  all 
the  words  which  I  testify  among  you 
this  day,  which  ye  shall  command 
your  children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the 
words  of  this  law.  Matt,  xxviii.  20. 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you: 
and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world.

A.  The  reason  annexed  to  the  third  commandment,  is,  That  how- 
ever the  breakers  of  this  commandment  may  escape  punishment  from 
men,  yet  the  Lord  our  God  will  not  suffer  them  to  escape  his  righteous 
judgment.'

Wherein  have  we 
despised  thy  name  ?  Ver.  7.  Ye  offer 
polluted  bread  upon  mine  altar ;  and 
ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  polluted 
thee  ?  In  that  ye  say.  The  table  of 
the  Lord  is  contemptible.  Ver.  12. 
But  ye  have  profaned  it,  in  that  ye 
say.  The  table  of  the  Lord  is  polluted; 
and  the  fruit  thereof,  even  his  meat, 
is  contemptible.  Mai.  ii.  2.  If  ye  will 
not  hear,  and  if  ye  will  not  lay  it  to 
heart,  to  give  glory  unto  my  name, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  I  will  even 
send  a  curse  upon  you,  and  I  will 
curse  your  blessings  ;  yea,  I  have 
cursed  them  already,  because  ye  do 
not  lay  it  to  heart.  Mai.  iii.  14,  Ye 
have  said.  It  is  vain  to  serve  God ;  and 
what  profit  is  it  that  we  have  kept  his 
ordinance,  and  that  we  have  walked 
mournfully  before  the  Lord  of  hosts  ? 

56.  '  1  Sam.  ii.  12.  Now  the  sons  of 
Eli  were  sons  of  Belial;  they  knew 
not  the  Lord.  Ver.  17.  Wherefore 
the  sin  of  the  yoimg  men  was  very 
great  before  the  Lord;  for  men  ab- 
horred the  offering  of  the  Lord.  Ver. 
22.  Now  Eli  was  very  old,  and  heard 
all  that  his  sons  did  unto  all  Israel ; 
and  how  they  lay  with  the  women 
that  assembled  at  the  door  of  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation.  Ver. 
29,  Wherefore  kick  ye  at  my  sacri- 
fice, and  at  mine  offering,  which  I 
have  commanded  in  my  habitation; 
and  honourest  thy  sons  above  me,  to 
make  yourselves  fat  with  the  chiefest 
of  all  the  offerings  of  Israel  my  peo- 

gle?  1  Sam.  iii.  13,  For  I  have  told 
im,  that  I  will  judge  his  house  for 
ever,  for  the  iniquity  which  ho  know- 
eth;  because  his  sons  made  them. 
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Q.  67.   Which  is  the  fourth  commandment  f 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  is,  Remember  the  sahhath-da/yy  to  keep 
it  holy.  Six  days  shaU  thou  labour ,  and  do  all  thy  work :  but  the 
seventh  day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not 
do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  man-servant, 
nor  thy  maid-servant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  xoithin 
thy  gates :  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made  Jieaven  and  earth,  tlie  sea, 
and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day :  wherefore  tlie  Lord 
blessed  the  sabbatli-day,  and  hallowed  it* 

Q.  68.   What  is  required  in  the  fourth  commandment  f 

A.  The  fourth  commandment  requireth  the  keeping  holy  to  God 
such  set  times  as  he  hath  appointed  in  his  word ;  expressly  one  whole 
day  in  seven,  to  be  a  holy  sabbath  to  himself. •* 

Q.  69.  Which  day  of  the  seven  hath  Ood  appointed  to  be  the  weekly 
sabbath  f 

A.  From  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  resurrection  of  Christ, 
God  appointed  the  seventh  day  of  the  week  to  be  the  weekly  sabbath ; 
and  the  first  day  of  the  week  ever  since,  to  continue  to  the  end  of  the 
world,  which  is  the  Christian  sabbath.* 

Q.  60.  How  is  the  sabbath  to  be  sanctified  f 

A.  The  sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  by  a  holy  resting  all  that  day,* 
even  from  such  worldly  employments  and  recreations  as  are  la\vful  on 


selves  vile,  and  he  restrained  them 
not  Deut.  xxviii.  58.  If  thou  wilt 
not  observe  to  do  all  the  words  of  this 
law  that  are  written  in  this  book, 
that  thou  mayest  fear  this  glorious 
and  fearful  name,  THE  LORD  THY 
GOD ;  Ver.  59.  Then  the  Lord  will 
make  thy  plagues  wonderful,  and  the 
plagues  of  thy  seed,  even  great  plagues, 
and  of  long  continuance,  and  sore 
sicknesses,  and  of  long  coutinuance. 

57.  «  Exod.  XX.  8-11. 

68.  ^  Deut.  V.  12.  Keep  the  sabbath- 
day  to  sanctify  it,  as  the  Lord  thy 
God  hath  commanded  thee.  Ver.  13. 
Six  days  thou  shalt  labour,  and  do 
all  thy  work;  Ver.  14.  But  the  seventh 
day  is  the  sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy

And  God  blessed  the 
seventh  day,  and  sanctified  it;  be- 
cause that  in  it  he  had  rented  from 


all  his  work  which  Ood  created  and 
made.  1  Cor.  xvi.  1.  Now  concerning 
the  collection  for  the  saints,  as  I  have 
given  order  to  the  churches  of  Gala- 
tia,  even  so  do  ye.  Ver.  2.  Upon  the 
first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of 
you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him,  that  there  be  no  ga- 
therings when  I  come.  Acts  xx.  7. 
And  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
when  the  disciples  came  together  to 
break  bread,  raul  preached  unto 
them,  ready  to  depart  on  the  morrow ; 
and  continued  his  speech  until  mid- 
night. 

60.  ^  Exod.  XX.  8.  Remember  the 
sabbath-day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Ver. 
10.  But  the  seventh  day  is  the  sab- 
bath of  the  Lord  thy  God :  in  it  thou 
shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy 
son.  ^c.

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other  days;*  and  spending  the  whole  time  in  the publick  and  private 
exercises  of  God's  worship,"  except  so  much  as  is  to  be  taken  up  in 
the  works  of  necessity  and  mercy."* 

Q.  61.   What  is  forbidden  in  the  fourth  commandment  f 
A.  The  fourth  commandment  forbiddeth  the  omission  or  careless  per- 
formance of  the  duties  required,*  and  the  profaning  the  day  by  idleness,' 
or  doing  that  which  is  in  itself  sinful,*i  or  by  unnecessary  thoughts, 
words,  or  works,  about  our  worldly  employments  or  recreations.' 


*  Nch.  xiii.  15.  In  those  days  saw  I 
in  Judah  some  treading  wine-presses 
on  the  sabbath,  and  bringing  in 
sheaves,  and  lading  asses;  as  also 
wine,  grapes,  and  figs,  and  all  manner 
of  biirdens,  which  they  brought  into 
Jerusalem  on  the  sabbath-day:  and 
I  testified  against  them  in  the  day 
wherein  they  sold  victuals.  Ver.  16. 
There  dwelt  men  of  Tyre  also  therein, 
which  brouglit  fish,  and  all  manner 
of  ware,  and  sold  orr  the  sabbath  un- 
to the  children  of  Judah,  and  in  Je- 
rusalem. Ver.  17.  Then  I  contended 
with  the  nobles  of  Judah,  and  said 
unto  them,  "What  evil  thing  is  this 
that  ye  do,  and  profane  the  sabbath- 
day?

by  profaning  the  sabbath.  Ver.  19. 
Ana  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  began  to  be  dark 
before  the  sabbath,  I  commanded  that 
the  gates  should  be  shut,  and  charged 
that  they  should  not  be  opened  till 
after  the  sabbath :  and  some  of  my 
servants  set  I  at  the  gates,  that  there 
should  no  burden  be  brought  in  on 
the  sabbath-day.  Ver.  21.  Then  I 
testified  against  them,  and  said  unto 
them.  Why  lodge  ye  about  the  wall  ? 
if  ye  do  so  again,  I  will  lay  hands  on 
you.  From  that  time  forth  came  they 
no  more  on  the  sabbath.  Ver.  22. 
And  I  commanded  the  Levites,  that 
they  sliould  cleanse  themselves,  and 
that  they  should  come  and  keep  tlic 
gates,  to  sanctify  the  sabbath-day. 
llememberme,  0  my  God,  concerning 
tliis  also,  and  spare  me  according  to 
the  greatness  of  thy  mercy. 

And  he  came  to  Na- 
zareth, where  he  had  been  brought 
up  :  and,  as  his  custom  was,  he  went 
into  the  synagogue  on  the  sabbath- 
day,  and  stood  up  for  to  read.  Acts 
XX.

Isa.  Ixvi.  23.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  from  one  new-moon  to  an- 
other, and  from  one  sabbath  to  an- 
other, shall  all  flesh  come  to  worship 
before  me,  saith  the  Lord, 

»  Matt.  xii.  from  Verse  1  to  31.  At 
that  time  Jesus  went  on  the  sabbath- 
day  through  the  com ;  and  his  disci- 
ples were  an  hungered,  and  began  to 
pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  to  eat. 
Ver.  2.  But  when  the  Pharisees,  ^c. 
Ver.  12. — It  is  lawful  to  do  well  on 
the  sabbath-days. 

61.  0  Ezek.  xxii.  26.  Her  priests 
have  violated  my  law,  and  have  pro- 
faned mine  holy  things :  they  have 
put  no  difierence  between  the  holy 
and  profane,  neither  have  they  shew- 
ed difierence  between  the  unclean  and 
the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes 
from  my  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned 
among  them.

A.  The  fifth  commandment  requireth  the  preserving  the  honour,

Q.  65.   What  is  forbidden  in  the  fifth  commandment  f 
A.  The  fifth  commandment  forbiddeth  the  neglecting  of,  or  doing 
any  thing  against,  the  honour  and  duty  which  belongeth  to  every  one 
in  their  several  places  and  relations." 

Q.  66.   What  is  the  reason  annexed  to  the  fifth  commandment  f 


pass,  if  ye  diligently  hearken  unto 
me,  saith  the  Lord,  to  bring  in  no 
burden  through  the  gates  of  this  city 
on  the  sabbath-day,  but  hallow  the 
sabbath-da V,  to  do  no  work  therein  ;

A.  The  tenth  commandment  is,  Thoxi  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's 

house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  wife,  nor  his  man-servant, 

nor  his  maid-set^ant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy 

neighbour's.' 

Q.  80.  What  is  required  in  the  tenth  commandment  f 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  requireth  full  contentment  with  our 

own  condition,*  with  a  right  and  charitable  frame  of  spirit  toward  our 

neighbour,  and  all  that  is  his.* 

Q.  81.   What  is  forbidden  in  the  tenth  commandment  f 

A.  The  tenth  commandment  forbiddeth  all  discontentment  with  our 

own  estate,*  envying  or  grieving  at  the  good  of  our  neighbour,^  and 

all  inordinate  motions  and  affections  to  any  thing  that  is  his.*

A.  No  mere  man  since  the  fall  is  able  in  this  life  perfectly  to  keep 

the  commandments  of  God/  but  doth  daily  break  them  in  thought, 

word,  and  deed." 

Q.  83.  Are  all  transgressions  of  the  law  equally  heinous  f 

A.  Some  sins  in  themselves,  and  by  reason  of  several  aggravations, 

are  more  heinous  in  the  sight  of  God  than  others.* 
Q.  84.   What  doth  every  sin  deserve  t 
A.  Every  sin  deserveth  God's  wrath  and  curse,  both  in  this  life,  and 

that  which  is  to  come.'* 


Nay,  I  had  not  known  sin  but  by  the 
law :  for  I  had  not  known  lust,  ex- 
cept the  law  had  said.  Thou  shalt  not 
covet.  Ver.  8.  But  sin,  taking  occa- 
sion by  the  commandment,  wrought 
in  me  all  manner  of  concupiscence. 
For  without  the  law  sin  waa  dead. 
Rom.  xiiL  9.  For  tliis.  Thou  shalt  not 
commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill, 
Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not 
bear  false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not 
covet ;  and  if  there  be  any  other  com- 
mandment, it  is  briefly  comprehended 
in  this  saying,  namely,  Tnou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  Deut. 
V.  21.  Neither  shalt  thou  desire  thy 
neighbour's  wife,  neither  shalt  thou 
covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  his  field, 
or  his  man-servant,  or  his  maid-ser- 
vant, his  ox,  or  his  ass,  or  any  thing 
that  is  thy  neighboiir's. 

82.  J  EccL  vii.  20.  For  there  is  not 
a  just  man  upon  earth,  that  doeth 

food,  and  sinneth  not.  1  John  L  8. 
f  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin.  we  de- 
ceive ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us.

And 
the  Lord  smclled  a  sweet  savour ;  and 
the  Lord  said  in  his  heart,  I  will  not 
again  cui-se  the  ground  any  more  for 
man's  sake;  for  the  imagination  of 
man's  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth :

Rom.  iii.  9.  What  then?  are  we  bet- 
ter than  tliey?  No,  in  no  wise:  for

2.  For  in  many  things  wo  offend  alL 
If  any  man  offend  not  in  word,  the 
same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also 
to  bridle  the  whole  body.

Let  no  man  deceive 
you  with  vain  words :  for  because  of 
these  things  cometh  the  wrath  of  God 
upon  the  children  of  disobedience.

A.  To  escape  the  wrath  and  curse  of  God  due  to  us  for  sin,  God 
requireth  of  us  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  repentance  unto  life,'  with  the 
diligent  use  of  all  the  outward  means  whereby  Christ  communicateth 
to  us  the  benefits  of  redemption.* 

Q.  86.   What  is  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  f 

A.  Faith  in  Jesus  Christ  is  a  saving  grace,*  whereby  we  receive  and 
rest  upon  him  alone  for  salvation,  as  he  is  offered  to  us  in  the  gospel.' 

Q.  87.   What  is  repentance  unto  life  f 

A.  Repentance  unto  life  is  a  saving  grace,'  whereby  a  sinner,  out  of 
a  true  sense  of  his  sin,^  and  apprehension  of  the  mercy  of  God  in 
Christ,'  doth,  with  grief  and  hatred  of  his  sin,  turn  from  it  unto  God,^ 
with  full  purpose  of,  and  endeavour  after,  new  obedience.*

What  are  the  outward  means  whereby  Christ  eommtmicateth 
to  us  the  benejlts  of  redemption  f 

A.  The  outward  and  ordinary  means  whereby  Christ  communi- 
cateth  to  us  the  benefits  of  redemption,  are  his  ordinances,  especially 
the  word,  sacraments,  and  prayer ;  all  which  are  made  effectual  to  the 
elect  for  salvation.™ 

Q.  89.  How  is  the  word  made  effectual  to  salvation  f 

A.  The  Spirit  of  God  maketh  the  readin,^,  but  especially  the  preach- 
ing of  the  word,  an  effectual  means  of  convincing  and  converting  sin- 
ners, and  of  building  them  up  in  holiness  and  comfort,  through  faith, 
unto  salvation."

For  whosoever 
shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lonl 
sliJiU  be  saved.     Ver.  14.  How  thou 
shall  tliey  call  on  him  in  whom  they 
have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  th'iy 
believe  in  him  of  whom  they  liaye  Mt 
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Q.  90.  How  is  the  word  to  be  read  and  heard,  that  it  may  become 
effectuxd  to  salvation  f 

A.  That  the  word  may  become  effectual  to  salvation,  we  must  at- 
tend thereunto  with  diligence,"  preparation,P  and  prayer;**  receive  it 
with  faith  and  love,'  lay  it  up  in  our  hearts/  and  practise  it  in  our 
lives.* 

Q.  91.  How  do  the  sacraments  become  effectual  means  of  salvation? 

A.  The  sacraments  become  effectual  means  of  salvation,  not  from 
any  virtue  in  them,  or  in  him  that  doth  administer  them ;  but  only  by 
the  blessing  of  Christ,'^  and  the  working  of  his  Spirit  in  them  that  by 
faith  receive  them.^ 

Q.  92.   What  is  a  sacrament  f 

A.  A  sacrament  is  an  holy  ordinance  instituted  by  Christ ;  wherein, 
by  sensible  signs,  Christ,  and  the  benefits  of  the  new  covenant,  are  re- 
presented, sealed,  and  applied  to  believers.* 


heard  ?  and  how  shall  they  hear  with- 
out a  preacher  ?  Ver.  15.  And  liow 
shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent? 
as  it  is  written,  How  beautiful  are  the 
feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of 
peace,  aud  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things!  Ver.  16.  But  they  have  not 
all  obeyed  the  gospel :  for  Esaiixs  saith, 
Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report  ?

Q.  94.    What  is  baptism  f 

A.  Baptism  is  a  sacrament,  wherein  the  washing  with  water  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,*  doth  sig- 
nify and  seal  our  ingrafting  into  Christ,  and  partaking  of  the  benefits 
of  the  covenant  of  grace,  and  our  engagement  to  be  the  Lord's.** 

Q.  95.  To  whom,  is  baptism,  to  be  administered  f 

A.  Baptism  is  not  to  be  administered  to  any  that  are  out  of  the 
visible  church,  till  they  profess  their  faith  in  Christ,  and  obedience  to 
him ;"  but  the  infants  of  such  as  are  members  of  the  visible  church  are 
to  be  baptized.* 

Q.  96.   What  is  the  Lord^s  supper  f 

A.  The  Lord's  supper  is  a  sacrament,  wherein,  by  giving  and  re- 
ceiving bread  and  wine,  according  to  Christ's  appointment,  his  death 
is  shewed  forth ;  and  the  worthy  receivers  are,  not  after  a  corporal 
and  carnal  manner,  but  by  faith,  made  partakers  of  his  body  and 
blood,  with  all  his  benefits,  to  their  spiritual  nourishment,  and  growth 
in  grace.* 


Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he 
was  betrayed,  took  bread.  Ver.  26. 
For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.

A.  It  is  required  of  them  that  would  worthily  partake  of  the  Lord's 
supper,  that  they  examine  themselves  of  their  knowledge  to  discern  the 
Lord's  body,'  of  their  faith  to  feed  upon  him,'  of  their  repentance,** 
love,^  and  new  obedience;^  lest,  coming  unworthily,  they  eat  and  drink 
judgment  to  themselves.* 

Q.  98.   What  is  prayer  f 

A.  Prayer  is  an  offering  up  of  our  desires  unto  God,™  for  things 
agreeable  to  his  will,*^  in  the  name  of  Christ,"  with  confession  of  our 
sinSjP  and  thankful  acknowledgment  of  his  mercies.* 

Q.  99.   What  rule  hath  Ood  given  for  our  direction  in  prayer  f 

A.  The  whole  word  of  God  is  of  use  to  direct  us  in  praver;'  but 
the  special  rule  of  direction  is  that  form  of  prayer  which  Christ  taught 
liis  disciples,  commonly  called  The  Lord's  prayer.*

That  God,  by  his  grace,  would  make  us  able 
and  willing  to  know,  obey,  and  submit  to  Ms  will  in  all  things,'  as  the

dead,  and  under  from  thence  he  shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.  I  believe 
the  power  of  death  in  the  Iloly  Ghost ;  the  holy  catholick  church;  the  communion  of 
t:ii  the  third  daj.  glints ;  the  forgivencss  of  sins ;  the  resurrection  of  the  body ;  and  the 
life  everlasiing.    Amen. 


SO  much  of  every  question,  both  in  the  Larger  and  Shorter  Catechism,  is  repeated  in 
the  answer,  as  makcth  every  answer  an  entire  proposition  or  sentence  in  itself;  to 
the  end  the  learner  may  further  improve  it  upon  all  occasions,  for  his  inci'ease  in  Iuiow« 
ledge  and  piety,  even  out  of  the  course  of  catechising,  as  well  as  in  it. 

And  albeit  the  substance  of  the  doctrine  comprised  in  that  abridgment,  commonly 
called  Thn  ApotUttf  Creed,  he  fully  set  forth  in  each  of  the  Catechisms,  so  svs  there  is  no 
necessity  of  inserting  the  Creed  itself;  yet  it  is  here  annexed,  not  as  though  it  were  com- 
posed by  the  Apostles,  or  ought  to  be  esteemed  canonical  scripture,  as  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  the  Lord's  Prayer,  (mucli  less  a  prayer,  as  ignorant  people  have  been  apt  to 
make  both  it  and  the  Decalogue,)  but  because  it  is  a  brief  sum  oi  the  Christian  faith, 
agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  and  anciently  received  in  the  churches  of  Christ.

For  strengthening  the  believer  in 
faith  and  obedience,  by  these  evi- 
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The  Sum  of  Saving  Knowledge  may  be  taken  up  In  these  four  heads :  1.  The  woeful  con- 
dition wherein  all  men  are  by  nature,  through  breaking  of  the  covenant  of  worksK 
2.  The  remedy  provided  for  the  elect  in  Jesus  Christ  by  tlie  covenant  of  grace.  3.  Tho 
means  appointed  to  make  them  partakers  of  this  covenant.  4.  The  blessings  which  are 
effectually  conveyed  unto  the  elect  by  these  means. — Which  four  heads  are  set  down 
each  of  them  in  some  few  propositions. 

HEAD  I. 

Our  woef^  condition  ly  nature,  through  hreaJdng  the  covenant  of  works.    Hos. 

xiii.  9.  0  Israel,  thou  hast  destroyed  thyself. 
I.  rpHE  almighty  and  eternal  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
X  three  distinct  persons  in  the  one  and  tfte  same  undivided  Godhead, 
eaually  infinite  in  all"  perfections,  did,  before  time,  most  wisely  decree,  for 
hfs  own  glory,  whatsoever  cometh  to  pass  in  time :  and  doth  most  holily  and 
infallibly  execute  all  his  decrees,  without  being  partaker  of  the  sin  of  any 
creature. 

II.  This  God,  in  six  days,  made  all  things  of  nothing,  very  good  in  their 
©wn  kind :  in  special,  he  made  all  the  angels  holy ;  and  he  made  our  first 
parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  the  root  of  mankind,  both  upright  and  able  to  keep 
the  law  written  in  their  heart.  Which  law  they  were  naturally  bound  to 
obey  under  pain  of  death ;  but  God  was  not  bound  to  reward  their  service, 
till  he  entered  into  a  covenant  or  contract  with  them,  and  their  posterity  in 
them,  to  give  them  eternal  life,  upon  condition  of  perfect  personal  obedience ; 
withal  threatening  death  in  case  they  should  fail.  This  is  the  covenant  of 
works. 

HI.  Both  angels  and  men  were  subject  to  the  change  of  their  own  free- 
will, as  experience  proved,  (God  having  reserved  to  himself  tho  incommuni- 
cable property  of  being  naturally  unchangeable :)  for  many  angels  of  their 
own  accord  fell  by  sin  from  their  first  estate,  and  became  devils.    Our  first 

Sarents,  being  enticed  by  Satan,  one  of  these  devils  speaking  in  a  serpent, 
id  break  the  covenant  of  works,  in  eating  the  forbidden  fruit ;  whereby 
they,  and  their  posterity,  being  in  their  loins,  as  branches  in  the  root,  and 
comprehended  in  the  same  covenant  with  them,  became  not  only  liable  to 
eternal  death,  but  also  lost  all  ability  to  please  God ;  yea^  did  become  by 
nature  enemies  to  God,  and  to  all  spiritual  good,  and  inclined  only  to  evil 
continually.  This  is  our  original  sin,  the  bitter  root  of  all  our  actual  trans- 
gressions, in  thought,  word,  and  deed. 

HEAD  II. 

Tha  remedy  provided  in  Jesus  Christ  for  the  elect  by  tJie  covenant  of  grace.    Iloa. 

xiii.  9.  0  Israel,  thou  hast  destroyed  thyself;  but  in  me  is  thine  help. 
I.    A  LBEIT  man,  having  brought  himself  into  this  woeful  condition,  bo 

x\.  neither  able  to  help  himself,  nor  willing  to  be  helped  by  God  out  of 
it,  but  rather  inclined  to  lie  still,  insensible  of  it,  till  he  perish ;  yet  God,  for 
the  glory  of  his  rich  grace,  hath  revealed  in  his  word  a  way  to  save  sinners, 
viz.  by  faith  in  Jesus  Clhrist,  the  eternal  Son  of  God,  by  virtue  of,  and  ac- 
cording to  tlie  tenor  of  the  covenant  of  redemption,  made  and. agreed  upon 
betAveen  God  the  Father  and  God  the  Son,  in  the  council  of  tho  Trinity, 
before  the  world  began. 
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II.  The  sum  of  the  covenant  of  redemption  is  this :  God  having  freely 
chosen  unto  life  a  certain  nxunber  of  lost  mankind,  for  the  glory  of  his  rica 
grace,  did  give  them,  before  the  world  began,  unto  God  the  Son,  appointed 
Redeemer,  that,  upon  condition  he  would  humble  himself  so  far  as  to  assume 
the  human  nature,  of  a  soul  and  a  body,  unto  personal  union  with  his  divine 
nature,  and  submit  himself  to  the  law,  as  surety  for  them,  and  satisfy  justice 
for  them,  by  giving  obedience  in  their  name,  even  imto  the  suffering  of  the 
cursed  death  of  the  cross,  he  should  ransom  and  redeem  them  all  from  sin 
and  death,  and  purchase  unto  them  righteousness  and  eternal  life,  with  all 
saving  graces  leading  thereunto,  to  be  effectually,  by  means  of  his  own  ap- 
pointment, applied  in  due  time  to  every  one  of  them.  This  condition  the 
Son  of  God  (who  is  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord)  did  accept  before  the  world  began, 
and  in  the  fulness  of  time  came  into  the  world,  was  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
subjected  himself  to  the  law.  and  completely  paid  the  ransom  on  tne  cross : 
But  by  virtue  of  the  foresaid  bargain,  made  before  the  world  began,  he  is  in 
all  ages,  since  the  fall  of  Adam,  still  upon  the  work  of  applying  actually  the 
purchased  benefits  unto  the  elect ;  and  that  he  doth  by  way  of  entertaining 
a  covenant  of  free  grace  and  reconciliation  with  them,  through  faith  in  him- 
self; by  which  covenant,  he  makes  over  to  every  believer  a  right  and  interest 
to  himself,  and  to  aU  his  blessings. 

III.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  covenant  of  redemption,  and  making 
the  elect  partakers  of  the  benefits  thereof  in  the  covenant  of  grace,  Christ 
Jesus  was  clad  with  the  threefold  office  of  Prophet,  Priest,  and  King :  made 
a  Prophet,  to  reveal  all  saving  knowledge  to  his  people,  and  to  persuade 
them  to  believe  and  obey  the  same ;  made  a  Priest,  to  offer  up  himself  a 
sacrifice  once  for  them  all,  and  to  intercede  continually  with  the  Father,  for 
making  their  persons  and  services  acceptable  to  him ;  and  made  a  King,  to 
subdue  them  to  himself,  to  feed  and  rule  them  by  his  own  appointed  ordi- 
nances, and  to  defend  them  from  their  enemies. 

HEAD  III. 

The  outward  means  appointed  to  make  the  elect  partaken  of  this  covenant,  and  aU 

the  rest  that  are  called,  to  be  inexcusable.  Matt,  ttii  14.  Many  are  called. 
I.  npHE  outward  means  and  ordinances,  for  making  men  partakers  of  the 
X  covenant  of  grace,  are  so  wisely  dispensed,  as  that  the  elect  shall  be 
infallibly  converted  and  saved  by  them ;  and  the  reprobate,  among  whom 
they  are,  not  to  be  justly  stumbled.  The  means  are  especially  these  four. 
1.  The  word  of  God.  2.  The  sacraments.  3.  Kirk-government.  4.  Prayer. 
In  the  word  of  God  preached  by  sent  messengers,  the  Lord  makes  offer  of 
grace  to  all  sinners,  upon  condition  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ ;  and  whosoever 
do  confess  their  sin,  accept  of  Christ  offered,  and  submit  themselves  to  his 
ordinances,  he  will  have  both  them  and  their  children  received  into  the 
honour  and  privileges  of  the  covenant  of  grace.  By  the  sacraments,  God  will 
have  the  covenant  sealed  for  confirming  the  bargain  on  the  foresaid  condi- 
tion. By  kirk-government,  he  will  have  them  hedged  in,  and  helped  forward 
unto  the  keeping  of  the  covenant.  And  by  prayer,  he  will  have  his  own 
glorious  grace,  promised  in  the  covenant,  to  be  daily  drawn  forth,  acknow- 
ledged, and  employed.  All  which  means  are  followed  either  really,  or  in 
profession  only,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  covenanters,  as  they  are  true 
or  counterfeit  believers. 

II.  The  covenant  of  grace,  set  down  in  the  Old  Testament  before  Christ 
came,  and  in  the  New  since  he  came,  is  one  and  the  same  in  substance,  albeit 
different  in  outward  administration :  For  the  covenant  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, being  sealed  with  the  sacraments  of  circumcision  and  the  paschal 
lamb,  did  set  forth  Christ's  death  to  come,  and  the  benefits  purchased 
thereby,  under  the  shadow  of  bloody  sacrifices,  and  sundry  ceremonies :  but 
since  Christ  came,  the  covenant  being  sealed  by  the  sacraments  of  baptism 
and  the  Lord's  supper,  doth  clearly  hold  forth  Christ  already  crucified  before 
our  eyes,  victorious  over  deatli  and  the  grave,  and  gloriously  ruUng  heaven 
and  earth,  for  the  good  of  his  own  people. 
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HEAD  ly. 

The  hlessings  toJiich  are  ej^eduaUy  conveyed  by  these  means  to  the  Lord's  elect,  or 

chosen  ones.  Matt.  xxii.  14.  Many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen. 
I.  T)  Y  these  outward  ordinances,  as  our  Lord  makes  the  reprohate  inexcus- 
X)  able,  so,  by  the  power  of  his  Spirit,  he  applies  unto  the  elect,  effec- 
tually, all  saving  graces  purchased  to  them  in  the  covenant  of  redemption, 
and  maketh  a  change  in  their  persons.  In  particular,  1.  He  doth  convert  or 
regenerate  them,  by  giving  spiritual  life  to  them,  in  opening  their  under- 
standings, renewing  their  wills,  affections,  and  faculties,  for  giving  spiritual 
obedience  to  his  commands.  2.  He  gives  them  saving  faith,  by  making  them, 
in  the  sense  of  deserved  condemnation,  to  give  their  consent  heartily  to  the 
covenant  of  grace,  and  to  embrace  Jesus  Christ  unfeignedly.  3.  He  gives 
them  repentance,  by  making  them,  with  godly  sorrow,  in  the  hatred  of  sin, 
and  love  of  righteousness,  turn  from  all  iniquity  to  the  service  of  God.  And, 
4.  He  sanctifies  them,  by  making  them  go  on  and  persevere  in  faith  and  spiri- 
tual obedience  to  the  law  of  God,  manifested  by  fruitfulness  in  all  duties,  and 
doing  good  works,  as  God  offereth  occasion. 

n.  Together  with  this  inward  change  of  their  persons,  God  changes  also 
their  state:  for,  so  soon  as  they  are  brought  by  mith  into  the  covenant  of 
grace,  1.  He  justifies  them,  by  imputing  unto  them  that  perfect  obedience 
which  Christ  gave  to  the  law,  and  the  satisfaction  also  which  upon  the  cross 
Christ  gave  unto  justice  in  their  name.  2.  He  reconciles  them,  and  makes 
them  friends  to  God,  who  were  before  enemies  to  God.  3.  He  adopts  them, 
that  they  shall  be  no  more  children  of  Satan,  but  children  of  God,  enriched 
with  all  spiritual  privileges  of  his  sons.  And,  last  of  all,  after  their  warfare 
in  this  life  is  ended,  he  perfects  the  holiness  and  blessedness,  first  of  their 
souls  at  their  death,  and  then  both  of  their  souls  and  their  bodies,  being  joy- 
fully joined  together  again  in  the  resurrection,  at  the  day  of  his  glorious 
coming  to  judgment,  when  ^\1  the  wicked  shall  be  sent  away  to  hell,  with 
Satan  whom  they  have  served :  but  Christ's  own  chosen  and  redeemed  ones, 
true  believers,  students  of  holiness,  shall  remain  with  himself  for  ever,  in  the 
state  of  glorification. 


THE 

PRACTICAL  USE  OF  SAYING  KNOWLEDGE, 

Contained  in  ScRiPTimE,  and  hoMen  forth  briefly  in  the  foresaid  Confession  op 
FArrn  and  Catechisms. 

THE  chief  general  nse  of  Christian  doctrine  is,  to  convince  a  man  of  sin,  and 
of  righteousness,  and  of  judgment,  John  xvi.  8.  partly  by  the  law  or 
covenant  of  works,  that  he  may  be  humbled  and  become  penitent ;  and  partly 
by  the  gospel  or  covenant  of  gi-ace,  that  he  may  become  an  unfeigned  believer 
in  Jesus  Christ,  and  be  strengthened  in  his  faith  upon  solid  grounds  and 
warrants,  and  give  evidence  of  the  truth  of  his  faith  by  good  fruits,  and  so 
be  saved. 

The  sum  of  the  covenant  of  works,  or  of  the  law,  is  this:  "  If  thou  do  all 
"  that  is  commanded,  and  not  fail  in  any  point,  thou  shalt  be  saved:  but  if 
•'  thou  fail,  thou  shalt  die."    Rom.  x.  5.    Gal.  iii.  10, 12. 

The  sum  of  the  gospel,  or  covenant  of  grace  and  reconciliation,  is  this:  "  If 
"  t!;ou  flee  from  deserved  wrath  to  the  true  Redeemer  Jesus  Christ,  (who  is 
"  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost  all  that  come  to  God  through  him,)  thou  shalt 
"  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life."    Rom.  x.  8,  9,  11. 

For  convincing  a  man  of  sin,  of  righteousness,  and  of  judgment  by  the  law, 
or  covenant  of  works,  let  these  scriptures,  among  many  more,  be  made  ugQ  of 
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I.  For  convincing  a  man  of  sin  by  the  law,  consider  Jer.  xvii.  9, 10. 

The  heart  is  deceitful  above  aU  things,  and  desperately  wicked:  wfu)  can  know 
it?  I  the  Lord  search  the  heart,  I  try  the  reins^  even  to  give  every  man  according 
to  Ms  ways,  and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings. 

Here  the  Lord  teacheth  these  two  things  : 

1.  That  the  fountain  of  all  our  miscarriage,  and  actual  sinning  a^idnst 
God,  is  in  the  heart,  which  comprehendeth  the  mind,  will,  affections,  and  all 
the  powers  of  the  soul,  as  they  are  corrupted  and  defiled  with  original  sin* 
the  mind  being  not  only  ignorant  and  incapable  of  saving  truth,  but  also  full 
of  error  and  enmity  against  God ;  and  the  will  and  affections  being  obstinately 
disobedient  unto  all  God's  directions,  and  bent  toward  that  onlv  which  is 
evil:  "The  heart  (saith  he)  is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and  aesperately 
"  wicked; "  yea,  and  unsearchably  wicked,  so  that  no  man  can  know  it;  ana 
Gen.  vi.  6.  "  Every  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  man's  heart  is  only  evil 
"  continually,"  saith  the  Lord,  whose  testimony  we  must  trust  in  this  and  all 
other  matters ;  and  experience  also  may  teach  us,  that,  till  God  make  us  deny 
ourselves,  we  never  look  to  God  in  any  thing,  but  fleshly  self-interest  alone 
doth  rule  us,  and  move  all  the  wheels  of  our  actions. 

2.  That  the  Lord  bringeth  our  original  sin,  or  wicked  inclination,  with  all 
the  actual  fruits  thereof,  unto  reckoning  before  his  judgment-seat:  "  For  ho 
**  searcheth  the  heart,  and  trieth  the  reins,  to  give  every  man  according  to  his 
**  ways,  and  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings." 

Hence  let  every  man  reason  thus : 

"  What  God  and  my  guilty  conscience  beareth  witness  of,  I  am  convinced 
"  that  it  is  true : 

"  But  God  and  my  guilty  conscience  beareth  witness,  that  my  heai't  is 
"  deceitful  above  all  tilings,  and  desperately  wicked ;  and  that  all  the  imagina- 
"  tions  of  my  heart,  by  nature,  are  only  evil  continually : 

"  Therefore  I  am  convinced  that  this  is  true." 

Thus  a  man  may  be  convinced  of  sin  by  the  law. 

II.  For  convincing  a  man  of  righteousness  by  the  law,  consider  GdL  iii.  10. 

As  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  are  under  the  curse:  for  it  is  written. 
Cursed  is  every  one  that  continueih  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book 
€f  the  law  to  do  them. 

Here  the  apostle  teacheth  us  three  things : 

1.  That,  by  reason  of  our  natural  sinfulness,  the  impossibility  of  any  man's 
being  justified  by  the  works  of  the  law  is  so  certain,  that  whosoever  do  seek 
justification  by  the  works  of  the  law,  are  liable  to  the  curse  of  God  for  break- 
ing of  the  law ;  "  For  as  many  as  are  of  the  works  of  the  law  ai-e  under  the 
"  curse,"  saith  he. 

2.  That,  unto  the  perfect  fulfilling  of  the  law,  the  keeping  of  one  or  two  of 
the  precepts,  or  doing  of  some,  or  of  all  duties  (if  it  were  possible)  for  a  time, 
is  not  sufficient ;  for  the  law  requireth,  that  a  man  continue  in  all  things 
"  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do  them." 

3.  That,  because  no  man  can  come  up  to  this  perfection,  every  man  by  na- 
ture is  under  the  curse ;  for  the  law  saith,  "  Ctirsed  is  every  one  that  continu- 
"  eth  not  in  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do  them." 

Now,  to  be  under  the  curse,  comprehendeth  all  the  displeasure  of  God,  with 
the  danger  of  the  breaking  forth  more  and  more  of  his  wrath  upon  soul  and 
body,  both  in  this  life,  and  after  death  perpetually,  if  grace  do  not  prevent 
the  full  execution  thereof. 

Hence  let  every  man  reason  thus : 

"  Whosoever,  according  to  the  covenant  of  works,  is  liable  to  the  cuipe  of 
"  God  for  breaking  the  law,  times  and  ways  out  of  number,  cannot  be  justi- 
"  fied,  or  find  righteousness  by  the  works  of  the  law : 

"  But  I,  (may  every  man  say,)  according  to  the  covenant  of  works,  am  liable 
"  to  the  curse  of  God,  for  breaking  the  law  times  and  ways  without  number : 

"  Therefore  I  cannot  be  justified,  or  have  righteousness  by  the  works  of  the 
'  law." 
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Thus  may  a  man  be  convinced  of  righteousness,  that  it  is  not  to  be  had  by 
his  own  works,  or  by  the  law. 

III.  For  convincing  a  man  of  judgment  by  the  law,  consider  2  Tkess.  i.  7. 
The  Lord  Jesus  shall  he  revealed  from  Jieaven  with  his  mighty  angels,  Ver.  8. 

In  flaming  fire,  taking  vengeance  on  tliem  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey  not 
the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  Ver.  9.  Who  shall  be  punished  with  everlast- 
ing destruction  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power; 
Ver.  ]  0.  When  he  shall  come  to  be  glorified  in  his  saints,  and  to  be  admired  in  all 
them  that  believe. 

Wherein  we  are  taught,  that  our  Lord  Jesus,  who  now  offers  to  be  Medi- 
ator for  them  who  believe  in  him,  shall,  at  the  last  day,  come  armed  with 
flaming  fire,  to  judge,  condemn,  and  destroy  all  them  who  have  not  believed 
(jiod,  have  not  received  the  offer  of  grace  made  in  the  gospel,  nor  obeyed  the 
doctrine  thereof;  but  remain  in  their  natural  state,  under  the  law  or  cove- 
nant of  works. 

Hence  let  every  man  reason  thus : 

"  What  the  righteous  Jud^e  hath  forewarned  me  shall  be  done  at  the  last 
'^day,  I  am  sure  is  just  judgment : 

"  But  the  righteous  Judge  hath  forewarned  me,  that  if  I  do  not  believe 
*'  God  in  time,  and  obey  not  the  doctrine  of  the  gospel,  I  shall  be  secluded 
"from  his  presence  and  his  glory  at  the  last  day,  and  be  tormented  in  sou) 
**  and  body  for  ever : 

"  Tiierefore  I  am  convinced  that  this  is  a  just  judgment : 

"  And  I  have  reason  to  thank  God  heartily,  who  hath  forewarned  me  to 
**  flee  from  the  wrath  which  is  to  come." 

Thus  every  man  may  be,  by  the  law  or  covenant  of  works,  convinced  of 
judgment,  if  he  shall  contuiue  under  the  covenant  of  works,  or  shall  not  obey 
she  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus. 

IV.  For  convincing  a  man  of  sin,  righteousness,  and  judgment,  by  the  gospel.  • 
As  for  convincing  a  man  of  sin,  and  righteousness,  and  judgment,  by  the 

gospelj  or  covenant  of  grace,  he  must  understand  three  things :  1.  That  not 
believing  in  Jesus  Christ,  or  refusing  of  the  covenant  of  grace  offered  in 
him,  is  a  gi'eater  and  more  dangerous  sin  than  all  other  sins  against  the 
law ;  because  the  hearers  of  the  gospel,  not  believing  in  Christ,  do  reject 
God's  mercy  in  Christ,  the  only  way  of  freedom  from  sin  and  wrath,  and  will 
not  yield  to  be  reconciled  to  God.  2.  Next,  he  must  understand,  that  perfect 
remission  of  sin,  and  true  righteousness,  is  to  be  had  only  by  faith  in  Jesus ; 
because  God  rec[uireth  no  other  conditions  but  faith;  and  testifies  from 
heaven,  that  he  is  well  pleased  to  justify  sinners  upon  this  condition,  3.  Ho 
must  understand,  that  upon  righteousness  received  by  faith,  judgment  shall 
follow,  on  tlie  one  hand,  to  the  destroying  of  the  works  of  the  devil  in  the 
believer,  and  to  the  perfecting  of  the  work  of  sanctification  in  him,  with 
po^ver :  and  that,  upon  refusing  to  take  righteousness  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 
judgment  shall  follow,  on  the  other  hand,  to  the  condemnation  of  the  misbe- 
liever, and  destroying  of  him  with  Satan  and  his  servants  for  ever. 

For  this  end,  let  these  passages  of  scripture,  among  many  others,  serve  to 
make  the  greatness  of  the  sin  of  not  believing  in  Clirist  appear ;  or,  to  make 
the  greatness  of  the  sin  of  refusing  of  the  covenant  of  grace  offered  to  us,  in 
the  offering^  of  Christ  unto  us  appear,  let  the  fair  offer  of  grace  be  looketl 
upon  as  it  is  made,  Isa.  Iv.  3.  Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me,  (saith  the 
Lord  :)  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live;  and  I  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant 
with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David.  That  is,  If  ye  will  believe  me,  and 
be  reconciled  to  me,  I  will,  by  covenant,  give  unto  you  Christ,  and  nil  Riving 
graces  in  him :  repeated  Acts  xiii.  34. 

Again,  consider,  that  this  general  offer  in  substance  is  equivalent  to  a  Sjpe- 
cial  offer  made  to  every  one  in  particular;  as  appcareth  by  the  apostle's 
making  use  of  it.  Acts  xvi.  31.  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou 
shaU  be  saved,  and  thy  house.    The  reason  of  which  offer  is  given,  Jolin  iii.  IC.  . 
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For  God  fto  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  ?iis  only  begotten  Soti,  thai  whosoever  he^ 
lieveth  in  him  shoidd  not  perish,  but  have  tverlasling  life.  Seeing  tLeu  this  gi'cafc 
salvation  is  offered  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  ■whosoever  believeth  not  in  him,  but 
looks  for  happiness  some  other  Tvay.  ■what  doth  lie  else  but  observe  lying  vani- 
ties, and  forsake  his  own  mercy,  -whicli  he  might  have  had  in  Christ?  Jonah 
ii.  8, 9.  What  doth  he  else  but  blaspheme  (jod  in  liis  heart  ?  aa  it  is  sjud, 
1  John  V.  10,  11.  He  that  believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a  liar;  because  lie 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  his  Son.  And^  this  is  the  record,  that 
God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life:  and  thii^  life  is  in  his  Son.  And  that  no  sin 
against  the  la-w  is  like  unto  tliis  sin,  Christ  testifies,  John  xv.  22.  If  J  had 
not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they  fuid  not  liad  sin;  but  noiv  tliey  have  no  cloak 
for  tlieir  sin.  This  may  convince  a  man  of  the  greatness  of  this  sin  of  not 
believing  in  Christ. 

For  convincing  a  man  of  righteousness  to  bo  had  only  by  faith  in  Jesua 
Clu'ist,  consider  how,  Eom.  x.  3,  4. 

It  is  said,  that  the  Jews,  being  ignorant  of  God's  righteousness,  and  going 
about  to  establish  their  oicn  righteousness,  have  not  submitted  thettiselves  unto  the 
oigUeomness  of  God,  (and  so  they  pcrisned.)  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law 
for  righteousness  to  every  one  that  believeth.  And  Acts  xiii.  39.  By  him  all 
that  believe  are  Justified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  tlie 
law  of  Moses.  And  1  John  i.  7.  Tlie  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  clcanseth  u» 
from  all  sin. 

For  convincing  a  man  of  judgment,  if  a  man  embrace  this  righteousness, 
consider  1  John  iii.  8.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of  God  %cas  manifested,  tlmt  he 
might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil.  And  Hob.  ix.  14.  How  much  more  shidl 
the  blood  of  Christ,  who  through  the  eternal  Spiiit  offered  himself  without  spot  to 
God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve  the  living  God? 

But  if  a  man  embrace  not  this  righteousness,  his  doom  is  pronoimced, 
Jolm  iii.  18,  19.  He  that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he  hath  twt 
Ulievcdin  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God.  AndUds  is  tlie  condemna- 
tion, t/iat  light  is  come  into  tlie  world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light. 

Hence  let  the  penitent,  desiring  to  believe,  reason  thus : 

"  What  doth  suffice  to  convince  all  the  elect  in  the  ■world  of  the  greatness 
"  of  the  sin  of  not  believing  in  Christ,  or  refusing  to  lice  to  him  for  relief 
*'  from  sins  done  against  the  law,  and  fi'om  •wrath  due  thereto  j  and  ■wliat 
"  sufficeth  to  convince  them  that  righteousness  and  eternal  life  is  to  be  had 
"  by  faith  in  Jesus  Clirist,  or  by  consenting  to  the  covenant  of  grace  in  him ; 
"  and  -what  sufficeth  to  convince  them  of  judgment  to  be  exercised  by  Christ, 
"  for  destroying  the  ■works  of  the  devil  in  a  man,  and  sanctifying  and  sa^ving 
"  all  that  believe  in  him,  may  suffice  to  convince  mc  also : 

"  Eut  ■what  the  Spirit  hath  said,  in  these  or  other  like  scriptures,  sufficctli 
"  to  convince  the  elect  -world  of  the  foresaid  sin,  and  rigliteou.sness,  and 
"  judgment : 

"  Therefore  -what  the  Spirit  hath  said,  in  these  and  other  like  scriptures, 
"  sei'veth  to  convince  me  thereof  also." 

Whereupon  let  the  penitent  desiring  to  believe  take  with  him  -words,  and 
Fay  heartily  to  the  Lord,  Seeing  thou  sayest,  Seek  ye  my  face ;  my  soul  an- 
Bwereth  unto  thee,  Thy  face,  Lord,  will  1  seek.  I  have  hearkened  unto  the 
offer  of  an  everlasting  covenant  of  all  saving  mercies  to  be  had  in  Christ, 
and  I  do  heartily  embrace  thy  offer.  Lord,  let  it  be  a  bargain  ;  Lord,  I  be- 
lieve ;  help  my  unbelief:  Behold,  I  give  myself  to  thee,  to  serve  thee  in  all 
things  for  ever ;  and  I  hope  thy  right  hand  shall  save  me :  the  Lord  Avill  i>er- 
I'cct  that  ■which  concerneth  me :  thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  endureth  for  eyer;  for- 
sake not  the  works  of  thine  own  hands. 

Thus  may  a  man  be  made  an  unfeigned  believer  in  Christ. 

For  strengthening  the  man's  faith  -who  hath  agreed  unto  the  coTcnant  of 

grace. 

Because  many  true  believers  are  -weak,  and  do  much  doubt  if  ever  ihcy 
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fihall  be  snre  of  the  soundness  of  tlicir  o^wn  faith  and  effectual  calling,  or 
made  certain  of  their  justification  and  palvation,  when  they  see  that  many, 
•who  profess  faith,  are  found  to  deceive  themselves ;  let  us  see  how  every  be- 
liever may  be  made  strong  in  the  faith,  and  sure  of  his  own  election  and 
salvation  upon  solid  gi'ounds,  by  sure  warrants,  and  true  evidences  of  faith. 
To  this  end,  among  many  other  scriptures,  take  these  following. 

1.  For  laying  solid  gi-ounds  of  Faith,  consider  2  Peter  i.  10.  Wherefore 
the  ratfier,  brethren,  give  diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  election  sure :  for  if 
ye  do  these  things  ye  shall  never  fall. 

In  which  words,  the  apostle  teacheth  us  these  four  things,  for  help  and 
direction  how  to  be  made  strong  in  the  faith. 

1.  That  such  as  believe  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  are  fled  to  him  for  relief  from 
sin  and  wrath,  albeit  they  be  weak  in  the  faith,  yet  thej'^  are  indeed  children 
of  the  same  Father  with  the  apostles ;  for  so  he  accounteth  of  them,  while 
he  callcth  them  brethren. 

2.  That  albeit  we  be  not  sure,  for  the  time,  of  our  effectual  calling  and 
election,  yet  we  may  be  made  sure  of  both,  if  we  use  diligence ;  for  this  he 
presupposeth,  saying,  "  Give  diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  election 
"sure." 

3.  That  we  must  not  be  discouraged,  when  we  see  many  seeming  believers 
prove  rotten  branches,  and  make  defection ;  but  we  must  the  rather  take 
the  bettor  lieed  to  ourselves :  "  Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  (saith  he,) 
"  give  all  diligence." 

4.  That  the  way  to  be  sure  both  of  our  effectual  calling  and  election,  is  to 
make  sure  work  of  our  faith,  by  laying  the  grounds  of  it  solidly,  and  bring- 
ing forth  the  fruits  of  our  faith  in  new  obedience  constantly :  "  For  if  ve  do 
"  these  things,  (saith  he,)  ye  shall  never  fall ; "  understanding  by  these  things, 
what  he  had  said  of  sound  faith,  Ver.  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  what  he  had  said  of  the 
bringing  out  of  the  fruits  of  faith,  Ver.  6,  0,  7,  8,  9. 

2.  To  this  same  pui-pose,  consider  Rom.  viii.  1.  Tliere  is  therefore  now  no  con- 
demnation  to  them  u-hich  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but 
after  the  Spirit.  Ver.  2.  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath 
made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death.  Ver.  3.  J''or  what  the  law  coidd  not 
do,  in  that  it  ivas  weak  through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  libmess 
of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the  flesh  ;  Ver.  4.  lliat  the  righte- 
ousness of  tJui  law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after 
the  Spirit. 

Wherein  the  apostle  teacheth  us  these  four  things,  for  laying  of  the  ground 
of  faith  solidly: 

J.  That  every  one  is  a  true  believer,  who,  in  the  sense  of  his  sin,  and  fear 
of  God's  wrath,  doth  flee  for  full  relief  from  both  unto  Jesus  Christ  alone, 
as  tlic  only  Mediator  and  all-sufficient  Redeemer  of  men ;  and,  being  fJed  to 
Clivi^t,  doth  strive  against  his  own  flesh,  or  corrupt  inclination  of  nature, 
and  studieth  to  follow  the  rule  of  God's  Spirit,  set  down  in  his  word:  lor  the 
man,  whom  the  apostle  doth  here  bless  as  a  true  believer,  is  a  man  in  Cln-ist 
Jesus,  "  who  doth  not  walk  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit." 

2.  That  all  such  persons  as  are  fled  to  Christ,  and  do  strive  against  sin, 
howsoever  they  may  be  possibly  exercised  under  the  sense  of  wrath,  and  fear 
of  condemnation,  yet  they  are  in  no  danger ;  for  "  there  is  no  condemnation 
"  (saith  he)  to  them  that  are  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh, 
•'but  after  the  Spirit." 

3.  Tliat  albeit  the  apostle  himself,  (brought  in  here  for  example's  cause,) 
and  all  other  true  believers  in  Christ,  be  by  nature  under  tlie  law  of  sin  and 
death,  or  under  the  covenant  of  works,  (called  the  law  of  sin  and  death,  be- 
cause it  bindeth  sin  and  death  upon  us,  till  Christ  set  us  free  \)  yet  the  law 
of  tlie  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus,  or  the  covenant  of  ^race,  (so  called,  be- 
cause it  doth  enable  and  quicken  a  man  to  a  spiritual  life  through  Christ,) 
doth  set  the  apoutle,  and  all  true  believers,  fi-cc  from  the  covenant  of  works, 
©r  the  law  of  sin  and  death ;  so  that  every  man  may  say  with  him,  "  Tlie  law 
"  of  tlic  Spirit  of  life,"  or  the  covenant  of  grace,  "hath  made  me  free  from 
**  the  luw  of  bin  and  death,"  or  covenant  of  works. 
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4.  That  the  fountain  and  first  ground,  from  whence  our  freedom  from  the 
curse  of  the  law  doth  flow,  is  the  covenant  of  redemption,  passed  betwixt 
Grod  and  God  the  Son  as  incarnate,  wherein  Christ  takes  the  curse  of  tlio 
law  upon  him  for  sin,  that  the  believer,  who  could  not  otherwise  be  delivered 
from  the  covenant  of  works,  may  be  delivered  from  it.  And  this  doctrine 
the  apostle  holdeth  forth  in  these  four  branches :  (I.)  That  it  was  utterly 
impossible  for  the  law,  or  the  covenant  of  works,  to  bring  righteousness  and 
life  to  a  sinner,  because  it  was  weak.  (2.)  That  this  weakness  and  inability 
of  the  law,  or  covenant  of  works,  is  not  the  fault  of  the  law,  but  the  fault  of 
sinful  flesh,  which  is  neither  able  to  pay  the  penalty  of  sin,  nor  to  give  per- 
fect obedience  to  the  law,  (pi-esuppose  bygone  sins  were  forgiven  :)  "  The  law 
*'  was  weak  (saith  he)  through  the  flesh."  (3.)  That  the  righteousness  and 
salvation  of  sinners,  which  was  impossible  to  be  brought  about  by  the  law, 
is  brought  to  pass  lay  sending  God's  own  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  flesh,  in 
whose  flesh  sin  is  condemned  and  punished,  for  making  satisfaction  in  tlie 
behalf  of  the  elect,  that  they  might  be  set  free.  (4.)  That  by  his  means  the 
law  loseth  nothing,  because  the  righteousness  of  tiie  law  is  best  fulfilled  this 
way;  first,  by  Christ's  giving  perfect  active  obedience  in  our  name  unto  it 
in  all  things ;  next,  by  his  paying  in  our  name  the  jM^nalty  due  to  our  sins 
in  his  death;  and,  lastly,  by  his  working  of  sanctification  in  us,  who  are  true 
believers,  who  strive  to  give  new  obedjence  unto  the  law,  and  "  walk  not 
after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit." 


WARRANTS  TO  BELIEVE. 

Ij^OR  building  our  confidence  upon  this  solid  ground,  these  four  Warrants 
.     and  special  Motives  to  believe  in  Chi-ist  may  serve. 

The  first  whereof  is  God's  hearty  invitation,  holden  forth,  ha.  Iv.  1,  2,  8,  4, 5. 

Ho,  eoery  one  that  thtrsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no  money: 
come  ye,  buy  and  eat;  yea,  come,  buy  toine  and  milk  without  money,  and  without 
price.  Ver.  2.  Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread?  and 
your  labour  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat 
ye  that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  said  delight  itself  in  fatness.  Ver.  3.  Inclins 
your  ear,  and  come  unto  me:  hear,  and  your  soul  shall  live;  and  I  will  make  an 
everlasting  covenant  with  you,  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David.  Ver.  4.  Behold, 
I  have  given  him  for  a  witness  to  t/ie  people,  a  leader  and  commander  to  the 
people,  &c. 

Here  (after  setting  down  the  precious  ransom  of  our  redemption  by  the 
sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the  rich  blessings  pui'chased  to  us  thereby,  in  the 
two  former  chapters)  the  Lord,  in  this  chapter, 

1.  Maketh  open  offer  of  Christ  and  his  grace,  by  proclamation  of  a  free 
and  gracious  market  of  righteousness  and  salvation,  to  be  had  through  Christ 
to  every  soul,  without  exception,  that  traly  desires  to  be  saved  from  sin  and 
wrath :  "Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,"  saith  he. 

2.  He  inviteth  all  sinners,  that  for  any  reason  stand  at  a  distance  from 
God,  to  come  and  take  from  him  riches  of  grace,  running  in  Christ  as  a 
river,  to  wash  away  sin,  and  to  slocken  wrath:  "  Come  ye  to  the  waters," 
saith  he. 

3.  Lest  any  should  stand  aback  in  the  sense  of  his  own  sinfulness  or  nn- 
worthiness,  and  inability  to  do  any  good,  the  Lord  calleth  upon  such  persons 
in  special,  saying,  "  He  that  hath  no  money,  come." 

4.  He  craveth  no  more  of  his  merchant,  but  that  he  be  pleased  with  the 
wares  offered,  which  are  grace,  and  more  grace;  and  that  he  neartily  consent 
unto,  and  embrace  this  offer  of  grace,  that  so  ne  may  close  a  bargain,  and  a 
formal^  covenant  with  God ;  "  Come,  buy  without  money,  (saith  he,)  come, 
"  eat :"  that  is,  consent  to  have,  and  take  unto  you  all  saving  graces :  make  the 
wares  your  own,  possess  them,  and  make  use  of  all  blessings  m  Christ ; 
whatsoever  maketh  for  your  spiritual  life  and  comfort,  use  and  enjoy  it 
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freely,  without  pajdng  any  thing  for  it :  "  Come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without 
*•  money,  and  without  price,"  saith  he. 

6.  Because  the  Lord  knoweth  how  much  we  are  inclined  to  seek  righteous- 
ness and  life  by  our  own  performances  and  satisfaction,  to  have  righteous- 
ness and  life  as  it  were  by  the  way  of  works,  and  how  loath  we  are  to  embrace 
Christ  Jesus,  and  to  take  life  by  way  of  free  grace  through  Jesus  Christ, 
upon  the  terms  whereupon  it  is  offered  to  us ;  therefore  the  Lord  lovingly 
calls  us  off  this  our  crooked  and  imhappy  way  with  a  gentle  and  timeous 
admonition,  giving  us  to  understand,  that  we  shall  but  lose  our  labo\ir  in 
this  our  way :  "  Wherefore  do  ye  spend  your  money  (saith  he)  for  that  which 
"  is  not  bread  ?  and  your  labour  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?" 

6.  The  Lord  promiseth  to  us  solid  satisfaction  in  the  way  of  betaking  our- 
selves unto  the  grace  of  Christ,  even  true  contentment,  and  fulness  of  spiri- 
tual pleasure,  saying,  "  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  ia 
"  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in  fatness." 

7.  Because  faith  cometli  by  hearing,  he  calleth  for  audience  unto  the 
explication  of  the  offer,  and  calleth  for  believing  of,  and  listening  unto  the 
truth,  which  is  able  to  beget  the  application  of  saving  faith,  and  to  draw  the 
Boul  to  trust  in  Grod:  "Incline  your  ear,  and  come  unto  me,"  saith  he.  To 
which  end,  the  Lord  promises,  tnat  this  offer  being  received,  shall  quicken 
the  dead  sinner;  and  that,  upon  the  welcoming  of  this  offer,  he  will  close  the 
covenant  of  grace  with  the  man  that  shall  consent  unto  it,  even  an  indissolv- 
able  covenant  of  perpetual  reconciliation  and  peace:  "Hearken,  and  your 
"  soul  shall  live :  and  I  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  with  you. ' '  W  hich 
covenant,  he  declareth,  shall  be  in  substance  the  assignation,  and  the  making 
over,  of  all  the  saving  graces  which  David  (who  is  Jesus  Christ,  Acts  xiii.  34.) 
hath  bought  for  us  in  the  covenant  of  redemption :  "  I  will  make  a  covenant 
"  with  you,  (saith  he,)  even  the  sure  mercies  of  David."  By  sure  mercies,  ho 
means  saving  graces,  such  as  are  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ghost,  adoption,  sanctification,  and  glorification,  and  whatsoever  belongs  to 
godliness  and  life  eternal. 

8.  To  confirm  and  assure  us  of  the  real  grant  of  these  saving  mercies,  and 
to  persuade  us  of  the  reality  of  the  covenant  betwixt  Grod  and  the  believer  of 
this  word,  the  Father  hath  made  a  fourfold  gift  of  his  eternal  and  only  be- 
gotten Son : 

First,  To  be  incarnate  and  bom  for  our  sake,  of  the  seed  of  David  his  type: 
for  which  cause  he  is  called  here,  and  Acts  xiii.  34.  David,  the  true  and 
everlasting  King  of  Israel.  This  is  the  great  gift  of  God  to  man,  John  iv.  10. 
And  here,  I  have  given  him  to  be  David,  or  bom  of  David,  to  the  people. 

Secondly,  He  hath  made  a  gift  of  Christ  to  be  a  witness  to  the  people,  both 
of  the  siu-e  and  saving  mercies  granted  to  the  redeemed  in  the  covenant  of 
redemption;  and  also  of  the  Father's  willingness  and  purpose  to  apply  them, 
and  to  make  them  fast  in  the  covenant  of  reconciliation  made  with  such  as 
embrace  the  offer:  "I  have  given  him  (saith  the  Lord  here)  to  be  a  witness 
"  to  the  people."  And  truly  he  is  a  sufficient  witness  in  this  matter  in  many 
respects :  1st,  Because  he  is  one  of  the  blessed  Trinity,  and  party-contractor 
for  us,  in  the  covenant  of  redemption,  before  the  world  was.  2aly,  He  is  by 
office,  as  Mediator,  the  Messenger  of  the  covenant,  and  hath  gotten  commis- 
sion to  reveal  it.  Sdly,  He  began  actually  to  reveal  it  in  paradise,  where  he 
promised,  that  the  seed  of  the  woman  should  bruise  the  head  of  the  serpent. 
4ihly,  He  set  forth  his  own  death  and  sufferings,  and  the  great  benefits  that 
should  come  thereby  to  us,  in  the  types  and  figures  of  sacrifices  and  cere- 
monies before  his  coming.  5thl]/,  He  gave  more  and  more  light  about  this 
covenant,  speaking^  by  his  Spirit,  from  age  to  age,  in  the  holy  prophets.  Uhly, 
Ho  came  himself,  in  the  fulness  of  time,  and  did  bear  witness  of  all  things 
belonging  to  this  covenant,  and  of  God's  willing  mind  to  take  believers  into 
it;  partly,  by  uniting  our  nature  in  one  person  with  the  divine  nature; 
partly,  by  preaching  the  good  tidings  of  the  covenant  with  his  own  mouth ; 
partly,  by  paying  the  ^rice  of  redemption  on  the  cross;  and  partly,  by  dealing 
Btill  with  the  people,  Ironi  the  beginning  to  this  day,  to  draw  in,  and  to  hold 
in  the  redeemed  in  this  covenant. 
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Thirdly;,  God  hath  made  a  gift  of  Christ,  as  a  leader  to  the  people,  to  bring 
us  through  all  difficulties,  all  afllictions  and  temptations,  unto  life,  by  this 
covenant:  and  he  it  is,  and  no  other,  who  doth  indeed  lead  his  own  unto  tho 
covenant;  and,  in  the  covenant,  all  the  way  on  unto  salvation:  1.  By  tho 
direction  of  his  word  and  Spirit.  2.  By  the  example  of  his  own  life,  in  faith 
and  obedience,  even  to  the  death  of  the  cross.  3.  By  his  powerful  working, 
bearing  his  redeemed  ones  in  his  arms,  and  causing  them  to  lean  on  him, 
while  they  go  up  through  the  wilderness. 

Fmirthly,  God  hath  made  a  gift  of  Christ  unto  his  people,  as  a  commander: 
which  oflice  he  faithfully  exerciseth,  by  giving  to  his  kirk  and  people  laws 
and  ordinances,  pastors  and  governors,  and  all  necessary  officers;  by  keeping 
courts  and  assemblies  among  them,  to  see  that  his  laws  be  obeyed;  subduing, 
by  his  word,  Spirit,  and  discipline,  his  people's  corruptions;  and,  by  his  wis- 
dom and  power,  guarding  them  against  all  their  enemies  whatsoever. 

Hence  ne  who  liath  closed  bargain  with  God  may  strengthen  his  faith,  by 
reasoning  after  this  manner : 

"  Whosoever  doth  heartily  receive  the  offer  of  fi-ee  grace,  made  here  io 
"  sinners,  thirsting  for  righteousness  and  salvation :  unto  him,  by  an  ever- 
**  lasting  covenant,  belongeth  Christ,  the  true  David,  with  all  his  sure  and 
"  saving  mercies : 

"  But  I  (may  the  weak  believer  say)  do  heartily  receive  the  offer  of  free 
"  grace  made  here  to  sinners,  thirsting  for  righteousness  and  salvation : 

"  Therefore  unto  me,  by  an  everlasting  covenant,  belongeth  Christ  Jesus, 
"  with  all  his  sure  and  saving  mercies." 

The  second  Warrant  and  special  Motive  to  embrace  Christ,  and  believe  in 
him.  is  the  earnest  request  that  God  maketh  to  us  to  be  reconciled  to  hi"i  iu 
Christ;  holden  forth,  2  Cor.  v.  19,  20,  21. 

Oodwas  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself y  not  imputing  their  tr^s^ 
passes  tmto  them  ;  arid  hath  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation.  Ver.  20. 
I^ow  tlien,  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  us: 
we  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God.  Ver.  21.  For  he  hath  mad6 
him  to  be  tin  for  us,  wlio  knew  no  sin;  that  we  might  be  made  the  righteousness  of 
God  in  him. 

Wherein  the  apostle  tcacheth  us  these  nine  doctrines : 

1.  That  the  elect  world,  or  world  of  redeemed  souls,  are  by  nature  in  the 
estate  of  enmity  against  God:  this  is  presupposed  in  the  word  reconciliation  ; 
tor  reconciliation,  or  renewing  of  friendship,  cannot  be,  except  betwixt  thoso 
that  have  been  at  enmity. 

2.  That  in  all  the  time  b5i)ast,  since  tho  fall  of  Adam,  Christ  Jesus,  tho 
eternal  Son  of  God,  as  Mediator,  and  the  Father  in  him,  hath  been  about  the 
making  friendsliip  (by  his  word  and  Spirit)  betwixt  himself  and  the  elect 
world:  "  God  (saith  he)  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  to  himself." 

3.  That  the  way  of  reconciliation  was  in  all  ages  one  and  the  same  in  sub- 
stance, viz.  by  forgiving  the  sins  of  them  who  do  acknowledge  their  sins  and 
their  enmity  against  God,  and  do  seek  iTconciliation  and  remission  of  sins 
in  Christ :  *'  For  God  (saith  he)  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  xmto 
"  himself,"  by  way  of  "  not  imputing  their  trespasses  unto  them." 

4.  That  the  end  and  scope  of  the  gospel,  and  whole  word  of  God,  is  three- 
fold :  (1.)  It  serveth  to  make  people  sensible  of  their  sins,  and  of  their  enmity 
against  God,  and  of  their  danger,  if  they  should  stand  out,  and  not  fear  God's 
displeasure.  (2.)  The  word  of  God  serveth  to  make  men  acquainted  with 
the  course  which  God  hath  prepared  for  making  friendship  with  them  through 
Christ,  viz.  That  if  men  shall  acknowledge  the  enmity,  and  shall  be  content 
to  enter  into  a  covenant  of  friendship  with  God  through  Christ,  then  God 
will  be  content  to  be  reconciled  with  them  freely.  (3.)  The  word  of  God 
serveth  to  teach  men  how  to  carry  themselves  towards  God,  as  friends,  after 
they  are  reconciled  to  him,  viz.  to  be  loath  to  sin  against  him,  and  to  strive 
heartily  to  obey  his  commandments :  and  therefore  the  word  of  God  hero  is 
call^  Hifi  word  of  reconciliation,  because  it  teach  eth  us  what  need  we  have  of 
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reconciliation,  and  how  to  mate  it,  and  how  to  keep  the  reconciliation  of 
friendship,  being  made  ■with  God  through  Christ. 

5.  That  albeit  the  hearing,  believing,  and  obeying  of  this  word,  doth  be- 
long  to  all  those  to  whom  this  gospel  doth  come  ;  yet  the  office  of  preaching 
of  it  with  authority  belongeth  to  none,  but  to  such  only  as  God  doth  call  to 
his  ministry,  and  sendeth  out  with  commission  for  this  work.  This  the 
apostle  holdeth  forth,  Ver.  19.  in  these  words,  "  He  hath  committed  to  ua 
"  the  word  of  reconciliation." 

6.  That  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  should  bcbavc  themselves  as  Christ's 
messengers,  and  should  closely  follow  their  commission  set  down  in  the  word, 
Matt,  xxviii.  19,  20. ;  and  when  they  do  so,  they  should  be  received  by  the 
people  as  ambassadors  from  God ;  for  here  the  apostle,  in  all  their  names,  saith, 

We  arc  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  us." 

7.  That  ministers,  in  all  earnestness  of  affections,  should  deal  with  people 
to  acknowledge  their  sins,  and  their  natural  enmity  against  God,  more  and 
more  seriously ;  and  to  consent  to  the  covenant  of  grace  and  embassage  of 
Clirist  more  and  more  heartily ;  and  to  evidence  more  and  more  clearly  their 
reconciliation,  by  a  holy  carriage  before  God.  This  he  holdeth  forth,  when 
lie  saith,  "  We  pray  you,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God."^ 

8.  That  in  the  ministers'  affectionate  dealing  with  the  people,  the  peoplo 
should  consider  that  they  have  to  do  with  God  and  Christ,  requesting  them, 
by  the  ministers,  to  be  reconciled.  Now,  there  cannot  be  a  greater  induce- 
ment to  break  a  sinner's  hard  heart,  than  God's  making  a  request  to  him  for 
friendship ;  for  when  it  became  us,  who  have  done  so  many  wrongs  to  God, 
to  seek  friendship  of  God,  he  preventeth  us :  and  (0  wonder  of  wonders!)  he 
requesteth  us  to  be  content  to  be  reconciled  to  iiim ;  and  therefore  most 
fearful  wrath  must  abide  them  who  do  set  light  by  this  request,  and  do  not 
vield  when  they  hear  ministers  with  commission,  saying,  "  We  are  ambassa- 

dors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by  us :  we  pray  you  in 
"  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God."  • 

_  9.  To  make  it  appear  how  it  cometh  to  pass  that  the  covenant  of  reconcilia- 
tion should  be  so  easily  made  up  betwixt  God  and  a  humble  sinner  fleeing 
to  Christ,  the  apostle  leads  us  unto  the  cause  of  it,  holden  forth  in  the  cove- 
nant of  redemption,  the  sum  whereof  is  this :  "  It  is  agreed  betwixt  God  and 
•'  the  Mediator  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God,  surety  for  the  redeemed,  as  par- 
"  ties  contractors,  that  the  sins  of  the  redeemed  should  be  imputed  to  inno- 
"  cent  Christ,  and  he  both  condemned  and  put  to  death  for  them,  upon  thia 
"  very  condition,  that  whosoever  heartily  consents  unto  the  covenant  of  re- 
"  conciliation  offered  through  Christ,  shall,  by  the  imputation  of  his  obedi- 
"  once  unto  them,  be  justiiied  and  holden  righteous  before  God ;  for  God 
"  hath  made  Christ,  who  knew  no  sin,  to  be  sin /or  us,  saith  the  apostle,  that 
"  we  migJit  he  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in  htm." 

Hence  may  a  weak  believer  strengthen  his  faith,  by  reasoning  from  thia 
gi'ound  after  this  manner : 

"  He  that,  upon  the  loving  request  of  God  and  Christ,  made  to  him  by  the 
"  mouth  of  ministers,  (having  commission  to  that  eftect,)  hath  embraced  the 
"  offer  of  perpetual  reconciliation  through  Christ,  and  doth  purpose,  by  God's 
*'  grace,  as  a  reconciled  person,  to  strive  against  sin,  and  to  serve  God  to  his 
"  power  constantly,  may  be  as  sure  to  have  righteousness  and  eternal  life 
"  given  to  him,  for  the  obedience  of  Christ  imputed  to  him,  as  it  is  sure  that 
"  Christ  was  condemned  and  put  to  death  for  the  sins  of  the  redeemed  im- 
"  puted  to  him : 

"  JJut  I  (may  the  weak  believer  say)  upon  the  loving  request  of  God  and 
"  Christ,  made  tu  me  by  the  mouth  of  his  niinisters,  have  embraced  the  offer 
"  of  perpetual  reconciliation  through  Cluist,  and  do  purpose,  by  God's  grace, 
"  as  a  reconciled  person,  to  strive  against  sin,  and  to  serve  God  to  my  power 
**  constantly : 

**  Therefore  I  may  be  as  sure  to  have  righteousness  and  eternal  life  given 
'  to  me,  for  the  obedience  of  Christ  imputed  to  me,  as  it  is  sure  that  Christ 
**  was  condemned  and  put  to  death  for  the  sins  of  the  redeemed  imputed  t^ 
*  uiiii." 
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The  third  Warrant  and  special  Motive  to  believe  in  Christ,  is  the  strait  and 
awfvl  command  of  God,  charging  all  the  hearers  of  the  gospel  to  apnro:ich 
to  Christ  in  the  order  set  down  by  him,  and  to  believe  in  him ;  holden 
forth,  1  John  iii.  23. 

This  is  his  commandm,ent,  That  we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  Ids  Son  Jesua 
Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  gave  lis  commandment. 

Wherein  the  apostle  giveth  ns  to  understand  these  five  doctrines : 

1.  That  if  any  man  shall  not  be  taken  with  the  sweet  invitation  of  (Jod, 
nor  with  the  humble  and  loving  request  of  God,  made  to  him  to  be  recon- 
ciled, he  shaU  find  he  hath  to  do  with  the  sovereign  authority  of  the  highest 
Majesty;  for  "this  is  his  commandment,  that  we  believe  in  him,"  saith  he. 

2.  That  if  any  man  look  upou  this  commandment  as  he  hath  looked  hereto- 
fore upon  the  neglected  commandments  of  the  law,  he  must  consider  that  this 
is  a  command  oi'  the  gospel,  posterior  to  the  law,  given  for  making  use  of  the 
remedy  of  aU  sins;  which,  if  it  be  disobeyed,  there  is  no  other  command  to 
follow  but  this,  "  Go,  ye  cursed,  into  the  everlasting  fire  of  hell;''  for  "this 
"  is  his  commandment ; "  the  obedience  of  which  is  most  pleasant  in  his  sight, 
Ver.  22.  and  without  which  it  is  impossible  to  please  him,  Heb.  xL  6. 

3.  That  every  one  who  heareth  the  gospel,  must  make  conscience  of  the 
duty  of  lively  faith  in  Christ ;  the  weak  believer  must  not  think  it  presump- 
tion to  do  what  is  commanded;  the  person  inclined  to  desperation  must  take 
up  himself,  and  think  upon  obedience  unto  this  sweet  ana  saving  command: 
the  strong  believer  must  dip  yet  more  in  the  sense  of  his  need  he  hath  oi 
Jesus  Christ,  and  more  and  more  grow  in  the  obedience  of  this  command; 
yea,  the  most  impenitent,  profane,  and  wicked  person  must  not  thrust  out 
himself,  or  be  thrust  out  by  others,  from  orderly  aiming  at  this  duty,  how 
desperate  soever  his  condition  seem  to  be;  for  he  that  commands  all  men  to 
beheve  in  Christ,  doth  thereby  command  all  men  to  believe  that  they  are 
damned  and  lost  without  Christ :  he  thereby  commands  all  men  to  acluiow- 
ledge  their  sins,  and  their  need  of  Christ,  and  in  effect  commands  all  men  to 
repent,  that  they  may  believe  in  him.  And  whosoever  do  refuse  to  repent  of 
their  bygone  sins,  are  guilty  of  disobedience  to  this  command  given  to  all 
hearers,  but  especially  to  those  that  are  within  the  visible  church :  for  "  this 
"  is  his  commandment,  that  we  should  believe  on  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesua 
•'  Christ,"  saith  he.  ^ 

4.  That  he  who  obeyeth  this  commandment  hath  built  his  salvation  on  a 
solid  ground:  for,  \st,  He  hath  found  the  promised  Messiah,  completely  fur- 
nished with  all  perfections  unto  the  perfect  execution  of  the  oflBces  of  Prophet, 
Priest,  and  King;  for  he  is  thiat  Christ  in  whom  the  man  doth  believe.  2d. 
He  hath  embraced  a  Saviour,  who  is  able  to  save  to  the  uttermost,  yea,  and 
who  doth  effectually  save  every  one  that  cometh  to  God  through  him ;  for  he 
is  Jesus,  the  true  Saviour  of  his  people  from  their  sins.  Zd,  He  that  obeyeth 
this  command  hath  built  his  salvation  on  the  Rock,  that  is.  on  the  Son  of  God, 
to  whom  it  is  no  robbery  to  be  called  equal  to  the  Father,  and  who  is  worthy 
to  be  the  object  of  saving  faith,  and  of  spiritual  worship :  for  "  this  is  his  com- 
•'  mand,  (saith  he)  that  we  believe  in  the  name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ." 

5.  That  he  who  hath  believed  on  Jesus  Christ,  though  he  be  freed  from  the 
curse  of  the  law,  is  not  freed  from  the  command  and  obedience  of  the  law, 
but  tied  thereunto  by  a  new  obligation,  and  a  new  command  from  Christ ; 
which  new  command  from  Christ  importeth  help  to  obey  the  command :  unto 
which  command  from  Christ,  the  Father  addeth  his  authority  and  command 
also;  for  "this  is  his  commandment,  (saith  John,)  that  we  believe  on  the 
^^  name  of  liis  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  hath  commanded 
•  ^■•"  1-1^®  ^^^*  P^^*  ^^  which  command,  enjoining  belief  in  him,  necessarily 
implieth  love  to  God,  and  so  obedience  to  the  first  table;  for  believing  in  God, 
and  lovmg  God,  are  inseparable;  and  the  second  part  of  the  command  en- 
jometh  love  to  our  neighbour,  (especially  to  the  household  of  fiuth,)  and  so 
obedience  to  the  second  table  of  the  law. 

Hence  may  a  weak  believer  strengthen  himself,  by  reasoning  from  this 
gi'ound  after  this  manner ; 
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"  Whosoever,  iu  the  sense  of  his  own  sinfulness,  and  fear  of  God's  wrath, 
"  at  the  command  of  Grod,  is  fled  to  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  remedy  of  sin  and 
"  misery,  and  hath  engaged  his  heart  to  the  obedience  of  the  law  of  love,  his 
"  faith  is  not  presumptuous  or  dead,  but  true  and  saving  faith : 

*'  But  I,  (may  the  weak  believer  say,)  in  the  sense  of  my  own  sinfulness, 
*'  and  fear  of  (rod's  wrath,  am  fled  to  Jesus  Christ,  the  only  remedy  of  sin 
"  and  misery,  and  have  engaged  my  heart  to  the  obedience  of  the  law  of  love : 

"  Therefore  my  faith  is  not  a  presumptuous  and  dead  faith,  but  true  and 
"  saving  faith." 

The  fourth  Warrant  and  special  Motive  to  believe  in  Christ,  is  much  assur- 
ance of  life  given,  in  case  men  shall  obey  the  command  of  believing;  and  a 
fearful  cert^cation  of  destruction,  in  case  they  obey  not;  holden  forth, 
John  iii.  36. 
The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things  into  his  hand.    Ver.  36. 

He  tliat  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life:  and  he  that  helieveth  not  the  Son 

shall  not  see  life ;  hut  the  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him. 

Wherein  are  holden  forth  to  us  these  five  following  doctrines : 

1.  That  the  Father  is  well  satisfied  with  the  undertakings  of  the  Son, 
entered  Redeemer  and  Surety,  to  pay  the  ransom  of  believers,  and  to  perfect 
them  in  holiness  and  salvation:  "The  Father  loveth  the  Son,"  saith  he;  viz. 
as  be  standeth  Mediator  in  our  name,  undertaking  to  perfect  our  redemption 
in  all  points :  The  Father  loveth  him,  that  is,  doth  heartily  accept  his  ofter  to 
do  the  work,  and  is  well  pleased  with  him :  his  soul  delighteth  in  him,  and 
resteth  upon  him,  and  maketh  him,  in  this  his  office,  the  "  receptacle  of  love, 
"  and  grace,  and  good  will,"  to  be  conveyed  by  him  to  believers  in  him. 

2.  That,  for  fulfilling  of  the  covenant  of  redemption,  the  Father  hath  given 
to  the  Son  (as  he  standeth  in  the  capacity  of  the  Mediator,  or  as  he  is  God 
incarnate,  the  Word  made  flesh)  all  authority  in  heaven  and  earth,  all  fur  • 
niture  of  the  riches  of  grace,  and  of  spirit  and  life,  with  all  power  and  ability, 
W^hich  the  union  of  the  divine  nature  with  the  human,  or  which  the  fulness 
of  the  Godhead  dwelling  substantially  in  his  human  nature,  or  which  the 
indivisible  all-sufficiency  and  omnipotency  of  the  inseparable,  every  where 
present  Trinity  doth  import,  or  the  work  of  redemption  can  require :  "  The 
^'  Father  (saith  he)  hath  given  aU  things  into  the  Son's  hand,  to  wit,  for 
accomplishing  his  work. 

3.  Great  assurance  of  life  is  holden  forth  to  all  who  shall  heartily  receive 
Christ,  and  the  ofler  of  the  covenant  of  grace  and  reconciliation  through  him : 
"  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  (saith  he)  hath  everlasting  life; "  for  it  is  made 
fast  unto  him,  1st,  In  God's  purpose  and  irrevocable  decree,  as  the  believer  is 
a  man  elected  to  life.  2c?,  By  effectual  calling  of  him  unto  life  by  God,  who, 
as  he  is  faithful,  so  will  he  do  it.  3c?,  By  promise  and  everlasting  covenant, 
sworn  by  God,  to  give  the  believer  strong  consolation  in  life  and  death,  upon 
immutable  grounds.  4th,  By  a  pawn  and  infeftment  under  the  great  seal  of 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper,  so  oft  as  the  believer  shall  come  to  receive 
the  symbols  and  pledges  of  life.  5th,  In  Christ  the  fountain  and  head  of  life, 
who  is  entered  in  possession,  as  attorney  for  believers;  in  whom  our  life  is  so 
laid  up,  that  it  cannot  be  taken  away,  dth,  By  begun  possession  of  spiritual 
life  and  regeneration,  and  a  kingdom  consisting  in  righteousness,  peace,  and 
joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  erected  within  the  believer,  as  earnest  of  the  full  pos- 
session of  everlasting  life. 

4.  A  fearful  certification  is  ^ven,  if  a  man  receive  not  the  doctrine  con- 
cerning righteousness  and  et^paal  life  to  be  had  by  Jesus  Christ :  "  He  that 
"  believeth  not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life,"  that  is,  not  so  much  as  understand 
what  it  meaneth. 

5.  He  further  certifieth,  that  if  a  maai  receive  not  the  doctrine  of  the  Son 
of  God,  he  shall  be  burdened  twice  with  the  wrath  of  God ;  once,  as  a  born 
rebel  by  nature,  he  shall  bear  the  curse  of  the  law,  or  the  covenant  of  works; 
and  next,  he  shall  endure  a  greater  condemnation,  in  respect  that  light  being 
come  into  the  world,  and  oficrod  to  him,  he  hath  rejected  it,  and  loveth 
darkness  rather  than  liij'ht :  and  this  double  wrath  shall  be  fasteueU  wad 
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fixed  immovably  upon  him,  so  long  as  lie  remaineth  in  the  condition  of  mis- 
belief:  "  The  wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him,"  saith  he. 

Hence  may  the  weak  believer  strengthen  his  faith,  by  reasoning  from  this 
ground  after  this  manner : 

"  Whosoever  believeth  the  doctrine  delivered  by  the  Son  of  God,  and  find- 
'*  eth  himself  partly  drawn  powerfully  to  believe  in  him,  by  the  sight  of  life 
"  in  him,  and  partly  driven,  by  the  fear  of  God's  wrath,  to  adhere  unto  him, 
"  may  be  sure  of  riglit  and  interest  to  life  eternal  through  him  : 

"  But  sinful  and  unworthy  I  (may  the  weak  believer  say)  do  believe  the 
"  doctrine  delivered  by  the  Son  of  God,  and  do  feel  myself  partly  drawn 
"  powerfully  to  believe  in  him,  by  the  sight  of  life  in  him,  and  partly  driven, 
"  by  the  fear  of  God's  wrath,  to  adliere  unto  him  : 

"  Therefore  I  may  be  sure  of  my  right  and  interest  unto  eternal  life 
"  tlu'ough  him." 


THE  EVIDENCES  OF  TRUE  FAITH. 

SO  much  for  the  laying  the  grounds  of  faith,  and  warrants  to  believe. 
Now,  for  evidencing  of  true  faith  by  fruits,  these  four  things  are  re- 
quisite: 1.  That  the  believer  be  soundly  convinced,  in  his  judgment,  of  hi3 
obligation  to  keep  the  whole  moral  law,  all  the  days  of  liis  life ;  and  tliat  not 
the  less,  but  so  much  the  more,  as  he  is  delivered  by  Christ  from  the  covenant 
of  works,  and  curse  of  the  law.  2.  That  he  endeavour  to  grow  in  the  exercise 
and  daily  practice  of  godliness  and  righteousness.  3.  That  the  course  of  liis 
new  obedience  run  in  the  right  channel,  that  is  through  faith  in  Christ,  and 
through  a  good  conscience,  to  all  the  duties  of  love  towards  God  and  man. 
4,  That  he  keep  strait  communion  with  the  fountain  Christ  Jesus,  from 
whom  grace  must  nin  along,  for  f ui'nishing  of  good  fruits. 

For  the  first,  viz.  To  convince  the  believer,  in  his  judgment,  of  his  obligation 
to  keep  the  moral  law,  among  many  passages,  take  Matt.  v.  IC. 
Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,  that  tJiey  may  see  your  good  works,  and 
glorify  your  lather  which  is  in  heaven.     Yaw  17.  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to 
destroy  ilie  law  or  the  prophets:  I  am  not  come  to  destroy,  hut  to  fulfil.    Ver.  18. 
For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  sliall 
in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.     Ver.  19.  Whosoever  therefore 
shall  break  om  of  these  least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  sludl-  be 
called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  Jieaven:  but  whosoever  shaU  do  and  teach  tliem, 
tlie  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kinadom  of  heaven.     Ver.  20.  For  I  say  unto 
you.  That  except  your  righteousness  shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of  tlie  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  kingdom  ofJieavcn. 
Wherein  our  Loid, 

1.  Giveth  commandment  to  believers,  justified  by  faith,  to  give  evidence 
of  the  grace  of  God  in  them  before  men,  by  doing  good  woi'ks :  "  Let  your 
"  light  so  shine  before  men,  (saith  ho,)  that  they  may  see  your  good  works." 

2.  He  induceth  them  so  to  do,  by  shewing,  that  albeit  they  be  not  justified 
by  works,  yet  spectators  of  their  good  works  may  be  converted  or  edified ; 
and  so  glory  may  redound  to  God  by  their  good  works,  when  the  witnesses 
thereof  "  shall  glorify  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven." 

3.  He  gives  them  no  other  rule  for  their  new  obedience  than  the  moral  law, 
set  down  and  explicated  by  Moses  and  the  BMjphets :  "  Think  not  (saith  he) 
"  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law  or  the  prejliets." 

4.  He  gives  them  to  imderstandj  that  the  doctrine  of  gi*ace,  and  freedom 
from  the  curse  of  the  law  by  faith  m  him,  is  readily  mistaken  by  men's  cor- 
rupt judgments,  as  if  it  did  loose  or  slacken  the  obligation  of  believers  to 
obey  the  commands,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  law ;  and  that 
this  error  is  indeed  a  destroying  of  the  law  and  of  the  prophets,  which  he 
will  in  no  case  ever  endure  in  any  of  his  disciples,  it  is  so  contrary  to  the 
end  of  his  coming,  which  is  first  to  sanctify,  and  tlien  to  save  believers: 
"  Think  not  (saith  he)  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the  law  or  the  propheta." 
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5.  He  tcacheth,  that  the  end  of  the  gospel  and  covenant  of  grace  is  to  pro- 
cure men's  obedience  unto  the  moral  law:  **I  am  come  (saith  he)  to  fulfil 
"  the  law  and  the  prophets." 

6.  That  the  obligation  of  the  moral  law,  in  all  points,  unto  all  holy  duties, 
is  perpetual,  and  shall  stand  to  the  world's  end,  that  is,  "  till  heaven  and 
"  earth  pass  away." 

7.  That  as  God  hath  had  a  care  of  the  scriptures  from  the  beginning,  so 
shall  he  have  a  care  of  them  still  to  the  world's  end,  that  there  shall  not 
one  jot  or  one  tittle  of  the  substance  thereof  be  taken  away ;  so  saith  the 
text,  Ver.  18. 

8.  That  as  the  breaking  of  the  moral  law,  and  defending  the  transgressions 
tliereof  to  be  no  sin,  doth  exclude  men  both  from  heaven,  and  justly  also 
from  the  fellowship  of  the  true  kirk ;  so  the  obedience  of  the  law,  and  teach- 
ing  others  to  do  the  same,  by  example,  counsel,  and  doctrine,  according  to 
every  man's  calling,  proveth  a  man  to  be  a  true  believer,  and  in  great  esti- 
mation with  God,  and  worthy  to  be  much  esteemed  of  by  the  true  church, 
Ver.  19. 

^  9.  That  the  righteousness  of  every  true  Cliristian  must  bo  more  than  the 
righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees ;  for  the  saribes  and  Pharisees, 
albeit  they  took  great  pains  to  discharge  sundry  duties  of  the  law,  yet  they 
cutted  short  the  exposition  thereof,  that  it  might  the  less  condemn  their 
practice ;  the^  studied  the  outward  part  of  the  duty,  but  neglected  the  in- 
ward and  spiritual  part ;  they  discharged  some  meaner  duties  carefully,  but 
neglected  judgment,  mercy,  and  the  love  of  God :  in  a  worc^  they  went  about 
to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  and  rejected  the  righteousness  of  God 
by  faith  in  Jesus.  But  a  true  Christian  must  have  more  than  all  this ;  he 
must  acknowledge  the  full  extent  of  the  spiritual  meaning  of  the  law,  and 
have  a  respect  to  all  the  commandments,  and  labour  to  cleanse  himself  from 
all  filthiness  of  flesh  and  spirit,  and  "  not  lay  weight  upon  what  service  he 
*'  hath  done,  or  shall  do,"  but  clothe  himself  with  the  imputed  righteousness 
of  Christ,  which  only  can  hide  his  nakedness,  or  else  he  cannot  be  saved ;  so 
saith  the  text,  "  Except  your  righteousness,"  &c. 

The  second  thing  requisite  to  evidence  true  faith  is,  that  the  believer  endea- 
vour to  put  the  mles  of  godliness  and  righteousness  in  practice,  and  to 
grow  in  the  daily  exercise  thereof;  holden  forth,  2  Pet.  i.  5. 
And  besides  this,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to  your  faith,  virtue;  and  to  virtue, 
kno^vledge;  Ver.  6.  And  to  knowledge,  temperance  ;  and  to  temperance,  patience; 
and  to  patience,  godliness;  Ver.  7.  And  to  godliness,  brotherly -Mndness;  and  to 
brotherlg-kindness,  charity.    Ver.  8.  For  if  these  things  be  in  you,  and  abound, 
they  make  you  that  ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  , 

Wherein,  1.  The  apostle  teacheth  believers,  for  evidencing  of  precious  faith 
in  themselves,  to  endeavour  to  add  to  their  faith  seven  other  sister  graces. 
The  first  is  Virtue,  or  the  active  exercise  and  practice  of  all  moral  duties, 
that  so  faith  may  not  be  idle,  but  put  forth  itself  in  work.  The  second  is 
Knowledge,  which  serves  to  furnish  faith  with  information  of  the  truth  to 
be  believed,  and  to  furnish  virtue  with  direction  what  duties  are  to  be  done, 
and  how  to  go  about  them  prudently.  The  third  is  Temperance,  which 
servetli  to  moderate  the  use  of  all  pleasant  things,  that  a  man  be  not  clogged 
therewith,  nor  made  unfit  for  any  duty  whereto  lie  is  called.  The  fourtli  is 
Patience,  which  servcth  to  moderate  a  man's  afiections,  when  he  nieeteth 
with  any  difficulty  or  unpleasjint  thing ;  that  he  neither  weary  for  pains  re- 
quired in  well-doing,  nor  faint  when  the  Lord  chastiseth  him,  nor  murmur 
when  he  crosseth  lum.  The  fifth  is  Godliness,  which  may  keep  him  up  in 
all  the  exercises  of  religion,  inward  and  outward ;  whereby  he  may  be  fur- 
nished from  God  for  all  other  duties  wluch  he  hath  to  do.  The  sixth  is 
IJrotherly-kindness,  which  keepeth  estimation  of,  and  affection  to,  all  tiie 
household  of  faith,  and  to  the  imago  of  God  in  every  one  wheresoever  it  is 
Been.  The  seventh  is  Love,  which  keepeth  the  heart  in  readiness  to  do  good 
to  all  men,  whatsoever  they  be,  upon  all  occasions  which  God  shall  offer. 
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2.  Albeit  it  be  true,  that  there  is  much  corruption  and  infirmity  in  the 
godly ;  yet  the  apostle  will  have  men  uprightly  endeavouring,  and  doing 
their  best,  as  they  are  able,  to  join  all  these  ^aces  one  to  another,  and  to 
grow  in  the  measure  of  exercising  them :  "  Giving  all  diligence,  (saith  he,) 
♦'  add  to  your  faith,"  ^c. 

3.  He  assureth  all  professed  believers,  that  as  they  shall  profit  in  the  obe- 
dience of  this  direction,  so  they  shall  profitably  prove  the  soundness  of  their 
own  faith;  and,  if  they  want  these  graces,  that  they  shall  be  found  blind 
deceivers  of  themselves,  Ver.  9. 

The  third  thing  requisite  to  evidence  true  faith  is^  that  obedience  to  the  law 
run  in  the  right  channel,  that  is,  through  faith  in  Christ,  ^c.  holden  forth, 
1  Tim.  L  5. 
Ifow,  the  end  of  the  commandment  is  love,  <mt  of  a  pure  heart,  and  of  a  good 

conscience,  and  of  faith  unfeigned. 

Wherein  the  apostle  tcacheth  these  seven  doctrines : 

1.  That  the  obedience  of  the  law  must  flow  from  love,  and  love  from  a  pure 
heart,  and  a  pure  heart  from  a  good  conscience,  and  a  good  conscience  from 
faith  unfeigned :  this  he  makes  the  only  right  channel  of  good  works:  "  The 
"  end  of  the  law  is  love,"  ^c. 

2.  That  the  end  of  the  law  is  not,  that  men  may  be  justified  by  their  obe- 
dience of  it,  as  the  Jewish  doctors  did  falsely  teach ;  for  it  is  impossible  that 
sinners  can  be  justified  by  the  law,  who,  for  eveiy  transgression,  are  con- 
demned by  the  law :  "  For  the  end  of  the  law  is  (not  such  as  the  Jewish  doc- 
"  tors  taught,  but)  love,  out  of  a  pure  heart,"  ^c. 

3.  That  the  true  end  of  the  law,  preached  imto  the  people,  is,  that  they, 
by  the  law,  being  made  to  see  their  deserved  condemnation,  should  flee  to 
Christ  unfeignedly,  to  be  justified  by  fuith  in  him ;  so  saith  the  text,  while 
it  maketh  love  to  flow  through  faith  in  Christ. 

4.  That  no  man  can  set  himself  in  love  to  obey  the  law,  excepting  as  far 
as  his  conscience  is  quieted  by  faith,  or  is  seeking  t-o  be  quieted  in  Christ ; 
for  "  the  end  of  the  law  is  love,  out  of  a  good  conscience,  and  faith  un- 
"  feigned." 

5.  That  feigned  faith  goeth  to  Christ  without  reckoning  with  the  law,  and 
so  wants  an  errand ;  but  unfeigned  faith  reckoneth  with  the  law,  and  ia 
forced  to  flee  for  refuge  unto  Christ,  as  the  end  of  the  law  for  righteousness, 
80  often  as  it  finds  itself  guilty  for  breaking  of  the  law :  "  For  the  end  of  the 
*'  law  is  faith  unfeigned." 

6.  That  the  fruits  of  love  may  come  forth  in  act  particularly,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  heart  be  brought  to  the  hatred  of  all  sm  and  uncleanness,  and 
to  a  stedfast  purpose  to  follow  all  holiness  universally  :  "  For  the  end  of  the 
law  is  love,  out  of  a  pure  heart." 

7.  That  unfeigned  faith  is  able  to  make  the  conscience  good,  and  the  heart 
pure,  and  the  man  lovingly  obedient  to  the  law ;  for  when  Christ's  blood  is 
seen  by  faith  to  quiet  justice,  then  the  conscience  becometh  quiet  also,  and 
win  not  suffer  the  heart  to  entertain  the  love  of  sin,  but  sets  the  man  on 
work  to  fear  God  for  his  mercy,  and  to  obey  all  his  commandments,  out  of 
love  to  God,  for  his  free  gift  of  justification,  by  grace  bestowed  on  him :  "  For 
"  this  is  the  end  of  the  law  indeed,"  whereby  it  obtaineth  of  a  man  more 
obedience  than  any  other  way. 

The  fourth  thing  requisite  to  evidence  true  faith  is,  the  keeping  strait  com- 
mumon  with  Christ,  the  fountain  of  all  graces,  and  of  all  good  works ; 
holden  forth,  John  xv.  5. 

I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches:  he  that  ahideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him,  the 
same  Onngeth  forth  miich  fruit ;  for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing. 

Wherein  Christ,  in  a  similitude  from  a  vine-tree,  teachcth  us, 
1,  Ihat  by  nature  we  are  wild  barren  briei-s,  till  we  be  changed  by  coming 
UJito  Chnst ;  and  that  Christ  is  that  noble  vine-tree,  having  all  life  and  sap 
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of  grace  in  himself,  and  able  to  change  the  natm'e  of  every  one  that  cometh 
to  him.  and  to  communicate  spirit  and  life  to  as  many  as  shall  believe  in 
him :     I  am  the  vine,  (saith  he,)  and  ye  are  the  branches." 

2.  That  Christ  loveth  to  have  believers  so  united  unto  him,  as  that  they 
be  not  separated  at  any  time  by  unbelief:  and  that  there  may  be  a  mutual 
inhabitation  of  them  in  him,  by  faith  and  love ;  and  of  him  in  them,  by  his 
word  and  Spirit ;  for  he  joineth  these  together,  "  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  I  in 
you,"  as  things  inseparable. 

3.  That  except  a  man  be  ingrafted  into  Christ,  and  united  to  him  by  faith, 
he  cannot  do  any  the  least  good  works  of  his  own  strength ;  yea,  except  in  as 
far  as  a  man  doth  draw  spirit  and  life  from  Christ  by  faith,  the  work  which 
he  doth  is  naughty  and  null  in  point  of  goodness  in  uod's  estimation :  "  For 
**  without  me  (saith  he)  ye  can  do  nothing." 

4.  That  this  mutual  inhabitation  is  the  fountain  and  infallible  cause  of 
constant  continuing  and  abounding  in  well-doing :  For  "  he  that  abideth  in 
"  me,  and  I  in  him,  (saith  he,)  the  same  beareth  much  fruit."  Now,  as  our 
abiding  in  Christ  presupposeth  three  things ;  1st,  That  we  have  heard  the 
joyful  sound  of  the  gospel,  making  offer  of  Christ  to  us,  who  are  lost  sinners 
by  the  law ;  2c?,  That  we  have  heartily  embraced  the  gracious  offer  of  Christ ; 
3^,  That  by  receiving  of  him  we  are  become  the  sons  of  God,  John  i.  12.  and 
are  incorporated  into  his  mystical  body,  that  he  may  dwell  in  us,  as  his 
temple,  and  we  dwell  in  him,  as  in  the  residence  of  righteousness  and  life : 
BO  our  abiding  in  Christ  importeth  other  three  things,  (1.)  An  employing  of 
Christ  in  all  our  addresses  to  God,  and  in  all  our  undertakings  of  whatsoever 
piece  of  service  to  him.  (2.)_  A  contentedness  with  his  sufficiency,  without 
going  out  from  him  to  seek  righteousness,  or  life,  or  furniture  in  any  case,  in 

'our  own  or  any  of  the  creature's  worthiness.  (3.)  A  fixedness  in  our  be- 
lieving in  him,  a  fixedness  in  our  employing  and  making  use  of  him,  and  a 
fixedness  in  our  contentment  in  him,  and  adhering  to  him,  so  that  no  allure- 
ment, no  temptation  of  Satan  or  the  world,  no  terror  nor  trouble,  may  be 
able  to  drive  our  spirits  from  firm  adherence  to  him,  or  from  the  constant 
avowing  of  his  truth,  and  obeying  his  commands,  who  hath  loved  us,  and 
given  himself  for  us ;  and  in  whom  not  only  our  life  is  laid  up,  but  also  the 
fulness  of  the  Godhead  dwelleth  bodily,  by  reason  of  the  substantial  and 
personal  union  of  the  divine  and  human  nature  in  him. 

Hence  let  every  watchful  believer,  for  strengthening  himself  in  faith  and 
obedience,  reason  after  this  manner : 

"  Whosoever  doth  daily  employ  Christ  Jesus  for  cleansing  his  conscience 
"  and  affections  from  the  g^uiltiness  and  filthiness  of  sins  against  the  law, 
"  and  for  enabling  Mm  to  give  obedience  to  the  law  in  love,  he  hath  the  evi- 
"  dence  of  true  faith  in  himself : 

"  But  I  (may  every  watchful  believer  say)  do  daily  employ  Jesus  Christ 
*'  for  cleansing  my  conscience  and  affections  from  the  guiltiness  and  filthiness 
"  of  sins  against  the  law,  and  for  enabling  of  me  to  give  obedience  to  the  law 
"  in  love : 

"  Therefore  I  have  the  evidence  of  true  faith  in  myself." 

And  hence  also  let  the  sleepy  and  sluggish  believer  reason,  for  his  own 
upstirring,  thus : 

"  Whatsoever  is  necessary  for  giving  evidence  of  true  faith,  I  study  to  do 
"  it,  except  I  would  deceive  myself  and  perish : 

"  But  to  employ  Christ  Jesus  daily  for  cleansing  of  my  conscience  and 
"  affections  from  the  guiltiness  and  filthiness  of  sins  against  the  laWj  and  for 
"  enabling  me  to  give  obedience  to  the  law  in  love,  is  necessary  for  evidencing 
"  of  true  faith  in  me : 

"  Therefore  this  I  must  study  to  do,  except  I  would  deceive  myself  and 
"  perish." 

And,  lastli/,  Seeing  Christ  himself  hath  pointed  this  forth,  as  an  undoubted 
evidence  of  a  man  elected  of  (irod  iinto  life,  and  given  to  Jesus  Christ  to  be 
redeemed,  '*  if  he  come  unto  him,"  that  is,  close  covenant,  and  keep  commu- 
nion with  him,  as  he  teacheth  us,  John  vi.  37.  saying,  "  All  that  the  Father 
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"  hath  given  me  shall  come  to  me ;  and  him  that  cometh  to  rac  I  will  in  no 
"  wise  cast  out ;"  let  every  person,  who  doth  not  in  earnest  make  use  of  Christ 
for  remission  of  sin,  and  amendment  of  life,  reason  hence,  and  from  the 
whole  premises,  after  this  manner,  that  his  conscience  may  be  awakened  : 

"  Whosoever  is  neither  by  the  law,  nor  by  the  gospel,  so  conviuceil  of  sin, 
"  righteousness,  and  judgment,  as  to  mako  him  come  to  Christ,  and  employ 
"him  daily  for  remission  of  sin,  and  amendment  of  life;  he  wantctli  not 
"  only  all  evidence  of  saving  faith,  but  also  all  appearance  of  his  election,  so 
"  long  as  he  remaineth  in  this  condition : 

"  But  I  (may  every  impenitent  person  say)  am  neither  by  the  law  nor 
"  gospel  so  convinced  of  sin,  righteousness,  and  judgment,  as  to  make  me 
"  come  to  Christ,  and  employ  him  daily  for  remission  of  sin,  and  amendment 
"of  life: 

"  Therefore  I  want  not  only  all  evidence  of  saving  faith,  but  also  all  ap- 
"  pearanc6  of  my  election,  so  loxig  as  I  remain  in  tliis  condition."

ACT  ordaining,  by  Ecdtsioitical  Authority,  the  Subscription  of  the  CONKSSIOH  0?  Faitb 
AND  (CovENADT,  With  the  ASSEMBLY'S  Declaration. 

THE  General  Assembly  considering  the  great  happiness  which  may  flow  from  a  full  and 
perfect  union  of  this  kirk  and  kingdom,  by  joining  of  all  in  one  and  the  same  Cove- 
nant with  God,  with  the  King's  Majesty,  and  amongst  ourselves;  having,  by  our  great 
oath,  declared  the  uprightness  and  loyalty  of  our  intentions  in  all  oar  proceedings;  and 
having  withal  supplicated  his  Miijesty's  high  Commissioner,  and  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's 
honourable  Privy  Council,  to  enjoin,  by  act  of  council,  all  the  lieges  in  time  coming  to 
subscribe  the  Confession  of  Faith  and  Covenant ;  which,  as  a  testimony  of  our  fidelity  to 
God,  and  loyalty  to  our  King,  we  have  subscribed :  And  seeing  his  Majesty's  high  Com- 
missioner,  and  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's  honourable  Privy  Council,  have  granted  the 
desire  of  our  supplication,  ordaining,  by  civil  authority,  all  his  Majesty's  lieges,  in  time 
coming,  to  subscribe  the  foresaid  Covenant :  that  our  union  may  be  tne  more  full  and 
perfect,  we,  by  our  act  and  constitution  ecclesiastical,  do  approve  tne  foresaid  Covenant  in 
all  the  heads  and  clauses  thereof ;  and  ordain  of  new,  under  all  ecclesiastical  censure,  1'hat 
all  the  masters  of  universities,  colleges,  and  schools,  all  scholars  at  the  passing  of  their 
degrees,  all  persons  suspected  of  Papistry,  or  a,nj  other  error ;  and  finally,  all  the  members 
of  this  kirk  and  kingdom,  subscribe  the  same,  with  these  words  prefixed  to  their  suliscrip- 
tion,  "The  Article  of  this  Covenant,  which  was  at  the  first  subscription  referred  to  the 
determination  of  the  General  Assembly,  being  determined ;  and  thereby  the  five  articles  of 
Perth,  the  government  of  the  kirk  by  oishops,  the  civil  places  and  power  of  kirkmen,  upon 
the  reasons  and  grounds  contained  in  the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  declared  to  be 
unlawful  within  this  kirk  ;  we  subscribe  according  to  the  determination  foresaid."  And 
ordain  the  Covenant,  with  this  declaration,  to  be  insert  in  the  registers  of  the  Aj-semblies 
of  this  kirk,  general,  provincial,  and  presbyterial,  adperpetuam  rei  memoriam.  And  in 
all  humility  supplicate  his  Majesty's  high  Commissioner,  and  the  honourable  estates  of 
Parliament,  by  their  authority,  to  ratify  and  enjoin  the  same,  under  all  civil  pains;  which 
will  tend  to  the  glorr  of  God,  preservation  of  religion,  tbt  King's  M^jeatj's  honour,  and 
perfect  peace  of  this  kirk  and  kingdom.

ACT  anent  (he  Eatijtcation  of  the  Covbnakt,  and  of  the  AiiemHift  Supplicatiofi,  Act  of 
Qfandt,  ana  Act  ofAstanbly  concerning  the  Covenant. 

At  Edinburgh,  Jnne  11, 1640. 

THE  Estates  of  Parliament,  presently  convened  by  his  Majestys  special  authorltr,  con- 
sidering the  supplication  of  the  General  Assembly  at  Edinburgn,  the  12th  of  August 
1639,  to  his  Majesty's  high  Commissioner,  and  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's  honourable  Privy 
Council ;  and  the  act  of  council  of  the  30th  of  August  1639,  containing  the  answer  of  the 
said  supplication ;  and  the  act  of  the  said  General  Assembly,  ordaining,  by  their  ecclesi- 
astical constitution,  the  subscription  of  the  Confession  of  Faitli  and  Covenant  mentioned 
in  their  supplication  :  and  w-ithal,  having  supplicated  his  Majesty  to  ratify  and  enjoin  the 
same  bv  his  royal  authority,  under  all  civil  pains,  as  tending  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  pre- 
servation of  religion,  the  King's  Majesty's  honour,  and  the  perfect  peace  of  this  kirk  and 
kingdom ;  do  ratify  and  approve  the  said  supplication,  act  of  council,  and  act  of  Assembly; 
and,  conform  thereto,  oruain  and  command  the  said  Confession  and  Covenant  to  be  sub- 
scribed by  all  his  Majesty's  subjects  of  what  rank  and  quality  soever,  under  all  civil  pains ; 
and  ordain  the  said  supplication,  act  of  Council,  and  act  of  the  Assembly,  with  the  whole 
Confession  and  Covenant  itself,  to  be  insert  and  registrate  in  the  acts  and  books  of  Parlia- 
ment;  and  also  ordain  the  samen  to  be  presented  at  the  entry  of  every  parliament,  and, 
before  they  proceed  to  any  other  act,  that  the  same  be  publicicly  read,  and  s^\om  by  the 
Avliole  members  of  parliament  claiming  voice  therein  ;  otherwise  the  refusers  to  subscribe 
and  swear  the  same  shall  have  no  place  nor  voice  in  parliament :  And  sicklike,  onlain  all 
judges,  magistrates,  or  other  oflicers,  of  whatsoever  place,  rank,  or  quality,  and  ministers 
at  their  entry,  to  swear  and  subscribe  the  samen  Covenant,  whereof  the  tenor  foUow.s.

THE  CONFESSION  OF  FAITH: 

Bubscrlbed  at  Cfst  by  the  King's  Majesty,  and  his  Household,  in  the  Ye.lr  1580 ;  there- 
after by  persons  of  all  ranks  in  the  year  1581,  by  ordinance  of  the  Lords  of  secret  coun- 
cil, and  acts  of  the  General  Assembly ;  subscribed  aj^ain  by  all  sorts  of  persons  in  the 
year  1590,  by  a  new  ordinance  of  council,  at  the  desire  of  the  General  Assembly:  witii 
a  general  bond  for  the  maintaining  of  the  true  Christian  religion,  and  the  King's  per- 
son; and,  together  with  a  resolution  and  promise,  for  the  causes  after  expressed,  to 
maintain  the  true  religion,  and  the  King's  Majesty,  according  to  the  foresaid  Confession 
and  acts  of  Parliament,  subscribed  by  Barons,  Nobles,  Gentlemen,  Burgesses,  Ministers, 
and  Commons,  in  the  year  1638 :  appro ven  by  the  General  Assembly  1638  and  1639 ;  and 
subscribed  again  by  persons  of  all  ranks  and  qualities  in  the  year  1639,  by  an  ordinance 
of  council,  upon  the  supplication  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, ratified  by  an  act  of  Parliament  1640;  and  subscribed  by  King  Cliarles  II.  at 
tSpey,  June  23. 1650,  and  Scoon,  January  1. 1651. 

TI/'E  all  and  every  one  of  us  under- written,  protest,  That,  after  long  and 
T  T  due  examination  of  our  own  consciences  in  matters  of  true  and  false 
religion,  we  are  now  throughly  resolved  in  the  truth  by  the  word  and  Spirit 
of  God :  and  therefore  we  believe  with  our  hearts,  confess  with  our  mouths, 
Bubscribe  with  our  hands,  and  constantly  affirm,  before  Grod  and  the  whole 
world,  that  this  only  is  the  true  Christian  faith  and  religion,  pleasing  God. 
and  bringing  salvation  to  man,  which  now  is,  by  the  mercy  of  God,  revealed 
to  the  world  by  the  preaching  of  the  blessed  evangel ;  and  is  received,  be- 
lieved, and  defended  bv  many  and  sundry  notable  kirks  and  realms,  but 
chiefly  by  the  kirk  of  Scotland,  the  King's  Majesty,  and  three  estates  of  this 
realm,  as  God's  eternal  truth,  and  only  ground  of  our  salvation :  as  more 
particularly  is  expressed  in  the  Confession  of  our  Faith,  established  and 
publickly  confirmed  by  sundry  acts  of  Parliaments,  and  now  of  a  long  time 
hath  been  openly  professed  by  the  King's  Majesty,  and  whole  body  of  this 
realm  both  in  burgh  and  land.  To  the  which  Confession  and  Form  of  Reli- 
gion we  willingly  agree  in  our  conscience  in  all  points,  as  unto  God's  un- 
doubted truth  and  verity,  grounded  only  upon  his  written  word.  And  there- 
fore we  abhor  and  detest  all  contrary  religion  and  doctrine ;  but  chiefly  all 
kind  of  Papistry  in  general  and  particular  heads,  even  as  they  are  now 
damned  and  confuted  by  the  word  of  God  and  Kirk  of  Scotland.  But,  in 
special,  we  detest  and  refuse  the  usurped  authority  of  that  Roman  Anti- 
christ upon  the  scriptures  of  God,  upon  the  kirk,  the  civil  magistrate,  and 
cou.sciences  of  men ;  all  his  tjrrannous  laws  made  upon  indifterent  things 
against  our  Christian  liberty  ;  his  erroneous  doctrine  against  the  sufficiency 
of  the  written  word,  the  perfection  of  the  law,  the  office  of  Christ,  and  his 
blessed  evangel ;  his  corrupted  doctrine  concerning  original  sin,  our  natural 
inability  and  rebellion  to  God's  law,  our  justification  by  faith  only,  our  im- 
perfect sanctification  and  obedience  to  the  law ;  the  nature,  number,  and 
use  of  the  holy  sacraments ;  his  five  bastard  sacraments,  with  all  his  rites, 
ceremonies,  and  false  doctrine,  added  to  the  ministration  of  the  true  sacra- 
ments Avithout  the  word  of  God ;  his  cruel  judginent  against  infants  depart- 
ing without  the  sacrament ;  his  absolute  necessity  of  baptism  ;  his  blasphe- 
mous opinion  of  transubstantiation,  or  real  presence  of  Christ's  body  in  the 
elements,  and  receiving  of  the  same  by  the  wicked,  or  bodies  of  men ;  his 
dispensations  with  solemn  oaths,  perjuries,  and  degrees  of  marriage  forbid- 
den in  the  word ;  his  cruelty  against  the  innocent  divorced ;  his  devilisl) 
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mass ;  his  blasphemous  priesthood ;  his  profane  sacrifice  for  sins  of  the  dead 
and  the  quick ;  his  canonization  of  men ;  calling  upon  angels  or  saints  de- 
parted, worshipping  of  imagery,  relicks,  and  crosses ;  dedicating  of  kirks, 
altars,  days ;  vows  to  creatures ;  his  purgatory,  prayers  for  the  dead ;  pray- 
ing or  spealang  in  a  strange  language,  with  his  processions,  and  blasphemous 
litany,  and  multitude  of  advocates  or  mediators ;  his  manifold  orders,  auri- 
cular confession ;  his  desperate  and  uncertain  repentance ;  his  general  and 
doubtsome  faith ;  his  satisfactions  of  men  for  their  sins ;  his  justification 
by  works,  opus  operatum,  works  of  supererogation,  merits,  pardons,  pere- 
grinations, and  stations ;  his  holy  water,  baptizing  of  bells,  conjuring  of 
spirits,  crossing,  sayning,  anointing,  conjuring,  hallowing  of  God's  good 
creatures,  with  the  sui)crstitious  opinion  joined  therewith ;  his  worldly 
monarchy,  and  wicked  liierarchy ;  his  three  solemn  vows,  "with  all  his  shave- 
lings of  sundry  sorts ;  his  erroneous  and  bloody  decrees  made  at  Trent, 
with  all  the  subscribers  or  approvers  of  that  cruel  and  bloody  band,  conjurccl 
against  the  kirk  of  God.  And  finally,  we  detest  all  his  vain  allegories,  rites, 
signs,  and  traditions  brought  in  the  kirk,  without  or  against  the  word  of 
Godj  and  doctrine  of  this  true  reformed  kirk ;  to  the  which  we  join  ourselves 
willmgly,  in  doctrine,  faith,  religion,  discipline,  and  use  of  the  holy  sacra- 
ments, as  lively  members  of  the  same  in  Christ  our  head :  promising  and 
swearing,  by  the  great  name  of  the  LORD  our  GOD,  that  we  shall  continue 
in  the  obedience  of  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  this  kirk,*  and  shall  de- 
fend the  same,  according  to  our  vocation  and  power,  all  the  days  of  our  lives; 
under  the  pains  contained  in  the  law,  and  danger  both  of  body  and  soul  in 
the  day  of  God's  fearful  judgment. 

And  seeing  that  many  are  stirred  up  by  Satan,  and  that  Roman  Anti- 
christ, to  promise,  swear,  subscribe,  ancf  for  a  time  use  the  holy  sacraments 
in  the  kirk  deceitfully,  against  their  own  conscience ;  minding  hereby,  firat, 
under  the  external  cloak  of  religion,  to  corrupt  and  subvert  secretly  God's 
true  religion  witliin  the  kirk ;  and  afterward,  when  time  may  serve,  to  be- 
come open  enemies  and  persecutors  of  the  same,  under  vain  liope  of  the 
Pope's  dispensation,  devised  against  the  word  of  God,  to  his  greater  confu- 
sion, and  tlieir  double  condemnation  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  Jesus :  we  there- 
fore, willing  to  take  away  all  suspicion  of  hypocrisy,  and  of  such  double 
dealing  with  God,  and  his  kirk,  protest,  and  call  the  Searcher  of  all  hearts 
for  witness,  that  our  minds  and  hearts  do  fully  agree  with  this  our  Confes- 
sion, promise,  oath,  and  subscription :  so  that  we  are  not  moved  with  any 
worldly  respect,  but  are  persuaded  only  in  our  conscience,  through  the  know- 
ledge and  love  of  God's  true  religion  imprinted  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  as  we  shall  answer  to  him  in  the  day  when  the  secrets  of  all  hearts 
shall  be  disclosed. 

And  because  we  perceive,  that  the  quietness  and  stability  of  our  religion 
and  kirk  doth  depend  upon  the  safety  and  good  behaviour  of  the  King's 
Majesty,  as  upon  a  comfortable  instrument  of  God's  mercy  granted  to  this 
country,  for  the  maintaining  of  his  kirk,  and  ministration  of  justice  amongst 
us;  we  protest  and  promise  with  our  hearts,  under  the  same  oath,  hand-wi'it, 
and  pains,  that  we  shall  defend  his  person  and  authority  with  our  goods, 
bodies,  and  lives,  in  the  defence  of  Christ,  Ms  evangel,  liberties  of  our 
country,  ministration  of  justice,  and  punishment  of  iniquity,  against  all 
enemies  within  this  realm  or  without,  as  we  desire  our  God  to  be  a  strong 
and  merciful  defender  to  us  in  the  day  of  our  death,  and  coming  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  to  whom,  with  the  Father,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  all  honour 
and  glory  eternally.    Amen. 

LIKE  AS  many  Acts  of  Parliament,  not  only  in  general  do  abrogate,  annul, 
and  rescind  all  laws,  statutes,  acts,  constitutions,  canons  civil  or  municipal, 
with  all  other  ordinances,  and  practique  penalties  whatsoever,  -made  iu

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prejudice  of  the  true  religion,  and  professors  thereof;  or  of  the  true  kirk, 
discipline,  jurisdiction,  and  freedom  thereof;  or  in  favours  of  idolatry  and 
superstition,  or  of  the  Papistical  kirk:  As  Act  3,  Act  31,  Pari.  1 ;  Act  23, 
Pari.  11;  Act  114,  Pari.  12  of  King  James  VI.,  That  Papistry  and  supersti- 
tion may  be  utterly  suppressed,  according  to  the  intention  of  the  Acts  of 
Parliament,  repeated  in  the  fifth  Act,  Pari.  20,  King  James  VI.  And  to  that 
end  they  ordain  all  Papists  and  Priests  to  be  punished  with  manifold  civil 
and  ecclesiastical  pains,  as  adversaries  to  God's  true  religion,  preached,  and 
by  law  established,  within  this  reahn,  Act  24,  Pari.  11,  King  James  VI. ;  as 
common  enemies  to  all  Christian  government.  Act  18,  Pari.  16,  King  James 
VI. ;  as  rebellers  and  gainstanders  of  our  Sovereign  Lord's  authority.  Act  47, 
Pari.  3,  King  James  VI. ;  and  as  idolaters.  Act  104,  Pari.  7,  King  James  VI. 
But  also  in  particular,  by  and  attour  the  Confession  of  Faith,  do  abolish  and 
condemn  the  Pope's  authority  and  jurisdiction  out  of  this  land,  and  ordains 
the  maintainors  thereof  to  be  punished.  Act  2,  Pari.  1;  Act  61,  Pari.  3;  Act 
106,  Pari.  7;  Act  114,  Pari.  12,  King  James  VI. :  do  condemn  the  Pope's  errone- 
ous doctrine,  or  any  other  en*oneous  doctrine  repugnant  to  any  of  the  articles 
of  the  true  and  Christian  religion,  publickly  preached  and  by  law  established 
in  this  realm ;  and  ordains  the  spreaders  and  makers  of  books  or  libels,  or 
letters  or  writs  of  that  nature,  to  be  punished.  Act  46,  Pari.  3 ;  Act  106,  Pari. 
7;  Act  24,  Pari.  11,  King  James  VI. :  do  condemn  all  baptism  conform  to  the 
Pope's  kirk,  and  the  idolatry  of  the  mass;  and  ordains  all  sayers,  wilful 
hearers,  and  concealers  of  the  mass,  the  maintainors  and  resetters  of  the 
priests,  Jesuits,  trafficking  Papists,  to  be  punished  without  any  exception  or 
restriction,  Act  5,  Pari.  1;  Act  120,  Pari.  12;  Act  164,  Pari.  13;  Act  193, 
Pari.  14;  Act  1,  Pari.  19;  Act  5,  Pari.  20,  King  James  VI. :  do  condemn  all 
erroneous  books  and  writs  containing  erroneous  doctrine  against  the  religion 
presently  professed,  or  containing  superstitious  rites  and  ceremonies  Papis- 
tical, whereby  the  people  are  greatly  abused ;  and  ordains  the  home-bringers 
of  them  to  be  punished.  Act  25,  Pari.  11,  King  James  VI. :  do  condemn  the 
monuments  and  dregs  of  bygone  idolatry,  as  going  to  crosses,  observing  the 
festival  days  of  saints,  and  such  other  superstitious  and  Papistical  rites,  to 
the  dishonour  of  God,  contempt  of  true  religion,  and  fostering  of  great  error 
among  the  people ;  and  ordains  the  users  of  them  to  be  punished  for  the  second 
fault,  as  idolaters.  Act  104,  Pari.  7,  King  James  VI. 

Likeas  many  Acts  of  Parliament  are  conceived  for  maintenance  of  God's 
true  and  Christian  religion,  and  the  purity  thereof,  in  doctrine  and  sacra- 
ments of  the  true  church  of  God,  the  liberty  and  freedom  thereof,  in  her 
national,  synodal  assemblies,  presbyteries,  sessions,  policy,  discipline,  and 
jurisdiction  thereof;  as  that  purity  of  religion,  and  liberty  of  the  church  was 
used,  professed,  exercised,  preached,  and  confessed,  according  to  the  reforma- 
tion of  religion  in  this  realm:  As  for  instance,  the  99th  Act,  Pari.  7;  Act  25, 
Pari.  11;  Act  114,  Pari.  12;  Act  160,  Pari.  13  of  King  James  VI.  ratified  by 
the  4th  Act  of  King  Charles.  So  that  the  6th  Act,  Pari.  1,  and  68th  Act, 
Pari.  6  of  King  James  VI.  in  the  year  of  God  1579,  declare  the  ministers  of 
the  blessed  evangel,  whom  God  of  his  mercy  had  raised  up,  or  hereafter 
should  raise,  agreeing  with  them  that  then  lived,  in  doctrine  and  administra- 
tion of  the  sacraments;  and  the  people  that  professed  Christ,  as  he  was  then 
offered  in  the  evangel,  and  doth  communicate  with  the  holy  sacraments  (as 
in  the  reformed  kirks  of  this  realm  they  were  presently  administrate)  accord- 
ing to  the  Confession  of  Faith,  to  be  the  true  and  holy  kirk  of  Christ  Jesus 
within  this  realm.  And  decerns  and  declares  all  and  sundry,  who  either 
gainsay  the  word  of  the  evangel  received  and  approved  as  the  heads  of  the 
Confession  of  Faith,  professed  in  Parliament  in  the  year  of  God  1560,  specified 
also  in  the  first  Parliament  of  King  James  VI.,  and  ratified  in  this  present 
Parliament,  more  particularly  do  express ;  or  that  refuse  the  administration 
of  the  holy  sacraments,  as  they  were  then  ministrated;  to  be  no  members  of 
the  said  kirk  within  this  realm,  and  true  religion  presently  professed,  so  long 
as  they  keep  themselves  so  divided  from  the  society  of  Christ's  body.  And 
the  subsequent  Act  69,  Pari.  6  of  King  James  VI.  declares,  that  there  is  no 
other  face  of  kirk,  nor  other  face  of  religion,  than  was  presently  at  that  time, 
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by  the  favour  of  God,  established  within  this  realm:  "  Wliich  therefore  w 
"  ever  styled  God's  true  religion,  Christ's  true  religion,  the  tnie  and  Christian 
•'  reli.i.nou,  and  a  perfect  religion;"  •whicli,  by  manifold  Acts  of  Parliament, 
all  within  this  realm  are  bound  to  profess,  to  subscribe  the  articles  thereof, 
the  Confession  of  Faith,  to  recant  all  doctrine  and  erroi*s  repugnant  to  any  of 
the  said  articles,  Act  4  and  9,  Pari.  1;  Acts  45,  4(),  47,  Pari.  3;  Act  71,  Pari. 
0;  ACt  lOi),  Pari.  7;  Act  24,  Pari.  11;  Act  123,  Pari.  12;  Act  194  and  197, 
Pari.  14  of  King  James  VI.  And  all  magistrates,  sheriflfs,  &c.  on  the  one 
part,  ai*e  ordained  to  search,  apprehend,  and  punish  all  contraveuers:  For 
instance.  Act  5,  Pari.  1;  Act  104,  Pari.  7-  Act  25,  Pari.  11,  King  James  VI.; 
and  that  notwithstanding  of  the  King's  Majesty's  licences  on  the  contrary, 
which  are  discharged,  and  declared  to  be  of  no  force,  in  so  far  as  they  tend  in 
any  wise  to  the  prejudice  and  hinder  of  the  execution  of  the  Acts  of  Parlior- 
ment  against  Papists  and  adversaries  of  true  religion,  Act  106,  Pari.  7,  King 
James  VI.  On  the  other  part,  in  the  47th  Act,  Pari.  3,  King  James  VI.  it  is 
declared  and  ordained,  Seeing  the  cause  of  God's  true  religion  and  his 
Highness's  authority  are  so  joined,  as  the  hurt  of  the  one  is  common  to  both ; 
that  none  shall  be  reputed  as  loyal  and  faithful  subjects  to  our  sovereign 
Lord,  or  his  authority,  but  be  punishable  as  rebellers  and  gainstanders  of  the 
BJime,  who  shall  not  give  their  confession,  and  make  their  profession  of  tho 
faid  true  religion:  and  that  they  who,  after  defection,  shall  give  tlie  confes- 
sion of  their  faith  of  new,  they  shall  promise  to  continue  therein  in  time 
coming,  to  maintain  our  sovereign  Lord's  authority,  and  at  the  uttennost  of 
their  power  to  foi-tify,  assist,  and  maintain  the  true  preachers  and  professors 
of  Christ's  religion,  against  whatsoever  enemies  and  gainstandera  of  the  same; 
and  namely,  against  all  such,  of  whatsoever  nation,  estate,  or  degree  they  be 
of,  that  have  joined  or  bound  themselves,  or  have  assisted,  or  assist,  to  set 
forward  and  execute  the  ciniel  decrees  of  the  council  of  Trent,  contrary  to  the 
ti-ue  preachers  and  professoi-s  of  the  word  of  God;  which  is  repeated,  woi-d 
by  word,  in  tlie  articles  of  pacification  at  Perth,  the  23d  of  February  1572, 
approved  by  Parliament  the  last  of  April  1573.  ratified  in  Parliament  1587, 
and  related  Act  123,  Pari.  12  of  King  James  VI.;  with  this  adtlition,  "  That 
•'  they  are  bound  to  resist  all  treasonable  uproars  and  hostilities  raised 
"  against  the  true  religion,  the  King's  Majesty,  and  the  true  profe.ssoi*s." 

Likeas,  all  lieges  are  bound  to  maintain  the  King's  Majesty's  royal  person 
and  authority,  the  authority  of  Parliaments,  without  the  which  neither  any 
laws  or  lawful  judicatories  can  be  established,  Act  130  and  131,  ParL  8, 
King  James  VI,  and  the  subjects'  liberties,  who  ought  only  to  live  and  bo 
governed  by  the  King's  laws,  the  common  laws  of  this  realm  allenarly.  Act 
48,  Pari.  3,  King  James  I.;  Act  79,  Pari.  G,  King  James  IV. ;  repeated  in  the 
Act  131,  Pari.  8,  King  James  VI. ;  which  if  they  be  innovated  and  prejudged 
"  the  commission  anent  the  union  of  the  two  kingdoms  of  Scotland  and 
"  England,  which  is  the  sole  act  of  the  I7th  Pari,  of  King  James  VI.  de- 
"  Clares,"  such  confusion  would  ensue  as  this  realm  could  be  no  more  a  free 
monarchy :  because,  by  the  fundamental  laws,  ancient  privileges,  ofiices, 
and  liberties  of  this  kingdom,  not  only  the  princely  authority  of  his  Majesty's 
loyal  descent  hath  been  these  many  ages  maintained,  but  als»  the  people's 
security  of  their  lands,  livings,  rights,  offices,  liberties,  and  dignities  pre- 
served. And  therefore,  for  the  preservation  of  the  said  true  religion,  laws, 
and  liberties  of  this  kingdom,  it  is  statute  by  the  8th  Act,  Pari.  1,  repeatea 
iu  the  99th  Act,  Paid.  7,  ratified  in  the  23d  Act,  Pari.  11,  and  114th  Act, 
Pari.  12,  of  Kin^  James  VI.,  and  4th  Act,  Pari.  1,  of  King  Charles  I.  "  That 
"  all  Kings  and  Princes  at  their  coronation,  and  reception  of  their  piancely 
"  authority,  shall  make  their  faithful  promise  by  their  solemn  oath,  in  tho 
"  presence  of  the  eternal  God,  that,  enduring  the  whole  time  of  their  lives, 
"  they  shall  sci-ve  the  same  eternal  God,  to  the  uttermost  of  their  power, 
''  according  as  he  hath  required  in  his  most  holy  word,  contained  in  tne  Old 
"  and  New  Testament ;  and  according  to  the  same  word,  shall  maintain  the 
"  true  religion  of  Clirist  Jesus,  the  preaching  of  Ids  holy  word,  the  due  and 
"  right  ministration  of  the  sacraments  now  received  and  preached  Avithin 
"  this  realm,  (according  to  the  Confession  of  Faith  immediately  preceding,) 
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"  and  shall  abolish  and  gainstand  all  false  religion  contrary  to  the  same ; 
"  and  shall  rule  the  people  committed  to  their  charge,  accordini?  to  the  will 
*'  and  command  of  God  revealed  in  his  foresaid  word,  and  according  to  the 
"  laudable  laws  and  constitutions  received  in  this  realm,  nowise  repugnant 
"  to  the  said  will  of  the  eternal  God ;  and  shall  procure,  to  the  uttermost  of 
"  their  power,  to  the  kirk  of  God,  and  whole  Christian  people,  true  and  per- 
"  feet  peace  in  all  time  coming :  and  that  they  shall  be  careful  to  root  out  of 
"  their  empire  all  hereticks  and  enemies  to  the  true  worship  of  God,  who 
"  shall  be  convicted  by  the  true  kirk  of  God  of  the  foresaid  crimes."  Which 
was  also  observed  by  his  Majesty,  at  his  coronation  in  Edinburgh  1633,  as 
may  be  seen  in  the  order  of  the  coronation. 

In  obedience  to  the  commandment  of  God,  conform  to  the  practice  of  the 
godly  in  former  times,  and  according  to  the  laudable  example  of  our  worthy 
and  religious  progenitors,  and  of  many  yet  living  amongst  us,  which  was 
warranted  also  by  act  of  council,  commanding  a  general  band  to  be  made 
and  subscribed  by  his  Majesty's  subjects  of  all  ranks ;  for  two  causes :  one 
was,  For  defending  the  true  religion,  as  it  was  then  reformed,  and  is  ex- 
pressed in  the  Confession  of  Faith  above  written,  and  a  former  large  Con- 
fession established  by  simdry  acts  of  lawful  General  Assemblies  and  of 
Parliaments,  unto  which  it  hath  relation,  set  down  in  publick  Catechisms ; 
and  which  hath  been  for  many  years,  with  a  blessing  from  Heaven,  preached 
and  professed  in  this  kirk  and  kingdom,  as  God's  xindoubted  truth,  grounded 
only  upon  his  wi'itten  word.  The  other  cause  was,  For  maintaining  the 
King's  Majesty,  his  person  and  estate;  the  true  worship  of  God  and  the 
King's  authority  being  so  straitly  joined,  as  that  they  had^the  same  friends 
and  common  enemies,  and  did  stand  and  foil  together.  And  finally,  being 
convinced  in  our  minds,  and  confessing  with  our  mouths,  that  the  present 
and  succeeding  generations  in  this  land  are  bound  to  keep  the  foresaid 
national  oath  and  subscription  inviolable. 

We  Noblemen,  Barons,  Gentlemen,  Burgesses,  Ministers,  and  Commons 
under-subscribing,  considering  divers  times  before,  and  especially  at  this  time, 
the  danger  of  the  true  reformed  religion,  of  the  King's  honour,  and  of  the 
publick  peace  of  the  kingdom,  by  the  manifold  innovations  and  evils,  gene- 
rally contained,  and  particularly  mentioned  in  our  late  supplications,  com* 
plaints,  and  protestations ;  do  hereby  profess,  and  before  God,  his  angels, 
and  the  world,  solemnly  declare,  That  with  our  whole  heart  we  agree,  and 
I'csolve  all  the  days  of  our  life  constantly  to  adhere  unto  and  to  defend  the 
foresaid  true  religion,  and  (forbearing  the  practice  of  all  innovations  akeady 
introduced  in  the  matters  of  the  worship  of  God,  or  approbation  of  the  cor- 
ruptions of  the  publick  government  of  tne  kirk,  or  civil  places  and  power  of 
kirkmen,  till  they  be  tried  and  allowed  in  free  Assemblies  and  in  Parliament) 
to  labour,  by  all  means  lawful,  to  recover  the  purity  and  liberty  of  the 
Gospel,  as  it  was  established^  and  professed  before  the  foresaid  novations. 
And  because,  after  due  examination,  we  plainly  jjerceive,  and  undoubtedly 
believe,  that  the  innovations  and  evils  contained  in  our  supplications,  com- 
plaints, and  protestations,  have  no  warrant  of  the  word  of  God,  are  contrary 
to  the  articles  of  the  foresaid  Confession,  to  the  intention  and  meaning  of 
the  blessed  reformers  of  religion  in  this  land,  to  the  above-written  Acts  of 
Parliament ;  and  do  sensibly  tend  to  the  re-establishing  of  the  Popish  reli- 
gion and  tyrannjr,  and  to  the  subversion  and  ruin  of  the  true  reformed  reli- 
gion, and  of  our  liberties,  laws,  and  estates;  -we  also  declare.  That  the  foresaid 
Confessions  are  to  be  interpreted,  and  ought  to  be  understood  of  the  foresaid 
novations  and  evils,  no  less  than  if  every  one  of  them  had  been  expressed  in 
the  foresaid  Confessions ;  and  tliat  we  are  obliged  to  detest  and  ablior  them, 
amongst  other  particular  heads  of  Papistry  abjured  therein.  And  therefore, 
from  the  knowledge  and  conscience  of  our  duty  to  God,  to  our  King  ana 
country,  without  any  worldly  respect  or  inducement,  so  far  as  human  infir- 
mity will  suffer,  wishing  a  further  measure  of  the  grace  of  God  for  tliis 
ellcct ;  we  promise  and  swear,  hy  the  GREAT  NAME  OF  THE  LORD  OUii 
(K)D,  to  continue  in  the  profession  and  obedience  of  the  foresaid  religion ; 
and  that  we  shall  defend  the  same,  and  resist  all  these  contrary  errors  and 
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corniptions,  according  to  our  vocation,  and  to  the  uttermost  of  that  power 
that  God  hath  put  in  our  hands,  all  the  days  of  our  life. 

And  in  like  manner,  with  the  same  heart,  we  declare  before  God  and  meu, 
That  we  have  no  intention  nor  desire  to  attempt  any  thing  that  may  tui-n  to 
the  dishonour  of  God,  or  to  the  diminution  of  the  King's  greatness  and  au- 
thority; but,  on  the  contrary,  we  promise  and  swear.  That  we  shall,  to  tho 
uttermost  of  our  power,  with  our  means  and  lives,  stand  to  the  defence  of 
our  dread  sovereign  the  King's  Majesty,  his  person  and  authority,  in  tho 
defence  and  preservation  of  the  foresaid  true  religion,  liberties,  and  laws  of 
the  kingdom;  as  also  to  the  mutual  defence  and  assistance  every  one  of  us  of 
another,  in  the  same  cause  of  maintaining  the  true  religion,  and  Ins  Majesty's 
authority,  with  our  best  counsel,  our  bodies,  means,  and  whole  power,  against 
all  sorts  of  persons  whatsoever;  so  that  whatsoever  shall  be  done  to  the  least 
of  us  for  that  cause,  shall  be  taken  as  done  to  us  all  in  general,  and  to  every 
one  of  us  in  particular.  And  that  we  shall  neither  directly  nor  indirectly 
Buffer  ourselves  to  be  divided  or  withdrawn,  by  whatsoever  suggestion,  com- 
bination, allurement,  or  terror,  from  this  blessed  and  loyal  conjunction;  nor 
shall  cast  in  any  let  or  impediment  that  may  stay  or  hinder  any  such  resolu- 
tion as  by  common  consent  shall  be  found  to  conduce  for  so  good  ends ;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  shall  by  all  lawful  means  labour  to  further  and  promote  the 
same :  and  if  any  such  dangerous  and  divisive  motion  be  made  to  us  by  word 
or  writ,  we,  and  every  one  of  us,  shall  either  suppress  it,  or,  if  need  be,  shall 
incontinent  make  the  same  known,  that  it  may  be  timeously  obviated. 
Neither  do  we  fear  the  foul  aspersions  of  rebellion,  combination,  or  what  else 
our  adversaries,  from  their  craft  and  malice,  would  prut  unon  us;  seeing  wli.it 
we  do  is  so  well  warranted,  and  ariseth  from  an  unfei.snea  desire  to  maintain 
the  true  worship  of  God,  the  majesty  of  our  King,  and  the  ijcace  of  the  king- 
dom, for  the  common  happiness  of  ourselves  and  our  posterity. 

And  because  we  cannot  look  for  a  blessing  from  God  upon  our  proceedinga; 
except  with  our  profession  and  subscription  we  join  such  a  life  and  conver- 
sation as  bcseemeth  Christians  who  have  renewed  their  covenant  with  God; 
we  therefore  faithfully  promise  for  ourselves,  our  followers,  and  all  others 
under  us,  both  in  publick,  and  in  our  particular  families,  and  personal  car- 
riage, to  endeavour  to  keep  ourselves  within  the  bounds  of  Christian  liberty, 
and  to  be  good  examples  to  others  of  all  godliness,  soberness,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  of  every  duty  we  owe  to  God  and  man. 

And,  that  this  our  xmion  and  conjunction  may  be  observed  without  viola- 
tion, we  call  the  LIVING  GOD,  THE  SEARCHER  OF  OUR  HEARTS,  to 
witness,  who  knoweth  this  to  be  our  sincere  desire  and  unfeigned  resolution, 
as  we  shall  answer  to  JESUS  CHRIST  in  the  great  day.  and  xmder  the  pain 
of  God's  everlasting  wrath,  and  of  infamy  and  loss  of  all  honour  and  respect 
in  this  world :  most  humbly  beseeching  the  LORD  to  strengthen  us  by  his 
HOLY  SPIRIT  for  this  end,  and  to  bless  our  desires  and  proceedings  with  a 
happy  success;  that  religion  and  righteousness  may  flourish  in  the  land,  to 
the  glory  of  GOD,  the  honour  of  our  King,  and  peace  and  comfort  of  us  alL 
In  witness  whereof,  we  have  subscribed  with  our  hands  all  the  premises. 

THE  article  of  this  covenant,  which  was  at  the  first  subscription  referred 
to  the  determination  of  the  General  Assembly,  being  now  deteiinincd; 
and  thereby  the  five  articles  of  Perth,  tho  government  of  the  kirk  bv  biohops, 
and  the  civil  places  and  power  of  kirkmen,  upon  the  reasons  and  grounds 
contained  in  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  declared  to  be  unlawful 
within  this  kirk,  we  subscribe  according  to  the  determination  aforesaid.

The  General  Asscmhlj/a  Ajmrohation  of  the  Solemn  Leaqub  and 
Covenant. 

THE  Assembly  having  recommended  unto  a  Committee  appointed  by  them 
to  join  witn  the  Committee  of  the  Honourable  Convention  of  Estates, 
and  the  Commissioners  of  the  Honourable  Houses  of  the  Pai-liament  of  Eng- 
land, for  bringing  the  kingdoms  to  a  more  near  conjunction  and  union,  re- 
ceived from  the  foresaid  Committees  the  Covenant  after  mentioned,  aa  the 
result  of  their  consultations :  and  having  taken  the  same,  as  a  matter  of  so 
publick  concernment  and  so  deep  importance  doth  require,  unto  their  gravest 
consideration,  did,  with  all  their  hearts,  and  with  the  beginnings  of  the  feel- 
ings of  that  joy,  which  they  did  find  in  so  great  measure  upon  the  renovation 
of  the  National  Covenant  of  this  kirk  and  kingdom,  All  with  one  voice  ap- 
prove and  embrace  tlie  same,  as  the  most  powerful  mean,  by  the  blessing  of 
GOD,  for  settling  and  preserving  the  true  Protestant  religion  with  pei'fcct 
peace  in  his  Majesty's  dominions,  and  propagating  the  same  to  other  nations, 
and  for  establishing  his  Majesty's  thi'one  to  all  ages  and  generations.  And 
therefore,  with  their  best  affections,  recommend  the  same  to  the  Honourable 
Convention  of  Estates,  that,  being  examined  and  approved  by  them,  it  may 
be  sent  with  all  diligence  to  the  kingdom  of  England,  that,  being  received 
and  approven  there,  the  same  may  be,  with  publick  humiliation,  and  all  re- 
ligious and  answerable  solemnity,  sworn  and  subscribed  by  all  time  profes- 
sors of  the  reformed  religion,  and  all  his  Majesty's  good  sulyects  in  both 
kingdoms.

ACT  anent  (he  Ratification  of  iJie  calling  of  the  Convention,  Ratification  of  the 
League  and  Cwenant,  Articles  of  Treaty  betwixt  the  Kingdoms  of  Scotland 
and  England^  and  remarient  Acts  of  the  Uonvcfition  of  Estates,  and  Committee 
thereof. 

At  Edinburgh,  July  15, 1644. 

THE  Estates  of  Parliament,  presently  convened  by  virtue  of  the  last  act  of 
the  last  Parliament,  holaen  by  his  Majesty,  and  the  tliree  Estates,  in 
anno  1641,  considering,  that  the  Lords  of  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  and 
Commissioners  for  conserving  the  articles  of  the  treaty,  having,  according  to 
their  interests  and  trust  committed  to  them  by  his  Majesty  and  Estates  of 
Parliament,  used  all  means,  by  supplications,  remonstrances,  and  sciuUng  of 
Commissioners,  for  securing  the  peace  of  this  kingdom,  and  removing  the 
unhappy  distractions  betwixt  his  Majesty  and  his  subjects  in  England,  in 
such  a  way  as  might  serve  most  for  his  Majesty's  honour,  and  good  of  both 
Icingdoms ;  and  their  humble  and  dutiful  endeavours  for  so  good  ends  having 
proven  ineffectual,  and  their  offer  of  mediation  and  intercession  being  re- 
fused by  his  Majesty ;  and  thereby  finding  the  weight  and  difficulty  of  affairs, 
and  the  charge  lying  on  them  to  be  gi*eater  than  they  could  bear ;  did  there- 
fore, in  the  month  of  May  1643,  meet  together  with  the  Commissioners  for 
the  common  burdens,  that,  by  joint  advice,  some  resolution  might  be  taken 
therein ;  and  in  respect  of  the  danger  imminent  to  the  true  Protestant  reli- 
gion, his  Majesty's  honour,  and  peace  of  thir  kingdoms,  by  the  multitude 
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of  Papists  and  tlieir  adherents  in  arms  in  England  and  Ireland,  and  of  many 
other  publick  and  important  affairs,  -which  could  not  admit  delay,  and  did 
require  the  advice  of  the  representative  body  of  the  kingdom ;  appointed 
and  caused  indict  a  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  Estates  (his  Majesty  having 
fcrinerly  refused  their  humble  desires  for  a  Parliament)  to  be  on  the  22d  of 
June  following ;  which  diet  being  frequently  kept  by  the  Noblemen,  Com- 
missioners of  skires  and  burghs,  and  they  finding  these  dangers  against  this 
kii'k  and  state  still  increasing,  resolved,  after  serious  deliberation  and  advice 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  joint  concun-ence  of  the  Commissioners  autho- 
rized by  the  Parliament  of  England,  that  one  of  the  chiefest  remedies  for 
preventing  of  these  and  the  like  dangers,  for  preservation  of  religion,  and 
both  kingdoms  from  ruin  and  destruction,  and  for  procuring  of  peace,  That 
both  kingdoms  should,  for  these  ends,  enter  into  Covenant ;  which  was  ac- 
cordingly drawn  up,  and  cheerfully  embraced  and  allowed. — And  at  last  a 
treaty  was  agreed  unto  by  botli  kingdoms,  concerning  the  said  Covenant, 
and  assistance  craved  from  this  kingdom  by  the  kingdom  of  England,  in 
pursuance  of  the  ends  expressed  therein  : — And  the  Estates  being  still  de- 
sirous to  use  all  good  means,  that,  without  the  effusion  of  more  blood,  there 
may  be  such  a  blessed  pacification  betwixt  his  Majesty  and  his  subjects,  aa 
may  tend  to  the  good  of  religion,  his  Majesty's  true  honour  and  safety,  and 
happiness  of  his  people,  did  therefore  give  commission  to  John  Earl  of  Lou- 
doun, Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  Maitland,  Lord  Waristoun,  and  Mr  Robert 
Barclay,  to  repair  to  England,  and  endeavour  the  effectuating  of  these  ends 
contained  in  the  covenant  of  treaties,  conform  to  their  instructions. — 

And  the  said  Estates  liaving  taken  the  proceedings  above  written  to  their 
consideration,  do  find  and  declare,  That  the  Lords  of  council,  and  conscrvers 
of  peace,  did  behave  themselves  as  faithful  counsellors,  loyal  subjects,  and 
good  patriots,  in  tendering  their  humble  endeavours  for  removing  the  dis- 
tractions betwixt  his  Majesty  and  his  subjects,  and  in  calling  the  Commis- 
Bioners  for  the  common  burdens,  and,  by  joint  advice,  appointing  the  late 
meeting  of  Convention,  wherein  they  have  approven  themselves  answerable 
to  the  duty  of  their  places,  and  that  trust  committed  to  them ;  and  therefore 
ratifies  and  approves  their  whole  proceedings  therein,  and  declares  the  said 
Convention  was  lawfully  called,  and  also  full  and  free  in  itself,  consisting  of 
all  the  members  thereof,  as  any  Convention  hath  been  at  any  time  bygone ; 
and  ratifies  and  approves  the  several  acts  made  by  tliem,  or  their  committee, 

for  enjoining  the  Covenant. And  also,  the  said  estates  of  Parliament 

(but  prejudice  of  the  premises,  and  of  the  general  ratification  above  men- 
tioned) ratify,  approve,  and  confirm  the  foresaid  mutual  League  and  Cove- 
nant, concerning  the  reformation  and  defence  of  religion,  the  honour  and 
happiness  of  the  King,  and  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  three  kingdoms  of 
Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland ;  together  with  the  acts  of  the  Kirk  and 
Estate  authorizing  the  same  League  and  Covenant ;  together  also  with  the 
foresiiid  articles  of  treaty  agreed  upon  betwixt  the  said  Commis.sioners  of  the 
Convention  of  Estates  ot  Scotland  and  the  Commissioners  of  both  the  Houses 
of  Parliament  of  England,  concerning  the  said  Solemn  League  and  Covenant. 
And  the  said  Estates  ordain  the  same  acts,  with  the  League  and  Cove- 
nant above  specified,  acts  authorizing  the  same,  and  the  articles  of  treaty 
foresaid,  to  have  the  full  force  and  strength  of  perfect  laws  and  acts  of  Par- 
liament, and  to  be  observed  by  all  his  Majesty's  lieges,  conform  to  tlie  tenors 
thereof  resxiective.    Of  the  wliich  League  ana  Covenant,  the  tenor  follows : 
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Reformation  and  Defence  of  Beligion,  the  Honour  and  Uappiness  of  the  King,  and  the 
Peace  and  Safety  of  the  Three  Kingdoms  Of  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland ;  agreed 
upon  by  Commissioners  from  the  Parliament  and  Assembly  of  Divines  in  England,  with 
Commissioners  of  the  Convention  of  Estates,  and  General  Assembly  in  tjcotland ;  ap. 
proved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  by  both  Houses  of 
Parliament  and  Assembly  of  Divines  in  England,  and  taken  and  subscribed  by  them, 
Anno  1643 ;  and  thereafter,  by  the  said  authority,  taken  and  subscribed  by  all  Banks  in 
Scotland  and  England  the  same  Year ;  and  ratified  by  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Scot- 
land, Anno  1044 :  And  again  renewed  in  Scotland,  with  an  Acknowledgment  of  tins, 
and  Engagement  to  Duties,  by  all  Ranks,  ^n?iO  1648,  and  by  Parliament  1649;  and 
taken  and  subscribed  by  King  Charles  II.  at  S^cy,  June  23, 1650 ;  and  at  Scoon,  January 
1, 1651. 

WE  Noblemen,  Barons,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  Citizens,  Burgesses,  Ministers 
of  the  Gospel,  and  Commons  of  all  sorts,  in  the  kingdoms  of  Scotland, 
En  inland,  and  Ireland,  by  the  providence  of  GOD,  living  under  one  King, 
and  being  of  one  reformed  religion,  having  before  our  eyes  the  glory  of  (tOl), 
and  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Chkist, 
the  honour  and  happiness  of  the  King's  Majesty  and  his  posterity,  and  the 
true  publick  liberty,  safety,  and  peace  of  the  kingdoms,  wherein  every  one's 
private  condition  is  included :  And  calling  to  mind  the  treacherous  and 
bloody  plots,  conspiracies,  attempts,  and  practices  of  the  enemies  of  GOD, 
against  the  true  religion  and  professors  thereof  in  all  places,  especially  in 
these  three  kingdoms,  ever  since  the  reformation  -of  religion ;  and  how  much 
their  rage,  power,  and  presumption  are  of  late,  and  at  this  time,  increased 
and  exercised,  whereof  the  deplorable  state  of  the  church  and  kingdom  of 
Ireland,  the  distressed  estate  of  the  church  and  kingdom  of  England,  and 
the  dangerous  estate  of  the  church  and  kingdom  of  Scotland,  are  present 
and  public  testimonies ;  we  have  now  at  last,  (after  other  means  of  supplica- 
tion, remonstrance,  protestation,  and  suffering,)  for  the  preservation  of 
ourselves  and  our  religion  from  utter  ruin  and  destruction,  according  to  the 
commendable  practice  of  these  kingdoms  in  former  times,  and  the  example 
of  GOD's  people  in  other  nations,  after  mature  deliberation,  resolved  and 
determined  to  enter  into  a  mutual  and  solemn  League  and  Covenant,  wherein 
we  all  subscribe,  and  each  one  of  us  for  himself,  with  our  hands  lilted  up  to 
the  most  High  GOD,  do  swear, 

L  rnHAT  we  shall  sincerely,  really,  and  constantly,  through  the  grace  of 
X  GOD,  endeavour,  in  our  several  places  and  callings,  the  preservation 
of  the  reformed  religion  in  the  Church  of  Scotland,  in  doctrine,  worship, 
discipline,  and  government,  against  our  common  enemies ;  the  reformation 
of  religion  in  the  kingdoms  of  England  and  Ireland,  in  doctrine,  worship, 
discipline,  and  government,  according  to  the  word  of  GOD,  and  the  example 
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of  the  best  reformed  Churches;  and  shall  endeavour  to  bring  the  Churches 
of  God  in  the  three  kingdoms  to  the  nearest  conjunction  and  uniformity  in 
religion,  confession  of  faith,  form  of  church-government,  directory  for  wor- 
ship and  catechising ;  that  we,  and  our  posterity  after  us,  may,  as  brethren, 
live  in  faith  and  love,  and  the  Lord  may  delight  to  dwell  in  the  midst  of  us. 

II.  That  we  shall  in  like  manner,  without  respect  of  persons,  endeavour 
the  extirpation  of  Poperv,  Prelacy,  (that  is,  church-government  by  Arch- 
bishops, Bishops,  their  Chancellors,  and  Commissaries,  Deans,  Deans  and 
Chapters,  Archdeacons,  and  all  other  ecclesiastical  Officers  depending  on 
that  hierarchy,)  superstition,  heresy,  schism,  profaneness,  and  whatsoever 
shall  be  found  to  be  contrary  to  sound  doctrine  and  the  power  of  godliness, 
lest  we  partake  in  other  men's  sins,  and  thereby  be  in  danger  to  receive  of 
their  plagues ;  and  that  the  Lord  may  be  one,  and  his  name  one,  in  the  three 
kingdoms. 

III.  We  shall,  with  the  same  sincerity,  reality,  and  constancy,  in  our  seve- 
ral vocations,  endeavour,  with  our  estates  and  lives,  mutually  to  preserve 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Parliaments,  and  the  liberties  of  the  king- 
doms ;  and  to  preserve  and  defend  the  King's  Majesty's  person  and  autho- 
rity, in  the  preservation  and  defence  of  the  true  religion,  and  liberties  of  the 
kingdoms ;  that  the  world  may  bear  witness  with  our  consciences  of  our 
loyalty,  and  that  we  have  no  thoughts  or  intentions  to  diminish  his  Majesty's 
j  ust  power  and  greatness. 

IV.  We  shall  also,  with  all  faithfulness,  endeavour  the  discovery  of  all 
such  as  have  been  or  shall  be  incendiaries,  malignants,  or  evil  instruments, 
by  hindering  the  reformation  of  religion,  dividing  the  king  from  his  people, 
or  one  of  the  kingdoms  from  another,  or  making  any  faction  or  parties 
amongst  the  people,  contrary  to  this  League  and  Covenant ;  that  they  may 
be  brought  to  publick  trial,  and  receive  condign  punishment,  as  the  degree 
of  their  offences  shall  require  or  deserve,  or  the  supreme  judicatories  of  both 
kingdoms  respectively,  or  others  having  power  from  them  for  that  effect, 
shall  judge  convenient. 

V.  And  whereas  the  happiness  of  a  blessed  peace  between  these  kingdoms, 
denied  in  former  times  to  our  progenitors,  is,  by  the  good  providence  of  GOD, 
granted  unto  us,  and  hath  been  lately  concluded  and  settled  by  both  Parlia- 
ments ;  we  shall  each  one  of  us,  according  to  our  place  and  interest,  endear- 
vour  that  they  may  remain  conjoined  in  a  firm  peace  and  imion  to  all  pos- 
terity; and  that  justice  maybe  done  upon  the  wilful  opposers  thereof,  in 
manner  expressed  in  the  precedent  article. 

VI.  We  shall  also,  according  to  our  places  and  callings,  in  this  common 
cause  of  religion,  liberty,  and  peace  of  the  kingdoms,  assist  and  defend  all 
those  that  enter  into  this  League  and  Covenant,  in  the  maintaining  and  pur- 
suing thereof;  and  shall  not  suffer  ourselves,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  what- 
soever combination,  persuasion,  or  terror,  to  be  divided  and  withdrawn  from 
this  blessed  union  and  conjunction,  whether  to  make  defection  to  the  con- 
trary part,  or  to  give  ourselves  to  a  detestable  indifferency  or  neutrality  in 
this  cause  which  so  much  concerncth  the  glory  of  GOD,  the  good  of  the  kmg- 
dom,  and  honour  of  the  King ;  but  shall,  all  the  days  of  our  lives,  zealously 
and  constantly  continue  therein  against  all  opposition,  and  promote  the 
same,  according  to  our  power,  against  all  lets  and  impediments  whatsoever ; 
and,  what  we  are  not  able  ourselves  to  suppress  or  overcome,  we  shall  reveal 
and  make  known,  that  it  may  be  timely  prevented  or  removed :  AU  which 
wo  shall  do  as  in  the  sight  of  God. 

And,  because  these  Idngdoms  are  guilty  of  many  sins  and  provocations 
against  GOD,  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  as  is  too  manifest  by  our  present 
distresses  and  dangers,  the  fruits  thereof;  we  profess  and  declare,  before 
GOD  and  the  world,  our  unfeigned  desire  to  be  hiunbled  for  our  own  sins, 
and  for  the  sins  of  these  kingdoms :  especially,  that  we  have  not  as  we  ought 
valued  the  inestimable  benefit  of  the  gospel :  that  wo  have  not  laboured  for 
the  purity  and  power  thei'cof ;  and  that  wo  have  not  endeavoured  to  receive 
CiiKiST  in  our  hearts,  nor  to  walk  worthy  of  him  in  our  lives ;  which  are  the 
causes  of  other  sins  and  transgressions  so  much  abounding  amongst  us;  and 
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our  true  and  unfeigned  purpose,  desire,  and  endeavour  for  ourselves,  and 
all  others  under  our  po-wer  and  charge,  both  in  publick  and  in  private,  in 
all  duties  we  owe  to  GtOD  and  man,  to  amend  our  lives,  and  each  one  to  go 
before  another  in  the  example  of  a  real  reformation ;  that  the  Lord  may 
turn  away  his  wrath  and  heavy  indignation,  and  establish  these  churches 
and  kingdoms  in  tnith  and  peace.  And  this  Covenant  we  make  in  the  pre- 
sence of  ALMIGHTY  GOD,  the  Searcher  of  all  hearts,  with  a  true  intention 
to  perform  the  same,  as  we  shall  answer  at  that  great  day,  when  the  secrets 
of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed  ;  most  humbly  beseeching  the  Lord  to 
strengthen  us  by  his  Holy  Srrarr  for  this  end,  and  to  bless  our  desires  and 
proceedings  with  such  success,  as  maybe  deliverance  and  safety  to  his  people, 
and  encouragement  to  other  Christian  churches,  groaning  under,  or  in  danger 
of,  the  yoke  of  antichristian  tyranny,  to  join  in  the  same  or  like  association 
and  covenant,  to  the  glory  of  GOD,  the  enlargement  of  the  kingdom  of  jESua 
Christ,  and  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  Cliristian  kingdoms  and  common- 
wealtlis.

AND  COVBNANT. 

Edinbtjegh,  October  6,  1648. 

THE  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  considering,  that  a  great  part  of  this  land  have 
involved  themselves  in  many  and  gross  breaches  oi  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant ; 
and  that  the  hands  of  many  are  grown  slack  in  following  and  pursuing  the  duties  con- 
tained therein ;  and  that  many,  who  not  being  come  to  sufficient  age  when  it  was  first 
sworn  and  subscribed,  have  not  hitherto  been  received  Into  the  same ;  do,  upon  these,  and 
other  grave  and  important  considerations,  appoint  and  ordain  the  Solemn  League  and 
Covenant  to  be  renewed  throughout  all  the  congregations  of  this  kingdom  And,  oecause 
it  is  a  duty  of  great  weight  and  consequence,  ministers,  after  the  sight  hereof,  would  be 
careful  to  take  pains,  in  their  doctrine  and  otherwise,  that  their  people  may  be  made 
sensible  of  these  things,  wherein  tliey  have  broken  the  Covenant,  and  be  prepared  for  the 
renewing  thereof  with  suitable  affections  and  dispositions.  And,  that  these  things  may  be 
the  better  performed,  we  liave  thought  it  necessary  to  condescend  upon  a  Solemn  Acknow- 
ledgment of  Publick  Sins  and  Breaches  of  the  Covenant,  and  a  Solemn  Engagement  to  all 
the  Duties  contained  tlierein,  namely,  those  which  do  in  a  more  special  way  relate  unto 
the  dangers  of  these  times :  And  this  Solemn  Acknowledgment  and  Engagement,  sent 
lierewith,  shall  be  made  use  of,  and  the  League  and  Covenant  shall  be  renewed  in  such 
manner  as  follows :  First,  There  shall  be  an  intimation  of  a  solemn  publick  humiliation  and 
fast  the  second  Sabbath  of  December,  to  be  kept  upon  the  next  Thursday,  rnd  the  Lord's 
day  thereafter;  at  which  intimation,  the  League  and  Covenant,  and  the  Publick  Acknow- 
ledgment of  Sins  and  Engagement  unto  Duties,  are  to  be  publickly  read  by  the  minister,  in 
the  audience  of  all  the  people ;  and  they  are  to  be  exhorted  to  get  copies  thereof,  that  they 
may  be  made  acquainted  therewith;  and  the  humiliation  and  fast  is  to  be  kept  the  next 
Thursday  thereafter,  in  reference  to  the  breaches  of  the  Covenant,  contained  in  the  solemn 
publick  acknowledgment,  as  the  causes  thereof;  and  the  next  Lord's  day  thereafter,  which 
IS  also  to  be  spent  in  publick  humiliation  and  fasting,  immediately  after  the  sermon,  which 
is  to  be  applied  to  the  business  of  that  day,  the  Publick  Acknowledgment  and  Engagement 
is  again  to  be  publickly  read ;  and  thereafter  prayer  is  to  be  made,  containing  the  confession 
of  the  breaches  mentioned  therein,  and  begging  mercy  for  these  sins,  and  strength  of  God 
for  renewing  the  Covenant  in  sincerity  and  truth;  after  which  prayer  the  Solemn  licague 
and  Covenant  is  to  be  read  by  the  minister,  and  then  to  be  sworn  by  him  and  all  the 
people,  who  are  to  engage  themselves  for  performance  of  all  the  duties  contained  therein ; 
namely,  these  which  are  mentioned  in  theTublick  Acknowledgment  and  En  --asement,  and 
are  opposite  unto  the  sins  therein  confessed :  and  the  action  is  to  be  closed  with  prayer  to 
Gk)d,  that  his  people  may  be  enabled,  in  the  power  of  his  strength,  to  do  their  duty,  accord- 
ing to  their  oath,  now  renewed  in  so  solemn  a  way.  It  is  also  hereby  provided,  That  all 
those  who  renew  the  League  and  Covenant,  shall  again  subscribe  the  same ;  and  that  none 
be  admitted  to  the  renewing  or  subscribing  thereof,  who  are  excluded  by  the  other  act  and

THE  Committee  of  Estates  being  very  sensible  of  the  grievous  backslidings  of  this  land, 
in  the  manifold  breaches  of  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  made  and  sworn  to  the 
most  high  God ;  do  therefore  unanimously  and  heartily  approve  the  seasonable  and  pious 
resolution  of  the  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  for  a  solemn  Acknowledgment  of 
Publick  Sins  and  Provocations,  especially  the  breache  -  of  the  Covenant,  and  a  solemn 
engagement  to  a  more  conscionable  performance  of  the  duties  therein  contained,  and  for 
renewing  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant ;  and  do  require  and  ordain,  That  the  Direc- 
tions of  the  said  Commission  of  Assembly,  in  their  act  of  the  6th  of  this  month,  for  a 
publick  Acknowledgment  of  Suas,  and  Engagement  to  Duties,  be  carefully  followed ;  that 
the  i^L  and  hiualliation,  appointed  by  them,  be  religiously  observed ;  and  that  the  Solemn 
Ijcague  and  Covenant  be  sincerely  and  cordially  renewed  and  subscribed,  in  the  manner

WE  Noblemen,  Barons,  Gentlemen,  Bur^sses,  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and 
Commons  of  all  sorts  within  this  kmgdom,  by  the  good  hand  of  God 
upon  us,  taking  into  serious  consideration  the  many  sad  afflictions  and  deep 
distresses  wherewith  we  have  been  exercised  for  a  long  time  past ;  and  that 
the  land,  after  it  hath  been  sore  wasted  with  the  sword  and  the  pestilence, 
and  threatened  with  famine;  and  that  shame  and  contempt  hath  been  poured 
out  from  the  Lord  against  many  thousands  of  our  nation,  who  did  in  a  sinful 
way  make  war  upon  the  kingdom  of  England,  contrary  to  the  testimony  of 
his  servants,  and  desires  of  his  people;  and  that  the  remnants  of  that  army, 
returning  to  this  land,  have  spoiled  and  oppressed  many  of  our  brethren ;  and 
that  the  malignant  party  is  still  numerous,  and,  retaining  their  former  prin- 
ciples, wait  for  an  opportunity  to  raise  a  new  and  dangerous  war,  not  only 
unto  the  rending  of  the  bowels  of  this  kingdom,  but  unto  the  dividing  us 
from  England,  and  overturning  of  the  work  of  God  in  all  the  three  kingdoms ; 
and  considering  also,  that  a  cloud  of  calamities  doth  still  hang  over  our 
heads,  and  threaten  us  with  sad  things  to  come,  we  cannot  but  look  upon 
these  things  as  from  the  Lord,  who  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways,  feeding  us 
with  the  bread  of  tears,  and  making  us  to  drink  the  waters  of  afflictions, 
until  we  be  taught  to  know  how  evil  and  bitter  a  thing  it  is  to  depart  away 
from  him,  by  breaking  the  Oath  and  Covenant  which  we  have  made  with 
him ;  and  that  we  may  be  humbled  before  him,  by  confessing  our  sin,  and 
forsaking  the  evil  of  our  way. 

Therefore  being  pressed  with  so  great  necessities  and  straits,  and  war- 
ranted by  the  word  of  God,  and  having  the  example  of  God's  people  of  old, 
who  in  the  time  of  their  troubles,  and  when  they  were  to  seek  delivery,  and 
a  right  way  for  themselves,  that  the  Lord  might  be  with  them  to  prosper 
them,  did  humble  themselves  before  him,  and  make  a  free  and  particular 
confession  of  the  sins  of  their  princes,  their  rulers,  their  captains,  their 
priests,  and  their  people ;  and  did  engage  themselves  to  do  no  more  so,  but 
to  reform  their  ways,  and  be  stedfast  in  this  covenant ;  and  remembering 
the  practice  of  our  predecessors  in  the  year  159G,  wherein  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  all  the  kirk-judicatories,  with  the  concurrence  of  many  of  the 
nobility,  gentry,  and  burgesses,  did,  with  many  tears,  acknowledge  before 
God  the  breach  of  the  National  Covenant,  and  engaged  themselves  to  a  re- 
formation; even  as  our  predecessors  and  theirs  had  before  done,  in  tho 
General  Assembly  and  Convention  of  Estates,  in  the  year  1667 ;  and  per- 
ceiving that  this  duty,  when  gone  about  out  of  conscience  and  in  sincerity, 
hath  always  been  attended  with  a  reviving  out  of  troubles,  and  with  a 
blessing  and  success  from  Heaven ;  we  do  humbly  and  sincerely,  as  in  his 
eight,  who_  is  the  Searcher  of  hearts,  acknowledge  the  many  sins  and  great 
transgressions  of  the  land :  we  have  done  wickedly,  our  kings,  our  princes, 
our  nobles,  our  judges,  our  officers,  our  teacliers,  and  our  people.  Albeit  the 
Lord  hath  long  and  clearly  spoken  unto  us,  y»o  have  not  hearkened  to  his

voice ;  albeit  he  hath  followed  us  with  tender  mercies,  we  have  not  been 
allured  to  wait  upon  him,  and  walk  in  his  way ;  and  though  he  hath  stricken 
us,  yet  we  have  not  grieved ;  nay,  though  he  hath  consumed  us,  we  have 
refused  to  receive  correction :  we  nave  not  remembered  to  render  unto  the 
Lord  according  to  his  goodness,  and  according  to  our  own  vows  and  pro- 
mises, but  have  gone  away  backward  by  a  continued  course  of  backsliding, 
and  have  broken  all  the  articles  of  that  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  which 
we  swore  before  God,  angels,  and  men. 

Albeit  there  be  in  the  land  many  of  all  ranks,  who  be  for  a  testimony  unto 
the  truth,  and  for  a  name  of  joy  and  praise  unto  the  Lord,  by  living  godly, 
studying  to  keep  their  garments  pure,  and  being  stedfast  in  the  covenant 
and  cause  of  God ;  yet  we  have  reason  to  acknowledge,  that  most  of  us  have 
not  endeavoured,  with  that  reality,  sincerity,  and  constancy  that  did  become 
US,  to  preserve  the  work  of  reformation  in  the  kirk  of  Scotland  :  many  have 
satisfied  themselves  with  the  purity  of  the  ordinances,  neglecting  the  power 
thereof ;  yea,  some  have  turned  aside  to  crooked  ways,  destructive  to  both. 
The  profane,  loose,  and  insolent  carriage  of  many  in  our  armies,  who  went 
to  the  assistance  of  our  brethren  in  England,  and  the  tamperings  and  un- 
straight  dealing  of  some  of  our  Commissioners,  and  others  of  our  nation,  in 
London,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  other  places  of  that  kingdom,  have  proved 
great  lets  to  the  work  of  reformation  and  settling  of  kirk -government  there, 
whereby  error  and  schism  in  that  land  have  been  increased,  and  sectaries 
hardened  in  their  way.  We  have  been  so  far  from  endeavouring  the  extir- 
pation of  profaneness,  and  what  is  contrary  to  the  power  of  godliness,  that 
profanity  nath  been  much  winked  at,  and  profane  persons  much  counte- 
nanced, and  many  times  employed,  \mtil  iniquity  and  ungodliness  hath  gone 
over  the  face  of  the  land  as  a  flood ;  nayj  suflicient  care  hath  not  been  had  to 
separate  betwixt  the  precious  and  the  vile,  by  debarring  from  the  sacrament 
all  ignorant  and  scandalous  persons,  according  to  the  ordinances  of  this  kirk. 
Neither  have  the  privileges  of  the  Parliaments  and  liberties  of  the  subject 
been  duly  tendered ;  but  some  amongst  ourselves  have  laboured  to  put  into 
the  hands  of  our  King  an  arbitrary  and  unlimited  power,  destructive  to 
both;  and  many  of  us  nave  been  accessory  of  late  to  those  means  and  ways, 
whereby  the  freedom  and  privileges  of  Parliaments  have  been  encroachea 
upon,  and  the  subjects  oppressed  in  their  consciences,  persons,  and  estates; 
neither  hath  it  been  our  care  to  avoid  these  things  which  might  harden  the 
King  in  his  evil  way;  but,  upon  the  contrary,  he  hath  not  only  been  per- 
mitted,  but  many  of  us  have  been  instrumental  to  make  him  exercise  his 
power,  in  many  things  tending  to  the  prejudice  of  religion,  and  of  the  Cove- 
nant, and  of  tne  peace  and  safety  of  these  kingdoms;  which  is  so  far  from 
the  right  way  of  preserving  his  Majesty's  person  and  authority,  that  it  can- 
not but  provoke  tne  Lord  against  him,  unto  the  hazard  of  both;  nay,  under  a 
pretence  of  relieving  and  doing  for  the  King,  whilst  he  refuses  to  do  what 
was  necessary  for  the  house  of  God,  some  have  ranversed  and  violated  most 
of  all  the  articles  of  the  Covenant. 

Our  own  conscience  within,  and  God's  judgments  upon  us  without,  do 
convince  us  of  the  manifold  wilful  renewed  breaches  of  that  article  which 
concemeth  the  discovery  and  punishment  of  malignants,  whose  crimes  have 
not  only  been  connived  at,  but  dispensed  with  and  pardoned,  and  themselves 
received  into  intimate  fellowship  with  ourselves,  and  intrusted  with  our 
counsels,  admitted  into  our  Parliaments,  and  put  in  places  of  power  and 
authority,  for  managing  the  publick  aifairs  of  the  kingdom ;  whereby,  in 
God's  justice,  they  got  at  last  into  their  hands  the  whole  power  and  strength 
of  the  kingdom,  both  in  judicatories  and  armies  ;  and  did  employ  the  same 
unto  the  enacting  and  prosecuting  an  unlawful  engagement  in  war  against 
the  kingdom  of  Englsflid,  notwithstanding  of  the  dissent  of  many  consider- 
able members  of  Parliament,  who  had  given  constant  proof  of  their  integrity 
in  the  cause  from  the  beginning ;  of  many  faithful  testimonies,  and  free 
^rnings  of  the  servants  of  God ;  of  the  supplications  of  many  synods,  pres- 
byteries, and  shires ;  and  of  the  declarations  of  the  General  Assembly  and 
theip  Commissioners  to  the  contrary;  wliich  engagement,  aa  it  hath  been  the 
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cause  of  much  Bin,  so  also  of  much  misery  and  calamity  unto  this  land ;  and 
holds  forth  to  us  the  grievousness  of  om'  sin,  of  complying  with  malignants 
in  the  greatness  of  our  judgment,  that  -we  may  be  taught  never  to  split  again 
upon  the  same  rock,  upon  -which  the  Lord  hath  set  so  remarkable  a  beacon. 
And  after  all  that  is  come  to  pass  unto  us  because  of  this  our  trespass ;  and 
after  that  grace  hath  been  shewed  unto  us  from  the  Lord  our  God,  by  break- 
ing these  men's  yoke  from  off  our  necks,  and  putting  us  again  into  a  capacity 
to  act  for  the  good  of  religion,  our  ovm  safetj',  and  the  peace  and  the  safety 
of  this  kingdom,  should  vre  again  break  this  commandment  and  covenant,  by 
joining  once  more  with  the  people  of  these  abominations,  and  taking  into  our 
bosom  those  serpents,  which  had  formerly  stung  xis  almost  unto  death ;  this, 
as  it  would  argue  great  madness  and  folly  upon  our  part,  so,  no  doubt,  if  it 
be  not  avoided,  will  provoke  the  Lord  against  us,  to  consume  us,  until  there 
be  no  remnant  nor  escaping  in  the  land. 

And  albeit  the  peace  and  union  betwixt  the  kingdoms  be  a  great  blessing 
of  Grod  unto  both,  and  a  bond  wliich  we  are  obliged  to  preserve  unviolated, 
and  to  endeavour  that  justice  may  be  done  upon  the  Opposers  thereof;  yet 
some  in  this  land,  who  have  come  \mder  the  bond  of  the  Covenant,  have  made 
it  their  great  study  how  to  dissolve  this  xmion ;  and  few  or  no  endeavours 
have  been  used  by  any  of  us  for  punishing  of  such. 

We  have  suffered  many  of  our  brethren,  in  several  parts  of  the  land,  to  be 
oppressed  by  the  common  enemy,  without  compassion  or  relief.  There  hath 
been  great  murmuring  and  repining,  because  of  expence  of  means,  and  pains 
in  doing  of  our  duty.  Many,  by  persuasion  or  terror,  have  suffered  them- 
selves to  be  divided  and  withdrawn,  to  make  defection  to  the  contrary  part : 
many  have  turned  off  to  a  detestable  indifferency  and  neutrality  in  this 
cause,  which  so  much  concemeth  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  good  of  these 
kingdoms;  nay,  many  have  made  it  their  study  to  walk  so,  as  they  might 
comply  with  all  times,  and  all  the  revolutions  thereof.  It  hath  not  been  our 
care  to  countenance,  encourage,  intrust,  and  employ  such  only,  as  from  their 
hearts  did  affect  and  mind  God's  work;  but  the  hearts  of  such  many  times 
have  been  discouraged,  and  their  hands  weakened,  their  sufferings  neglected, 
and  themselves  slighted;  and  many,  who  were  once  open  enemies,  and  always 
secret  underminers,  countenanced  and  employed :  nay,  even  those  who  had 
been  looked  upon  as  incendiaries,  and  upon  whom  the  Lord  has  set  marks  of 
desperate  malignancy,  falsehood,  and  deceit,  were  brought  in,  as  fit  to  manage 
publick  affairs :  many  have  been  the  lets  and  impediments  that  have  been 
cast  in  the  way,  to  retard  and  obstruct  the  Lord's  work;  and  some  have  kept 
secret,  what  of  themselves  they  were  not  able  to  suppress  and  overcome. 

Besides  these,  and  many  other  breaches  of  the  articles  of  the  Covenant  in 
the  matter  thereof,  which  it  concerneth  every  one  of  us  to  search  out  and 
acknowledge  before  the  Lord,  as  we  would  wish  his  wrath  to  be  turned  away 
from  us;  so  have  many  of  us  failed  exceedingly  in  the  manner  of  our  follow- 
ing and  pursuing  the  duties  contained  therein;  not  only  seeking  great  things 
for  ourselves,  and  mixing  of  our  private  interests  and  ends  concerning  our- 
selves, and  friends,  and  followers,  witli  those  things  which  concern  the  publick 
good;  but  many  times  preferring  such  to  the  honour  of  God,  and  good  of  his 
cause,  and  retarding  God's  work,  until  we  might  cany  along  with  us  our 
own  interests  and  designs.  It  hath  been  our  way  to  trust  in  the  means,  and 
to  rely  upon  the  arm  of  flesh  for  success,  albeit  the  Lord  hatii  many  times 
made  us  meet  with  disappointment  therein,  and  stained  the  pride  of  all  our 
glory,  by  blasting  evei-y  carnal  confidence  unto  us:  we  have  followed  for  the 
most  part  the  counsels  of  flesh  and  blood,  and  walked  more  by  the  rules  of 
policy  than  piety,  and  have  hearkened  more  unto  men  than  unto  God. 

Albeit  we  made  solemn  publick  profession  before  the  world,  of  our  un. 
feigned  desires  to  be  humbled  before  the  Lord  for  our  own  sins,  and  the  sins 
of  these  kingdoms,  especially  for  our  undervaluing  of  the  inestimable  benefit 
of  the  gospel,  and  that  wo  have  not  labouied  for  the  power  thereof,  and  re- 
ceived Christ  into  our  hearts,  and  walked  worthy  of  him  in  our  lives;  and  of 
our  true  and  unfeigned  purpose,  desire,  and  endeavour,  for  ourselves,  and  all 
others  under  our  power  ana  charge,  both  in  publiok  and  private,  in  all  tlie 
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duties  which  we  owe  to  God  and  man,  to  amend  oiir  lives,  and  each  one  to 
go  before  another  in  the  example  of  a  real  reformation,  that  the  Lord  might 
turn  away  his  wrath  and  heavy  indignation,  and  establish  these  kirks  and 
kingdoms  in  truth  and  peace ;  yet  we  have  refused  to  be  reformed,  and  have 
walked  proudly  and  obstinately  against  the  Lord,  not  valuing  his  gospel,  nor 
submitting  ourselves  unto  the  obedience  thereof;  not  seeking  after  Christ, 
not  studying  to  honour  him  in  the  excellency  of  his  person,  nor  employ  him 
in  the  virtue  of  his  offices;  nor  making  conscience  of  publick  ordinances,  nor 
private  nor  secret  duties;  nor  studying  to  edify  one  another  in  love.  Igno- 
rance of  God,  and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  prevails  exccedindy  in  the  land ; 
the  greatest  part  of  masters  of  families,  amongst  Noblemen,  Barons,  Gentle- 
men, Burgesses,  and  Commons,  neglect  to  seek  God  in  their  families,  and  to 
endeavour  the  reformation  thereof;  and  albeit  it  hath  been  much  pressed,  yet 
few  of  our  nobles  and  great  ones,  ever  to  this  day,  could  be  persuaded  to 
perform  family-duties  themselves,  and  in  their  own  persons;  which  makes  so 
necessary  and  useful  a  duty  to  be  misregai*ded  by  others  of  inferior  rank ; 
nay,  many  of  the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  Burrows,  who  should  have  been 
examples  of  godliness  and  sober  walking  unto  others,  have  been  ringleaders 
of  excess  and  rioting.  Albeit  wo  be  the  Lord's  people,  engaged  to  him  in  a 
solemn  way;  yet  to  this  day  we  have  not  made  it  our  studj',  that  judicatories 
and  armies  should  consist  of,  and  places  of  power  and  trust  be  filled  with, 
men  of  a  blameless  and  Christian  conversation,  and  of  known  integrity,  and 
approven  fidelity,  affection,  and  zeal,  unto  the  cause  of  God;  but  not  only 
those  who  have  been  neutral  and  inditferent,  but  disaffected  and  malignant, 
and  others  who  have  been  profane  and  scandalous,  have  been  intrusted :  by 
which  it  hath  come  to  pass,  that  judicatories  have  been  the  seats  of  injustice 
and  iniquity ;  and  many  in  our  armies,  by  their  miscarriages,  have  become 
our  plague,  unto  the  great  prejudice  of  the  cause  of  God.  the  great  scandal  of 
the  gospel,  and  the  great  increase  of  looseness  and  profanity  throughout  all 
the  land.  It  were  impossible  to  reckon  up  all  the  abominations  that  are  in 
the  land;  but  the  blaspheming  of  the  name  of  God,  swearing  by  the  creatures, 
profanation  of  the  Lord's  day,  uncleanness,  drunkenness,  excess  and  rioting, 
vanity  of  apparel,  lying  and  deceit,  railing  and  cursing,  arbitrary  and  uncon- 
trouled  oppression,  and  grinding  of  the  faces  of  the  poor  by  landlords,  and 
others  in  place  and  power,  are  become  ordinary  and  common  sins ;  and  besides 
all  these  tnings,  there  be  many  other  transgressions,  whereof  the  lands  wherein 
we  live  are  guilty.  All  which  we  desire  to  acknowledge  and  to  be  humbled 
for,  that  the  world  may  bear  witness  with  us,  that  righteousness  belongeth 
unto  God,  and  shamo  and  confusion  of  face  unto  us,  as  appears  this  day. 

And  because  it  is  needful  for  those  who  find  mercy,  not  only  to  confess, 
but  also  to  forsake  their  sin;  therefore,  that  the  reality  and  sincerity  of  our 
repentance  may  appear,  we  do  resolve  and  solemnly  engage  ourselves,  before 
the  Lord,  carefully  to  avoid  for  the  time  to  come  all  these  offences,  whereof 
we  have  now  made  solemn  publick  acknowledgment,  and  all  the  snares  and 
tentations  which  tend  thereunto;  and  to  testify  the  integrity  of  our  resolu- 
tion herein,  and  that  we  may  be  the  better  enabled  in  the  power  of  the  Lord's 
strength  to  perform  the  same,  we  do  again  renew  our  Solemn  League  and 
Covenant;  promising  hereafter  to  make  conscience  of  all  the  duties  whereunto 
we  are  obliged,  in  all  the  heads  and  articles  thereof,  particularly  of  these  that 
follow. 

1.  Because  religion  is  of  all  things  the  most  excellent  and  precious,  the 
advancing  and  promoting  the  power  thereof  against  all  ungodliness  and 
profanity,  the  securing  and  preserving  the  purity  thereof  against  all  error, 
heresy,  and  schism,  and  namely.  Independency,  Anabai)tism,  Antinomianism, 
Arminianism,  and  Socinianism,  Familism,  Libertinism,  Scepticism,  and 
Erastianism,  and  the  carrying  on  the  work  of  uniformity,  shall  be  studied 
and  endeavoured  by  \is  before  all  worldly  interests,  whether  concerning  the 
King,  ourselves,  or  any  other  whatsomever.  2.  Because  many  have  of  late 
laboured  to  supplant  the  liberties  of  the  kirk,  we  shall  maintain  and  defend 
the  kirk  of  Scotland,  in  all  her  liberties  and  privileges,  against  all  who  shall 
oppose  or  undermino  the  same,  or  encroach  thereupon,  und«r  any  pretext 
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whatsom6ver.  8.  We  shall  Tindicate  and  maintain  the  liberties  of  the  sub- 
jects, in  all  these  things  which  concern  their  consciences,  persons,  and  estates. 
4.  We  shall  carefully  maintain  and  defend  the  union  betwixt  the  kingdoms, 
and  avoid  every  thing  that  may  weAken  the  same,  or  involve  us  in  any  mea- 
sure of  accession  unto  the  guilt  of  those  who  have  invaded  the  kingdom  of 
England.  6.  As  wo  have  been  always  loyal  to  our  King,  so  we  shall  still 
endeavour  to  give  unto  God  that  which  is  God's,  and  to  Cesar  the  things 
which  are  Cesar's.  6.  We  shall  be  so  far  from  conniving  at,  complying  with, 
or  countenancing  of,  malignancy,  injustice,  iniquity,  profanity,  and  impiety, 
that  we  shall  not  only  avoid  and  discountenance  those  things,  and  cherish 
and  encourage  these  persons  who  are  zealous  for  the  cause  of  God,  and  walk 
according  to  the  gospel;  but  also  shall  take  a  more  effectual  course  than  here- 
tofore, in  our  respective  places  and  callings,  for  punishing  and  suppressing 
these  evils;  and  faithfully  endeavour,  that  tne  best  and  fittest  remedies  may 
be  applied  for  taking  away  the  causes  thereof,  and  advancing  the  knowledge 
of  God,  and  holiness  and  righteousness  in  the  land.  And  therefore,  in  the 
last  place,  as  we  shall  earnestly  pray  unto  God,  that  he  would  give  us  ahh 
men,  fearing  God,  men  of  truth,  and  hating  covetotuness,  to  judge  and  bear 
charge  among  his  people;  so  we  shall,  according  to  our  places  and  callings, 
endeavour  that  judicatories,  and  all  places  of  power  and  trust,  both  in  kirk 
and  state,  may  consist  o^  and  be  filled  with,  such  men  as  are  of  known  good 
affection  to  the  cause  of  God,  and  of  a  blameless  and  Christian  conversation. 
And,  because  there  be  many,  who  heretofore  have  not  made  conscience  of 
the  oath  of  God,  but  some  through  fear,  others  by  persuasion,  and  upon  base 
ends  and  human  interests,  have  enterea  thereinto,  who  have  afterwards  dis- 
covered themselves  to  have  dealt  deceitfully  with  the  Lord,  in  swearing 
falsely  by  his  name ;  therefore  we,  who  do  now  renew  our  Covenant,  in  refer- 
ence to  these  duties,  and  all  other  duties  contained  therein,  do,  in  the  sight 
of  him  who  is  the  Searcher  of  hearts,  solemnly  profess,  that  it  is  not  upon  any 
politick  advantage,  or  private  interest  or  by-end,  or  because  of  any  terror  or 
persuasion  from  men,  or  hypocriticallv  and  deceitfully,  that  we  do  again  take 
upon  us  the  oath  of  God,  but  honestly  and  sincerely,  and  from  the^  sense  of 
our  duty;  and  that  therefore,  denying  ourselves,  and  our  own  things,  and 
laying  aside  all  self-interest  and  ends,  we  shall  above  all  things  seek  the 
honour  of  God,  the  good  of  his  cause,  and  the  wealth  of  his  people;  and  that 
forsaking  the  counsels  of  flesh  and  blood,  and  not  leaning  upon  carnal  confi- 
dences, we  shall  depend  upon  the  Lord,  walk  by  the  rule  of  his  word,  and 
hearken  to  the  voice  of  his  servants.  In  all  which,  professing  our  own  weak- 
ness, we  do  earnestly  pray  to  God,  who  is  the  Father  of  mercies,  through  his 
Son  Jesus  Christ,  to  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  to  enable  us,  by  the  power  of 
his  might,  that  we  may  do  Qur  duty,  unto  the  praise  of  his  grace  in  the 
churches,   Amen.

An  Act  qftke  Parliambnt  of  the  Kingdom  0/ Scotland,  apprmn^j  and 
utahUsUng  the  DiEECTOEY/or  Fublick  Wormp, 

At  Edinburgh,  February  6, 1645. 

THE  Estates  of  Parliament  now  convened,  in  the  second  session  of  this  first 
triennial  Parliament,  by  virtue  of  tb9  last  act  of  the  last  Parliament 
holden  by  his  Majesty  and  the  Three  Estates,  in  anno  1641 ;  after  the  pub- 
lick  reading  and  serious  consideration  of  the  act  under- written  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approving  the  following  Directory  for  the  publick  worship  of  God 
in  the  three  kingdoms,  lately  united  by  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant, 
together  with  the  ordinance  of  the  Parliament  of  England  establishing  the 
said  Directory,  and  the  Directory  itself;  do  heartily  and  cheerfully  agree  to 
the  said  Directory,  according  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approving 
the  same.  Whicn  act,  together  with  the  Directory  itself,^  the  Estates  of 
Parliament  do,  without  a  contrary  voice,  ratify  and  approve  in  all  the  Heads 
and  Articles  thereof;  and  do  interpone  and  aod  the  authority  of  Parliament 
to  the  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly.  And  do  ordain  the  same  to  have 
the  strength  and  force  of  a  law  and  act  of  Parliament,  and  execution  to  pass 
thereupon,  for  observing  the  said  Directory,  according  to  the  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  in  all  points.

Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Kirk  o/ScoTLAND,/or  th^  establishing  and 
putting  in  Execution  oftJie  Directory /or  the  Fublick  Worship  of  God. 

WHEREAS  an  happy  unity,  and  uniformity  in  religion  amongst  the  kirks 
of  Christ,  in  these  three  kingdoms,  united  under  one  Sovereign,  having 
been  long  and  earnestly  wished  for  by  the  godly  and  well-affected  amongst 
us,  was  propounded  as  a  main  article  of  the  large  treaty,  without  which 
band  and  bulwark,  no  safe,  well-grounded,  and  lasting  i)eace  could  be  ex- 
pected ;  and  afterward,  with  greater  strength  and  maturity,  revived  in  the 
Solemn  League  and  Covenant  of  the  three  kingdoms ;  whereby  they  stand 
straitly  obliged  to  endeavour  the  nearest  uniformity  in  one  form  of  Church- 
government,  Directory  of  Worship,  Confession  of  Faith,  and  Form  of  Cate- 
chising ;  which  hath  also  before,  and  since  our  entering  into  that  Covenant, 
been  the  matter  of  many  supplications  and  remonstrances,  and  sending  Com- 
missioners to  the  King's  Majesty ;  of  declarations  to  the  Honourable  Houses 
of  the  Parliament  of  England,  and  of  letters  to  the  Reverend  Assembly  of 
Divines,  and  others  of  the  ministry  of  the  kirk  of  England ;  being  also  the 
end  of  our  sending  Commissioners,  as  was  desired,  from  this  kirk,  with  com- 
mission to  treat  of  uniformity  in  the  four  particulars  afore-mentioned,  with 
such  committees  as  should  be  appointed  oy  both  Houses  of  Parliament  of 
England,  and  by  the  Assembly  ot  Divines  sitting  at  Westminster ;  and  be- 
side all  this,  it  being,  in  point  of  conscience,  the  chief  motive  and  end  of  our 
adventuring  upon  manifold  and  great  hazards,  for  quenching  the  devouring 
flame  of  the  present  unnatural  and  bloody  war  in  England,  though  to  the 
weakening  of  this  kingdom  within  itself,  and  the  advantage  of  the  enemy 
which  have  invaded  it ;  accounting  nothing  too  dear  to  us,  so  that  this  our 
joy  be  fulfilled.  And  now  this  great  work  being  so  far  advanced,  that  a  Di- 
rectory for  the  Publick  Worship  of  God  in  all  the  three  kingdoms  being 
agreed  upon  by  the  Honourable  Houses  of  the  Parliament  of  England,  after 
consultation  with  the  Divines  of  both  kingdoms  there  assembled,  ajid  sent 
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to  us  for  our  approbation,  that,  being  also  agreed  upon  by  tUis  kirk  and 
kingdom  of  ScotLmd,  it  may  be  in  the  name  of  both  kingdoms  presented  to 
the  King,  for  his  royal  consent  and  ratification ;  the  General  Assembly, 
having  most  seriously  considered,  revised,  and  examined  the  Directory  afore- 
mentioned, after  several  publick  readings  of  it,  after  much  deliberation, 
both  publickly^  and  in  private  committees,  after  full  liberty  given  to  all  to 
object  against  it,  and  earnest  invitations  of  all  who  have  any  scruples  about 
it,  to  make  known  the  same,  that  they  might  be  satisfied ;  doth  unanimously, 
and  without  a  contrary  voice,  agree  to  and  anprove  the  following  Directory, 
in  all  the  heads  thereof,  together  with  the  Preface  set  before  it ;  and  dotn 
require,  decern,  and  ordain.  That,  according  to  the  plain  tenor  and  meaning 
thereof,  and  the  intent  of  the  Preface,  it  bo  carefully  and  uniformly  observed 
and  practised  by  all  the  ministers  and  others  within  this  kingdom  whom  it 
doth  concern ;  which  practice  shall  be  begun,  upon  intimation  given  to  the 
several  presbyteries  from  the  Commissioners  of  this  General  Assembly,  who 
shall  also  take  special  care  for  timcous  printing  of  this  Directory,  that  a 
printed  copy  of  it  be  provided  and  kept  for  the  use  of  every  kirk  in  this 
kingdom ;  also  that  each  presbytery  have  a  printed  copy  thereof  for  their 
use,  and  take  special  notice  of  the  observation  or  neglect  thereof  in  every 
congregation  within  their  bounds,  and  make  known  the  same  to  the  Provin- 
cial or  General  Assembly,  as  there  shall  be  cause.  Provided  always,  That 
the  clause  in  the  Directory,  of  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
which  mentioneth  the  communicants  sitting  about  the  table,  or  at  it,  be  not 
interpreted  as  if,  in  the  judgment  of  this  kirk,  it  were  indifferent,  and  free 
for  any  of  the  communicants  not  to  come  to,  and  receive  at  the  table ;  or  as 
if  we  aid  approve  the  distributing  of  the  elements  by  the  minister  to  each 
communicant,  and  not  by  the  communicants  among  themselves.  It  is  also 
provided.  That  this  shall  be  no  prejudice  to  the  order  and  practice  of  this 
kirk,  in  such  particulars  as  are  appointed  by  the  books  of  discipline,  and 
acts  of  General  Assemblies,  and  are  not  otherwise  ordered  and  appointed  in 
the  Directory. 

Finally,  The  Assembly  doth,  with  much  joy  and  thankfulness,  acknow- 
ledge the  rich  blessing  and  invaluable  mercy  ol  God,  in  bringing  tlie  so  much 
wished  for  uniformity  in  religion  to  such  a  happy  period,  that  these  king- 
doms,  once  at  so  great  a  distance  in  the  form  of  worship,  are  now,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  brought  to  a  nearer  uniformity  than  any  other  refonncd 
kirks ;  which  is  unto  us  the  return  of  our  prayers,  and  a  lightening  of  our 
eyes,  and  reviving  of  our  hearts  in  the  midst  of  our  many  sorrows  and  suf- 
ferings ;  a  taking  away,  in  a  great  measure,  the  reproacn  of  the  people  of 
God,  to  the  stopping  of  the  mouths  of  malignant  and  disaffected  persons ; 
and  an  opening  unto  us  a  door  of  hope,  that  God  hath  yet  thoughts  of  peace 
towards  us,  and  not  of  evil,  to  give  us  an  expected  end, ;  in  the  expectation 
and  confidence  whereof  we  do  rejoice;  beseeching  tlie  Lord  to  preserve  these 
kingdoms  from  heresies,  schisms,  offences,  profaueness,  and  whatsoever  is 
contrary  to  sound  doctrine,  and  the  power  of  godliness ;  and  to  continue 
with  us,  and  the  generations  following,  these  his  pure  and  purged  ordinances, 
together  with  an  increase  of  the  power  and  life  thereof,  to  the  glory  of  his 
great  name,  the  enlargement  of  the  kingdom  of  his  Son,  the  coiToboration  of 
peace  and  love  between  the  kingdoms,  the  unity  and  comfort  of  all  iiia  people, 
and  our  edifying  one  another  in  love. 


THE  DIRECTORY 

FOR 

THE  PUBLICK  WORSHIP  OF  GOD. 

THE  PEEPACB. 

IN  the  "beginning  of  the  blessed  Reformation,  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors 
took  care  to  set  forth  an  order  for  redress  of  many  things,  which  they 
then,  by  the  word,  discovered  to  he  vain,  erroneous,  superstitious,  and  ido- 
latrous, in  the  publick  worship  of  God.  This  occasioned  many  godly  and 
learned  men  to  rejoice  much  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  at  that  time 
set  forth ;  because  the  mass,  and  the  rest  of  the  Latin  service  being  removed, 
the  publick  worship  was  celebrated  in  our  own  tongue :  many  of  the  common 
people  also  received  benefit  by  hearing  the  scriptures  read  in  their  own  lan- 
guage, which  formerly  were  unto  them  as  a  book  that  is  sealed. 

Howbeit,  long  and  sad  experience  hath  made  it  manifest,  that  the  Liturgy 
used  in  the  Church  of  England,  (notwithstanding  all  the  pains  and  religious 
intentions  of  the  Compilers  of  it,)  hath  proved  an  offence,  not  only  to  many 
of  the  godly  at  home,  but  also  to  the  reformed  Churches  abroad.  For,  not 
to  speak  of  \irging  the  reading  of  all  the  prayers,  which  very  greatly  increased 
the  burden  of  it,  the  many  unprofitable  and  burdensome  ceremonies  con- 
tained in  it  have  occasioned  much  mischief,  as  well  by  disquieting  the  con- 
sciences of  many  godly  ministers  and  people,  who  could  not  yield  unto  them, 
as  by  depriving  them  of  the  ordinances  of  God,  which  they  might  not  enjoy 
without  conforming  or  subscribing  to  those  ceremonies.  Sundry  good  Chris- 
tians have  been,  by  means  thereof,  kept  from  the  Lord's  table ;  and  divers 
able  and  faithful  ministers  debarred  from  the  exercise  of  their  ministry,  (to 
the  endangering  of  many  thousand  souls,  in  a  time  of  such  scarcity  of  faith- 
ful pastors  J  and  spoiled  of  their  livelihood,  to  the  undoing  of  them  and  their 
families.  Prelates,  and  their  faction,  have  laboured  to  raise  the  estimation 
of  it  to  such  a  height,  as  if  there  were  no  other  worship,  or  way  of  worship 
of  God,  amongst  us,  but  only  the  Service-book ;  to  the  great  hinderance  of 
tlie  preaching  of  the  word,  and  (in  some  places,  especially  of  late)  to  the 
justlmg  of  it  out  as  unnecessary,  or  at  best,  as  far  inferior  to  the  reading  of 
common  prayer ;  which  was  made  no  better  than  an  idol  by  many  ignorant 
and  superstitious  people,  who,  pleasing  themselves  in  their  presence  at  that 
service,  and  their  lip-labour  in  bearing  a  part  in  it,  have  thereby  hardened 
themselves  in  their  ignorance  and  carelessness  of  saving  knowledge  and  true 
piety. 

In  the  meantime,  Papists  boasted  that  the  book  was  a  compliance  with 
them  in  a  great  part  of  their  service ;  and  so  were  not  a  Httlo  confirmed  in 
their  superstition  and  idolatry,  expecting  rather  our  return  to  them,  than 
endeavouring  the  refoimation  of  themselves :  in  which  expectation  they  were 
of  late  very  much  encouraged,  when,  upon  the  pretended  warrantableness  of 
imposing  of  the  former  ceremonies,  new  ones  were  daily  obtruded  upon  the 
Church. 

Add  hereunto,  (which  was  not  foreseen,  but  since  hath  come  to  pass,)  that 
the  Liturgy  hath  been  a  great  means,  as  on  the  one  hand  to  make  and  in- 
crease an  idle  and  unedifying  ministry,  which  contented  itself  with  set  forms 
made  to  their  hands  by  others,  without  putting  forth  themselves  to  exerciae 
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the  gift  of  prayer,  with  which  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  pleascth  to  fui-uisli  all 
his  servants  whom  he  calls  to  that  office :  so,  on  the  other  side,  it  hath  been 
(and  ever  would  be,  if  continued)  a  matter  of  endless  strife  and  contention 
in  the  Church,  and  a  snare  both  to  many  godly  and  faithful  ministers,  who 
have  been  persecuted  and  silenced  upon  that  occasion,  and  to  others  of  hope- 
ful parts,  many  of  which  have  been,  and  more  still  would  be,  diverted  from 
all  thoughts  01  the  ministry  to  other  studies ;  especially  in  tlieso  latter  times, 
wherein  God  vouchsafeth  to  his  people  more  and  better  means  for  the  dis- 
covery of  error  and  superstition,  and  for  attaining  of  knowledge  in  the  mys- 
teries of  godliness,  ana  gifts  in  preaching  and  prayer. 

Upon  these,  and  many  the  like  weighty  considerations  in  reference  to  tlio 
whole  book  in  general,  and  because  of  divers  particulars  contained  in  it ; 
not  from  any  love  to  novelty,  or  intention  to  disparage  our  first  reformers, 
(of  whom  we  are  persuaded,  that,  were  they  now  alive,  they  would  join  with 
us  in  this  work,  and  whom  we  acknowledge  as  excellent  instruments,  raised 
by  God,  to  begin  the  purging  and  building  of  his  house,  and  desire  they  may 
be  had  of  us  and  posterity  in  everlasting  remembrance,  with  thankfulness  and 
honour,)  but  that  we  may  in  some  measure  answer  the  gracious  providence 
of  Gk)d,  which  at  this  time  calleth  upon  us  for  further  reformation,  and  may 
satisfy  our  own  consciences,  and  answer  the  expectation  of  other  reformed 
churches,  and  the  desires  of  many  of  the  godly  among  ourselves,  and  witlial 
give  some  publick  testimony  of  our  endeavours  for  \iniformity  in  divine 
worship,  which  we  have  promised  in  our  Solemn  League  and  Covenant ;  wo 
have,  after  earnest  and  irequent  calling  upon  the  name  of  God,  and  after 
much  consultation,  not  with  flesh  and  blood,  but  with  his  holy  word,  re- 
solved to  lay  aside  the  former  Litur^,  with  the  many  rites  and  ceremonies 
formerly  used  in  the  worship  of  God ;  and  have  agreed  upon  this  following 
Directory  for  all  the  parts  of  publick  worship,  at  ordinary  and  extraordinary 
times. 

Wherein  our  care  hath  been  to  hold  forth  such  things  as  are  of  divine 
institution  in  every  ordinance ;  and  other  things  we  have  endeavoured  to  set 
forth  according  to  the  rules  of  Christian  prudence,  agreeable  to  the  general 
rules  of  the  word  of  God ;  our  meaning  therein  bemg  only,  that  the  general 
heads,  the  sense  and  scope  of  the  prayers,  and  other  parts  of  publick  worship, 
being  known  to  all,  there  may  be  a  consent  of  all  the  churches  in  those  things 
that  contain  the  substance  of  the  service  and  worship  of  God ;  and  the  mini- 
sters may  be  hereby  directed,  in  their  administrations,  to  keep  like  soundness 
in  doctrine  and  prayer,  and  may,  if  need  be,  have  some  help  and  furniture, 
and  yet  so  as  they  become  not  hereby  slothful  and  negligent  in  stirring  up 
the  gifts  of  Christ  in  them ;  but  that  each  one,  by  meditation,  by  taking 
heed  to  himself,  and  the  flock  of  God  committed  to  him,  and  by  wise  observ- 
ing the  ways  of  Divine  Providence,  may  be  careful  to  furnish  his  heart  and 
tongue  with  further  or  other  materials  of  prayer  and  exhortation,  as  shall  bo 
needful  upon  all  occasiona 

Of  the  AesernbUng  qftha  Congregation,  and  their  Behaviour  in  tha  PubUch 

Worship  of  God. 

WHEN  the  congregation  is  to  meet  for  publick  worship,  the  people  (having 
^  before  prepared  their  hearts  thereunto)  ought  all  to  come  and  join 
therein;  not  absenting  themselves  from  the  publick  ordinances  through  ne- 
gligence, or  upon  pretence  of  private  meetings. 

Let  all  enter  the  assembly,  not  irreverently,  but  in  a  grave  and  seemly 
manner,  taking  their  seats  or  places  without  aaoration,  or  bowing  themselves 
towards  one  place  or  other. 

The  congregation  being  assembled,  the  minister,  after  solemn  calling  on 
them  to  the  worshipping  of  the  great  name  of  God,  is  to  begin  with  prayer. 

'*  In  all  reverence  and  humility  acknowledging  the  incomprehensible  great- 
"  ness  and  majesty  of  the  Lord,  (in  whose  presence  they  do  then  in  a  special 
•*  manner  appear,)  and  their  own  vileness  and  un worthiness  to  approach  so 
•'  near  Mm,  with  their  utter  inability  of  themselves  to  so  groat  a  work ;  and 
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"  Immbly  beseeching  him  for  pardon,  assistance,  and  acceptance,  in  the  whole 
**  sciTice  then  to  bo  performea ;  and  for  a  blessing  on  that  particular  portion 
**  of  his  word  then  to  be  read :  And  all  in  the  name  and  mediation  of  the 
"  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

The  ^ublick  worship  being  begun,  the  people  are  wholljr  to  attend  upon  it, 
forbearing  to  read  any  thing,  except  what  the  minister  is  then  reading  or 
citing;  and  abstaining  much  more  from  all  private  whisperings,  conferences, 
salutations,  or  doing  reverence  to  any  person  present,  or  coming  in ;  as  also 
from  all  gazing,  sleeping,  and  other  indecent  behaviour,  which  may  disturb 
the  minister  or  people,  or  hinder  themselves  or  others  in  the  service  of  God. 

If  any,  througii  necessity,  be  hindered  from  being  present  at  the  beginning, 
they  ought  not,  when  they  come  into  the  congregation,  to  betake  themselves 
to  their  private  devotions,  but  reverently  to  compose  themselves  to  join  with 
the  assembly  in  that  ordinance  of  God  which  is  tnen  in  hand. 

OfPublick  Reading  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

READING  of  the  word  in  the  congregation,  being  part  of  the  publick  wor- 
ship of  God,  (wherein  we  acknowledge  our  dependence  upon  him,  and 
subjection  to  him,)  and  one  mean  sanctified  by  him  for  the  edifying  of  his 
people,  is  to  be  performed  by  the  pastors  and  teachers. 

Howbeit,  such  as  intend  the  ministry,  may  occasionally  both  read  tho 
word,  and  exercise  their  gift  in  preaching  in  the  congregation,  if  allowed  by 
the  presbytery  thereunto. 

All  the  canonical  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  (but  none  of  those 
which  are  commonly  called  Apocryiiha)  shall  be  publickly  read  in  the  vulgar 
tongue,  out  of  the  best  allowed  translation,  distinctly,  that  all  may  hear  and 
understand. 

How  large  a  portion  shall  be  read  at  once,  is  left  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
minister;  but  it  is  convenient,  that  ordinarily  one  chapter  of  each  Testament 
be  read  at  every  meeting;  and  sometimes  more,  where  the  chapters  be  short, 
or  the  coherence  of  matter  requireth  it. 

It  is  requisite  that  all  the  canonical  books  be  read  over  in  order,  that  the 
people  may  be  better  acquainted  with  the  whole  body  of  the  scriptures;  and 
ordmarily,  where  the  reading  in  either  Testament  endeth  on  one  Lord's  day, 
it  is  to  begin  the  next. 

We  commend  also  the  more  frequent  reading  of  such  scriptures  as  he  that 
readeth  shall  think  best  for  edification  of  his  hearers,  as  the  book  of  Psalms, 
and  such  like. 

When  the  minister  who  readeth  shall  judge  it  necessary  to  expound  any 
part  of  what  is  read,  let  it  not  be  done  until  the  whole  chapter  or  psalm  be 
ended;  and  regard  is  always  to  be  had  unto  the  time,  that  neither  preaching, 
nor  other  ordinances  be  straitened,  or  rendered  tedious.  Which  rule  is  to  be 
observed  in  all  other  publick  performances. 

Beside  publick  reading  of  the  holy  scriptures,  every  person  that  can  read, 
is  to  be  exhorted  to  read  the  scriptures  privately,  (and  all  others  that  cannot 
read,  if  not  disabled  by  age,  or  otherwise,  are  likewise  to  be  exhorted  to  learn 
to  read,)  and  to  have  a  Bible. 

OfPvhlick  Prayer  before  the  Sermon. 

AFTER  reading  of  the  word,  (and  singing  of  the  psalm,)  the  minister  who 
is  to  preach,  is  to  endeavour  to-  get  his  own  and  his  hearers  hearts  to  bo 
rightly  affected  with  their  sins,  that  they  may  all  mourn  in  sense  thereof 
before  the  Lord,  and  hunger  and  thirst  after  the  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ, 
by  proceeding  to  a  more  full  confession  of  sin,  with  shame  and  holy  confusion 
of  face,  and  to  call  upon  the  Lord  to  this  effect : 

"  To  aclcuowledge  our  great  sinfulness,  First,  by  reason  of  original  sin, 
**  which  (beside  the  guilt  that  makes  us  liable  to  everlasting  damnation)  is 
*'  the  seed  of  all  other  sins,  hath  depraved  and  poisoned  all  the  faculties  and 
**  po^yerg  of  goul  ft»d  body,  doth  defile  our  l)est  actions,  and  (were  it  not  ro- 
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"  strained,  or  our  hearts  renewed  by  grace)  would  break  forth  into  innumer- 
"  able  transgressions,  and  greatest  rebellions  against  the  Lord  that  ever  were 
"  committed  by  the  vilest  of  the  sons  of  men;  and  next,  by  reason  of  actual 
"  sins,  our  own  sins,  the  sins  of  magistrates,  of  ministers,  and  of  the  whole 
"  nation,  unto  which  we  are  many  ways  accessor}' :  which  sins  of  ours  »eceive 
"  many  fearful  aggravations,  we  having  broken  all  the  commandments  of  the 
"  holy,  just,  and  good  law  of  God,  doing  that  which  is  forbidden,  and  leaving 
"  undone  what  is  enjoined ;  and  that  not  only  out  of  ignorance  and  infirmity, 
"  but  also  more  presumptuously,  against  the  light  of  our  minds,  checks  of 
"  our  consciences,  and  motions  of  his  own  Holy  Spirit  to  the  contrary,  so  tliat 
"  we  have  no  cloak  for  our  sins;  yea,  not  only  despising  the  riches  of  God'B 
"  goodness,  forbearance,  and  long-suffering,  but  standing  out  against  many 
"  invitations  and  offers  of  grace  in  the  gospel;  not  endeavouring,  as  we  ought, 
"  to  receive  Christ  into  our  hearts  hy  faith,  or  to  walk  worthy  of  him  in  our 
"  lives. 

"  To  bewail  our  blindness  of  mind,' hardness  of  heart,  unbelief,  rmpeni- 
"  tencjr,  security,  lukewaramess,  barrenness ;  our  not  endeavouring  after 
*'  mortification  and  newness  of  life,  nor  after  the  exercise  ol  godliness  in  the 
"  power  thereof;  and  that  the  best  of  us  have  not  so  stedfastly  walked  with 
"  God,  kept  our  garments  so  unspotted,  nor  been  so  zealous  of  his  glory,  and 
"  the  good  of  others,  as  we  ought :  and  to  moxirn  over  such  other  sins  as  the 
"  congregation  is  particularly  guilty  of,  notwithstanding  the  manifold  and 
"  great  mercies  of  our  God,  the  love  of  Christ,  the  light  of  the  gospel,  and 
"  reformation  of  religion,  our  own  purposes,  promises,  vows,  solemn  covenant, 
"  and  other  special  obligations,  to  the  contraiy. 

"  To  acknowledge  ana  coiifess,  that,  as  we  are  convinced  of  cur  guilt,  so, 
"  out  of  a  deep  sense  thereof,  we  judge  ourselves  unworthy  of  the  smallest 
"  benefits,  most  worthy  of  God's  fiercest  wrath,  and  of  all  the  curses  of  the 
"  law,  and  heaviest  judgments  inflicted  upon  the  most  rebellious  sinners; 
"  and  that  he  might  most  justly  take  his  kingdom  and  gospel  from  us,  plague 
"  us  with  all  sorts  of  spiritual  and  temporal  judgments  in  this  life,  and  after 
•'  cast  us  into  utter  darkness,  in  the  lake  that  burnetii  with  tire  and  brim- 
"  stone,  where  is  weeping  and  gnasliing  of  teeth  for  evermore. 

"  Notwithstanding  all  wliich,  to  draw  near  to  the  throne  of  grace,  encour- 
"  aging  ourselves  with  hope  of  a  gracious  answer  of  our  prayers,  in  the  riches 
"  and  all-sufficiency  of  that  only  one  oblation,  the  satisfaction  and  intcrces- 
**  sion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  at  the  right  hand  of  his  Father  and  our 
"  Father;  and  in  confidence  of  the  exceeding  great  and  precious  promises  of 
"  mercy  and  grace  in  the  new  covenant,  through  the  same  Mediator  thereof, 
"  to  deprecate  the  heavy  wrath  and  curse  of  God,  which  we  are  not  able  to 
"  avoid,  or  bear;  and  humbly  and  earnestly  to  supplicate  for  mercy,  in  the 
"  free  and  full  remission  of  all  our  sins,  and  that  only  for  the  bitter  suffer- 
"  ings  and  precious  merits  of  that  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

"  That  the  Lord  would  vouchsafe  to  shed  abroad  his  love  in  our  hearts  by 
"the  Holy  Ghost;  seal  unto  us,  by  the  same  Spirit  of  adoption,  the  full 
"assurance  of  our  pardon  and  reconciliation;  comfort  all  that  mourn  in 
"  Zion,  speak  peace  to  the  wounded  and  troubled  spirit,  and  bind  up  the 
"  broken-hearted :  and  as  for  secure  and  presumptuous  sinners,  that  he  would 
"  open  their  eyes,  convince  their  consciences,  and  turn  them  from  darkness 
"  imto  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  Ood,  that  they  also  may  re- 
"  ceive  forgiveness  of  sin,  and  an  inheritance  among  them  that  are  sanctified 
"  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. 

"  With  remission  of  sins  through  the  blood  of  Christ,  to  pray  for  sanctifi- 
"  cation  by  his  Spirit;  the  mortification  of  sin  dwelling  in  and  many  times 
"  tyrannizing  over  us;  the  quickening  of  our  dead  spirits  with  the  life  of  God 
"  in  Christ;  grace  to  fit  and  enable  us  for  all  duties  of  conversation  and  call- 
"  ings  towards  God  and  men;  strength  against  temptations;  the  sanctified 
"  use  of  blessings  and  crosses;  and  perseverance  in  faith  and  obedience  unto 
"  the  end. 

"  To  pray  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  and  kingdom  of  Christ  to  all 
"  nations;  for  the  Oonvereioa  of  the  Jews,  the  fuUiota  of  the  Gentiles,  the  fall 
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"  of  Antichrist,  and  the  hastening  of  the  second  coming  of  our  Lord;  for  the 
"  deliverance  of  the  distressed  churches  abroad  from  the  tyranny  of  the  anti- 
"  christian  faction,  and  from  the  cruel  oppressions  and  blasphemies  of  tlie 
"  Turk ;  for  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  reformed  churches,  especially  upon 
"  the  churches  and  kingdoms  of  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland,  now  more 
"  strictly  and  religiously  united  in  the  Solemn  National  League  and  Cove- 
"  nant ;  and  for  our  plantations  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  world :  more  par- 
"  ticularly  for  that  church  and  kingdom  whereof  we  are  members,  that  therein 
"  God  would  establish  peace  and  truth,  the  purity  of  all  his  ordinances,  and 
"  the  power  of  godliness;  prevent  and  remove  heresy,  schism,  profaneness, 
"  superstition,  security,  and  unfruitfulness  under  the  means  of  grace;  heal 
"  all  our  rents  and  divisions,  and  preserve  us  from  breach  of  our  Solemn 
"  Covenant. 

"  To  pray  for  all  in  authority,  especially  for  the  King's  Majesty ;  that  God 
"  would  make  him  rich  in  blessings,  both  in  his  person  and  government ; 
■ "  establish  his  throne  in  religion  and  righteousness,  save  him  from  evil  coun- 
"  sel,  and  make  him  a  blessed  and  glorious  instrument  for  the  conservation 
"  and  propagation  of  the  gospel,  for  the  encouragement  and  protection  of 
"  them  that  do  well,  the  terror  of  all  that  do  evil,  and  the  great  good  of  the 
"  whole  church,  and  of  aU  his  kingdoms ;  for  the  conversion  of  the  Queen,  the 
"  religious  education  of  the  Prince,  and  the  rest  of  the  royal  seed;  for  the 
"  comforting  of  the  afflicted  Queen  of  Bohemia,  sister  to  our  Sovereign ;  and  for 
"  the  restitution  and  establishment  of  the  illustrious  Prince  Charles,  Elector 
"  Palatine  of  the  Rhine,  to  all  his  dominions  and  dignities;  for  a  blessing 
"  upon  the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  (when  sitting  in  any  of  these  king- 
"  doms  respectively.)  the  nobility,  the  subordinate  judges  and  magistrates, 
"  the  gentry,  and  all  the  commonality;  for  all  pastors  and  teachers,  that  God 
"  would  fill  them  with  his  Spirit,  make  them  exemplarily  holy,  sober,  just, 
"  peaceable,  and  gracious  in  their  lives ;  sound,  faithful,  and  powerful  in 
"  their  ministry;  and  follow  all  their  labours  with  abundance  of  success  and 
*'  blessing ;  and  give  unto  all  his  people  pastors  according  to  his  own  heart ; 
**  for  the  universities,  and  all  schools  and  religious  seminaries  of  church  and 
"  commonwealth,  that  they  may  flourish  more  and  more  in  learning  and 
**  piety;  for  the  particular  city  or  congregation,  that  God  would  pour  out  a 
**  blessing  upon  the  ministry  of  the  word,  sacraments,  and  discipline,  upon 
"  the  civil  government,  and  all  the  several  families  and  persons  therein;  for 
*'  mercy  to  the  afflicted  under  any  inward  or  outward  distress;  for  seasonable 
"  weather,  and  fruitful  seasons,  as  the  time  may  require;  for  averting  the 
"  judgments  that  we  either  feel  or  fear,  or  are  hable  unto,  as  famine,  pesti- 
"  lence,  the  sword,  and  such  like. 

"  And,  with  confidence  of  his  mercy  to  his  whole  church,  and  the  accept- 
"  ance  of  our  persons,  through  the  merits  and  mediation  of  our  High  Priest, 
•'  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  profess  that  it  is  the  desire  of  our  souls  to  have  fellow- 
*'  ship  with  God  in  the  reverend  and  conscionable  use  of  his  holy  ordinances; 
"  and,  to  that  purpose,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his  grace  and  efiectual  assistance 
"  to  tne  sanctification  of  his  holy  sabbath,  the  Lord's  day,  in  all  the  duties 
"  thereof,  publick  and  private,  both  to  ourselves,  and  to  aU  other  congrega- 
"  tions  of  his  people,  according  to  the  riches  and  excellency  of  the  gospel, 
"  this  day  celebrated  and  enjoyed. 

"  And  because  we  have  been  unprofitable  hearers  in  times  past,  and  now 
"  cannot  of  ourselves  receive,  as  we  shovild,  the  deep  things  of  God,  the 
•*  mysteries  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  require  a  spiritual  discerning;  to  pray, 
"  that  the  Lord,  who  teacheth  to  profit,  would  graciously  please  to  pour  out 
*'  the  Spirit  of  grace,  together  with  the  outward  means  thereof,  causing  us 
"  to  attain  such  a  measure  of  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
"  J  esus  our  Lord,  and,  in  hhn,  of  the  things  which  belong  to  our  peace,  that 
"  we  may  account  all  things  but  as  dross  in  comparison  of  him ;  and  that 
"  we,  tasting  the  first-fruits  of  the  glory  that  is  to  be  revealed,  may  long  for  a 
"  more  full  and  perfect  communion  with  him,  that  where  he  is,  we  may  be 
"  also,  and  enjoy  the  fulness  of  those  joys  and  pleasures  which  are  at  liis 
"  right  hand  for  evciTHore. 
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"  More  particularly,  that  God  would  in  a  special  manner  furnish  his  scr- 
"  vant  (now  called  to  dispense  the  bread  of  life  unto  his  household)  with 
"  wisdom,  fidelity,  zeal,  and  utterance,  that  he  may  divide  the  word  of  God 
"  aright,  to  every  one  his  portion,  in  evidence  and  demonstration  of  the 
"  Spirit  and  power ;  and  that  the  Lord  would  circumcise  the  ears  and  hearts 
"  of  the  hearers,  to  hear,  love,  and  receive  with  meekness  the  ingrafted  word, 
"  which  is  able  to  save  their  souls ;  make  them  as  good  ground  to  receive  in 
•*  the  good  seed  of  the  word,  and  strengthen  them  against  the  temptations  of 
"  Satan,  the  cares  of  the  world,  the  hajrdness  of  their  own  hearts,  and  what- 
"  soever  else  may  hinder  their  profitable  and  saving  hearing ;  that  so  Christ 
"  may  be  so  formed  in  them,  and  live  in  them,  that  all  their  thoughts  may 
"  be  "brought  into  captivity  to  the  obedience  of  Christ,  and  their  hearta 
"  establidied  in  every  good  word  and  work  for  ever." 

We  judge  this  to  be  a  convenient  order,  in  the  ordinai*y  publick  prayer ; 
yet  so,  as  the  minister  may  defer  (as  in  prudence  he  shall  think  meet)  some 
part  of  these  petitions  till  after  his  sermon,  or  offer  up  to  God  some  of  the 
thanksgivings  hereafter  appointed,  in  hia  prayer  before  his  sermon. 

Of  the  Preaching  of  the  Word, 

PREACHING  of  the  word,  being  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,  and  one 
of  the  greatest  and  most  excellent  works  belonging  to  the  ministry  of 
the  gospel,  should  be  so  performed,  that  the  workman  need  not  be  ashamed, 
but  may  save  himself,  and  those  that  hear  him. 

It  is  presupposed,  (according  to  the  rules  for  ordination,)  that  the  minister 
of  Chnst  is  in  some  good  measure  pifted  for  so  weighty  a  service,  by  his 
skill  in  the  original  languages,  and  in  such  arts  and  sciences  as  are  hand- 
maids imto  divinity ;  by  his  knowledge  in  the  whole  body  of  theology,  but 
most  of  all  in  the  holy  scriptures,  having  his  senses  and  heart  exercised  in 
them  above  the  common  sort  of  believers ;  and  by  the  illumination  of  God's 
Spirit,  and  other  gifts  of  edification,  which  (together  with  reading  and  study- 
ing of  the  word)  he  ought  still  to  seek  by  prayer,  and  an  humble  heart,  re- 
solving to  admit  and  receive  any  truth  not  yet  attained,  whenever  God  shall 
make  it  known  imto  him.  All  which  he  is  to  make  use  of,  and  improve,  in 
his  private  preparations,  before  he  deliver  in  public  what  he  hath  provided. 

Ordinarily,  tne  subject  of  his  sermon  is  to  oe  some  text  of  scripture,  hold- 
ing forth  some  principle  or  head  of  religion,  or  suitable  to  some  special  occa- 
sion emergent ;  or  he  may  go  on  in  some  chapter,  psalm,  or  book  of  the  holy 
Bcripture,  as  he  shall  see  fit. 

Let  the  introduction  to  his  text  be  brief  and  perspicuous,  drawn  from  the 
text  itself  or  context,  or  some  parallel  place,  or  general  sentence  of  scrip- 
ture. 

If  the  text  be  long,  (as  in  histories  or  parables  it  sometimes  must  be,)  let 
him  give  a  brief  sum  of  it ;  if  short,  a  paraphrase  thereof,  if  need  be :  in 
both,  looking  diligently  to  the  scope  of  the  text,  and  pointing  at  the  chief 
heads  and  grounds  of  aoctrine  which  he  is  to  raise  from  it. 

In  analysing  and  dividing  his  text,  he  is  to  regard  more  the  order  of  matter 
than  of  words ;  and  neither  to  burden  the  memory  of  the  hearers  in  the 
beginning  with  too  many  members  of  division,  nor  to  trouble  their  minds 
with  obscure  terms  of  art. 

In  raising  doctrines  from  the  text,  his  care  ought  to  be.  First,  That  the 
matter  be  the  truth  of  God.  Secondly,  That  it  be  a  truth  contained  in  or 
grounded  on  that  text,  that  the  hearers  may  discern  how  God  teacheth  it 
from  thence.  2^hirdly,  That  he  chiefly  insist  upon  those  doctrines  which  are 
principally  intended,  and  make  most  for  the  eoification  of  the  hearers. 

The  doctrine  is  to  be  expressed  in  plain  terms ;  or,  if  any  thing  in  it  need 
explication,  it  is  to  be  opened,  and  the  consequence  also  from  the  text  cleared. 
The  parallel  places  of  scripture,  confirming  the  doctrine,  ai'e  rather  to  be 
plain  and  pertinent,  than  many,  and  (if  need  be)  somewhat  insisted  upon, 
and  applied  to  the  purposfe'in  hand. 

The  arguments  or  reasons  are  to  be  solid,  and,  as  much  ae  may  be,  con-

Tincing.  The  illustrations,  of  what  kind  soever,  ought  to  be  full  of  light, 
and  such  as  may  convey  the  truth  into  the  hearer's  heart  with  spiritual 
delight. 

If  any  doubt  obvious  from  scripture,  reason,  or  prejudice  of  the  hearers, 
seem  to  arise,  it  is  very  requisite  to  remove  it,  by  reconciling^  the  seeming 
diflferences,  answering  the  reasons,  and  discovering  and  taking  away  the 
causes  of  prejudice  and  mistake.  Otherwise  it  is  not  fit  to  detain  the  hearers 
with  propounding  or  answering  vain  or  wicked  cavils,  which,  as  they  are 
endless,  so  the  propounding  and  answering  of  them  doth  more  hinder  than 
promote  edification. 

He  is  not  to  rest  in  general  doctrine,  although  never  so  much  cleared  and 
confirmed,  but  to  bring  it  home  to  special  use,  by  application  to  his  hearers: 
which  albeit  it  prove  a  work  of  great  difficulty  to  himself,  requiring  much 
prudence,  zeal,  and  meditation,  and  to  the  natural  and  corrupt  man  will  be 
very  unpleasant ;  yet  he  is  to  endeavour  to  perform  it  in  such  a  manner, 
that  his  auditors  may  feel  the  word  of  God  to  be  quick  and  powerful,  and  a 
discerner  of  the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart ;  and  that,  if  any  unbe- 
liever or  ignorant  person  be  present,  he  may  have  the  secrets  of  his  heart 
made  manifest,  and  give  glory  to  God. 

In  the  use  of  instruction  or  information  in  the  knowledge  of  some  truth, 
which  is  a  consequence  from  his  doctrine,  he  may  (when  convenient)  confirm 
it  by  a  few  firm  arguments  from  the  text  in  hand,  and  other  places  of  scrip- 
ture, or  from  the  nature  of  that  common-place  in  divinity,  whereof  that 
truth  is  a  branch. 

In  confutation  of  false  doctrines,  he  is  neither  to  raise  an  old  heresy  from 
the  grave,  nor  to  mention  a  blasphemous  opinion  unnecessarily :  but,  if  the 
people  be  in  danger  of  an  error,  he  is  to  confute  it  soundly,  and  endeavour 
to  satisfy  their  judgments  and  consciences  against  all  objections. 

In  exhorting  to  duties,  he  is,  as  he  seeth  cause,  to  teach  also  the  means 
that  help  to  the  performance  of  them. 

In  dehortation,  reprehension,  and  publick  admonition,  (wliich  require  spe- 
cial wisdom,)  let  him,  as  there  shall  be  cause,  not  only  discover  the  nature 
and  greatness  of  the  sin,  with  the  misery  attending  it,  but  also  shew  the 
danger  his  hearers  are  in  to  be  overtaken  and  sui'prised  by  it,  together  with 
the  remedies  and  best  way  to  avoid  it. 

In  applying  comfoii;,  whether  general  against  all  temptations,  or  particular 
against  some  special  troubles  or  terrors,  he  is  carefully  to  answer  such  ob- 
jections as  a  troubled  heart  and  afflicted  spirit  may  suggest  to  the  contrary. 

It  is  also  sometimes  requisite  to  give  some  notes  of  trial,  (which  is  very 
profitable,  especially  when  performed  by  able  and  experienced  ministers, 
with  circumspection  and  prudence,  and  the  signs  clearly  grounded  on  the 
holy  scripture,)  whereby  the  hearers  may  be  able  to  examine  themselves 
wliether  they  nave  attained  those  graces,  and  performed  those  duties,  to 
which  he  exhorteth,  or  be  guilty  of  the  sin  reprehended,  and  in  danger  of 
the  judgments  threatened,  or  are  such  to  whom  the  consolations  propounded 
do  belong ;  that  accordingly  they  may  be  quickened  and  excited  to  duty, 
humbled  for  their  wants  and  sins,  affected  with  their  danger,  and  strength- 
ened with  comfort,  as  their  condition,  upon  examination,  shall  req^uire. 

And,  as  he  needeth  not  always  to  prosecute  every  doctrine  which  lies  in 
his  text,  so  is  he  wisely  to  make  choice  of  such  uses,  as,  by  his  residence  and 
conversing  with  his  flock,  he  findeth  most  needful  and  seasonable ;  and, 
amongst  these,  such  as  may  most  draw  their  souls  to  Christ,  the  fountain  of 
light,  holiness,  and  comfort. 

Tins  method  is  not  prescribed  as  necessary  for  every  man,  or  upon  every 
text ;  but  only  recommended,  as  being  found  by  experience  to  be  very  much 
blessed  of  God,  and  very  helpful  for  the  people's  understandings  and  memo- 
ries. 

■  But  the  servant  of  Christ,  whatever  his  method  be,  is  to  perform  his  whole 
ministry : 

1.  Painfully,  not  doing  the  work  of  the  Lord  negligently. 

2.  Plainly,  that  the  meanest  may  understand ;  delivering  the  truth  not  in 

2  A 
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tho  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of  tho  Spirit  and 
of  power,  lest  the  cross  of  Christ  should  bo  made  of  none  effect ;  abstaining 
also  from  an  unprofitable  use  of  unknown  tongues,  strange  phrases,  and  ca- 
dences of  sounds  and  words ;  sparingly  citing  sentences  of  ecclesiastical  or 
other  human  writers^  ancient  or  modem,  bo  they  nerer  so  elegant. 

3.  Faithfully,  looking  at  the  honour  of  Christ,  the  conTcrsion,  edification, 
and  salvation  of  the  people,  not  at  his  own  gain  or  glory ;  keeping  nothing 
back  which  may  promote  thoso  holy  ends,  giving  to  every  one  his  own  por- 
tion, and  bearing  indifferent  respect  unto  all,  without  neglecting  the  meanest, 
or  sparing  the  greatest,  in  their  sins. 

4.  Wisely,  framing  all  his  doctrines,  exhortations,  and  especially  his  re- 
proofs, in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  most  likely  to  prevail ;  shewing  all  due 
respect  to  each  man's  person  and  place,  and  not  mixing  his  own  passion  or 
bitterness. 

5.  Gravely,  as  becometh  the  word  of  God ;  shunning  all  such  gesture, 
voice,  and  expressions,  as  may  occasion  the  corruptions  of  men  to  despise 
liim  and  his  ministry. 

6.  With  loving  aflfection,  that  tho  people  may  see  all  coming  from  his  godly 
zeal,  and  hearty  desire  to  do  them  good.    And, 

7.  As  taught  of  God,  and  persuaded  in  his  own  heart,  that  all  that  he 
teacheth  is  the  truth  of  Christ ;  and  walking  before  his  flock,  as  an  example 
to  them  in  it ;  earnestly,  both  in  private  and  nublick,  rccommondin^  Lis 
labours  to  the  blessing  of  God,  ana  watchfully  looking  to  himself,  and  the 
ilock  whereof  the  Lord  hath  made  him  overseer :  So  shall  the  doctrine  of 
truth  be  preserved  uncorrupt,  many  souls  converted  and  built  up,  and  him- 
self  receive  manifold  comforts  of  his  labours  even  in  this  life,  ana  afterward 
the  orown  of  glory  laid  up  for  him  in  the  world  to  come. 

Where  there  are  more  ministers  in  a  congregation  than  one,  and  they  of 
different  gifts,  each  may  more  especially  apply  himself  to  doctrine  or  cxlior- 
tation,  according  to  the  gift  wherein  he  most  cxcclleth,  and  as  they  sliall 
agree  between  themEclvcs. 

Of  Prayer  after  Sermon, 

THE  sermon  being  ended,  the  minister  is  "  To  give  thanks  for  tho  great 
^  "  love  of  God,  in  sending  his  Son  Jesus  Clirist  imto  us ;  for  tho  conimu- 
"  nication  of  his  Holy  Spirit ;  for  the  light  and  liberty  of  the  glorious  gospel, 
•*  and  the  rich  and  heavenly  blessings  revealed  therein ;  as,  namely,  electwn, 
*'  vocation,  adoption,  justification,  sanctification,  and  hope  of  glory ;  for  the 
"  admirable  goodness  of  God  in  freeing  the  land  from  antichristian  darkness 
•*  and  tyranny,  and  for  all  other  national  deliverances ;  for  the  reformation 
"  of  religion ;  for  tho  covenant ;  and  for  many  temporal  blessings. 

**  To  pray  for  the  continuance  of  the  gospel,  and  all  ordinances  thereof,  in 
"  their  purity,  power,  and  liberty :  to  turn  the  chief  and  most  useful  heads 
"  of  the  sermon  into  some  few  petitions ;  and  to  pray  that  it  may  abide  in 
"  the  heart,  and  bring  forth  fruit. 

"  To  pray  for  preparation  for  death  and  judgment,  and  a  watching  for  the 
"  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  to  entreat  of  God  the  forgiveness  of  tho 
"  iniquities  of  our  holy  things,  and  the  acceptation  of  our  spii-itual  sacrifice, 
**  through  the  merit  and  mediation  of  our  great  High  Priest  and  Saviour  tho 
"  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

And  because  the  prayer  which  Christ  taught  his  disciples  is  not  only  a 
pattern  of  prayer,  but  itself  a  most  comprehensive  prayer,  we  recommend  it 
also  to  be  used  in  the  prayers  of  the  chui-ch. 

And  whereas,  at  the  amninistration  of  the  sacraments,  the  holding  pub- 
lick  fasts  and  days  of  thanksgiving,  and  other  special  occasions,  which  may 
afford  matter  of  special  petitions  and  thanksgivings,  it  is  requisite  to  express 
somewhat  in  our  publick  prayers,  (as  at  this  time  it  is  our  duty  to  pray  for 
a  blassing  upon  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  the  armies  by  sea  and  land^for  tlio 
defence  of  tlie  King,  Parliament,  and  Kingdom,)  every  minister  is  herein  to 
apply  himsQlf  in  his  prayer,  before  or  after  sermon,  to  tho««  occasions :  but, 
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for  the  manner,  he  is  left  to  his  Kberty,  as  God  shall  direct  and  enable  him 
in  piety  and  wisdom  to  discharge  his  auty. 

The  prayer  ended,  let  a  psalm  be  sung,  if  with  conveniency  it  may  be  done. 
After  which  (unless  some  other  ordinance  of  Clirist,  that  conccmetli  the  con- 
gregation at  that  time,  bo  to  follow)  let  the  minister  dismiss  the  congrega- 
tion with  a  solemn  blessing. 

0/ihe  Administration  of  the  Saaramenta: 

AlTD  FIRST,  QP  BAPnSH. 

I)  APTISM,  as  it  is  not  unnecessarily  to  be  delayed,  so  it  is  not  to  be  admi- 
y  nistered  in  any  case  by  any  private  person,  but  by  a  minister  of  Christ, 
called  to  be  the  steward  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 

Nor  is  it  to  be  administered  in  private  places,  or  privately,  but  in  the 
place  of  publick  worship,  and  in  the  face  of  the  congregation,  where  the 
people  muy  most  conveniently  see  and  hear ;  and  not  in  the  places  where 
fonts,  in  the  time  of  Popery,  were  unfitly  and  superstitiously  placed. 

The  child  to  be  baptized,  after  notice  given  to  the  minister  the  day  before, 
is  to  be  presented  by  the  father,  or  (in  case  of  his  necessary  absence)  by 
some  Christian  friend  in  his  place,  professing  his  earnest  desire  that  the 
child  may  be  baptized. 

Before  baptism,  the  minister  is  to  use  some  words  of  instruction,  touching 
the  institution,  nature,  use,  and  ends  of  this  sacrament,  shewing, 

"  That  it  is  instituted  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ :  That  it  is  a  seal  of  the 
"  covenant  of  grace,  of  our  ingrafting  into  Christ,  and  of  our  union  with 
"  him,  of  remission  of  sins,  regeneration,  adoption,  and  life  eternal :  That 
"  the  water,  in  baptism,  representeth  and  signifieth  both  the  blood  of  Christ, 
"  which  taketh  away  all  guilt  of  sin,  original  and  actual ;  and  the  sanctify- 
"  ing  virtue  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  against  the  dominion  of  sin,  and  the  cor- 
"  ruption  of  our  sinful  nature :  That  baptizing,  or  sprinkling  and  washing 
"  with  water,  signifieth  the  cleansing  from  sin  by  the  blood  and  for  the  merit 
"  of  Christ,  together  with  the  mortification  of  sin,  and  rising  from  sin  to  now- 
"  ness  of  life,  by  virtue  of  the  death  and  resuiTCction  of  Christ :  That  tho 
**  promise  is  made  to  believers  and  their  seed ;  and  that  the  seed  and  pos- 
*'  terity  of  the  faithful,  born  within  the  church,  have,  by  their  birth,  interest 
*'  in  the  covenant,  and  right  to  the  seal  of  it,  and  to  the  outward  privileges 
"  of  the  church,  under  the  gospel,  no  less  than  the  children  of  Abraham  in 
"  the  time  of  the  Old  Testament ;  the  covenant  of  grace,  for  substance,  being 
"  the  same ;  and  the  grace  of  God,  and  the  consolation  of  believers,  more 
"  plentiful  than  before :  That  the  Son  of  God  admitted  little  children  into 
"  nis  presence,  embracing  and  blessing  them,  saying.  For  of  such  is  the  king. 
**  dam  of  God:  That  children,  by  baptism,  are  solemnly  received  into  tho 
*'  bosom  of  tho  visible  church,  distinguished  from  the  world,  and  them  that 
"  are  without,  and  united  with  believera ;  and  that  all  who  are  baptized  in 
"  the  name  of  Christ,  do  renounce,  and  by  their  baptism  are  bound  to  fight 
"  against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh :  That  they  are  Christians,  and 
"  federally  holy  before  baptism,  and  therefore  are  they  baptized  :  That  tho 
**  inward  grace  and  virtue  of  baptism  is  not  tied  to  that  very  moment  of  timo 
"  wherein  it  is  administered ;  and  that  the  fruit  and  power  thereof  reacheth 
"  to  the  whole  course  of  our  life ;  and  that  outward  baptism  ia  not  so  ncces- 
"  sary,  that,  through  the  want  thereof,  tho  infant  is  in  danger  of  danmatidn, 
"  or  the  parents  guilty,  if  they  do  not  contemn  or  neglect  the  ordinance  of 
*'  Clu'ist,  when  and  where  it  may  be  had." 

In  these  or  the  like  instructions,  the  minister  is  to  use  his  own  liberty  and 
godly  wisdom,  as  tho  ignorance  or  errors  in  tiic  doctrine  of  baptism,  and  tho 
edification  of  the  people,  sliall  require. 

lie  is  also  to  admonish  all  that  are  present, 

"To  look  back  to  their  baptism ;  to  repent  of  their  sins  against  their  cove- 
"  nant  with  (lod ;  to  gtir  up  thcii'  faith  j  to  improve  and  mako  ri^'lit  uae  of 
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"  tlieir  baptism,  and  of  the  covenant  sealed  thereby  betwixt  God  and  their 
"  souls." 

He  is  to  exhort  the  parent, 

"To  consider  the  great  mercy  of  God  to  him  and  his  child ;  to  bring  up 
"  the  child  iu  the  knowledge  of  the  gi'ouuds  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  in 
*'  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord ;  and  to  let  hiui  know  the  danger 
"  of  God's  wrath  to  himself  and  child,  if  he  be  negligent :  requiring  hia 
"  solemn  promise  for  the  performance  of  his  duty." 

This  being  done,  prayer  is  also  to  be  joined  with  the  word  of  institution, 
for  sanctifving  the  water  to  this  spiritual  use ;  and  the  minister  is  to  pray 
to  this  or  the  like  effect : 

"  That  the  Lord,  who  hath  not  left  us  as  strangers  without  the  covenant 
"  of  promise,  but  called  us  to  the  privileges  of  his  ordinances,  would  gra- 
"  ciously  vouclisafe  to  sanctify  and  bless  his  ovm  ordinance  of  baptism  at 
"  this  time :  That  he  would  join  the  inward  baptism  of  his  Spirit  with  the 
"  outward  baptism  of  water ;  make  this  baptism  to  the  infant  a  seal  of  adop- 
*'  tion,  remission  of  sin,  regeneration,  and  eternal  life,  and  all  other  promises 
"  of  the  covenant  of  grace :  That  the  child  may  be  planted  into  the  likeness 
"  of  the  death  and  resurrection  of  Christ ;  and  that,  the  body  of  sin  being 
"  destroyed  in  him,  he  may  serve  God  in  newness  of  life  all  his  days." 

Then  the  minister  is  to  demand  the  name  of  the  child ;  which  being  told 
him,  he  is  to  say,  (calling  the  child  by  his  name,) 

I  baptize  thee  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  oftlie  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

As  he  pronounceth  these  words,  he  is  to  "baptize  the  cliild  with  water : 
which,  for  the  manner  of  doing  of  it,  is  not  only  lawful  but  suflicient,  and 
most  expedient  to  be,  by  pouring  or  sprinlcling  of  the  water  on  the  face  of 
the  child,  without  adding  any  other  ceremony. 

This  done,  he  is  to  §ive  tlianks  and  pray,  to  this  or  the  like  purpose : 

'*  Acknowledging  with  all  thankfulness,  that  the  Lord  is  true  and  faithful 
"  in  keeping  covenant  and  mercy :  That  he  is  {jood  and  gracious,  not  only  in 
*'  that  he  numbereth  us  among  his  saints,  but  is  pleased  also  to  bestow  upon 
**  our  children  this  singular  token  and  badge  of  his  love  in  Christ:  Tliat,  in 
"  his  truth  and  special  providence,  he  daily  bringcth  some  into  the  bosom  of 
"  his  church,  to  be  partakers  of  his  inestimable  benelits,  purchased  by  the 
"  blood  of  his  dear  Son,  for  the  coutinuauce  aud  increase  ol"  his  church. 

"  And  praying,  That  the  Lord  would  still  continue,  and  daily  confirm  more 
"  and  more  this  his  unspeakable  favour :  That  he  would  receive  the  infant 
"  now  baptized,  and  solemnly  entered  into  the  household  of  faith,  into  his 
"  fatherly  tuition  and  defence,  and  remember  him  with  the  favour  that  he 
"  sheweth  to  his  people;  that,  if  he  shall  be  taken  out  of  this  life  iu  his  in- 
"  fancy,  the  Lord,  who  is  rich  Ln  mercy,  would  be  pleased  to  receive  him  up 
"  into  glory;  and  if  he  live,  and  attain  the  years  of  discretion,  that  the  Lord 
"  would  so  teach  him  by  his  word  and  Spirit,  and  make  his  baptism  effectual 
*'  to  him,  and  so  uphold  him  by  his  divine  power  and  .irnice,  that  by  faith  he 
"  may  prevail  against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh,  till  in  the  end  lie 
*'  obtain  a  full  and  final  victory,  and  so  be  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through 
"  faith  unto  salvation,  through  Jesus  Chi'ist  our  Lord. 

OP  THE  CELEBRATION  OF  THE  COMMUNION,  OR  SACK  AMEKT  OF  TUB  LOUDS  SUPr.Mi. 

THE  communion,  or  supper  of  the  Lord,  is  frequently  to  be  celebrated;  but 
how  often,  may  be  considered  and  determined  by  the  ministers,  and 
other  church-governors  of  each  congregation,  as  they  shall  find  most  con- 
venient for  the  comfort  and  edification  of  the  people  committed  to  their 
charge.  And,  when  it  shall  be  administered,  we  judge  it  convenient  to  be 
done  after  the  morning  sermon. 

The  ignorant  and  the  scandaloiLs  are  not  fit  to  receive  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

Where  this  sacrament  cannot  with  convenience  be  frequently  administered, 
it  is  requisite  that  publick  warning  be  given  the  sabbath- day  before  the  ad- 
ministration thereof:  and  that  either  then,  or  on  some  day  of  tiiat  "week, 
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Bomething  concerning  that  ordinance,  and  the  due  preparation  thereunto,  and 
participation  thereof,  be  taught ;  that,  by  the  diligent  use  of  all  means  sancti- 
faed  ot  (jod  to  that  end,  both  in  publick  and  private,  all  may  come  better  pre- 
pared to  that  heavenly  feast. 

When  the  day  is  come  for  administration,  the  minister,  having  ended  his 
sermon  and  prayer,  shall  make  a  short  exhortation : 
a  "  .^,^P^6ssing  the  inestimable  benefit  we  have  by  this  sacrament,  together 

with  the  ends  and  use  thereof:  setting  forth  the  great  necessity  of  having 

our  comforts  and  strength  renewed  thereby  in  this  our  pilgrimage  and 
^^  warfare:  how  necessary  it  is  that  we  come  unto  it  with  knowledge,  faith 

repentance,  love,  and  with  hungering  and  thirsting  souls  after  Christ  and 

his  benefits:  how  great  the  danger  to  eat  and  drink  unworthily. 
^^  ^  Next,  he  is,  m  the  name  of  Christ,  on  the  one  part,  to  warn  all  such  as  are 
^^  ignorant,  scandalous,  profane,  or  that  live  in  any  sin  or  ofience  against  their 
^^  knowledge  or  conscience,  that  they  presume  not  to  come  to  that  holy  table : 

shewing  them,  that  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
^.^  drinketh  judgment  unto  himself:  and,  on  the  other  part,  he  is  in  an  especial 
«  ^^'^f  ®^  *o  i^^'i^^e  and  encourage  all  that  labour  under  the  sense  of  the 
^^  burden  of  their  sms,  and  fear  of  wrath,  and  desire  to  reach  out  unto  a 
u  sreater  progress  in  grace  than  yet  they  can  attain  unto,  to  come  to  the 

Lord  s  table;  assuring  them,  in  the  same  name,  of  ease,  refreshing,  and 

strength  to  their  weak  and  wearied  souls." 
^  After  this  exhortation,  warning,  and  invitation,  the  table  being  before 
decently  covered,  and  so  conveniently  placed,  that  the  communicants  ma\) 
orderly  sit  about  it,  or  at  it,  the  minister  is  to  begin  the  action  with  sancti- 
lyiug  and  blessing  the  elements  of  bread  and  wine  set  before  him,  (the  bread 
in  comely  and  convenient  vessels,  so  prepared,  that,  being  broken  by  him,  and 
given,  it  maybe  distributed  amongst  the  communicants;  the  wine  also  in 
large  cups,)  having  first,  in  a  few  words,  shewed  that  those  elements,  other- 
tv-ise  comnaon,  are  now  set  apart  and  sanctified  to  this  holy  use,  by  the  word 
of  institution  and  prayer.  ^       ^    j 

Let  the  words  of  institution  be  read  out  of  the  Evangelists,  or  out  of  the 
first  Epistle  of  the  Apostle  Paul  to  the  Corinthians,  Chap.  xi.  23.  Iliave  re- 
mvedof  the  Lord,  &c.  to  the  27th  Verse,  which  the  minister  may,  when  he 
seeth  requisite,  explain  and  apply. 

Let  the  prayer,  thanksgiving,  or  blessing  of  the  bread  and  wine,  be  to  this 

^^  "  With  humble  and  hearty  acknowledgment  of  the  greatness  of  our  misery 
trom  which  neither  man  nor  angel  was  able  to  deliver  us,  and  of  our  great 
t.  ^pworthmess  of  the  least  of  all  God's  mercies;  to  give  thanks  to  God  for  all 
«  fis  benefits,  and  especially  for  that  great  benefit  of  our  redemption,  the 
u  T^^^  God  the  Father,  the  sufi-erings  and  merits  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
^^  tne  toon  ot  God,  by  which  we  are  delivered;  and  for  all  means  of  grace,  the 
«?^u  •  ^^^^1^^?'^^^^*^'  ^^^  ^o'^  *^^is  sacrament  in  particular,  by  which 
ti  ^^^^t  ^^i^  all  his  benefits,  are  applied  and  sealed  up  unto  us,  which,  not- 
^^  witnstandmg  the  denial  of  them  unto  others,  are  in  great  mercy  continued 

tmto  us,  after  so  much  and  long  abuse  of  them  all. 
^  io  profess  that  there  is  no  other  name  under  heaven  by  which  we  can 
H  f^y.^^^^^^  *^6  °ame  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  alone  we  receive  liberty 
i.  ^^\}^^^^  have  access  to  the  throne  of  grace,  are  admitted  to  eat  and  drink 
at  Uis  own  table,  and  are  sealed  up  by  his  Spirit  to  an  assurance  of  hapni- 
"  ness  and  everlasting  life.  ^^ 

.,  "  Earnestly  to  pray  to  God,  the  Father  of  all  mercies,  and  God  of  all  con- 
„  solatiqn,  to  vouchsafe  his  gracious  presence,  and  the  efiTcctual  working  of 
a  ™i^JP^T  ^^,^.^'  ^^^  ^^  *<^  sanctify  these  elements  both  of  bread  and  wine 
i.  v?^  A  ^r  ^^?,P^  ordinance,  that  we  may  receive  by  faith  the  body  and 
^^  blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  cniciiicd  for  us,  and  bo  to  feed  upon  him,  that  he  may 
*<  f  ?  °^®  Y\*^iHS>  aiid  we  one  with  him;  that  he  may  Uve  in  us,  and  we  in 
nun,  and  to  him  who  hath  loved  us,  and  given  liimself  for  us  " 
All  which  he  is  to  endeavour  to  perform  with  suitable  affections,  answer- 
able to  such  an  holy  action,  and  to  stir  up  the  like  in  the  people. 
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The  elements  being  now  sanctified  by  the  word  and  prayer,  the  minister, 
being  at  the  table,  is  to  take  the  bread  in  his  hand,  and  say,  in  these  cxprcs- 
eions,  (or  other  the  like,  used  by  Christ  or  his  apostle  upon  this  occasion :) 

"  According  to  the  holy  institution,  command,  and  example  of  oiir  blessed 
"  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  I  take  this  bread,  and,  having  given  thanks,  break 
*•  it,  and  give  it  unto  you ;  (there  the  minister,  who  is  also  liimself  to  com- 
"  municate,  is  to  break  the  bread,  and  give  it  to  the  communicants ;)  Talc& 
"  7/e,  eat  ye;  this  t»  tlie  body  of  Christ  which  is  broken  for  you  :  do  this  in  rcmem- 
*^  brance  of  him." 

In  like  manner  the  minister  is  to  take  the  cup,  and  say,  in  these  expres- 
Bions,  (or  other  the  like,  used  by  Christ  or  the  apostle  upon  the  eome  occa- 
sion :) 

"  According  to  the  institution,  command,  and  example  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
"  Christ,  I  take  this  cup,  and  give  it  unto  you ;  (hero  he  giveth  it  to  the  com- 
"  municants ;)  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  the  blood  of  Christ,  which  is  shed 
*^  for  the  remission  of  the  stns  of  many:  drink  ye  all  oj  it.' 

After  all  have  communicated,  the  minister  may,  in  a  few  words,  put  them 
in  mind. 

"  Of  tiie  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  held  forth  in  this  sacrament ;  and 
"  exhort  them  to  walk  worthy  of  it." 

The  minister  is  to  give  solemn  thanks  to  God, 

"  For  his  rich  mercy,  and  invaluable  goodness,  vouchsafed  to  them  in  that 
"  sacrament ;  and  to  entreat  for  pardon  for  tlie  defects  of  the  whole  service, 
"  and  for  the  gracious  assistance  of  his  good  Spirifc,  whereby  they  m^y  bo 
"  enabled  to  walk  in  the  strength  of  that  grace,  as  becometh  those  who  have 
"  received  so  great  pledges  of  salvation." 

The  collection  for  the  poor  is  so  to  be  ordered,  that  no  part  of  the  publick 
worship  be  thereby  hindered. 

Of  the  Sandification  of  tha  hordes  Day. 

THE  Lord's  day  ought  to  be  so  remembered  before-hand,  as  that  all  worldly 
business  of  our  ordinary  callings  may  be  so  ordered,  and  so  timely  and 
seasonably  laid  aside,  as  they  may  not  be  impediments  to  the  due  sanctifying 
of  the  day  when  it  comes. 

The  whole  day  is  to  be  celebrated  as  holy  to  the  LoixL  both  in  publick  and 
private,  as  being  the  Christian  sabbath.  To  which  end,  it  is  requisite,  that 
there  be  a  holy  cessation  or  resting  all  that  day  from  all  unnecessary  labours ; 
and  an  abstaining,  not  only  from  all  sports  and  pastimes,  but  also  from  all 
worldly  words  and  thoughts. 

That  the  diet  on  that  day  be  so  ordered,  as  that  neither  servants  be  un- 
necessarily detained  from  the  publick  worship  of  God,  nor  any  other  person 
hindered  from  the  sanctifying  that  day. 

That  there  be  private  preparations  of  every  person  and  family,  by  prayer 
for  themselves,  and  for  (iod's  assistance  of  tne  minister,  and  for  a  blessing 
upon  his  ministry ;  and  by  such  other  holy  exercises,  as  may  further  dispose 
them  to  a  more  comfortable  communion  with  God  in  his  public  ordinances. 

That  all  the  people  meet  so  timely  for  publick  worship,  that  the  whole 
congregation  may  be  present  at  the  beginning,  and  with  one  heart  solemnly 
join  together  in  all  paxts  of  the  publick  worship,  and  not  depart  tiU  after 
the  blessing. 

That  what  time  is  vacant,  between  or  after  the  solemn  meetings  of  the 
congregation  in  publick,  be  spent  in  reading,  meditation,  repetition  of  ser- 
mons ;  especially  by  calling  their  families  to  an  account  of  what  they  havo 
heard,  and  catechising  of  them,  holy  conferences,  prayer  for  a  blessing  upon 
the  publick  ordinances,  singing  ol  psalme,  visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the 
poor,  and  such  like  duties  of  piety,  charity,  and  mercy,  accounting  the 
sabbath  a  delight 
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The  Solemnization  of  Marriage. 

ALTHOUGH  marriage  be  no  sacrament,  nor  peculiar  to  the  church  of 
God,  but  common  to  mankind,  and  of  publick  interest  in  every  com- 
monwealth ;  yet,  because  such  as  marry  are  to  marry  in  the  Lord,  and  have 
Bpecial  need  of  instruction,  direction,  and  exhortation,  from  the  word  of 
God,  at  their  entering  into  such  a  new  condition,  and  of  the  blessing  of  God 
upon  them  therein,  we  judge  it  expedient  that  marriage  be  solemnized  by  a 
lawful  minister  of  the  word,  that  he  may  accordingly  counsel  them,  and 
pray  for  a  blessing  upon  them. 

Marriage  is  to  be  betwixt  one  man  and  one  woman  only ;  and  they,  such 
as  are  not  within  the  degrees  of  consangxiinity  or  affinity  prohibited  by  the 
word  of  God ;  and  the  parties  are  to  be  of  years  of  discretion,  fit  to  make 
their  own  choice,  or,  upon  good  grounds,  to  give  their  mutual  consent. 

Before  the  solemnizing  of  marriage  between  any  persons,  their  purpose  of 
marriage  shall  be  published  by  the  minister  three  several  sabbath-days,  in 
the  congregation,  at  the  place  or  places  of  their  most  usual  and_  constant 
abode,  respectively.  And  of  this  publication  the  minister  who  is  to  join 
them  in  marriage  shall  have  sufficient  testimony,  before  ho  proceed  to  solem- 
nize the  marriage. 

Before  that  publication  of  such  their  purpose,  (if  the  parties  be  under  age,) 
the  consent  of  the  parents,  or  others  under  whose  power  they  are,  (in  case 
the  parents  be  dead,)  is  to  be  made  known  to  the  church  officers  of  that  con- 
gregation, to  be  recorded. 

The  like  is  to  be  observed  in  the  proceedings  of  all  others,  although  of  age, 
whose  parents  are  living,  for  their  first  marriage'. 

And,  in  after  marriages  of  either  of  those  parties,  they  shall  be  exhorted 
not  to  contract  marriage  without  first  acquainting  tneir  parents  with  it,  (if 
with  conveniency  it  may  be  done,)  endeavouring  to  obtain  their  consent. 

Parents  ought  not  to  force  their  children  to  marry  without  their  free  con- 
sent, nor  deny  their  own  consent  without  just  cause. 

After  the  purpose  or  contract  of  marriage  hath  been  thus  published,  the 
marriage  is  not  to  be  long  deferred.  Therefore  the  minister,  having  had 
convenient  warning,  and  nothing  being  objected  to  hinder  it,  is  publickly  to 
solemnize  it  in  the  place  appointed  by  authority  for  publick  worship,  before 
a  competent  number  of  credible  witnesses,  at  some  convenient  hour  of  the 
day,  at  any  time  of  the  year,  except  on  a  day  of  publick  humiliation.  And 
we  advise  that  it  be  not  on  the  Lord's  day. 

And  because  all  relations  are  sanctified  by  the  word  and  prayer,  the  mini- 
ster is  to  pray  for  a  blessing  upon  them,  to  this  eflect : 

"  Acknowledging  our  sins,  whereby  we  have  made  ourselves  less  than  the 
"  least  of  all  the  mercies  of  God,  and  provoked  him  to  embitter  all  our  com- 
"  forts;  earnestly,  in  the  name  of  Christ,  to  entreat  the  Lord  (whoso  presence 
•'  and  favour  is  the  happiness  of  every  condition,  and  sweetens  every  rela- 
"  tion)  to  be  their  portion,  and  to  own  and  accept  them  in  Christ,  who  are 
"  now  to  be  joined  in  the  honourable  estate  of  marriage,  the  covenant  of 
"  their  God :  and  that,  as  he  hath  brought  them  together  by  his  providence, 
"  he  would  sanctify  them  by  his  Spirit,  giving  them  a  new  frame  of  heart  fit 
"  for  their  new  estate ;  enriching  them  with  all  graces  whereby  they  may 
"  perfonn  the  duties,  enjoy  the  comforts,  undergo  the  cares,  and  resist  the 
"  temptations  which  accompany  that  condition,  as  becometh  Christians." 

The  prayer  being  ended,  it  is  convenient  that  the  minister  do  briefly  declare 
unto  them,  out  of  the  scripture, 

'*  The  institution,  use,  and  ends  of  man'inge,  with  the  conjugal  duties, 
"  which,  in  all  faithfulness,  they  are  to  perform  each  to  other;  exhorting 
"  them  to  study  the  holy  word  of  God,  that  they  may  learn  to  live  by  faith, 
**  and  to  be  content  in  the  midst  of  all  marriage  cares  and  troubles,  sancti- 
"  fying  God's  name,  in  a  thankful,  sober,  and  holy  use  of  all  conjugal  com- 
"  forts ;  praying  much  with  and  for  one  another ;  watching  oyer  and  provoking 
"  each  other  to  love  and  good  works;  and  to  live  together  as  the  heirs  of  the 
"  grace  of  life." 
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After  solemn  charging  of  the  persons  to  be  married,  before  the  great  God, 
who  searcheth  all  hearts,  and  to  whom  they  must  give  a  strict  account  at  the 
last  day,  that  if  either  of  them  know  any  cause,  by  precontract  or  otherwise, 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  proceed  to  marriage,  that  they  now  discoyer  it ; 
the  minister  (if  no  impediment  be  acknowledged)  shall  cause  first  the  man  to 
take  the  woman  by  the  right  hand,  saying  these  words : 

1  N.  do  take  thee  N.  to  he  my  married  toife,  and  do,  in  tM  presence  of  God,  and 
before  this  congregation,  promise  and  covenant  to  be  a  loving  andfodthfiU  husband 
unto  theey  until  God  shall  separate  us  by  death. 

Then  the  woman  shall  take  the  man  by  the  right  hand,  and  say  these 
words: 

1  N.  do  take  thee  N.  to  be  my  married  husband,  and  I  do,  in  the  presence  of  God^ 
and  before  this  congregation,  promise  and  covenant  to  be  a  loving,  faithful,  and  obe- 
dient vAfe  unto  tfiee,  until  God  shall  separate  us  by  death. 

Then,  without  any  further  ceremony,  the  minister  shall,  in  the  face  of  the 
congregation,  pronounce  them  to  be  husband  and  wife,  according  to  God's 
ordinance;  and  so  conclude  the  action  with  prayer  to  this  effect : 

"  That  the  Lord  would  bo  pleased  to  accompany  his  own  ordinance  with 
"  his  blessing,  beseeching  him  to  enrich  the  persons  now  married,  as  with 
**  other  pledges  of  his  love,  so  pai'ticularly  with  the  comforts  and  fruits  of 
"  marriage,  to  the  praise  of  his  abundant  mercy,  in  and  through  Christ 
"  Jesus." 

A  register  is  to  be  carefully  kept,  wherein  the  names  of  the  parties  so 
married,  with  the  time  of  their  marriage,  are  forthwith  to  be  fairly  recorded 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  for  the  perusal  of  all  whom  it  may  con- 
cern. 

Concerning  Visitation  of  the  Sick. 

IT  is  the  duty  of  the  minister  not  only  to  teach  the  people  committed  to  his 
charge  in  publick,  but  privately;  and  particularly  to  admonish,  exhort, 
reprove,  and  comfort  them,  upon  all  seasonable  occasions,  so  far  as  his  time, 
strength,  and  personal  safety  will  permit. 

He  is  to  admonish  them,  in  time  of  health,  to  prepare  for  death;  and,  for 
that  purpose,  they  are  often  to  confer  with  their  mimster  about  the  estate  of 
their  souls;  and,  in  times  of  sickness,  to  desire  his  advice  and  help,  timely 
and  seasonably,  before  their  strength  and  understanding  fail  them. 

Times  of  sickness  and  affliction  are  special  opportunities  put  into  his  hand 
hj  God  to  minister  a  word  in  season  to  weary  souls :  because  then  the  con- 
sciences of  men  are  or  should  be  more  awakened  to  bethink  themselves  of 
their  spiritual  estate  for  eternity;  and  Satan  also  takes  advantage  then  to 
load  them  more  with  sore  and  heavy  temptations :  therefore  the  minister, 
being  sent  for,  and  repairing  to  the  sick,  is  to  apply  himself,  with  all  tender- 
ness and  love,  to  admmister  some  spiritual  good  to  his  soul,  to  this  effect. 

He  may,  from  the  consideration  of  the  present  sickness,  instruct  him  out  of 
scripture,  that  diseases  come  not  by  chance,  or  by  distemper  of  body  only, 
but  by  the  wise  and  orderly  guidance  of  the  good  hand  of  God  to  every  par- 
ticular person  smitten  by  tliem.  And  that,  whether  it  be  laid  upon  him  out 
of  displeasure  for  sin,  for  Ms  correction  and  amendment,  or  for  trial  and 
exercise  of  his  graces,  or  for  other  special  and  excellent  ends,  all  his  sufferings 
shall  turn  to  his  pront,  and  work  together  for  his  good,  if  he  sincerely  labour 
to  make  a  sanctified  use  of  God's  visitation,  neither  despising  his  chastening, 
nor  waxing  weary  of  his  correction. 

If  he  suspect  him  of  ignorance,  he  shall  examine  him  in  the  principles  of 
religion,  especially  touching  repentance  and  faith;  and,  as  he  seeth  cause, 
instruct  him  in  the  nature,  use,  excellency,  and  necessity  of  those  graces;  aa 
also  touching  the  covenant  of  grace ;  and  Christ  the  Son  of  God,  the  Mediator 
of  it;  and  concerning  remission  of  sins  by  faith  in  him. 
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He  shall  exhort  the  sick  person  to  examine  himself,  to  search  and  try  hia 
former  ways,  and  his  estate  towards  God. 

And  if  the  sick  person  shall  declare  any  scruple,  doubt,  or  temptation  that 
are  upon  him,  instructions  and  resolutions  shall  be  given  to  satisfy  and  settle 
mm. 

If  it  appear  that  he  hath  not  ia  due  eense  of  his  sins,  endeavours  ought  to 
be  used  to  convince  him  of  his  sins,  of  the  guilt  and  desert  of  them;  of  the 
filth  and  pollution  which  the  soul  contracts  by  them;  and  of  the  curse  of  the 
jaw,  and  wrath  of  God,  due  to  them;  that  he  may  be  truly  affected  with  and 
humbled  for  them :  and  withal  make  known  the  danger  of  deferring  repent- 
ance, and  of  neglecting  salvation  at  any  time  offered ;  to  awaken  his  conscience, 
Bnd  rouse  him  up  out  of  a  stupid  and  secure  condition,  to  apprehend  the 
justice  and  wrath  of  God,  before  whom  none  can  stand,  but  he  that,  lost  in 
hmiself,  layeth  hold  upon  Christ  by  faith. 

^  If  he  hath  endeavoured  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  holiness,  and  to  serve  God 
m  uprightness,  although  not  without  many  failings  and  infirmities ;  6r,  if 
ms  spirit  be  broken  with  the  sense  of  sin,  or  cast  down  through  want  of  the 
sense  of  God's  favour ;  then  it  will  be  fit  to  raise  him  up,  by  setting  before 
him  the  freeness  and  fulness  of  God's  grace,  the  sufficiency  of  righteousness 
"1  Y  1?  V^*^  gracious  offers  in  the  gospel,  that  all  who  repent,  and  believe 
with  all  their  heart  in  God's  mercy  through  Christ,  renouncing  their  own 
righteousness,  shall  have  life  and  salvation  in  him.  It  may  be  also  useful 
to  shew  him,  that  death  hath  in  it  no  spiritual  evil  to  be'  feared  by  those 
that  are  in  Christ,  because  sin,  the  sting  of  death,  is  taken  away  by  Christ; 
who  hath  delivered  all  that  are  his  from  the  bondage  of  the  fear  of  death, 
triumphed  over  the  grave,  given  us  victory,  is  himself  entered  into  glory  to 
prepare  a  place  for  his  people :  so  that  neither  life  nor  death  shall  be  able 
to  separate  them  from  God's  love  in  Christ,  in  whom  such  are  sure,  though 
now  they  must  be  laid  in  the  dust,  to  obtain  a  joyful  and  glorious  resurrec- 
tion to  eternal  life. 

Advice  also  may  be  given,  as  to  beware  of  an  ill-grounded  persuasion  oh 
mercy,  or  on  the  goodness  of  his  condition  for  heaven,  so  to  disclaim  all  merit 
in  himself,  and  to  cast  himself  wholly  upon  God  for  mercy,  in  the  sole  merits 
and  mediation  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  engaged  himself  never  to  cast  off 
them  who  in  truth  and  sincerity  come  unto  him.  Care  also  must  be  taken, 
that  the  sick  person  be  not  cast  down  into  despair,  by  such  a  severe  repre- 
sentation of  the  wrath  of  God  due  to  him  for  his  sins,  as  is  not  mollified  by 
a  sensible  propounding  of  Christ  and  his  merit  for  a  door  of  hope  to  every 
penitent  believer. 

When  the  sick  person  is  best  comi)osed,  may  be  least  disturbed,  and  other 

necessary  offices  about  him  least  hindered,  the  minister,  if  desired,  shall 

pray  with  him,  and  for  him,  to  this  effect : 

"  ^.o^^ssi^S  and  bewailing  of  sin  original  and  actual ;  the  miserable  con- 

dition  of  all  by  nature,  as  being  children  of  wrath,  and  imder  the  curse ; 

acknowledging  that  all  diseases,  sicknesses,  death,  and  hell  itself,  are  the 

proper  issues  and  effects  thereof ;  imploring  God's  mercy  for  the  sick  person, 

through  the  blood  of  Christ ;  beseeching  that  God  would  open  his  eyes, 

discover  unto  him  his  sins,  cause  him  to  see  himself  lost  in  himself,  make 

known  to  him  the  cause  why  God  smiteth  him,  reveal  Jesus  Christ  to  his 

soul  for  righteousness  and  life,  give  unto  him  his  Holy  Spirit,  to  create  and 

^^  strengthen  faith  to  lay  hold  upon  Christ,  to  work  in  him  comfortable  evi- 

dences  of  his  love,  to  arm  him  against  temptations,  to  take  off  his  heart 

from  the  world,  to  sanctify  his  present  visitation,  to  furnish  him  with 

patience  and  strength  to  bear  it,  and  to  give  him  perseverance  in  faith  to 

"  the  end.  _ 

u  "  '?^*'  if.^o<i„shall  please  to  add  to  his  days,  he  would  vouchsafe  to  bless 
and  sanctify  all  means  of  his  recovery;  to  remove  the  disease,  renew  his 
^^  strength,  and  enable  him  to  walk  worthy  of  God,  by  a  faithful  remem- 
u  ^l^^9^^  ^^^  dihgent  observmg  of  such  vows  and  promises  of  holiness  and 
obedience^  as  men  are  apt  to  make  in  times  of  sickneas,  that  he  may  glo- 
rify God  m  the  remaining  part  of  his  life. 
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"  And,  if  God  have  determined  to  finish  his  days  by  the  present  visitation, 
"  ho  may  find  such  evidence  of  the  pardon  of  all  his  sins,  of  his  interest  ia 
"  Christ,  and  eternal  life  by  Christ,  as  may  cause  his  inward  man  to  be  re- 
"  newed,  -while  his  outwardf  man  decayeth  ;  that  he  may  behold  death  with- 
"  out  fear,  cast  himself  wholly  upon  Christ  without  doubting,  desire  to  bo 
"  dissolved  and  to  be  with  Christ,  and  so  receive  the  end  of  his  faith,  the 
"  salvation  of  his  soul,  througli  tlie  only  merits  and  intercession  of  the  Lord 
"  Jesus  Christ,  our  alone  Saviour  and  all-sufficient  Redeemer." 

The  ministier  shall  admonish  him  also  (as  there  shall  be  cause)  to  set  his 
house  in  order,  thereby  to  prevent  inconveniences ;  to  take  care  for  naymcut 
of  his  debts,  and  to  make  restitution  or  satisfaction  where  he  hath  done  any 
wrong ;  to  be  reconciled  to  those  with  whom  he  hath  been  at  variance,  and 
fully  to  forgive  all  men  their  trespasses  against  him,  as  ho  expects  forgive- 
ness at  the  nand  of  God. 

Lastly,  The  minister  may  improve  the  present  occasion  to  exhort  those 
about  the  sick  person  to  consider  their  own  mortality,  to  return  to  the  Lord, 
and  make  peace  with  him ;  in  health  to  prepare  for  sickness,  death,  and 
judgment ;  and  all  the  days  of  their  appointed  time  so  to  wait  until  their 
change  come,  that  when  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  ehoU  appear,  they  may  ap- 
pear with  him  in  glory. 

Concerning  Burial  of  the  Dead, 

WHEN  any  person  departcth  this  life,  let  the  dead  body,  upon  the  day  of 
burial,  be  decently  attended  from  the  house  to  the  place  appointed  for 
publick  burial,  and  there  immediately  interred,  without  any  ceremony. 

And  because  the  custom  of  kneeling  down,  and  praying  by  or  towaras  the 
dead  corpse,  and  other  such  usages,  in  tlie  place  where  it  lies  before  it  be 
carried  to  burial,  are  superstitious ;  and  for  that  praying,  reading,  and  sing- 
ing, both  in  going  to  and  at  the  grave,  have  been  grossly  abused,  are  no  way 
beneficial  to  the  dead,  and  have  proved  many  ways  hurtful  to  the  living ; 
therefore  let  all  such  things  be  laid  aside. 

Howbeit,  we  judge  it  very  convenient,  that  the  Christian  friends,  which 
accompany  the  dead  body  to  the  place  appointed  for  publick  burial,  do  apply 
themselves  to  meditations  and  conferences  suitable  to  the  occasion ;  and  that 
the  minister,  as  upon  other  occasions,  so  at  this  time,  if  he  be  present,  may 
put  them  in  remembrance  of  their  duty. 

That  this  shall  not  extend  to  deny  any  civil  respects  or  deferences  at  the 
burial,  suitable  to  the  rank  and  condition  of  the  party  deceased,  while  he 
was  living. 

Concerning  Publick  Solemn  Fasting. 

T\/'HEN  some  great  and  notable  judgments  are  either  inflicted  upon  a 
f  T  people,  or  apparently  imminent,  or  by  some  extraordinary  provoca- 
tions notoriously  deserved ;  as  also  when  some  special  blessing  is  to  be  sought 
and  obtained,  publick  solemn  fasting  (which  is  to  continue  the  whole  day) 
is  a  duty  that  God  expecteth  from  that  nation  or  people. 

A  religious  fast  requires  total  abstinence,  not  only  from  all  food,  (unless 
bodily  weakness  do  manifestly  disable  from  holding  out  till  the  fast  be 
ended,  in  which  case  somewhat  may  be  taken,  yet  very  sparingly,  to  support 
nature,  when  ready  to  faint,)  but  also  from  all  worldly  labour,  discourses, 
and  thoughts,  and  from  all  bodily  delights,  and  such  like,  (although  at  other 
times  lawful,)  rich  apparel,  ornaments,  and  such  like,  during  the  fast ;  and 
much  more  from  whatever  is  in  the  nature  or  use  scandalous  and  offensive, 
as  gaudish  attire,  lascivious  habits  and  gestures,  and  other  vanities  of  either 
sex ;  which  we  recommend  to  all  ministers,  in  their  places,  diligently  and 
zealously  to  reprove,  as  at  other  times,  so  especially  at  a  fast,  without  re- 
spect of  persons,  as  there  shall  be  occasion. 

Before  the  publick  meeting,  each  family  and  person  apart  are  privately 
to  use  all  religious  care  to  prepare  their  hearts  to  such  a  solemn  work,  ana 
to  be  early  at  the  congregation. 
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So  largo  a  portion  of  the  day  m  conreniently  may  be,  is  to  bo  spent  in 
publick  reading  and  preaching  of  tho  Tford,  Trith  singing  of  psalms,  fit  to 
quicken  aflFections  suitable  to  such  a  duty :  but  especially  in  prayer,  to  this 
or  the  like  effect : 

"  Giving  glory  to  the  great  Majesty  of  God,  the  Creator,  Preserver,  and 
"  supreme  Ruler  of  all  the  Trorlc^  the  better  to  affect  us  thereby  with  an 
"  holy  reverence  and  a-vre  of  him;  acknoTfledging  his  manifold,  great,  and 
"  tender  mercies,  especially  to  the  church  and  nation,  the  more  effectually 
"  to  soften  and  abase  our  hearts  before  him ;  humbly  confessing  of  sins  of 
"  all  sorts,  'with  their  several  aggravations;  justifying  God's  righteous  judg- 
"  ments,  as  being  far  less  than  our  sins  do  deserve ;  yet  humbly  and  earnestly 
"  iiDploring  his'  mercy  and  grace  for  ounelves,  the  church  and  nation,  for 
"  our  king,  and  all  in  authority,  and  for  all  others  for  whom  we  are  bound 
'*  to  pray,  (according  as  the  present  exigent  requireth,)  with  more  special 
"  importunity  and  enlargement  than  at  other  times ;  applying  by  faith  the 
"  promises  and  goodness  of  God  for  pardon,  help,  and  deliverance  from  tho 
"  evils  felt,  feared,  or  deserved  ^  and  for  obtaining  the  blessings  which  wo 
"  need  and  expect ;  together  with  5  giving  up  of  oui'selves  wholly  and  for 
"  ever  unto  the  Lord." 

In  all  these,  the  ministers,  who  are  the  mouths  of  tho  people  unto  God, 
ought  so  to  speak  from  their  hearta,  upon  serious  and  thorough  premedita- 
tion of  them,  that  both  themselves  and  their  people  may  be  much  affected, 
and  even  melted  thereby,  esi)ecially  with  sorrow  for  their  sins ;  that  it  may 
be  indeed  a  day  of  deep  humiliation  and  afflicting  of  the  soul. 

Special  choice  is  to  be  made  of  such  scriptures  to  be  read,  and  of  such  texts 
for  preaching,  as  may  best  work  the  hearts  of  the  hearers  to  the  special 
business  of  the  day,  and  most  dispose  them  to  humiliation  and  repentance : 
insisting  most  on  those  particulars  which  each  minister's  observation  and 
experience  tells  him  are  most  conducing  to  the  edification  and  reformation 
of  that  congregation  to  which  he  preacheth. 

Before  the  close  of  the  publick  duties,  the  minister  is,  in  his  own  and  tho 
people's  name,  to  engage  his  and  their  hearts  to  be  the  Lord's,  with  professed 
purpose  and  resolution  to  reform  whatever  is  amiss  among  them,  and  moro 
particularly  such  sins  as  they  have  been  more  remarkably  guilty  of;  and  to 
draw  near  unto  God,  and  to  walk  more  closely  and  faithfully  with  him  in 
new  obedience,  than  ever  before. 

He  is  also  to  admonish  the  people,  with  all  importunity,  that  the  work  of 
that  day  doth  not  end  with  tho  public  duties  of  it,  but  that  they  are  so  to 
improve  the  remainder  of  the  day,  and  of  their  whole  life,  in  reinforcing 
upon  themselves  and  their  families  in  private  all  those  godly  affections  and 
resolutions  which  they  professed  in  publick,  as  that  they  may  be  settled  in 
tlieir  hearts  for  ever,  and  themselves  may  more  sensibly  find  that  God  hath 
smelt  a  sweet  savour  in  Christ  from  their  performances,  and  is  pacified 
towards  them,  by  answers  of  grace,  in  pardoning  of  sin,  in  removing  of 
judgments,  in  averting  or  i)reventing  of  plagues,  and  in  conferring  of  bless- 
ings, suitable  to  the  conditions  and  prayers  of  his  people,  by  Jesus  Christ. 

Besides  solemn  and  general  fasts  enjoined  by  authority,  wo  judge  that,  at 
other  times,  congregations  may  keep  days  of  fasting,  as  divine  providence 
shall  administer  unto  them  special  occasion ;  and  also  that  famihes  may  do 
the  same,  so  it  be  not  on  days  wherein  tho  congregation  to  which  they  do 
belong  is  ti9  meet  for  fastiAg,  or  other  publick  dutiei  of  worahip. 

Vonceming  the  Obtervation  qfDayi  qf  Publick  Thanhtgivingk 

'HEN  any  such  day  is  to  be  kept,  let  notice  be  given  of  it,  and  of  the 
occasion  thereof,  some  convenient  time  before,  that  the  people  may 
the  better  prepare  themselves  thereunto. 

The  day  being  come^  and  the  congregation  (after  private  preparations) 
being  assembled,  tho  minister  is  to  begin  with  a  word  of  exhortation,  to  stir 
up  the  people  to  tho  duty  for  which  they  aro  mct|  and  "with  a  fihort  prayer 
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for  God's  assistance  and  blessing,  (as  at  other  conventions  for  publick  wor- 
ship,) according  to  the  particular  occasion  of  their  meeting. 

Let  him  then  make  some  pithy  narration  of  the  deliverance  obtained,  or 
mercy  received,  or  of  •whatever  hath  occasioned  that  assembling  of  the  con- 
gregation, that  all  may  better  understand  it,  or  be  minded  of  it,  and  more 
affected  -with  it. 

And,  because  sin^g  of  psalms  is  of  all  other  the  most  proper  ordinance 
for  expressing  of  joy  and  thanksgiving,  let  some  pertinent  psalm  or  psalms 
be  sung  for  that  purpose,  before  or  after  the  reading  of  some  portion  of  the 
word  suitable  to  the  present  business. 

Then  let  the  minister,  who  is  to  preach,  proceed  to  further  exhortation 
and  prayer  before  his  sermon,  with  special  reference  to  the  present  work : 
after  which,  let  him  preach  upon  some  text  of  scripture  pertinent  to  the 
occasion. 

The  sermon  ended,  let  him  not  only  pray,  as  at  other  times  after  preaching 
is  directed,  with  remembrance  of  the  necessities  of  the  Church,  King,  and 
State,  (if  before  the  sermon  they  were  omitted,)  but  cnlai^  himself  in  due 
and  solemn  thanksgiving  for  former  mercies  and  deliverances  \  but  more 
especially  for  that  which  at  the  present  calls  them  together  to  give  thanks : 
with  humble  petition  for  the  continuance  and  renewing  of  (rod's  wonted 
mercies,  as  need  shall  be,  and  for  sanctifying  grace  to  make  a  right  use 
thereof  And  so,  having  sung  another  psalni,  suitable  to  the  mercy,  let  him 
dismiss  the  congregation  with  a  blessing,  that  they  may  have  some  conveni- 
ent time  for  their  repast  and  refreshing. 

But  the  minister  (before  their  dismission)  is  solemnly  to  admonish  them 
to  beware  of  all  excess  and  riot,  tending  to  gluttony  or  drunkenness,  and 
much  more  of  these  sins  themselves,  in  their  eating  and  refreshing;  and  to 
take  care  that  their  mirth  and  rejoicing  be  not  carnal,  but  spiritual,  which 
may  make  God's  praise  to  be  glorious,  and  themselves  humble  and  sober;  and 
that  both  their  feeding  and  rejoicing  majr  render  them  more  cheerful  and 
enlarged,  further  to  celebrate  his  praises  in  the  midst  of  the  congregation, 
when  they  return  unto  it  in  the  remaining  part  of  that  day. 

When  the  congregation  shall  be  agixin  assembled,  the  like  course  in  pray- 
ing, reading,  preaching,  singing  of  psalms,  and  offering  up  of  more  pi-aise  and 
thanksgiving,  that  is  before  directed  for  the  morning,  is  to  be  renewed  and 
continued,  so  far  as  the  time  will  give  leave. 

At  one  or  both  of  the  publick  meetings  that  day,  a  collection  is  to  be  made 
for  the  poor,  (and  in  the  like  manner  upon  the  day  of  publick  humiliation,) 
that  their  loins  may  bless  us,  and  rejoice  the  more  with  us.  And  the  people 
are  to  be  exhorted,  at  the  end  of  the  latter  meeting,  to  spend  the  residue  of 
that  day  in  holy  duties,  and  testifications  of  Christian  love  and  charity  one 
towards  another,  and  of  rejoicing  more  and  more  in  the  Lord;  as  become th 
those  who  make  the  joy  of  the  Lord  their  strength. 

0/ Singing  ofPtahnt. 

IT  is  the  duty  of  Christians  to  praise  God  publickly,  by  singing  of  psalms 
together  in  the  congregation,  and  also  privately  in  the  family. 

In  singing  of  psalms,  the  voice  is  to  be  tunably  and  gravely  ordered ;  but 
the  chief  care  must  be  to  sing  with  understanding,  and  with  grace  in  the 
heart,  making  melody  imto  the  Lord. 

That  the  whole  congregation  may  join  herein,  every  one  that  can  read  is 
to  have  a  psalm  book ;  and  all  others,  not  disabled  by  age  or  otherwise,  are 
to  be  exhortied  id  learn  to  read.  But  for  the  present,  where  many  in  the 
congregation  cannot  read,  it  is  convenient  that  the  minister,  or  some  other 
fit  person  appointed  by  him  and  the  other  ruling  officers,  do  read  the  psalln, 
line  by  line,  before  the  singing  thereof. 
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AN  APPENDIX, 
Touching  Days  and  Places  for  PnblicTc  WorsJiip. 

THERE  is  no  day  commanded  in  scripture  to  be  kept  holy  under  the  gospel 
but  the  Lord's  day,  which  is  the  Christian  Sabbath. 

Festival  days,  vulgarly  called  Holy-days,  having  no  warrant  in  the  word  of 
God,  are  not  to  be  continued. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  lawful  and  necessary,  upon  special  emergent  occasions, 
to  separate  a  day  or  days  for  publick  fasting  or  thanksgiving,  as  the  several 
eminent  and  extraordinary  dispensations  of  God's  providence  shall  adminis- 
ter cause  and  opportunity  to  his  people. 

As  no  place  is  capable  of  any  holiness,  under  pretence  of  whatsoever  dedi- 
cation or  consecration  ;  so  neither  is  it  subject  to  such  pollution  by  any 
superstition  formerly  used,  and  now  laid  aside,  as  may  render  it  unlawful  or 
inconvenient  for  Christians  to  meet  together  therein  for  the  publick  worship 
of  God.  And  therefore  we  hold  it  requisite,  that  the  places  of  publick  as- 
sembling for  worship  among  us  should  be  continued  and  employed  to  that 
use. 
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EuBK.  xUil.  11.— And  If  they  be  ashamed  of  all  that  they  have  done,  shew  them  the  form 
of  the  house,  and  the  faishion  thereof,  and  the  goings  out  thereof,  and  the  comings  in 
thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof, — and  all  the  laws  thereof :  and  write  it  in  their 
Bight,  that  they  may  keep  the  whole  form  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof 
and  do  them.

Act  of  the  Genebal  Assembly  of  the  Kibk  of  Scotland,  approving  thePropo^ 
tiiions  concerning  Kirk-government,  and  Ordination  cf  Ministers. 

THE  General  Assembly  being  most  desirous  and  solicitous,  not  only  of  tke 
establishment  and  preservation  of  the  Form  of  Kirk -government  in  this 
kingdom,  according  to  tne  word  of  God,  books  of  Discipline,  acts  of  General 
Assemblies,  and  National  Covenant,  but  also  of  an  uuifonuity  in  Kirk- 
government  betwixt  these  kingdoms,  now  more  straitly  and  strongly  united 
by  the  late  Solemn  League  and  Covenant;  and  considering,  that  as  in  former 
times  there  did,  so  hereafter  tliero  may  arise,  through  the  nearness  of  con. 
tagion,  manifold  mischiefs  to  this  kirk  from  a  corrupt  form  of  government 
in  the  kirk  of  England :  likeas  the  precious  opportunity  of  bringing  the  kirka 
of  Christ  in  all  the  three  kingdoms  to  an  uniformity  in  Kirk-government 
being  the  happiness  of  the  present  times  above  the  former;  which  may  also, 
by  the  blessing  of  God,  prove  an  effectual  mean,  and  a  good  foxmdation  to 
prepare  for  a  safe  and  well-grounded  pacification,  by  removing  the  cause  from 
which  the  present  pressures  and  blooay  wars  did  originally  proceed :  and  now 
the  Assembly  having  thrice  read,  and  diligently  examined,  the  propositions 
(hereunto  annexed)  concerning  the  officers,  assemblies,  and  government  of 
the  kirk,  and  concerning  the  ordination  of  ministers,  brought  unto  us,  as  the 
results  of  the  long  and  learned  debates  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines  sitting  at 
Westminster,  and  of  the  treaty  of  uniformity  with  the  Commissioners  of  this 
kirk  there  residing;  after  mature  deliberation,  and  after  timeous  calling 
upon,  and  warning  of  all,  who  have  any  exceptions  against  the  same,  to  make 
them  known,  that  they  might  receive  satisfaction ;  doth  agree  to  and  approve 
the  propositions  afore-mentioned,  touching  Kirk-govei'nment  and  Ordina- 
tion; and  doth  hereby  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  this  Assembly,  who 
are  to  meet  at  Edinburgh,  to  agree  to  and  conclude  in  the  name  of  this  As- 
sembly, an  uniformity  betwixt  the  kirks  in  both  kingdoms,  in  the  afore- 
mentioned particulars,  so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  i-atified,  without  any 
substantial  alteration,  by  an  ordinance  of  the  honourable  Houses  of  the  Par- 
liament of  England;  which  ratification  shall  be  timely  intimate  and  made 
known  bv  the  Commissioners  of  this  kirk  residing  at  London.  Provided 
always.  That  this  act  be  no  ways  prejudicial  to  the  further  discussion  and 
examination  of  that  article  wMch  holds  forth.  That  the  doctor  or  teacher 
hath  power  of  the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  as  well  as  the  pastor;  as 
also^  of  the  distinct  rights  and  interests  of  presbyteries  and  people  in  the 
calling  of  ministers;  but  that  it  shall  be  free  to  debate  and  discuss  these 
points,  as  God  shall  be  pleased  to  give  further  light. 
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THE  PREFACE. 

JESUS  CHRIST,  upon  whose  shoulders  the  government  is,  whoso 
name  is  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty  God,  The  ever-

put  all  things  under  his  feet,  and  gave  him  to  be  the  head  over  all 
things  to  the  church,  which  is  his  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  filleth 
all  in  all :  he  being  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens,  that  he  might 
fill  all  things,  received  gifts  for  his  church,  and  gave  officers  necessary 
for  the  edification  of  his  church,  and  perfectmg  of  his  saints.^

Particular  churches  in  the  primi- 
tive times  were  made  up  of  visible  saints,  viz.  of  such  as,  being  of  age, 
professed  faith  in  Christ,  and  obedience  unto  Christ,  according  to  the 
rules  of  faith  and  life  taught  by  Christ  and  his  apostles ;  and  of  their 
children.* 

Of  the  OJicerB  of  the  Church, 

THE  officers  which  Christ  hath  appointed  for  the  edification  of  his 
church,  and  the  perfecting  of  the  saints,  are,  some  extraordinary, 
as  apostles,  evangelists,  and  prophets,  which  are  ceased. 

Others  ordinary  and  perpetual,  as  pastors,  teachers,  and  other 
church-governors,  and  deacons. 


Ver.  15.  But,  speaking  the  truth  in 
love,  may  grow  up  into  him  in  all 
things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ : 
Ver.  16.  From  whom  the  whole  body 
fitly  joined  together  and  compacted 
by  that  which  every  joint  supplieth, 
according  to  the  effectual  working  in 
the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh 
increase  of  the  body,  imto  the  edify- 
ing of  itself  in  love. 

°  Gal.  i.  21.  Afterwards  I  came  into 
the  regions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia ;  Ver. 
22.  And  was  unknown  by  face  unto 
the  churches  of  Judea  which  were  in 
Christ.  Rev.  i.  4.  John  to  the  seven 
churches  which  are  in  Asia :  Grace  be 
tmto  you,  and  peace,  from  him  which 
Is,  and  which  was,  and  which  is  to 
come;  and  from  the  seven  Spirits 
which  are  before  his  throne.  Ver.  20. 
The  mystery  of  the  seven  stars  which 
thou  sawest  in  my  right  hand,  and 
the  seven  golden  candlesticks.  The 
Beven  stars  are  the  angels  of  the  seven 
churches ;  and  the  seven  candlesticks 
wliich  thou  sawest  are  the  seven 
churches.  Rev.  ii.  1.  Unto  the  angel 
of  the  church  of  Ephesus  write ;  These 
things  saith  he  that  holdeth  the  seven 
stai-s  in  his  right  hand,  who  walketh 
in  the  midst  of  the  seven  golden  can- 
dlesticks. 

*  Acts  ii.  38.  Then  Peter  said  unto 
them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every 
one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Ver.  41.  Then  they  that  gladly 
received  his  word  were  baptized :  and 
the  same  day  there  were  added  unto 
them  about  three  thousand  souls.

And  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such 


as  should  be  saved.  Compared  with 
Acts  V.  14.  And  believers  were  the 
more  added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes 
both  of  men  and  women.  1  Cor.  i.  2. 
Unto  the  church  of  God  which  is  at 
Corinth,  to  them  that  are  sanctified 
in  Christ  Jesus,  called  to  be  saints, 
with  all  that  in  every  place  call  upon 
the  name  of  Jesus  Uhrist  our  Lord, 
both  theirs  and  ours.  Compared  with 
2  Cor.  ix.  1.3.  Wliiles  by  the  experi- 
ment of  this  ministration,  they  glorify 
God  for  your  professed  subjection 
imto  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and  for 
your  liberal  distribution  unto  them, 
and  unto  all  men.  Acts  ii.  39.  For 
the  nromise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your 
chilorcn,  and  to  all  that  are  afar  off, 
even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God 
shall  call.  1  Cor.  viL  14.  For  the  im- 
believing  husband  is  sanctified  by  the 
wife,  and  the  imbelieving  wife  is 
sanctified  by  the  husband :  else  were 
your  children  imclean ;  but  now  ai'e 
they  holy.  Rom.  xi.  16.  For  if  the 
first-fruit  be  holy,  the  Imnp  is  also 
holy ;  and  if  the  root  be  holy,  so  are 
the  branches.  Mark  x.  14.  But  when 
Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  displeased, 
and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  the  little 
children  to  come  imto  me,  and  forbid 
them  not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Compared  roiih  Matt.  xix.  13. 
Then  were  there  brought  unto  him 
little  children,  that  he  should  put  his 
hands  on  them,  and  pray:  and  the 
disciples  relniked  them.  Ver.  14.  But 
Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children,  and 
forbid  them  not,  to  come  unto  me ;  for 
of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 
Luke  xviii.  15.  And  they  brought  un- 
to him  also  infants,  that  he  would 
touch  them :  but  when  his  disciples 
saw  it,  they  rebuked  tUcm.    Ver.  16. 
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Pastors. 

THE  pastor  is  an  ordinary  and  perpetual  officer  in  the  church,*  pro- 
phesying of  the  time  of  the  gospel.' 

First,  it  belongs  to  his  office, 

To  pray  for  and  with  his  flock,  as  the  mouth  of  the  people  unto 
God,8f  Acts  vi.  2,  3,  4,  and  xx.  36,  where  preaching  and  prayer  are 
joined  as  several  parts  of  the  same  office.**  The  office  of  the  elder 
(that  is,  the  pastor)  is  to  pray  for  the  sick,  even  in  private,  to  which  a 
blessing  is  especially  promised ;  much  more  therefore  ought  he  to  per- 
form this  in  the  publick  execution  of  his  office,  as  a  part  thereof.^ 

To  read  the  scriptures  publickly ;  for  the  proof  of  which, 

1.  That  the  priests  and  Levites  in  the  Jewish  church  were  trusted 
with  the  publick  reading  of  the  word  is  proved.'' 


But  Jesus  called  them  unto  him,  and 
said,  Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

®  Jer.  iii.  15.  And  I  will  give  you 
pastors  according  to  mine  heart,  which 
shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and 
understanding.  Ver.  16,  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  when  ye  be  multiplied 
and-  increased  in  the  land,  in  those 
days,  saith  the  Lord,  they  shall  say  no 
more,  The  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Lord ;  neither  shall  it  come  to  mind, 
neither  shall  they  remember  it,  nei- 
ther shall  they  visit  it,  neither  shall 
that  be  done  any  more.  Ver.  17.  At 
that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem 
the  throne  of  the  Lord ;  and  all  the 
nations  shall  be  gathered  imto  it,  to 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  to  Jerusalem  : 
neither  shall  they  walk  any  more  after 
the  imagination  of  their  evil  heart. 

'  1  Pet.  V.  2.  Feed  the  flock  of  God 
which  is  among  you,  taking  the  over- 
sight thereof,  not  by  consti'aint,  but 
wiUingly ;  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of 
a  ready  mind ;  Ver.  3.  Neither  as 
being  lords  over  God's  heritage,  but 
being  ensamples  to  the  floclc :  Ver.  4. 
And  when  the  chief  Shepherd  shall 
appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of 
glory  tliat  fadeth  not  awa^',  Eph.  iv. 
1 1 .  And  he  gave  some,  apostles ;  and 
some,  prophets;  and  some,  evange- 
lists ;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers ; 
Ver.  12.  For  the  perfecting  of  the 
saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry^ 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ : 
Ver.  13.  Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity 
of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man, 
unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ. 


8  Acts  vi.  2.  Then  the  twelve  called 
the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto 
them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that 
we  should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and 
serve  tables.  Ver.  3.  Wherefore, 
brethren,  look  ye  out  among  you  seven 
men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  ap- 
point over  this  business.  Ver.  4.  But 
we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to 
prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
word.  Acts  XX.  36.  And  when  he  had 
thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down,  and 
prayed  with  them  all. 

^  James  v.  14.  Is  any  sick  among 
you  ?  let  him  call  for  the  elders  of 
the  church ;  and  let  them  pray  over 
him,  anointing  him  with  oil  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord :  Ver.  15.  And  the 
prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick, 
and  the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up ;  and 
if  he  have  committed  sins,  they  shall 
be  forgiven  him. 

i  1  Cor.  xiv.  15.  What  is  it  then  ? 
I  will  pray  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will 
pray  with  the  understanding  also ;  I 
will  sing  with  the  spirit,  and  I  will 
sing  with  the  understanding  also. 
Ver.  16.  Else,  when  thou  shalt  bless 
with  the  spirit,  how  shall  he  that  oc- 
cupieth  the  room  of  the  unlearned  say 
Amen  at  thy  giving  of  thanks,  seeing 
he  understandeth  not  what  thou  say- 
est? 

And  Moses  wrote 
this  law,  and  delivered  it  unto  the 
priests  the  sons  of  Levi,  which  bare 
the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord, 
and  imto  all  the  elders  of  Israel.  Ver. 
10.  And  Moses  commanded  them,  say- 
ing, At  the  end  of  every  seven  years, 
in  the  solemnity  of  the  year  of  release, 
in  the  feast  of  tabernacles,  Ver.  11. 
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2.  That  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  have  as  ample  a  charge  and  com- 
mission to  dispense  the  word,  as  well  as  other  ordinances,  as  the  priests 
and  Levites  had  under  the  law,  proved,  Isa.

where  our  Saviour  entitleth  the  officers  of  the  New  Testament,  whom 
he  will  send  forth,  by  the  same  names  of  the  teachers  of  the  Old.' 

Which  propositions  prove,  that  therefore  (the  duty  being  of  a  moral 
nature)  it  foUoweth  by  just  consequence,  that  the  publick  reading  of 
the  scriptures  belongeth  to  the  pastor's  office. 

To  feed  the  flock,  by  preaching  of  the  word,  according  to  which  ho 
is  to  teach,  convince,  reprove,  exhort,  and  comfort." 

To  catechise,  which  is  a  plain  laying  down  the  first  principles  of  the 
oracles  of  God,"  or  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  is  a  part  of  preachmg. 

To  dispense  other  divine  mysteries.® 

To  administer  the  sacraments.' 


When  all  Israel  is  come  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Lord  thy  God  in  the  place 
•which  he  shall  choose,  thou  shalt  read 
this  law  before  all  Israel  in  their  hear- 
ing. Neh.  viii.  1.  And  all  the  people 
gathered  themselves  together  as  one 
man  into  the  street  that  "was  before 
the  water-gate ;  and  they  spake  unto 
Ezm  the  scribe  to  bring  the  book  of 
the  law  of  Moses,  which  the  Lord  had 
commanded  to  Israel.  Ver.  2.  And 
Ezra  the  priest  brought  the  law  be- 
fore the  congregation,  both  of  men 
and  women,  and  all  that  could  hear 
with  imdcrstanding,  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  seventh  month.  Ver.  3. 
And  he  read  therein — Ver.  13.  And 
on  the  second  day  were  gathered  to- 
gether the  chief  of  the  fathers  of  all 
the  people,  the  priests,  and  the  Levites, 
unto  Ezra  the  scribe,  even  to  imdcr- 
staud  the  words  of  tlie  law. 

*  Isa.  Ixvi.  21.  And  I  will  also  take 
of  them  for  priests,  and  for  Levites, 
saith  the  Lord.  Matt,  xxiii.  34. 
Wherefore,  behold,  I  send  imto  you 
prophets,  and  wise  men,  and  scribes : 
and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and 
crucify ',  and  some  of  them  shall  ye 
scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and  per- 
secute them  from  cit^  to  city. 

•"  1  Tim.  iii.  2.  A  bishop  then  must 
be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour, 
given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach.  2 
Tim.  iii.  16.  All  scripture  is  given  by 
inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness;

Holding  fast 
the  faithful  word  as  he  hath  been

The  Lord  having  given  different  gifts,  and  divers  exercises  accord- 
ing to  these  gifts,  in  the  ministry  of  the  word  ;^  though  these  different 
gifts  may  meet  in,  and  accordingly  be  exercised  by,  one  and  the  same 
minfster;*  yet,  where  be  several  ministers  in  the  same  congregation, 
they  may  be  designed  to  several  employments,  according  to  the  different 
gifts  in  which  each  of  them  doth  most  excels  And  he  that  doth  more 
excel  in  exposition  of  scripture,  in  teaching  sound  doctrine,  and  in  con- 
vincing gainsayers,  than  he  doth  in  application,  and  is  accordingly  em- 
ployed therein,  may  be  called  a  teacher,  or  doctor,  (the  places  alleged 
by  the  notation  of  the  word  do  prove  the  proposition.)  Nevertheless, 
where  is  but  one  minister  in  a  particular  congregation,  he  is  to  per- 
form, as  far  as  he  is  able,  the  whole  work  of  the  ministry."

Other  Church-Governors. 

AS  there  were  in  the  Jewish  church  elders  of  the  people  joined  with 
the  priests  and  Levites  in  the  government  of  the  church;*  so 
Christ,  who  hath  instituted  government,  and  governors  ecclesiastical 
in  the  church,  hath  furnished  some  in  his  church,  beside  the  ministers 
of  the  word,  with  gifts  for  government,  and  with  commission  to  exe- 
cute the  same  when  called  thereunto,  who  are  to  join  with  the  minister 
in  the  government  of  the  church.*'  Which  officers  reformed  churches 
commonly  call  Elders. 

Deacons, 

THE  scripture  doth  hold  out  deacons  aa  distinct  officers  in  the 
churcn.* 
Whose  office  is  perpetual.*    To  whose  office  it  belongs  not  to  preach 
the  word,  or  administer  the  sacraments,  but  to  take  special  care  in  dis- 
tributing to  the  necessities  of  the  poor.®

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Of  particular  Congregations* 

IT  is  lawful  and  expedient  that  there  be  fixed  congregations,  that  is, 
a  certain  company  of  Christians  to  meet  in  one  assembly  ordinarily 
for  publick  worship.  When  believers  multiply  to  such  a  number,  that 
they  cannot  conveniently  meet  in  one  place,  it  is  lawful  and  expedient 
that  they  should  be  divided  into  distinct  and  fixed  congregations,  for 
the  better  administration  of  such  ordinances  as  belong  unto  tliem, 
and  the  discharge  of  mutual  duties.' 

The  ordinary  way  of  dividing  Christians  into  distinct  congregations, 
and  most  expedient  for  edification,  is  by  the  respective  bounds  of  their 
dwellings. 

First,  Because  they  who  dwell  together,  being  bound  to  all  kind  of 
moral  duties  one  to  another,  have  the  better  opportunity  thereby  to 
discharge  them ;  which  moral  tyo  is  perpetual;  for  Christ  came  not  to 
destroy  the  law,  but  to  fulfil  it.« 

Secondly,  The  communion  of  saints  must  be  so  ordered,  as  may 
stand  with  the  most  convenient  use  of  the  ordinances,  and  discharge 
of  moral  duties,  without  respect  of  persons.** 

Thirdly,  The  pastor  and  people  must  so  nearly  cohabit  together, 
as  that  they  may  mutually  perform  their  duties  each  to  other  wilh 
most  conveniency. 

In  this  company  some  must  be  set  apart  to  bear  office. 

Of  the  Officers  of  a  pctrticular  Congregation, 

FOR  officers  in  a  single  congregation,  there  ought  to  be  one  at  the 
least,  both  to  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine,  and  to  rule.* 
It  is  also  requisite  that  there  should  be  others  to  join  in  government.*

Ofilie  Ordinances  in  a  particular  Congregation. 

THE  ordinances  in  a  single  congregation  are,  prayer,  thanksgiving, 
and  singing  of  psalms,"  the  word  read,  (although  there  follow  no 
immediate  explication  of  what  is  read,)  the  word  expounded  and  ap- 
j)lied,  catechising,  the  sacraments  administered,  collection  made  for 
the  poor,  dismissing  the  people  with  a  blessing.

CHRIST  hath  instituted  a  government,  and  governors  ecclesiastical 
in  the  church :  to  that  purpose,  the  apostles  did  immediately  re- 
ceive the  keys  from  the  hand  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  did  use  and  exercise 
them  in  all  the  churches  of  the  world  upon  all  occasions. 

And  Christ  hath  since  continually  furnished  some  in  his  church  with 
gifts  of  government,  and  with  commission  to  execute  the  same,  when 
called  thereunto. 

It  is  lawful,  and  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  that  the  church  be 
governed  by  several  sorts  of  assemblies,  which  are  congregational, 
classical,  and  synodical. 

Of  the  Power  in  common  of  all  these  Assemblies.

THE  ruling  officers  of  a  particular  congregation  have  power,  autho- 
ritatively, to  call  before  them  any  member  of  the  congregation, 
as  they  shall  see  just  occasion. 

To  enquire  into  the  knowledge  and  spiritual  estate  of  the  several 
members  of  the  congregation. 

To  admonish  and  rebuke.

Authoritative  suspension  from  the  Lord's  table,  of  a  person  not  yet 
cast  out  of  the  church,  is  agreeable  to  the  scripture :

Obey  them  that  have 
the  rule  over  you,  and  submit  your- 
selves :  for  they  watch  for  your  souls, 
as  they  that  must  give  account ;  that 
they  may  do  it  with  joy,  and  not  with 
grief :  for  that  is  improfitable  for  you. 
1  Thess.  v.  12.  Ana  we  beseech  you, 
brethren,  to  know  them  which  labour 
among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the 
Lord,  and  admonish  you;  Ver.  13. 
And  to  esteem  them  very  highly  in 
love  for  their  work's  sake,  iind  be 
at  peace  among  yom'selves.  Ezek. 
xxxiv.  4.  The  diseased  have  ye  not 
strengthened,  neither  have  ye  healed 
that  which  was  sick  neither  have  ye 


bound  up  that  which  was  broken, 
neither  have  ye  brought  again  that 
which  was  driven  away,  neither  have 
ye  sought  that  which  was  lost;  but 
with  force  and  with  cruelty  have  ye 
ruled  them. 

1  Matt.  vii.  6.  Give  not  that  which 
is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye 
your  pearls  before  swine,  lest  they 
trample  them  under  their  feet,  and 
turn  again  and  rend  you.  2  Thess. 
iii.  6.  Now  we  command  you,  bretliren, 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  that  walketh  disorderly, 
and  not  after  the  tradition  which  he 
received  of  us.  Ver.  14.  And  if  any 
man  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle, 
note  that  man,  and  have  no  company 
with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed. 
Ver.  15,  Yet  count  him  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brother. 
1  Cor.  xi.  27.  Wherefore,  whosoever 
shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this 
cup  of  the  Lord,  imworthily,  shall  be 

fuilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the 
lOrd.  See  on  to  tiie  end  of  the  Cliapter. 
Compared  with  Judo,  ver.  23.  And 
others  save  with  fear,  pulling  them 
out  of  the  fire ;  hating  even  the  gar- 
ment spotted  by  the  flesh.  1  Tim.  v. 
22.^  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man, 
neither  be  partaker  of  other  men's 
sins :  keep  thyself  pure. 
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power  and  authority,  under  the  Old  Testament,  to  keep  unclean  per- 
sons from  holy  things.' 

The  Uke  power  and  authority,  by  way  of  analogy,  continues  under 
the  New  Testament. 

The  ruling  officers  of  a  particular  congregation  have  power  autho- 
ritatively to  suspend  from  the  Lord*s  table  a  person  not  yet  cast  out  of 
the  church : 

Firstf  Because  those  who  have  authority  to  judge  of,  and  admit, 
such  as  are  fit  to  receive  the  sacrament,  have  authority  to  keep  back 
such  as  shall  be  found  unworthy. 

Secondly^  Because  it  is  an  ecclesiastical  business  of  ordinary  prac- 
tice belonging  to  that  congregation. 

When  congregations  are  divided  and  fixed,  they  need  all  mutual 
help  one  from  another,  both  in  regard  of  their  intrinsical  weaknesses 
and  mutual  dependence,  as  also  in  regard  of  enemies  from  without. 

Of  Classical  Assemblies. 

THE  scripture  doth  hold  out  a  presbytery  in  a  church." 
A  presbytery  consisteth  of  ministers  of  the  word,  and  such  other 
publick  officers  as  are  agreeable  to  and  warranted  by  the  word  of 
God  to  be  church-governors,  to  join  with  the  ministers  in  the  govei-n- 
ment  of  the  church.* 

The  scripture  doth  hold  forth,  that  many  particular  congregations 
may  be  under  one  presbyterial  government. 

This  proposition  is  proved  by  instances : 

I.  First,  Of  the  church  of  Jerusalem,  which  consisted  of  more  con- 
gregations than  one,  and  all  these  congregations  were  under  one 
presbyterial  government. 

This  appeareth  thus : 

First,  The  church  of  Jerusalem  consisted  of  more  congregations 
than  one,  as  is  manifest :

Sdlt/f  The  diversity  of  languages  among  the  believers,  mentioned 
both  in  the  second  and  sixth  chapters  of  the  Acts,  doth  argue  more 
congregations  than  one  in  that  church. 

Secondly^  All  those  congregations  were  under  one  presbyterial 
government;  because,

2dlyy  The  elders  of  the  church  are  mentioned.' 


^  Acts  viii.  1.  And  Saul  was  con- 
senting unto  his  death.  And  at  that 
time  there  was  a  gi'eat  persecution 
against  the  cluirch  which  was  at 
Jerusalem;  and  they  were  all  scattered 
abroad  throughout  the  regions  of  Ju- 
dea  and  Samaria,  except  the  apostles. 
Acts  i.  15.  And  in  those  days  Peter 
stood  up  in  the  midst  of  the  disciples, 
and  said,  (the  number  of  the  names 
together  were  about  an  hundred  and 
tAventy.)  Acts  ii.  41.  Then  they 
that  gladly  received  his  word  were 
baptized :  and  the  same  day  there 
were  added  unto  them  about  three 
thousand  souls.  Ver.  46.  And  they, 
contintiing  daily  with  one  accord  m 
the  temple,  and  breaking  bread  from 
house  to  house,  did  eat  their  meat 
with  gladness  and  singleness  of  heart, 
Ver.  47.  Praising  God,  and  having 
favour  with  all  the  people.  And  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such 
as  should  be  saved.  Acts  iv.  4.  How- 
beit  many  of  them  which  heard  the 
word  believed;  and  the  number  of 
the  men  was  about  five  thousand. 
Acts  V.  14.  And  believers  were  the 
more  added  to  the  Lord,  multitudes 
both  of  men  and  women.  Acts  vi.  1. 
And  in  those  days,  when  the  number 
of  the  disciples  was  multiplied,  there 
arose  a  murmuring  of  the  Grecians 
against  the  Hebrews,  because  their 
widows  were  neglected  in  the  daily 
ministration.  Ver.  7.  And  the  word 
of  God  increased ;  and  the  number  of 
the  disciples  multiplied  in  Jerusalem 
greatly :  and  a  great  company  of  the 
priests  were  obedient  to  the  faith. 

^  Acts  ix.  31.  Then  had  the  churches 
rest  throughout  all  Judea,  and  Gali- 
lee, and  Samaria,  and  were  edified; 
and  walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord, 
and  in  the  QOiQfoi*t  of  the  Ugly  Ghost, 


were  multiplied.  Acts  xii.  24.  But 
the  word  of  God  grew  and  multiplied. 
Acts  xxi.  20.  And  when  they  heaixi 
it,  they  glorified  the  Lord,  and  said 
unto  him,  Thou  secst,  brotlier,  how 
many  thousjinds  of  Jews  there  are 
wliich  believe ;  and  they  are  all  zeal- 
ous of  the  law. 

*  Acts  vi.  2.  Then  the  twelve  called 
the  multitude  of  the  disciples  unto 
them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason  that 
we  should  leave  the  word  of  God,  and 
serve  tables.

And  at  tliat 
time  tiiere  was  a  great  pei'secution 
against  the  church  which  was  at  Jeru- 
salem; and  they  were  all  scattered 
abTOad  throughout  the  regions  of 
Judea  and  Samaria,  except  the  apos- 
tles. Acts  ii.  47.  Praising  God,  and 
having  favour  with  all  the  people. 
And  the  Lord  added  to  the  church 
daily  such  as  should  be  saved.

And  great  fear 
came  upon  all  the  church,  and  upon 
as  many  as  heard  these  things.  Acts 
xii.  5.  Peter  therefore  was  kept  in 
prison ;  but  prayer  was  made  without 
ceasing  of  the  church  unto  God  for 
him.  Acts  xv.  4.  And  when  they  were 
come  to  Jerusalem,  they  were  received 
of  the  churchy  and  of  the  apostles  and 
elders,  and  tney  declared  all  things 
that  God  had  done  with  them. 

*  Acts  xi.  30.  Which  also  they  did, 
and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands 
of  Barnabas  and  Saul.  Acts  xv.  4. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  Jeni- 
salem.  they  were  received  of  the 
church,  and  of  the  apostles  and  elders, 
and  they  declared  all  things  that  God 
had  done  with  them.  Ver.  6.  And 
the  apostles  and  elders  came  together 
for  to  consider  of  this  ^i^ittcr.

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3tZ/y,  The  apostles  did  the  ordinary  acts  of  presbyters,  as  presbyters 
in  that  kirk ;  which  proveth  a  presbjterial  church  before  the  disper- 
sion, Acts  vi. 

stilly  J  The  several  congregations  in  Jerusalem  being  one  church, 
the  elders  of  that  church  are  mentioned  as  meeting  together  for  acts 
of  government;*  which  proves  that  those  several  congregations  were 
under  one  presbyterial  government. 

And  wli  ether  these  congregations  were  fixed  or  not  fixed,  in  re- 
gard of  officers  or  members,  it  is  all  one  as  to  the  truth  of  the  pro- 
position. 

^KTor  doth  there  appear  any  material  difference  betwixt  the  several 
congregations  in  Jerusalem,  and  the  many  congregations  now  in  the 
ordinary  condition  of  the  church,  as  to  the  point  of  fijcedness  required 
of  officers  or  members. 

Thirdly i  Therefore  the  scripture  doth  hold  forth,  that  many  con- 
gregations may  be  under  one  presbyterial  government. 

II.  Secondly i  By  the  instance  of  the  church  of  Ephesus ;  for, 

First,  That  there  were  more  congregations  than  one  in  the  church 
of  Ephesus,  appears  by  Acts  xx.  31,'*  where  is  mention  of  Paul's  con- 
tinuance at  Ephesus  in  preaching  for  the  space  of  three  years ;  and 
Acts  xix.  18, 19, 20,  where  the  special  effect  of  the  word  is  mentioned  f 
and  ver.  10  and  17  of  the  same  chapter,  where  is  a  distinction  of  Jews 
and  Greeks ;  '^  and  1  Cor.  xvi.  8,  9,  where  is  a  reason  of  Paul's  stay  at 
Ephesus  until  Pentecost;*'  and  ver.  19,  where  is  mention  of  a  particu- 


22.  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and 
elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to  send 
chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to 
Antioch  with  Paul  and  Barnabas ;

22.  Then  pleased  it  the  apostles  and 
elders,  with  the  whole  church,  to  send 
chosen  men  of  their  own  company  to 
Antioch  with  Paul  and  Barnabas; 
namely,  Judas  surnamed  Barsabas, 
and  Silas,  chief  men  among  the  breth- 
ren. Actsxxi.  17.  And  when  we  were 
come  to  Jenisalem,  the  brethren  re- 
ceived us  {jludly.    Vor.  IS.  And  the 


day  following  Paul  went  in  with  us 
unto  James ;  and  all  the  elders  were 
present.    And  so  forward. 

^  Acts  XX.  31.  Therefore  watch,  and 
remember,  that,  by  the  space  of  three 
years,  I  ceased  not  to  Avaru  every  one 
night  and  day  with  tears. 

"Acts  xix.  18.  And  many  that  be- 
lieved came,  and  confessed,  and  shew- 
ed their  deeds.  Ver.  19.  Many  of 
them  also  which  used  curious  arts 
brought  their  books  together,  and 
burned  them  before  all  men :  and 
they  counted  the  price  of  them,  and 
found  it  fifty  thousand  pieces  of  sil- 
ver. Ver.  20.  So  mightily  grew  the 
word  of  God  and  prevailed. 

*^  Acts  xix.  10.  And  this  continued 
by  the  space  of  two  years  ;  so  that 
all  they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard 
the  word  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  both  Jews 
and  Greeks.  Ver.  17.  And  this  was 
known  to  all  the  Jews  and  (xreeks 
also  dwelling  at  Ephesus;  and  fear 
fell  on  them  all,  and  the  name  of  the

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lar  church  in  the  house  of  Aquila  and  Priscilla,  then  at  Ephesus,'  as 
appears,  Acts  xviii.  19,  24,  26. «  All  which  laid  together,  doth  prove 
that  the  multitudes  of  believers  did  make  mpre  congregations  than 
one  in  the  church  of  Ephesus. 

Secondly ,  That  there  were  many  elders  over  these  many  congrega- 
tions, as  one  flock,  appeareth.^ 

Thirdly i  That  these  many  congregations  were  one  church,  and  that 
they  were  under  one  presbyterial  government,  appeareth.* 

Of  Sy nodical  Assemblies, 

THE  scripture  doth  hold  out  another  sort  of  assemblies  for  the 
government  of  the  church,  beside  classical  and  congregational, 
all  which  we  call  Synodical.^ 

Pastors  and  teachers,  and  other  church-governors,  (as  also  other 
fit  persons,  when  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient,)  are  members  of  those 


'1  Cor.  xvi  19.  The  churches  of 
Asia  salute  you.  Aquila  and  Pris- 
cilla salute  you  mucn  in  the  Lord, 
with  the  church  that  is  in  their 
house. 

8  Acts  rviii.  19.  And  he  camo  to 
Ephesus,  and  left  them  there :  but  he 
himself  entered  into  the  synagof^ue, 
and  reasoned  with  the  Jews.  Ver.

And  from  Miletus  he 
sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders 
of  the  church.  Ver.  25.  And  now, 
beliold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among 
whom  I  have  gone  preaching  the  king- 
dom of  God,  shall  see  my  face  no  more. 
Ver.  28.  Take  heed  therefore  unto 
yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock,  over 
the  which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made 
you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of 
God,  which  lie  hath  piirchased  with 
his  own  blood.  Ver.  30.  Also  of  your 
own  selves  sh;xll  men  arise,  speaking 
pei*verse  things,  to  draw  away  dis- 
ciples after  them.  Ver.  36.  And  when 
he  had  thus  spoken,  he  kneeled  down, 
and  prayed  with  them  all.  Ver.  37. 
And  they  all  wept  sore,  and  fell  on 
Paul's  neck,  and  kissed  him. 

*  Rev.  ii.  1.  Unto  the  angel  of  the 
church  of  Ephesus  write ;  These  things 
saith  he  that  holdeth  the  seven  stars 
in  his  right  hand,  who  walketh  in  the 
midst  of  the  seven  golden  candle- 


sticks; Ver.  2.  I  know  thy  works, 
and  thy  labour,  and  thy  patience,  and 
how  thou  caust  not  bear  them  which 
are  evil :  and  thou  hast  tried  them 
which  sav  they  are  apostles,  and  are 
not,  and  hast  round  tnem  liars :  Ver.

^  Acts  XV.  2.  When  therefore  Paul 
and  Barnabas  liad  no  small  dissension 
and  disputation  with  them,  they  de- 
termined that  Paxil  and  Barnabas,  and 
certain  other  of  them,  should  go  un  to 
Jemsalem  imto  the  apostles  and  elacrs 
about  this  question.

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assemblies  which  we  call  Synodical,  where  they  have  a  lawful  calling 
thereunto. 

Synodical  assemblies  may  lawfully  be  of  several  sorts,  as  provincial, 
national,  and  oecumenical. 

It  is  lawful,  and  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  that  there  be  a 
subordination  of  congregational,  classical,  provincial,  and  national 
assemblies,  for  the  government  of  the  church. 

Of  Ordination  of  Ministers. 

UNDER  the  head  of  Ordination  of  Ministers  is  to  be  considered, 
either  the  doctrine  of  ordination,  or  the  power  of  it. 

Touching  the  Doctrine  of  Ordination. 

NO  man  ought  to  take  upon  him  the  office  of  a  minister  of  the  word 
without  a  lawful  calling.* 
Ordination  is  always  to  be  continued  in  the  church." 
Ordination  is  the  solemn  setting  apart  of  a  person  to  some  publick 
church  office." 


*  John  iii.  27.  John  answered  and 
said,  A  man  can  receive  nothing,  ex- 
cept it  be  given  him  from  heaven. 
Rom.  X.  14.  How  then  shall  they  call 
Gu  him  in  whom  they  have  not  be- 
lieved ?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in 
him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard? 
and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?  Ver.  15.  And  how  shall 
they  preach  except  they  be  sent  ?  as 
it  is  written,  Hoav  beautiful  are  the 
feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of 
peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things!

The  prophets  prophesy 
lies  in  my  name :  I  sent  them  not, 
neither  have  I  commanded  them,  nei- 
ther spake  unto  them :  they  prophesy 
unto  you  a  false  vision  and  divination, 
and  a_ thing  of  nought,  and  the  deceit 
of  their  heart.  Heb.  v.  4.  And  no  man 
taketh  this  honour  xmto  himself,  but 
he  that  is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron. 

™  Tit.  i.  5.  For  this  cause  left  I  thee 
in  Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set  in 
order  the  things  tliat  are  wanting, 
and  ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as  I 
had  appointed  thee.  1  Tim.  v.  21.  I 
charge  thee  before  God,  and  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  elect  angels, 
that  thou  observe  these  things,  with- 
out preferring  one  before  another, 
doing  nothing  by  partiality.  Ver. 
22.  Lay  hands  suddenly  on  no  man, 
neither  be  partaker  of  other  men's 
sins :  keep  thyself  ymre. 

"  Numb.  viii.  10,  And  thou  shalt 
briog  the  Levites  before  the  Lord; 


and  the  children  of  Israel  shall  put 
their  hands  upon  the  Levites :  Ver.  11. 
And  Aaron  shall  offer  the  Levites 
before  the  Lord  for  an  offering  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  that  they  may  exe- 
cute the  service  of  the  Lord.  Ver.  14. 
Thus  shalt  thou  separate  the  Levites 
from  among  the  children  of  Israel; 
and  the  Levites  shall  be  mine.  Ver. 
19,  And  I  have  given  the  Levites  as  a 
gift  to  Aaron,  and  to  his  sons,  from 
among  the  children  of  Israel,  to  do  the 
service  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  and  to 
make  an  atonement  for  the  children 
of  Israel;  that  there  be  no  plague 
among  the  children  of  Israel,  when 
the  children  of  Israel  come  nigh  unto 
the  sanctuary.  Ver.  22,  And  after 
that^  went  the  Levites  in  to  do  their 
service  in  the  tabernacle  of  the  con- 
gregation before  Aaron,  and  before 
his  sons :  as  the  Lord  had  commanded 
Moses  concerning  the  Levites,  so  did 
they  unto  them.  Acts  vi.  3.  Where- 
fore, bretiiren,  look  ye  out  among  you 
seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  tlK; 
Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  wo 
may  appoint  over  this  business.  Ver. 
5.  And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole 
multitude :  and  they  chose  Stephen,  a 
man  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy 
^^host,  and  Philip,  and  Prochorus,  and 
Nicanor,  and  'J^imon,  and  Parmenas, 
and  Nicolas  a  proselyte  of  Antiocli ; 
Ver.  6.  Whom  they  set  before  the 
apostles :  and  when  they  had  prayed, 
they  laid  their  hands  on  them. 
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Every  ministot  of  the  word  is  to  be  ordained  by  imposition  of  hands, 
and  prayer,  with  fasting,  by  those  preaching  presbyters  to  whom  it 
doth  belong.** 

It  is  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  and  very  expedient,  that  such  as 
arc  to  be  ordained  ministers,  be  designed  to  some  particular  church,  or 
other  ministerial  charge.' 

Pie  that  is  to  be  ordained  minister,  must  bs  duly  Otianfied,  bot1\  fur 
life  and  ministerial  abilities,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  apostle.** 

He  is  to  be  examined  and  approved  by  those  by  whom  he  is  t6  bo 
ordained.' 

No  man  is  id  be  ordained  a  ministef  fot  k  particular  Congregation, 
if  they  of  that  congregation  can  shew  just  cause  of  exception  against 
him." 

Touching  the  Power  of  Ordination. 

ORDINATION  is  the  act  of  a  presbytery.* 
The  power  of  ordering  the  whole  work  of  ordination  is  in  the 
whole  presbytery,  which,  when  it  is  over  more  congregations  than  one,

And  from  Miletus 
he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the 
elders  of  the  church.  Ver.  28.  Take 
heed  thei*efore  unto  yourselves,  and  to 
all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy 
(ihost  hath  made  you  overseers,  to 
feed  the  church  of  God,  which  he  hath 
purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

1 1  Tim.  iii.  2.  A  bishop  then  must 
be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
vigilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour, 
given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach;

G.  Not  a  novice,  lest, 
being  lifted  up  with  pride,  he  fall  into 
the  coudenmation  of  the  devil.    Tit. 


i.  5.  For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in 
Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set  in  order 
the  things  that  are  wanting,  and  or- 
dain elders  in  evei'y  city,  as  I  had 
appointed  thee.  Ver.  6.  If  any  bo 
blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
having  faithful  children,  not  accused 
of  riot,  or  imruly.  Ver.  7.  For  a 
bishop  must  be  blameless,  aa  the 
steward  of  God ;  not  self-willed,  not 
soon  angry,  not  given  to  wine,  no 
striker,  not  given  to  lilthy  lucre ;  Ver. 
8.  But  a  lover  of  hospitality,  a  lover 
of  good  men,  sober,  just,  holy,  tempe- 
rate: Ver.  9.  Holding  fast  the  faithful 
word  as  he  hath  been  taught,  that  ho 
may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine  both 
to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gain- 
saycrs.

For  a  bishop  must  be  blameless, 
as  the  steward  of  God. 

1 1  Tim.  iv.  14.  Neglect  not  the  gift 
that  is  in  thee,  which  was  given  tlieo 
by  prophecy,  with  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands  of  the  presbytery. 
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vN'hcther  these  congresrations  he  fixed  or  not  fixed,  in  regard  of  officers 
or  memhers,  it  is  indifferent  as  to  the  point  of  ordination.'' 

It  is  very  requisite,  that  no  single  congregation,  that  can  conve- 
niently associate,  do  assume  to  itself  all  and  sole  power  in  ordination : 

1.  Because  there  is  no  example  in  scripture  that  any  single  congrega- 
tion, which  might  conveniently  associate  did  assume  to  itself  all  and 
sole  power  in  ordination ;  neither  is  there  any  rule  which  may  warrant 
such  a  practice. 

2.  Because  there  is  in  scripture  example  of  an  ordination  in  a  pres- 
bytery over  divers  congregations ;  as  in  the  church  of  Jerusalem,  where 
were  many  congregations ;  these  many  congregations  were  under  one 
presbytery,  and  this  presbytery  did  ordain. 

The  preaching  presbyters  orderly  associated,  either  in  cities  or  neigh- 
bouring villages,  are  those  to  whom  the  imposition  of  hands  doth  ap- 
pertain, for  those  congregations  within  their  bounds  respectively. 

Concerning  the  Doctrinal  Part  of  Ordination  of  Ministers. 

1.  "VrO  man  ought  to  take  upon  him  the  office  of  a  minister  of  the 
JLM      word  without  a  lawful  calling.'* 

2.  Ordination  is  always  to  be  continued  in  the  church.* 

3.  Ordination  is  the  solemn  setting  apart  of  a  person  to  some  pub- 
lick  church  office,  y 

4.  Every  minister  of  the  word  is  to  be  ordained  by  imposition  of 
hands,  and  prayer,  with  fasting,  by  these  preaching  presbyters  to  whom 
it  doth  belong.^ 

5.  The  power  of  ordering  the  whole  work  of  ordination  is  in  the 
whole  presbytery,  which,  when  it  is  over  more  congregations  than  one, 
whether  those  congregations  be  fixed  or  not  fixed,  in  regard  of  officers 
or  members,  it  is  indifferent  as  to  the  point  of  ordination.* 

6.  It  is  agreeable  to  the  word,  and  very  expedient,  that  such  as  are 
to  be  ordained  ministers  be  designed  to  some  particular  church,  or 
other  ministerial  charge.'' 

7.  He  that  is  to  be  ordained  minister,  must  be  duly  qualified,  both 
for  life  and  ministerial  abilities,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  apostle." 

8.  He  is  to  be  examined  and  approved  by  those  by  whom  he  is  to 
be  ordained.*^ 

9.  No  man  is  to  be  ordained  a  minister  for  a  particular  congrega- 
tion, if  they  of  that  congregation  can  shew  just  cause  of  exception 
against  him.** 

1 0.  Preaching  presbyters  orderly  associated,  either  in  cities  or  neigh- 
bouring villages,  are  those  to  whom  the  imposition  of  hands  doth  ap- 
pertain, for  those  congregations  within  their  bounds  respectively.' 

11.  In  extraordinary  cases,  something  extraordinary  may  be  done,

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until  a  settled  order  may  be  had,  yet  keeping  as  near  as  possibly  may 
be  to  the  rule.«f 

12.  There  is  at  this  time  (as  we  humbly  conceive)  an  extraordinary 
occasion  for  a  way  of  ordination  for  the  present  supply  of  ministers. 

The  Directory  for  ihe  Ordination  of  Ministers. 

IT  being  manifest  by  the  word  of  God,  that  no  man  ought  to  tilco 
upon  him  the  office  of  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  until  he  be  lawfully 
called  and  ordained  thereunto ;  and  that  the  work  of  ordination  is  to 
be  performed  with  all  due  care,  wisdom,  gravity,  and  solemnity,  wo 
humbly  tender  these  directions,  as  requisite  to  be  observed. 

1.  He  that  is  to  be  ordained,  being  either  nominated  by  the  peoplo, 
or  otherwise  commended  to  the  presbytery,  for  any  place,  must  ad- 
dress himself  to  the  presbytery,  and  bring  with  him  a  testimonial  of 
his  taking  the  Covenant  of  the  three  kingdoms ;  of  his  diligence  and 
proficiency  in  his  studies ;  what  degrees  he  hath  taken  in  the  univer- 
sity, and  what  hath  been  the  time  of  his  abode  there ;  and  withal  of 
his  age,  which  is  to  be  twenty-four  years ;  but  especially  of  his  life  and 
conversation. 

2.  Which  being  considered  by  the  presb^ery,  they  are  to  proceed 
to  enquire  touching  the  grace  of  God  in  him,  and  whether  he  be  of 
such  holiness  of  life  as  is  requisite  in  a  minister  of  the  gospel ;  and  to 
examine  him  touching  his  learning  and  sufficiency,  and  touching  the 
evidences  of  his  calling  to  the  holy  ministry ;  and,  in  particular,  his  fair 
and  direct  calling  to  that  place. 

The  RuUsfor  Examination  are  these  t 

"  (1.)  That  the  party  examined  be  dealt  ^vithal  in  a  brotherly  way, 
*'  with  mildness  of  spirit,  and  with  special  respect  to  the  gravity,  mo- 
"  desty,  and  quality  of  every  one. 

"  (2.)  He  shall  be  examined  touching  his  skill  in  the  original  tongues, 
*'  and  his  trial  to  be  made  by  reading  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Testa- 
**  ments,  and  rendering  some  portion  of  some  into  Latin ;  and  if  he  be

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**  defective  in  them,  enquiry  shall  be  made  more  strictly  after  his  other 
"  learninf^,  and  whether  he  hath  skill  in  logick  and  philosophy. 

"  (3.)  What  authors  in  divinity  he  hath  read,  and  is  best  acquainted 
"  with ;  and  trial  shall  be  made  in  his  knowledge  of  the  grounds  of 
"  religion,  and  of  his  ability  to  defend  the  orthodox  doctrine  contained 
"  in  them  against  all  unsound  and  erroneous  opinions,  especially  these  of 
"  the  present  age ;  of  his  skill  in  the  sense  and  meaning  of  such  places 
"  of  scripture  as  shall  be  proposed  unto  him,  in  cases  of  conscience,  and 
"  in  the  chronology  of  the  scripture,  and  the  ecclesiastical  history. 

*'  (4.)  If  he  hath  not  before  preached  in  publick  with  approbation  of 
"  such  as  are  able  to  judge,  he  shall,  at  a  competent  time  assigned  him, 
"  expound  before  the  presbytery  such  a  place  of  scripture  as  shall  bo 
"  given  him. 

"  (5.)  He  shall  also,  within  a  competent  time,  frame  a  discourse  in 
*•'  Latin,  upon  such  a  common-place  or  controversy  in  divinity  as  shall 
"  be  assigned  to  him,  and  exhibit  to  the  presbytery  such  theses  as  ex- 
"  press  the  sum  thereof,  and  maintain  a  dispute  upon  them. 

"  (6.)  He  shall  preach  before  the  people, — the  presbytery,  or  some  of 
**  the  ministers  of  the  word  appointed  by  them,  being  present. 

"  (7.)  The  proportion  of  his  gifts  in  relation  to  the  place  unto  which 
"  he  is  called  shall  be  considered. 

"  (8.)  Beside  the  trial  of  his  gifts  in  preaching,  he  shall  undergo  an 
"  examination  in  the  premises  two  several  days,  and  more,  if  the  pres- 
"  bytery  shall  judge  it  necessary. 

"  (9.)  And  as  for  him  that  hath  formerly  been  ordained  a  minister, 
"  and  is  to  be  removed  to  another  charge,  he  shall  bring  a  testimonial 
"  of  his  ordination,  and  of  his  abilities  and  conversation,  whereupon 
"  his  fitness  for  that  place  shall  be  tried  by  his  preaching  there,  and 
"  (if  it  shall  be  judged  necessary)  by  a  further  examination  of  him." 

3.  In  all  which  he  being  approved,  he  is  to  be  sent  to  the  church 
where  he  is  to  serve,  there  to  preach  three  several  days,  and  to  con- 
verse with  the  people,  that  they  may  have  trial  of  his  gifts  for  their 
edification,  and  may  have  time  and  occasion  to  enquire  into,  and  the 
better  to  know,  his  life  and  conversation. 

4.  In  the  last  of  these  three  days  appointed  for  the  trial  of  his  gifts 
in  preaching,  there  shall  be  sent  from  the  presbytery  to  the  congrega- 
tion a  publick  intimation  in  writing,  which  shall  be  publickly  read  be- 
fore the  people,  and  after  affixed  to  the  church-door,  to  signify  that 
such  a  day  a  competent  number  of  the  members  of  that  congregation, 
nominated  by  themselves,  shall  appear  before  the  presbytery,  to  give 
their  consent  and  approbation  to  such  a  man  to  be  their  minister ;  or 
otherwise,  to  put  in,  with  all  Christian  discretion  and  meekness,  what 
exceptions  they  have  against  him.  And  if,  upon  the  day  appointed, 
there  be  no  just  exception  against  him,  but  the  people  give  their  con- 
sent, then  the  presbytery  shall  proceed  to  ordination. 

5.  Upon  the  day  appointed  for  ordination,  which  is  to  be  performed 
in  that  church  where  he  that  is  to  be  ordained  is  to  serve,  a  solemn 
fast  shall  be  kept  by  the  congregation,  that  they  may  the  more  earnestly 
join  in  prayer  for  a  blessing  upon  the  ordinances  of  Christ,  and  the 
labours  of  his  servant  for  their  good.  The  presbytery  shall  come  to 
the  place,  or  at  least  three  or  four  ministers  of  the  word  shall  be  sent  ■ 
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thither  from  the  presbytery ;  of  which  one  appointed  by  the  presbytery 
shall  preach  to  the  people  concerning  the  office  and  duty  oi  ministers 
of  Christ,  and  how  the  people  ought  to  receive  them  for  their  work's 
sake. 

6.  After  the  sermon,  the  minister  who  hath  preached  shall,  in  the 
face  of  the  congregation,  demand  of  him  who  is  now  to  be  ordained, 
concerning  his  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  his  persuasion  of  the  truth 
of  the  reformed  religion,  according  to  the  scriptures ;  his  sincere  in- 
tentions and  ends  in  desiring  to  enter  into  this  calling ;  his  diligence 
in  praying,  reading,  meditation,  preaching,  ministering  the  sacraments, 
discipline,  and  doing  all  ministerial  duties  towards  his  chai'ge;  his  zeal 
and  faithfulness  in  maintaining  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  and  unity  of 
the  church,  against  error  and  schism ;  his  care  that  himself  and  his 
family  may  be  imblameable,  and  examples  to  the  flock ;  his  willingness 
and  humility,  in  meekness  of  spirit,  to  submit  unto  the  admonitions  of 
his  brethren,  and  discipline  of  the  church ;  and  his  resolution  to  con- 
tinue in  his  duty  against  all  trouble  and  persecution. 

7.  In  all  which  having  declared  himself,  professed  his  willingness, 
and  promised  his  endeavours,  by  the  help  of  God ;  the  minister  like- 
wise shall  demand  of  the  people  concerning  their  willingness  to  receive 
and  acknowledge  him  as  the  minister  of  Christ;  and  to  obey  and  sub- 
mit unto  him,  as  having  rule  over  them  in  the  Lord ;  and  to  maintain, 
encourage,  and  assist  him  in  all  the  parts  of  his  office. 

8.  Which  being  mutually  promised  by  the  people,  the  presbytery, 
or  the  ministers  sent  from  them  for  ordination,  shall  solemnly  set  him 
apart  to  the  office  and  work  of  the  ministry,  by  laying  their  hands  on 
him,  which  is  to  be  accompanied  with  a  short  prayer  or  blessing,  to 
this  effect : 

"  Thankfully  acknowledging  the  great  mercy  of  God  in  sending 
"  Jesus  Christ  for  the  redemption  of  his  people ;  and  for  his  ascension 
"  to  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father,  and  thence  pouring  out  his 
"  Spirit,  and  giving  gifts  to  men,  apostles,  evangelists,  prophets,  pas- 
"  tors,  and  teachers ;  for  the  gathering  and  building  up  of  his  chm*ch; 
"  and  for  fitting  and  inclining  this  man  to  this  great  work :  *  to  en- 
"  treat  him  to  fit  him  with  his  Holy  Spirit,  to  give  him  (who  in  his 
'*  name  we  thus  set  apart  to  this  holy  service)  to  fulfil  the  work  of  his 
"  ministry  in  all  things,  that  he  may  both  save  himself,  and  his  people 
"  committed  to  his  charge." 

9.  This  or  the  like  form  of  prayer  and  blessing  being  ended,  let  the 
minister  who  preached  briefly  exhort  him  to  consider  of  the  greatness 
of  his  office  and  work,  the  danger  of  negligence  both  to  himself  and 
his  people,  the  blessing  which  will  accompany  his  faithfulness  in  this 
life,  and  that  to  come ;  and  withal  exhort  the  people  to  carry  them- 
selves to  him,  as  to  their  minister  in  the  Lord,  according  to  their  solemn 

Kromise  made  before.     And  so  by  prayer  commending  botli  him  and 
is  flock  to  the  grace  of  God,  after  singing  of  a  psalm,  let  the  jissem- 
bly  be  dismissed  with  a  blessing. 

10.  If  a  minister  be  designed  to  a  congregation,  who  hath  been 
formerly  ordained  presbyter  according  to  the  form  of  ordination  which 

*  Here  let  them  impose  hands  on  his  he^ 
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hath  been  in  the  church  of  England,  which  we  hold  for  substance  to 
be  valid,  and  not  to  be  disclaimed  by  any  who  have  received  it ;  then, 
there  being  a  cautious  proceeding  in  matters  of  examination,  let  him 
be  admitted  without  any  new  ordination. 

11.  And  in  case  any  person  already  ordained  minister  in  Scotland, 
or  in  any  other  reformed  church,  be  designed  to  another  congregation 
in  England,  he  is  to  bring  from  that  church  to  the  presbytery  here, 
within  which  that  congregation  is,  a  sufficient  testimonial  of  his  ordi- 
nation, of  his  life  and  conversation  while  he  lived  with  them,  and  of 
the  causes  of  his  removal ;  and  to  undergo  such  a  trial  of  his  fitness 
and  sufficiency,  and  to  have  the  same  course  held  with  him  in  other 
particulars,  as  is  set  down  in  the  rule  immediately  going  before,  touch- 
ing examination  and  admission. 

12.  That  records  be  carefully  kept  in  the  several  presbyteries,  of  the 
names  of  the  persons  ordained,  with  their  testimonials,  the  time  and 
place  of  their  ordination,  of  the  presbyters  who  did  impose  hands  upon 
them,  and  of  the  charge  to  which  they  are  appointed. 

13.  That  no  money  or  gift,  of  what  kind  soever,  shall  be  received 
from  the  person  to  be  ordained,  or  from  any  on  his  behalf,  for  ordi- 
nation, or  ought  else  belonging  to  it,  by  any  of  the  presbytery,  or  any 
appertaining  to  any  of  them,  upon  what  pretence  soever. 

Thus  far  of  ordinary  Rules,  and  course  of  Ordination,  in  the  ordinary 
way;  that  which  concerns  the  extraordinary  way,  requisite  to  he 
now  practised,  followeth. 

1.  In  these  present  exigencies,  while  we  cannot  have  any  presby- 
teries formed  up  to  their  whole  power  and  work,  and  that  many  minis- 
ters are  to  be  ordained  for  the  service  of  the  armies  and  navy,  and  to 
many  congregations  where  there  is  no  minister  at  all ;  and  where  (by 
reason  of  the  publick  troubles)  the  people  cannot  either  themselves  en- 
quire and  find  out  one  who  may  be  a  faithful  minister  for  them,  or 
have  any  with  safety  sent  unto  them,  for  such  a  solemn  trial  as  was 
before  mentioned  in  the  ordinary  rules ;  especially,  when  there  can  be 
no  presbytery  near  unto  them,  to  whom  they  may  address  themselves, 
or  which  may  come  or  send  to  them  a  fit  man  to  be  ordained  in  that 
congregation,  and  for  that  people ;  and  yet  notwithstanding,  it  is  re- 
quisite that  ministers  be  ordained  for  them  by  some,  who,  being  set 
apart  themselves  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  have  power  to  join  in 
the  setting  apart  others,  who  are  found  fit  and  worthy.  In  those 
cases,  until,  by  God's  blessing,  the  aforesaid  difficulties  may  be  in  some 
good  measure  removed,  let  some  godly  ministers,  in  or  about  the  city 
of  London,  be  designed  by  publick  authority,  who,  being  associated, 
may  ordain  ministers  for  the  city  and  the  vicinity,  keeping  as  near  to 
the  ordinary  rules  fore-mentioned  as  possibly  they  may ;  and  let  this 
association  be  for  no  other  intent  or  purpose,  but  only  for  the  work  of 
ordination. 

2.  Let  the  lilce  association  be  made  by  the  same  authority  in  great 
towns,  and  the  neighbouring  parishes  in  the  several  counties,  which 
are  at  the  present  quiet  and  undisturbed,  to  do  the  like  for  the  parts 
adjacent. 
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3.  Let  such  as  are  chosen,  or  appointed  for  the  service  of  the  armies 
or  navy,  be  ordained,  as  aforesaid,  by  the  associated  ministers  of  Lon- 
don, or  some  others  in  the  country. 

4.  Let  them  do  the  like,  when  any  man  shall  duly  and  la^^'fully  bo 
recommended  to  them  for  the  ministry  of  any  congregation,  who  can- 
not enjoy  liberty  to  have  a  trial  of  his  parts  and  abilities,  and  desire 
the  help  of  such  ministers  so  associated,  for  the  better  furnishing  of 
them  with  such  a  person  as  by  them  shall  be  judged  fit  for  the  service 
of  that  church  .and  people.

Assembly  at  Edutburgh,  Au^st  24, 1647.  Sess.  10. 

Act  for  ohservi7ip  the  Directions  of  the  General  Assembly  for  secret  and 
private  Worship,  and  mutual  JSaification ;  and  eensuring  such  as  neglect 
Family-worship. 

THE  General  Assembly,  after  mature  deliberation,  doth  approve  the  fol- 
lowing Rules  and  Directions  for  cherishing  piety,  and  preventing  division 
and  schism;  and  doth  appoint  ministers  and  ruling  elders  in  each  congrega- 
tion to  take  special  care  that  these  Directions  be  observed  and  followed ;  as 
likewise,  that  presbyteries  and  provincial  synods  enquire  and  make  trial 
whether  the  said  Directions  be  duly  observed  m  their  bounds;  and  to  reprove 
or  censure  (according  to  the  quality  of  the  oflFence),  such  as  shall  be  found  to 
be  reprovable  or  censurable  therein.  And,  to  the  end  that  these  directions 
may  not  be  rendered  inefifectual  and  unprofitable  among  some,  through  the 
usual  neglect  of  the  very  substance  of  the  duty  of  Family -worehip,  the  As- 
sembly doth  further  require  and  appoint  ministers  and  iniling  elders  to  make 
diligent  search  and  enquiry,  in  the  congregations  committed  to  their  charge 
respectively,  whether  there  be  among  them  any  family  or  families  which  use 
to  neglect  this  necessary  duty;  and  if  any  such  family  be  found,  the  head  of 
the  family  is  to  be  first  admonished  privately  to  amend  Ids  fault;  and,  in 
case  of  his  continuing  therein,  he  is  to  be  gravely  and  sadly  reproved  by  the 
session;  after  which  reproof^  if  he  be  found  still  to  neglect  Family- worship, 
let  him  be,  for  his  obstinacy  in  such  an  offence,  suspended  and  debarred  from 
the  Lord's  supper,  as  being  justly  esteemed  unworthy  to  communicate 
therein,  till  he  amend. 


DIEECTIONS  OF  THE  GENEEAL  ASSEMBLY, 

CONOERNINQ  SECEET  AND  PRIVATE  WORSHIP,  AND  MUTUAL  EDIFICATION  *, 

FOR  CHEEISHINa  PXETY,  FOR  MAINTAININQ  UNITY,  AND  AVOIDING 

SOmSM  AND  DIVISION. 

BESIDES  the  publick  worship  in  congregations,  mercifully  established  in 
this  land  in  great  purity,  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  that  secret  wor- 
Bhip  of  each  person  alone,  and  private  worship  of  families,  be  pressed  and 
Bet  up;  that,  with  national  reformation,  the  profession  and  power  of  godli- 
ness, both  personal  and  domestick,  be  advanced. 

I.  And  mrat,  for  secret  worship,  it  is  most  necessary,  that  every  one  apart, 
and  by  themselves,  be  given  to  prayer  and  meditation,  the  unspeakable  benefit 
whereof  is  best  known  to  them  who  are  most  exercised  therein;  this  being 
the  mean  whereby,  in  a  special  way,  communion  with  God  is  entertained,  and 
right  preparation  for  all  other  duties  obtained :  and  therefore  it  becometh 
not  only  pastors,  within  their  several  charges,  to  press  persons  of  all  sorts  to 
perform  this  duty  morning  and  evening,  and  at  otner  occasions;  but  also  it  is 
incumbent  to  the  head  of  every  family  to  have  a  care,  that  both  themselves, 
and  all  within  their  charge,  be  daily  diligent  herein. 

II.  The  ordinary  duties  comprehended  imder  the  exercise  of  piety  which 
phould  be  in  families,  when  they  are  convened  to  that  effect,  are  tJiese :  First, 
Prayer  and  praises  performed  with  a  special  reference,  as  well  to  the  publick 
condition  of  the  kirk  of  God  and  this  kingdom,  as  to  the  present  case  of  the 
family,  and  every  member  thereof.  Next,  Reading  of  the  scriptures,  with 
catechising  in  a  plain  way,  that  the  understandings  of  the  simpler  may  be 
the  better  enabled  to  profit  under  the  publick  ordinances,  and  they  made 
more  capable  to  understand  the  scriptures  when  they  are  read ;  together  with 
godly  conferences  tending  to  the  edification  of  all  the  members  in  the  most 
holy  faith:  as  also,  admonition  and  rebuke,  upon  just  reasons,  from  those 
who  have  authority  in  the  family. 

III.  As  the  charge  and  ofi&ce  of  interpreting  the  holy  scriptures  is  a  part 
of  the  ministerial  calling,  which  none  (however  otherwise  qualified)  should 
take  upon  him  in  any  place,  but  he  that  is  duly  called  thereunto  by  God  and 
his  kirk ;  so  in  every  family  where  there  is  any  that  can  read,  the  noly  scrip- 
tures should  be  read  ordinarily  to  the  family ;  and  it  is  commendable,  that 
thereafter  they  confer,  and  by  way  of  conference  make  some  good  use  of 
what  hath  been  read  and  heard.  As,  for  example,  if  any  sin  be  reproved  in 
the  word  read,  use  may  be  made  thereof  to  make  all  the  family  circimispect 
and  watchful  against  the  same;  or  if  any  judgment  be  threatened,  or  men- 
tioned to  have  been  inflicted,  in  that  portion  of  scripture  which  is  read,  use 
may  be  made  to  make  all  the  family  fear  lest  the  same  or  a  worse  judgment 
befall  them,  unless  they  beware  of  the  sin  that  procured  it :  and,  finally,  if 
any  duty  be  required,  or  comfort  held  forth  in  a  promise,  use  may  be  made 
to  stir  up  themselves  to  employ  Christ  for  strength  to  enable  them  for  doing 
the  commanded  duty,  and  to  apply  the  offered  comfort.  In  all  which  the 
master  of  the  family  is  to  have  the  chief  hand ;  and  any  member  of  the 
family  may  propone  a  question  or  doubt  for  resolution. 

IV.  The  nead  of  the  family  is  to  take  care  that  none  of  the  family  with- 
draw himself  from  any  part  of  family-worship :  and,  seeing  the  ordinary 
performance  of  all  the  parts  of  family-Avoi  ship  belongeth  properly  to  the  head 
of  the  family,  tlic  minister  is  to  stir  up  such  as  are  lazy,  and  train  up  such 
as  are  weak,  to  a  fitness  to  these  exercises;  it  being  always  free  to  persons  of 
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quality  to  entertain  one  approved  by  tlie  presbjrtenr  for  performing  family- 
exercise.  And  in  other  families,  where  the  head  of  the  family  is  unlit,  that 
another,  constantly  residing  in  the  family,  approved  by  the  minister  and 
session,  may  be  employed  in  that  service,  wherein  the  minister  and  session 
are  to  be  countable  to  the  presbytery.  And  if  a  minister,  by  divine  Provi- 
dence, be  brought  to  any  family,  it  is  requisite  that  at  no  time  he  convene  a 
part  of  the  family  for  worship,  secluding  the  rest,  except  in  singular  cases 
especially  concerning  these  parties,  which  (in  Christian  pi-udeuce)  need  not, 
or  ought  not,  to  be  imparted  to  others. 

V.  Let  no  idler,  who  hath  no  particular  calling,  or  vagrant  i>er8on  xmder 
pretence  of  a  calling,  be  suffered  to  perform  worship  in  families,  to  or  for  the 
same ;  seeing  persons  tainted  with  errors,  or  aiming  at  division,  may  bo 
ready  (after  that  manner)  to  creep  into  houses,  and  lead  captive  silly  and 
unstable  souls. 

VI.  At  family-worship,  a  special  care  is  to  be  had  that  each  family  keep 
by  themselves;  neither  requiring,  inviting,  nor  admitting  persons  from  divers 
families,  unless  it  be  those  who  are  lodged  with  them,  or  at  meals,  or  other- 
wise with  them  upon  some  lawful  occasion. 

VII.  Whatsoever  have  been  the  effects  and  fruits  of  meetings  of  persona 
of  divers  families  in  the  times  of  corruption  or  trouble,  (in  which  ca?es  many 
things  are  commendable,  which  otherwise  are  not  tolerable,)  yet,  when  God 
hath  blessed  us  with  peace  and  purity  of  the  gospel,  such  meetings  of  persons 
of  divers  families  (except  in  cases  mentioned  in  these  Directions)  are  to  bo 
disapproved,  as  tending  to  the  hinderance  of  the  religious  exercise  of  each 
family  by  itself,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  publick  ministry,  to  the  i*ending  of 
the  families  of  particular  congregations,  and  (in  progress  of  time)  of  tho 
whole  kirk.  Besides  many  olfences  which  may  come  thereby,  to  the  harden- 
ing of  the  hearts  of  carnal  men,  and  grief  of  the  godly. 

VIII.  On  the  Lord's  day,  alter  every  one  of  the  family  apart,  and  tho 
whole  family  together,  have  sought  the  Lord  (in  whose  hancls  the  preparation 
of  men's  hearts  are)  to  fit  them  for  the  publick  worship,  and  to  bless  to  thera 
the  publick  ordinances,  the  master  of  the  family  ought  to  take  care  that  all 
within  liis  charge  repair  to  the  publick  worshin,  that  he  and  they  may  join 
with  the  rest  of  the  congregation:  and  the  publick  worship  being  finished^ 
after  prayer,  he  should  take  an  account  what  they  have  heard ;  and  there- 
after, to  spend  the  rest  of  the  time  which  they  may  spare  in  catechising,  and 
in  spiritual  conferences  upon  the  word  of  (jod :  or  else  (going  apart)  they 
ought  to  apply  themselves  to  reading,  meditation,  and  secret  pi-ayer,  that 
they  may  confirm  and  increase  their  communion  with  God :  that  so  the  profit 
which  they  found  in  the  publick  ordinances  may  be  cherished  and  promoved, 
and  they  more  edified  unto  eternal  life. 

IX.  So  many  as  can  conceive  praj'er,  ought  to  make  use  of  that  gift  of 
God ;  albeit  those  who  are  rude  and  weaker  may  begin  at  a  set  fonu  of 
prayer,  but  so  as  they  be  not  sluggish  in  stirring  up  in  themselves  (according 
to  their  daily  necessities)  the  spirit  of  prayer,  which  is  given  to  all  the  chil- 
dren  of  God  in  some  measure :  to  which  eftect,  they  ought  to  be  more  fervent 
and  frequent  in  secret  prayer  to  God,  for  enabling  of  their  hearts  to  conceive, 
and  their  tongues  to  express,  convenient  desires  to  God  for  their  family. 
And,  in  the  mean  time,  for  their  greater  encouragement,  let  these  materials 
of  prayer  be  meditated  iipon,  and  made  use  of,  as  folloAveth. 

"  Let  them  confess  to  God  how  xmworthy  they  are  to  come  in  his  presence, 
"  and  how  unfit  to  woi-ship  his  Majesty ;  and  therefore  eai*nestly  a^  of  God 
"  the  spirit  of  prayer. 

"  They  are  to  confess  their  sins,  and  the  sins  of  the  family ;  accusing, 
"  judging,  and  condemning  themselves  for  them,  till  they  bring  their  souls 
"  to  some  measure  of  true  humiliation. 

"  They  are  to  pour  out  their  souls  to  God,  in  tho  name  of  Christ,  by  the 

Spirit,  for  forgiveness  of  sins ;  for  grace  to  repent,  to  believe,  and  to  live 
"  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly;  and  that  they  may  serve  God  with  joy 
"  and  delight,  walking  before  him. 

*'  They  or©  to  give  thanks  to  God  for  his  many  mercies  to  his  people,  and 
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'*  to  themselves,  and  especially  for  his  love  in  Christ,  and  for  the  light  of 
"  tlie  gospel. 

"  They  are  to  pray  for  such  particular  benefits,  spiritual  and  temporal,  as 
"  they  stand  in  need  of  for  the  time,  (whether  it  be  morning  or  evening,)  as 
"  anent  health  or  sickness,  prosperity  or  adversity. 

"  They  ought  to  pray  for  the  kirk  of  Christ  in  general,  for  all  the  reformed 
**  kirks,  and  for  this  kirk  in  particular,  and  for  all  that  suffer  for  the  name 
"  of  Christ ;  for  all  our  superiors,  the  king's  majesty,  the  queen,  and  their 
"  children ;  for  the  magistrates,  ministers,  and  whole  body  of  the  congrega- 
*'  tion  whereof  they  are  members,  as  well  for  their  neighbours  absent  in 
"  their  lawful  affairs,  as  for  those  that  are  at  home. 

"  The  prayer  may  be  closed  with  an  earnest  desire  that  God  may  be  glori- 
"  fied  in  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of  his  Son,  and  in  doing  of  his  will,  and 
"  with  assurance  that  themselves  are  accepted,  and  what  they  have  asked 
"  according  to  his  will  shall  be  done." 

X.  These  exercises  ought  to  be  performed  in  great  sincerity,  without 
delay,  laying  aside  all  exercises  of  worldly  business  or  hinderances,  notwith- 
standing  the  mocking  of  atheists  and  profane  men ;  in  respect  of  the  great 
mercies  of  God  to  this  land,  and  of  his  severe  corrections  wherewith  lately 
he  hath  exercised  us.  And,  to  this  effect,  persons  of  eminency  (and  all 
elders  of  the  kirk)  not  only  ought  to  stir  up  themselves  and  families  to  dili- 
gence herein,  but  also  to  concur  effectually,  that  in  all  other  families,  where 
they  have  power  and  charge,  the  said  exercises  be  conscionably  performed. 

XI.  Besides  the  ordinary  duties  in  families,  which  are  above  mentioned, 
extraordinary  duties,  both  of  humiliation  and  thanksgiving,  are  to  be  care- 
fully performed  in  families,  when  the  Lord,  by  extraordinary  occasions, 
(private  or  publick,)  calleth  for  them. 

XII.  Seeing  the  word  of  God  requireth  that  we  should  consider  one 
another,  to  provoke  unto  love  and  good  works ;  therefore,  at  all  times,  and 
epecially  in  this  time,  wherein  profanity  abounds,  and  mockers,  walking 
after  their  own  lusts,  think  it  strange  that  others  run  not  with  them  to  the 
same  excess  of  riot;  every  member  of  this  kirk  ought  to  stir  up  themselves, 
and  one  another,  to  the  duties  of  mutual  edification,  by  instruction,  admoni- 
tion, rebuke ;  exhorting  one  another  to  manifest  the  grace  of  God  in  deny- 
ing ungodliness  and  worldly  lusts,  and  in  living  godly,  soberly,  and  righte- 
ously in  this  present  world  •  by_  comforting  the  feeble-minded,  and  praying 
with  or  for  one  another.  Which  duties  respectively  are  to  be  performed 
upon  special  occasions  offered  by  Divine  Providence ;  as,  namely,  when  under 
any  calamity,  cross,  or  great  difficulty,  counsel  or  comfort  is  sought ;  or 
when  an  offender  is  to  be  reclaimed  by  private  admonition,  and  if  that  bo 
not  effectual,  by  joining  one  or  tvv'o  more  in  the  admonition,  according  to 
the  rule  of  Christ,  that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  Avitnesses  every  word 
may  be  established. 

XIII.  And,  because  it  is  not  given  to  every  one  to  speak  a  word  in  season 
to  a  wearied  or  distressed  conscience,  it  is  expedient,  that  a  person  (in  that 
case,)  finding  no  ease,  after  the  use  of  all  ordinary  means,  private  and  pub- 
lick,  have  their  address  to  their  own  pastor,  or  some  experienced  Christian: 
but  if  the  person  troubled  in  conscience  be  of  that  condition,  or  of  that  sex, 
that  discretion,  modesty,  or  fear  of  scandal,  requireth  a  godly,  grave,  and 
Eccret  friend  to  be  present  with  them  in  their  said  address,  it  is  expedient 
that  such  a  friend  be  present. 

Xiy.  When  persons  of  divers  families  are  brought  together  by  Divino 
Providence,  being  abroad  upon  their  particular  vocations,  or  any  necessary 
occasions ;  as  they  would  have  the  Lord  their  God  with  tliem  whithersoever 
they  go,  they  ought  to  walk  with  God,  and  not  neglect  the  duties  of  prayer 
and  thanksgiving,  but  take  care  that  the  same  be  performed  by  such  as  tho 
company  shall  judge  fittest.  And  tliat  they  likewise  take  heed  that  no  cor- 
rupt communication  proceed  out  of  their  mouths,  but  that  which  is  good,  to 
the  use  of  edifying,  that  it  may  minister  grace  to  the  hearers. 

The  drift  and  scope  of  all  these  Directions  is  no  other,  but  that,  upon  tho 
one  part,  the  power  and  practice  of  godliiiCfi=s,  amongst  all  the  miuistcrt:  and 
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members  of  this  kirk,  according  to  their  several  places  and  vocations,  may 
be  cberished  and  advanced,  and  all  impiety  and  mocking  of  religious  ex- 
ercises suppressed :  and,  upon  the  other  part,  that,  under  the  name  and  pre- 
text of  religious  exercises,  no  such  meetmgs  or  practices  be  allowed,  as  are 
apt  to  breed  error,  scandal,  schism,  contempt,  or  misregard  of  the  publick 
ordinances  and  ministers,  or  neglect  of  the  duties  of  particular  callings,  or 
such  other  evils  as  arc  the  works,  not  of  the  Spirit,  but  of  tho  flesh,  and  are 
contrary  to  truth  and  peace.
